Secondly, A ſpecialcare is to be hadof Diet, for as Hippocrates ſaith in his Book of Humane 
Nature, Diſeaſes are parrly trom Die, and partly from che Air wherein we breath : Therefore lec 
the Diet be of good Juyce, ealie recs to cold, nor over nouriſhing: Theretore Mur 
Kid, Veal, areco be uſed, and which are better, yong Pidgeons, Chickens, Ca Hens, Partridges, 
Black-birds, Thruſhes, and all kmnd of Mountain Fowl, and Yolks of new laid Eg : roaſt Meats 
are better than boyled. Take heed of hard fleſh, and ot hard concoction, as beef, Pork, Veniſon, 
Hares, Gee!e, Ducks, and Sea Fowl: as allo of the Heads, Entrals, and Appurtinances of Beaſts. 
Eat Fuſh but ſeldom, and make choyre of thoſe which have ſolid Fleſh, coming out of ſwift Rivers, 
and ſtony places ; boyl chem in Wine, adding Vinegar, Lucter, and Spice, whuch Sawce is tobe al- 
lowed with other meat, unleſs the Liver be over hor ; of which principally ulz, Nurmeg, Cloves, 
Cinnamon : never or ſeldom eat cold and moiſt Herbs, as Lerrice, mages Spinage : bur in Sum- 
mer time we can allow a moderate uſe of Herbs which arc gently cooling and drying, for che 
chening of the Body, and fixing the Blood chat ic may not evaporate, as Endive, Succory, 
but they muſt be caken boyled, not raw.

Of Drouzie Diſeaſes, called, Coma, Lethargy, 
Carus, and Apoplexy. 


Here are four kinds of Preternatural fleep, namely, Coma, Apoplexy, Carus, and Le- 
thargie. Wewil ſpeak of them together in this Chapter, becauſe they proceed from the 
lame Cauties, and are cured all the lame way. 

T hele four Dileaſes differ one from another after this manner : 

In the Diſeaſecalled Coma, Catapborg, or $ubeth, acccording co Avicen, is a deep fleep ; bur ſuch 

an oneas from which the Patient 1s ralled, openerh his eyes, and anfwerech, but prelencly be is again 


deep fleep.. ; 
In a Lechargie, the ſleep is like that of Coma, but it is joyned with a Feaver and Frenzy, or 
Eowthas bao Frowmain Lov, bur in Cars the ſleep is more and profound, ſo 


har when the ſick parcy is rowſed up, he {carce opens his Eyes, and anſwers nor, as inthe tormer, bus 
yer being pinched ke is lonſible, and is breath comes freely. * : : 


In Apoplexy the ſleep is molt deep, and a total privation of ſence and motion, excepe breathing : 
and {0 h the ſick doth neither open his eyes, antwer, nor feel when he 1s huct 4, as alſo 
breatherh very dafficulely. | 

There are many Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes. 


The firſt and chief cauſe is Flegm and wateriſh humor contained im the brain ; of which (when 
there is bur a final quancity, chat moiftenech and cooleth the ſubſtance of the brain, ſtopping up irs 
Yores and paſſages) comech Coma. | | 
* Bur if the (ame quantity of Humor I cogether, become pucrified and corrupt, or grow 

into a tumor os fwelling, or be diiperſe —_— the brain, it procuretha Lethargte. 

Whew it is gathered in a greater quantity without corruption, and that the humor” is ſucked up 
incoche fubftance'of the bra, u cauferha Cars. 

And laſtly, When the humor is in ſogreat a quantity that ir doth not only fill the brain, bur alſo 
the ventricles chergof, ſtopping and ſtraicening chem , andalfo when ic doth offend the Original of 
the Necves which comes from the brain, andis placed in the baſis or bctrom ot che Skull, and when ir 
hindereth the paſlage of the Animal Spirir, u begers an Apop!exy. 


Secondly, Sleepy Diſeaſes ſpringalſo from abundance of blood inthe brain ; for if the ftore of 
blood ined, be more raw, wateriſh, and cold, it chickens the Animal Spirits, and makes them un- 
fic ee move 3 asalſo the abundance of humor charging the beain, hindereth che free paſlage of the 
S$pirgs, and according as the humor is more or leſs in quantity, more or lels in coldneſs, it producerh 
a greater or a leſſer Dil(ea'e : Sorhat both Coma, Carus, and Apoplexy may be cauſed — 

drowfie Difcaſcs, ley 60 Qupiny, are uſually cauſed by blood our of its Veſlek, 
ſtoppingand compreſſing che Ventricles ot the brain, and chat fallech our eicher trom a vein broken 
inthe brain , or from an over fulneſs of the Veſſels, or from fore;great bruile or contuſion of the 


head, or from ſome cur or punctured wound, by which the veins cfthe brain are divided, and fo

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Fourthly, Many Vapors flying intothe Erain may be the caule of a ſleepy diſeaſe : for if the va- 
pors be many and grols, that they che animal Spirits, and darken them as wirh a miſt, even as 
the clouds in the greater world darken and obſcure the beams of the Sun. Bur if they be overmoiſt 
they do lo wet the Brain that it becomes weak and faint in its funtions and performances : Therfore 
Drunkards fleep profoundly from che vapor of the Wine, and the abundance of crudities ſenc up 
into the Brain. Children char are rroubled with the worms are often taken with ſleepy dilcaſes 
from the abundance of groſs and thick vapors which ariſe trom crude and wateriſh humors. Soin in- 
cermitting Feavers or gue, ſometimes 1n the beginning of the Diſeaſe there is ureſiſtable ſleep, by

quantity, and {oare longer and ſooner diſcuſſed and diſperied. 

Fifcly, Many cimes {o great a fleeping Diſeaſe is begor by the too frequent uſe of Medicines called 
Narcoticky, that do produce ſleep; that many unawares by the unskilful ute of Opium have flept 
their laſt. There is allo che lame upyying torce in ſome living Creatures : as in the Torpedo, or 
Cramp-fiſh. So Plutarch reports inthe death of Cleopatra, That the ſting of a Viper cauleth 
deadly fleep. Bur in mans Body this ſtupid fleeping condition comes from the putrefattion of hu- 
mors, which is ſeen in malignauc and peſtilencial Feavers ;- hence it is that in choſe diſeaſes they ace 
very fleepy oftentimes, which isa cercain lign of venenolity and malignicy, and ſomrimes of death. 


The Diagnoſticks or Signs which ſhew the differences of theſe ſleeping Diſeaſes were ſer down in 
the beginning of this Chapter.

CHAP. 1X. 
Of Giddineſi, called Vertigo. 


Vertigo is a falſe Imagination, in which all objedts, andrhe head ic ſelf ſeem to eurn round, 
fo as che Patient often falls to the ground, unleis he lay hold on tome ftay at hand. 
It may be objected, Thar in a Vertigo, the Imagination is not hurt ;, tor it ic were lo, 
the Patients would chink che objects ound round z as men in Madneis and Phrenzy 
do think what they imagine co be cruly fo. We anſwer, Thar ina Vertigo, the Reaton is not hurt, 
which percerveth the error of the Imagination ; bur in a Phrenzy, or Melancholly, che Reaſon is hure 
as wel as che Imagination. 

There ace rwo lorts of Vertigoes 3 the one ſimple, called in Greek 497&, in which the Sight re- 
mains unhurt : the other is called ex>7wwe, or oxondir2>, a dark Vertigo, in which che Eyes are both 
darkned as it were with tmouk, or a cloud. 

In buth kinds the Sight 15 fomwhat hurt, becauie the Spirics which uſe to go diredtly to the Eyes, 
are moved out ot order by che viuve Nerve, by reaſon whereof the Eyedoth not to ficly enjoy them. 
But in a dark Vertigo there is a more violence Motion of the Spirits, 1o that they come lets to the Eyes, 
from whence the iught 15 darkned or hindced. 

The immediate Cauie of a Vertigo, is the cucumvolution of the Spirits coming of a vaporous matter 
or wind, which conung into the Ventricles ot che Braun, and Plexus Choroides, diſturbs the Spiris, 
and makes them run round ; whence che tpectes ot che Objects brought by thole ſpirics are moved in 
like manner 3 and 1o the ob;ects rhemiclves ſeem tobe moved alio the ſame way. Burt here we 
may doubc, ſince a Vertigo is a lyraprom ot a hur. action, and every aCtion hurt d&pends unmediat- 
ly upon a Diteaſe, how the Cucunvolurion of the Spirus can be the immedare caule of a Vertigo, 
when it can be reterred to nokind of Diteale. To which we thus aniwer, A Circumvolucion of the 
Spirits, is a Dileate in reipect of Scicuation ; for at that rimethe Spirirs do not keep that place or po- 
ſiczon whuch chey Naturally ought,, but move precernacurally, and amits. And this Aniwer hath a 
weighty inſtance : Fora Di-eale isan afteCtion ofa true part, bur 1pirits are not true parts. We 
antwer, I hat Axtome is noc alwazes, bur fomtunes true z according to Galen that which 1s principal 
and hinders the action of its 1clt, is che true Diteale : We fay that the word Hart oughc to be caken 
in a larger {enle, comprehending all chele chings which go co the making up of the Body, and whatio- 
ever hinders the aCtion of any part, is called a Di.eale. Soa yellow color 1n the Eye, hurrs che ugh 
wmediately, and cheretore i 1s calleda Dileaie uw number ; toa birer favor i the congue, and noule 
m che Ears, ace Dileaſcs in (;umber, m regard there is tomthing in thole parrs beſides, which offer deth 
theaCtions. Afrer the 'ame manner 15 the Circumyolucion ot the Spirits, a Duleaie in Scutuaiion or 
Poſition, tor che Reaſon above mencion: d. 

Bur thole Vapors are ſent up from evil humors, not continually without intermiſſion, bur by com- 
pals and going abour, andart a diſtance, namely, as often astheywe raiied up by an external caule z 
andche humors are tuch as ule co produce vapors, namely, Blood, Choller, Flegm, and Melancholly, 
and the watery Humor ; becaute both a cold as well as a hot vapor, may caulea Vertigo; as Ga/en, 
3. de loc. affett. chap. 8. and Comment. Aphor. 23. Sect. 3. 0 

Theſe evil humors are either contained in the Brain, or in the inferior parts. Hence a two-fold 
Vertigoariſerh, one Proper, the other by Conſent. | 

 Wareriſh and flegmy humors heaped up un the Brain, ſend wind and vapors to ics ventricles, which 
ſturingabourthere, do caute a Vertigo. Andioa proper Vertigo comes to be a forerunner of an Ept- 
leply, or Apoplexy. 

But Humors contained in the inferior parrs, eſpecially the ſtomach and the ſpleen, do eaſily ſend 
up Vapors tothe head, which it they couch the Ventricles, andthe Arteries, cauie a Yertigy. 

The external Cauſes are all tuch things as will quickly diffolve the Humors, and curn them to Va- 
pors, or make an inordinate motion in thole Vapors. Among whichare reckoned by Hippocrates, 
Aphor. 17. Sect. 3. a South wind, ang fudden change of Air. To thele ad the heat of the Sun, windy 
Meats, Garlick, Muſtard, Radiſh, Peaſe and Beans, Drunkenne(s, Glucrony, unmoderare Exerciſe, 
and unſeatonable, the fuppreſſion ofa wonted evacuation, Anger, Baths, Hunger, e[pecually in thofe 
whichaze ful ofbicter Choller, ofren twming of a Body round, long looking upon Wheels and 
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chings that run round, and of Waters that run ſwift, looking down from a high place, a Fall, a ftrige 
upon the Head, a Fracture, or depretſion ofthe Skill, compreſſing and lying upon the Brain. * 

We ſhall lay down no Diagnolrs, or general ſighs to kniow this Diſtaſe by, becauſe it is of it ſe# 
manife. Tet un particular we ſhal declare thoſe ſigns which ſhew the part affeQted that containerh 
the mne or matter of the Duteaſe 3 as allo thole which ſhew the humor offending. 

Pain of che Head ſhews that a Vertigo cometh from a Diſeaſe of the Brain, which is a true or pro- 
per Vertigo. Allo Heavinels, and the lolsof ſome Sence; as Dimneis of light, noiſe in the 
chicknels of hearing, decay of ſmelling and rafting ; the beating of the Arteries of the Head when o- 
ther parts are tree. 

The 'igns that ſhew what the riatrer is that oftenderh, are theſe : That abundance of flegm offen- 
deth, 15 11gnitied by a dulnels of the internal and external Sences, heavinels of Head, ſlownels ofmo- 
tion, drouzmels, much iputing, want of Apperite, want of Thirſt, white Urine, and crude, with'the 
other 11gns ot abundance of _— 

Bur wacchings, wrath, nimblenels in actions, thirſt, bitterneſs of mouth, quickneſs of pulſe, athin 
and yellow Urine, aud the like, ſhew that the Chollerick matcer offendeth. 

the 11gns ofa Melancholly matrerare, Fear, ſorrow, troubleſom thoughts, much watching, fear- 
ful dreams, fowr belchings, and the like. 

lhe agns of Bluod avounding, are, Stretching of the Veins with fulneſs, redneſs of face, and hear, 
bearmg oi che Temples, heavineis and diftention 1n the head, long ſleep, dreams of red things, weari- 
ne's, reaching, thick and red Urme, fomrimes thin and tranſparanic by the atcention of the blood into 
the teal. 

A Vertigo by Conſent is known by the want of thoſe Symptomes, which come from the Head, 
when n.» d+ Orcver 15 trrund 1n the Eran, bur rather tome part beneath 15 (en{ibly hure, 

T wee rnngs hew that a Verrigo comes from the ſtomach, want of apperite, loathing, ſowr be 
chings, pain of The itomach, or {welling with wind. 

T inac a Veitigo comes from the Liver, Spleen, or Matrix by Conſent, the ſame ſ1gns declare which 
we.e laid dowiu man Epileply by Confent coming from the fame parts in che Chaprer aforegoing. 

Tie Pr -gnoitick, or foreknowledg of this Dueale, is thus : 

A ew Vertigo that comes bur ſeldom, and which comes only from exrerhal Cauſes, is more bph: 
and caſter cured : 'On the contrary, that which i old, and cores often, turneth for the moſt part 12- 
to an Epilepiy, or Apoplexy. 

A Vertigo inan old man 15 moſt dangerous, becaule his Brain is colder and weaker, and flegm doth 
more abound. 

A Vect go un which not cnly external things, bat alfo the Head and whol Body ſetm to be turns 
abour, and which happens with hurtco the ſight, is more dangerous, for it ſrgnifies greater farce in c/:- 
caule ot 1t 3 andif the tick man fallscothe ground, u foretelsan Epilepſy, or Apoplexy. 

A Verrigo —_— of hot Humors, is ſooner diffolved than that which comes of cold, becauſe hor 
Humors are {ooner duperted. 

The C.ure of the Vertigo 1s nmch like that of the Epilepſy, becauſe borh Diſeaſes come almoſt cf 
the {ane Cauies : whence ur. comes that a Vertig9ofren curns intoan Epilepſy. Bur becauſe a Ver- 
rigo 3a lighter Dutale, it doch nor need io many Medicines as an Epilepſy : bur they will ſerve, 
which we will here lay down; and alio we ſhal demonſtrate in ſhort what i that which this Diſeaſe 
mot yroper!, requireth ior its Cure.

Apply Veicatoriesand Caurertes for derivation, and at laſt uſe thoſe things which the 
Bram, and diiperie Vapors and Humors as well externally as internally, my, devory Ponies and 
Bag*that are delcribed 1n the firſt Chapter. 

And you muſt not omit the digeſtive Pouder, becauſe the weakneſs of the Stomach often cauſeth 
this Ducaſe. - 

And laſtly, You muſt ule thoſe Medicines which are eſteemed by ſpecial quality ro cure the Ver- 
tigoz fuchasare tholewhich were preicribed for the Cure of the Epileply ; namely, Ancepileprick 
Wilks, a ballom to atioint the Noſtrils, Temples, and Crown ef the head, Oyl of Amber, Pouder 
of Cumaber, and many other. 

Moxeover, cxercetanus in the ewenticth Ghaprer of his Diſpenlatory, commends a Medicine 
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made of Peacocks dung, whoſe Preparation and manner of uſe, may be in che Author. - 

Itfthe Diſcale Jo obſiinately relitt the propounded Remedies, you fall roa Dier of the De- 
co.t1on of Guazacum. | | 

A Caurety in the fore part of the Head, is much commended by Zacutus Lyſfitanws in his firſt 
Book of Admirable Practice, Obſ. 38. in theſe words : A certain man was ſo troubled with a dark 
Vertieo, that bis Brain 157 as continually ſeem to run round: and when he bad tried many 
Medictnes, and there was fear of an Apoplexy to followo , with no other means (beſides general 
and particular Evacuations, and Fontanels or Iſſues in divers parts, and a Seton in the nape of 
the Neck) could be be cured, but with a Gautery inthe fore part of the head , by which only Cbe- 
yond the expettation of Phyſutians,) I have cared manty of the Falling-ſickneſs, letting them run a 
long time. 


CHAP. X. 
Of Tremor, or Trembling. 


Remor is called 5%44@ in Greek ; it isa voluntary Motion depraved, by Which the Membe& 
15 fortunes Elevated, ſomtimes depreſſed, chrongh che mucual contention berween che 
faculcy, and che parc affected. 

Ic is called a depraved motion from Galen, 2. de ſympt. caruf. chap, r, ahd he faies the 
ſame in his Book of the Difference of Sympromes, chap. z. but he ſeems co conrradidt himſelf, when 
in his Book of Trembling, chap. 4. he reckons Tremblingamong che Motions which are diminiſhed. 
Bur thar contradiCtion may be reconciled, by ſaying, that Motion nity be confidered cwo waies, Ei- 
ther in reipect of ir {elf, or inreſpedt of the faculty : If it be conſidered in reſpect of ir (elf, ic is de- 
praved, becaute it is nor in that manner it ought to be 3 if it be conſidered inreipett of the faculty, ic 
15a deminithed motion, becaule it comes froma faculty fo weak that.it cannot produce motion ſtrong 
enough. Bu one may inſtance, That the aCtion is alwates dununiſhed w!.ect comes from a weak facub 
ty, bur never depraved. I an{wer, That ic 1strue 1fal che aftions ys upon the faculcy ;, bur 
T cembling comes partly from the Faculty, parrly from che heavinels of the part 3 cherefore'c sade- 
praved Morton. | ; 

The moving faculty deſireth to lifr up the Member, and co keep it in thar Poſition; but the weighe 
of the Member preſferh it dovwiuwards, whence comes a trembling Morton. 

The Medare Caute of Trembling, is weaknels of the Korive Faculty, or rather of irs neareſt In» 
ſtrumenr, that 1s, the Animal Spirit, which 1s not able coexerciie a voluntary Mocion perfectly. 

The 5pirus are made weak, e ther by a fauit mchemſelves, or by a deject in the Nerves, which are 
the Conguit Pipes by which they are carried, and doact. 

The fault 1s ui che Spwics, excher when they are bur tew ar the firſt z or when they are afterwards 
Ailipaced. 

They are fey at the firſt, either by reaſon of the cold diſtemper of che Brain, as in old men, or 
throug!: che wa'it of vital Sp'rics, which are the matcer of whica the animal ar2 made. 

The Spirits are diſlipated from many excernal Cauſes, as immoderate Evacuations, much uſe of 
Venery andunlealonable, great pain, amd conſtant faſting, torrow, and oa. bh Dilcales. 

The Spiritsare hurc by detect in che Nerves, and are weakned either when the Nerves are toocold, 
or are intefted with a malignant qualicy, or obſtructed or compreſled. | 

They grow too cold, either from a cold Arr, from ute of cold meats, or much drinking of Water, 
ſwimming often 1n cold water, and the like. | 

They are infected by the uſe of Opium, Henbane, Poppy, and che vapor of 5 ca as1t is 
{een in Gold-ſmiths, and them which have the French Fox, and have been.cured with the fume 0: 
Cunnaber. So in malignant Feavers tremblings comealſo ( which are rather to be accounted Cc: 
vullive Motions ) and allo they come trom the provocation or uritation of che Neryous parts. 

They are ſtopped not wholly, as in a Palley, but. much lefs, bur by che ſame cauſe, namely a w=- 
on y _ gently ſprinkled upon the Nerves, which is produced of glutrony, drunkenneſs, and or 
ther Cawes. | 

Laſtly, Trembling may come from compreſſion of che Nerves, when excrementitious humors ar 
bounding mche whol Body do compreſs the Nerves, and hinder the free paſſage ofthe Anunal Spi- 
rits. | | 
© Hercules Saxonia, beſides the cauſes mentioned borrowed from Galen, acknowledgeth another 
Tremor coming of wind 3; and Cardanus another from pain wa nervous parts: Bur they are deceived, 
__ the Motion produced from choſe Cauſes, ae to be reterred co Palpitation , or Convullive 
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There is noneed of (igns in this diſeaſe, becauſe crembling appears of it ſelf : But che Cauſes thar 


produce it, areto beknown by their proper ſigns ; as alſo wemuſt 1earch for thoſe external Cauſes 


which went before. 

As for the Prognoftick. Trembling of it ſelf is not dangerous, bur if it be in old people it conti- 
nueth with them il they die. Bur ic may be deadly by accident, un as much as it utually goes before a 
Palſey, or an Apoplexy. | 

You muſt Cure Trembling as you cure the Palſey, and therefore we ſhall not make vain repeti- 
tions of Medicines. 


CHAP. AL 
Of Phrenitis, or Phrenzie. 


; Phrenzy is an Inflamation of the Brain, and its Membranes wich a continual dotage, and a 
a ſharp conſtant Feaver. | 

By the word Inflamation, we underſtand a true Tumor, which is commonly calleda 
contracted Inflamation, coming of Blood our of the Vellels falling upon the ſubſtance of 
the part ; for the Blood being hot and Chollerick, and inthe Menubranes or tubſtance of the Brain 
cauleth a true Eryſypelas, or an Eryſipelas Phlegmonodes, or Phleg:non Eryſapelatodeg. 

By Delirium, or Doting, we underſtand the erring of Reaſon, tor we luppole thar fault cannot 
be in the Imagination alone, without a faulr be in che Reaton, ma Phrenzy ; whatloever others think, 
we are led by the Authority of Galen, who in his Book ot che Difterence of Sympromes, chap. 3. 

wes an Example of one T heophilus a Phylitian, who thought Fidlers face continually in a corner of 
Fi houle playing, and belceved chat he ifaw th©n iomrumes ſtanding, lomrimes titting, and cried 
continually that chey ſhould be caſt our ot doors.

becaule he really thought the Fidlers were there,and deiured they thould be pur forth : For when the 
Imagination alone is hurt, che Reaſon beuignoc hurt, acknowledgeth the error of Imagination, as in 
a Vertigo, in which the Patient thinks al things run round, but Reaton knoweth that it is nor ſo = 
deed, buc chat Imagination doth err. : 

Nor is the Opinion of Erſftachius Rudius to be recerved in this caſe, who faith, That it never 
comes to pals that the lmagination ſhould be hurr, the Reaſon being ſound, becauſe Reaſon wor- 
kech upon Phantaſms received trom che Lmagination, and therefore if tooliſh Phantaſms are offered 
rothe Realon, he thinks it necellary that che Underſtanding, beholding chole foolith fanſies, ſhould 
alto be fooliſh : And hence Erſtachins gathers, that the Imagination 1s not depraved, bur there isa 
meer and ſimple deceit of the tight. We ay chat che underſtanding doth run trom one thing to ano- 
ther, and is bulied abour thole Species which are rerained in the Memory ; and chough the Fanſie 
preſentsabſurdiries cothe Mind, yer che Species b: fore recelved, are ſtill retained in che Memory,and 
are preſented to the Reaſon, it can know and corre that miſtake of the Fanlie ; namely, if ic judg 
that thoſe ab{urd tanſies which are brought to ir by a depraved Imagination do neither agree wit 
rime, place, or other circumſtances which ſtill remain 1n che Memory, and are known to be true. So 
ina Vercigo, Reaſon being in order judgeth chat ic is unpoſlible chat Roots, Walls, and Pavements, " 
ſhould turn round, - and theretore they are-falſly reprefenced ro che Imagination. So the Phyloſo- 
pher that was bir with a mad dog; 'and his Imagmat1on began to decay, going into a Bath, percerved 
the falſe Image ofa Dog therein 3 but Reaſon being found reproved the error of his Imagination, and 
made him ſpeak thus ; - What hath a Dog to do ina Barth ? and preſencly he caſt himlielf into the 
Bath, by which means he was delivered trom the danger ofa Dilcate called Hydropbobia, or fear of 
Warer. ( 

There are two kinds of Phrenzie 3 namely, a true Phrenzy, which is laid down in the Definition 
above menczioned : Another which is called Paraphrenitzs, or Baſtard Phrenzy, 

A true Phrenzy is ſomrimes in the Dpofition, which is moſt utual, ſoratimes in the Habit, which 
iscalled Hectical Phrenzy, in which, che Chollerick Humors are ſtrongly fixed in the Brain, and 
poſleis many parts thereof, ſticking cherero like a tin&ture or dye.

M 1s a Dotingor Delirizm without a Feaver with fear and ſadneſs. 
Sadnels, becauſe that comes with Fury and Boldneſs. 


| We ay this Drſeaie hath no Feaver : namely, of irs own nature of it ſelf : buta Fea- 
ver may Accidentally be joyned wich it: For noching hindererh, buc a continual or incermitcing Fea- 
ver may happen to one inthis Diſeaſe z but this Feaver wil nut be effencially in ic, as na Phienzy, 
where a Feaver iweſlential ro the Diteaſe. 

Bur we may doubt how Fear and Sadneſs may be ſaid to be of the effence of Melancholly : when 
we perceivethat in many Melancholick people there is much laughcer and appearance of joy. For 
ſome laugh, {ome ling, ſome think chemſelves robe very rich Kings and Monarchs. We Anſwer, 
Thar there are divers degrees of Melancholly, and divers mixtures ot Melanchollick humors with o- 
thets; from whence come varieties of Paſſions, to chat chey who have much blood or flegm mixed 
with Melancholly, may have joy and Cheerfulneſs : bur that Diſeaſe is not at that time a true Me- 
lancholly, bur is more like foolſhnelſs. ; 
\  Alſogreat variety nehor's wp. pntrra' from the various diſpoſition of the Melanchollick humor : 
Hence it is thar ſome think chemlelves to be Kings, - Princes, Prophers : Ochers, chat they are 
made of Glaſs, or Potrers-Clay ; or that they are barely Corns ready to be devoured by the Hens : 
Soixe think chey ace melting Wax, and dare not approach rhe Fire: Others, Thar they are Dogs, 

. | he 
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Wolves, Cuckows, Night or Cocks, whoſe voyces they unirate. Oceely them- 
dead, and will nei ab ang. rs Hy Others dare nor pits they ſhould drowt Werld 
by aſecond Deluge. 5ome chk they have loft their heads, or ſome other Member, or that they cac- 
ry the world upon their fingers end, or that they have Sparrows in thew heads, or Serpents, Frogs, 
Mice, and other Crearures in cherr Bellies. 

The immediate Cawe of Melancholy ( that T may uſe the words of Galen) isa dark ( op or vapor 
very black; for when che Arumal L- rn w7- ther own Nature to be pure, thin, and cranfparate 
for the cheerful pertorming of che aCtions of che Brain, andts cauſe cheerfulnets, if they change their 
conſticucion, and become dark and obſcure, they produce forrow and fear. Galen in his 2. deſympr. 
cauſ. chap. 6. by an Example burrowed from external darknels, doth explain che macrer : Of thoſe 
things (faith he ) which are without the Body, we ſeenothing that doth more terrifie »s than darks 
neſs; therefore when darkneſs doth encompaſs the rational part of man, it is neceſſary that that man 
ſhould exceedingly fear who doth alwaies carry abont with him, another cauſe of fear, befides that 
which is external. ; 

The cauſe of this evi| dutpoſirion of the Spirits, is a Melanchollick humor, which being poſſeſſed 

with thickne!'s, darkne::, and blacknels, doth infect the Spirits, and makes chem clondy and dark. 

And this Melanci:ollck humor is cold anddry, and cheretore proper forfixing and condenting of 
the Spirics, which fixing aud condenſing or thickening of che Spirics muſt needs cauſe, ſorrow and 
heavinels. Fort the humor be thin and hor, as is black choller (from whichcomes madnefs) ir doth 
rather produce fury and boldneſs than fear and ſorrow. Therfore the min2dratecauſcotMelanchol- 
ly isrhicknels and darkneis ot the Spirics Ammal ; bur the neceſfary condition, and wichoue which 
it cannot be, is a cold and dcy diftgmper. Bur #any ſhal inſtance of an Hypochondriack Melanchol- 
ly from Galen. third Book de loczs affettis, chap. 7. that it is an mflamation in che Hypochondria, 
and cherefore the kcx diftemper doth prevail. e an{wer, 1 hat that Inflamarionor burning of the 
Hypochondria, comes from the heat of blood long retaiwed in the [pleen and Meteraick Veins by rca- 
{on of obſtruttions, from whence many vapors are ſent up into the Erain, which th they be 
hot, yet are overcome by the coldneſs of the Brain, and are eaſily won t roa cold Pry remper 
which 1s proper to Melancholly. Bur if the hear of thole vapors beſuch, that chey ipoil the remper 
of the Brain, and make it hot and dry, then comes Madneſs and not Melancholly. So that in Mad- 
neſsor Mania, and Melancholly, chere this difference ; Thar in the firſt, namely, Mama, thereis a 
hor and dry diſtemper z 1 the ocher, called Melancholly, a cold and dry diſtemper. 

The former mentioned darkneis of the Spwirs confirmed by Galen, is rejeed of Avverroes, in this 
relpe&, Becauſe darkneſs brought upon the Animal Spirits, and the black color of a Melanchollick 
humor cannot infe& che internal Sences z according to that vulgar Axiom, 7 here is nothing 1n the 
Underſtanding which was not firſt inthe Sence ; therefore {ince thar black color, or internal dark- 
neſs was not firſt repreſented to che eyes, it cannot be-perceived by the internal Sences, We anſwer, 
That the blackneis ofa Melanchollick humor,or the darknes of the {pirics doth riot affedt the incernat 
Sences under the notion of color z bur as they are ſomwhat beſides Nature in che brain hindering its a= 
&ions. For the Animal Spirits for the perfect performance of the Actions of che brain, ought co be 
pure thin, andclear : But it (on the other fide) they be unpure, chick,and dark,they hinder the ati- 
ons of the brain by infefting che (pecies whichare ſent chicher, evenas a colored glaſs doth repreſenc 
the ſpecies of the object os eye with us own TinCture. Es 

A cold and dry —_— which is propounded for a necel{ary condirion to this diſeaſe of Melan= 
cholly, may be oppoſed by this Argument raken from Avicen in Fen. 1. Lib. 3. Trait. 4. Chap. 18. 
he {airh, T bat Stammerers are for the moſt part Melanchollick, Bur thele Stutterers are very 
moiſt in temper according to Galen, Comment. Aphor. 32. Set. 6. where Hzppocrates ſaith, Thar 
Stammerers are moſt ſubject ro looſneſs : And Galen thereupon faith, That Stammerers have the 
moiſteſt temper, as appears in children who are moſt ſubject co loolnels. We anſwer, That Avi- 
cens Text is not to be underſtood of choſe which are crue Staramerers, which cannot pronounce the 
letter R. of which Hippocrates and Galen k nya inche Aphoriſm aforeſaid, who are of a moiſter 

temper : Bur ofthote whuch are called Tra y and Sturterers, which repeat che ſame {yllable very 
ofren before they cin pronounce a whol word : Which comes from their headlong phancy, when 
they ſtrive to ſpeak very quickly, for then the rengue foldeth urs ſelf, and is conſtrained co ftop and 
ſtay m the production of Words. And theſe Sturterersare ofa melanchollick remper. 

Laftly, Ic may be doubted, how darkneſs of the Spwits ſhould be an immediate cauſe of a melan- 
cholly Deluvmum , when every hurt ation unmedaately upon tome diſeaſe ; bur this 
tenebrolity or darkneſs can be referred co no kind of Diſeaſe. We an{wer, That tenebroſity or 


darknels, 15a Diteaſe n number, by reaſon that the coming thereof doth encreaſe the number of thoſe 
things which are neceffaryin the Brain for the performance ofanimal Fun&ions. And the inftance

Since chen a fluxion is the motion of matrer from one part to another, we muſt conſider in that as 
mall motions, tive chings. The Terminus, or place from whence; the place co which it moves ; the 
Mover ; che Moved ; and the waies by which «x is moved. The place from whence, is the Brain ; 
che place to which, is ſome part beneath the Brain ;z the Mover, is che expuliive faculty ſtirred up, or 
che cetentive weakued ; the thing moved, 1s an excrementicious humor ; the way by which i che 
Pallar, Noſtrils, Eyes, Ears, and inſenfible Paſſages, as allo the Veins, Arteries, and Nerves. 

Inche placetrom which, or che part which {endech torch, we may obſerve two kinds of Cauſes : 
One is thac which rerh much moiſture in the Body 3 che other is chat which make the humocs 
flow : Thac is called the generacing ; chis the expelling Cauſe. 

The generating Caules conlift in the hindering of ConcoCtion, which comes eicher from the faulr 
m the nouriſhment, or in the faculcy. 

The Concottion of the Brain is hindered chiefly from diſtemper, either cold or hor. 

Acold diftemper cauterh chat che Nouriſhmenc brought co the train, is 1ll concofted and curued 


inco flegm z as allo that the vapors brought trom che umnter1or parts, are not ſuthciently diſcutſed, buc 
are turned and condenſed wto Water. 


Bur a hoc diſtemper doch atrratt more plencitul nouriſhmenc and vapors, fo that Nature cannor 
ſuſhciencly diſcuſs chem. 

- The Concodtion of che brain is hindced chrough che Nouriſhment , either when there is roo much; 
or when ic hathev1l qualities; ſocold, grols, and ſlimy meatsand drinks immoderacely caken, cannoc 
be pertedtly concocted, and make the Brain-crude and moiſt, So tharp and windy nouruhment lend 
many vapors to the head. 

To theie you may ad excernal Cauſes, which uſe co fill the head with fupertluous humidicy ;, as 

Southernly Air, long ſleep, elpecaally at noon, an idle lite, and the like. 
Alchough the Brain be called che chief ſending parr, yer it is noc alwaies the chief cauſe of defluxi- 
on bur for the moſt part, che macrer 1s {ent tromocher parts to che Brain : toratter evil humors are 
colleted, either in the Veurs, or any peculiar parc, as the Liver, Spleeri, Meſencery, Womb, not on- 
ly many Vapors are ſence trom them corhe head, bur allo che humors cthemielyes are carried to the 
head, and deicend again toche inferior parcs ; andthe taulr hech moſt in che interior pazes in the 
breeding ofa detluxion, whoſe diſtemper is divers, and the Obftruftion allo divers. 

For a hoc daſtemper of the Bowels, makes abundance of vapors, trom which comes defluxions, as 
ina Sciluc Alembick : Buca cold diftemper by weak concoction begers crude humors, which upon 
the leaſt occalion fly to the brain. 

Bur the Obſtcudtiens of the parts ofthe lower belly, hinder the voiding of Excrements, whence it 
comes, that they being enctcaled by degrees, when chey cannot tind their free and ordinary courſe fly 
uptoch? brain. And co this doth alſo concur the weaknels of the brain, tic co receive thele Excxe- 


ments, tor (as welaid ) the parrs ro disburden chemielves upon che weaker, and icofren 

" happensthat the brain by reafon ot us totr and loole tubftance is weakett, and can: leis reſiſt chan 10- 
hd and compact ſubſtances. 

The impullive cautes are, too much heat of the brain, or coolneſs, or ſore concoction of humors : 

Toomuch heac doth extenuate and diftuje che humors concained mn the brain, and opens the pores by 

which they uieto flow : ſuch is the heat of che head with the Sun or fire, of too much covering, 

{melling of hoe Spices, and other patlions. 

Coldneſs doh comprels the brain, and firains forch che tumots therein concained, as a Spunge is 
ſqueezed in the hand : Such change is often in Wincer, and eſpecally im {udden alteration of Air ; as 
when a Southern wind hoc and moiſt, & curved inroa North wind cold and dry ; or when one going 
our ofa hor place, comes ſpeedily mroa cold. To thele Cauſes you may ad culdneſs of the teer, 
which by ſympathy is caramunicated co the Eran. 

Many there are who deny the aforetaid com 
ſar apd condenſe the humors, and makes chem 


of the bran by cold, becauſe colddoth inccaſs 
apr ro flow ; newher doth theexample of a Spunge 
prove any thing, whach will not empry us telf in the Air. But chis Opinion delivered by Hippbcra- 
tes 1n lib. de loc. in bomine, ſeemsto be rrue;, Fluxions (faith be) come of cold, when the fleſh and 
Veins of the bead, are extended : for thoſe when tbe bead is cold and contratted, bound wpether, 
and excluding, do ſtrain forth moijtuere. And aiſo tbe fleſþ doth ajrft them, and the bairs are 01: 
end, as being every where ſtrongly preſſed, and therefore whatſoever is ſtrained from thence, falls 
where it is occaſjoned. . From whence is manifeft, Thar a CoarRarion and tompretiion of the Parts 
may be made by cold, and fronrthence a humor may be exprefled. Neither doth ir hinder thac 
denſation or thickening of humors which is made by cold, as was faid; for ic may be ſo whenthe 
whol body is equally cold. ——;  ——_— by fuddey cold, they are pre- 
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ſercly ſtraitened, and ſtrain the humor contained. Of leſs force is that Argument againſt the Spunge 
chat 4 is not {ſed by che cold Air 3 for chere is anocher Reaſon to be given of living crs,whote 
heat and (piries fly from che ſence of cold,and caule the parts wherin they are to be wide. "ur ; which 
caunot ben a Spunge fulof Warer. Yer we mult contels, that this is nor che only way by which a 
Detluxion comes through cold z tor cold of the teer will produce a Cararrh by communicacing a 
cold di to the brain by the chieteſt Nerves chat come through the marrow of the back bone z 
and this coolneſs goes into the innermoſt parcs of the brain, nor the external, as cold air, which af- 
fects the head immediately : cherefore we may rather think in this cale, that the recencive faculry of 
the brain is weakened by cold of the head, {orhar i cannot contain the tuperfluous hymors which 
are many, but ters them flow forth. 

Theres alſoanocher way very uſual, by which a Cararrh of a cold cauſe cometh , namely, Fhe 
ſtoppage of the excernal pores, elpecially in the crime wherein che body requirerh moſt ſwear : Hence 
it comes that men very much inflamed,running {ſuddenly into the cold air, are troubled with Cacarrhs. 
So Cararrhs comes ro bemoſt frequent in Aurumn, becauſe the Body being made chin, and the pores 
opened in the Summer, caſting forch many excrements by inſen(ible cranſprration, ifchey be pretent- 
ſencly ſtopped by contraCtion of the body with cold, do cauſe humors and vapors to fly intothe head, 
and center of the brain, So abour che beginning of Aucumn there are not only Catarrhs, bur alſo a- 
bundance of watery humors are {ent forth by moſt men in chew urine, and by ſtool, which cauſe 
fluxes of the Belly ar that time. Bur if any ask why detluxionsdo not laſtal Winter when by reaſon 
of cold the pores are alwaies ſtopped ? Weanſwer, That Nature doth in Winter dilcharge her (elf 

| by other waiesrather than by {wear, namely, by {too], urine, and (pirtle. How great that Evacua- 
rion is which is ulually by iſen(ible cranipwation or twear, is pleaſantly raught by San#orins in his 
Book de Statica Medicins, where he faith, That it 1s largeo than allthe tenſible Evacuations pur 
ecgether : ſo thac ifthe mear and drink of one day beeight pound in ven the inſenſible cranſpua- 
tion will be five pound : he is very curious in this matter. What light he hath letc to che finding our 
of Caules, and Curing Diſcales, I leave to be judged by the Learned. | 

Inthe part —_— you mulſt conſider the umbecillicy, or other diſpoſition to receive and attract 

defluxion. 1n regard of weaknels, it isan uſual faying among Phylicians, That the ſtronger parts 


doalwaies lay their ſuperfluous burden upon the weaker ; as in Common-wealths, the Great Ones 
- hy the chieteſt burden upon the poor Commons. 


- | Now the weakneſs of the parrs is eicher Natural, or Adventitious. A Natural weakneſs comes 
from the toftnels and looſneis of the parcs from che Glandles and do eaſily entertain defluxi- 
ons: But an Adventitious weaknels, is from a diſtemper, or ſolution of concinutcy. © A cold 
diſtemper by weakening che Native heat cauſcch the part co have leſs power to reſift the humor flow- 
ing untoit. Andalloa Solution of continuity or wound, makes the part more fic toreceive defluxt- 
- ons by its weakneſs ; hence aroſe the uſe of Cauceries or Iſſues, becauſe the parr being thereby wea- 

k the humorsdo flow from other parts untour. And ſo the Lungs being ulcerated recerve the 
humors from che head, and from al other parrs. 

Among other diſpolicions for the acrracting of a defluxion, heat is chiefly ro be reckoned ; for 
wemay obſerve, thax. parts inflamed do plencitully arcraft humors. So in a Conſumption, many 
humors are drawn from the head tothe lungs, not only by reaſon of the ulcer, bur allo by reaſon of 
che inflamation. Whence Hippocrates {peaking ofa Phthiſis or Conſumprion in his firſt Book of 
Dileaſes, {aith chus : T be s be-ng 1 draw humor. fr om the whol Body, and eſpecially 
from the Head ; and the Head being made bot fag the Body, ſpits forth that thickmatter.

hence it is that a deflux1on is reckoned among the cauſes of a Quoridian Feaver.. And alwaies before 
che coming of the Joynr-gour or Inflamation called —_—_— iucha Feaver doth proceed. 

The external wates by which the humor flows from che head, are thoſe which are without the $kul

The PREFACE. 


HE Diſeaſes of the Eyes are ſo divers, that it zs very hard to lay them down cleerly 

& and plainly, and !o diſting'«1ſh one from the other : which that we may endeavor as 

«> much as may be, andcleer ut our Treatiſe for Pratice, ve will ſo divide them, the 

« Diſeaſes by which the ſight ;s immediately hurt, may firſt be expounded, and after< 

© wards the reft which bappen to the Parts of which the Eyes are Compounded, or 

which are neer unto them, without any, or very little hurt to the ſight. T be ſight zs 

burt when it js diminiſhed, aboliſhed, or depraved. Sight abokſhed is called wgains in Greek : in 

Latine Cacitas. But ſight dimiſhed hath divers Names according to the degree and manner of the 
diminution : of which the chief are Amblyopu, Myopia, Nyctalopia, and Acies Veipertina. 

Cacitas blindneſi,comes either from an abſotute Obſtruttion of the Optick Nerwes ( and then it is 
called Amaurolis) or from a total Suffuſion, or from ſome great fauls in the Tunicles and Hu- 
mors. 

Amblyopia, in Latin Obſcuritas, Heberudo, or Caligo, dark or dim fight, when the Objett x 
Not cleerly ſeen at what difiance ſoever placed, comes from the ſame Cauſes, but more light and im- 
perfet#, as an imperfeth Obſtruttion of the Optick, Nerves, a light ſuffueſion, want of $pirits or groſi- 
neſs of the ſame, and the like. : 

wy Pia, in Latin Luſcioſitas, or Pur-blindneſs in which the Objetts are not perceived, except 
they be very nigh, and cloſe to the Eyes, but not at all afar off, or very little ; and unperfett ly : ſo 
that they percerve not their known Friends paſſing by : And according to the Opinion of Galen, 
and all Modern Phyſitians, from the thinneſs and ſmalneſs of the viſour pin ts rohich ſtand not in 
need of a medium, much enlightned to make a perfett ſight, but is thereby _—_ On the con- 
trary, they which bave groſs and thick ſpirits, ſee things beſt at a diſtance, becauſe that groſs ſþ1- 
rats needs more enlightnng which is brought by the larger illumination of the medium : Butt this 
Dottrine 3s emenirana to be falſe, and totþring from ignorance in Opticks whoſe Principles de- 
Clare, that theſe diverſities of i Fa roceedfrom tbediverſity of the ſcituation of the Cryſtallne bu- 
mor. For when the ſpecies of the O jetts are received into the Cryſtalline bumor by a Pyrams or 
harp Point thereof called Conus 3 if the Cryſtalline humor be too much inward towards the pup 
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of the Eye, the remote Objett. are better ſeen, becauſe it is neceſſary that the Obje*#s ſhould be at « 


farther diftance, that the Conus, or point of the Pyramis may come to the Cryſtalline humor, and 
there be terminated : But if the Objeths come neerer the Eye, the Conus goeth by tbe Cryſtalline,and 
they are ſeen more obſcurely: Again, If the Cryſtalline lie too low and too far from the Tunicle 
called Uuea, the Objetts murſt be neerer to the Eyes, that the Conus or point of the Pyramid may 
come toit : whence it appears that Myopia comes no other wayes then from the C ryftalline lying tos 
low; and ſo this Diſcaſe becometh connatural, and not to be cured. But the «how of Myopia 5s 
contrary in which the Objett 3x better ſeen ata diſtance; and this happens for the + - wi in Ola 
Men, im whom ſome of the portion of the watery Humor us ſpent, ſo that the Cryftalline goes tg 
the Pupil of the Eye: Farther, By long holding down of the Head either with Readine, Wri- 
ting, or otherwiſe, the Cryſtalline Humor comes by degrees forward: T his is demonſtrated by 
the uſe of Spettacles;, becauſe that they who haveMyopia, or are Pur-blind, ſcebeſt rorth holloro 
or concave ſpetiacles, by which the rayes or mL of the viſible ſpecies are diſperſedgrobereby it comes 
to paſs, that the Conus of the Pyrams s more Tong, and ſo that thing which by reaſon of the great 
diſtance could not be ſeen, is now plainly perceived ;, becauſethe Conus of the Pyramis xs extended 
as far as the Cryſtalline, which before ended ri the Pupilla, or in the watery Humor, or in the 
white "Humor : On the contrary, Old Men arebelped with Convex Spettacles, by which the beams 
areunited, and the Conus of the Pyramss is made ſhorter, and ſo things are better perceived whoſe 
Conus before paſſed by the C (yarn which was tco neer to the Pupilla. 

NyGalopia, or Notturna Czcitas, is when men ſee well enough at day time; at Sun-ſet uy ; 
and at Night not at all : and it comes from the over thickneſs of the Fþ1rits, or Hremorys, or Tunicles, 
or the ſtrarghtneſs of the Pupilla. For m theſe Caſes a yom_ light z neceſſary for true ſight vohicl) 
being wanting, at S1n-ſetting, or at Night by a Candle, they ſee little, or not at all. 

Vetpercina 4cies, # when men ſee worſe by day, and better by might ; and this ſomtimes 5s called 
NyGalopa, as we jee in Hippocrates, 2. Prorrhet. but the Modern Greeks - + long Cuſtom 
ſed tbeword NyCtalopia BS: for Night blindneſt: it comes from the thinneſs of the :pirits wbich 
are ſpread abroad by too much light : or from the enlarging of the gps by which too muchlight 
goes into the Eye, and burts the fight, for a little light at night doth more illuſtrate and ſhine to 
them, than to thoſe voho bave the Pupilla enlarged. | 

After what manner the ſight # burt bydimimiſhing, aponſhing, and depraving, we ſhall lay 
down more plain when ve explainthe Diſeaſes of all parts of the Eyes by themſelves. For when 
all the | mad of the Eye do conduce to the ah1on of it, namely Sight, when any part is diſtempered, 
the ſight muſt alſo ſuffer. —— 

The Eye is compounded of Tunicles, Humors, and the Optick, Nerne, for the attion of which 
parts, the Animal Spirit doth concur as a principal and univerſal Agent. 

And therefore that we may ram through the Diſeaſes of thoſe parts, ve will begin from the di- 
ſtemper of the conſtitution of the optick Nerve ; next we will proceed to the Difeaſe of the Humor. 
and Tunicles. But the faults of the Spirits either depend upon the diſtemper of the Brain, and 
then other Sences are alſo burt ;, or fromthe diſtemper of the Eye it ſelf, which being cured the ſpi- 
rits receive their ancient and due conſtitution, ſo that we need not make a parncular trafttate 
them. Butin curing Diſeaſes of the Eyes, when ſight is hurt, we muſt alwazes mingle thoſe things 
which comfort the ve, fat ſpirits with other Medicines, 
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Of Gurta Serena, or Amauroſis, 


Hen the ſight is gone,and no faulc appears inthe Eyes, it is called Grtta ſerena, or Aman 

roſis. Anditcomestopaſs, when the Animal Spirits cannor paſs ſrom che Brain ro the 

Eyes; for when the Animal Spirits come into the Eyes from the Brain by the Oprick 

erves, wemuſt find our the ftoppape of their influx m the Optick Nerves. The Oprick 

Nerves are many waies affeQed, bur chiefly by obſtruttion or ſtoppage, aftriction or binding, and 
by ſolution of continuity. | | 

Obſtruction is the moſt common and moſt ordinary cauſe of Grttaſerena, which comes ofa wa- 

tery humor flowing down from the Brain upon the Nerves, even as other Nerves are obſtructed ina 

Palſey by che ſame tumor z ſo tha the Ducaſes may be ſaid to be alike by reaſon of char Obſtrudtt- 
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Bur it is moſt certain that this Diſeaſe is alſo begot by ad(triction and compreſhion ot the Oprtick 
Nerves; which compreſlicn may come both of a moiſt humor gathered abour the opeick Nerves, and 
preſſing upon them : as allo of blood, filch, or marrer : Whence tomrunes certain rumors riſing 11 
chole parts, produce the like Dileale. For Experience teachech, That fomcimes blindneſs uy one 
Eye, {oratimes in boch, cumes upon inflamation of the Bcain, and from Phrenzy in malignant Fea- 
vers. And Platers reports ib. 1. Obſervation, That he faw a blindnets which came from a ruund 
rumor growing inthe Brain, and comprefling the oprick Nerves, which appeared by opening of th* 
Head atrer the Patient was deceatied. 

Finally, Wounds in the Head, in which the Opcick Nerves are divided, without conroverlie do 
cauſe that the Animal Spirits can no more come to the Eyes. 

This Diſcale is known, in that the Eyes ten: to be in their natural condaxton, and there is no faule 
apparent in them, only che Pupilla icems bl .cxer and latyer. Bur in diſtingmthing che differences 
ot Caules, there is great diſhculry ; !or alkhough the Diteaie coming ot blood or marcer 1s known by 
inflamacion, apoſthume, or wound goiug betore, y er no certain iign can be given by vw hich We can di 
ſtinguith a compreſſion made wich ilegru trom «n o!ſtrefion: but we may in tute pate conjefuure, 
for in the obſtruction only of the opt ck IN: rve, che 1c is only affected ; bur it a compretiion be 
made of the ſame Nerve by tlegn gathered ..bo..: tne rwvos 0 the Eyes and Mamillar Paitages, char 
marreT pulleſlerh other parts of tie ral, ata thenall oc io: of che other Sences ace hurt ; bur it 
it ſeize only upon the Oprick Nerves, there 1s more p! 7; (4 {444mor tent forth at che Nottrils, and 
the Patient percerves a heavineis un the tore pare Of «i Lie 4.1, clpecially abour che Eye-brows. 

As to the Prognoſtick parc ; If this Diieate be ..v. oiute, C1: 15, 1; there be a toral lois of tight, e- 
ſpecially if it come trom obſtruction otche opiick Nerves, 1c 5 or chemult part incurable 3 as we tee 
m Palſeysallo, thatthey are {carce or never cured v-hich come trom £e ovttruction vt the Nerves, &- 

ecially it che Patient be old. Bur if the obſtruction be unpertecr, which only caui-ch a duninution 
of ſight, buc not blindneſs, there is more hope of recovery, alchough it cannot be brought abou witli® 
our much pains, and long ule of Medicines. 

Bur if chis Diicale come of humors gathered in the fore part of the head, whica compreis the 
Nerves, it may be more eaſily cured. So faich Fabricius Hildanys, obſerw. 1g. cent. 5. Lit a cer- 
tain man after a ſtrong vonur loſt his :1ghc, and chat he cured him with giving him the (ame Medicine 
again z for as the humors being roo much itwred by a violent vonur, and caſt upon the Vprick Heroes, 
compreſling chem, did hinder che paflage of rhe Spirits co the Eyes : fo the ſame hu. very canned 
away by the ſame Medicine, the diſeale became cured. Almoſt the like ſtory is ncutvnet by vert 
nertzs ofa certain Srudent, who taking roo ſtrong a Purge became ſuddenly blind. Lic lo atic- 
meth, That certain women after chey had concervel with child, became blind through cue tiraightnel - 
ofthe optick Nerves, and that this Dueale went away after four or five months, or in the cune uf 
their Delivery. 

Weallo have ſeen ſome which fell ſuddenly into extream diminurion of fight, who wichin fifteen 
dais, were cured by univerſal Evacuations, and {ome revulitons, and by the eafineſs of the Cure we 
{uppuled that the humor was not faſtened within the ſubſtance ot the nerve, bur only gathered roge- 
ther 12 the Brain abou the original of thoſe Nerves. 

For the Cure of this Diteate, The matcer faſtened upon the Nerves, or cleaving thereto, and ma- 
keth the obſtruction or adſtriftion, is co be evacuated ; which cannor be done, except firſt the whol 
body be clented, as Galen faith 4. meth. The Eye is nor co be cured before che whol Head, nor che 
Head before the whol Body. 

And that Remedies may be ſer down in a convenient Method, we will firſt ſet down a Courle of 
Diec, which muſt be atcenuat ing and moderately drying, 

And fixft, The Air muſt incline to hot and dry, anda thick, cold, cloudy, and moiſt Air, muſt be 
alogether avoided. Let him eat meats of good and laudable Juyce, avoiding them which 
gols Juyce, as Pork, and all Swines fleſh, Geeſe, Fiſh, Pulic, Cheeie, and the like ; as choſe which 
are and ill che head; as Milk-mears, and hot Spices, viz. Pepper and Ginger, &c. Let his 
Bread be made wich Fennel Water, or with che Sceds tereot 3 being cinch char cthe Wheat of 
whixhit is made, benor mixt wich Darnel, which all che Anciencs beleeved co be very naughc tor the 
Sight : hence inthe Comedy, he that d: rideth avother for defeti in his i:ght 3 I chink ( taich he ) 
thou haſt fed upon Darnel.

Afrer every Meal, let him take one ſpoonful of che Pouder following : 

Take of Cortander ſeed prepared balf an ounce : Annis ſeeds, and Fennel ſeeds, of each tr 
drams : Cinnamon and Nutmee, of each one dram : Eyebrigyt dried three drams : Sugar of 
Roſes, a double reerght to all the reſt. Make a Porder. 

Wine in this Diteale 1s not good, becauſe it 1stoo full of vapors, and fills the Head, and is apt co 
caule detluxtons : therefore a Deottion ot Sarlaparilla, (weetened with Liquoris, and aromatized 
wich Coriander, will be very profitable. Eut becauſe the Diſeate 1s of a long continuarice, and all 
cannot abſtain 10 long trom Wine if we muſt permic W ne, let chat be caolen that 15 weakeſt, and 
lels vaporing 3 and ic would be more beneficial it yg, — dried were firſt ſteeped therein : and 
that he may make Eyebright Wine for a long time, an the Vintage let him pur Eyebright intoa vellel 
filled with new Wine, and ler the Patient uie that for his ordinary Drink. 

Let hi: fleep be leis and ſhorter chan uſual, and let him le upon his back with his face upwards as 
much as may be: Let him avoid fleepingat noon, becauſe it is very hurtful. Lec his Exercite be 
moderate, and wmſtcad otexercite let hun uſe frictions or rubburg of the interior parts. Lec his Belly 
be alwaie: kepr loote, and let him avoid diſturbance of mind. 

The couc!e of Dier being chus ordered, you muſt begin your Cure from Univerſal Evacuation 
And firſt you muſt purge with the tollowing Medicue : 

Take of clear Senna balf an ounce : Fennel ſeeds one dram : the Leaves of Bettony, Eyebright 
and Vervam, of each Lalf a handful : Liquors three drams : Boyl them to three ounces. Diſ- 
ſolv2 mn je jtram:4g three drams of Diaphenicon , Syrup of Rojes one ounce. Make a Potion 
and give it in the morning wth orderly Government. 

Atrer this tirit Purge, lec the Phy.itian conlider feriouſly with himielf, whether he may bleed or 
not. For it isdilallowed m chis caie by almoſt all Practirioners, becaule it 15a Chronical Dileaſe 
ot long continuance, coming ofa cold diſtemper and ofa flegmy humor. Hence they fear leaſt b 
blood-letting, the Brain ſhould be made more cold, and to beger more flegm, and leaſt the conjuntt 
cauie ofthe uteale ſhould be more mcreſſated or chickened, and io become more difficulc to be diſ- 
culfed and diſjipated. Bur alchough chew Opinion may take place as to old men, and ſuch as are ofa 
Phlegmatick Conſtitution, yer it 15 Not to be admitted tothem that are yong, or of a hot Counſticu- 
tion, eſpecially if there be manifeſt ſigns that blood doth predomumate z for chea chere 1s no doube 


bu {ea{onable blood-lciring may much profir. Nay, where the atoreſaid ſigns ot blood doappexr, 
ic is profitable in the judgmenc of Pazlys and tins atrer the Ven inthe Arm is opened, toopen the 

arcxcular Veins or the Head, and thoſe which are neereſt the Eyes, namely, che Frontaland Temple 
Veins, and thoſe which are in che corners of the Eyes neer the root of the Noie. but you may ber- 
ter apply Horl-lee:hes tothe Forehead, as alto behund che Ears. Soine t raCtitioners do relate, thar 
{ome by a wound in the Forehead have been cured ot blundnels. In which « is moſt probable thac

the cauſe of cheir blindnels was the compreliion of the optick Nerves by che Veinsand Aiceries adjoy- 
ning, and ſwelling with coo much blood, which che Wounds aforelaid empried torth. W hence Spi- 
gelts ( as Plempius reports 11 his Book of the Eyes ) was wont in Gutta ſerena with good tuccelſs to 
open the middle Vein in the Forehead, and ler ic bleed whule it ſtop of it ſelf. 

Bur if che ſuppreiiiuu of the terms went before this Diſeaſe, you muſt draw blood from the lower 
veins,: orapply Leechesco the Hemorrhoids : itthe Patient had formerly a flux thereof, which chen 
is topped, or 1 he havea very hot Liver, or be of a melancholly temper. 

Atcerwards the whole body is to be more exactly purged by this following Apozeme. -

11 fre quarters, thatis a pint anda quarter of voater 4 diſſobve in the ftraigning four ounces of 
white ſugar : make an Apozeme, clarifie it and perfume it with two drams of the beſt cinnamon, 
for four mornings draughts : After the Apozeme us done, let bim take theſe Pills. 

Take of the maſs of Hull, Lucis major, and Cocina the leſs, of each half a dram: malax them 
with Bettony water, make ſix guilded Pills thereof , which let bim take early in. the mor- 
ning. 

; "Wl this general Evacuation the antecedent Cauſe is to be revelled ; and the conjuntt Cauſe is to 
bederived and ditcutled. For this Friftions of the extream parts, eſpecially beneath, are to be uſed 
every morning, 


Cupping-Glaſles muſt be applied co che ſhoulders and back without ſcarification z eſpecially to 
che 
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che hinder part ofthe Head withſcarification ; for they do ſo powerfully draw the humors from the 
tore-parts and the principle of che Nerves, chat tome preſently afrer che application thereof have re- 
covered their fight : Ac rhe ſame time apply a Veſicatory co the hinder part of theneck, and ler the 
Blyſters that are raiſed be kept long open, with Beet or Colewort Leaves often applied, 

Whenthe Velicatory is dned up, a Cauſtick tothe hinder part of the head or neck between 
the tecond or third Vertebra z or ( as it 15 now moſt uſual ) apply rwo Caufticks to the Neck behind 
11pon the fourth and fifth Vercebra z ſo that the back bone may lie untouched berweenthem, and 
boch may be Cured wich one Playfter. 

Inftead of Caureries a Seton apphed tothe ſame part 15 moſt elhcacious; bur the renderneſs of our 
Country men hath almoſt aboliſhed the ute chereot. 

It che aforeſaid Cauteriesavailnot, you may lay a potential Caurery to the Coronal Suture, 
which {oinetimes hath done rhe work when other Remedies have tailcd. 

When theſe chingsare doing , prefently afcer univerſal Evacuation by ſeege, you muſt order a 
{wearing Dier of the Decoction of Guajacum NS. and rhe Roots of Saria, accord:no ro the 
merhod preſcribed by us in che Cureof the Cold diftemper of the Brain. Oblecvmgrhisz That ro= 
wards the endot the Sudoritick DecoGtion, you ad thate things which peculuurly relpett the Eyes 3 
as Vervain, Fennel, Eyebright, and Celondine che greater. 

And for the berrer drying of the Brain ; let the Bags pre:cribed in the Chaptcr above mentioned 
be applied co che Temples ut you fear not an inflamation. 

Allo after the SuGoritick Diet ut 1s very convenient to uſe Sulpherous and Birmrminous Baths and 
waſhings of the head becauſe they are very proper tor the correcting of a Cold aud Moiſt Diſtem- 
per, for che contuming of Flegn, and ſtrengrhening the brain. 

Beſides the univerlal Evacuation of the Body and Head, particular may be ordered ; as Mcdicines 
that caule fpitring 3 called Apophl tiſm 3 by which the Rhewm 15 broughc our o7 the Brain by 
the Pallate z which may be made either in the form of a Gargariim or Maſticatory accordung to the 
forms preſcribed in the Cure of the cold diſtemper of the brain. 

Errhins and Sternutatories or Neeiingsare condemned by almoſt al Praftitioners in this Diſeaſe ; 
becauie they draw hwnors to the eyes : bur yer it {omeof the milder and gentler fort bÞ 11'=t ( after 
an exact purging of the whole body and head ) for fome few dayes they may be profirable in revard 
they may by degrees draw forth and derive the lnumor which cauteth the Diteaſe, andis faftnexl in the 

ick Nerves 3 nor can they tetch any thing trom the protound part of the brain ro the fore-parrs : 
Ocherwite in every derivation which is an evacuation by the part aftefted, or that which is ncer unto 
itz we ſhould alwayes fear leſt chere ſhould be an arcractionto the parc affetted, which is catily 
hindered by univertal Evacuarions which ought to precede ; andthoſe Errhins may be made of the 
Juyce of Beets and Marzoram with white Wine in which Manna hath been diflolved. 

Bug a ſtror ger and yer {ate Errhine may be made of the powder ot Tobacco corredted with Cepha- 
licks, and Oxydorcicks;z or Medicines that help the fight ; for by that the Rhewm 1 drawn forth ra- 
ther by the Palate than the Noftrils ; and the brain is to tortified, that it wil not ſo calily receive the 
defiuxion of humorstrom other parts. The Compolition whereof 15 as followeth. 

Take of dryed Tobacco one ounce : the leaves of Sage, Marjoram, Bettony, Eyebright, the 
Elowers of Clove-gilli-flowers, and Red Roſes, of each one dram: make a pouder to be jnufft 
mto the Noſtrils for ſome fero-dayes. 

Newher 1s it tuthicent once to clente the Body of Excrementitious Humors with univerſal Purg# 
ing; but you mult keep it in that condition all the time of che Cure 3 therefore with Purges inter- 
mixed, the Excrements which daily encreafe nuuſt be brought forth z which may be done with uſual 
Pills madeatcer this manner ; 

Take of the beſt Aloes balf an once : clean Senna, Tirrbith, Hermodatts, and Agarickner- 
ly trochiſcated, of each tvoo9 drams: Diagridium, one dram : *Mace, Cloves, and Eaſtern= 
Saffron, of each ſeven grains : sprinkle them with the juyces of Marqoram and the greater Celon» 
dine : then dry them againin the ſhade. And voith the Oxymel of Squalls makg a maſs of Pulls 
of rabich let bum take balf a dram or twoo ſcruples twice or thrice in a month, 

Whule thele things are uſed, you muſt continually labor to firengrhen the brain and the eyes : and 
the Partent muſt cake diverſity ot Medicines, leſt by raking the ſame a long time, ic prove Nauleous 
unto him ; and left Narure be roo muchenuredroa Medicine, and io it looſe its Operation. Old 
Phyurtans ſay, Treacle is repuredto be of excellent vertue to this purpole, which may be taken by 
adam every mght with Fennel, Eyebright, or Celondine water rwice or thrice ina week. Nut= 
meg eaten every morning taſting, is much commended if. be long chewed that the vapor may be car» 
ried to che Eyes it you tear that the iwallowing down thereof thould offend by reaton of the hear : 
may be ſpic forth atrer x schewed, Candid Myrabolaus caken inche morning are thought to cleer 
the ſight exceedingly. |

In adeſperate caie when all other Medicines have been uſed in vain, a Veſicatory applied over the 
whol Head ( being ſhaven ) 1n form of a Cap, hath many times been very ſucceſstul ; if ic be cwice 
or thrice uled atrer che drying up of che tormer Bliſters, it is more advancagious. 


CHAP.IL 
Of the Diſeaſe of the Vitrous, or Glaſſy Humor. 


He Vitrous Humor 1s next under the Cryſtalline, and therefore it is made by Nature tranſ- 
parent, that the Species carried tothe optick Nerve may be pure and clean. It cherefere 
the cleerneſs of that humor be hindered by the mixture of another, and ſo made dusky ; 

according to the degree of that duskinels or toulneſs, the ſight is either diminiſhed or aboliſhed. 

Moreover, This humor may be our of order in relpedt of its {citation 3 namely, when any part 
of itby a blow or contuſion ſhall be broughc before che Cryſtalline ; for then che light will be dar- 
kened, in regard the vitrous Humor is more thick than the watery, and therefore the {pecics of the 
objefs cannot bg carried pureand cleer uncothe Cryſtalline. 

The firſt affect, namely che Mixion of a Humor with it, cannot be perceived by any ſigns, but only 
ic is judged probable by rceaton, tor the vitrous Humor cannot be {een, or ts condition | $3, 3 and 
therefore Practitioners are conſtrained ro confound it, and to make it one with Grttta ſerena, becauſe 
no fault appears in the Eye, and this they do without offenceto the Patient, in regard any humors 
chat aremuxed with the yitrous, are to be dulcufled with che fame Remedies that a Gutta ſerena is 
cured. 

Bur you may know that this vicrous humor is diſordered in reſpedt of its Scicuation, when it ap- 
peareth white under the Prpilla, yer it 1s nor ealily diſtinguiſhed from Suffuſion, except the ance- 
cedent and firſt cauſe be diligently obſerved. For a Suffulion is cauled by a ſimple defluxion of an 
humor; bur this tranſpolition or dilplacing of the vitrous humor uſerh to come of a Wound or Con- 
rulion. 

This laſt Diſeaſe is incurable, for the vitrous humor being diſplaced can by no art be reduced to 
irs former condicion. Bur this by Nature hath {omerumes been done, and therefore the whol buſineſs 
35 to becommuced unto her. 


CHAP. IL 
Of the Diſeaſes in the (77yſtalline Humor. 


He Cryſtalline Humor is the chiefinſtrumenc of Sight, and therefore ought tobe kept more 
pure and peripicuous than thereft, that chat Sence may more freely be exerculed. if 1t be 
touled 1n the leaſt meaſure, the {ence of Seeing is much hindercd. | 
The chief Diſeaſe whereby the purity chereof is intected, is called Glaucoma ( or the changing of 
the Cryſtalline Humor into a fiery redne{s ) and this x þ 2s when the Cryſtalline Humor is made 
ehick by dryneſs, as in old people, from tame drymgand condenſing caule it is often ſeen. 
This Diſeate 1s known, by a plain appearance of a thick white about the Prp:lla, and when all 
objects are apprehended by the Patient as througha cloud or ſmoak. Bur ic is hard co diſtinguiſh 


. this Diſeale trom a Suftuſton which reprelenterh tuch a whireneis abour the Prepilla.: hence ir is 


that ruany Authors do nut diltinguiſh berweena Glaucoma anda Suffulion. Bur chey which dili- 


| gently oblerve may diftinguiſh chem thus : Ina Suffuſion there is a white in the very Pupilla, and 


vey neer the Membraue called Cornea z but u: a Glarcoma it hieth deeper. "al 
; | 5 , 
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This Diſeaſe is incurable ; eſpecially in old folk in whom the drineſs of che part cannot be amen- 
ded ; bur if it be not maniteſt that the fault is inthe Cryſtalline, andchere isa tulpition of a tuffu- 
lion ; you may ule che remedies preſctibed for ir. 

Moreover, the Cryſtalline may be out of place, namely when the broader part of i which is flat 
like a Ferch or Lentil is nor direCtly agamft che hole of the Pipillz,bur either s coo high or too low, 
and then objects appear double when one Eye only ſufferech ; becauic the parralcl or ſtreighe line 
15 loſt which ought tobe one and che tame in both Eyes, that whatſoever thing is {cen by both Eyes 
may apPear bur une and che fame. And it they be nor in that order, chings axe {een double ;' which 

ou may prove by ing of lifcing up one of your Eyes with your finger : for then the paralel is 
loft, and chinys appear le : Bur this Depravation of tight by which Objects appear dobble, 
comes not only ot the Gauſe now mentioned, bur allo trom vapors, or water which hure che Cry- 
ſtalline z by which che vitive Spiritsare divided, whence it comes to pals that the ipecies of the fame 
thing 1s-received into two places, which Drunkards uſually percerve whea chey tee double. 

Secondly, The iciruation of the Cryſtalline ralcered, - when 1c declinerh backward or comerh 
forward, it it comes turward to the Pupilla, then things neer at hand are not fo rightly perceived as 
thole which are more remote, as in old men often. Bur 1t ut decline backward towards the Opti 
Nerve, things neer are truly ieen, bur not afar off, and then is the Duleaſe called Myopia, whuch 
was mentioned mn the Pretace z where we ſthewed, T hart chele Dileales are anly Cured by Spe- 
Ctacles. 

Thirdly, The Cryſtalline is out of its place when ic tendeth either tothe righe or left ſide, which 
is called Strabiſmys, or Squinting ; when the Prpulla 1s noc directly bur oblique upon che Abject, 
and appeareth not in the middle of the Eye, but 1n one tide : fo thac there appeareth more white in 
one part of the Eye, than m che other. 

This Diteaſe comes not only from the diſplacing of the Cryſtalline, but allo from the Evil Diſ- 
polition of the Mulcles which move the Eyes : which is either natural, or elſe proceeds froma Pal- 
1ey or Convullion of the faid Mulcles. a. 45 

Ot what Caule ſoever it cometh, if it be connatural, it is incurable : bur, if « come from Pal» 
ſey or Convuliion of the aforelaid Muicles, you may tud out a way of Cure, in my Treatule of head 
Diteaſcs. | 

Finally,: Other Depravations of ſight may come from the inverſion of the Cryſtalline be ir grea» 
ter or leſs 3 as when ſtreight things appear crouked, or when the Objects leem ro be foulded : which 
happened toa certain Phylirian ( as Sennertys reports) who going up a Ladder rorake a Book-from 
athelf, and turning his Eyes violently upwards, ſaw althings atterwards rurned upwards as _ 
men walked upon their Heads, which came by the attraction and dulplacing of the Cryttalline. For 
a quarrer of a yeeratrer when again he curued up hw-Eyes nolencly, his nacural tight rerurned, and 
al chings appeared in right order. | 

Hence it appearsthat by a violent motion of the Eye rhat the Cryſtalline may be diſplaced, and 
again by the jame motion be ſet righe; - 1 ſuppoſe thar cheduſplacing of che Cryſtalline was thus, Ix 
was {01nverted chat che fore-parror it ( which 1s more deprefled than che other) was nor righc 
the Puptillz ;, bur rather irs 11de which being more round and convex might repreſent the ipecies of the 
Objects inverted, as we may obſerve in round Glaffes, which diſcover the Object mverted ; and 

this is rue from the principles of the Opcick art : for-in a Medium that is Convex and thick, the ſpe- 
ciesare {o broken, and as it werecroſs-cur, That they which come from che upper parc of the Wb» 
zect, do repreſent the lower part; and 1ocontrarily, bur if the uwertion of the Cryſtalline be leſs, 
ſoas bath rhe depreſſed part ot the Cryſtalline andalio che Convex part thereof, be right againſt che 
Pupilli, che Obzets may ſeem crooked. Alchough thar Depravation of ſight whereby Objects ſeem 
crooked, may come by other means : namely wher any parr of the Cryſtalline is mwxed withche 
watery-humor then by reaton of inequality of the Cryttalline in regard of thickneſs, the refraCtions 
are divers, which are the Cauſe of Depravation of ſight whereby chings appear crooked. This may 
be demonſtrated by a clear Example : A ftaffe pur half into the water, appears cooked for thus 
Cauſe, - namely, {pecies of chat part in the water, when tis carried out of the water into the aur, 
from a thicker toa thinner Medium, 1s bruken by the perpendicular 3 bur that part which is in the air 
ts not broken, becauſe it doth not paſs through divers Mediums as that which is in the water : Hence 
wt comes thar the ſtick ſeems crooked. After the ſame manner the ſpecies of the object which is care 
ried intothe thicker parr of the Cryſtalline is more broken, than.that which is carried to the chin» 
ner, which is in its natural ſtare, and not mixed underneath with the watery hwnor 3 and fo by rear 
{on of thedivers refraQtions the objetts appear crooked. 

Bur ſince Medicines are to no purpoſe, we ſhal preſcribe none for theſe Diſcales, 
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CHAP. IV. 
Of the Diſeaſes of the Watery Humor, and eſpecially 
/ Jef Wi a Suffuſion. 4 


He Warery Humor is out of its Natural Condicjon, when it is di in ity or 
liry. When the Diſt 15 1N quantity 5 ic enlraaticr dmbited, codecs) che 
upilla be dilared or c ed, which Dieaſes ſhall be mencioned in cheir places. When 
the diſtemper is in qualicy, it becomes chicker, and chat comes from anocher Humor mixed with ic, 
and that is called Suffuſion, which we here ſpeak of. For alchough Galen 1. de Symp. cauf. cap. 2. 
ſheweth char a Suffuſion may come from the condenſation of the watery humor withour the acces of 
an excrementitious Humor : yet becauſe it happens ſeldom, and is known rather by imagination 
than arr, and 1s alc * incurable : omitting that, we ſhall . vp of chat Sutffuſion only 
which cometh from the afflux of another excrement or humor. T his iscalled in Greek w@hyuur, 
in Latin Suffuſoo, by the Arabians, Water, vulgarly a Catarati. Some Authors would diſtmguith 
thele names, and make them ſignifie divers forts of this Dileafe : They call it in the beginning (when 
the ſight is only a hicrle darkened ) a Suffuſion ; bur when it is grown older, and ſomching gathered 
into the Pupil appears like water,then they call iconly Aqua, Water : bur when the marrer 1s grown 
thick in che Pupilla, and the ſight almoſt gone, then they call a Cataract. A Suffution comes trom 
a ſerous Watery Humor ſpread in the ſpace between the Cornea and the Cryſtalline : and ſince a 
Watery Humor is contained in that ſpace, it may well be reckoned among the Diſeaſes of the 
Watery Humor. 

This is che Cauſe ofa true Suffuſion : There is ancther Baſtard Suffuſion which comes from va- 
pors {ent from the Stomach and other p_= into the Eyes. Galen 4. de loc. aff. cap. 2. taught char 
vapors may be {ent trom the Head to the Eyes, and make a baſtard Suffuſion ; bur alchough Au- 
thors ſpeak of rwo ſorts of Suffulions, yer they are for che moſt parr united, and a ſpurious or talle 

leurelie is complicated or jzoyned with a true one; becauſe vapors {ent from the lower parts ro the 
rain, are calily carried rothole parts of the Head which are weakened with any Dileate, and this 
appears in that all troubled with Suffuſionsare leſs troubled, and fee becrer inthe morning than ac 
noon or night, . becauſe atrer dinner or ſupper many vapors are ſent up trom the Scomachto the E 
whichdiſturb the ſight.

lictle Budies which fly in the ayr, which is concrary to reaſon, , Bur rather withouc queſtion, che 
vapoisare in perpetual motion, and ſo can lent choſe flying fancies. 
- A Watery. Humor i the chief and moſt ordinary caule of a Suffuſion, yer other Humors at leaſt 
ina {inal quantity may be mixed therewith : and if Choller be mixed, chen it is cicrine or yellowiſh 3 
if Melancholly, then it is a black Suffuſion. 
4/0 chole Humors uleto flow tothe Eyes when they are weak, eicher Naturally, or by Acci-

From a Nacural debilicy comes a thruſting forth of the Eyes, for they who have ſuch Eyes, are 
rope roa Suffuſion; for ſuch Eyes ule tobe grear, and theretcre the verrue ſpread abroad is 
leſs in : as allo by realon of cheir largenels they do more ealily receive humors and va 
External cauſes make an accidental or adventitiousdebility, asa ſtroak, concuſion, baths, a 
and 7 myo or {eaſon, heat ofthe Sun, ſmoak, concinual readugy, elpectally by candle lighc, 
and the like : All which may aliocauſe a flux of humors co the Eyes. 

Now the Humors flaw from the Brain coche Eyes by the Veins, by the Tunicle called Vara, and 
oy the Opeick Nerve. ' The Veins by which they flow are divers: either thole which come fromthe 
Pericranium tothe Conjuntiva, thence tothe Cornea and Uvea: or thoſe which come trom the 
*Meninger, from which tome branches come to che Membranes ofche Eye, trom which Membranes, 
_y trom the Vaca, the excrementitious humors may eaſily fall inco the watery humor being

Fually, Humors may eaſily be carried by the Oprick from che Brain z by the Tunica Retifor- 
my and Ar anea, tothe Cryſtalluie ; and then the macrer of the Suffulion ſticks upon che tupert- 
cies of the Cryſtalline. Alchough a Suffuſiog for che moſt part cames by a defluxion, yer ſomrimes 
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it may come by congeſtion or gathering, when char nouriſhment of che Eye 1s noc well and 
cheexpulive F aculcy is 1o weak that it cannot expel luiticiently che remaining excremen:s, to thar 
they are by degrees gathered together about the Pupilla, aud to make a Suffulion, in which caſe 6- 
ther humors ate ordinarily diſturbed, and dithcult diſeaſes are produced. 

The Differences of a Suffuſjon are raken from the chicknets and quantity of the humor cauſing it, 
and from the place in which che humor refiderh. 

In regard ot thickneſs more or lels, the ſight is more or leſs offended, for if the humor be thin 
and {erous, of which the Suffuſion is made, which is cured by pricking, as Galen caught 14. 
Met». cap. wit. The light is liccle worſe, and it is called a Suffution begun, it it ke ftomwhat thic- 
ker the ſight 15 darker; if very thick blindnels followerth. 

Inre(pedt of the quantity and the place, Eirherthe humor poſleſſeth the whol Eye,and che ſight is 
equally hindered wh:ch way {cever it be directed; or ir polletierh one part of the Pupil more than 
anocher, and tothe objects are nor ſeen whoHly ar one direct view, nor can many objects be een ac 
one time: bur if the humor be very liccle, and poſlels the middle of che Pupilla , che objedts appear 
with holes through them. Bur it che matter be divided inco divers parts,poſle!jir.g divers parts of the 
Pupilla, the torms of Gnats ſhall ſeem to be betore che eyes : All chele differences are exattly di- 
ſtinguithed by Galen, 1. de ſymp. cauſis, Cc. 2. 

Mcceover, lu re{pedt of the place or Sciruation of the matter, other differences may be made, as 
ſomc.imes the marrer 181n the very hole or cavity of the Uwea about the Cornea ; tomcunes about the 
Urea, and berween thar and the watery humor ; ſometimes it is mixed with the Watery Humor 3 
and finally, ſoimrumes it is b:rween che Cryſtalline and Warery Humor.. 

Some Differences may be taken from the figure or ſhape of the matter, which Galen relates 1. de 
ſympt. cauſus cap. 2. and 4. de loc. affett. cap. 2. tor as the figure of the humor adjacent tothe Pupil- 
la is various, fo divers objects are prelent chereunto, as Gnars, Hairs, Cobwebs, Cucles about Can- 
dles, and other chu 


The knowledg of this Diſeaſe, 3s firſt in diſtinguiſhing a true from a baſtard Suffuſjhon, and then 
in the diſcovery of the differences of true and right Suffutions. 


Acrue Suffuſion doth for the moſt part only one Eye ; bur if both be affected, rhey are noc 
at one tune, or alike affeed, as ina ipurious Suffuiion. 

Secondly, Ina true Suffulion, ſome dark macrer appeareth inthe Pupilla, which doth not in a 
Spurious or Baſtard Suffuſion. Bur this is not alwaiesa rrue ſign ;, for if the Suffuſion comerh of a 
thin and ſerous humor, becauſe it is no thicker than the Watery humor, there a peareth nochange 
in the Eye, by which Phyſitians are ſomrumes deceived, nor knowing thac kind of Sutfulion, rake i 
for Gutta ſerena, perceiving no change in the Pupilla : bur this kind is eaſily diſtinguithed from 
Gutta ſerena. Furſt, in Gutta ſerena the ſight is quite gone, or much diminiſhed, may appea- 
ring in the Eye: Onthe contrary, Ina Suffulion which we cannox ſee, there is only a ſmal decay of 
ſight, becaule the lerous humor trom whence it proceeds, 1s thin, and traniparenc, to chat it may be 

ierced by the ſpecies of objeQts like Glaſs. Secondly, They differ in this, For the moſt part iu a 
affuſion, che Sight 1s not equally hindered in all parrs of the Pupilla 3 bur the objects ſomcimes are 
ſeen berrer when they are direct before the Eye, tomcumes when they are oppolite tothe corner of the 
Eye, becaule the humor is thicker or thinner in ene part of the Pupilla than the ocher. 

Thirdly, Ina true Suffution the Sympromesare continual, and have no intermiſſion : ina baſtasd 
Suffuſion, they are {omrtumes encreaſedand remitred, as the vapors are more or leſs which axe (ent un- 
co the Brain. So they are fewer when the Stomach is empcy, chan when it is full, eſpecially pretenc- 
ly after mear, tor chena greater company of vapors doaicend, which tenc ro the Eyes, repreſenc to 
the ſight, Fhies,Gnats, andiuch like ſmal bodies, not alwaies, bur ar ſome tunes only. Which 
licle bodies repreſented in the Air, depend upon the Vaporsasaforeſaid : bur in regardche Eyes ae 
-weakned by a true Suffuſion there is yr ON of vapors unto them, and therfore 
thereisa continual appearance of theſe lictle bodies flying i t y ba eover, there is a conſtanc 
darkneſs of ſight ina true Suffulion, being alwaies after che ſame manner, as it all the objeQts were 
ſeenthrougha cloud or thick glaſs, which is the properſign of this Diſeaſe : bur in a baſtard Sutfu- 
ſion, there 1s ſumtimes a greater, ſortimes a leis, and fomcumes almoſt no dimnels at al of the Sight, 
even as the vapors are many, or few, or none that are ſent tothe Eyes. 

Laſtly, Acrue Suffuſion grows ina ſhorc time, and is confirmed for the moſt parc in ſix Months, 
and ſomrumes it encreaſerh in a few daies: and Fernelius ſaich, 5. Pathol. cap. 5. that a Suffuſion 


was perfect m one day, which we alſo have often ſeen : bur a baſtard Suffution continueth many 
yeers withour encreale. 


The Differences among true Suffuſions are theſe :

The Place in which the Suffuſion grows, is thus known ; For if the matter be placed berween the 
Uuea and Cornea, the _ _— more dark, becauſe the matter is neerer to the beholder : 
Moreover the Pupilla is dilated by the Humor contained therein 3 and when the Diſeaie is contir= 
med, whire or red.veins, or {wellings are perceived co be abouc the Iris, or cucle of the Eye; or cer- 
cain whi:e (pots appear abour the Pupilla. 

If the Matter be contained berween the Cryſtalline and the Uuea, contrary (ymproms wil appear : 
as alſo the Pupilla wil be contraCtedif che matter lie deep, and enlarged it the maccer lie higher. 

The Progno!tick of this Dileale, 1s tobe dwerily made, accordingrcodivers teatons : For when 
a Suffuſion is only begun, when the Patient can perceive an object as chrougha cloud, it is curable as 
Galen ſaith, 14. Meth. Cap. ult. and Celſs hb. 6. cap. 6. which Opiniun wants a reſtriction : 
Namely, it the Patient be yong, but in old it 1s incurable : and if the eyes be not naturally of a weak 
conſticution. We allo have ſeen {ome that have been cured in tifteen dayes ſpace, of a Suffuſion new- 
ly-begun ; who have been above =_ years of age, only by univerſal Purging, tweatingDier, and a 
Velicatory, without any other application of T opicks. 

This Cure is better wrought in a warm air and in ſummer time, becauſe the Pores are then , 
the matrer of the Diſeaſe 1s more moveable and obedient 3 fothar oftentimes it diſcharperth it tel by 
ſeege 3 which, is very muchcothe Cure of this Diteale : as Hippocrates ſheweth, Aph. 16. Set. 6. 
inthele words, It is agood ſign, when men with ſore Eyes, have a looſe belly. 

If a Suffuſion come from an acute Feaver, a Peripneumonaa, a Phrenzy, or from a violent pain 
of the Head, it is hard to be Cured. F 

A Cararact or Suffuſion confirmed when the matter is grown thick, cannot bediſcuſſed with Me- 
dicines, but muſt be couched with a Needle. | 

This Operation 18not ſate ; andoften hath ill ſucceſs: For either the Tunicle Uuea is corn, or by 
the painandinflamation, a new flux of Humors1s brought tothe Eye, which hath been long before 
weak: andmany other inconveniences by which che fight us for ever loſt. Bur ſince this Operation 
hath been ſomerune luccesful, it may be tryed by thole who have noother hopes of Cure > For 
ic is better , as Celſus ſaith, to try a Doubttul Medicine , or Remedy, than Nane ar 
all. 

In a confirmed Catarad, if when the other Eye is ſhut the Pupilla appeareth larger inthe Eye 
affetted, there is hope of Cure by Couching ; bur if ic be no larger, it is uncurable ; as Galentea- 
cherh, x. deſymp.caxſ. cap. 2. becauſe the optick Nerve is obſtructed, and the ſpirits cannot come 
to the Pupilla, thoughar be open. 

Bur if the Parienc percaveno | when the Pupilla is enlarged by che ſhutting of the other Eye, 
he cannot be recovered by the Needle, becauſe the valive ſpirit is troubled and obicure, and cheretore 
unhi for-light. 

A black CataraGt, free from al brightneſs, can neither be Cured by Phyſick, nor Chirurgery ; 
becauſe the Vilive Spirits are deſtroyed 3 bur a cleer Cataract that hath ome 1plendor, is Cure-

15 no change of the ſhape i of it; 1t 15 then ripe, and may be couched witha Necdle. Burt we 
muſt take norice, That the ripeneſs or thickneſs of the Cataract ought ro be moderate and not roo 
much compacted, that it may be eaſily couched : for it ought tobe like a thin kin which may berow-

Having therefore firſt uſed all that Method which was laid down for the Cure of Gutta ſerena, we 
will declare unto you thoſe Medicines, which belong properly ro the taking away of the matrer about 
che Pupilla.

2. 247 77s, Who ſarth that they promite more than chey can pertorm : yer thei Lawtul ute is noc 
to be rejected : and Experience hath taught,by very good Authors confirmed, that Cataratts in their 
beginning, atter univerſal Medicines uled, have been cured with Topicks, that is, Med'cines applicd 
to the Eye. 

Furſt theeofore begin with mild diffolvers, and ſuch as dry not overmuch leſt the matter grow hard, 
and be made untit to be dillolved: then ule mollitiers wich your diffolvers,that induration may be hin- 
dered, and ic may morecalily be diflolved.

In i of the Diſeaſe, while the defluxion is new, and that revelling Medicines are uſed, 
it is goodto wath the Eyes with only red Wine, which by ics aſtriftion hiaders the detluxion, and by 
cs ſpits diicutlech and dillolverh ir. | |

been infuled, 15 moſt profitable. 

Ic is no lels pryitable co ler a child eac ſweet Fennel Seeds in a morning, and afterwards breath in- 
tothe Eyes. 

Asallotolet hum lick them, or to leta Dog lick them. 

Allo Bread hut from the Oven, in which is wee: Fennel ſeed cut in che middle, may be fo placed to 
the Eyes that they may behold it when they are wer wuh the vapor. 

T heſe Medicines are to be uſed in the morning. 

Ar night you may apply this Cataplaſm : 

Take of Fenuwereek ſeed beaten one ounce : Aloes balf an ounce : Saffron one dram : Make 
them into fine Pa. put it into white Wine wherein Crocus Mecallorum bath been infujed, and 
make a Catap!aſm to be applied to the Eyes at night. 

' Manycommend —_ blood, pur hot mrothe Eyes, for wich the Natural hear of that Creature 
the parc will be much ſtrengrhened, and the excremencicious matter diffolved : bur becauſe the heac 
will quickly depart from the blood, ir 1s berter co take a yong callow Pidgeon, and lic it inthe back, 
and apply to the Eye. ; 

Wutk thele Medicines "_ may diſcuſs che matter if ic be potlible. 

Topical Medicines called Collyria, which are dropped inco the Eyes, are of lictle force, and thoſe 
are they which Galen ſaid did promite more than they pertocm ; tor all cheir vercue is ſpent in the 
Cornea, neither can chey reach roche interval parrs, except they be made very tharp, by which,pain 
would be cauſed, and a greater defluxion : hence many that have uſed them unmoderately, have 
froma light inficmity become fark blind. Bur becauie many of thoſe Collyriaes are tound un Au- 
thors which have good report by them, leſt we ſhould tcem deteGtive, we will ſhew ſome of the choy- 
ceſt, that they who pleate may cry them. 

Take of the beſt Honey twoo pints : Fennel Roots, and the Roots of long and round Birtiwort, 
of each one pound : the leaves of Rue, Eyebright, Celondine the greater, and the tops of Fennel, 
of each ſix handfuls : Centaury the leſs three handfuls : Roſes four pugils : the Urine of a Boy 
two pints. Max them all in aglaſs Veſſel and diftill them in Balneo Mariz. Drop this Water often 
into the Eyes. | 

Or you may make Bread wich the Bran in it, wich the Pouder of Rue,Celondine,Eyebrighr,Berro- 
ny, and Fennel wich a little Honey, which as ſoon as it is drawnand cut mn pieces,mult be pur berween 
two Pewter or Stlyer Diſhes; from whence will come a Water, which Zechins altirmerh, dropped 
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into the Eyes, doth wonders. Alſo this following is highly commended. 

Take of white Violet Leaves, one handful : $adiſh ſeed, one dram : Amoniacum, half a dram: 
mix them, and pouder them, ten ſteep them twenty four bours in one pint of Fennel water : then 
let them boyl a little sþace : adto role erm. one ounce of the clarified juyce of Fennel: the Bal- 
ſom of Peru, two drams : make a Collyrium : which Zechius ſaith, Dropt into the Eyes morning 
and evening, after the Body # ſufficiently Purged, doth ſo clenſe the Eyes, that it taker awa; a 
Cataratt wonderfully without Couching. 

Hollerins Delicribes a Water, chat he faich, Cured one that was Nine yeers blind : Which is 
this. 

Take of the juyce of Smallage, Vervain, Germander, Burnet, Avens, Sage, Celondine, 
Rue, Kynot-graſs, Chickweed, the pouder of Cloves, of each one ounce : groſs Tepper, Nutmeg, 
Lignum Aloes,of each three drams : fteep them all in the Urm of a Boy, and the fixth part of 
Sack : Let them boyl alittle, then ſtra:n them, and preſi them, put itin a Glaſs cloſe ſtopt ; drop «= 
very night ſome of 11 into each Eye. 

The juyce of Brooklime only, being often dropr into the eyes, hath ſortimes Cured ayong Sut- 
fuſion, when a Cautery alſo hath been applied to the Coronal Suture. 

The Juyce of Celondine and Calcurap mixed together, are as good. 

NQuercetan, in his Diſpenſatory doth much commend Water 1n which Crocus Metallorium hath 
been infuſed, which is thus made. 

Take of the Water of the greater Celondine, fix ounces: Crocus Met ill1r:0, one dram ins 
Fuſe them, and drop three or four drops of this Water rearmed inio the Ey:1 jr three or four times 
a day for a long continuance. 

Fonſeca faith, That he knew one Cured by this Water, who was very dim kgtred many months: 
This is the excellency of ir, which tew other Medicus have 3 Ir clenierh very poweriully without a- 
ny ſharpnels. | 

” The _ Fonſeca (ayes the Water following is admirable. 

Take many Swallows, beat them with their feathers m a Morter : tut to every pordnd of them 
four ounces of bread crums : of white wine, four pints : infuſe them ſix dayes, and diftil them in 
Balneo till they are dry : then ſet that Water in a Glaſs in the Sun jor twenty dayes, and drop it into 
the eyes morning and evening. 

There isaWacter made of Roſemary flowers, which diſcuſſeth Films in the Eyes after this man- 
ner.

Take of the Liver of a ſound Goat, two pound : Calamus Aromaticus, and Honey, of each 
balf an ounce : the juyce of Rue, three drams : the Waters of Celondine, Vervain, Fennel, Eye- 
bright, of each three ounces : Long Fepper, Nutmeg, and Clover, of each two drams : Saffron, 
one ſcruple : Boſemary-flowers braiſed, balf an bandful : Sarcocol, and Aloes, of each three 
drams: the Gall of Kavenous Birds;C apons, or Partridges,one ounce: let thoſe that are to be ſliced 
be ſliced, andthat are to be bruiſed be bruiſed; then mixed altogether with woo ounces of white Sugar 
and ſix drams of Honey of Roſes, caſt them into an Alembick, of Glaſs, and diftil them in *Balneo 
Marie with a gentle fire, keep this Water in a Glaſs cloſe ſropt, for precious , which you may drop 
twice or thrice m a dayintotheeye affetted. 

Zacutus Luſitanus commends the Water following, in theſe words, For an old Diſeaſe in the

Take of Alves, three drams : Rue, Fennel, and PBettony, of each two handful : Verwain ant 
Tormentil, of each one handful : Sarcocol, three drams : tbe froth of Nitre, two drams and 4 
balf : Sugar Candy, three orunces : ſyrup of Roſes, four ounces : the Urn of a yong Boy, \»alj 4 
= : Liqzards dung, three drams : Horehound, three handfuls : Eyebright, one handj#!-and 4 

alf : Ginger, Spicknard, long Pepper, Cloves, and Tietty, of each two drams : Balſom, thre? 
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drams : Honey of "Roſes, two ounces : Verdegreeſe, o#e dram : Licium, tro ſcrupler : Radiſh 
leaves, one handful : poreder thoje which are to be poredered, mix them, and infuſe them in the 
beft white wine, m a Still, putting to a fourth part of the beft "Honey, for ten dayes, and ſtir them 
daily, then D;ftill them, and keep the Water.

Take of the Oyl of Roſes, three ounces : Roſe-water, nine ounces : C ampbire, one dram : Tit- 
ty, one ſcruple : Honey, trwo ounces : the Gall of a Goat, half an ounce : Lupin meal, balf a dram : 
Aloes,Succotrine, one dram : Sugar candy, balf a dram : the juyce of Horebound, Fennel, and 
Re, of each half an ounce : Mairrh, one ſcruple : Ammoniacum, balf a dram : Sarcocol one dram 
and abalf : Pouder themthat may, mix them, and boyl them a little with a\ gentle fire. and the 
greaje of a Goat or Sheep, and alittle wax : make an Oyntment according to art. 

Finally, when al Medicines fatl, when the Dileate 1s alroſt deſperate, it were good to try an ex- 
perience with che Oynement of Quicklilver ; which Fonſeca ſaith was his invention, yer ſeldom 
ued; for in his 19. Conſultat. ib. 1. he thus ſaith : Ibave thought ſomettmes that the Union uſed 
for the Cure of the French Pox, bath power to take away Catarat-s in their beginning and m- 
creaſe ;, by the ſame reaſon that it takes away the Humors remaining in the Eyes from the French 
Pox ; for by it the Head may be ſo Purged, that a Catarat# may be Cured ; and | have determined 
to make tryal of it. Fonſeca had much commended his Judgment if he had ſeen Skenkins his Obſer- 
vation, 309. Lib. 1, which is taken our of che 5. Book of Alexander Trajanus Petronus, of the 
Freach Pox, Cap. 1. One (faith he) before be bad the French Pox was blind of one Eye with a 
Cataratt or thick, Suffuſion ; by the Unttion with Quick:ſilver was freed rronderfully from hjs 
Pox and Cataratt both at once : Neither is it without reaſon that Cataratt.s may be diſſolved with 
that Union, when weſee by Experience that very bard Tumors of thick and groſ F are po 
werfully diſſolved by the Unttion of Ruick:ſuler. | 

When a Cararad can be diſſolved with no ocher Medicines, the laſt Remedy is the Chirurgical 
Operarwn, which with a Needle put incothe Eye, atter che matter of the Cataract being chick, and 
rurned coa lictle kin, thruſteth it ro the lower part of the Eye, fo that the ſight is reſtored as if a 
window were opened. This Qperarion 1s ſuccelsful fomerumes; bur often net : Bur when the caſe 
is tothart no hope remains of other wayes, it is better according to the Opinion of Celſzs, formerly 
Commended, to try an uncerrain Medicine than none: Bur ituſeth nor robe tryed by reaſon of its 
uncertainry by ordinary Chirurgions 3 bur of Quackſalvers, who go to and fro praftiſing, and there- 
torerche rune and manner of che Qperation is to be left only to them. 

Bur becauſe thote things ought not to be hid from a Phyſician, you may find them exactly treated 
on mdrvers Practical Authors, when the Cataract is Cured: ; 

Whether it be with diffolving Medicines or manual Operatian you muſt uſe a courſe of Phylick 
long atrer, becaule there is a great fear ofa Relaple : For the Eyes having been much a 
long Dueate, are very ready to receive 7 dx: roccmnh) co from the brain. Therefore you muſt tol- 
low che utual Purging; you muſt have Iflues cont: for diverſion; and uſe often 7 nar

He Tunicle called Vwea, out of Galen, 1. de ſympt. cavf. cap. 2. is obnoxious todivers dif- 
eaſes, and eſpecially ro Ruption, Diſtorcion, Dilatation, and Eonſtriftion. 
A Ruption may come both of an external Caule, as ftroak or contuſion ; and of an in- 
ward, when much humor dittendethand breaketh the Tunicle : Bur this being incurable 
concerneth nor us. 
A Diſtortion ofthe VUvea cannot be bur inthe firſt conſticution of it, becauſe ir adhzrceth ro the 
Cornea. Therefore Galen in the place quored doth only reckon it among the different tymptomes 
of the Vv2a : and dcath not ſtand roexplain ir, becauſe it is of no concernment in the practice of 
Phylick. Wetherefore omitting the firft ewo differences, wil only inſiſt upon the explaming of the 
Dilatacion, and conſtriction of the Pupilla. 

The Dilacarion of the Pupilla, which is a hole in the Uvea I the Species of Objefts 
paſs into the Eye, is called in Greek Mydryaſss z this hurts the fight becauſe roo much light poerh 
uncothe Eye; hence it is that they which have this diſeaſe, {ce berrer in a darkiſh placerhan in a liphr. 
Which appenre by Natural and ordinary change 1n the Pupilla in bright and obicure places; for 
when the Sight is exerciled ina cleer light place, the Pupilla is concratted thac the lighc may go eſs 
intothe Eye, and not hurt ir with too much, by _—_— and _—_ che Spirits z and hence it is 
chat chey which go out of a very light place mtoa dark, ice almoſt nothing at their firſt entry : be- 
cauſe the Pupilla being formerly contratted doth not m an obſcure place receive light enough tormake 
a perfedt Sight. Afcer, when chey have continued a while nan obſcure place, the Pupilla is by de- 
gree; dilared, ro recerve more light, for the cleering of Sight, and then thoſe things which at firſt en- 
rrance were not ſeen, are cleerly perceived.

Now che Preternatural Dilarion of the Pupilla is either in the firſt original, which is nor to be 
tam with ; or comes of Precernacural cauſes which are internal or external.

As to the Prognoſtick, The Dilatation of the Pupith from the original ſo, is incurable ; but that 
wh:a.: meth atrer 1s hardly cured, eſpecjally that which comes of drineſs, but that which comes N 
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tinuance, is curable ; becauſe yong diſeaſes of the Eyes, according to Galens Douttrine may be cured, 
bur old may not but wich very much dithculcy be cured. 

The Cure is co be varied according tothe variety of the Cauſe; and if it come from drineſs, which 
can icarce come from an internal cauſe,bur alto the whol Body muſt be to afflicted ; rhertore we muſt 
refceſh th: whol body with moiſt Remedies, and nouriſhments, and tach as are reftaurative, tuch 
weule in HeCtick Feavers : bur more peculiarly che body 15 to be moiſtened with a bath of warm wa- 
cer, and new milk, which alio muſt be ofren put into the Eyes, elpecially womans Milk. 

t ic comes from a humor which filleth the Eye, becauſ&it flowerh trom the Head you mu'F nurge 
the Head and th: whol Body alio, and then you muſt diſculs rhe humor that is tixed in the Eye. 
Which when they may be tuthciently performed by the Remedies propounded tor the cure ofa Ca- 
raract or Suffuſion, we ſhall not m vain repeat them here, but {end you co the atoreiard Trearitie for 
chem, where you thall tindall chings necetfary for the dilcuſimg and diſſipating humors contained in 
che Eyes. Yer you may atrer ule {ome aſtringenes which may make the Pupilla which 1s coo much 
enlarged more narrow : tor this end you may make ule of this tollowing Collyriim, oc Warer tor 
the yes. 

Take of red Roſes dried two ſcruples : Saffron, Spicknard, the Bark of the Frankinſence Tree, 
of each half a ſcruple : Tutty prepared, burnt Ivory, and Acacia, of each one ſcruple : Þrmmg them 
to a Pouder, and put them in a thin lannen cloth, andtie it ; then hang it m three ounces of Roſe 
Water, and rajh the Eyes oftenwith the Water, dropping into them, ſqueezing the cloth as often 
as yo't uſe the Water. 

Lt it comes from wind ( after univerſal Evacuations ) thoſe Medicines are to be uſed which di(- 
culs wind in the whol Body, and elpecially m che Eyes, and to they may be tomenced with the De- 
coction of Fennel, Rue, Dill, red Roles, Myrtles, made in Role Warer with the tourch part of white 
Wine. 

Finally, Ific come with a ſtroak, you muſt alter the manner of Cure, according to the greatneſs 
of the Concuſion 3 an4 it there be an Intlamation, you nuft cure ir as an Ophchalmy : Bur it there 
beno Inflamarion, you ſhall ar che firſt apply a Cataplaſm of Bean flower, Plantane Leaves, and 
red Roles made up with Role Water. Atcer that, you ſhall often drop therem the blood of a Pid- 
geon, which 15a moſt excellene Remedy in all Wounds and Concultons ofthe Eyes. 


CHAP. VI. 
Of the ftraitneſs, or Contrattion of the Pupilla. 


He Pupilla being too ſtraight, hindereth the ſighr, asthe being of ir roo large, as was ſhew-

light place, the Pupilla is contracted leſt it ſhould take 1n too much light, it {uddenly it be 
ma dark room, the chu . Tan contained are lictle or ſcarcely ſeen ar the firſt entrance, by reaſon 
ofthe aforelaid contration. Afterwards when the Pupil is dilated, al chings are {een rightly, there- 
fore ina place moderately light, che breadrh of the Pupilla ought to be moderate, char i nay receive 
moderace light, nor roo much, nor coo lictle, for making a perte&t fight. Bur if che Pupilla be coo 
narrow, it receiveth not hghr enough, therefore they who are 1o affected, the light is dimunthed, yer 
they tee well ina very lighe place, uſeat that time light ſufficient will paſs chrough a narrow 

hole, 1c no other Dileale of the Eyes be joyned withar. By De 

Now the narrownels of the Pupilla, cometh ether from the original, or firſt conſtirurion, and then 
it lictle hindereth; for if they who are lo affected {ee leſs 1n a dark or dusky place chan they who have 
4 Pupilla of ics moderate natucal breath, yer in a clear light place they ſee better. Hence Galen 
{aid un 1. de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 2. that they whoare born wit {mal Pupilla's tee belt. 

Or the ſtraightnels of the Pupilla comes from prerernatural cauſes, namely, overmuch moiſture, 
drinefs, or defect of the Watery Humor, and want of Spirits. 

ThePupilis contracted by humidicy, when che Uvea is relaxed, andſo makes the hole leſs or nar- 
rower : Fcr although the ditacation ot the Pupilla come of che lame humidiry, yct contrary effects 
come not of the ſame cauſe, becauſe if the caute may be called che ſame, ir ought co have the {ame re- 
hcion to its effetts, bur humidity is not in the fame manner when it makes a ilaration, tor it makes 
that by filling and diſtending the Membrane, bur ir makes the anguſtia or narrownels by relaxwe it : 
it relaxech when ic is united to its ſubſtance. : 

Concerning drynels there is the ſame ditficulry, ſince ic is mentioned among the cauſes of dilating 
the Pupilla. Bur this is the difference ; When the Uvea is dryed, and the humors of the Eye re-

eth from a defect of the watery humor 1n the eye 3 alchouph it may come wwxhout dritels, when by 
the powring forth of the watery humor rhe Uvea falls down. 

Laſtly, The narrowneſs of the Pupilla comes trom the defect of Spirits, or from the fewneſs of 
them, when by reaſon of the obſtruCtion of the oprick Nerve or tome other caule, the vitive ſpirit 
cannot come tothe eyes, which when it is filled wuh {ſpirit keeps its Tuncles extended ; bur when 
it wanceth ſpirits they grow lax and fal rugecher : Hence the conſtriftion of the Pupilla utually co- 
meth. Thus appeareth mn very Qld men, mn whom che Pupilla is made narrow by reaton of the wanc 
of ſpirits. 

his Diſeaſe is known eaſily being open to the ſenſe, for if one eyealon2 ſuffer, by comparing ic 
with the other you may perceive the ſtraightneſs ofthe Pupilla z bur it both tuffer, by lwokug upon 
the eyes of another man who is {ound ſighted, you find ir our. 

As to the Prognoſtick, a ſtraightnels in the Pupilla which cometh from the loſs of che watery hu- 
morinthe eye, 15 incurable, becauſe when that 15 once loſt it cannot be recruited ; elpecially mold 
folk : in yong people ſomrunes the watery humor of the eye hath been ler torth by a wound, and 
hach been repaired again : A Conftriction of che Pupilla from drinels, can icatle, and very haidly te 
cured : Burchat which comes from moiſture, in che beguming, and being yung, may be ealily Cured : 
bur an old one very hardly. 

The Cure of this Dilcaſe differeth not from the former,for they come both from the ſame Cauſes, 
namely, Drineſs, or Moiſture ; which diſtem alchough chey produce concrary eftetts, alter 
the manner before Explained 3 yer are they co be Cured by che lame Remedies. 


CHAP. VIL 
Of Albugo, or the white Spot called Pin and IWeb, and of 
other Colours of the (ornea changed. 


He Natwal Conſticution of che Cornea Tunicle is deſtroyed when it looſeth its brigh: neſs and 
"* cranl icnels ; or when its mtected with another colour. 

 Iclooſeth brightneſs when it s grown thicker z now the Cornea doth grow thick by driueſs, asin 
old men, which is mcurable z or by groſs humors faſtened upon ic, which happeneth otcen un an Oph- 
thalmy ; when either by coo much uſe of Reſolving Medicines the thinner of the humor are 
diffolved, and che chick remain : Or when by an extraordinary ule of cold Medicines che humors are 
thickned : and the Cornea doth nor only become thicker in that patt unto which che humor is faſten- 
ed, but it allo contratetha white Colour, which is called Leucoma, or Albugo 3 {ciatimes this al- 
ſocomes froma ſcar after anllicer, whereby the Cornea is made thicker un char parc, and looleth its 
cranſparenitneſs. 

i Differences are divers, as they are more or leſsthick ; one doth poſleſs only the ſuperticies 
of che Cornea : another lies more deep, and piercerh the whol Cornea : another 15 greater, and pot- 
ſeſſech che whol Pupilla, or the greateſt part chereof: ' another is leſs, and comprehendeth bur a 
litle ſpace of che Pupilla, apdchen ic is ly called Macula, or Pin and Web. 

The Cornea is altered in Colour when ic is blood-ſhot, which Dileale is called Sugillario,and then 
al ObjeCts appear red : Or when Choller tsgot into ir, as in choſe who have the _— Jaundice ; 
and then the Obyedts uſe toappear yellow according to Galens Dottrine, which is to be underſtagd 
of a great effuſion of Choller rhe Cornea, for if ic be only tightly died any wr uy often 
ha ( for the Tunicle a receiveth more Choller chan the Cornea ) then the Objetts 
wilnocſeem yellow, bur aschey naturally are. 

Theſe Diſeaſes need cheir peculiar Diagnotis for the knowledge of them ; becauſe they are appa- 
rent co the Senſes, bur eſpecally Albugo, which i chicker and more whue ; and more hindereth the 
ſight: So alſo chat which 1s more fuperticial is more white z buc that which is deeper decluethun- 
eo black becaule ic 15 heerer ro the Uyca, which being its (elf black, communicaces izs Colour unto 
cha 


r. | 

The Cauſes which produce theſe, are ea{tly known by what harh been ſaid ; namely, if an Oph- 
chalmy,

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thalmy, or Wound, or Ulcer went before. 


Asto the Prognoſtick : An Albugo which comes of Flegm, or a th ck humor remaining afteran 
Ophchalny, i 15 ealily Cured, eſpecially if it be nor invererate : bur that which cometh after a 
Wound or Ulcer, and 18a ſcar, 1s very hardly cured; becauſe ina pare which hath exquilice ſenſe, 
ſharp Medicines, ſuch as are pruper to wear away a Cccatrize or Scat, c.nnoe be endu- 
red. 

The Cure of an Albrgo congealed or gathered im the Cornea from Flegm, is done by Emolients 
atrenuaring and dilcuffing Medicines,bur by alwayes uſing univerſal Medicines tirſt which nay take a- 
way che antecedent Caule, and hinder a new defluxion from the eyes, which would be cauted by 
Medicines to the place z eſpecially it chey be ſharp, or hot, except che matrer b- tirſt remo» 
ved. 

Therefore firſt make umverſal Evacuations, then revulſions, then Derivations, as ic is ſer down 
in che Cure of Gutta ſerena, and Catarats. 


Atterwards apply a Fomencation ro {often the hard matter (with ſofe punges) made of the De- 
cotion of Faenugreek , Melilot , Celondine, and Fennel. 


Or, Lerche Vapor of ic be taken untotheeyes ; andto this purpoſe you may make this that fol- 
lowerh. 

Take of Marſh-mallow Roots one ounce : the Leaver of Mallows, Eyxebright, Celondine the 
great, of each one handful : Linſeed and Fanugreek of each three drams : *Melilot flowers one 
pugil: make a Decottion of theje im ipring water, andlet the fteem or vapor of it be taken into the 
Eyes, morning and evening. 


Afterwards ule Ducuſlives, ſuch asare preſcribed inthe Cure of a Cararadt or Suffuſion ; for they 
alſo wil do wel here. And lo Coliyria Eye waters which doattenuate and reiolve the Humor faſten- 
ed intheeye, may be caken from chence, and eſpecially thole which are made of Honey and things 
thac quicken the tight. For the Water of Honey diſtilled uted alone, is very good totake away al 
blemithes in the Eye if you continue the ule of it any.cime. 


Sugar Candy is good tor the tame, Diſlolved in the Water of Eyebright, Celondine, or Fen- 
nel 


As alſo ic would be very good to ler a Child that hath chewed Fennel-Seed to lick the Eye of-

Sregillatio or blood-ſhot, or that red color in the Eye which comech of blood ſent thither, if ic 
be yong, is ealily cured wich Pidg :ons blood dropped in : but in the wane thereof you may ule Wo- 
mens Milk with a lictle Frankintcnce and Saffron. Or you may apply the Yolk of an wich 
Wine ; which 1s commended of Galen, 4. de comp. Med. ſec. loc. a $. Buc if the diſcale be ſhib- 
born, you muſt fomenc the Eye with the Decoction of Farnugreek, Marth-mallows, Fennel, Rue, 
Celondine z or let the fume ut the {ame be received imtoir. And finally, all Medicines preſcribed in 
the Cure of a Cacaratt may be very proper for the cure ofthis. But more eſpecially, when che dif- 
eale 15 01d, and the rednels curnerh black, Galen commends dried Hyſop tied in a rag and put inco hoe 
water, and applied tothe Eye : and Experience teacheth that chis Med Icine 1s of tuch torce that the 
blood is drawn away by it ſticking to the clout. 

And laſtly, The yellow color of the Jaundice, which moſt appears n the Eyes, whenthe Jaundice 
- cured is calily ditcutſed : it you would haſten the Cure, take rhe fume ot Vinegar into the

CHAP. VIII. 
"Mw, Of Ophthalmua, or Inflamation of the Eyes. 


Intlamation of the Eyes, though it 1s proper tothe Adnata, yer it is often extended to the 

Cornea, and produceth divers Duſeaſes mt, namely, Ulcers, Hypopyon, when matcer is 

underneath, Albugo ur Pin and Web, and others. So alſo Puſtals, and other T 
Wounds, and Ulcers are common to bach Tunicles. . Theretore becauſe all che Ditcaſes of theſe Tu- 
nicles cannot be ſpoken of feverally, we will only ſpeak of the Dieales of the Adnata before we 


T Tunicle called Adnata is ſo joyn'd tothe Cornea, that many diſeaſes are in beth ; as the 


ſpeak more of the Cornea. + "_—_ 

Beginning with an _—_— 3 We ſay that it 3s, asthe word in Greek ſheweth, only an Infla- 
mation of the Eye, and by all Authors it 1s uſed for the inflamation of the Adnata, or ConjunGtiva. 
Ir is called by the Latines Lippitdo or blood-ſhotnels fince Cornelius Celſus. 

This Inflamation, as it is greater or lels, hach a three-fold difference. The firſt is called m Greek 
Taraxis, in Latm Conturbatio, which according to Paxlus cometh from an external cauſe, name- 
ly, the Sun, ſmoak, duſt, oyl, and the like : bur it may alſo come ot aninternal, namely, by taulr of 
the ſtomach after drinking of Wine, or ocher Diſtempers 3 and this is a light Intlamarion called 
Phlogoſir, witha ſmal pain and redneſs, yet it ſorurimes curnerh intoa true Ophchalmy, and is the 


Original of it, Fr 

Bur a true Ophthalmy comes alwaies from an. internal cauſe, and it is a true inflamation with 
which tumor, rednels, and pain, it is called by Celſus, Lippitudo or blood-ſhorneſs, becauſe there 
cleaveth a thick excrement, which the Larins call Lip 

The third is called Chemoſis in Greek ; in Latin Chemoſes alſo, and it is when an inflamation 
growerh to high thar it 1s very great with vehement pain, and both the Eyebrows are inverted ſo,char 
the Eyes can {carce be covered therewith z andthe white of che Eye ſtands higher, and che red doth 
cover moſt part of the Iris or Cuecle, In Children, and tuch as have great Eyes, this hath often hap- 
pened, and it comes from a great replerinn, and from flegmy humors. 

There is another Difference of the Ophthalmy raken our of - Apb. 14. Set. 3. by 
which it is divided unto a moiſt and a dry Ophchalmy : 'The moiſt Ophthalmy is that whach is al- 
ready deſcribed, and hatha weeping, Bur the oy called by Hippocrates, Xerophthal- 
mia, which cometh mn dry weather, 15 made of C -, or burnt or aduſt Melancholly, and is ſuch 
as wanteth humidity in part, and thecefore there is no weeping. There are other ſubdiviſions from 
theadjundcts forit there bean uching joyned with it, iris called Pſorophthalmia z bur if iu come 
with hardnels of the Eye-lids, ut is called Sclerophthalmia. 

"There is alto another Difference of Ophthalmies, caken our of Galen, 2. de diff. febrizem, cap. 17+ 
where he ſaith Thar ſome are Periodical, or ſuch as cometh by firs, to thoſe which have a very hor and 
moiſt head, and weak Eyes, fit to receivea defluxian. Thele after many yeers havea conſumprion 
of their Eyes, and lole their light 3 hence icis called Tabida Ophthalmia, or a contuming Ophchal- 
my, oran Ophchalmy whickends in a conſ{umption ofthe Eye. ; 

There is allo another difference taken from the inunediace cauſe, which is defluxion or congeſti- 

oft, 
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on, that is, gathering of humors. Ic comes tor che molt parr by defluxion ; bur by congeſtion 

when there is either a diſtemp-r or weakneis of che Conjunctiva, by which Fomay no nm bog. 
O:4010fis in che part, but many excrements are gathered togecher , from wheac= chrough the weak- 
nels of the part cometh an inflamation. , | 

The Conzunct caule of an Odhchalmy is Co Wateriſh,or Melanchollick Blood flowing 
into the Eyes, or gachered intothem. The Cauſes of defluxion are manitold, both external and in- 
cernal ordinarily known. Bur the cauſes of Gongeftion or Cumulacion are all ſuch as diſtemper or 
weaken the Eyes; ſo that an Ophithalmy which at the fixit came only by defluxion, in cime by wea- 
kening of the part may ſpoil ics concotion, and 10 ut may be ſaid robe an Ophthalmy partly tram de- 
fluxion, and partly from Congeſtion, which 1s often ſeen in oid Ophchalmies. 

But when an Ophchalmy comes only by way of defluxion, it is certain thac ic comes for the moſt 
part from the head, and almoſt all Auchors acknowledg this. Notwithſtanding Expericnce ceacheth 
that many violent Ophchalmies come trom the Liver, and che humors that come from thence to che 
Eyes; inforguch thac Caureries applied to the hind:r part of the head, ei.creaſe the Diſeale, which 0- 
cherwiſe are good Remedies when the defluxion' 15 from che head, for they draw up the humors : 
and we have often leen that old Ophchalmies which were accounted incurable, have tuddenly gone a= 
way of their own accord, by ſtopping of an iſſue which hath long been kept open , namely, wheu 
the motion of the humors trom the interior e6 the ſupericr parrs hath ceaſed, which betore was cauted 
by the Cautery or Iflue im the Neck, by Nature tending part of the humors to the weakened Eyes, 
not far diſtant trom rhe Ifſue. 

That defluxicn which cometh from the head, either is carried by internal Veins, which are under 
the Skull, into the Eyes; or by the external Veſlels, which is moſt frequenc, namely, by the Veins, 
and Arteries which come from the Pericrantum by the Forehead and Temples, to che ConjunCtiva. 

An Ophthalmy 1s eaſily known, becaule the blood diffuted upon the Conjundiva may be ealily 
ſeen, and if redne{sappear withour a rumor coming of an exrernal, ic is called Taraxi,or Conturba» 
tion. Bur if beſides the redneſs chere be ſwelling and heat with weeping, it is a true Ophchalmy, and 
a: !engrh if ur ſo encreale that it cover the black of che Eye, and che Eyehds be inverted, chen is t cab 
led UChemoſas. 

Hence Je ferch the ſigns ofche Cauſes : for if it comes from repletion, and of blood alone, not 
only the Tunicle Adnata, bur alſo the whol face will be red ; as alſo there will be a ſwelling of chie 
Veins, drouzinels of the Sences and whol Body: anda manifeſt ſwelling, | 

If it come trom Chollerick Blood, there will be ſharpnels of rears, and not only the corners of che 
Eyes, bur aliothe very cheeks will be corroded, there will be a pricking and intollecable pain, a lictle 
{wellig with redneſs inclined to yellow ; and the patient hath formerly uſed immoderate exerciſe 
been intlamed by the Sun, tubject ro , and eating of ſharp things, his complexion is Chollerick, 
or he 15 yong, and the diteate conmerh injegs weather. 

If it come from flegm, there will be a heavy pain, lictle heat, nor much redneſs, little ſhooting, no 
ſharp cears, bur many, and ſlinyy and glurmatious. 

1t tr comeot Melancholly, the Tumor will be tmal, che redneſs will be dusky, few tears, lictle clam+ 
minefs, bur very thick, a Melancholhck conit icurion, and the hke ſigns of Melancholly. 

It rhedefitxxion come from the inner parrs of the Head, chere will be a pain in the Head internally 
conung eo the Roots of the Eyes. Bur it che detiuxioncome into the Eyes by the exterior Veſlek, 
the pain of the Head will be more external, the Veins of the Forehead will be diſtended, and allo 
there w1ll be percerved a great beating in the Temples. |

For the Cure ofan befalmy the external cauſes muſt be firſt removed, as alſo the antecedenr 
cauſes areto bee revelted, and repelled ; che conjunt cauſe is co bederived and diicufled, 
and the part aftected ſtrengthened. For the pertorming of which Indications there are theſe uſual 
means co be applied. |

Let him avoid al motion of his Body, for reſt is ſo profitable that Celſus commands thar the firſt 
day of Cure they ſpeaknot, leſt by that motion matter be carried cothe head. 

e Belly muſt be kept Solluble, for Hippocrates taith ic is good for him that hath fore eyes to 
fal incoa loolenels. 

Let him avoid Paſſions, eſpecially Anger.

n Ac the ſametime let him ſleep as muchas he can ; for fleep is very profitable to concod and diſcuſs 
the matter cauſing the Diſeaſe. If u yeild not cothele, you nuuſt wie the Remedies proper for a 
true Ophthalmy, m chis Order. 

Furſt opena Vein ( having given a Clyſter ) on the contrary Arm, and do it often, till you have 
made fufhcient Evacuation and Revulſion: For Avicen reacherh, Thar ina true Opbthalmy you 
may let blood till they faint, Bur Galen, lib. de carat. per ſangu. miſſ. cap. 17. tells a ſtory of a 
Steward which was freed of a great Ophthalmy by blood letting : firſt three pound z and four hours 
after one pound : Andin his 16.cap. of the ſame Book he athirmeth, That Opbthalmies are often cu- 
redin an ſpace only by Phlebotomy : which could not be bur by looſing of a great quaritity, 
as they did in thoſe times in that caſe. , .. | 

Phleboromy muſt be regulated and moderated according to the temper, age, ſex, ſtrength, and | 
kind of the Diſeaſe; for ina Plethorick body, and when it comes from you mult take a prea- 
cer quantity : but ina Chollerick body, or Melancholly, or Flegmatick, and other Circumſtances 
which prohibic blood-letring, you muſt take leſs. |

So many times we preicribe Pills in an Ophchalmy which comes of Flegn, namely, Lucis majo- 
ris, of Apgarick, and the like : which though they are very good in the ſtate of the Diieale, yer ucts 
better coabſtain trom inthe beginning, lett the Humor, moved with too violent a Medicine ſhould 
tal more upon the part. 

Nor is one Purge ſufficient, but you muſt repel ira diſtance, if the Diſeaſe be old ; firſt giving 
good preparatives by Apczemes or Juleps proper tor the Humur offending : chercfore in the begu- 
ningallay the heat ofthe Humors with cooling Juleps, and tuch as thicken 3 or wich En.ullions made 
o{ the greater Cold Seeds, Letrice and white Yoppy feeds, in tome cooling DecoCtion, with a little 
Role wafer. 

After univerſal Revulſions and Evacuarions come to Topical Medicines with chat part,which from 
the beginning muſt be repelling ; yer che foundeft PraCticioners do warn us not rouſe repelling Me- 
dicines tothe Eyes at firit, becaule for the moſt part they ſtop che Humour and cerain ic in the Eye, 
and fo increale the grief and inflamation: For Galen Comment. Aphor. z1. Sect.6. reproves a cer- 
cain Oculiſt which uled chele kind of Medicines in the b: ginning of the intlamation 3 tor they may 
be tuſpected mn the beginning nor to ſtay violent defluxions, bur rather to keep them from ccmi 
forth : Henceit cometh co pals that when the humors are ſharp the Cornea is fortunes ulcerated,bur 
when they are many it is ſtreaked and {cantimes bruken : Bur Avicenna, fen.z. lib.z. tra#.1. cap.g. 
ſaith, Thar it is fic, chat if poſlible, we abſtain from Collzrizems the firſt three dayes. And a hcle at- 
cer, heſath, Thar we ought nor in the beginmng to apply ſtrong Aftringencs and thickners : becaule 
they thicken the Tuincles or coats, and hinder relolution and mcreate pain. 

Yet we need be 1o exact in the time and number of dayes, becaute the Diſeaſe is in ſome older, and 
in ſome yonger : But we may with protit apply Aftringents at the beginning ro the Forehead aud

The Muculages, or flime of the ſeeds of Fleabane, Quinces, Fanugreek, drawn with Roſe» 
water, do take away pain ; bur they muſt be renewed every day or they wil grow 10wr.

Ifche pain be incollerable, you muſt fly to Narcotickor ſtupifymg Medicines, which you muſt 
aſe {paringly, and with good advice, becaule they do thicken the vilive Spirics,and make the Humors 
and Tunicles groſs, by which che Sight will become dim, 

Among Narcoricks tor che Eyes, the white Troches of Rbaſes are principal z made with Opium 
thus : 

Take of Roſe water two ounces : the Water of an Eg well beaten one ounce : the white Troches 
of Rhalis with Opium, one dram : Make a Collyrium, or | ater for the Eyes. 

When the pain is aſlwaged, you muſt come to repelling Medicines, which muſt be gentle and mix- 
ed wich Anodines continually : for this end make chis Collyrum following : 

Take of Plantane and Roſe water, of each one ounce and an balf : the Water of the white of an 
Eve beaten, one ounce : the white Trocbes of Rhaſir with Opuemn, one dram : Make a Collyruan, 
and drop it often into the Eyes. | ; 

If the pain be very great, you may put toit Womans Milk, and the Mucilages aforelaid, 

This following Medrcine doth powerfully reuſt inflamarion, and ſtay che itux. 

Take of the white of an Eg, beat it in a pewter d ſh with a piece of Allianz wery voell, till it come to 
the conſiſtence of an Oyntment, which you muſt ſpread upon a linnen clotb, and apply it warm to 
the Eyes : After two or three bours talg it away, leſt by irs long continuance baving an extraordi> 
nary aſtringent quality from tbe Allum, it retain the bumors 1 the Eyes. 

Allo ho Wan of Allum diſtilled inan Alembick, laxd coche Eye wich a lnnen clout, doth allay 
the inflamation thereot, 

The Salr of Lead diſſolved in Roſe Water, or Wine V megar, or mixed wich Pomatum, doch pas 
werfully cool the inflamation. 

In the encreale of the Diteale you muſt mix digeſtives with Repelimg Medicines, and therfore you 
maſt put che Water of Eyebright, Fennel, Celondine, aid the Mucilage of Lunteeds, Althee, or 
Marſh-mallows, aud Fornugreek, Gal. 13. Meth. commends cipecially the DecoCtion of Fenugreek, 
becaule ic digeſterh, concotteth, and moderacely repeRech : bur you mult tic che Fenugreek co rake 
out the duſt, and after waſh xt ofceu in warm Water, betore you boyl ur, or make the Mucilage of it. 
You may chus make a Collyrum. | 

Take of the "Mucilage of the ſeed of Fanugreek, and Ruinses dravon with Roſe, and Eyebright 
Water, of each one ounce and an balf : the white Troches of Rhalis with Opiuin, one dram : Tut- 
ty prepared half a dram : Make a Collyruem. | 

Whenthe Dileale 1s acthe height, you may pur Sarcocol to it, which is of a more digeſtive qualicy z 
bur ſince it apt to hurt the Eyes by us over dryneis and ſharpuels, ic muſt firſt be ſteeped tome few 
daies in Milk, often changed, and you muſt prepare but a litcle at one time, for if it be long kept ic 
wil gow 10wr, aud hure che Eyes.

Creilius and the relt of the Chymicks, do highly commend che Salt of Lead diſſolved in Roſe Wa- 
cer, to which they pur a few grams of Sal Armonick. Themanner is thus :

3. meth. ceacherh chat Bachs are chen good, when an Ophchalmy comes 
of tharp humors, and when the body is {ulhiciently clenſed by purging and bleeding : becaule t 
qualitie che ſharpne's of humors, and ſtayes their motion and detluxion ; the chieteſt part of them 
being fenc forth by mlenſible crantpiration, aud chac which remauncth of the Chollerick humor is 
eaſilier overcome by nature. 

Galen alſo commends a Bath in a Flegraatick Ophthalmy, alwayes uſing before Evacuations ne- 
ceſl.cy, becaute the thick humors faſtened un the Ey es ae extenuated by Baths, and ſo are ealily dit-

So Galen in the ſame place ſaith, That the drinkingof pure Wane is good for thoſe who have thick 
blood m the veins of their eyes, and have not grols or phlegmatick badies; becaute Wine doth diſ- 
{olve, diffuſe, and diicuis rhe thick blood, and allo openeth obſtructions. 

For the taking away of the remainder of Rednels and lnflamation, make this Fomentaticn fol- 
bb wINg.

They ako ule rocome trom ſkarp corroding humors tlowing unto 
che Eyes. : : 

There are divers ſorts of theſe Ulcers mentioned-in Authors, raken from their divers circumftatr 
ces, as they are ſuperiicial or profound, broad or narrow, and according as they differ in ſhapeand 
tigure, and che like, Soa hollow, narrow, and hard Ulcer is called Bothrion, oc Foſſula like a tile 

rrench, 
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trench : Abroad andnot fo deep an Ulcer, is called Coil oma : T hat whuch cometh in che Circle Iris, 
is called Argemon, or 'Uicus Coronade : Fally, that which is deep and hard, is called Epicayma, 
and Egcayma. : | 

The knowledg of Ulcers is eaſie, tor they may be ſeen : Ifche Uker be in the Cornea, there will ba 
a {mal whice blemiſh un the black ot che Eye 3 if w che Adnata, there wil be a {mal white blemiſh in 
che white ofthe Eye, becaule the Veins ot the Tumcle Adnara are ful of blood. 

The Ulcer 6f the Eyes are ous, and hardrto be cured ; bur more in the Cornea than in the 
Aduaca. An Ulcer in the Pupilla is more dangerous, becaute afrer 1t 15 cured, it wil leave a Scar, 
which wil hinder the pertpicuity of the Gornea, and io the fight wil be ture 3 and if the whol Tum- 
cle be corroded, the Watery Humor wil flow our, and the Uvea ſtarr torh. 

The Cure of chis Ditate, as of echer Ulcers, is, By clenling and drying means; but hey muſt be 
very gentle by reaſon ot the tenderneſs of che part, and exquiticnels of che tence. Bur you mult firſt 
ule [uch things a3 cevel and hinder the thux ot humors trom the Eyes; as in Ophrhalay either old or 
new, were declared. And if chere bean Inflamarion with ic, you mix mult chings thac are proper for 
that. Waich which alſo you may uſe things that aflwage pain, if there be any.

_ ACancerseither You or tudden, or ulcerared. The occulc is reckoned among Tumors, and i t 

hoon aCancerous Tumer, or Cancer of the Eye : But the ulcerared is called a Cancerous Ulcer in 

the Eve. 

Bur 1n both there is an unequal hardneſs, a blew Lead color, a ſtrong pricki in, efpecially a- 
bour che Head and Temples : the Veinsadjoyming are blew, and very full "Vatantacs wha _ 
ſharp blood tloweth from the part affected, when che Cancer isulcerated, And this pain is encreated 
by any warm Medicines, 

This Diſcale is curable, as wel in the Eye as in any other parc, when ic is fixed ; except it be ta» 
ken away by manual operation. 
$ Authors gropoundtwo waies of Cure, namely a True, and a Palliative. A true Cure ( as was 
ſaid) cannot be wrought bur by Chyrurgery when the Cancer is fixed : but when ic is new in che be- 
ginnng,t may be cured by often evacuacion ofthe Chollerick humor, firſt having let blood ; as Galen 
teacheth 2. ad Glavconem, cap. 10. where he boaſterh thac he hach often cad obs dileale, adjoyning 
econvenient Diec with the atorelaid Phy icky APal-

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A Palliative Cure, which cends only to the mitigation of Symptoms, 1s done not only by the afore- 
ſaid Evacuations* bur allo by convenient Topicks.

* * Thele Remedies do exceedingly dimimth the Humors that flow to the Eyes, and take away pains 
and ocher Symptoms : for which purpoſe alſo Topicks are good, ſuch as are preſcribed in Ophchat- 
my, tor afſwaging of pain : eſpecially the Collyria made of Mucilages, che white Troches of Rhas 
lis, and prepared Turty, with the water of Roles, Nightſhade, and Plancane.

This Diſeate is for the moſt part wcurable, and rakes away ſight, becauſe che Humors of the eye 
caſt forth cannor berepaired : but if che Wound be imal, ſothar only a portion of the watery Hu- 
mor is only loſt, it may be Cured, tor che watery humor may ſomrimes be renewed : as Galen taught 
4. de {ymp. cau|. cap.2. 

You mult ule Aſtringent and Glutinating Medicines; having firſt Bled and Purged if neceſſary, 
as the whice of an Egg, with'the white Troches of Rhalis dropt into the Eye.

Ponthe Rupture of the Cornea, often comes the ſhooting forth of the Voea, which is called 

in Greek, Propto ſus Ragotdoys : there are four kinds mentioned by Authors, elpecially by 

Paulns ; of which the firſt 1s Mrocepbalon, becaule it is hike the head of a Fly : and rhis is 

when a {mal portion of the Uvea comes forth. The ſecond called Staphriioma, and this is when 

a great part ot the Uvea comes forth {o that 1t 1s like the ſtone of a Raiſon. The third rs called 

Melos, when there is {o great eruption of the *Uzea, that it ſeems like an Apple. The fourth is called 
(Elos, or Clavus, when che Vea being come forth growerh hacd. 

The Cure of chis Diſeaſe 1s Dithculc, and che more when che Uwea coms moſt forth : but when 
it is ſmal, as in Mrocepbalon x 1s Curable by moderate aftringents, fuch as we preicribed im the Rup® 
rure of rhe Cornea. 

The Antients as Parelus Aetins, and Ceiſus, do labor to Cure them when old and not moveable 
by Medicmes, with Chirurgery 3 bur this s now our of tafhion, by reaſon of ics great difficulty and 
doubtful tucceſs : bur if any wilery it, he ſhal find che way exactly ter down in | my Fabrics, 
ab Aquapendente, cap. de ſtapbylomate. 


Chap. 15. Of Agylops, and Fiſtula Lacrymals.. 


Itherto we have ſpoken of the Diſeaſes of the Eyes which happen in the humors and upon the 
Tunicles 3 i: remaineth that we ſpeak of the Dileaſes of che Corners of the Eyes and Eye- 
ids. / | 
And firſt ofthe Tumor in the great Corner of the Eye, by the Root of the Noſe, called EXoylopr, 
and Ancbylops if not broken. 


This little Twnor, 1 either with, or withour Inflamation. 


When ir is inflamed, it is like a {mal Phlegmon : or Bile, redabour, wicha ſhooting pain. And 


it comes of thin and chollerick blood that flows into the part by the veins of the Temples, Fore-head, 
and Face, and ſo mpoſtumareth ; which being open produceth an Ulcer, which tpeedily rurns hol- 
low, and then it 1s called Fiſtzela Lachrymalzs. And if this continueth one yeer, there is a Caries or 
toulneſs of the Bone, as Hzppocrates faith, 45. Sei#. 6. In Ulcers of a yeer old, the Bone is foul : 
And this Caries is known by the Cavity, whuch is known by the finger : and by che ſtinking Matter 
flowing from it. 

Somrimes it comes without Inflamartion, and then ir is bred of a thick ſlimy Humor, like Pulſe or 
Hony : As the Tumors called Atheromata, Steatomata, Melicerss, which are withouc 

ain. 
: The Cure of an Zgylops is very hard, both in regard Medicines are ill to be applied co ir, by reaſon 
the fight is ſo nigh 3 and becauſe an hapoſtume wil quickly Ulcerate in tuch a tender part ( as afore- . 
{aid) Bur it is moſt ditiicule when the Impoſtume breaks our at the Noſe, and the Matter flows 
through the Noſtrils ; becauſe thereby the Bones wil be purritied. 

Somrtimes A gylops turns to a Cancer, which comes with a pricking pain z extenſion of the veins, 
hardneſsand blewnels of the skin, and chen ic is becter to let it alone, becauſe Medicines wil enlarge 
ir, andencreate pain. 

A Lachrymal Fiſtula that is newly begun, and which hath an external orifice tobe ſeen, is cure- 
able by Medicines 3 but chat which is deep and old, and hath fouled the Bone,is icarcely Cured with- 


out burmng. 
The dwers times of theſe Diſeaſes require divers Medicines. 


And Furſt in the beginning of an Fgylops you muſt revel che defluxion from the part by bleeding 


and purgug ; andule repelling Medicines to the Forehead, by which ſomtimes che Progrels is ſtope 
betore 1c come to fuppuration.

If ut appear that the bone be foul, uw muſt only be cured by an attual Cautery ; the manner of 
which is exactly delcribed in Pargus, Fallopins, and Aquapendente wn their Works : But Fa- 
bricys Hildanus Obl. 22. Cent. 5. boatterh that he cureda Fiſtula lachrymalis with foulneſs at che 
Bone, that was tour yeers old, and counted delperate, in a child of thirteen yeers of age, wth Medt- 
cincs alone, dilating of it with prepared Spurges, andatfter ſprinkling Euphorbium into ir, and chat 
very muchand o':cn; and atrer applying only an Emphiſter of Gum Elemi. Having uſed theſe 
things diligently for che {pace of divers weeks, he perceiveda ſcale of the Bone, which he drew forth ; 
and che: with halta drop of Tolutan Baliom upon a little Linc, once in a day conveyed uno the Ul 
cer, he pertectly contolidared the Fittula in a thort tune. 


Chap. 16. Of Rhyas and Encanths. 


A Nother Diſeaſe often followeth the Fiſtula Lachrymalis called Rbyasz and this is the conſu- 

ming or diminiſhing of the {mal fleſh in the great corner of the Eye, from whence it is eularged : 
This comes allo of other Caules, as ſharp humors talling upon the parc, or trom clenſing Medicunes 
formerly milapplyed. 


Ticauthis is contrary to BÞyas, which is che inumoderace encreaſe and ſwelling of che Caruncl, 
oc 
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ot liccle fleſh in che great corner of the Eye 3 and this comes from much blood flowing to the pare, 


and the nor orderly curing and drying up of the Ulcer.

Encanthss is cured by taking away of the ſuperiluous tleth growing in the corner of the Eye , this 
is done wicheating Medicines, beginning wich the nuldeſt firſt, chertore tirſt ute burne Allum ; after 

roceed to Apoſtolorum Agyptiacum, or burnt Vicriol. Bur if chele will not do, cur ic our, or 
ev it with an Iron. Bur before you do chele things you mult prepare the Body with con» 
venient Evacuarions leaſt you caule a new deiluxton : burin che curcing, burning, or contuming 
oi chis Caruncle with Medicines, you muſt rake heed thar you take ic not wholly away , bur 
only chat which is ſupertluous, otherwile it wil tura to ib yas. 


Chap: 17: Of Epiphora. 


He word Epipbora ſignifiethany Defluxion into any parc. But through cuſtomir is uſed eſpe- 
T cially for thedeflux1on ot a thin \hewm trom the Eyes; hence it 1s called involuntary wee» 
ping, which flows dayly from the corners ot the Eyes. 

vr the producing of which Humor tlowuyg prerernarurally there is an evil diſpoſition in the pare 
Tom whence it comerh,and 1n the part recerving it : the patt chat tends this humor is the Brain, which 
when it is coo hor, or too cold gathereth a watery Humor, and fo iends it to the interior parts, which 
we {it tO receive 17 : The part receiving 1s the Glandle or Kernel by che great corner ofthe Eye, and 
che Caruncle upon the corner 3 the thinnels, or thickneſs, or other weaknels ot which parts cauterh 
char chey ealily entertain che humors that ffow thither. Theretore an Epiphora happeneth often in 
un Exylops, a Lacirymal Filtula, a Rhyas, and Encanchis, becaute the ſupertluous humors ule to 
xe eattly reczived ito the parts aftected. 

This humor is carried from the train mto the corners of the Eyes, ſomtimes by the internal Veins, 
omrimes by che external, as ve thal thew you hereatter by their proper ligns. 

but che Humor winch maketh an Epiphora, is fomrimes cold, and brings no other inconvenience, 
aur ouly defluxion, tomrumes it 15 {alt and tharp, and cauierh pain, heat, and rednets, and exulcera- 
tion ot the Eyebrows. 

There need no figns to be given of Tears,they are viſible. It wil appear by what hath been ſaid whe- 
ther they are cold or hor, and ſharp. But we mutt diftinguith whecher chey come by che mternal or 
external Veſlels. When by che incernal, there is pain inthe wtide ofthe head, and tomrimes violence 
neeiing. Bur if they come by the external without che Skul. The Vetlels of che Forehead and Tem- 
ples are ſtretched, and the head teems to be bound abour and aftringent means, ourwardly applyed 
do help. 

As . the Prognoſtick ; New Epiphora's coming trom outward cauſes are eaſily cured, eſpecially 
i youth : bur oid, and in «1d men very hardly. They which proceed trom other ducales, as XFgy- 
lops, Fiftula Lacirymalis and che like, have their Cure with che diteafes whence they came.

The 
we Jymptoms wn the Ears either are ſuch as come from the Aftion burt,or the fault of 
the Excrements.The Aition is burt either in the Ear alone, or in all inſtruments 
Fo $$: of Sence. The Attion proper to the Ear,namely,Hearing,zs burt by betng aboli- 
ſhed or diminiſhed and depraved. It is aboliſhed by Deafneſs, diminiſhed by 
thickneſs of Hearing, depraved by a noiſe in the Ears. The Attion common to all the Inſtruments 
of Fence, xs Feeling, by wobich they are ſubjett to pain. T be fault inthe Excrement is ſeen by all 
thoſe things which come preternaturally out of the Ear. So this whol Book bath four Chapters. 
T he firſt s of Deafneſs and thick Hearing. The ſecond of noiſe in the Ears. Thethird of pain 
n the Ears. The fourth of thoſe things which preternaturally come forth of the Ears.

not hearany but tuchas ſpeak very loud, are called deaf folk. |

gone 3 {o.charthe PFatienc either heareth no noile, or if he do, he cannor diſtinguiſh ic.  Thele are 
often dumb if they are born (oz not only becauie men learn to {peak by Hearing z bur by reaton of 
the great conlenc that is berween the Inſtruments of Hearing and Speaking by the Nerve of the fifth 
jugation, whole chief Branches are brought to the Ears, bur ſome ot chem reach to the vow 
an 
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and Throat ; whence it is, that when the mner Ear is pulled, there 1s a cough raifed ; and thereafon ig 

lain, for they who are born deat, it they had their Inſtruments of Speech corrupred, would by a 
Ln inſtinct ſend Forth lome Articulate voyce 3 as other Creatures, althonghthey are kept trom 
their birth, from other Creatures 6tcheſame kind, fo that cthey” agvyer hear chem, yer they produce 
their connatural voyce 3 bur men born deaf never.ſenr forth agartieutarevoyce, bur only a contuled 
found; which arguerha maniteſt hurt of choleparts which ſervefor Speech.

A cold diſtemper ofthe Brain, 6 repletion, orgeaknels, of fo ce otherhurt inchat part, clſpecial- 
ly in which is the riieand progrets of the Hearing Nerve, may cauſe Deatnels or thick Heer if. 

The Dilealcs of the Ears are either um the inſ{1de or the outiide thereof. 

In the exterior Cavicy, a pertect or ah unperfect ttoppace froma Tumor, Impoſthume, or Blood, 
Matter, Flegm, and other things commgeither trom within or without, may cauſe a detect m the hea- 
ring. But you muſt obferve, that the itoppage ct che exterial patlage caunot makea perfect and ab- 
ſolute Deatnels, buronly thick hearmg, becauie tounds may be carried by the mouth allo, roche Ears. 
For there is an open way from the internal Cavity of che Kar torhe Pallar, by which tounds do eatily 
pals, and inſinuace chemſelves into the Ears ; and this paſſage is mage jor the purging of the Ears, 
And many Experuments do ſhew that a {ound may pals through the open month to the Ears. We 
may oblerve that they who ate very thick of hearing, wil open their mourhs thac they may better hear 
chole that tpeak untorhem. And'it you ſtop'bogh Ears cloſe, and {firikea Mulick 1n{ftrumenewwitha 
ſtick held in your Teeth, ybu wil hegy the ſound berter. And when you travel in the nighr,-you wil 
better hear any man coming atar offit you pur out end ot your Sword or Statt berween your Teeth, 
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and faſten the other end upon the ground. 

The Humors which are gathered into the internal Cavity of the Ear, and eſpecially ſuch as flow 
from the Head do cauſe deafneſs or thick hearing i the inner parr of the Ear, and thee are for the 
moſt rh Hegmy, and fomrimeschollerick 3 as appears Aph. 28, Sect. 4. where Hippocrates taith, 


chat chollerick Evacuations are good for deat men z: fomrumes bloody are good, tor it is maniteſt, 
that the deafneſs accompamed with the Critts, comes trom the tiux ot blood to the Ears. Now the 
Humors are ſomrumes ſent from the whol Body to the Ears, as m continual Feavers and eſpecially 
thoſe that are malignant. The 1ll compoſition of the Inſtruments of Hearing produceth the fame - 
effec ; as when the Tympany or Drum groweth too loole by a violent noile or over moiſtnels ; aid 
for this reaſon deat people are more thick of hearingin Sourhernly weather, becauſe che Membrane 
3s relaxed by the moiftnels of the Air ; or when che Tympany 1s over ſtretched or dried after a vio- 
len diſeaſe, long; watching, or faſting; or when it 1s broken 4 violent motions, or eaten by a corro= 
ding humor : Somrunes blood cometh forth atter a grear hurt, and matter without hinderance to the 
Hearing, becaute the patlage is between the bone and the Membrane. Or when any parts ot the Ear, 
cither otiginally 3 or by {cane outward caute, as ſtroak, fall, or che like, are pur our of their Nacural 
order. Moreover, a cold diſtemper ulſeth to produce this dleafe, comimgenther trom the cold Ar, 
or very cold Water powred in, or over much uſe of {tupetactive Medicines called Narcoricks. 

"Tis very hard co diftinguith al thele cauies by thei proper Signs, but by Arr, and conjecture 
thus : 

If Deainc1s come from the diſtemper of the Brain, either other Sences ſuffer, or there appeared 
{ome peculiar Dueales in the Head, as head-ach, drouzinels, Apoplexy, Lethargy, and the lf 

The ſtoppage of rhe External Cavity of the Ears is diſcernable by the Eyes,it you look upon them 
inthe Sun, tor then it wil appear wherher it be a tumor, ar thick matter, or any other heteropgeneal 
iubſtance of another Nature which fillzth the Cavicy. Asalio the Patient will tell youif any chung 
tcll into his Ears. 

Bur if the internal Cavity be filled with a humor, we may conceive it to be flegm, if the Patrcne 

were formerly tubzect untodefluxions of that tort. 

Bur that this comes trom Choller, is known by ſome Chollerick Feaver that went before, or now 
polleſſerh him, or by ſome violent pain. Bur when it comes from blood, there is a heavy pain, and 
abundance of blood in the whol Body, and this happeneth often in critical diſturbances. 

The looſnels and muiſtnels of the Tympane is known by the cauſes preceding, which were moiſt, 
= <res% p {ome other part : for it can {carce be, thar moiſt caules ſhould only affect chat part, 
and no ocher. 

Y ou may allo know thediſtentionand drine(s otthe Tympane by the drineſs ofche whol Body, 
and by the dry mg caules aforegoing. Ry 
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And for the breaking or corroding of che Tympane, you may know thac it chere were wrmerly 
any vehement Cauſes that could break or gnaw the tame. 

Y ou muſt make your Prognoftick thus : 

Deatnels by Birth, and of long continuance, 1f it be abſolute and coral, is incurable; and that 
which is not abſolute it ic be old, 15 never or hardly cured. 

A Deatnels from Choller or Blood which hapneth only in ſharp continumg Feaver?, uſcrh ro be 
cured with thete Feavers. 

Thick Hearing, it it be not ſpeedily cured, enderh in pertect Deatnels ; wicnels Galen, 3. d: com. 
med. ſec. loc. Cap. 3. 

The Membrane of the Tympane being broken, or a ſcar lit thereon, makss an incurable Deat- 
nels. 

A Deafnels encreaſing and decreaſing by degrees, is curable, for it ſignitie:h that ir comes from a 
movable humor, which tomeunes 1s more, fomrime leis um quantity. 

A Deatnels coming from diſtemper 0: the Brain, is more calily cured than that which comes from 
a proper diſeale of the Ear. | 

Astothe Cure: That Deafneſs which depends upon any Diteate of che Brain, requireth no other 
Cure, than that which belongs co fuch diteates, which you may tind m their teveral Chapters. Lhat 
which comes from a Tumor, it ic be hard and old, adinurech no Cure; bur if tbe hot, you may tind 
the Ture for it inthe Chapcer of pain in the Ears. Eur it 1t come tro: matrer pathered in the Ear, 
you may find the Cure n the laſt Chapter of chis Treatiſe, where we thal ſpeak ot thole chings 
which precernaturally come torth of the Ear. 

If this Dileale comes of Drinels, iz muſt be cured by the way of Rhaſis, that is by moulkning 
things, long fleep,and wathing of the Head with warm water 3 as allo putting of moilt ciungs into the 
Ear, as Oyl ofiweer Almonds, andche hike. It Deatnzis or thick Hearing come rrom any cling chic 
33 fallen into the Ear, chat mautt be caken away with wathing, ſhaking, or extraction : or it any Ver- 
maneare got into the Cavity of the Ear, they muſt either be caken torch, or killed chere : they are 
waſhed forth by making the part morftand tlippery, and enlarging it, with exher Milk, the Oyl of 
{weer Almonds, or fome molliiying or relaxing Decoction : they are thaken torch by neeting, tor ſo 
by the torce ot the air the parts being moved, that which lieth in the patlage of che Ear excluded and 
the iooner it the way be tirſt made tlippery and eilarged with Medicines (as we {aid Ir is good al- 
{oro hang down thar fide of the head, and co hop uponthe leg on thac tide z by wich way the Boyes 
atrer {winuning get the Water our of their Ears. It thete wil not do, you mutt endeavor to draw ir 
forth with an Ear-picker, taking heed, leſt when you pur it in, you thruſt chac wh-ch you would | 
draw forth, turther 1n ; rhereiore ler the {poon of the Ear-picker be very thin that ic may eaſier pals J 
by che thing in the Ear. Or you may lay hold of it, and he it out with a pair of Forcepts made or 
purpote, rough on both ſ1des within. And it chisavail not, when the body is hard, as a nut or ſtone 
it mult be laid hold on with an Inftrument and broken,and then the Ear muſt be wathed as afors{aid. 
the Ear-picker will not enter, arm your probe with a lutle Corron all over, and then dip it m Turpen- 
r19e, or 11 {oine ocher clammy tubſtance, and pur it in the Ear chat ic may fiick to that which ts there, 
and ſtopperh the Ear. The jame may be done witha Wax Candle touched with Bird-lime ; andit 
auy of che Bud-lime ſtick in the Ear, you may afrerwards take ir out with che Ear-picker. There 
arc tome which pur a hollow quilinco the Ear, and draw out things with tucking. 

The worms un the Ears are enticed torrh by laying co fuch things as chey love, as Milk wich Sugar 
laid to the Ear ina tpunge, or ealtily put in; ora Fig turned 1n{ide out or the pap ot a tweer Apple, 
or Bacon, and turning the Ear co the Sunart thar tame; andeſpecially it Horlleeches ger in, th-y are 
Graw!; torth by an Injection of blood. Fleas are drawn forth wich Dogs hair 3 but it chey be living 
they mit be killed, and chen they wil lets hinder the hearing, and wil bedrawn forth more eatily : 
And they are killed with fatting tpictle, or your own Urine dropt into the Ear. 

Brrer things do fooner kil thote Vermine, as che juyceof Wormwood, Centaury, or the Deco- 
tion of Aloes, or Beaſts Gall. Allo iharpchings, as Vinegar, juyce of Qnions, and che hike. 

And becaule the ulual cauſe of Deatnets 18 a cold diſtemper and a detfluxion of moitture co that 
part, you, muſt labor moſt rooppole thar. 

Bur becaule this detluxion comes originally from che Brain, theretore we muſt begin the Cure 
there, as inthe cure of the co!d diſtemper ofthe Brain z whuch a Prudenr Phyſician wil moderare 
according to the deprees and violence ot the diſtemper. 

The briet way of Cures, tirſt an attenuating Dicer, moderately warm and drying,fuch as is prefcri- 
bed in Gzettaſerena : andthen avoiding of Southernly winds, by ſtopping rhe Ears ; and vaporing, 
nouriihinent, as Garlick and On:ons ; as alio of things tha begert thick and tiegmy Humors, Futt, 
Lerageneral Evacvation be made by Pills Cepbaiick Purg'ing Apozemes z then by -Phleboromy if 
need be ; ro which ad it che Diteaſe be ſtubborn, a ſweating Dier 3 and then ule particular Remedies 

that revel the detluxion, as Caureries, Veticatories, Neetings, Maſticarories, gy” but 
Maſt:caro- 
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Maſticatories, or Chewirgs, are peculiarly neceſſary in this Diteale, by reaſon of the paſſage which 
comes from the internal Ear to the Pallat, and throws our the excrements of the Ears. 

Ard tinally, When the Diteale grows old, you muſt ule ordinaty Pills, Magiſtral Syrups, Ce- 
phalick Opiats, Pouders and Caps roftrengrhen the head, andthe hike. Al whichare laid down in 
the Ircacile ot the Cold Di temper of che Brain. 

In time of Dict, if the Duſeale be ſtubborn, Bags are good applyed to the Head after the ſwea- 
ting Portion 15 admmiſtred, as in che ſaid Treatile 15 preicribed, not only to che tore part of the 
Klead, bur rotne Ears allo. 

Brimſton? and L::13minous Baths are very proper in this Diſeaſe, with waſhing of che Head, for by 
them tveai 15provoiel, and the matter of detiuxion is drawn out. Burt by wathing ot the Head, the 
Brain is trengchencd and dried, and the humors {1xed in the Ears are diicufſed. The way ot uling 
them is deicribel by Penotys, and much commended, in thele words : T here js nothing in the Cure 
of Deaſneſs more trevalent after the uſe of an lbundred Medicines, than that the Patient after 
his Body is firſt well prerged, and then bis Head. Waſh bis Head well in Bri mſtone Baths, thus : 
Let him wear a great cap reaching to bis E ye-lidy, and beneath bis Ears, mace of Spunges ſerved 
together ; let bum futunder the cock or ſpout inthe Bath, andlet it run pon bis Head ; which Water 
the 3Þ:ng2s will ſ1chkup, and ſo keep the bead in a continual beat ; and ſo openimg all the Sutures of 
tbe Head, and Commiſſ'ires, it will tag away all the vapors : or 1t will breath away the matter 
compatted inthe Nerves, and the paſſages for Hearing, or ſo change it, thatit will quickly be gone : 
It is go0d for him to ſit ſo twice in a day jor two bours, and pr-jently after to ſweat in bs bed, and 
uſe a ſlender Diet of Fuyces and Broth, and to beware of Wine except it be Very weal;, 

Then you muſt ule Topicks, to diiculs the matrer taſtened in the Ear, which may be thus ap- 

lyed :

morning and evening. | 

Of che {ame Decocticn you may make a Fumigarion into the Ear by a Funnel which muſt needs 
be excellenc becaule the vapor ariing trom the hoc DecoCtion muſt needs reach into the innermoſt 
parts of che Ears. | 

Inſtead of a Fomentation you may apply a hot loat made with Caraway ſeeds, and cur in the mid- 
dle. 

Or take ordinary Bread from the Oven, and break off the lower cruſt, and dip it in Sparic of Wine, 
and let the Pa: jenc endure it at his Ears as hot as may be, that the vapor may be received in. 

Bread made of Bran 1s better with Caraway teeds, Bay-berries, Juniper berries, and Nut- 
meps mixed b<tore ut be baked : then afrer it 1sa lictle baked, break 1c and apply ut hot to the Ears. 

Ifyou deiire a ſtronger DecoCtion for Fomentation and Fume, you may ad one or two drams of 
the Pulp of Coloquinrida, and the root of white Hellebore. Y ou may make this DecoCtion in white 
Wine alone, or with Vinegar, that 1 may pierce more, and diſculs. 

Lhe Fume of Cloves may be taken with much profit to the Patient by a Funnel into the paſſage of 
the Ear when the Head is covered with a warm cloth. 

Afrer Fomentations and Fumes, you muſt pur fome liquor into the Ears, and then ſtop them 
with Muskited C. tron. 

Take of the Oy! of bitter Almonds,and ÞBue, of each one ounce : Mix them and put them hot into 
the Ears. Or, 

Take of the Oyl of white Lillzes, and Caſtor, of each one ounce : the Oyl of Dill, balf an ounce: 
white H-llebore balf a dram : Aqua vite one ounce. Boyl them in Balneo Mariz till the Aga 
vite be conſumed ; ſtram them for theuſe aforeſaid. Or, 

Take of Cypreſs Roots, Bay-berries, Annis and Cummin ſeed poudered, of each one dram : 
Tor der of Caſtor balf a dram : Oyl of Rue as much as will be ſufficient : Mix them and put them 
into agreat bollow Onion ; roaſt it, and ſtrain out the Liquor to be dropped into tbe Ears. 

Chynucal Oyls work moſt powerfully ; as Oyl of Roſemary, Marjoram, Sage, Fennel, Spike, 
Clovez, which are too ſtrong to be uſed alone, therefore you muſt mux a very ſmal quantity of any 
oi them with the Medicines mentioned ; thus : 

1.ke of the Oyls aforeſaid two ounces : Oyl of Spike, Fennel, Cloves, or the like, balf a dram,or 
a drain : *Mix them. 

Thereare alio ſome Waters, which if dropped into the Ears do much good. Some Authors com- 
mend the Water of an Ath, which is made by putring one end of a green Ath into the fire, and raking 
che water our otche other end : this 1s beſt when deatnels cometh ofa hor caute, and you tear ro uie 
hot Mcdicines.

The Galls of Beaſts, as of Haws, Goars, Parrridges, ar2 much commended if they be uſed freſh, 
with anequal portion of Honey, and warmed 1n the thell otan Onion. 

The fac dripping of an Eel is much uſed ; Pur a great Eel upon a Spit, and cake che dripping upon 
Bay Leaves, anddrop ut warm into the Ears. - 

Zechius commends Ants Egy, in theſe words : Ants Egs mixed with the Fuyce of an Onion, and 
dropped into the Ear, do cure the oldeſt Deafneſs. 

The Blood ofa yong Wolf, drupped hor into the Ears doch the ſame. 

Laſtly, Ifche Dileale be ſo ſtubborn chac ic will nor yield co the Medicines preſcribed, ir will noc 
be amiſs co uſe che laſt Remedy which is prelcribed by Fonſeca, conjilt. 58. tom. 2. namely, an 
Un&tion with Quick-lilver, becaute when Deafnels cometh ot che French Pox, it is focwed, and 
ic may be when 1c comes ctherwile 3 and che reaſon 1s, becaute Quick-tilver doth diffolve and ducuis 
hard cumors, when they are gathered upon any part, and cheretore when tiegm 1s gachered in che Ears, 
which no other means can ditſolve, Quick-1iIver may diflolve ic. Bur chis Remedy muſt no betried 
bur in a deiperace condition ;, tor it is doubrtul what che evenc wil be, and the Utiftion with Quick- 
ſilver doch much weaken che Brain, and caute detluxions. So that ſome who have been cured of che 
Pox by Quick-lilver, have after fallen deat by defluxions ; alchough tomeimes ( as 1 1aid ) deatnels 


coming of the French Pox is cured thereby, and Quick-tilver rightly uledafter due Purgation doth 
no hurt co the Brain. | 

This you muſt alwaies obſerve in the uſe of Topicks, That you never pur cold ch inge,but warm,into 
th2 Ears, and you muſt nor dreſs them till the old Medicine be taken ouc. And ater dreii.ng you muſt 
ſtop the Ear with Cotton Muskified, for that only conducech much co the Cue ; as Foreſtus lar. h,

cured many the ſame way whoſe Ears have run. 


Chap. 2. Of Noiſe in the Ears. 


TY ſence of Hearing is hindered by noile in the Ears ; for as the Eyes muſt be void of all colors 

that they may truly perceive che colors ofall Objects, and when they have a precernacural co- 
Jor, as in the Jaundice, the tight is depraved ; tothe Ears muſt have no found in chemuelves, that they 
may more diſtunCtly receive al other tounds z and if there be any noile in them, the Hearing is depra- 
ved. Thus is called in Greek Paracouſusr, um Latin Obauditio, vulgarly a nou in che Ears. 

T his comes from a precernatural morion of the Air which is naturally concained in the Ears ; for 
as Arijtotleiaith, Though the natural Air in the Ear domove, yet the noiſe is not heard except you 
ſtop the Ears wich the hollow ct your hand, or che like , tor then the hearing is more inward when 
the outward air 15 kept out. This ts ſeen by Ex 


perience, when one ſtopperh his Ears, and holds the 
handle of an Inſtrument in his teeth, the found wil be tour times greater than when his Ears are open, 


for 1t patleth chrough the mourth, there is a Natural Notion of aur nn the Ear by the Spiricus Acor- 
jrico, cottuually working. Bur if it be too violencly moved, thenthere isa preternatural noiſe in 
the Ear which hindereth the hearing. 

The Cauſes are many of this precernatural Motion, but chiefly a vapor cr wind ſent from other 
parts unto the Ear, or bred there ; eucher coming trom the whol body, or from ſome peculiar parc. 


In Feavers it comes from the whol body ; whence Hippocrates laith in Coacis ; 4 noiie in the 
Licad coming nan acute Diteate is deadly, for it cometh of wind {ent by the Arteries trom the whol 
£'ody incothe Ears; it uſeth tocome chiefly inthe beginning of a tit, and before bleeding. Wand is 
a.\(01ent co che Ear from a peculiar part, namely, the Stoinach, Liver, Spleen, Midritf, Womb, and 
th 2 ike whence ut comes to pals, that in great Vomitings, mn Hypochondriack Melancholly, and 
fics ofthe Mocher, there is for the moſt part a notle inche tars. Otcen there is a wind tent from the 
h-3 dcomng ot a cold tlegm, through want of heat to the Ears by the Veins and Arceries, and the 
Nerves ofthe fifth Conjugation, by which paſlages - vapors come from the inferior parts. Wind

15 thereby moved, troiu whence comech a notice. Aud tromehis caue may come acontnual none tor 
{ome months or yeers. 4 

Weaknets of hearing uſerh ro make a noile in the Ears, as ma fick people, becauſc ezery tence de 
dilka is hut by every violent or moderate object : to they who have weak light, arc offended by 
a {mal lighc, 

And laſtly, When the ſence is maſt exquiſite, as Galen, lib. 3. de comp. med. fec. loc. can. 1. there 
will bea note in the Ears, bucau/e even moder..ce objects are two vehement tor it. tov this exqtiie 
ſite {erice muſt be prerernatural, tor che exquthcnels of 1ence cannot of cs telt prouce 4 depia- ed act 
on, butracher the niore exquuire 't 15 the les wHb it Exe. 4his JO eXQUInUIC.S of 1ENCE, 
comes from a hot diſtemper,ulcer, or the Ike : as parts intlamed dodepravediy, tlie. 15 pailiully,toet 
moderate couchings.

I here are divers torcs ot tounds inthe Ears, which proceed either from the quarzity of che vapors 
as they aremore or tew, chinuer or thicker, 1w1't or flow in mocion; tor itthe va, ur be much, riucis, 
and of quick 1.0ton, it wiltvake a note like ivitc runnmg water, or like a drum, or 1i«e tome tuch 
Mutical lnitrumen, ot aruthing wind, or the like ; but it icbeluile, chick, and nove quick, che 
no'te is like che tallingof a ireeor Hou.e. 

If i be much, thin, and 1witt 1n motion, it cauſeth a bifling, or is like falling of a gentle Water. If 
it be litcle, chiv, and quick 1m inotion, ic cauieth a ricking, I; ir bemuch, click, and of How nicricn, 
ic makes a murmuring noe. It the matter be litcle, chick,and tiow 116.0000, it Makes a kund of wit 
pering noite. 1i x bemuch, chin, and of flow moron, ir cawerha huling. And latily, zecauie the 
degrees 0: thickuels and chunnets, of greatneisand {majnets, ot iwittue:s and {lowneis, are Lune, 
cheretore there are mnnumerable tarts of tounds un the Ears. 

There is no certain knowledp of the caules aforetaid, as Galen teacherh 3. de comp. med. ſec. loc. 
c. 1. but we may make conjecture tromche precedent Cautcs and Cucumſtances. 

We conjefture thac thenoue comes from wind, becaute ionatimes u ceaſerh, and verurneth again; 
as all when the Patient hath bormerly uled coeac windy mer. 

Jr cometh by content fraw other parts, when there is tome peculiar diſeaſe m chem, 

It appears rocome trom che bran when pam and heavineis of the Head wenc betore, and when o- 
ther {ences allo are burr. 

Thar the faulc s w che Ears, appears by a contuwal noiſe without any intermiſſion. 

We know that that Diſeatecomes trom a cold matcer ;, it the Paticuc be bercer toc che uſe of hot 
things, andifuxume of health great none be nar much diſturbance. 

The difterence ot toupdsabove menrioned, do ſhew whether che dileafe comes of chick or thin, 
mauy or tew vapors, ix willeablily appear by what hach been 1aid, 

Wheu it com:s trom the weaknetbs at the hs ot hearing; as from ſome Diſeaſes aforegoing, of 
whach che F. gt. ox. is {cagce vecavered. 

We conyecrure that it cones froma hot diſtemper, and from anexquilite ſence coming thereupon, 
wheu the Patient percerverha hear in bus head abouc his Ears , when 1ome hot Cautes wene betore, 
and Medicines thac daicuis wind do encreatethe dilea.e: asalio whenche Patient in cune or his health 
could not endure any great nowe by reaton of the exquiiicriels of ience. 

As to the Prognoltiek.: A new begun moite 1n the head. is early cured, bur an old, hardly, and chlye 
more uf i: come tray the French t'ox. , T hat whica proceeds ofa hot caule,is more eatily cured cha n 
that which camesofa cold. 

An old noate coinugg of ttegn: contained in the Ear, curneth todeatneſs ; for when the marter is en 
creaied, the pailaps at Hearing is ſtapped.

And Finally, If i come from a hot diftemper and exqurtite Senfe, yourmnlſt prefeibea Coolkng 
and Morſtning Diet ; asalto drop Cootthings mcorhe Ears, begmming wich inld tſk, and ater pro» - 
ccedimg to ſtronger. 

And firſt, Utethe Decodtion of Barley, Violers, Lectixe, Warer-Lifhes, co which you may 
pur a herle galm or Cha:nomel co make it prerce : which nor prevaiting, yorr muſt ute che rayceot 
Lerrice, Purflam, Henbane : Galen atlowerth che Jayceor Poppy and Upmum its telf, bur thete 
muſt be ufed tparmgly and with much Cauron, Iſt by weakrirg che natural hear of che pair, che 
Hearmg grow more cull.

Bur linceal pain comes from che iohation of Continuity, af chofe chmgs docauſe parn in the Ears, 
which dodiffolve rhe Conrinuiry of chote tenfible parrs which compats the Cavity of the Ear . the 
chiec whereof are Dittempers both wichour, and with, Mates, Wounds, Ulcers, or things tallen, 
or puc inco the Ears Exrernally. 

A Cold Dittempec doch fern; tmes cauſepam in the Ears, and it comes from cold Winds, cold 
Bachs, and other very cold Caules. 

A Hor Diftemper without Matter, ſeldom or never producetha paint the Ears, as a cold doth : 
For Cold is an Eneiiy to theſe Nervous and Membranous parrs, buc Heat is a Friend to cher. Nor 
can it cauſe any pain bur that which is exceſſive, and wilcautea deflux1on of Humoes to: the parts, 
andthen it 15 not withouc Matter. For this Caule neicher Galen, nor any of che ancrr at Greeks made 
mention ofa Hor Diftemper, atrhough Avicen of al che Arabians have menctoned ic. 

Now the Cold Macrer which cauſeth pain inthe Ears is either flegm or water whuch comes from 
the Brain ture chem, or cette wind commy from the Brain or che interior parts. = 

But the Hor Macrer, ts either Choller chat fals from che Veins and Arteries into thoſe parts, or 
Blood, trom whence cometh Inflamarion. 

The atore{aid Cauſe producerh an occult Solution of Continuity from whenee comerh Pain. But 
manneſt Suhit ions of Continutty,as Wounds and Ulcers,are more evident Cautes of patn. Wounds 
come fromexcernal Punctures, Curs, and Contuſtons. Bur Ulcers come eicher atter Iuttamation 
and breaking ot an lmpoſtume, or from ſharp Humorsthar corrodethe parts, ns 

Finally, Things har ger mco che Ear ourwardly, it they be hard, tharp, or any ways piercing 
or brcing, wit cau:e pen. 

You may know althefeCatrſes chus, If the Dift be withour Macter, there wilbe no heavi- 
neſs, diftencion, or crwnor : And you may know that che Diſtemper is Cold, when cold Cauſes have 

c<ded, as travel in Winrer, when the pain mcreate. h m cold weather, or with cold Medicinesand 

(eth wr hot : but you may know a hoc ciſtemiper by hot cawies preceding, as being long in the 
Sun, or heat, and when hoc Medicins s hurr, and cold do profit. 

1t che Pain come trom tlegn, chere wil be a heavineis 11 che Ear, and the Head ; asalio a Rhewm 
wil al upon tome other pare, belides cold Cauſes drd pr. cede, as colt and Northerly weather, cold 
meets z OF it 15 Winter and the Patienc is old, and the like, If 
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If ic come from Wind there wil be a great pain without weight or heavineſs, not con'tane, but in 
rermiccing and with noyle. 

Thar it comes from Water, the Patient wil have other Diſcales from the ſame, as ſharp and thin 
defluctions upon che Teech, Eyes, Ears, Breaſt, and ocher parts; and Evacuation of terous Mat= 
rer by Vo.uuc, Stool, Urine, or Swear. 


It it co.ue from a Chollerick Humor the pain wil be ſharp and pricking, and there wil beſenſible . 


heat 3 it wil be m:rigaced wich cold things, and Choller wil ton mes cout torth of the heat ; the 
Eody is of a Chollerick cemper, the Party yorg, the Weather hot, and Uiet al.o with the like, by 
which the Patient 1s often diſtempered. 

An Intflamation is known by a great beating pain, with greac heart and redneſs about the Cheeks and 
Temples, to which there 1s zoyned a contuua violear Feaver; 1omeunes Doting, Swoouing, Con- 
yullion, and coldnels ot the excream parts. 

A Wound .s known by the blood which wil come forth of the Ear, but an Ulcer by the filch, or 
macter 3 but becauie ſomrunes there is a deflux1un of filth trom che Brain by che Ears, we muſt di- 
ſtinquiſh, for i 1'comes from the Brain ;, there wenr before ita Head-ach and vthe tigns cf an lmpo=- 
ſtume in che Lraiu: And firſt the matter is tent torch in great abundance. and after by degrees white 
it isal ſpent. Froman lmpoſthume in the Ear may co..e plaity of Matter, bur then there wenc 
ſigns be.ore of an inflamation chere, and atterward followed an Lilcer, wh ch you may know whether 
it came from ai. Impoſthume or a Letiuxionof tharp Humors by the.e tigns tollowing ; There is a 
conſtant Flux of a lictle .ilth or nuatter by degrees z there 15 telc a patn burnuw and thooting inthe 
Ear, elpeciully if ic te picked. Moreover, We may cotjecture of che Difference of the Ulcers, 
Fur if it be inthe Bone, u is known by the thin Matter yellowith, atid by che long continuance of che

Burt that wihuch cometh from hot 
huwmors, and e!pecially tuch as caulc inilamation, is very dangerous, tor the Brain being mgh muſt 
need: conlent, and be alto affected ; from whence Delriwns, and Convullions ule ro proceed. In 
this Ducae yong men are inmoſt danger : .or chey being ofa hoc cemper, and cheir blood hot, the 
inflamarion 15 greater z and chis dilolverch che natural heat of the Erain, aud killeth the Patienc : 
Heuce 1c 15 that they die for che muſt part within ieven dates. Bur old men who are colder, have leſs 
inilamation, and 1o are in le.s danper. 

Ulcers un che tarsare hard co be cured, becauſe the Brain being nigh, doth ſend its excrements co 
thole pares : But thote which tollow an 4mpoſthume are eater cured, eſpecially if the matter be laus 
divi..

The Cure, as the Diugnoſtick and Prognoſtick, 1s to be varied according to the Cauſe.

It ir cue wroma hot diftemper with Choller, which 1s of long continuance, or comes by fits.

A Purge againſt Choller is good, tor tothe Choller mixed with Blood, which by ic is made fo 
fluid, is drawn down, and ient torch, 

Afterwards the why] mals of humors 15 co be tempered wich cooling Juleps, made of the Decottion 
of Letrice, Purilam, Plancane, Sorrel, and che like, with >y1upot Lemmon, Pomcgranats, or wild 
Poppies. | 

In the mean while, che'e Medicines are given ; you mutt alwaies apply Topicks, which mu't al- 
waies be Anodine, by reaion of the vehemency of che pain, themirigatiun wherecurmuſt be your chief 
uenc 3 and this will be more rationally done, 1t in the beginning and the encreale ofthe Duteate, you 
mix chings that do gently repel; buc in che [tare and dechuation, chings that retolve , tuch as theie 
following : 

Take of new Breaſt-mzlktwo ounces : the white of an Egg beaten to Water balf an ounce : drop 
theſe mixed to-ether, rearm into the Ear.

When the Ulcer is wel Clenied, you nuft preceed to the Drying of it up : for which purpoſe the 
Pouder of Red Roles blown into 1x, is very good. 

Hondeletzus witnelfeth that there is nothing more efficacious for the drying of Ulcers after fuffici- 
ent Cclenting than a Fumigation, becauſet itentreth deep mrco the parts,and drieth,and he faith u muſt 
be made of poweriul dryers, as of Orpunent, and Cunnaber, ro which you mult ad ſome tweet rhings, 
fron vhence there will ari{e a fame or {moak to dry the Ulcer; as Murrh, Frankintence, Maſtich, Lens 
Janum,and the le, which may be brought into this form : 

Take of the beſt Labdanum, Hypociſtis, Maſtich, and Mirrh, of each three drams : red Storax, 
and Styrax calamita, Frankinſence bark,, Sandarach,& Orpine,of each two drams. Make them rp 
_ Tearpentine mto Troches, with which let the Patient be fumed morning and evening m his

Ic is excellent alſo to burn Candles of red Wax ; forthe ſmoak of them will powerfully x

we may percerve that the ſmoak of a Candle doth aftect us by receiving it : tor if at any eime we fir 
long in a lictle Seudy by Cardle light,* our ſpictle and ſnor Cn afterwards black : And by this

Chap. 2. Of Sarcoma, and Polypus. 


Omerimes there is not only an Ulcer, bur ah excreſcency of fleſh in the Noſe, which maketh pre« 

cernatural Humors called Pclypus and Sarcoma. 

Sarcoma is fleth growing in che Noftiils withour any certain ſhape, but like che proud fleſh of an 
Ulcer. 

Bur Polypus is an Excreſcency of fleſh growing with ſmal roots, and ſpreading and hanging down 
ro the lower part of the Noe, like the fiſh called Polypus, trom whence ut hath the name. *Khaſus 
calleth-u the Hemorrhoids of the Noe, becauie like thoſe of the Fundament. This fleſh is ſoft, toms 
times whice, ſomtime: red and blew, and if it grow big, it _— our of the Noſe : bur if it grow in 
the higheſt part of the Nole, ic ſomtimes hangeth down to the Pallac, and ſtops the common palſlages, 
and nay ea{ily be {een behind che Uyula. In Southernly weather, and ar the full Moon, i is much 
{welled. But ina Northernly dry cime, and at new Moon, it is lels. Ir differs from Sarcoma in this 2 
Sarcoma groweth chieily in che loweſt part of the Nole, where ut 1s ticthy y bue Polypus grows un 
the highe(t part by the Root of the Nole. 

The Caule of boch, is a groſs flimy humor coming from the Brain mixed with blood ; {omtiraes 
wich ruclancholly, and then you may fear a Cancer. Sarcoma oiren cometh trom the {uperilucus 
nouriſhment oi'the Noteturned into proud tieſh, and there. ore is more ealtily.cured. 

The knowledg of tacte Duzales 1; ealie by what hath been iaid, chey beingappagent co the Eyes. 

The Prognoſtick is chus wade : | " 

A Sarcoma iscauly cured tor the moſt part ; bur Polypus hardly. But that which is ſoft, white, 
or red, or white and red, is more eahily cured ; bur that which is hard and hvid or blew, is ditnculcly 
cured, andis like robe a Cancer. Atio that Puipus which growech low, or in the middle of che no- 
ſtril, is more curable than that which is cocted high, becautle Remedies will not ſo well reach ic. 

- Botharecured with the tame Medicines, Which are co be to ordered that the tupertluous fleſh may 
be raken away 3 buc frit you mutt remove the antecedent Caule, that is, the ſluny humor which co= 
meth trom the Head, which you muit do by a dryingand attenuating Der, groun purging, by Re- 

vul. 1944, derivation aud drying of the head ; all which may bedone by choſe Remedies which are pre- 
{cr.ved in che cure ot tne cold iſtemper of the Brain, bemg diicceecly uted 3 and alchough many Au=- , 
thors commend the Decoction ot Guazacum with a drying dier, you mutt rake heed left by lo dung 
you aux the tlegm with hot humors, and io it turn unto a Cancer. 

After this, you muſt cake off the tupertluous leth wich Cauſticks, or with Cillers made purpoſes 
ly, and thencicatrize, Bur iN che beginning of this dileale, ut may be cured wich only ſtrong dryers 
and aſtringents ; andconſtancly you mult apply tuch kind of Medicines firſt, before you come co 
ſtronger. 

Furſt of all, try the Medicine made of rhe three ſorts of Pomegranates preſcribed by Galen, lib. 3. de 
comp. med. fcc. loc. cap. 3. thus: Tat ibree Pomegranates, one ſowr, another ſweet, and the 0- 
ther of the middle ſort : let them be ripe, bruiſe then m a Mortar ;, then takg the Fayce, and boyl it 
to a Liniment ;, dip a tent therein, and often pitt ut into the Noje. This dryechand aftringeth wich» 
out tharpnets, and conſumerh the E xcrement. 

This following Warer doth ic more powerfully : 

Take of unripe Grapes three pound : Pomegranate peels and florwers, and Sumach, of each two 
porercd : macerate them in Vineger, and diftil them : then put to ut Allum one pound : Vitrio! three 
ounces : then diſtiltbem all together again, and touch the part affected often with that Water. 

If - chings will not do, you mult ule ſtronger, by putting Sandarach and Orpiment tothe afo.c- 
ſail Water. 

Or you may mix the Spirit of Vicriol, or the Water for ſeparating Gold, commonly called che :c- 
cond Warer, with Plancane Water, and couch che Polypus often therewith, 

Or with the Mercury Water preliccibed in the Cure ot the Ulcer in the Noſe. 

Or you may pur 1n a tent dipped in the juyce of Cuckoo-puntle roots, and if itbe too ſharp, mix 

u with Plantane Warer, 

Meccury Precipitare, which is red, is accounted the beſt Medicine to conſume proud fleſh wichour 
pain, it it b2 often waſhed. This Pouder is co be maxed wich Honey of Roſes, and applied wiru 4 
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There are alfoPlaiſters of the ſame verue co conſume a Polypis, without pain, as this : 
Take the Emplaiſter de Mucilagimbus half 1t ozencz : the powder of Savin trvo drams : Incorpo- 
rate them, and thereof into the Noſftrils. Or, 

Take of Ver 2, Orpiment, Vatriol, and Allum, of each one ounce and an half : Antimony 
ſix drams : Steep them in Vinegar, then beat them fine, then dry them : thus beaten and ſteeped 
eight times, let them be ſteeped in Plantane Water, and then dried. Then tag of Oyl of Roſes four 
onces : Litharge two ounces : Boyl them, and about the concluſion ad two drams of the ſzid pou- 
der : Mate a ftiff Plaiſier thereof, of rolich make tents. 

In the ute of Cauſticks, firſt you muſt oblerve that before they be applied, y ou defend the No- 
ſtrils with the cooling Oyncmeny of Galen, or with Nucritum, or Populeon, or whue of an Eg bea= 
ten wich Oyl of Roſes, and theTike. | 

Secondly, leſt the Cauſticks ſhould hurt the Noſtrils, they muſt be applyed chrough a ſilver pipe, 
ſo char it may compats the Polipus, and rhe Medicines may be conveyed to ic withour touching che 
Noftrils. 

Thirdly, You muſt obſerve chat theſe Medicines are tobe wſed in the decreaſe of che Moon , for 
che rumor then is leſs, and therefore Medicines may caſily be conveyed co the root. 

Laftly, If Polypus cannot be taken off with Medicines, you muſt come to Chyrurgery, or Manu- 
al operation 3 which is defcribed in Parins Egineta, Cornelizs Celſus, Ferom,ÞT abrun de Ayua- 
pendente, and other Modern Writers. 


Chap. 3. Of the loſs of Smelling. 


He Sence of Smelling is hindered ahd hurt'three waies, as other Actions ace, thar is, by dimini- 
T hinge, abgliſhing, and depravme, 

The Cauies are the fame that duminiſh, and aboliſh the Smelling, only they differ in degrees, 
1:mely, diſtemper, obſtruction, and aftritorr. 

A cold and morft diftemper juyned with , as if can eaſily make any ſence dull, fo doth it e- 
ipecially hinder the Smellmg, or aboltſh ic ; henee4r 1s thas che Smelling 15 ofcen hurc when there is a 
Cacarrh, or a <oryza, for cold doth either diminith or aboliſh che tence, becaute ic doth dul and 
weaken che Natural heat, which ts the producer of every a&tion. 

Obftructioncomes alto from ffegin which tills che ſenſible Paſſages, as che Noſtrils ; and allo the 
infentible z as che of che Brain, and the procetfus of the Temples, called Mamillires, fo that 
the ices and lmels cannot cometo the parts: ic may allo come ot a Sarcoma, Polypus, or ochex 
. canie fling and ftoppmg the Noftrils. . 

Aſtriction lomeunes may come fram flepm gathered in the fore part of che Brain, and compre(- 
img rhe Proceſſus Mamilltrer, as we faid of the duniniſhing of fighr, from che aſtriction of the Op- 
rick Nerves. This aſtriction may alſocome trom che Natural ſhape ofthe Noſtrils, when they are 19 
{traxght char there is no free paſſage fer che Scents. 

The Caule of Smelling depraved, tsa ſtink alwaies coming to the Noſtrils, either from an Ulcer 
there, or trom ſtinking flegn in rhe: Noftrik, and Os Ethmoides : for chote chings which purritie 
enher im che very tenceof Smeihing, or neer it in the Meningss, are not fmek by the Patient, bur b 
them rhar ſtandby ; tor ic rs fir that whattoever roucherh the tence of Smelhng, thould be broughe 
from other parts. Moreover, a foul ſtinking vapor arifing from ocher parts, as the Seomach, Jaws,

For Blood coming chrough the Nole, eicher comes trom the Veins and Arteries in 
the Erain, or fromthe Veſſels connng from the Patlacco the Noſtrils, whichate like the Hemmchoid 
Veins in the Womb and Fundamenr. 

Bur ſince every Symptome depends upon a Diſcaſeas its immediate Caule, thecauſe of this will 
be excher an _ or re Dueate.

And Clandinus, Conlulc. 9. gives an Example of this in amaid of rwelve yeers 01d, whoſe Tongue 
grew toa great bigneſs, and the Tumor could neuher be called an Oedema, nor a Schyrrus, becauts ir. 
was wichour pain 3 neither would it yield tothe hand preffing of 1t, -nor take an wpreſſion or pir, 
nor was it without Natural ſence.

Bur the differences,of cheſe Tumor are theſe : It chere be an Inflamarion, then there is pain. hear, 
and rednets alſo in che Tongue, wherewih allo che tace is forwhar intefted : Bur if the Tilmor 
come originally fromflegm,the Tongue is white, and there is much tpurle whoſe caſt is'fweer or 
withour raft. * It chere be only a bareencreale in the Tougue, there are no ſigns of other Tumgts and 
Vitrous humors. 

As tothe Prognoſtick : Tumors inthe Tongue for the moſt part do not endanger the life unleſs 
they grow {0 big that they caule tuffocazion, or come trom a malignant melanchollick humor ; trom 
whence they may prove Cancers, which is known by cheir hardnels, blewnels, and pricking 

ain. 

You muſt begin the Cure of the Inflamation ofthe Tongue with Revulliveand Repelling Reme- 
dies; andtheretace firſt, afrer you have given a laxative Clyſter, open a Vein, and take away as 
much blood as the Patients ſtrength will permut.

Ltchough in the former Chapter divers Tumors of che Tongue are laid down by us, yer there re= 
A maimeth one called Batrachos m Greek, um Latin Ranula,; for fince ut differs trom che reſt in 
Nature, and requires a diiterenc way of Cure, we thought it beſt rodetcribe ic in ics proper Chap- 
ter. 

Ranula is a Tumor under the Tongue inthat part by which it is bound co the Ligament ; and for 
the moſt pare it 15 fo large that 1t 1s above the lower Teech ; a cletc being in the muid(lle dividing the 
right ide of ur trom the ict, ic reprelenteth the huader parts of a Frog, trom whence it is called 
Kanla,a little Frog. Others lay it is called to, becautechey who have it, have an unpedimenc in 
rhew Speech, and croak like Frogs, whe: they tpeak. Ir 1s like the Tumor Oedima, or Meliceris, 
from which when ic 15 opened, chere comes as it were the whice cf an Egg, or matter like Honey. And 
becauſe che {aid matter 15 coucained na bag, theretore it is accounted a Meliceris. In thele bags fom= 
runes is found a ſtone as many oblerve, which Schenkzws allo oblerverh, Obi. 388. Lib. 10. 

The knowledg of chis Ducaie is not diiticule, for when the Tongue is lifted up, there is leen a cer- 
ca lo>leand tottcarnolity, and on both tides ot the Ligament there is a certain round ſwelling like 
a Peale, Bean, or Cheinuc. 

This Diteaſe is commonly without danger : Bur in Children ſomtimes ic threatneth firffocation by 
Reaton ofthe neerneſs of the Larynx to the rough Artery. In men it they have pain and a Feaver 
there is danger, for it may turnco Squinancy. Alto that Ranula is dangerous which is black or 
ducky and hard, and inclining to the Nature of a Cancer, and this muſt nor be touched. 

For the .ure of this Duleaſe, firſt you muſt take away the ancecedenc cauſe by blood-lerting, 
and with purging agreeable to the age and nature of the Patienc. 

And tche Ducatc be old you muſt uſe Caureries and tweating Drinks. 

Then you muſt endeavor to dutfolve che Tumor with Topicks, thus : 

Takeof Pomegranate peels, dried Hyſop, and common Salt, of each two drams : Make a Pou- 
der thereof to bold under the Tongue, anduſe it often. 

Foreſtus ipeaks of a Girl of twelve ycers of age,thar was cured in two dazes ſpace with this only Me- 
dicinez whole Author is Necolaus Florentinus, who uiſtead of common Salr,uleth Sal. armoniack 
to men,becaule it piexc-ch more,and difſolverh betcer. And Foreſtus uied the faid Pouder to a Stu- 
dent made mich common Salt : asalſoa Decottion made of equal parrs of Gals, Allum,and Pomepra- 
nate ilowers : And laſtly, he commanded the part to be rubbed with parched Salr, and Sal. gem. and

The Tafte rs Depraved when the Tongue is infeted with an evil Humor, as in Feavers, when the 
Tongue is infetted with Choller, alrhings taſted are thought butter : ocherwiſe If it be with talc 
Negm or melanch6lly al things appear to be falt or ſowr, for the outward objefts being brought co 
the Tonguedo move the virious Juyce of it, which at chat tune ſtriking upon the tongue moſt lea» 
veth ics ſavor thereon, andio rhote things which are rafted, ſeem to be of the ſame taſte. 

It happenetl1al(o tomrimes that che 1ongue perceiverh che favors of the juyces contained in its 
ſelf, alchough no external Object beapplied, as Galenteacheth, 1. de ſympt. canſ. cap. 4- And it is 
confirmed by daily Experience in men in Feavers, whole tongue is covered with Cholter ; which if i 
be very bitter, hey find a continual buternets onthe Tongue though they rake nothing into their 
mouths. 

The Diverſiry of the Caufes aforefaidis known by the variety of thetafts and diſpoſition of the 
Tongue ; tora.1tweer ta{te and rednels of the To frgmtieth blood : butrernets and yellow- 
neſs Choller : whuenels with (weerneſs Flegm : b Sand ſharpnels Melancholly : a Nauſeous 
raſte ſhewethc hat evil Humors are contained in theftomach : P Tumors, and Ulcers are ma- 
nifeſt rothe Eicz.

Brain or Nerves, you muft apply Remedies thereto, eſpecially ſuch as uſe co be preſcribed for the. 
Cure of the Palzey : but when the rafte EY ill Humors, commonly that Symprom de- 
pends upon other Diteales, 'efpecially upon Feavers, which being Cured the Symproms alto are re- 
moved. 

If che Tafte be offended by Tumors, che Cure thereof depends upon the Cure of the Tumors 
above mentioned.

The Cure uf the Palley in che Tonpue, is by caking away the antecedent Cauſe, that is the humor 
abourding in the Brain, and by dilcwling and diffolving the conjundt caule, namely, the humor 
which is faſtened upon the Nerves that move the Tonpue. 

The antecedent cauſe will be raken away by the Medicines preſcribed inthe Cure of the cold di-

Theie Ulcers breed of ſharp Humors or Vapors coming from divers parts intoche Jaws; ſointma« 
lignanc Feavers thev ofren happ:n, or to thole chat have hot Livers, or toul Bodies : So the Chi 
have the Truſh, as Hipp. aph.24.ſetF.z. erther from che ſharpneis of che Milk which Ulceraces thule 
render parcs in its pallage, as Galen reacherh in his Comment upon the tame Aphoritm, or from che 
corruprion of the milk 1m the Sromach by which ſharp vapors are tent roche mouth, as Galen atiirms, 
9. de compo. med. (ec. loc. eap.ultimo. 

Now theſe Ulccrs are divers, as fome are flighter, ſome more dangerous ; ſome are in Children, 
ſome in Men ; 1o:ne are zoyned wich Inflamation, tome are wichour z thele dwers degrees are accor- 
ding to the variety ot the Humors of which they come : For they proceedeicher of blood, Choller, 
Flegn, or Melaucholly, or Choller Aduft, which hath not only a burning, bur often a inalignanc 
qual'ry, and begers evil conditioned Ulcers. Bos 

Thete Differences are known by thew proper tigns, for 1f the Llcers be F.eduth they come of Blood:

If the pain wil not be removed with theſe Revuliions and Topicks, bur the Humors are ſtil drawn 
thaher by it, which cauſeth want of ſleep, and Conturnption of the body, which endanger the lite 3 
the laſt Remedy is Narcotick, which wil aſſwage the pain and ſtop the Flux, you muſt pive it accurs 
ding cothe ſtrength and age of the Patient. 

Lonce 1aved a Childs hte ( by Gods atliſtance ) of Four Yeers old with one grain of Laudanum, 
when his Jaws and Tongue weredeeply Ulcerated with ſuch an Inflamacion, that he could neither 
rake Broth, nor Topicks, che Humors flowing to faſt trom his mouth, that he lay night and day com- 

laining without any reſt. 

It the Ulcer be lordid, Firſt waſh it with the DecoCtion of Barley, and Honey of Roſes; and in 
Children, with Milk chalybeatred, or in which Steel hath been ofren quenched, mixed with Conlerve 
ot Roles; then ule ſtroi;ger Medicines, and principally Honey of Roles above mentioned made a 
licle tharp with lome drops of Spirit of Vieriol : 

If theſe wil not do, you may ad tothe Waters and DecoCtion above mentioned burnt Allum , the 
Collyrum of Lanfrank, and Xgypriacum, in a quantity agreeable ro the Diteaſe.

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Chap. 6. Of the Relaxation of the Uwula, or 
Falling Down of the Pallate. 


He Relaxation of the Uvula comes from a Rhewm falling from the Brain upon ir, with which 
T chere is {omriumes bloud mixed, and then there is an Intlamation alfo, and this often fals 
upon the Tonlils or Spongious Kernels; the Intlamarion whereof tha] nor here be treared of, be- 
caule it is Cured by the {ame means, with the Intlamation of the Tongue, and of the Ulcers of che 
Mouth. 

A Wareriſh Humor falling upon the Uvula or Collumella, dorh ſo moiften, ſoften, and relax ir, 
that it wil beexrended co the upper part of che ceſophagus or Wezand, and cauſe a Nauleoutnets, 
and the Parient wil ſeem to have fomthing in his Throat which he cannoc ſwallow down, by which 
you may know it withour looking inco the mouth. 

The Cure is firft by the Antecedent Caule, char is, by Evacuating the Humor: flowing from the 
Head, by Revellng and Derwing them with tuch Medicines as were preſcribed m the Cure of a 
Catarrh. 

The Chief Topicks are Aſtringents and Repellers, ſuch as were preſcribed inthe Cure ofche Ul- 
cersof the Gums and Jaws, and thal be preicribed inthe Chapter tollowing ot the Cure of the An- 
gina, to which atterwards you muſt ad ſome Retolvers and Dryers : And chough the Gargaritms in 
thoſe Chaprers mentioned, are here good, yet when there is no Inflamation the ute of Pouders is ber- 
ter; tor with them the Vvula relaxed is more powertully dried and Aftringed. 

And theretore, Firlt apply Pomegranar peels poudered, and atrer mix u with a lictle Pepper : 

Or, 

Lake vt Red Rojes and Pom:granat flowers and Peels of each balf a dram: the Roots of Snak- 
weed and Tormentil, Galls and *& lowwer-de-luce-Roots, of each one dram : burnt Allum, troo ſcru= 
pler: make a Pouder. Ordinary Chirurgeons apply the Pouder of Long Pepper, but 3t is dange= 
rous, for it is to be feared, left the Humors ſhould be dravon w1olently from the Brains, to the 
part. 

The Manner of applying this Pouder is codeprels the Tonguz with a Speculum Oris, and chery 
blow up iome pouder in your Uvula (poon : do this often rilche Humor be tpenc : The inftrumenc 
uventedby F abricius Hildanus, Obſ. 21. Cen. 2. is the beſt for this. 

And it the Uvula relaxed cannot be brought to 1ts former condition by thele means, but continueth 
exrended and paintul ; your latt Remedy 1s co cur off a piece thereof : in which Operation you muſt 
take ſore Caucions. The ticft is from Hippocrates, 3. Progn. Text. 21. where he faich, That 
Uvula's are Cut and Scarrified, and burnt when they are red and ſwoln, but not without danger ; 
for an Inflamation followeth, and a Flux of Blood ; but you muft endeavor to extenuate hoſe ace 
cidents by other ineans at that time: But when the Uvula hangs down, and the lower part of it is 
Weater than ihe bigher,and round, then it is ſafe to operate: but it is better firſt to adminiſter a Cly+ 
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ſter, if time will permit. Galen in bis Commencary upon thele words. of Hippocrates, ſaith that an 
Uvula inflamed, isnot to be cut off, or {carrihed ; bur atrer the inflamacion 1s goire, fo chit che 
rior part 25 lefſened. , Another Caution is taken out of Pars Agineta, lib. 6.cap. 31. you muſt 
not touch the Uvula wich an iron to cut ic when it is livid or blackith, chat is, when i hach malignity 
in 1t,and inclinech to be a Cancer. Eur our of che fame Author we haye a lawtulnets of the operation 
when they are long and white, or as Hippocrates fauh, tmalat therop. We have an Example of 
the good fuccelsot this operation in Amatus Lucitanus, Ob. 65. Ceur. 3. upon a Student who had 
his Uvula hung down like a thong, long, and withour blood in it ; which when Medicines: could nor 
cure, he cur off and after touching the pare with a htcle Spirit of Vitriol, he curcd the Patience, 

The third Caution is, That you cut nut oft too much ; for then the Voyce, and Ercathing will be 
hurt according to Galen, 1 1. de ze/we part. cap. 11. and contumpron and death it {elf will enſue as 
often 15 ſeen wm the French Pox.

He word Angina taken generally ſignifies every Dilcaſe of the Jaws and Throat, by which 
T breathing and ſwallowing are hindered, when there is nt detect im the Lungs and Breaſt. 

Andcthis is two-told, a Legitimate and proper Squinzy 3 anda Baſtaxd, or improper. 

A Legicimate —_ comes trom an Intlanuation by which che Mulclcs of the Jaws and Throat 
being {welled, do ttop and contract the waies of breathing and (wallowing. This Intlamation doth 
either poſlets the Throat or the Jaws, called Pharynx. Ecath theſe parts have both internal and ex- 
ternal Muſcles. And though tor che moſt part the Pharynx andLarynx, Jaws ant Throat, do ſuf- 
fer inan Angina by reaſon of cheir neernets, yer one is more atfected than the other : Hence many 
differences of Symptomes do ariſe, ur reſpect whereof Galen i 4. de loc. aff: car. 5. makes four 
ſorrs of Angina”s, which the Grecians before his exme named roo curicufly. One 15 called Sunag- 
chen , another Cunagcben ;, the third Paraſunagchen z, and the tourth Parac;magchen. : If the 
Inflamation be in the inward and proper Mulcles ot the Larynx, ir us called C:enagehe ; if it bein the 
inward Muicles of the Pharynx, Stungdgcbe z Uincthe outward Muſcles of the Larynx, Par acunag- 
' che; and if in the ourward Mulicles ot the Jaws or Pharynx, « is called Paraſunggce. 

Not only the Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat are for the moſt part iilamed, as atoreſaid, but al- 
ſothe adjacent, andthe ourward part of the Neck, as thall be {aid in the Diagnoſtick aud Prog- 
noſtick of chis Diſeaſe. . | aa | 

Jn all chele kinds of Angina's, when there 1s great danger by the difliculcy of ſwallowing, then 
thole things which are given ule to fly our at the Noſe, elpecially if they be liquid things, which are 
more hard tobe twallowed at that rune ; becaute they {pread themſelves abroad, and therefore car- 
not to ealily be any” 1240 of che Mulcles to be tent uo the Oeſopbagus, which Muſcles cannor 
ſufficiently contract themſelves by realon of the inflamarion ; bur ſolid nouriſhmenc bejng more cor- 
pulent, need only the ſuperticialaction ofthe Mulcles, and are {wallowed down by a (mal comraction 
ofthem. Bur ic {omrimes falls out that {olid things are harder,and liquid things eaſter co be ſwallow- 
ed, which dependeth upon the diverſity of the parts affected : For the Mulcles of che Larynx are cr- 
dained for ro iwallow mear, as well as tor che voyce 3 and when che mear 1s thrown mto the Oeſopha- 
£45, the Larynx is lifred up with che Tongue : Bur tgr to twallow drink we ule ch: Tongue moſt, 
whuch while u« is drawn inwards it brings the drink trom the Lips rothe Jaws. Iftherefure che Mul- 
cles that move the Tongue are mcre affected, ir is harder to {walloiw drink. - Bur ifthe Muſcles of the 
Larynx are more hurt, it is harder co {wallow meat. .

1.” where he {arch thus : Some had mifaruations of theic Jaws, tome had An- 
gina's 3 whereby the name Angina he underſtands the itlamation of the Muicles of the Larynx,

A Baſtard Angina is without a Feaver, and is ewo-told. 

The firſt and moſt ordinary comes of Rhewm falling upon the Jaws and parts neer unto the

The other comes from the Luxarion of che Vertebra's of che Neck, by which the paſſace of che 
Gullet and Throar, is prelſed and made narrow. | X 

The Cauſe ofa crue Angina, as of other inflamations, is either pure blood, or mixed wich Chol- 
kr, Flegm, or Melancholly, which falls upon the partsaforelaid our of che Branches of che Jugulc 
Veins, and this is exther attraGted by the hear or pain of thole paxcs, or fent from other patts,becaule 
the.e parts are weak, looſe, and lic co ceceivea deiluxzon, eſpecially 1f the whol Body ou with 
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humors, or the Head, or the parts neer the Jaws. For whenevil blood aboundeth in che who! Body, 
and is carried unto the Head, if che Brain be {trong it will nor recenve It, but ferds it do wn by the 
ſame Veins into the lower parts 3 hence come divers inilatmac ions as Parorides, or cumors under this 
Ears, Ophchalmies, Angina's, and the lrke. 

Youg men are tore ſubject to the Angina, than old, becauſe they have much Chollerick blood, 
and becauſe chey are full bodied, and have awch blood, <e(pecrlly in the Head. 

Some Auchors fay that men are more ſubject to Angina's than women ;, which it ſeems H; ppocra- 
tes obſerved, 6. Epid. Sett. 7. where deſcribing an Epidemical Confirurion, in which Angins's, 
Coughs, and Pert 1a*s,or Inflamations otthe Lungs,were frequent,he athrmerh that tew wo- 
men were ſick, and he gives no other reaſon, bur becauſe they wene lets abroad than men, and there- 
fore were not {o {ubjett roinjuries from che Air. Which Reaton doth nor agree with the univcriat 
Propoſition, That women are lets ſubject ro Angina's than men ; bur chis nay be a true Keaton, be- 
caute wotnen have colder Blood, a lets Larynx or Wind-pipe, ard narrower Vemus of the Thru. 
For which Reaſon thoſe parrs do not fo eaſily receive detluxtons. 

The precedent Diſeaſes may be reduced cotheir incernal Caules, as continual, purrid, burning, a4 
eſpectally Epidemuical Feavers, {uich as were mentioned by Foreſtus, Ob. 2. Lib. 6. which happened 
in the yeer 1517. at whichrime all chat were infected had an inflatnation of rhe Jaws, and dic4 
within fixreen or rwenty hours,except they were let blood within ſrx hours. Bur 11 chis Anging clic 
Feaver is nor Symptomartical, bur Efſencial, and the Angina ts ſymptome to it, becauſe of the 
marter cauſing the Diſeaſe is ſenc to this place 3 for in Epidemical Feavers, Angma's, Pleurelics, 
Inflamation ot the Lungs, Diſenceries, and che like do ha , from ſome fecrer force and influence 

of the Stars, by which tomrimes one parr of the Body, and fumermes another is more affetted. 

Whatſoever can cauſe a flux of humors to chele parts may be reckoned among the external Cauſes 
of chis Diſeaſe : As Souchernly wimds, according to be we Aph. 16. Seft. 3. mrtime ofmuch 
rain, many diſeaſes happen, as tong Feavers, Fluxes of the Belly PurrifaCtions, Falling-ficknelles, 
Apoplexies, and Angina's. Alſo for the producing of this 1. , the inequalicy of weather doch 
wack when the parts are made loofe by heat ; and by cold tuddenly coming thereupen, the 
humors are ſent Hicher, A ſudden cooling after heat, and drinking ut cold water doth the lame, 
otifche Head be kepr roo hot or too cold. |

text. 39. where he faich, an Angina comes when in Winer and Spring rime much fImy tlegn talls 
from che Head co the Jugular Veins, which obſtructech the paſlages of the Spiwics wich 1s cold 

mels. : 

' There tsanother Cauſe of a Baſtard Angina given by Hippagrates, 2. Epidem. Sect. 2: namely, a 
Tumor riſing in che Verrebra's of the Neck, and elpecially in that which ws called Den, or the ſhaps 
6f x Tooth by Hippocrates, by which the Vertebre are drawn inward, and theretore a Cavity a 
pears in theexternal part. Now this Tumor ether comes trom flegm, removing by irs encreale che 
Vertebra from its ſear, or from blood falling upon che Muſcles, from whence comes an inflamation by 
which che Muſcles being contracted draw the Vertebra's inward, and then it 15a true Angina coming 
troarche inflamation otthe faid Mutcles. There may allo bea-Luxation of che Vertebre by a fleg- 
matick humor looſing their Nerves, and making them ſlippery berween che Joyars. And laſtly, ir 
may come trom an external Caufe, asa fall, or ſtroak, as m other parrs.

In Paraſynanche there is leſs difficulty of breathing, nay, very little, becaufe che inflammation of 
the external Muſcles of the Jaws doth lictle hinder reſpiration, there is pain and redneſs oucwardly ut 
the Neck, whenthe ourward parrs are inflamed. 

In Cynanche there is great hinderance of Reſpiration, ſo as the Parienc ſeems to be ſtrangled, and 
ſomtimes 1s ſtrangled for a ſhort time, and cannot breach but with the Neck uprighe, and che Mouch

The Jaws are much pained, yer chere is no redneſs or Tumor inwardly in the Jaws, nor ourward- 
ly inthe Neck; the Tongue is livid, black, and fetorted, or bent by reaton of the grear fulnels of the 
Veinsabour it.

He gave other Examples, Anno 1565. in which yeer many had the Angina, with pain abour the 
Larynx, which cealing, they tel into Peripneumoma, and they being opened after death, had either 
their Lungs ful of Wacer or impoſthumated ; but nothing was perceived about the Larynx or its 
Muſcles, which mighe ſhew an inflamation : And in theſe Caulcs ke tuppoleth chat cha, Larynx did 
not ſuffer principally, bur by conſent ; and it probable that the Aſpera Artery, or rough Artery 
and irs branches may be filled and extended with the Humor flowing from the head, and then if the 
Humor be ſenc to other veſſels, the Alpera Artery and Larynx aretreed from pain, and che Lungs are 
intelted, and {oan Angina may turn into a Peripneumonia : We may gather that the Lungs may be 
affetted inan Angina trom Hippocrates, 4. act. text. 30, & 31, where he laies down Two kind; of 
Angina's trom che diverſity of the Humorsz one, in which a Flux of Rhewm in Winter and Spring 
15 carried cothe Jugular veins 3 another, in which Choller abounds,which is in Summer and Aurumne: 
of che laſt he ſpeaks thus, Whena hoc and falc Defluxion comes trom the head, being tharp ic gnaws 
and ulcerate;, fils with Spirits, brings an Orthopnaza or dithculcy of breathing with the Neck ſtrerch- 
cd forth, and much drouth. Belides, there 1$ no Tumcr ; the Tendous of the Neck behind are 
ſtretched like a Cramp, the voice is hindered, the breath is little, and often ſtopped, {uch have the 
Artery ulcerated, aud the Lungs inflamed, 1o that chey cannot breath: Thus Hippocrater he faith 
alſo thata hor and ſharp Deflux1ion wil bring an Orthopnaa, becaule it buerh, ulceracerh, and fillerh 
wich Spirits, which are carried cothe place hurt ; hence comes the filling of the Lungs trom whence 
Orchopnaa comes : When there 15 NO room tor receiving of the external Aw, how mucho ever the 
Lungs be enlarged. Hippocrates athrms this, 3. de morbss, where un the Cure of a Squincy he laich, 
tke vein under the Breaſt oc Papp 1s to be opened, tor in thus part there is a hot Spurit trom the Lungs, 
and a liccle afrer he {aich, You muſt make haſt co cauſe Spercung, and that the Lungs may grow lels,as 
if the Lungs were ſwoln by the hot Spuric contained cherein. Bur it 1s moſt remarkable that when 
the Spirirs are carried in great plenty ro any part,there is allo blood carried cherewich, which if ic flow 
in ſuch a quancity that it cannot be wel governed by nacure, it uſerh co make inflamaticns and umpo- 
ſthumes; trom whence it1s no wonder if un ſuch an Angina the become purulent or tull of water, 

Ina Paracynanche the breath is leſs dithcule than ina Cynanche z but more dilhculc than in Sy- 
nanche, there is {ome redneſs and tumor about the Jaws. 

A Baſtard Angina is known by the Flegi, by want of Feaver, by the plenty of humors flowing to 
the mouth. 

Burt a baſtard Angina coming of a Luxation is known by the hurt motion of the Head and Neck, 
and by che Preternatural Cavity whichappears in the Neck by realon of the Vercebra iawardly de- 

relled. | 
n The knowledg of the Cauſes is taken from th2 univerſal and particular ſigns of the humors predo- 
minaring in the whol Body. 

When an Angina comes of blood, there is heat and redneſs in the Face, and a great diſtencion in the 
parc affeted. When it comes of Choller, che painand heat is greater, with thirſt, bitrernels in the 
—_— os ſharpneſs. Andit it comes from tlegmatick blood, the pain and redneſs is lels, and the 

eavcr lictle, 

From the part affefted ſore knowledg of the humor offending may be had. For Chollerick blood 
for che molt parc makerh an inflamation in the Muſcles of che Larynxz bur flegny blogd goes 
rather co the Jaws; for when che Veins of the Larynx are {mal, ouly chin blood goes chither z bur 
the Jaws being loole aud ſpungy, do more ealily recewe the flegmatick humors. 

Finally, From the rune otche yeer you may know the peccant humor : For Chollerick Angina's 
docome chiefly inthe Sumruer and Autumn, becanſe in the Summer Choller breedeth, and ui Au- 
rumn it is cereined, Bur flegm breeds in Wincer and che Spring, .becaule rhe humors gathered in 
Wincerare then melted and tent trom the Head intothe unter 1ar parts. 

As tothe Prognoſtick, Atrue ng 15a molt acute Diſeaſe, and very dangerous by reaſon of 
rhe hinderance ct reſpiration, and for ſtrangulation, which ſouurunes happens by che ſtoppape of the 
paſſages, by which re{puration is made. Theretore by how much the greater che Conttriftion, 10 
much che more danger, and fo the firſt kind of Angina 1s moſt dangerous, becaule che inflamation of 
che ificernal Mulcles of che Larynx doch mcre ſtop the paſſage. Whence Hzppocrates, Aph. 34- 
Set. 4- {aich chus: If a Suffocation comes preſently upon a Feaver, and no Tumor in the Faws, 
it is mortal, Which Opunon he confirmerh in coac, & progn. ſaying that theie kinds of Angina's 
do ſtrangle in the ſame day, and in the fecond, third, and fourth, 

Thefccond ſort of Angina, though it be very dangerous , yer 1s it not altogether deadly as the firſt, 
becaule che inflamation of the external Mulcles of che Larynx doth not make fo prear and fo luddena 
c-on\triction.Ot this Hippocrates ſpake 3.

Hypochondria do hinder Reſpiration by conſenc, as rumors of the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Sweerbread or Pancreas, do by their weight draw down the Diaphrigma to which they 
are joyned and {o hinder che mogon of it. Alto vaporsand wind tent from thole parts comprets the 
Diaphragma, and hinder irs ation, from whence comes a flatulene Aſthma. The {ame happenech 
by che abundance of wind or water contained inthe belly of an Hydropical man, and compretiming the 
Diaphragma. Laſtly, Vapors coming from the Mother hinder Reſpiration, trom whence chis dit- 
eaſe 1s called, Suffocario Hyſterica. 

Among the aforelaid hinderances of Reſpiration, rhe Aſthma is handled by it {elf, becauſe the 0- 
ther depend upon other Dileaſes ; they ſhall be: mentioned in their places. 

Although Aſthma uſed generally, comprehenderh in a large lignihcat ion, all kinds of diſhculty of 
breathing 3 yerir fi ifies more ſpecially chat ſhortneſs of breathing which comes from the ſtuthng of 
the Lungs, and the obſtruQtion ot the Bronchion, or Griſtles of the Wind-pipe 3; which of ics telf el- 
tencially 1s without a Feaver, alchough tormtumes it be zoyned therewich. And agar, u 1s ſubdivided 
into three other kinds ; as firſt, Dyſþnas ; the ſecond called allo Afthma ; the third Orthopneea. 

Dyſpnea 18 a dithculty of breathing, mn which che breath 15 drawn oftener and thicker, trom the 
ſtuthngofthe L 1s is lets than Aſthma, or Orthopncea, becauſe the matter obſtrutting is 
leſs, and rather the {ubſtance of the Lungs, than Griftles or Bronchia : hence it is chat there 
i510 ſnorring at all, which comes from the commorton of the humors conratned in the Bronchia, with 
the Air continually paſſing rhrough © | 

Afthma is a great and often breathing, 1n which the Dtaphragma, the Incercoſtal Muſcles berween 
the Ribs, and of che Abdomen, are violently moved, joy: with ſnorting and whezling. For in a 
tcue Aſthma properly {o called, the Bronchia of che Lungs areflled with flegm, which ( as is taid ) 
being moveddy the Air, make chatnotle. | 

Orthopnaea 15a great dithculry of breathing, in which the Patient cannor breath bur firring, and 
with the neck extended uprighe ;, and che aforefaid Mulcles arenot only moved vehemently, bur al- 
{othole of che Breaft and Shoulders. 

The names be mem and Orthopncea, as we ſaid of Aﬀthma, are ufed commonly for all difficulties 
ef breathing, which h in Pleureties, or Inflamation of the Lungs, or che hike. 

The fame may be iaid of Apnea, which doth not only (ignihe a depravation of breathing as the 
former, bur alſoa dimmithing or abolithing thereof ; and this happeneth mn ſyncope, Hy fterical 
Paſſions, and ftrong Apoplexies. | 

. The humor which cauterh an Aſthma, is forthe moſt pare flegm, which falls from che Head into 
the Lungs, and obſtrudts rhe Bronchia or Wind-pipe. Somrunes it comes trom crude and terous 
humors brought by Arteria Venoſa ito the Lufigs, and it thete flow to che Bronchia, they produce 
a true Aſthma wich ſnorting 3 bur it to the tubſtance of the Lungs, or ſmooth Arteries, they caute a 
baſtard Aſthma wihour tnorring, 

This kind of Aſthma, which is unknown co vulgax Phyſicians (who will acknowledg no other cauſe 
but a defluxion from che Head ) 15 confirmed, ly by nor ſnorting, bur trom the chick and cur- 
bulent Urine of the Patient ar thar rime, etpecially in che fir, becaulc tome part of thoſe chick and 
crude humors in the Veins is tent tothe Rems and Bladder. And tome Aﬀthmacical men are tubjett 
to ſtoppage of Urine, and when they are fo, they are tree from ir. Bur when the fic of the Aſthma 
comes, the difficulty of Urine ceaferh, becaute che macter of rhe diſeaſe concained in the Veins poes 
trom one place roanother : We have alſo teen tome fubjelt ro a flux mn the Belly, who while chey 
were fo, were free trom the Aﬀthma ; bur when thar ſtopped, the Aſthma recurned. Moreover, this 
kind of Afthma which is withour tnorring,ys to dire&tly oppolite ro bleeding, chat when a Vein is 0- 
pened 1n the fir, as foonas it bleedeth, che Parienc begins preſently to breach bercer, and inthe end, 
or after a hcele ſpace, they are cured of their tir. And tmally, chete kind of Aſthraacical men, are for 
the nioſt part ot anill habic of body, and have an adematous humor un their teer, which thewerh 
thar the caule of rhe Aﬀthma ar char rime came from che Liver, and is contained in che Veins, to char 
tomrimes a Drophe tollowerh in many. Hence Aret«vs reckoneth a wind in the Midriff, and bel- 
clungs, without reaton among the ſigns at an Aſthmaar hand, which certainly do come from a crude 
matter moved in che Mrdriff. X 

That tlatulent marcer doth of irs {elf fomtimes produce another kind of Aſthra, which is called 
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Aſthina flatulentum,or Hypochondriacum , when many thick vapors riling from the Hypothondria, 
docompre's the Diaphragma,and hinder its morion, whence comes, great ditniculty of breathing,wich- 
out ſnorting, 

The Knowlzdg of this Diſeaſe, and its kinds, may be by what hath been ſaid. 

In a Diſpnca, the breath is thick, wichour noile or anhelation, and with leis trouble. 

In an Aſthma the Breaſt is more heavy, the Breath thicker and quicker, with anhelation, ſnorting, 
and wheeling. Ty : 

Hut in Oct hopncxa, the Patient cannot breath bur with his neck upright, and ifchey lie down, they 
are ready robe choaked. 

I he Signs of the Cauſes are thele : 

If Aſthma come from grols humors gathered in the Lungs, the dithculcy of breathing cames by de- 
grees, by little and little, aud is continual. 

Bur it Humors come at adiſtance from other parts into che Lungs, the difficulty of breathing is not - 
continual. For albeit Aſthma which comes from matcer contained in the Lungs, ulcth co be encrea- 
(ed by external cauſes , as Anger, Southernly winds, and che like z yer in Aſthma which comes from 
marrer flowing from another parc, the encreale is more maniteſt, It this matter come trom the brain, 
there 1s a maniteſt Catarrh ; bs it no ligns ofa Cacarrh appea ly you muſt conzetture that the matter 
comes by the Veins to the Lungs, and che ſwelling ot the teer, and evil habit of body called Cachexia, 
15a {ipn that the Liver 1s affected. 

If a thick humor be contained 1nche Bronchia of the Lungs, the Reipiration is with noiſe and 
cough; asalio by {picring the diſeaſe ceateth, or tsdimimnthed, 

It the Humor be in the Veins, or ſubſtance of the Lungs, there is no noile, and there is ſeldom any 
ſpirtingby Cough. | 

As to the Prognoſtick. An Aſthma is a Chronical diſeale, and very hard robe cured, and often 
ends 1n a Cachex1a or Droplie. Y ong men are fomrunes cured, and not without great labor, buc 
old men never. Intants except they be {peedily cured, dic by a Cararrh, which tolloweth : 

They who grow crooked upon an Aſthma or Cough, die before they come to ripenels of age,becauſe 
the ybbolity hindereth the convenient growth ot the breatt, nevertheleſs get their due encreale and 
bipnels, but having not room enough to dilate chenuclves ; trom whence the heat of che Hearc being 
not ſuthciencly fanned, the Pat ient dicth. 

A Pleurelie, or Peripneumonia coming uponan Aſthma, is deadly, becauſe the Lungs being weak- 
ned by a long diteaſe, cannot reſiſt ſo great a diteatgeoming thereupon, and expel the macter. 

The Cure of che Aſthma is ewo-told, namely, in the. Paroxyſme, and our ot it. 

In the fir, preſently you muſt opena Veu, a Clyſter being given, if the blood do ſeem any way to 
abound : tor when che Veinsare empty ot blood, che Reſpwarion is more free. Bur if the dileate be 
elder, and blood hath been otten drawn, it 15 betrer toabſtamn from bleeding, becauſe by diminiſhing 
the natural hear, ic will encreate flegm. 

It isgood to open the Veins in the Ancles in this diſeaſe, coming by conſenc from other parts. 

Afrer bleeding, or if it be omiitred as nor thought fir, you muſt purge flegn, wh che things pre- 
ſcribed mn che Cure of che cold diſtemper of the brain, putting cothem alwaies things proper tor the 
breaft as much as may be. 

Vomits, althongh diſallowed by ſome in this diſeaſe, yer are they moſt convenient, as frequenc 
experience hath taught, and tomrimes the fic is rakenaway with a vomit only. 

Among rhele the chiet is Aqua Nicotiana, or Tobacco Wacer, given inthequantity ofan ounce z 
and it may be made mto a Syrup with Sugar : In want whereof you may ute the Salc of V itriol, 
Aqua beneditta Rrdlands. Now the reatun 15ex@llent why V omurs do tomuch good in this dit- 
eale. For while the thin humor falling from the head mlinuacerh ut felt into the Aſpera Arteria, and 
che Bronchia of the Lungs z and the thick falls intothe Sromach,and is there fo fixed that it can ſcarce- 
ly becaken away. And while the weak heat of the Stomach doth ſtir the matter, thick vapors are 
produced, which putting up the Stomach, compreſs the Diaphragma, and caute ditficulry of brea- 
thing. Hence it cones thac wh.n the Stomach 1sempried, the nt ceaſerh, or is much leſs. Moreover, 
An Aſthma tomrunes ( nay otren, according to Sennertus ) cometh of crude humors about the Liver, 
and inthe Veins, which are carried by the Vena Arterioſa to the Luogs, and comprels the Bronchia, 
from whence cometh an Aſthma. Forthe evacuating and revelling of theſe humors trom the Lungs, 
a Vomit is very good. Asalto tor this caule, the Remedies purging bumors downward are very cx- 
cellent. 

The Juyce of our Flowerdeluce, doch gently move and purge downward, taken to the quantity of 
halfan ounce, with one owice of Hippocras, which Platerys i hus Obſervations faich he hath uſed 
wich govd tuccels. ; 

You may give two ounces of the juyce of Flowerdeluce, if the former did work ſuthcr 
eutly.

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Alſo you may uſe ſharp Clyſters often for revullion. Bur they muſt be given in ſmal quancic ies, 
leſt by filling che Bowels the Diaphragma be compreſſed. : 

You mull allo ute Friftions tothe interior parts, and apply many Cupping-glafſes thereon, as 
alſo tothe Neck. Afterwards you muſt extenuate and ditlolvethe chick humors, and diicuſs che 
vaporsthat come from chem.

Ludovicus Septalius in his Practical Obſervations condemineth thele Cock-broths as unprofitable, 
of hurtful : His Reaſons are, Becauſe they do not anſwer Experience, and have been uled in vai by 
him and other Phyſitians of Millane. For by long boyling, che nurous parts (by which thote 
Broths are chought moſt coprofic ) do ſerrle, and are loſt in the ſtraming : bur the fluny, glutrmous, 
thick, and tatty, from theskin, feer, (wings, muſculous and nervous parts do remain. _ the 
matcer 15 made thicker, and leis fit tobe expectorared. 

Bur Septalis his Experience, muſt nor be preferred before ſo many famous Phyſicians Experience, 
both old and modern. For if it did not profit ſome which he and others have cured, many other 
things might hinder, as namely, the evil ditpoſition of che Pattenc, and contumacy of the diteaſe, or 
other things not well ordered which concerned the Cure, or the Medicine u telf nec well made. And 
whereas he faith, that the nitrous parrs do fall ro the bocrom by long boyling, and are loſt in the ſtrai- 
ning, it 15 ridiculous; for only the Earchy parts do tettle, bur the nicrous part once caken into the 
hiquor, 1 never teparated. - Hence it isthat the longer you boyl Broth the Salter x 5. Bue this Salc 
doth cur,extenuate, and open, it is ſo far from incratlarung being talc.

Andit we may oppole our Experience to that of Septalius, wean truly fay, that we have 
tound admirableetffets of theſe Broths in violent Aſthmaes and Chollicks. Bur this we uleto alter 
m theie Broths; We give many draughts ina day leſt it ſhould be {poiled by keeping. Bur this is 
the Example ot what we preſcribe in rhis diſeale :

Chap. z. Of Pleuritis, or a Plewrifie. 


Pleuriſie is either True ; or Spurious, called a Baſtard Pleurike. 
A True Pleuriſie is the Intlamation of the Membrane that goeth abouc the Ribs of the in- 
rernal intercoſtal Muſcles. ; 

But a Baſtard Pleuriſie is the Inflamation of the excernal intercoſtal Muſcles, 

There arealſo other pains of the Side and other parts of the Breaft which are improperly called a 
Baſtard Pleuritie. 

When the Mediaſtinum is inflamed, the Lungs cleaveto the r1 when ſerous humors flow 
from the Head cothe Membranes of the Breaſt, or when Wind dorh Mulicles or Membranes of 
the Breaſt, or vapors riling trom the Stomach, as 1n the Worms. 

We have {aid that in a true Pleurilie nx only the Membrane Pleura, bur alſo the internal Muſcles 
are inflamed, becaule-ic is unpoſlible buc the latlamation ot the Membrane ſhould be conimunicared 
to the contiguous Mulcles, 

Belides, Others do affirm that the Lungs are inflamed in every Pleuriſte, and confirm their Opini- 
on by Auchority, Realon, and Experience: The Authority is that of Hippocrates, lib. de loc. in 
bomine, wheze he faith, That a Peripneumonia s when both parrs of the Lungs are inflamed z bur 
if only one part be inflamed, it is a Pleuritie. Allo Reaſon may feem co contirm this, for the figns of 
a Pleuriſie are allo the ſigns of Peripacumonia z namely, a Cough, continual Feaver, dith of 
Breathing, and ſperring of Blood. | 

AllothePrognoſtick and Cure is the ſame in both. _ 

They lay mcxeover, That they have tound by experience in the opening of thoſe who have died of 
Pleurilzes that their Lungs appeared alwayes to be inflamed. 

Ic is co be granted that un many the Lungs are affected as welas the Pleura, for the Defluxion ma 
ealily fal upon both z becaule che Lungsare faſtened rothe upper part of che Pleura : but we m 
avouch that often the Pleura alone isonly affected, and not the Lungs : or at leaſt they are (o lighcly 
affected, thas the Diteale cannot be ſaid co be an atfect of that part. The Authority of Hippocra- 
tes in this, 5 caſt off by {ome as falle, and contrary to many of his own Aflertions, in which he ac- 
knowledgeth the Pleura only as the pare affected ; eſpecially in his x. kb. de morbis. where he of- 
ren ſaich, That Choller and Flegdo ſtickto the lide, and caule yehemenr pain. Bur Mortianus 
doth xeconcile this 3 ſaying, That Hippocrates ipeaks 1n that place of a Peri ia which comes 
of a Defluxion from the a portion whereof tals upon the Pleura, hecals ic by the name 
of a Pleuriſie, that he may diſtinguiſh chat which intlamech one part of the Lungs, from that which 
inflamech both ; For the {awe nature of a Duleaſe being in boch che Pleurifie and Peri | 
makes the likeneſs of Symproms in both, being boch from inflamation, and nearly adjoyned. 

And though many who have died of Pleurites, have been tound to have ry Fe atfetted, it 
1s not to be concluded thar ic ts {oinal ; for che moſt. vehemenct Pleurties which uſe co cauſeDearh, 
do many times turounto a Peripneumonia. But many do witneſs, and we have found by experience, 
That in many bodies dead of Flewriſies, the Pleura only hath been found purr 

It may be queſtioned, Why the Pleura, rather chan othes Membranes, thould be mflamed > Bur 
the Anſwer is tron Hzppocrates, 1, ds morb. text. 124. accordingtothe Diviſion of Salivs, where 
he ſaith, Thar the ſide 18a very weak part, becaule &« is naked from fleth wn reipedt of other parrs, and 
pr __ upon; therefore when the kumors are moved and inflamed, thew Dethuxion 1 
Ealily lent TRITNET, | 

The maccer Cauling a Pleuriſie is forthe moſt pare Chollerick Blood which doch eaſily penetrate 
a thick Membrane ; Ag 4vicen \peaking of a Pleunifie, fauh, Except the Humor be thin and Chol- 
lerick it cannot pierce into the Membrane. Ocher Humors may alio Cauſe this Diſeaſe io they have 
alcrous Chollerick Humor mixed withthem tor a Veincle : 1 fay ocher Humorsnoc Excrementici- 
ous bur Nacural, whichare contained in the form of blood, and axe called cicher blood is ſelf, oc 
blood that is wacerth, or thelancholly.

2. acator. wo an aſcending Pleuriſie, 
namely, when the pain reacheth more co the Throat z and a deſcending Pleuritie, when u poerh 
down to the Hypochondria. Somrimes it is extended moce cowards the back, ot which Hipp. 3. de

A continual ſharp Feaver hath us origuna a Flegmon or Sanguineous tumor im ſome part neer 
the Breaſt, and therefore is iympromarical : alchough tomames anefſencral Feaver be ns. with 
a Pleurilie ; and gives it ſomcunes a being, for it ofren happeneth in the beginning of courimual Fea- 
vers, that the blood boyling in the veins expelled by Nature unto {ome pare which is moſt fit co re- 
ceive it 3 as the ſides, and there ic breeds an lntiamation. The f1gn of this 1s, That che Feaver firſt 
{eizeth upon the Patienc, andrhe ſecond or third day after ihe pain is in the tide. Bur when the 
Feaver 1s 1ympcomacical, then che pain in the tide comes ticſt, buc the Feaver a lictle atrer. 

Ditkculry: of breathing doth neceilarily tollow in this dileate, becauſe the parts inflamed cannoe 
ſuliciencly diſtend chemlelves to draw in a great quautity of Air, which is requiſite for the coolng of 
an intiamed hearr. 

The Pulte is hard becauſe che Membrane is aftefted,mund ſtretched forth, which alſo diſtendeth the 
Arteries, and they theretore make chat ditference of pulte, called Serratilzs, like a faw ; for when 
you lay many tigers upon the Arteries of che Pulle, one part ieems co be more lifred up chan the o- 
cher, 10 that ut (Eems toreprelent a ſaw. 

A troubletom Cough follows a Pleurifie, becauſe na doth concinually ſtrive to expel thac 
which is txoubleſom trom the part aftected : as allo iome of the matter ſweaterh/trom thence inco the 
Lungs, which moveth the expullive taculcy, whence the Cough cometh. 

Thavit allo a ſpicung of bloodas another ſign, which is nexcher inal Pleurifies,nor at al times of the 
Dileale; therfo:e it is nor reckoned as a proper tign. 1hey who lay tharthe Lungs arc alwai:s affe- 
Qed ina Pleuriſie, do affirm that the blood 15 ipit trom che L chey deny that ic can pats trom' 
che Membrane about the Ribs tothe Lungs, becauſe it is very thick 5, and alſo che Membrane abour the 
Lungs ts of the (ame Nature, and cannot cherefore be pierced by that blood which is withour the Vet- 
ſels. Bur Galen doth cleerly conture thele, 5. de loc. aff. cap. 3. where he firſt ſhews that the mar- 
ter contained in the Cavity ot che Breaſt may be taken uo the Lungs, and be tent upwards, by cwo 
cleer Examples. The one is of tho:e who have received a wound in the Breaſt thac piercech into ics 
Cavity 3 forifan injeftionof Honey and Wine bemade mco the wound, and it be preſently cloled 
a the orifice, 1na little time the injection will be coughed up and {pit forth, and che Patienc wil have 
the caſte of ic in his mouth. Another Example is taken froma Fracture ofa bone, when the skin is 
uot brokea z whuch while the Callus is growing, and che broken bones begin co glutiuate, that blood 
which flowed tothe part afteRted is carried torth to the kin, and goerh chrough xc, 1o char ur moiſt- 
ncth and touleth all che rowlers and ligatures about the part. Galen alſo ſhews the manner how 
blood, macter,or che like, keg contained in the Cavity ot the Breaſt may be taken through che lungs, 
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nunely, by the extrexm outward orifices of the Bronchia or branches of the rough Artery, which are 
tpread chrough che Lungs, and end in the ſuperficies of chem. | 

© Althoaghthz orifices of the Vein Arterial, and Artery Venalarealſo carried tothe ſuperficies of 

the Lungs, ye: the oritices of che Bronchia are more large and open than they. For by how much 

reater the Body or Trunk of the rough Artery is, than the Trunk of the Venal Artery, or Arteri.! 

Vee, by (omuch che greater are is branches chan theirs; and «s oritice than cheirs; becauie: 21l 

theſe Vellſcls are equally divided and diſtributed mrothe whol body of the Lungs. Moreover, ths 

lubtancev: the rough Arcery, and its Bronchia or braniches, are Carcilaginous of griſly, trom whence 
it is char they cannotclo.e rogerher to much as other Vellels; andtheir orifices are more conſtantly 
open, by which chey can becrer receive the matter from the Cavity ot che Breaſt. 

Buc Galen reacherh that the matter conrained im the Breaſt is caken through at the time of brea- 
thing, when the 1 horax 1s ſtraightened), for then the Thorax doth preſs thote things that are in the 
Cavuy of it, and diwechem ucothe Lungs, fo that ſome part of them at leaſt is carried ito the 0- 
ritice of the Bronchia. - Neither the fotcneſs of che Lungs, which yeild toa compreſſion, and ther- 
tore cannot be torced to receive the matrer, any hinderance. For this ſoftneſs is the cauie why all che 
marcer 1s not received ; yet it 15no obſtacle bur lome part thereuf may be recewed in, although che 
greateſt cemain in the Cavity by realon of the totrnels atoreiard. | Let us ad to this Dottrine ot Ga- 
len, the wondertul providence of Nature, which hath tound our waies, nct only manifeſt, bur allo 
unknown, and {omrimes incomprehentibla, by which ſhe uterh roexpel things hurctul ; as we {aid of 
the matrer in Fractures, which is purged torth by the intenlible pores of the Muſcles, and of the 
Skim. F- 

A baſtard Pleurefie is diſtinguiſhed from a true, m1 that the pain is encreaſed when the Patient 
lech on the contrary fide, ina true Pleuritie ; for then the part intlamed is pulled, and inore diſtended 
by irs own weight ; but in the ocher, the Mulcles external benig inflamed, are comprettied when the 
Parent hieth on the tame fide, and theretore he hath then greater pain.

They who in Pleurues ave Choltierick rongues at the tirit, are judged mm teven dates; bur they

Foc the Cure of a Pleureſie, firſt the humor cauſing it is co be revelled, derwed, and diſcuſſed, and 
if it cannot wholly be dilcufled, 1 muſt be digeſted, maruraced, and expectorated ; as alio the Fea- 
ver which is commonly eflencial roa Pleuriſie, and nor alwares {ympronucical, 15 to be cured by pro- 
per Medicines. All which may be done by the following Remedies. 

And firſt you mult ( afrer a Clytter, it che duteale be nor very violene ) open the Baſilica on the 
ſame ſide ; bur if1t be violent, give the Clyſter atrerwards. 

You muſt bleed evety day call the pain or teaver grow leis; nay, ſomcimes twice ina day, if the 
Pleurehie be very violent. ;

Faventinus mixeth the Oyntment of Alchza with Oyl of tweet Almonds, and after he hath a- 
nointed, ſprinkles on the pouder of Cummin feeds, and laieth on a Colewort Leat; and this he 
commends highly.

Take the Reſidency or Ingredients of the Decott:on ebove mentioned for a F omentation ; beat 
them in a ſton? *Morter, addang of the Oyl of ſweet Almonds, Lillies, and Chamomel, of each two 
ounces : Hens greaſe one ounce : Barley and Bean flower, of each as much as is ſuffictent to make 
a Catapla'm. 

Alloa live Hen ſlit through the back, and ſprinkled with the pouder of Flowerdeluce roots, being 
applicd doth very well.

Chap. 5. Of the Dropfee in the Breaſt. 


He Dropſie inthe Breaſt is like ro Empyema which comes from a ſerous humor contained in the 
T Cary of the Breaſt. The common Pract ic1oners do nor deſcribe this Duteate, alc 
Hippocuates doth ir excellently, 2. Lib. of Diſcales call*d drophies in che Lungs, thus : There 5s a 
Feaver, and a Cough, quick breathing, the feet ſroell, the Nails are contratted, and th:y ſuffer as 
they do n an Empyema, but not ſo violently, and longer ; and if you potor any thing in, or apply a 
fomentation or fumiganon the matter doth not follow ;, and by this you may know that it is not 
matter,but water that is within : and if you try a long tie to diſcover it by your Ear laid to his 
fade, it loyls inzoard like Vinzgar ;, after that it goes into the belly,and then be ſeems to be recovered; 
But inprogreſs of time, the belly is inflamed, and that endureth the ſame, or more : ſome ſroell in the 
belly, cads, and face. Thus Hippocrates. ; | 

Thi Diſcaſe ſeldom happeneth, it 1s more often than it is diſcovered, for it is not ordinarily 
known. Many relations of 1t are given by Schenkzus, by which i appears thac he neyer tee it rl 
their bodies who'died of it were opened by him. Theretore we will delcribe ic exattly char a Phy- 
ſitianmay nor be deceived. | 

This ſerous humor, either may be bred m the Lungs, by the proper fault of them, as when it doth 
not concoct irs own nouriſhment, bur rurneth ic into Warer, which by degrees is {ent co the Cavie 
of the Breaſt, or ky bladders breaking upon the Lungs, which are mentioned by Hippocrates in his 
Bock of Internal Ditcales, and allo by ochers. Or it 15 ſent intorhe Breaſt trom other parts, as from 
the Hy pochondria eſpecially, when the Liver or the Spleen are diitempered with a Schirrus or other 
dicale by which much warer is produced. This watery humor, 15 either {enc by the Veins to the 
Lungs Which are weak , or elle trom the Cavity of the Abdomen it is carried to the Breaſt by Inſenſi- 
ble Tran{pwation. Now Experience teacheth chat chis terous humor may be cir from one B-lly ro 
anocher, becaule the droplic of the Breatt curns uno a drophe of che Belly, anda deoptic of the bel- 
ly mnto the Breaſt, trom whence they are (uddenly choaked. 

The Diagnotis of this Duteate ( as hath been laid ) 1: very hard, for almoſt all the ſigns are the 
{ame with the {igns of ochec Dueales ot the Breaſt. Buca noe of Warer 1 the breaſt, 15 only pe- 
cultar to this Duteaſe, and ro Empyema, which may be heard within it the body be movedco and tro, 
or be caken upona ſtrong mans thoulders and thak=n. 

Bur all the Signs which we mencioned trom Hippocrates taken —_ may make a c*reain Diag- 
nos. To which you may ad this one, as being mo't evident to thew the Dileaie, and by which 
the Droplie in che breaſt is 6nly diſt inguithed from ocher ditnculcies of breathing : nainely, When 
at every firſt beginning go fleep this dunculcy of breathing comerh and hinderech it, and by night eu» 
crealeth, and cowards morning by degrees abaterh. - 

Totheſe you may ad fomrunes, a pam of ohe Arm or Shoulder, which comes either from the hu= 
mor falling trom che Head inco the Breaft, parc whereot falls incocke Arm, beuygn-er, or trom the 
water contained in the breaſt, and ſent co the Arms by che Axillary Veins ofthe Ar:u-holes ; or trom 
the Refrigeration of the Intercoſtal Muliclez, trom which the Nerves are derived coke Arms, or trom 
{ome other {ympathy by way of vicinicy : For Hippocrates in Coaczs oblerved this Sympathy of the 
breaſt andarms, If thoſe parts or lobes of the Lungs which bang towards tbe right and left ſide of 
the Cheſt, be vehemently inflamed, ſo that they ſwoay or reſt upon one fide of the Cheſt or Rivs, the 
watery matter breaks out on the ſame ſide of the Body where the Lungs lean or reſt. 

This isa great Diteale, and hard to be cured, for they who have ir have therr Natural heat very 
weak, and their natural ſtrength alto, trom ſome great diteale in the bowels : trom whence it comes 
(that when the humor collected im the breaſt is evacuared by Medicmes whuch 1s very dithculc ) there 
cames more 1n the place of it 3 trom wherce the difcale 1s not only nourithed, bur encrealed ; fo that 
at length by abundance of water they fall uxoche Droplie called Aſcites z yet in the beginning be» 
toreche bowels are much hurr, ic fomcunes may be cured. | 

For the Cure ofthis dileate, you muſt oblerve two Indications ;3 namely, That the matter contai= 
ned in the breaſt be evacuated, and that the breeding thereot again be hindered. 

Ic isa hard thing toempry the water contained inthe breaſt, becauſe the waies are not open 
which it ſhould be brought torth. Therefore Hippocrates doth advite roopen the tide, which becaule 
we never {ce practiced, and never read in any Author that ic was done with good tuccels, we eannoc 
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abſolutely approve 3 and we may ſpeak of it as we have or the Opening or Iapping br the Drop- 
ſie, in its proper Chapter. | 5 xd ONE 

Therefore it is betcer ro atrempr this Evacuation with Medicmes that expel Warer, fo which pur- 
poleal chole Medicines preſcribed by us in the Cure of the Drophie, are good.

Broth.

The ulual Pills ro hold under the Tongue, may be made thus : =

Hollerij de morb. internis, reports, that he cured, 
when all means failed, by chis Pouder, which he had from Fulius Scaltger.

For this Extenuation of body comes from a purtrid lingring Feaver, which turneth toan HeQticks 
and this Feaver comes from the Ulcer m the Lungs, trom which by reaſon of cheir neerne(s ro the 
Heart purrid Vapors are cont inually (ent thither and cauſe the Feaver, which after is diſperſed from 
the Heart into che whol body 3 1o al the parts being too cold and dry , and receiving the INtempe- 
race purifying heat , donor wel concott their nourdhment, but are ill nouriſhed, frum whehce you 
may plainly perceive a Conſumption of the ſubſtance of che whol body : tor that Feaver by reaion 
of its continuance from the perſeverance of the Caute rurneth Hedetick : and irs ofren zoyned with a 
purcid Feaver, which is known by the Urine, and by che Diſtempers extraordinary at {Omernmes, in- 
tomuch that in ſome Conſumprions you may obſerve tits of an nceermitting Feaver. 

A ſharp and Corroding Humor, either coming from ocher Pars, or breeding in the Lungs, is the 
anmediare Caule of an Ulcer in the Lungs. 

Furſt ſharp and (alc Rhewm falls trom che brain, which being violent ealily ulceraceth the Lungs . 
Somtunes F leg that is not ſharp nor ſalt wil do the fame : namely, it it lie Jong in them and purritie, 
an from che purrifaCtion ariieth an Acrimony, which Corroding Ulceracech : yet this purrid Hegm 
r:thc Lungs doth not alwayes ulcerate, as we may oblerve in a Catarch when purrid Matter is ſpet 
torth, and che Lungs are found. 

Bur there are ewo Condirions for the Cauſing of an Ulcer : one inreſpect of che marrer flowing 3 
a10:acr mrelſpect of the Lungs : Inreſpect af the Marrer it is required chat it ſhould be fo dilpoted, 
nat when 1t is putrified it begersa ſharpneſs which :aay cauſe an Ulcer : In re{pect of the Lungs, 
chey muſt be extraordinary render, and diſpoſed ro corruption , which in a word is called a Vitious 
Conſticurion of the Lungs, coming from che Parents ulually , of which we will ſpeak here- 
after. 

Now the Humors chat Exulcerate and putrifie the Lungs , come from the on adjoyning”, 
as che Pleuca, Mediaſtinum, Diaphragma, rough Arrery, and eſpecually from an-inflamation in tem, 
which comes co Suppuration and curns unto an Empyerma : of which Heppocrates fpeaks, Aphor.1g5. 
Sel. 5: T bey who fall from a Plexriſie into an Empyema, if the Empyema brea:, in fourty dayes 
and come away, are Ciired ; but if not, they fall into a Conſumpnon. 

The Humor 15 in che Lungs when from ſome vellel broken, corroded, or opened by a wound, the 
blood flowing doth purritie z or whenan Ulcer is left there trom the {mal pox. 

Somtunes from che evil Confticution of the Lungs, evil Humors proceed ; which corrupr theic 
ſubſtance and caule a Contumprion : and this comes cammontly from the Parents, from whence a 
Conſurnprion t reckoned among the Hzredicary diſeates, of which it ische chief, to that we may 
oblerve how many whol Families are taken away with this diſeaſe. 

This evil Conſtitution of che Lungs 1s nor in the firft qualities, bur hath ſome malignant and ve- 
nemous quahry, by which x becomes urfeCtzons : Although we dewy nor bur a fott and loufe ſubſtance, 
\ the Lungs, and therefore more fit for Corruption, doth much eonduce ro the breeduig of this

This evit Confticution of the L cauſerh chat ſome fa} mro Conſumptions without a Diſtil{a- 
tion, Inflamarion, or any other evident Caulie, bur only fromche fault of the parc char corrupterh 
ns own nourſhmenr. : 

Somrumes ir comes from a Puſtulz bred in the Lungs and broken, which by Hippocrates, 1. de 
Oncby tang led, ACrude Puſtule, becauf Suppuration, bu 

ne by him 1s A Crude Puftule, becauſe it never comes ro Suppuration, bur growing by de- 
grees ſtops the paſſage of the breath, and ar lenyrh kils che Pariene. wants. 
\ Theocher is tharwhich cometh ro Suppuracion, and is called rhe Impoſthume ofthe Lungs, and

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If the marter which comes from the Impoſthume broken, flow into the Ventricle of the Hearr, the 
ſick prelencly die : bur if ir. comerothe Eronchia, or paſſages m the Lungs, i may be ſpit up; if the 
body be ſtrong, and che maccer hecle in quanticy ; but commonly there is an uket remaining in the 
Lungs which caulech a Contumprion. 

Moreover, There arc external Cauſes, as contagion, which is the chieteſt ; for chi Diſeaſe is 
infectious, that we may obſerve Women to be intected by cheir Husbands, and Men by their Wives, 
audall their Children codie of the fame 3; not only from the inteCtion of thew Parents lced, bu 
from the c y of hun chat was firſt affected.

1s moſt dangerous, becaute by us inequality un heat and cold, it caulech ſharp and falc diſtillations; 
whence Hippocrates faith, Aph. 10. Set, 3. Autumn s the worſt timefor Yeople in Conſumptionz. 
Secondly, Sharp and falc meats and drinks do caute a Contumption, which fill che Head with falt and 

vapors. And laſtly, all choſe internal and external Cauſes which uſe to produce ſpictirg of 
blood, which uterhto end in a Conlumprion, may be {aid robe Caules thereof. 
che Antecedenct Caules, evil humors —_ the whol body, are accounted the chief, 
which beug moved by external cauſes, are {ent cothe brain, aud from thence co the Lungs. 
which you may reckon the {uppreſlion of the Terms, Hemorrhoids, or ocher uſual evacuacions, which 
doth caule Catarchs and defluxions. 

The atorelaid Cauſesdo ncags this Diſeaſe, eſpecially among thoſe whom Hippocrates calleth 
Phthirodeis, and Pterugodess, that is, ſuch as have a ſtraight and diſtreſſed breaft, a long neck, and 
thoulder bones ſticking bak, who muſt of neceſſiry fall into this diſeaſe, if they have tender Lungs, 
or any hereditary inchnatiun thereunto. Allo they are inclined coa Conlumprion, who have a weak 
Head, which is eaſily filled winh {uperfluous Humors, which are {enc co che Organs or Inſtrumeng 
of che Sprrirs. 
| Ther are no true and proper Differences of Conſumptions, bur ſuch as come from the variety of 
their Cauſes. Yet Hzppocrates doth lay down many kinds which are worth che obſerving , which 
mult be reduced, not coa true Contumprion, but to one in general, which is withouc ulcer of the 
Lungs. And firſt ib. 6. epid. ſet. 8. text. 47. he ſheweth ofa Contumption which came from a rum 
ning uf the Reins, in this Hiſtory : A Satyre called Grypalopex, being twenty five yeers old, bad 
Noturnal Polutions, and dayly loſs of Seed ; who when be came to be thirty yeers of age, fell into 
a Conſumption, and died, For by che contiqual loſs of Secd the nourifhmenc of: the body is caken 
away, by which the ſolid parts are cunſumed and dried. | 

There 1s anocher kind in Hipp. 2. de mqrb. called che Conſumption of the back, which comes from 
roo much Lechery, which deſtroyeth the whol habit of the Body, and takes away che nouriſhment 
trom che {old parts : this happens co new married folks, who are unlaciable, and is the chieteſt of che 
Contumprtions of the back z tor Hippocrates laies down four kinds thereof; The firſt is chac men» 
tioned, which comes from Lechery. The ſecond is laid down lib. 2. de intern. affett. text. 13. which 
comes trom roo much blood, and nouriſhment going cv the Spinal Marrow, by which the Nacual 
hear, and all ocher tacultiesare ſt1tied and deſtroyed. Now 'Hipp. 5.'epid. ſhewerh thac the body 
may conſume by roo much blood, ina ſtory concerning one, who, when nothing would nouriſh him, 
buc he ſtill grew leaner, was pertectly cured, when all other Medicines failed, by bleeding in both 
Hands as longas the Veins would diicharge. The third kind 1s in che place mentioned , namely, 
when the marrow of the back is dried, by which the whol body drieth and contumerh. Hippocrates 
mentionech two Caules of this drinets: one is the obſtrudtion af the veins which go to the back wxh 
nourifhmenc z anocher is the flowing of Choller from the head upon the back, which Hzppocrazes 
thewerh i his Book de locis in homme. The fourth 1s deicribed mn che fame Book, and ut comes 
from a diſtillation upon the marrow of che back, in cheſe words : Moreover, when'a defluxion falls 
upon the Back, this kind of conſumption cometh with pain in the Loyns, and ſeeming emptineſ to 

be Patient in the internal parts.of the bead. In che lame Book, numb. 18. he faich thus: When 
there #s adefluxion upon the *Marrow, there is a ſecret undiſcernable Conſumption. He calls u ie 
cxet, becaule when che body decaies, you cannor ſocalily find our che cauſe : he calls ic unduicerna» 
Vle, becauſe you cannot perceive the conveniences of the defluxion ar the firſt. Bur it cealeth co 
be lecrer and undiſcernable, ifche.deflux1on be not only upon the marrow of the back, bur allo upon 
the Os Sacrum, and Hip : for then the diſtillacion is apparenc, and there is painand lols ot mocion, 


wich dejeRion of mind. Thele aremorecleer in Hippocrates, in his Tenth Book de Hands, 
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theſe words: There is another Diſeaſe which comes from a defluxion from the Hed by the Veins 
upon the Marrove the Back,, and from thence to the Os Sacrum, and Hip, which is a Conſump- 
t1on alſo wbich oyetb, for then the Shoulders and both the feet are weak, and after the leeer, 
and they alroazes die of it, though they have been formerly cured. This kind ot Contumption 1s co 
be oblerved, becauſe xc otter happeneth, eipecially to ſuch who haye weak N erves, which will ea- 
ſily receive the defjuxion. 

Tothis kind you may refer that which comes of want and hunger ; which Galen mentioneth, Itþ. 
de Maraſmo, whenthe Body decaies for want of nouriſhmenr. Now Nourifhment is waixing to 
the ſolid parcs, not-Gnly tor wanrot meat, which the Sromach- concodterh, auxd tends co the Liver to 
make blood for the whol Body : bur allo when the Chylus which is futhciencly concodted 11 the fto- 
mach cannot pals through the Meleraick Veuns, by reaſon ofcheir obſtruction $4 as u happeneth to 
them who have a Struma, whole Metentery for che moſt pert 15 full of Glandles 3 by which the milky

places, {peaks of a Copluraprion from a manifeſt or hidden Inflamation, trom the 1yrcope ot the 
Heart, or Scomach, andthe hke, which may be ſeen in their proper places. 

The Diagnoſtick ſigns þy which youu may know a true Gontuwprion, do ſome of them, declare a 
Conſumption beginning,or begun,or confirmed, which are very well fer down by Hipp. 1. de morbss. 
. Thetigns of a Gos ption at: land, are mw Hzpp. Bonk; mencioned, Text 9g. in theſe words : 
There #s alſo a Supparation when flegm flows from the Head upen the Lungs ; and firft for the 
moſt uk is flows privately, and caujeth a little Congh, and the ſpattle to be bitter, and a little beat. 

- Inthis laying ther axe contained four ſigns of an emment Contumprion. . 

The firſt ſign is, Adefhuxion from the beginning elulcly conve! co the Lungs, becauſe then 
the matter is hcrle,y and becauſe che thinner parr of the humor, which flowerh abour the rough Artery, 
and doch not vex the Laings, which otherwiſe would be more diſturbed in the beginaung, betoce they 
are weakened ; theace it is called a fecrer defluxion, becaule there is little hurt ar the firſt done

. Theevil tathion of the: Breaſt is when it 15 narrow; and che Shoulder-blades ſtick up like wings, 
whenthe fore part af the Breaſt is narrow, and the hinder part broad, for chen che Breatt is both tmal 
endeviL proportioned. The ftraightnels of the Breatt ſhews want ot Nacural heat, and the evil pro- 
portionthews ics weaknals. For tfthe Natural heat were much and vigorous, che breaſt would have 
thereby:been extended. .;.Eut tuchapd fo great is chis diſpoſition, that Hippocrates calls it a Natural 
Conſumprion, coming from a principle un Nature. Wherefore chey who are chus made muſt of ne- 
ceſhir fl inoa Gophunpuion, except tome other drleate rake chem off. Whuch by che way is &b- 
for if thqyHaye any acucedutale, who, atethus inclined, they ſeldom etcape, becaute the 
Nacural heat is weak and lictle, andcheretore will eajily be overcome by.a ſtrangdifeate. Theretore 
the moſt wary Phyſitians1n tucl kind of Natures and habirs, do uſe ro prognoſtickracher death and 
r,than health or recovery, when they fall nroany diltaſe, »:: | | ;2Þ'9;

The Firſt (ign is, That the Lungs are exafparared in progrels of time : that 1s, The Cough is more 
violent ; for the Dileale mcreaſing the Diſtillationss ſtronger, and che Lungs are peirced t erewich, 
and provoked ro Cough forch that which hurteth them : which Cough doth not only come from 
the matcer tlowing down, but from that which flowed formerly : for being not Coughed up it grows 
ech foul by long continuance, by which means the Lungs are more forced to expulſion. 

The Second jien is, The weight of the Breaſt which comes from rhe matter gathered into the 
Lys : For albeit the Lungs of themlelves do feel little or nothing, yer becaule they are tyedto 
the tzreaft by Membranes, they percewea weight, when they ace bur , 

A Third fien is, Atharp pain before, and behind : for the matter contained in the Lungs doth 
with its evil qualicy offend them, as wel as with its quantity and purrifaGtion, by which the Mem- 
branes are pricked, which caule great pain : tor che pain in the Membranes is alwayes pricking. Now 
this pain 1s perceived betore and behind ; becauſe chele Membranes are joyned betore to the ernon, 
and behind co the Back : and che cauſeof this pain is trom a great Cough, called by Hippocrates, A 
Malignant, or Cruel Congh. | 

The Fourth ſign is, When ſharp Heat falls into the body, and there followeth a violent Feaver : 
for when through progrels of crime the matter putritiech more, it 1s probable chat the Feaver wil be 
greater z tor alchough che marrer trom the beginning do only purrifee 1n the Lungs, yet by reaſon of 
the Suppuration made mthe Breaſt with an Ulcer, che filth is communicated tothe humors contain- 
ed in the Veins; from which come divers forts of purrid Feavers, and theſe differ from that Feaver 
which comes only from the Ulcer in the Lungs, through the tilchy vapors whichare carried from them 
unto the Heart, which turns ro an HeCtick z and therefore ma Conſumption there isa Hedtick Fea- 
yer otren joyned with a Putrid. 

The Fifth ſign is, Whena great quantity of Flegm falls from the Head to the Lungs : which 
Hippocrates conticms, when he ſhews the Caute of chat great Defluxicn ; namely, The Lungs by 
their Heac drawing Flegm from the whol body : Heuce ir is that che humors contained in the whol 
body arc che matter of a continual andgreat Flux which doth forrouble men in Contumprions. The 
Lungs by the filch which they have contracted, grow hot 5 by which heat Flegm is drawn from che 
brain, which the Brain tetcheth from che whol Budy : And this is one of the principal Cauſes of the 
extennation of the whol body : for alche luumors, good and bad, are carried corthole parts,and fn the 
whol body decayeth. | | 

The Szxtl jign 3s, Spetting of thick rotten Flegm : for when the Matcer purrifieth and there tsan 
Ulcer, quittor or filth quaſt needs come from thence, and thaetore the Spittle is Mattery :- bur iris 
berween th:ckand thin: for atrer that it hath by long continuance in the Lungs grown thick, it is 
made thiwer by rhe addition of char which breaks from the Uicey, and io it becomes modexare, which 
Hippocrates calls Subcraflum, or Thackith. The 

Tothele mencioned Signs ot Hippocrates you may ad this as molt certain, namely, The Extenua- 
tingthe body with a lingering and conſtant Feaver : For belides the putrid Feavers above mencicned 
whuch cone and goby fits, aud grow from che humors which purrihe inthe Veins : there is allo al 
wayes pre.ent a lungeting.daily Feaver commyg trom che vapors tenc from che Ulcer co the Heart which 
coriupteth che nourithmeuc of che whol body, and makes it dry and hor, from whence the body muſt 
needs grow extenuated; 

To theie you may ad Sweatings at Night, with which men in Conſumprions are ofren rreubled as

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In theſe Words we may obſerve that there are Five Sygns of a Con(umprion confirmed. 
The Ficlt is, The Spittle being more Mattery, or rather Marrer it fel. Q 
TheSecond 15, A ſtrong Feaver, andſharp, more purrity ns and the Ulcer more foul. 
TheThurd is, An often and violent Cough more than tormerly ; ofren becaule of ct:+ great pro- 

vocation and little evacuation, thereture narure laboreth co do thac at divers times which the caunce 

do at once : and it isa ſtronger Cough, not only becauſe che greacer ſharpneſs ofthe Water doch more 
violently ſtir up the expultive faculty ; bur alſo becaule of the wearuyg away of the fold parts, th> 
breaſt is made more hollow,hence comesa hoarſ and founding Cough, as trom a hollow place. 

The Fourth ſign is, Ping and want of Apetite, which makes chem leaner; now the wine of 
Appetice comes trom the diſtyllation which dath not only fal upon the fpirical men:bcrs, bur alio 
upon the natural : _ the Stomach, whole mouth is thence weakened to the lols of Appe- 
ute as alſo from the putrid vapors ſent thither either from the Feaver or the Ulcer. 

The Laſt ſign is, A looſe belly which comes trom Flegm falling trcm the head, by which in time 
the ſtomach and gues are weakened, andthe recentive faculty deftroyed : and this kills the Patieur 
as we ſhal ſhew more art large 1n the Prognolt icks. 

To theſe ſigns of Hippocrates, we may ad ſome other : 

The Furſt is, A great Extenuation of th? whol body, ſo that al the Muſculous fleſh is conſumed, 
and the bones appear only covered with sk1n : and hence it 1s chat the nayls ace crooked, becaule the 
Fleſh which was 1 the tops of the Fmngers to hold up the nayls, is conſumed. 

Tothis you may ad Ditticulry of breathing, boch becaule the Faculty is weak, as alſo becauſe the 
Bronchua ot the L are ſtopr with putrid matter z as allo becauſe the parc is for the moſt part pu- 
tified and conſumed, and therefore cannot take in {utticient air to cool the heart ; fo that what the 
Lungs cannor do by cne breathing, it muſt do by often. 

And Laſtly, We may ad, That ina confirmed Cconſumprionthar is deſperate, the Hair falls off a 
the Cheeks wax blue, excepr it be after mear, and then the vapors ſent up make the red Lice breed in 
abundance, and the Feer (wel. 

Neither need we fo many ſigns, for ifany ordinary wan, faith Areteys, ſhal ſee a man pale, weak 
and coughing, and very lean, he wil conclude him co be ina Contumprion. 

Yet we mult obſerve dalyeently, Thar ſomrimesa violent Cararrh falling upon che Lungs wil re- 
ſemblea Conſumprion fo, that fileh Ike Marrer, ſhal be ſpit forth, and chence may a Feaver come 
through purritatiion and exrenuation of body :. bur they whoare to ace eaſily cured by diligence in 
means, therefore let us diſtinguiſh this rightly trom a Conſumprion, which is chiefly done by dits 
cerning between putrid Flegm and Matter. 1hus;

Curean Old, becauſe ic is opened by the continual morton of the Lungs and by Coughing, to char 
« wilnot be unired;: - asalo che tarce of the Medicine 15 gone. betore 1t can come at xt, andthe lot 
lubſtance of the Lungs cannot be pepaired. 

Moxeover, An Ulcer, Spictle, Feaver, and Leanneſs, requie contrary Remedies, for thoſe 
things which dry che Ulcer, do hinder Spuccle, uncreale che Feaver, and Leanneſs; and Moilt things 
whicharepo6d againſt rhe Feaver and Leannels, do make the Ulcer more foul, 

Somrimes the Ulcer ſeems Cured, and there saicab upon ic, but wich che leaſt motion ic fals off, 
and the Diſeaſe returns. 
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an hereditary diſpoſirion, bur are not yer fallen into it, Therefore we ſhal licſt lay down a Prq- 
phylaick or preſervative, and then ſhew how tocure the diſeaſe. 

Thecetore for the amending of che evil diſpoſition in a Conſumption, uſe a cooling dier, and moif 
and all ſuch things as corre*t the blood, and make it mild, and corre its falcnets and ſharpnels : a, 
the Waters of {weer Baths, the uſe of Milk and the like. As allo China Roots boyled in ſal 
Beer ; bur the Decoftion of the Sanders is the beſt, which 15 not only good in a Conſumprin ac 
hand, or begun, but alſo in ſalt and thin diſtillations, and in old bleeding trom thence. The Deco. 
(tion of Guajacum doth wonders upon the ſame account with the former, either given in diſtilled 
Waters, witha lictle white ct red Wine, as the diſeale will bear it. Now the DeccCtion of Guajas 
cum, and of Sanders, are made borh alike, both for che farſt and ſecond drink, and piven the ſame way. 
To theſe you may ad change of Air, which is good buth ro prevent and cure, And laſtly, thoſe Re- 
medies are good which we will lay down for checure of the diſeaſe confirmed, to be uſed firſt, 

Now the whol Cure confiſterh in the clenſing and glutinating of the ulcer, by raking away the 
Caules that produce and nouriſh ic, by oppoling the Hectick Feaver, and reftraining of the Cu 
ſumprion. | 

Faſt therefore, becauſe an ill habit of body may encreafſe the Ulcer of the Lungs, you muſt uſe 
gentle purges, at divers diftances, as long as the body is not very low. And theſe muſt be made of 
Manna, Rhubarb, Caſſia, or Syrup of Roles, thus: 

Take of Barley half a pugil : Liquoris ſcraped, and Raiſons ftoned, of each three drams : Ja- 
5«bes four : tbe flowers of Bugloſ, and Violets, of each balf a pugil: boyl them to three ounces: 
In the ſtraining diſſolve Rhubarb infuſed in Scabious Water with yellovo Sanders four ſcruples: 
Manna one ounce : Syrup of Roſes balf an ounce. Make a Potion. | 

Or give two ounces of Marina with Chicken or ordinary Brcth. 

Or make a Bolus of Caflia one ounce, and one {cruple of the pouder of Liquoris. 

In the beginning you may give ſtronger p tor co draw down the falr and ſharp Cararrh which 
is the chief Caule of the Ulcer, ſuch as are prelcribed in a hot Catacrrh. 

Alſo before the body be roo lean, art che firſt you may let blood to allay the Feayer, and the aci- 
mony of the humor. 7 

Bur in the beginning of the Cure you muſt ſtay and divert the Catarrh from the Breaſt, otherwiſe 
all other chings wilt be in vain. And all choſe things which were preſcribed tor the Cure of a hot Ca- 
carrh are in this ca(ſe. | 

Beſides a Seron tothe Neck, is very good. And Fabricius Hildanys reports that he cured many 
by this way. 

” Ar wand you muſt come co the Cure of the Ulcer ; for which, give chings that clenſe, knir, and 
expeQorate. Many there are of this nature. Bur thele following are the beſt. 

Milk doth hit all intentions tor Cure : Ir clenſeth with its {ſerous parts, it conglutmaterh with it 
coagulating parc, and nouriſheth and refreſhech with its unGtious part. Bur there are divers kinds 
of Milk, and Womans Milk is the beſt, becaute it is more agreeable ro our Natures, efj ecially if i be 
ſucked trom the breaſt., Platerus athrms chat he knew many cured by the ule thereut ; and that we 
of them did not only recover, bur grew ſo ſtrong, thar leaſt hus Nurſe ſhould wanc milk for him, he 
go her with child again. | 

Bur becauſe many will not endure that ſort, Aſſes Milk is commended, which becauſe it is very full 
of Whey, dothealily pierce into the Veins, and excellently clenſe rhe Ulcer: the next to this i 
Goats Milk. Let the Afs be ted with Plantane, Vine Leaves, Erambles, Polyganon, Graſs, Batley, 
and Rye. 'Ler him drink it new milked, warm, therefore let the Aſs be caſte avcrce Chan 
ber, and be milked ujtaa warm Veflel. Furſt let him cake it in a ſmal quancicy three or four ounces, 
that his Stomach may beufed to ic, encreaſing the quantiry by degrees tro eight or ten ounces, ot a

The Decodtion of Bugle u1 Mucron Broth, doth excellenc againſt a Conſumprion and inward ul- 
ers, it dotha lictle gently looſen the belly againſt che Nacure of all the Contolidz. 

Trallianss, lib. 7. cap. 1. boaſts that he cured many with Blood-ſtone. The preparation and ufe 
whereot we have ſhewed in che Cure of {pitting blood. 

The Syrup ofthe Juyce of Ground Ivy is commended by Qrercetan, thus made : 

Take of the Fuyce of Ground Ivy two pound and an half : ler it be digeſted in Balneo Marix. To 
this Fuyce well refined, put Sugar of Roſes one pound; Penides four ounces : Boyl them to a Sy- 
riep, to be taken now andthen a $poonful. _ TE 

He alſo addeth the flower of Brunſtone to it ro make it into a Lohoch, of which he pives four 
times in a day 3 and he boaſterh chat he hach cherewith cured many. 

The Syrup of che tlowers of St. Johns wort, made by Intulion wi Balneo Marie, is very good in 
this Diſeale, as allo for all mwward ulcers. 

The Syrup of Comtry 1s excellent ; tor x clenſech, healech, and ſtrengtheneth by aſtringing ; as 
alſo Comphry Roots boyled in Broth 

Ic isaſfhrmed char many have been cured by this Hydramel. 

Take of China Roots mn ounces: Co:trfoot Roots three ounces : Burdock and Awvins 
Roots, of each three ounces : Elicampane Roots tro ounces : Lungwort Leaves, and Scabiout 
Leaves and Roots, both the Veromicaes, Ulmaria, and Herb Troo-pence, of each two bandful: : 
all the Capillar Herbs, of each one handful : the tops of Bugle, Bettony, Coreſlip flowers, and red

Chap. 1. Of Syncope, or Swooning. 


Yrcope is defined by Galen, 12. meth. c. 5. robe a ſudden failing of all the Strength : For al- 
chough the Hearc only ſuffer, and the Vical Spirits are only incercepred 3 yer whenir tails, the 
reſt muſt ſuffer, becauiethey have 4 continual andineceffary influence trom ir. 

Ie is calleda ſudden failing of allthe Strength, that it may be diſtinguiſhed from ocher Diſeaſes, 
in which che ſtrengch goes by degrees, ill death come : nor is the Doctrine of Avicen agauilt it, 
Fen. 1. Lib. 3. Trats. 2. Cap. 2. where hepropounds the lign of a Syncope that comesby degies 3 
for alchough che Caulesthar ditſolve the Spears, do ſomtimes work by degrees, yer when chey grow 
great they make a ſudden Syncope : and therefore Avicen rather propoundeth the ſigns chat go be- 
tore a Syncope, than choſe that accompany it. 

Moreover, This Detwirton may ſeem to agree with an Apoplexy, in which there isa ſudden fai- 
bng of all che ſtrength 3 bur inan Apoplexy there is ſtrengrhin the Heart, and the Pulſe is generally 
g-eatand full. Andalfothere is great hinderagce of breath, wich ſnerting ; but in a Syncope the 
kweath is no waies ſtopped, The 
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The queſtion it, Why ? Whenthe aCtion of the heart cealcrh doth the ation ofthe Brain alio cea; "IN 
ſince che Animal Spirit 1s made of the Val by way of Concoction, and muſt theretore ſtay tome 
time inthe Brain, although che V tal do not conftanrly come tn ir ? We anſwer, That che Erain as 
all ocher parts, tor che ] eyes. of its actions doth alwates {tand in need ofadvencutious heat, which 
is brought ro 1t by the V tal Spirues,, and therefore when che V ual Spirits come nor, neuher doh 
heir come for the Brain to peitorm us tunctions. 

There are ocher Diſeales very like to Syncope, differing only in degree; from it, nimely, Ecl:ſir, 
Leipothumia, and Aſpouxia : Ecluſis, ts a hight tainting: Leiporhumia, or Lei popſuchia , Oc 
Jpopſuchia, 5a very ſtrong and grear tainting : S yncope 15 the geaceſt, winch it wu go lo tar rhac 
the pulle in the who! Body cealeth robear, ic 1s called Aiþhyx1a, which 1s next unto death. 

The word Synchope, was not uled by Hippocrates, and che Ancient Greeks ; but thy call'd this 
Dicale Leipothymia, Lipopſycina, and Aphyxia. Bur iu was invented a little betore Galzns time, 
anduicd for the greatelt ; to Galen, 1. ad. Glanc. cap. 14. farh, L-tpothymia 1s an umperiect Syn 
cope, and goes betore 1t. | 

By whac hath keen (aid, ic appears, that the part affected is the Heart, where the Vital Spirits are 
allmade z by whoſe mfluence the Natural hear and Spirits in every patt are made to att : rheeine 
when that ceaſerh by ſtoppage of che Influx of the Vcal Spurs, it 15neceſſary that the ſtreayzii ot all 

cs ſhould fail, and their actions ceale. 

The immediate Caule of this Diteale, 15 the defect of the Vital Spirits, not wholly, for then [ud- 
den death would come z bur fo great, that Nature is conſtrained ( left the ftrenath of rhe Heare 
ſhould corally tail ) coterch the Spirits trom the other parcsto the Heart, by which moans the pacts 
lole their functions. 

Now this detect of Spirits coines four waies : Ether becauſe they are Narwally few; or becauſe 
they are dulipaced, and {pent z or becaule they are preternaturally altered and coirupred z Or lattly, 
becauſe chey arc tuftocared anddeſtroyed : They are few by taulk of the taculry waking, or martec 
from which they are made. The Faculry 1s hurr, exther by a diteaſe proper ro the Hear: or by con- 
{ent trom ano: her part. ; 

The proper Dilcates of the Heart which are the chief, are prear diſtempers, which overthrow 
the Natural remper, or deftroy the ſubſtance of the parrs, or of che Natural heat ; as twooung Fea- 
vers, ſharp, and malignant, Syntattce, or Colliquanter, or fainting, petilencial, heftical, or Ma- 
raſmodes, which comume ;, to this come 0:ganical diteaſes, as roo much conſtriftion and dilatation, 
and conſtant {ulutions, which come to the Ventricles ofthe Heart. 

The Faculcy may be hurt by content trom ocher parrs, which have preat ſympathy wich the Heacr, 
as the Brain and Liver, and fomumes from the mouth of the Stomach, by reaton ot its necrnels and 
exquiſite lence ; from whence a Syncope 13 divided mtoa Hearr and Stomach Syncope. The Car- 
diaca or Heart Syncope, 15 when the Heart is principally atffefted ; bur the Stomachia, or Stomach 
Syncope, 15 that which comes by conſent from the Scomach. Somrimes it cemes from the Morher, by 
filchy vapors ſent trom thence co the Heart , from wherce comes the Suffocaticn of the Matrix, Ap- 
nota, or want of breath, and Hyſterical Syncepes, asthole vapors do afſaulr rhe Lungs, Diaphzagma, 
oc the Hearr. 

Ihe faulc is in the Matter, when the Air or Blood is defetive, or corrupted ; from whence the V i- 
ral Spirits axe generated. There 15 deſect of Air when the Reſpiration and Tranipiration is hindered ; 
bur che d<tect of Blood, is when Nutrition 15 hindered ; there 1s a corruption ot both, when their qua- 
licies are changed : So whenthe Air s intected 1n rime of Peſtilence, ic begets Leipothymia and 
Syrcope, as alto ſtinking vapors, and ſweet alto do the fame with fome Women ;z and the blood is 
co:rupted from evil meats. 

{ 00 great Evacuations, whether ſenſible or inſenſible, do diſperie the Spirits. The ſenſible are 
ciue:ly of Blood, trom the Mouth, Nole, Womb, Belly, Hemorrhoids, Fhlebotomy and greag Wounds : 
and next of other Humors, which though they are Excremencicious, yet becaule of their great Eva- 
cuation the Spwus are much diſperied, and cauie a Syrcope. Theie Humois are diſcharged by V o= 
nut, Scool, Urine, Sweat, the opening of a great Impoſthume, eipecally it itbe jaward, as an Empye= 
maz oroutward, as in a Dropiie when the Navil is capped. 

The intentible Evacuations are by the Rarifaction ot the Skin, and by the zcrimony and thinnels 
oi the Humors, unmoderate hear, hot Baths or Houies, great Labors. Alto long watchings, and fas 
iting, Lechery, great anger, and joy, long and violent ticknels do diffipare the >pirits 3 as allo great 
patn of che Heart, Stomach, Guts, Rews, Ears, Teeth, and ofall Nervaats parts. 

An evil dipoiitionot: the Bowels doth alter and corrupt the Sprits, TAS whacd oever dah procure 
a mal:gnant quality which is adverſe zothe Hearc, as Air, Scinks, vertemous and peſtilencul, raken in 
by che Breath, or bred inthe Body trom purritation of Humors z as alio poyton taken m, or ap- 
pled outward, or tent tothe Heart by biung of venenous Creatures. 

Laſtly, The vehemenc returning ot blood and Spwitsto the Heart, and an abundance of evil va- 
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pors gathered about the Heart and the parts adjacent, and too much cold and thick blond rathereg 
about the Heart and its Veins, Arteries, and parts adjacent, do ſuffocate and deſtroy the Spi- 
rits. 

We lately ſawa Noble Lady, a Virgin, which from her —_— was ſo ſubjett to ri:ts Diſeaſe 
that with every light paſſion of the mind ſhe was raken therwith, taken witha violenc Syncope which 
uſhered death in by a ſudden return of blood and Spirit: to her heart ; for when the ſhuuld have been 
married to a fine yorng man which loved her deerly, and her Parenrs, Fricnds, and Kindred were. 
Iemnly mer about ir, chey gave her a Pen to write her hand to the Contract; bur the havingnor fiil- 
ly written her name fel down dead upon the ground: Hence we eaſily conjetture,chat there was a grear 
and ſudden retraction of the Blood and Spirits to the Heart by a vehement paſſ,on of the mind, which 
ehoaked the Natural hear, and the Spirits therein, of which ſhe died ſuddenly. 

Petrus Salius Diverſus law, as he reporteth, Lib. de aff. parc. cap. 4. a Girle of fourteen veer; 
old fal into a Syncope from abundance of cold and chick blood —_— abour her hearr and che orear 
veſſels : for having for a whol day a heavineſs of head with giddinets and difſturba nce, ſhedied the 
next day after luddenly : After being opened, the blood appeared fo congealed in the great Artery 
and Vena Cava or hollow Vein, that caking it by the end you might draw ut our hike a Sword troma 
Scabbard. 

Wherefore we judged , That the ſudden death came from the mrerceprion and ſtopping of the 
Veins by congealed blood. . YE ; 

This happenerh ſeldom, for you ſhal ſeldom ſee blood in dead bodies fo corgealed : for rhe ven; 
have ſuch a property to retain blood, that even atter death they keep it thin, though withour them ic 
groweth alwayes thick. 

Bur Salis gives the Reaſon of this Congealation by comparing it with blood withour the Veſlcl;, 
which as ſoonas it 15 cold, is co led; andthe iooner from the coldnels,thickwets and {lyminels oz 
the Melanchollick or Phlegmacick humor cherein conrained, 

Somthing like to this may be-fal blood conſtrained in the veins which abcainding with vicious 
Juyce thick and cold,doth fo fill the greater Veins, that ut ſtops the {piries,and ſo extinouiſheth them: 
and then the blood grows cold and thick, from thoſe humors which otherwite would have been thia, 

The Spagiricky refer this roa congealing Spirit, made of a peculiar and extraordinary mixtureut 


Humors, which ſince it ſeldom happeneth, the Diteale is very rare : Andrruly a ſimple Retrioer2 


tion cannot cauſe that concretion, for then in dead bodies, eſpecially m winter, the blood would al- 
wayes be thick inthe Veuns, buc wefind ic alwaieschin z; bur wemay tuppole that this Congealing 
Spirit is like that which cauſeth a Cacalepſis, or Congealation which makes the parts inflexible. 

The Chymiſts do acknowledge ſuch kind of Congealing Spwics to be in many Crearures, Vers 
tables, and Minerals ; ſuch as are reportedto be raiſed out of the Eanth, in ſome Hiſtories of »lenand 
Beaſts who have been Congealed by filchy vapors coming from Earch-quakes, or Den; to, chat char 

| bodies became preſently ſtiffe : And Cardanys faith, That ſuch ipirits are nn Thunder-boks, in hr: 
Hiſtory of che Eight Mowers, who Supping under an Oak were ſtruck ſtiffe, and remained as ar iirk, 
the one ſeeming to Eat, the other to reach the Por, and the other to Drink. 

The Signs to this Dileale by either are from the Subject which is more capable to receive ir; 'or from 
the Fic exther coming or prelent, or from the Cauſes that produce ir. 

The Subjeds which are moſt fit ro receivea Syncope are men who by ſome Natural Debility oc 

; Weakneſs from ſome Duleale, become faint-hearted. Women rather than Men, eſpecially in cher 
Terms, or wich Child: As alſochey who have fine Conſticutions, ſubjert co the Jaundice,” Spien, 
or Melancholly. 

Thelethings ſignifie that a Syncape 15 comming tothem whoare ſubject roi; Anxiery and ſudden 
diſturbance ot mind, heavinels mn the head, giddineſs, an apprehenſionof drrers colours, green, aud 
yellow, a ſudden and often change of the colour inthe face, and of che bearing of the Ptilte. 

When Leipothymy ks prelent the ſame (igns are, bur greater ; andrhtre is often a celd fiweat, 'asal- 
ſo the ſick complain of their tayatneſs. 

Bur theſe ſigns ſhew a Syncope, A ſudden pubeg ot al —_— a flow pulſe, low and at lkenga 
ſtoppinga pale and blewith face,coldneſs of al the body eſpecially externally; a coki'iwext el pecrally 
in the cemples, neck, and breaſt, trom whence che Difeafe s named. 

The ſigns of the Cauſesare commonly maniteft, for Feavers malignant, acute, ſyricopal or fair

When there is abundance of crude Humors you may know by the enlarging of the body, ( welling 
about the breaſt, a pale colour, black and blew, a imal, ub{cure, and unequal pulle. 

A twoonding by way of Sympathy from other parts, 1s known by the ſigns at chute parts affeGted ; 
fo chat it it come trom che ſtomach, that hath been diftempered with loathing, vomiting, gnawing, 
che mouth hath been biccer, and dry, and che like. The fame Judgemenc is to be taken in o:her 
parts : but it you lee nof1gn of any other part aftected, you may conclude chat it comes principally 

rom the heart. 

: Moreover, A Syncope 1s diſtinguiſhed from other Diſeaſes by ics proper hens. From an Epi- 
lepiy, becauſe thar hath a Convuliion, bur a Syncope not : From an Apoplexy, tecaule in that the 
breath is ſtopr, and there ts often ſnortmg, and che pulle is not much abac _ when Death is ac 
hand 3 bur in a Syncupe the Pulſe is almoſt gone, and che breath is izee. Ir 15d) inguithed irom the 
Mother, for in chat the breathing parts ave moſt affected, io that the Patient isalmoiſt ftcangled,buc 
the Pulle is not muchalrered, nor the colour ot theface, bur keeps irs natural completion, and tom- 
times is higher coloured ; bur in a Syncope the breath is not ſtopr, bur the pulle 15 almoſt gone, and 
the face 15 pale : Bur fomtimesaSyncope is joy ned with the Suftocation of the Mother, and then 
the Pulſe 15 not percerved. h 

The Prognottick of this Diſeaſe is firſt raken from Hippocrates, Aph.41. Set.2. They who o fren 
and violently faint without a manifeſt Caſe, do dieſuddenly. For as it is ſaid, a great Syncope doth 
quite rake away the ſtrengrh trom the hearr. 

A Syncope trom which a man 1s not recovered by Roſe Water thrown in his face, and Wine given 
rodrink with ſneezing-pouder pur into the Note 1s deadly. 

When one israiled trom a Syncope, health is not tobe promiſed z for if his Pulſe returnnor, buc 
his colour be wan, and he ſtill be cold, he wil quickly Relapſe, in which 1s danger, 

That 'Syncope which comes from mmoderate Evacuations, tear, ſorrow, or lome evident Cauſe, 
1s of leſs danger than that which comes from an internal Caule. 

As for the Cure, becauſe it comes trom divers Cauſes, it muſt be various. 

Bur of what Caute foever it come, in the time of the Fir theie are good, Lyingupon the back, 

' throwing of cold Water in the face, provokiug toneez, putcing of ſtrong Wine, Cinnamon, or un- 
ial Water, Aqua vicz, Cceleftis, and the like untothe mouth, holding of hoc bread tothe Nole, 
Joud calling and thaking, ſtopping of the Noftiuls, wringing of the Fuigers, pulling of the Ha, 
rubbing, binding, and cupping. = | 
Bur in cetpect of the Cautes which are divers, you muſt vary the Cure thus : 

If it come from want of meat, he wil be Cured wich ftrong Wine, and a Toaſt, or Sop: Allo 
with nouriſhing Broths, and Reftoring diſtilled Waters among other things, a dith of Eggs wick ſu- 
gar, Wineand Cinnamon delcribed in the following Chapter. 

If it come fromchinnels ofthe Humers by which the tpirits do eafily flie away, give him ſweer 
thingsand meats of good-juyce, and thickning z kthe pores ut the skinbe ſtop with Oylof Roles, 
and let the Pacienc ſtay ina cold place. 

It it:come from theMorher, you muſt give Medicines for that. 

If it come from ſome evil quality, give Cordials and Antidotes, ſuch as are preſcribed in malignant

If from poyſon, gre things roexpelic:. Firſt a Vomir, and then Treacle ;. and then if he feel 
burning or gnawmg 4n the Guts, let hun cake Milk or Butrer, or fat Broth, or cooling Cordual 
Porions.

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Chap. 2. Of the Palpitation, or Breathing 
of the Heart. 


A Sina m—_— the motion ofthe Heart is diminiſhed, fo in this Diſeaſe it is depraved. Tr is 
wrongly {tiled by ſome a rrembling of the Heart, when crembling 1s a paſtion of the Animal 
and voluntary motion, and 1s not proper to any parts but {uchas have voluntary motion. 
Galen in his Book of Frembling, Palpitation, and Counvultion, faich, That Paipitation comes c1- 
ly from the Diſeaſe thar is from the Caute which lifrech up, and depreſſerh che part, wichour any hcio 
ofthe Facuky ; but Trembhng comes partly trom the Faculty, parcly trom the Duteale. Hence 
is that many uſingthe word Palpitation inditferently co any part, think it is in the Heart, as 1 tie 
Skin and Mulcles, mn which it comes trom wind driven violencly thither : tor if the Heare be n:0:cd 
as a Bladder by water or wind, they ſuppoſe that robe a Palprration. Bur the reaſon is dittcrerc ; 
for the Skin and Muſcles cannor natwally dilate and contract themſelves, buc by Ditcaſes. Eur ie 
Heart hath a Natural Faculty co contract and dilate it ſelf, therefore a Palpitation cannot be wihout 
us motion. And they do in vain muſter up Galens Reaſons, to thought by them, to prove that che 
Pa}pication ot the Heart comes not by Nacure, bur by a Dileafe, or cauſe ofa Diteaſe. For Galen 
Th all choſe places ſpeaks of no other Palpitation than that which is in the Skin and other excenal 
parts,andnor of the palpication of the Hearc,whuch is of another Nature ; and Galen 2.de ſympr.caul. 
cap. 2. faith that the PaJpiration of the Heart and Arteries, is different trom that of the other parrs. 

| Therefore the Palpication of the Heart 1s an unmoderate and preternatural ſhaking of the part, 

i with a great Diaſtole or Duatation, ard a vehement Syſtole or concraftion which tomcunes is lo great 
that as Fernelius obſerves, it hath ofcen broken the Ribs adjoymng, & ſomtimesdifplaced them which 
are over the Paps z and (omrunes it hath ſo dilated an Artery forth into an Aneuritm as big as ones 

| fiſt, in which you might both tee and feel che pullation. 

? 'This unmoderate thaking of che Heart comes trom the Pullative Faculty provoked. 

Bur here may be objzeGted, That in Feavers all theie chings are found, tor this is an immoderate 
Syſtole and Diaſtole, by the provocation of che Faculty through ome troubleſom matter, or by ell” 
creaſe of heat m the Hearr. 

Tothis we aniwer, That the motion of the Heart in Feavers is diſtinguiſhed from Palpitacion,on- 
ly by usdzgrees, and the depraved morion of the Heart when it 1s vehement, is called Palpitarion; 
2 o 8 be not venement, it 1s called a quick, great, and {witt Pulſe, and is referred to the differen 
Or Fulles. 

Now the Efficient Caules of this Palptation may be referred ro Three Heads : Either it is ſom- 
what which trbublerh and prickerh ; or neceſlity of Refrigeration z or defett of Spuwus : which ewo G 
lateer may be referred to the encreale of Cuſtom. 

The Molefting Caule is nioft utual, fothat many Authors knew no other, the other are rare, and 
thar 1s excher a vapor or wid which troublerh the Heart eher in quantity or quality, or both.

Bur from more remore parts, vapors and wind are ſent to the Veutricies of the Heart ; as from the 
Scomach, Spleen, Mother, and che other parcs ot the lower Belly. | 

Many cimes a Vapor chat croublesche Heart by an cccule quality, arierh in malip1anc Fearers, 
Plans, and after Poylon, and tumtimes trom Worms puccuned, aid ihe cerms ſtopped trom corrurt 
{ed, or other purrid matter which do much fir up the Expuliive Faculry thereof. E 

Divers Huinors do mole#t the Heart, ercher with their quantity or quality ; fo roo m1ch Bland 
opprelling the Veins, Arceries, and Ventricles of che Hearr, to chat they cannot move t: ecly, mal:es a 
Palpication by hindering morion, which that the Faculty may oppote it moverh more viGleitly. Sg 
Water inthe Pericardium, being in great quaritity, doch comprets the iubſtance ofthe Hear ond +4 
Venericle, 10 that they cannot treely dilate themieivez. The tame do Humors flowing in abur:dar.c2 
roche Hearr, as it happens ſomriimes m Wounds, Fear, and Terror. | 

Humors offending in quality, hurt the Hearr, 1frhey be venemous, putrid, cotrupr, ſharp, or too 
hot, eſpecially burnt Cheller coming to the Hearr, and provoking ics Expultton, 

Allo Tumors, though ſeldom, caule this Dileate 3 as Intlamacion of the Hear:, ITpoſttumes, or 
Swelling in che Arteries of the Lungs ncer the Heart 3 which Gaſer tatth beicl Anp iter che Fhy ſis 
tan, 4 de,loc. aff. by wh:ch, atcer anunequal Pulle, he tell intoa Palputationand an A ſtnna, and fo 
died : fo Dodoneys reports that he tound a Callus in rhe wreat Arcery next tothe Hearr, which can= 
{ed a Palpitation for many yeers. Allo Tumors inch: Percardum, wh-cher they be wichenr 1n1= 
mors and icirrhus, or with humors1n them, as the Hydandes or watery Pu'tles, and liccle ſton:s, 
bones, and pieces ot theth are ſomrimes growing in the Hearr, which caute Palpitation. So Plater:s 
repars, that in one who had a long Palpitation, and died cherecti, there was found a bane in his 
Heart. Bur Scbenkzxs reports, that in a Prieſt who was trom lus youth to the ze of forty ewocrou- 
bled with a Palpitation, there was found in the botrom ot his Heart an Excteicens of tleh which 
weighed eight drams, and relembled another Heart. — Fog 

Ihe Second Caute of Palpiration 15 necetiicy of retrigeration, which is, when there is a Preter nas 
tural heat in che Heart, by which the Spirits are inflamed wichin, and therefore the mcr1on of the 
Heart and Arteries 15 encreaſed, that whar is ſpent, may be reſtored, and the heat cooled ; and this 
comes fomtimes trom an internal caule, which is rare, bur oftener of an external, as anger, vehement 
exercite, and the like. As Platerus obterved ma yorg man, who being hor andangry ac Tennis, tell 
mo a Palpitation of the Hearr, and fo died. | 

Therhird Cauſe, is the defect of Spirits which comes by hunger, watching, anger, Jo',, fear, ſhame, 
and great Ditcaſes, and other cauſes which do ſuddenly dullipate the Spwits, winch defect the Hearr 
laboring co repair, thar ic may beget more quick and pknritul, and tend chem unto che who! Lody 
tooner, ir doth enlarge irs motion, and make ic quicker. 

You muſt obterve for concluſion that it 15 more ordinary to ſee a Palpitation which comes by con- 
ſent from other parts, than from the Hearr it {elf : For it hath a content with all parts by che Veins 
and Arteries, by which, Vapors, Wind, and Humeors are fert. Which all ſhall be thewed in the 
Diagno!'1s tollowing : | 

The Diagnoſis or knowledg of this Duſcaſe, is direted either rothe Diſeaſe, or the Cauſes which 
produce ir. 

The Diſeaſe is ſubject to ſence ; ir may be telr with the hands, ſomrimes fecn and heard; fer the 
Artery may be ſcen to leap eſpecially m the Jugular. And Foreſts 1auth i may be heard, by an Ex- 
ample ofa yong man, that they who palled by mught hear icby laying chew Ear coche Window, 

Allothe Caulesarediltinguithed by their Signs : A hot diftemper 13 known by the greatneſs of 
the Pulſe and {wifcneſs, by a Feaver and heat ot the Breaſt, by greatand otren breathing, and delire 
of cold things. | 

Itthe Palpication come of wind, ic quickly comes and goss, and is prelentty raiſed by lictle mot i- 
on, and the Breath 1s dithculr, with erembling fomrimes at the knees, miſts 1n the Eyes, noife in 
the Ears, and ſomcimes pain of fome parr, which quickly 15 gon ; bur you muſt gather che Nacure 
andqualiry of the Vapor by the ſigns of che Humor which abounderh in any parc, becaule vapors do 
alwaiesariſe from Humors. 

Itthe Palpitation come from Humors in the Heart, the Diſeaſe doth nor come ſo ſuddenly, and 
continuerh longer, and you may know what kind of humor it is by the {igns ofthe Humor which a- 
bounds throughout the whol Body. And elpecially if it be trom Blood, from which ic mot ofcen 
Frocecdeth ; andthis is known by a divers and unequal Pulle, tomcimesgrear, fomcunes ſmal, flow, 
and (wife, ro which the Breathing anſwereth in proportion 3 the Patients heart {eemech robe bon: 
and oppretled, as appears by the exceeding heat, diſtenſion ofthe Veuns, rednels0i Face, the tine 
being Sprung, the Ape, Region, and Dier cauſing Blood ro abound. an 
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That which comes by conſent from other parts, is known by the proper ſigns of the parts affeQeq 
{o we know thar it is from the ſtomach, when there is want of Apperite, loathing, vomiting of bale 
Humors, and gnawing at the Stomach. A croubleſom breathing abour the Pancreas or Spleen, or a- 
ny other dileale of the Spleen, ſheweththat the matter lurketh there, trom whence the vapors fly tg 
the Heart 3 1o tupprellion of the Terms, and Hyſterical fits, declare chat ic comes trom the 
Wormnb. 

The Water abounding in the Pericardium is harder to be known, but we may conjecture, if the 
Pulle be weak and faint, and the Patient bemvuaneth himſelt, chat his heart as it were is fomumumes in 
W ater, and is {uffocated, andif ut be conſtanr, and he iclineto an Atrophy or Hetick. 

If malignant humors cauſe it, there will be great change un the Pulle, a loſs of ſtrength, ſcmrime; 
tainting, and other ſigns of maligntty. 

If it come froma Tumor there is remarkable variety in the Pulſe, and the motion of the Heart is 
different from the natural, very unequal and inordinate, and if the humor be hor, there will be 
great inflamation in the Body, great thirſt, dithculry of breathing and fainting will follow with 
death : but if the Tumor be hard, and in the Pericardium, the diſente is conftanc, and the Patierit de- 
cayes by degrees withour any manifeſt cauſe: it fleſh, or any more folid thing grow co the heart, 
there will be a continual Palpitation from the beginning of the Duleale tothe end of Life. 

Laſtly, You may know when it comes by want of Spirits, by the precedent cauſes, which deſtroy- 
ed the Spwits, and by the quick and {mal pulſe, and when it comes trom the leaft*labor or motion, 
Sormrimes the like betals them that are well from walking or other motion, wh a change of Pulle, 
anda a Palpication. - 

The Prognoſtick 1s to be taken thus : Ir 1s dangerous from the hinderance of the motion of the 
Heart, by which Lites preferved, and it brings Syncopes and death : For it is a true Oblervation of 
Galen, Com. Aph. 41. Sect. 2. and 5. de loc. aff. cap. 2. All chat in youth, or in declining age are 
troubled with che Palpitation of the Heart very much, die before they are old ; for the often Palpi- 
tation 1s a ſign that the Vital faculty was very weak. 

A Palpitacion by Propriety is worſe than by conſent, and ſomtunes deadly. And that which is 
of an internal, is worſe thanthat which comes of an external Cauſe, unleſs it be from poyton, or tome 
great wound. 

If ic come from a Tumor, or ſolution of Unity, ic is incurable. 

The Cure is various, accarding to the variety of the Cauſes : and firſt that which comes frouma pe- 
culiar diftemper of che Heart and Pericardwum, is incurable ; therefore we muſt look only at the 
Cure of that which is by conſent, which depends upon the divers difcaſes of the parts, whote Cure 
muſt be ſought in cheir proper _ $. 

Bur beſides thole Remedies which takeaway the Cauſe, you muſt uſe choſe which aſſwage the 
Symptomes by refreſhing the Hearr, and ſtreygrhening ir, and which diſcuſs the vapors which ariſe 
trom melancholly, or crude & waterifh Humors ; as Cordial Juleps,Opuares, Epithems, & Perfune;, 
which are preſcribed w weakneſs, and theſe thac follow. 

Takeot Conſerve of Balm, Roſemary-flowers, Borrage-flowers, and Clove-gilly-floroers, of 
each one ounce : Confettion of Acorns and old Treacle, of each one dram : the Poxder of Diam- 
ber, and Diamoſchi dulcss, of each one ſcruple : with the Syrup of Citron Barks maksarlOpiate, 
which let him tale often. 

Take of Bugloſs, Roſe, and 4" > hf, rem Water, of each two ounces : the ſyrup of Clove- 
gllly-flowers, one once and an half : Cinnamon Water balf an ownce : the ſpirit of Roſes two 
drams: Confettion of Acorns one dram : mix them and give two ſpoonfuls now and then. 

T his following Liquor which inmutateth the Juyce of Hearts deſcribed in the tollowing Chaptcr,

Lrchough Weaknels of Strength doth generally comprehend the hinderance of al Aftions, Ani- 
A mal, Vital, and Natural; yet more parcicularly it comprehend the Viral which are known 
by a Weak Pulſe : yer this Weakaels ulerh co be tound mn al great Diſeales, in which Naturedoth 
yeild or reſiſt the Caule. | gs | 

Therefore as in Palpitation the Action of the Heart that is Pullation is depraved, ſo in Weakneſs 
ic is diminiſhed. 

Which is the ſame with a Syncope, bur it differs in this, In a Syncope it is ſo little that it s hardly 

ceived 3 bur in Weaknels the Pulle is manifeſt and nor fo licele. 

In this alſo the Anumal Faculty is alwaies offended : Hence comes weak motion without hurt of 
the Brain, Nerves, or Muſcles, buc from the deteCct of Vical Spirits which are not 1o ſuſhciencly ſenc 
to the Head chat chey may be made Animal. 

The immediate Cauſe of Weakneſs is Defect of the natural hear and ſpirits from which the life 
and ſtrength of che parrs do depend. 

And this Defect is inevery part from the DeteCt of Vral Spirics, and heat flowing from che 
heart. 

Now the Vual Spiritsare DefeCtive, either becauſe they are not bred many z or becauſe they are 
diſlipated after they are Bred, or Corrupted, or Suffocated, as we ſaid ina Syncope, where there is 
this difference, That in a Syncope the Caules of Defect of Spwirs, do ſuddenly produce their effett ; 
but in Weaknels they operate ” degrees. And therefore in Syncopes and Leipothymia al the Vital 
Spirics almoſt, do ſuddeuly fail, bur in this there are fewer then ought robe communicated coevery 


rt. 

14 van When the Natural heat wants nor only adventitious heat, but alſo radical moiſture 
ro feed upon : it this moiſture be wanting aud dimuuſhed, che natural heat muſt be leſs, and che 
{trengrhabared. 

Now the Cauſes which hinder the ſpirics from being Generated, or maketh them diſperſe 
themſelves, or Corrupt, or Suffocate chem, are propounded in the Treatile of a Syn- 
cope. 

The Diagnoſis of this Diſeaſe needs no Explication becauſe it is manifeſt, and the Patients do 
complain of cheir Weaknels.

- Bur the ſtrengchning of che Hearr, and reſtoring of the vital ſpits are co be here declared ; fom- 
tunes to be preterred betore the Cure of the Cauſe, when death feems to be at hand : bur we muſt 
alwayes take heed leaſt when we encreale the ſtrengch we encreale the Caule of the Diſeale : and 
theretore J a hot Dileale you muſt ule more remperace Cordials, bur in a Cold Duale chole char 
are more hor. 

- Fuit then mix Cordials in his nouriſhment, as Confectio Alkermes, or Confetiode Hyacyncho 
in Broths, 'or with pleatane W ine or Cinnamon Warer, if there be great weaknels. 

_— berween two Diſhes a piece of a Leg of Mutton, after the skin and tac is taken off, and 
ater that let the Patient drink che Broth, being Gaines, at one draught. Or, ; 

lake tbe Fleſh of a Capon after tbe hin and fat is taken away, cat it in pieces, and prtit in a 
glaſſed Pot well Luted, and ſet it in Balneo Marze to boyl for five hours, then let the Panent take 
Iwo or three fpoonfutls of be Liquor in all bis Broths. Fx 
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Or you may make a diſtilled Water thus : 

Take a Capon or an Hen, after the (yn is taken off , and the fat, cut it in pieces ; then 
powr pon it Water of Bugloſs, Borrage, Sorrel, Roſes, and Orange Flowers, of each balf 
a pound: the Poud-r of three Sanders, Aromaticum Roſatum, and Cinnamon, of each haif 
an ounce : yellovo Fanders one ounce : Lemmons ſliced, three. Diſtill them according to art wolnch 
muſt be given every hour by the ſpoonful. 

The Juyce of Legs of Mutton only 1s of much ule. 

Halfroaſt a Leg of Mutton, and flaſh it upon the Spit z, rake the Juyce and boyl ita little in the 
diſh, and give it exther alone, or with Broth, or with Y olks of Eggs. 

Valeriola doth much commend the Juyce taken our ot Sheeps Hearts. And Zacutys Lucitanus 
confirms it by his Experience, ſaying, That he with this only Medicine a month continued, cured a 
rich man, whootten {w ouned through weaknels of the Vital Faculty, and retolution of the Blood 
and Spirits, when many other Medicines had been uied m vain. 

The Juyce is thus taken torth : 

Slit the Heart of a Sheep or Goat in the middle, then wath it well, and laſt waſh it with Roſe 
Wacer ; then cur it in fliees and pur it inaglafſed Vellel with a few Cloves, and no other Liqucr. 
Andafter the Pot is well luted, pur ic into che Oven atter it 1s drawn, till the Juyce come torth, 
Give this co the Patient codrink. 

The Iralians uſe Caudles of Y olks of Eggs, Wine, Sugar, and Cinnamon, which is very reſto- 
rative. 

Zacutus Lrcitanus makes a fine diſh of twenty T olks of Eggs 3 as you may ſee in the 107, Ob- 
ſervation, Lib. 2. of his Admirable Practice. 

You may make Cordial Juleps thus : 

Take of the Water of Bugloſs, Roſes, fand Orange flowers, of each one ounce : Syrup of Apples 
and Lemmons, of each balf an ounce: Confettio Alkermes one dram : Cinnamon Water two 
drams. *Ma'g a Fulep. 

Or make this tollowing mixrure : | 

Take of winte $gar tro ounces : moiſten it well with the beſt Cinnamon Water ;, then put to 
it as much Spirit of Vitriol as is ſufficient to make it ſharp ; then ad of the Eſſence of Cinnamon 
four drops z, the Eſſence of Mace, Nytmegs, and Annis ſeeds, of each three drops ; the Eſſence of 
Cloves two drops. Mix them, and take it either by it ſelf, or in Broth. 

You may alſo makea reſtoring Opiate thus : 

Take of Conſerve of Roſes, Bugloſi, Borrage, and Clove gilli-ſlowers, of each one ounce : Ci- 
tron Barks, and Nutmegs candied, of each three drams: one candied Myrobalan; Confettio 
Alkermes balf an ounce : the Spirit of Roſes, and Eſſence of Citrons, of each balf a dram : the 
Ef-nce of Cinnamon ſux drops : With the Syrup of Apples make an Opiate ; take it often. 

This Water following excellent : 

Take of the Felly of Harts-born dravon with white Wine, four pints : the Blood of a Lamb and 
a Calf clenſed with the hands from all fibres, of each trwo pints : Muſchadel, Canary, and Mala- 
go Wine, of each three pints: of Calfs Hearts cut in pieces four : Crums of new white Bread 
dipped in Milktwo pound and an balf , the Fuyce of Balm one pint and an half : Roſe and 
Orange Flower Water, of each oue pint : great Citrons ſliced three : Cinnamon four ounce!: 
2ALice one ounce : Put them in a large glaſs Still, and ſtill them in Balneo Marix. 


You may make a moſt excellent and precious Cordial Warer after this manner : 

Take of Amber:greeſe two drams : DMusk two ſcruples : gra Aloes one dram and an half: 
tbe vobite part of Benjamin three drams : after they are bruiſed and mixed, put them into Spirit of 
Wine, and ſetting them upon a gentle fire dravo out the Tinfiure fully ; and then filter off the L- 
quor, and draw off ba'f the 5pirit with an Alembick upon the aſbes with a very gentle fire ; ke) 
the Liquor cloſe ſtopped in a Glaſs, with a Corkwaxed over, and a bladder ; of which you may giv* 
two, three, or four drops in Brotb, or in Juleps, or in tbis following Syrup.

depraved,1it is called ungs, or Pica, or Malacia : Too great deſire of Drink 


zs called Sitis Morboſa : Theſe Diſeaſes mentioned do concern the attrattive Fa- 
crlty, they which concern Concottion, as it is diminiſhed,abolliſhed, or depraved, are —_ 
ded under the name only of Concot#ion hindered ; if the Retentive and Expulſive Faculty be hurt, 
it —_ in Vomiting and Hickocks : There are divers kinds of Vomitings according to the divers 
Condition and nature of the Matter Vomited forth. And becauſe the Stomach xs of exquiſite ſence 
of Feeling by reaſon | the famous Nerveit hath from the ſixth Conjugation, it is therefore as other 
ſenfible Parts, ſubjef$ to pains; and it bath ſomtimes Tumors, (as - parts) and 1 ons, 
Impoſthumes, and Ulcers. That therefore we may in this Book explain all the Ordinary Diſ- 
eaſes of the Stomach, we will Comprebend it in Eleven Chapters. The Firſt, Of Inappetentia, 
or Loathing of meat.

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Chap. 1. Of Want of eAppetite, or Loathing 
of «Meat. 


Nappetentia, and Loathing, 1s either from the aboliſhed or diminuſhed Action of the ftomach : 
I When is Aboliſhed it 15 called Anorexia, & Apoſitia : but when it is Dununthed ir is called 
Drſorexia, but by Cuſtom Anorexia, & Apoſitia are uſed for both. 

The Caules of this Diteaſe are divers, which chat we may bring into Order, let us conſider the 
Natural Caulcs of Hunger or Appetue : Theſe are called by Galen, lib. x. de {ymp. caul. cap. 7. 
Sympromes : and are Five, The F iſt whereof 1s emptineſs of the parts. The Second is the Natu- 
ral Appetite of thole pars to emptied. The Third is the Sucking and Attraction cf the Melaraick 
Veins mn the Stomach and Guts. The Fourth 1s the ſenſe of their fucking in the Sromach. The 
Fifch is che Animal Appetite web c@meth from the Nerve in the mouth of the ſtomach winch comes 
from che Brain, and 15 endued with great ſenſe and feeling. As allo the Melanchollick Humor which 
comes trom the Spleen ro the mouth of the ſtomach, which wich irs ſharpneſs gnaws the mnmoſt Tu- 
nicle of the ſtomach, and 1s hike ſawceto (tir up Apperite ; which thatuc may be natural, it 1s neceſſa- 
ry that al thoſe Caules be mn Order 3 for it there be any faule in either, then there isa hurt or hindes 
rance of Apperie. 

Therefore che Firſt Cauſe which is Emptineſs of Parts, it it be wanting there isno Attraſtion 
made by them from other parts and the ſtomach, and fo there 1s no Appetite : now this Emptinels is 
wanting either when the partsare filled with plenty of crude juyces, by realon of gluctony or drun- 
kennels ; or for want of exerciſe, or uſual evacuations, or whenthere ws to much tat chat ir is ſuth- 
cient to nourith che parts : Alfo the great ſtoppage of the pores ot the ckin, doch hinder the empti- 
neis ofthe parts : or great weakuels of the natural hear, ſo that can dulperſe none or bur lictle of the 
{ubſtance of the Parts : or the calling of that heat to the concoction of the macter of a Diſeaſe wher- 
by the nouriſhment of Parts is neglected, as in Feavers. 

The Second Cauſe 1s Natural Appetite, and the Arttrattion of nouriſhment tothe ſtomach; and 
this is depraved when the Parts though empty, wil not draw by the veins, by reaſon they have loſt 
their ſtrengch,. buc languiſh and torger their duty : As happeneth in acuce, malignant, peſtilencial, 
{ynteCick, and heCtick Feavers : And 1n umnn.oderate evacuations, as mn Flux of the Liver, Womb, 
Hamorrhoids , Bleeding at the Noſe, Great Sweat, much Lechery, long Faſting, and the 
like. 

The Thud Cauſe is, The AttraGtion of the ſtomach by the Meſaraick Vems, which uſeth to be de- 
praved by ſtoppage of thole veins, by which means the empry Parts cannot attract their Chylus, nor 
make the mouth of the ſtomach ſenſible : to we may perceive in Children troubled with Struma, 
to conlumeby a long Flux of Chyle, by reaſon al the Meſentery 15 tull of Glands whuch ſtop ics 
Vems, and hinder the patlage of the Chyle co the Liver, by which means it is ſenc halt concocted 
torch by liege, and the Parts are deprived of their nece(lary nouriſhmenc. 

The Fourth and Fitch Caules, which are Senſe of Sucking, and Animal Apperice, do require a 
good dilpoſi1tion mn the ſtomach, brain, and nerves : Theretore whatſoever can alcer cheir dipoutions 
may allodeſtroy Appetite z ſo every great diſtemper of the belly, efpecially if ic be hor and dry, 
doch hinder Appetite. Great heat by diſperſingche moiſt tubſtance of the ſtomach, doth rake away 
Apperitez as alio great Cold not only po!itive as when the bowels are ſocold char they areſtupited 
by Air, Water, Froſt, Snow, andthe like; bur allo privacive, when che native heat is ſpent, which 
Galen cals Naicolis or Stupefaction, as by long bleeding, feavers, and the hike, by which che ſtrengeh 
of the ſtomach and other Parts is conlumed. Evil alto and corrupe Humors; whether hot or cold, do 
cauſe want of Appetite : The hot are chollerick, aduſt, purrid, or virulent, whether they ace 
bred in the ſtomach for want of Concottion, or broughe from other infirm Parts. 

"The Cold Humors are, Flegmy and Slimy, gathered inthe ſtomach by evil ConcoQtion, or co- 
ming from the whol body, as 1m them who by otten V omirtings bring the corruption of ocher Parts 
uito the fromach, | 

Or from the Brain by Catarrhs in which the ſtomach uſerh tobe troubled wich Flegm : The ſup- 
preſſion ot the Terms and Hzmorrhoids alſo, by choaking and {moothering che natural heat do alla 
duninuth the Appetite. 

Moreover, Lhe diſtem per of the Brain and Nerves Cauſe chat the Sucking is not felc in the ſtomach 
in them who have loſt or depraved the Animal Faculty ; cherefore they are 1iick un mind, as in an As 


Poplexy, Lechargy, Phrenzy, Madwels, and the like 3 az alſo ina Pallie by reaton of che Obſtruction 
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of the Nerve of the ſixth Conjugation which comes tothe Stomach, or by reaſon of the ſtupefattion 
thereof, by the ule of cold and narcorick things. 7 | 

The knowledg of this Diſeaſe is manifeſt, for che Patient will complain of his wane of apperite, 
and loathing of Mear. Bur che ſigns of the Caules are partly maniteſt, and paitly to be diicoyered 
by arr. 

o d firſt, they which cauſe the want ofemprineſs, are known by former high feeding, repleti 
want of exerciſe, or evacuation, long ſleep, and other Cauſes of crude Juyces ; as allo it the Lady be 
full, and the Veins twoln. Alto the chickneſs of the Skin ligratierh che tame, for that hinders the 
diſperiing of the nouriſhmenc, as allo ſome greac diſcale in {ome particular part, by whuch chere ig 
ditperling of the Natural heat in the whol body, 10 that it 1s {o weak that it cannot concodt the 
nourithment brought tothe parts, and (upply ws wants. | 

1 heligus of the ſecond Cauſeare maniteſt, namely acute, malignant, peſtilential, and ſynreRtick 
Feavers, firong evacuations, aud other Caules, by which there 15a greac decay of Natural hear in 
the parts, {o that they cannar attract neceſſary nouriſhment. 

heipns of the third Cauſe are obſtructions, whole tygns are known in the diſeaſes of the Liver, 
Spleen, and Melencery. 

The 1igns of che :ourchand fifth Cauſe, need a more curious ſearch, and firſt hear in the Pracordia, 
eſpecially in che S:omach, thirſt, dryneſs, and bitrernels of the Toiigue and Jaws, and a Feaver, do 
fignitie a hot diſtemper of the ſtoiuach, and abundance of Choller. And it chis hot humor do flow 
from ocher parts, che ducate of i ha. part will ſhew 1t, as intlamation of the Liver, or other 
Bur if no ocher part ſeem to uffer, you muſt con;ecturechac the tault 15 mn the Stomach, or that e« 
vilmeats have been received. 1o thele are joyned Cardialgia, Heart-icalding, Naulea or loathing, 
Vomiting, and Purging, the Nacure of which humocs are known by what is lent forch. A cold di- 
temper and much tlegm is know! by cooling Caules atore going, or ſuch as dilperſe the Natural 
hear, and exringwth ic 3 as ahio iro the Lence of weight in che Sromach, from ſharp belching, a 
trom a itimy thick humor tent out of the mouch, or by ſtool.

Epid. either from evil Hu ors in the Mouth of the Stomach, ot 
from the loſs of the Facul:y, whole duty it was co be tentible of che want of nouriſhient, and cone 
ſequently crodelire ir. So Hipp. in 1 Epid. faich concerning men ur Contumprions that died m the 

cimeofan Epidemical diſeaſe, they alwaies abiorred meat and drink. And to Galen,Comment. in 
3. Epid. faith that he hath ſeen many ina Plague rrme which could take no ſuſtenance, and died: 
Bux tome who were ſtronger, aud crook courage, and did eac, recovered. Soun Hzpp. 3. Epid. SeR.r. 
#8. 2. Hermocrates, whodied the twenty teventh day, abhorred meat all the t1me, and in tbe 
dates could not taf#. And Sect. 2. of the tame Book, Agr. 6. Euryanactis ber daughter, abhorred 
meat all the while, and dranknothing wort ſpeaking of, died about relve daies after. 

Bur we muſt obſerve, that loathing of neat 1s tad it x come from the deſtruction of the Natal 
hear : but it is Got fa dangerous if x come from abundance of evil humors, and Cacochymia z as you 
may (eoun Hipp. 7. Bpid. by the Son of Cleomenzs, who without a Feaver abhorred meat for two 
months, through abundance of cxude and viicid ttegm, which he at laſt vomiced up. So in the be- 
guning of Diteates, and epeclly of Feavers, want of Apperite xs not fo dangerous, becaule then 
Nature being buſie abour the concoGting of tilchy humors, 1s called from her ulual defize of mear. Bur 
after, when the Feaver is appealed, and the humors that cauſed the Diſeaſe being ipeng, ſhe rerucus 
co her old cuſtorn. | 

In Children, want of Appetite is worſe than in others, becauſe thei ſubſtance is moiſt, and eaſily 
duhpared, and requiresmore ute of nouriſhment coreſtore chem. 

In men recovered of a Diſeate, loathing threatenerh a rcelapic, by reaſon the reliques of the Diſcafe 
caule ut. pn#-4 

Ina continual Diſeafe, loathing and (incere dej<&ions are evil. Hipp. Aph. 6. Sect. 7. loathing 9 
an evil iign in long dileales : butchey who are hike co efcape, have the contrary ; that is, a good app© 
rite. Bur lincere dejections coming, do cautea worie Prognoftick z becaule Hz ppocrates under” 
Rands by fincere dezeCtions, tuch as heve no hutnidity mixed with them, when che humor alone with” 
our ally Water, is caft torch, whether holler or Melancholly ; tor cheie ſtools do thew thac all the 
Natural humidity 1s burnc up by che heat of the Feaver. 

In lonp Difeales ofthe Guts, loathing of mear isevil, and with a Feaver worſe ; Hipp. Aph. 3- 
Sece. 5. when there are de<pandtpucrrd Lees in a dytentery, the Stomach ſuffering with che _ 
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dothno: well conco&t, which offence ariſing higher, affedts the mouth of the Stomach with loathing. 
| Thereare {ome in Dyſenteries, whoabhor meat trom the beginning of che Diſaafe, by reaſon of che 
evil humors which come from the Liver ; tor the ſupertfuous part of them comes forh#yhdarh'of the 
Sromach, which 15 not alwates dangerous. Bur in long Diſeates when ic is ſo, there Fathtta putrt- 
faftion about che Ulcer, or a great Inflamation, both which are deſperate. 0 

The Cure of this Dileale, 1t1r come trom the diſtemper ot ocher parts, muſt be by th* Cure of ic. 
Bur if ic come only froma taulc in the Stomach, it 15 to be reduced toa hot orcold diſtempet joyned 
with matter. 

A hot diſtemper is to be cured firſtby purging of Chuller genrly and ofren. Andthis tray be made 
of Rhubarb, Myrobalans, Tamarinds, Syrup of Roles, or ot Succary with Rhubarb ; Or if the Patt- 
ent be 1ubject ro vomiting, you mult give him a gencle one. 

The ſame Humor is to be alcered with Juleps or cooling Broths, in which you muſt nor omic the 
Spiric of V icr1ol or Sulphur ; becaule all ſharp chings do nor only allay Choller, bu: provoke an ap- 
perice. Hence ic 13 that we ule Sallers in Summer, to provoke appetite. 

Or you may alcer and purge this Humor at once with a convenient Apozeme, to which, for rhe 
S:omach, ad half a handful ot Sea Wormwood, and halt an ounce of Citron Mycobalans. 

Afcer Purging, Marmalad of Quinces 1s good to ſtrengthen the Stomach ;, or the Syrup mixed 
with Syrup of W ormwood, the Lozenges of Diamargariton frigid, or Triafancalon, or Diarrhodon 
abbatis, it chere be a ſuſpicion of Obſtruction. Or this Opiate : 

Take of Candied Lettice, and Guords, of each one ornce : Conſzrv2 of Sorrel, Roſer, Snccory, 
and Bugloſs, of each half an ounce : red Sanders, Cora',and Pearl prepared, of each half a dram : 
the Troches of Spodiuem and Sorrel ſeeds, of each one (cruple. With Syrup of Lemmons make an 
Opiate, of which let him take the quantity of a ſmal Nut morning and evenmg,drin';ne after a litil: 
Wine and Water. 

Anoinrt the Sromach-ourwardly with this Oyntrent, 

Take of Gyl of Roſes, Myrtles, and Quances rwajſh:d with Vinegar of Rojes, of each two ounces : 
all the Sanders, red Coral, Coriander ſeed preparzd, and :d Poſes, of each one dram : grana Ker- 
mes and Spodium, of each half a dram : white Wax 4; much as is ſufficient. Make a Liniment, 
with which anoint the Stomach with your warm hand on.y twice or thrice in a day, putting in a 
little Boſe Vinegar at the ſame time. mn 

Or lay on a Roſe Cake ſprinkled with Roſe V inegar, or ſteeped therein, which you muſt remove 
betore it groweth hot. ) 

Laſtly, In che conriuance of the Diſeaſe a Bath is good rwice or thrice uſed, by which many are 

hc ro their tormer apperires. 

Vinegar, andall tharp things are good with their mear. | 

A loathing cometh troma cold dittemper, when flegmy melanchollick humors are gachered into 
the Stomach, and hinder its oihce z or being drawn trom all other parrs of the Body, as in them who 
uling to votnir, draw the impurity of other parts tothe Stomach, or trom the Brain, Spleen, and Mo- 
ther, and orher parts. 

In the Cure hereof, you muſt firſt look at the diſtemper of the parts from whence they come, 
which muſt be amended wich Remedies laid down i their proper Chapters.

If this Diſeaſe comes from flow, ſlimy Flegm, before Purging you muſt diſſolve it with Honey g: 
Roſes, and el, with ſyrup of Hyſopand the like, wich a cutting and clenſing DecoCtion.

"FJ Aving in the former Chapter ſpoken of Appetite diminiſhed and aboliſhed, now we ſhall ſpeak 

of it depraved.' And chis is done rwo waies : When it either offendeth in quanticy or quality, 

Ic offends 10 quantity when nouriſhment 15 required im a grearer quantiry than Nature would ; and 

this is called Bozrlimia, or Dogs Apperite : Ir offends in quality when things are required which are 

evil, or are not food, and this is called Pica or Kztta. Otthe hiſt we ſhall ſpeak in this Chaprer, d 
the laſt in the Chapter tollowing. 

The 'word Boxlimia comes apo tore bore kat Eimou, becauſe the Particle Bore put to other 
words, cncreale the {ignification, as it it were compared to the greatnels of an Ox. Ir 1s alſo called 
Phagedaina, Which word is given to Ulcers which eat' the fleth and enlarge, and therefore called 
Ulcera Phagedaina, that is, ſpreading Ulcers. Now it is called Fames Canina, or Dogs Appe- 
tite, becaule chey who have t are hungry as vey | 

Bur you may oblerve that theſe ewo words,' Botthmia, and Fames Cantina, are ſomtimes con- 
founded, and uſed tor che ſamething : and fomrumes diſtinguiſhed, to thar it is called Fame Ca- 
1ina, when after niuch teeding they vomir like Dogs. Bur tome purge rather thanvomir, when Nx 
ture chroweth down that which it cannot concolt. In Boulimia, vomit doth not follow, bur ſon- 

times Liporhymia. There are ſome who feed ag + and yer vomit nor, nor purge, but concott 
all, and if they have not-preſently more, are lick. As Sennertys reports of a Scholler, who was black 
colored, who eat nor only mn the day, but night, and digeſted it wirhour vomiting 3 he could nor be 
ſatisfied with delicate mears, bur required grois, and therefore would cat no Bakers Bread, bur iuch 
as the Country people made, ahdawould ear as many raw Parinips ina Summer morning as could te 
bought for {ix pence, without damage. 

Hence ic appeats chatthns diſeale 15a Symprome of an action depraved, in reſpe&t of quamiy, 
which action being encrealed, is called Dog-like,. or an Appetite beyond Narural Meaſure. The 
part affected is chietly the: mouth of che Sromach.

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The want of Food, by reaſon whereot the Veins do continually ſuck from the Scomach, eicher ir 
comes from roo great Evacuation by bleeding, purging, vonuring, tweating, and the like, or from too 
great a Conſumption of the alumentary iubſtance, by realon of ——_— heat of the parts, oc 
the chinnels of the humors, and body, and looſnels of the pores, Watchings, baths, immoderate exec- 
ciſe, muchvenery 3 all which do dulſolve che ſubſtance, making humidity 3 and by theſe emprinels 
being cauled, and want of tood, the meat is carried from the Stomach ſooner than ic ought. 

Alſo this Fames Canina, or Dogs Appetite, may come from Worms which devour the Chylus; 
as Trallianus reports, Itþ. 7.cap. 4. ofa Woman in this Dueale, whuch voideda worm twelve Cubirs 
long by the uſe of Hiera, and was cured. 

The Hermerical Phylitians do lay down another cauſe ofthis wonderful Appetite, nawely, a cer- 
tain difſolving Spirit begot in the Body, which by an inharenc property doth to readily contun.e 
wharloever meat 15 taken, {o that it doth not allow Naturea lawtul and neceffary bound ofnouriſh- 
meur. This they calla hungery devourmng, falc, ſharp, vitrivl Spirit. For ſay they, as from divers 
Salts, Vurriol, Nuer, common Salt, and Salc Armoniack, with the like, Aqua fortis 15 made by Chy- 
miſtry, which willdiffolve the hardeit Scones, Mertals, into Liquor 1na thort time; 19 thac Gold 
which will not be diſſolved ina month by a ſtrong tice, in a quarcer of an hour will be difſolved in 
Aqua regia, and be turned into a Liquor of che lame color. 

This Doctrine is on beexamined ; for as the digeſtion of the Stomach in ics Natural con- 
d:ton hath ſorathing to be ured by the curious Searchers into Nature ; 1o the tame being made 
pcerernarural hath ſomehing co be wondered ar. :

And therefure the more witty Hermets lay that there 1s a certain Spirit or acide Liquor ſen trom the 
Spleen into the Sromach, which diflolverh the tolid nouriſhment, and ſhortly converteth i ico Chy-= 
lous Liquor, and chat 1s the principal Inſtrument ofdigeſtiun. And tome conjecture that this may 
be made, becaule Birds who digett the hardeſt nourithmenc have a Spleen round about theu Maw 3 
tor the fleſh which is tound about their Sromachs 15 lixe the (ſubſtance of a Spleen ; from whence there 
$4 morenoble ute of the Spleen than what is allowed by che Ancients, who ſaid that it was only for 
the pirging of the grofſer tort of Elood ; becauie according to this opinion it ſerveth tor concottion 
otmeat. LCherefore1tthe Spurit or ſharp Liquor which comes trom the Spleen when ic is un ics Natu- 
ralcondition, makes a natural and moderate digeſtion ; the tame ſpirit being alcered from its natural 
condirton and defiled, or made tharper or more diffolving, ir will tooner ditfolve folid nouriſhmenc ; 
and when chey are fo difſolved and thrown trom the Stomach, it wil make a new immoderate Appe- 
tire, Wedo not conclude that this new Doctrine 1s certain and nndoubted , bur we only ſhew ic 
that (old wits way examine 1t., And we will calk of it again when we ſpeak of che caules of che hin- 
derance of Concocticn.

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Soa Dop Appetite continuing with Vomiting andgreat Purging is dangerous, for ic uſeth to

As for the Cure, becauſe Fames-Canina fur the moſt part takes irs Original from Melanchg}. 
lick :nd Flegmatick Humors faſtefied in the Mouth of the Sromach ; therefore Medicines muſt 
princi pally be duected cothem 3 ſuch as do empty and change the Humors and alſo ſtrengrhen the 

art affected. 
n You muſt Evacuate by Vomit or Stool with Medicines Preſctibed in the Cure of Want of A 
tite from a Cold Cauie ; for although thele Diſeaſes are contrary, yer come they from the ſame 10 
mors, different in the degrees of Coldneſs, and {econd Qualities, and fuch as diverſly affect ths 
Stomach. 

Altothe Remedies there Preſcribedto heat the Stomach and ſtrengrhen ir both internally and ex- 
rernally are excellent, becauſe they not only correct the Cold Diſtemper, but dry and caule thirſt ; 
and thirſt coming,hunger is diminuthed. 

Moreover, Wine plencitully taken afſwageth hunger, according to Hippocrates, Aph.21. Se&.z 
And elpecially the Spirit of Wine, or Aqua Vuz. 

They do properly ſtay Hunger which do much moiſten the Stomach, relax ir, and aſſwage the 
tharpnels ot humors. As al Fat things and Oyls, as Villanovanus repores, That one thus diteaied dd 
eat a hot Loat dipp'd im Oylz and a Woman drank themelred Sewer of anOx wich as much wam 
Oyl at Twice, and both did fo Dildain Meat, That they eat nothing in Five Dayes, and wee 
Cured, 

Narcorick Medicines by Dulling the too exquiſite ſenſe of the Sromach, do leſſen this Diſeaſe; and 
new Treacle is moſt uſual for ic becauſe beſides its ſtupitying quality it duth correct the malignity of 
the Humors which is ſome caule thereot.

caand Malacia, area depraved Appetite; by which, evil, unproficable, and hurtful things are 
delired. 

Ir is called Fytta or Pica from the bird called a Pye, eicher in regard of che variety of colours, « 
becauſe it eateth lumps of Earth, tor Women in this Diſcate uſe roeat Earth and Chalk, and the like: 
It is called Malacia by Pliny, for thele Women through Weaknels ot mind, and tenderneſs, want tha 
right andnatural Apperite. 

This Diteale comes of evil corrupt Humors, which are gathered into the Sromach by reaſon of ts 
hurt ConcoRion, or elſe ſent from other parts. 

Flegmatickand Melanchollick People are moſt diſpoſed for the produQtion of theſe Humors, e 
foecially Women, to whom this le {eems proper and pecuhar 3 alchough ſomcimes Boyesand 
Men, thorgh teldom have che ſame? Eating of evil Diet doth cauſe this, want of any natural Eva- 
cuation, eipecially of the Terms, Sadnels, Diſtemper of the Liver and Spleen, Obſtruction and 
Weaknels, divers dileales of the Womb, and the like. 

Thele Vitious Humors according to the divers degrees of diſtempers and other diſpoſicions havea 
diverle nature, trom whel.ce come divers appetites of evil chings : For ſince tom Humors are crude 
and inconcocted, others burnt, and aduft ; tome require fowr things, ſharp, bitter, and very cold, 1o 
that they are delighted with the continual uſe of uuripe Fruits, Vinegar, Juyce of Lemons, Pome- 
granats, and Orenges, cold Warer, Snow, Ice, and he like. Others delire Earthy, Dry, and Burnc 
th.ngs, as Gloves, Cumamon, Nurmegs, and other Spices, Salt-Athes, Chalk, and the like. 

T his Diſeaſe 15 Common co Women in the Chlorolis, or Green-ſicknels; ro Women great with 
Child; and fuchas have cheir Terms ſtopped ; which ſtaying in the Body corrupr, and alcen- 
dingdointect the Stomach, trom whence its Aﬀtions are depraved, and chietly the Appetuce is caken 
trom its natural Condition. 

Boyes are ſomtimes troubled herewith, and eſpecially if chey ace born of a Woman that hath che 
Chlorotis : Nor are men altogether free trom it, alchcugh ic happen ſeldom ; and they are eipecial- 
Iy croubled therewuh who are Melanchollick, have Obſtrutions, or wane their uſual Flux of che 
Haxmorrhoids.

19. {peaks chus, When there is an evil Hu- 
mor gathered in the ſtomach, differen: in quality from ts ovon nature, then it doth require things 
contrary to it ;, therefore ſome deſire Clay, Coals, Earth, Loam, Chalk and the like, by reaſon of the 
ality that is inthem, to dry uþ and cut that which is contrary to the quality of rhe 'Humors: Bur 
chey who are i health deſire judicially rather things like, than contraries; for (ince fancy is much un- 
loyed in ftirruyg up of Apperice, and is much ſtirred up tram che diipoſirion ofthe rody, it ispro- 
Fable thac the humor predominating ſhould move rhe fancy to defire things like unto ic 3 For as chol- 
lerick nien both 1n time of health and ſickneſs, do dream of Fireand Anger : and Flegmarick men of 
Snow, Ice, and Waters : the Apprehenfion of which things proceeds from che Humors predomina= 
ting inthe body : So when the ſeat of Appetite the mouth of the Stomach ts affetted by toul humiors 
there long concinuing, they do imprint their ſ1militudes in the Fancy which ſtirs up the Appere to 
delirechings like it though never to contrary to reaſon, which is now overcome by the force ot ima- 
narion. 

Moreover, If things contrary to the diſeaſe cr its cauſe were deſired by the continual uſe thereof, 
the diteale would be cured ; daily experience confirmeth chis. 

By which we are taught, That Virgins inthe Green-lickneſs, and Women with Child, dofor the 
moſt parr deſire thoſe things which are agreeable ro therr preſent Diſtemper and evil Habic, to char 
they who have Salr and Aduſt Humors long for Coals, Salt, Spices, and the like : buc they who have 
Melancholly or Salt Flegm predominating , delire Vinegar, green Fruits,and che like. 

As forthe Authority of Galen, tome wholly reject it 3 ſaying, Thar if it were crue, That Difſeaſed 
Dilpolitions ſhould deſire cheir Contraries, al ſick men, ot evil Habir, would deiire Mear of good 
nouriſhment 5 which is not true, for we often ſee chat tick men defire evil meats, and refule good : 
and we {ee that bodies inflamed, whether they are 1na preternacural ſtare, as in Feaversz or in a na- 
tal, as by violent exercile, require cooling. : RS 

Same defire to Reconcile this Opinion of Galens, ſaying, That im this Pica the diſtemper 

the Scomach is habicual and connarural, and therefore doch caute an Appetite hke coa narural, 
whichsfor things like ic z which may be thas explained, When we ſay that every natural cemper 
dothrequire the like, and every preternarural the contrary ; che laft is ro be underſtood of diftem- 
pers which come without overflowing moiſture ; tor they whuch are with much moiſture when nt is 
iucked up by the runicles of the Stomach, do rather delire rhings like the moiſture wich which they 
ae wet, bh che Humor which now pierceth al the Tunicles alchough it be noxious, yer it is nor 
roubelome : On the contrary, when the humor only poſleiſerh part only of the Sromach, or is on- 
yin che borrom, the Stomach deſires the contraty co thar which is offentive unto ic 3 bur it it poſ- 
ſis the whol Stomach, and be foaked into irs Tunicles, then the natural Faculty ts deſtroyed and ſo 
Gunged, chat it doth nor deſire any thing bur what is like co the Humor fo ſoaked in, and 1o is may 
tecightly {aid char rhe humors was become as it were connatural. 

Tlaterus and Sennertus doeaſily tree chemielves from chele ditficulries, by flying to an occule qua- 
lty, and they take occation from hence, it the Patients ſo affected ſhould require things tike coche 
cGule of the diteaſe, then by rhe plentiful uſe of them che diſeaſe would be exceedingly encreaſed, bur 
ve.cethat chey wil devour Chalk, Clay, Coak, and the like craftf, and receive nor the leaſt huce 
thereby, by which men chart are ſound would be almoſt killed. 

Moreover, They ſay that Women with Child wil often void fale and fowr humors, and yer not re- 
quue talt or ſowr things, but che contrary.

As tothe Prognoſtick; This Diſeaſe rs Chronical, of continuance, bur not very dangerous, if the 
Body by Nature or Arc may be brought co its old condicion, which 1s not very dilhculc. For in ting 
the Humor offending may be ſenc forch by vomiting naturally, or by Medicines : and che Terms 
H<morrhoids ſtopr, which cauſed chis diteaſe firſt, may i rime be diicharged 3 which if n 
and Nature ſinks under the burden, great diſeales tollow : For when che tisft ConcoGtion is hurt, ic 
3s neceſſary thar the lecond and third be corrupted, from whence come great ObſtruCtions, evil ha- 
bics, and dropiies. Or it the Humor be carried in greater plenty to the zcomach, and partake of grea- 
ter Malignity, ſortimes it produceth violent Cardulgaes, or Heart duſeales ; trom whence fainting, 
{wooning, and tomrimes death doth follow. 

If Women in this difeale begin to abſtain from traſh, and co eat good meat with lefs diſdain, ity 
a moſt certain lign of healch at hand. 

Women with Child uſe to be freed of this diſeaſe about the fourth month, kecauſe then the Chil 
3s grown greater, and i conſumeth more of the humors, and the mother hath ſent it forch by often 
vomitings 3 bur it it laſt longer, 'ris dangerous 3 for it ſignifies that the evildilpolition of che Stemach 
hath taken deep root, which will hardly be pluckt up. | 

Ir is bercer for people in this diſeaſe co delire ſharpand ſowr things 3 1t 18 worle if they deſire thing 
contrary to Nature, as Avicen teacheth, fen. 13. lib. 2. trat$.2. cap. 20. tor it ſignities a greater di» 
ſtance from che Natural ſtate, which is harder to be cured. 

TheCure of this diſeale is divers, according to the variety of the Bodies afteCted. 

In Women with Child, few Medicines are to be uſed, by reaſon ofrhe untirnels of the ſubject, and 
danger of Milcarriage, but you ma give chem gencle things, and {uch as were preſcribed in the Cize 
of want of Appetite toclene and ſtrengthen the Stomach. Nor muſt you om blood-letting, which 
done ſparingly and often, 1s of great contequence. 

Bur in V ugins of the Cloroſrs, or green lickneſs, this diſeaſe is cured wich the ſame Remedis, 
which ſhall be preſcribed for the Cure of Cloroſis in its proper place. 

But the Pica which is in men, 1s very ſeldom, becaule it comes trom obſtructions of the Liver add 
Spleen, you may uſe choſe things which ſhall be preſcribed tor the Cure of them.

He Appetice of Drink, or Thirſt, may be three waies hurt, as that of Meat, by diminiſhing, abo- 
lihing, and depraving 3 it 1s dununiſhed many tines by a {weer infipid humor, which moiſte- 
neth the Tunicle of the Stomach, or from coo much moiſture m the whol Body, from whence it is 
that the parts do not draw the drink from the Srumach. Ir is aboliſhed by acute Dileales through in- 
rerceprion of the tence, when che mind is ſick, or becauſe the Nacural Faculty” is decayed by the ex- 
tinction of the Natural heat z from whence Hz pp laith, It is evil not to thirſt, when a cauſe 
of thirſt is taken : and jince thirſt diminiſhed doth depend upon the ſame caute, trom which 
want of Appetite 1s produced, and thirſt aboliſhed , is only in acure Duleaſes, we ſhall nox 
{peak here ot them parcicularly. Eur we will only ſpeak of thirſt depraved, as being moſt uſual: 
and this is cobe divided ewo wates, and Hunger. The one requiring divers kinds of Drinks; theo 
ther great quantities, and ofren. That which delweth filthy drink isco be referred co Pica, as when 
they deſire Vinegar, Lemmons, and (alt Water. Ir remains thar we ſpeak of thirſt encreated, whid 
1s = uſual Symprome when che Appetite offends in the quantity of Liquor, and nuwch drink 1s de 
tired. 
The unmediate Cauſe isa want of moiſt nouriſhment, and drineſs of the Stomach, and of othe 
parts which make the Stomach ſentible of cheir wants. | 
This drinels and want of moiſture, uſerh co come from all ſuch things which can conſume the devy 
moiſture of che Stomach and the whol Body, and dry ic up, and they are hot and dry. The dry 
principally ſuck up the Humor, and the hot things ſecondarily. | 
Al.o this diſeale is either by Propriety, or b Sy mpathy. Ir is by Propriety when the innate mor 
ſture of the Stonuach 1s alcered and drawn forth by an unequal diſtemper, dry or hor, or both; ſon 
rimes by a ſimple diftemper, bur often by chat diſtemper which is joyned with marcer 3 as a fall 
ſharp, or filrhy humor tixed in the mouth ot the Scomach, or contained in its Caviry. But char whici c

That thirſt which comes with Feavers, and other eaſie cures, endecth with them. Bur if ic come 
from great and dangerous Dileales, it 15 very dangerous as i a Droplie in which chirſt is not ſlacked, 
bu: rather encrealed with drink. 


The Cure of chis Dilcale is often in Feavers, and Inflamations of ſome parts 3 which 1s deſcribed 
ſufficiently 1n our Method of the Cure of Feavers, Sect. 2. Cap. 2. 

Eur if Thirſt be contracted by unmoderate Evacuations cauling a dry diſtemper of the Scomach, 
andothec Caules, the Cure is by ſupprefiing thoſe Evacuations, and by reſtoring the empty parts 
with moiſt Medicines.

This Concotion diminiſhedis called Bradupepſia 3 

the aboliſhed Apepjia z the depraved is called Dyſpepſia z all which differences are com in 

ths one word Crudity, Now this Crudity is two-fold : either nidorous, ſtinking, and acidous, or 

; Þ farp. Thenidorous Crudicy is when the nouriſhment is turned into a ſtinking, burnt matcer, as 
1 "hen che ſtink of Eggy, or rocten fiſh, or tryed Oy, is ſmelt by belching, which happens often umn hot 
Cholleck Bodics. Eur a ſharp ſowr Crudicy ws when meat turns ſowr, and the belchings are ſowr, 


nd this comes from a cold diſtemper. Totheſe you may adathird difference of Crudities, when

The Cau'e;thar hinder ConcoCtion in the Stomach may be brought into three Heads, namely 
a faulc 1m the Organ, Object, aud things External and Internal. 6 

The faulr in ho Aran comprehendeth all diſeates inthe Scomach, whether they be Similar, 
Orguncal, or Common, all which may overchrow its actions, bur diſtemper is commonly the cauſe 
of hurt Concotion 3 tor ſince Concuttion 13 made by a moderate heat accurding to Nature, ut at an 
time it want its due moderation, the Concottion is hurt. Soa cold diſt emper of the Sromach which 
diminiſheth th Hear, if i be gencle it only weakeneth the ConcoCtion, and make a Eralypepſia, oc 
flow Cmncottion. Itche cold diitemper be greater, it aboliſhech ConccCtion, and makes Apeplia. 
Bur a hot diſt:-mper doth deprave Concoction, and make a Dytpepſia, which isa dilticule ConcoRii. 
on. Theie diſtempersare ſomtimes f1mple, andin tuch who have Naturally a weak Scomach, and 
ſmal Nacural cat ; or havea ſharp and burning heat, but chey are commonly with matret : hence 
mn Hypochondriack Melancholly, much tlegm and termencarion of a black Humor uſe to caule Cry- 
dicies, Winds, Swellings, Rumblings, and towr belchings. 

The faulc ot the Object, thar is, the nouryhment which'is the proper Objett of the Stomach, comes 
many waies, when it oftencleth m Subſtance, Quantity, Quality, time, or Order of being 
taken. 

Nouriſhment is vicious 1n reſpett of its ſubſtance, when it is coo hardand difficult to be concodted, 
as Deecs fleſh, Hairs leh, eſpecially if old, and made hard with Salc 2r Smoak, Bread tull of Eran, 
Muſhroms, Roots, Pulte, and che like, which are called Dyſpepra. 

Meats offend in Quantity when coo mtch is taken at once, and theretore cannot be overcome by 
the hear, hence come Crudities, which are mo!t ulual among them who do ſurtet themielves. It there 
be lets eaten than 1s required, it may ſeem co be crude, becaule too little meat will be turn and dryed 
ina Chollerick Stomach. 

Meats offend un Qualicy which are too cold and moiſt, and windy, or they which ate roo her, 
whereby rhe thinner part of the Chyle is burnt, andcurned into nidorous vapors. 

To this may be reduced' the Art of Cookery, and Sawce-making ; for the divers waies of 
roaſting, boyling, and making of Sawce, do alter the diipoſitzon of Meat, by which means they be- 
come more ealte or hard of Concottion, 

The time and order of cating being prepoſterous, mdy alſo ſpoil the Concodtion, as if any one 
ſhould omic his utual crime ofeating, and tall co at midnight, or a lictle betore he goes co ſleep, till his 
Sromach ; or if after taking of ſold and aſtringing things, as Cheeſe, Pears, Quinces, and the like, 
they cake liquid chings which doloon corrupt. © | 

Altfoexrernal things may ſpoil the Concottion, ifthey be immoderate : ſo roocold Air by dulling 
the natural hear, if it be weak or roo hot, by diſſipating the heat may hinder Conco@ion; as alioin- 
moderate exerciie, eipecially atter meat, by drawing the natural heat torch from che Stomach to the 
external parcs, and {o ditperiing it extraordinarily z as alſoby throwing the Chylus yer impertedt 
inco che Guts. The ſtoppage ot the Belly and other excremencs, or an mmoderare flux, great wat- 
chips, ſleep in the day rune, great paſſions of the mind, eſpecially {adneis, and deep ſtudy prelently 
after mear, and che like, do nor a little hinder the ation of the Stomach. 

Beiides the Caules mentioned, the Hermeticks of late time mention one leſs ufual, and not noted 
by che Anc ents, which allo 15 not plainly demonſtrated by them ; bur ic is confirmed by ſome con- 
zectures, not tobe contemned ; oft which we made mention in the explaining of the Cautes of Fames 
Canna, Futt chertore they athrmthar che Natural ConcoCtion of che Sromach is not made by heat 
only ; bur char. quick melting of tolid meats by which it is converted into Chylus, is from another 
caule ; 1ince Experience ccacherh chat meat boyling in a porat a ſtrong fire many daies, will never be 
dillolved : and bones in a Dogs Scomach are quickly ditfolved, and turned into Chylous Liquor; 
and in the bellies of Fithes which have no actual heat, all chat 1s brought in is diſſolved and concodted 
ths fame way. Lheretore they lay down the principal Caule of this diſlolving tobe a certain Spick 
vr tharp Liquor {ent trom the Spleen into the Stomach, which hath great power toditfolve. Andchey 
rake this opinion from Galen, by whom it is confirmed that a Melanchollick Humor ſent from the 
Spleen inco che Stomach, duth cauſe apperite, and that either by aſtriging or wrinkling the une 

unicle of the Stomach, or pulling ot 1c by its ſharpneis, which may be oppoled ; for if ic doit by & 
ſtri&tion, chen all aſtringent things would do the ſame 3 and ifby pulling, ſharp things rather chan { 
towr would provoke Apyericte. Theretore they think it more probable, that thac humor ſhould it 
up Apperite by accidenr, by cauſing wanc ot nouriſhment, by dilfulving of that which comes an. And t 
therefore cl, -y allow a more noble ute of che Spleen than ever che Anciencs thought of, namely, tobe 
a chief inſtrumenc to ſerve the Stomach in Concottion : This may be conjeured from Birds which e 
diſlclve che hardelt teeds, and have a Spleen round about their Stomach or Maw, that it may more p0* |

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Ingultus or Hiccough, is a depraved Motion of the Stomach, by which it deſires ro expel ſoms 

thing that is hurctul. _ | n 

It is diſtinguiſhed from vomiting, becauſe that which is ſo ſent forth, is contained in the Cavity of 
the Sromach z and it is wholly curnedro throw it our : Bur in Singulcusthe maccer offending is tixed 
inthe Tunicles of the Stomach, therefore ic doth contraCt it {elf, and ſhakes its fibres, ro exclude iy. 
And that we = comprehend loathing alſo in chis Definition, we tay that the expulſive morion of 
the Stomach is three waies : For either Nature would fomtimesrile toexpel, and cannot; or it is 
not ſuſhciently raiſedto this motion, and then it is Nauſea or loathing : ſomcumes ir riterh and expel- 
lech, and then it is Vomiting : or laſtly, it riterh ro expel, and cannot, and that is Singulcus. 

This is a Convulſive Motion, nora Convullion, which is only in the Muſcles, and parts given to 
voluntary Motion. 

The immediate Cauſes of Sinpulcns are Hrpp. Aph. 39. Sect. 6. that is, Empti- 
nels and Replerion, as ofa Convulſion. Bur Galen and Avicen adathud Caule, namely, a pro- 
vocation by a © © 06m Some labor co bring the matrer provoking to a kind of replecion, that 


they may excuſe Hippocrates. Bur when the marcer 1s plain, we need nor confound and darken the 
evidences of things for Authors words : For what is more cleer, chan that Singulcus comes from the 
expuliive faculty provoked ? Therefore whatſoever canprovoke isthe 1 are cauſe of Sinpultys 


or Hiccough. But Humors and Vapors offending eicher in un_ay or quality may provoke che 
Stomach co expulſion, and fo repletion and acrimony are two diſtinct cautes. Bur it is nor eaſje to 
ſhew how emptineſs makes a Singultus: For (ince ics Eflence is in deteGt, none will tay that Nature 
riſeth coexpela defect ; bur rather will be moved coretreth and repair ic, and ſo ur dork rather move 
the Attractive than the Expullive Faculty. Bur if Singulcus tollow great Evacuacions, as in ſharp 
Feavers, and malignant, and purging wich Hellebore, it 15 not fimply to be artribuced to che Evacuati- 
on, bur rather roa malignant quality in the Stomach, coming from the Dueale, vr ſome Medicine 
taken. |

5. which comes then, 
25 Galen ſhews 1n his Comment upon that Apharitm, when the Inflamation is greater and worle, for 
chen it 1s {o great in the Liver that uc lierh upon the Sromach, and brings the Singulcus : nay, formtimes 
by conflux of matrer, there 1s fomemmes an inflamarion or Eryſi in the Stomach : or elle there 
comes gnawing from the {ame being ſucked inro the Tunicles uf the Sromach. 

The Cure of this dileale 1 di ro the Caules, which as I {a'd, do exther e K by way of 
Sympathy, or Propriety. The Cauſes which produce it by {ympathy, are the dieaſes of other parcs, 
hich being cured, this is cured, 4 theſe Medicines are ro be admiruſtred then, which ae 

roallay che Symprome, which ſhall be afrerwards dechred. 

This Dileale by Propriery comes of Flegm, Wind, Choller, or ſome ſharp er malignanc 
Humor. 

That which comes from Flegm in the Tunicles of the Sromach is cured by Medicines which cut the 
Humor, clenſeand purge it, and by ſtrengrheners of the part, ſuch as were preſcribed tor che Cure 
ot want of Apperite coming of a cold Caule. To which we may ad theſe following, as more proper 
to this difeate. . 

Take of Caftor one dram : the juyce of Mints four ounces : Mix them, let the Patient take ons 
fpronfiel or tvo9 every fit : and you may anomt the Stomach with tbe ſame *Medicine warm, twice or 
thrice m a day. 

He may take Vinegar of Squik often to cur and diflolve the marter contained in the Tunicles of the 
Somach, or inſtead thereof, Oxymel of Squils. 

Chwes held often in the mouth do not a little profir. 

Alto the Elixir Proprietatys of Crollixs, 1s very profitable. 

Take of Dill ſeeds, trwo or three drams : boyl them a little in eight ounces of the beſt Wine ; of 
Fare let the Patient take one ounce fir't and laſt. Let #he ſame Seed be put into a clotb, and often 
melled to. 

When the Diſeaſe is violent, theſe Pills following are very 

Take of Caſtor and *Myrrb, of each three drams : Sal gem. balf an ounce: Diagridium, and 
MMaſtich, of each ene dram : Agarich nevly trochiſcated three drams: Aloes, as much as all the 
reſt : make them with Fuyce of «Mints into a maſs, of one dram vobereof, mate ſix Pills gilded. Let 
bun take two or three in the morning twice in a week, two howrs before meat. 

Plainer Pills, and almoſt as pood, may be made of Hicra with Oxymel, of which you may give 2 

am. 

In the dates between che taking of Pills, grve this Pouder : 

Take of Dill ſeeds balf an ornce : Zedoary, Lignum Aloes, Nutmegs, Cloves, and ponder of 
Diambra, of each one dram. Let him take two ſcrnples in a morning with a little ſweet Wine, or 
pur to them three ounces of Common Salt, and let himeat it with all bs Vittual-.. 

Apply this Cataplaim following to the Stomach. 

Take ot Roots of Ariftolochum, or long Birthwort, Flowerdeluce, Bay-berries, dried Leaves 
of Ree and <MHints, of each three drams : Caſtor and Myrrh, of each two drams : Cloves, and 
Hypociſtis, of each one dram. Make a Cataplaſm roith "Honey of Roſemary.

That which comes from a ſharp Chollerick Humor, beſides choſe Remedies which were preſcribed 
in want of Apperite coming of a cold diſtemper, moſt proper alloto this Diteaſe, muſt be cured 
Phleboromy (it there be Flethory or fulnels) by vomiting and gentle purging every third day, chus 
made : 

Take of the poder of Rbubarb, fprinkſed with Endive Water half an ounce : the pulp of Ta- 
marinds, two drams : the ſeeds of Endiv? and Purjlain, and of Spodium, of each one dram - 
yellow Saunders, and Diagridium, of each half a dram : with ſyrup of Lemons make a Maſs of 
Pills of half a dram, whereof make Four or Five Pills to be given in the Morning as afore-

. Upon other daies let him take Conſerve of Roſes and Borrage, mixed with a lictle Triaſantalon or

or ina diſeaſe not very hot, the milk of tweet Almonds. 

Syrup of Apples, with Syrup of Quances is to be given na ſpoon.

Ard muſt drink cold or warm Water or Pciſans often. 

The Oyl of {weer Almonds doch — the ſharpnels of the humore. 

Ler the Stomach be Fomented with a {pung dipt 1n Role water. 

Takeof the Cerat of Saunders and Oyntment of Roſes, of each one ounce : Maſtich half an 
ounce : Citron peels and pulp of Ruinces, of each one dram : with Fuyce of Houſleek, and a lit! 
Tirr _ two Emplaiſters, of which lay one to the fore part, another tothe hinder part of 
the ſtomach. 

Anoint the region of the Liver with Cooling Oyncmenes, becauſe the Humors uſe to flow from 
thence to the ſtomach. 

If you {ulpe& any infection, you muſt give Treacle and other Antidotes, and anoint the ſtomach 
with the Oyl of Scorpions according to Matthiolus. 

Thele Medicines —_— are _ the Hiccough of what cauſe ſoever. ; 

Fuſt, Expel the Humor oftending by Vomit, it che Patient can wel endure ic ; and Repeat it, if 
the Diſeaſe abate, and give ſtronger it my omgpes ; 

As Platerus ſheweth in his PratFice, of which he givesan example, in his Obſervations in theſe 
words, A Chirurgion being ſick, began to Hiccough day and night ſo that be could neither ſleep, 
ſp-akwell, or take meat : at laſt being thus weakand nothing profiting him, when be was in an age” 
ny, we gave him not without fear bit at his ovon entreaty, a ſtrong Chymical Vomit at band by 
which be vomited abundance of choller wm and black,, and ſo waz cured. : 

If che Patient abhbor Vomics, Purge him. 

Bur prepare the Humors firſt or betore you repeat it, with cutting and clenſing means ; afteruſs 
rheſe following : . 

Apply Cupping Glaſſes to the Back againſt the Sromach or before. 

Bind the Stomach that it may not be dilated. 

Liſe Ligatures to the remote parts. 

Take Annis-ſeed, for they tay char doth ſpecihcally cure. 

And give often Clyſters rodraw the Humors from the Scomach. 

Apply yong Creatures to the Stomach. 

And, Take Vinegar of Squils in a ſpoon. 

Neezing doth ſhake oft the Matter which is compacted in the Tunicles of the Stomach ; as Chry- 
ſamachus the Phyſitian in Plato cured Ariſtopbanes by Neezing, when he could noc be cured by hol- 
ding his breath, and gargling of cold water. 

Galen, 8. de comp. med. ſec. loc. meritiones the Medicine of Aſclepiades, of which he examineth 
every Simple, audapproveth them as if it hadal Faculcies fic for this intention z namely, To dilals

Laſtly, Narcoticks only doalone Cure this when al other things fail, by ſtupifying of the ſenſe 
of the part whichis too exquilite. 


Chap. 8. Of Nauſea, and Vomiting. 


Arſea and Vomuting differ only in degrees, and both are the motion of the Stomach by which 
N ir excher expelleth or labors ro expe _—_ contained therein; thertore Nauſea is a delire to 
Vomit with trouble, and only ſending and pewking torth a thin wateriſh Humor by Salivation : 
wharſoever troubles the Stomach enther 1n quancity or quality uleth to ſtir that up, when it cannot 
be voided by reaſon ot the weaknels of the Scomach, or the ſtrength of che upper Oritice, or thick- 
nels of the Matter, or ſ[1minels. | | 

But Vomiting, which is called in Greek Emeto.s, or Emeſia, is a Depraved motion of the Sto- 
mach, which ſhaketh ic, by which the Expultive Faculcy s ſtirred up by action of che Fibres 
of the lower part and looſening thole 1n the fuperior, doth fenhibly witha violent Motion throw up- 
ward the Matter contained therein, which is troubleicm unto it 3, ut 15 called a Depraved Moticn both 
inreſpect of the Object croubling it, as allo in reſpect of the Mocion it felt, which 1s from che bors 
rom of the Stomach rothe Mouth of it, rurning it, when the natural Motion of the Stomach is Com- 
puliive cowards the Gurs and the Pylorus. ; 

The Differences of Vomitings are taken from their Cauſes, which are eicher External or Incer - 
mal; therefore it is Divided firſt into Naruraland Artincial 3 the Narural again, is either wichour a 
Diſeaſe, or in the Diſeaie 3 frum whence arifeth a Three-ftold Difference, one is called Periodical, 
aorher Critical, and another Sympromarical. 

Periodical is that which withour a Diſeale, 1s uſed for preſervation often, from whence we reade 
n Hippocrates, That the Ancients did Vomurt Twice every Month, either ar diſtance , or coge- 
ther, 

And there are many mn our times, who ule either every Month, or Week, or Day to Vomic 
Choller, or Flegm 3; by which they are Prelerved from many Dileaſes : Andchis is nor proper 
ly a Sy1:prome, becauſe there is no Ditcale pretenc ; © but 2x 15 rather robe cermed a Motion of Na- 
tre. 

Cricical Vonitting often happens in Diſeaſes, and by that che Matter of che Diſeaſe, if preparati- 
m be tirſt made, is whollomly Evacuated z euhec al, by whach it 15 Cured ; or in part, by which ut 1s 

munthed, 

Sympromarical Vomiting comes from Nature provokedand weakned and withour eaſe to the Pa- 
m_ as ic is not Enough, or it is Bourithed continually with che Matter that makerh the 

neale. 

Uther Differences of Vomitings are taken from the things vomired, for they areeicher Nouriſhable 
or Exccementitious; the firſt is ot Meat,Chylus,or pure or waxed blood: the latter is of Flegm,Chol- 
ler, Melancholly, Water, Matter, Worms, and the like. 

Arcificial Vomiting, generally is whacſoever is from an External Cauſe : The External Cauſfes,are 
chiefly Stroaks, Falls, Compreſſion of the lower Belly, Souchernly weather, or mnfe&tious Air, 
Poyſonous Breath, Srinking Smels, Violent Exerciſe, Riding, Sayling at Sea, elpecially in a 
vouthernly wind, beholding or conceiving of ſome filthy thing : And the like External Cauſes which 
provoke Nature, or ——_— Humors 3 bur eſpecially things taken in have great force, nor only vo- 
mts called Emetica, and Poyſons which wediſtaſte ; bur alfo Nouriſhment either hucctul inchew 
Nature, or hated peculiarly of tome as in Hippocrates, who 1 of one who with eating of 
Muthromes or Toad-ſtooles, died Vomiting. The ſame happened ro a Courtier of Antoninus the 
Emperor, whoby eating much mouldy Ciceſe died Vomiting. The quality of Food wil do the 
lame if ic be Fat ox Oyly, asalſoa propoſterous order ineating, when moiſtning and looſning things 
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are eat after aſtringenes, andalſo too much food taken, chongh never ſogood, as appears in Glut- 
tons; tor then Narure being over charged, deſires tuchrow out what ſhe cannot —, to which 
ſhe is allo ſtirced up by the evilquality which is brought co thole maeats by corruption; or evil con- 
coction. 
The internal Cauſes are either Antecedent, or Conjunct. 

The Antedent Cauſe: either come from the whol Body, or tromſome upm peculiar part intothe 
Stomach. - They come from the whol Body in a Plethory, evil habit or Cachexy, Feavers, and other 
dileaſes of the whol Body. The Humors are often derived from ſome peculiar part into the Seq. 
mach in the inflamation of the Liver, Spleen, or other Obſtruction of the Meſentery, from che Termy 
ſtopped, or Hemorrhoids, from a Catarrh, oc the hike. To chis you may ad the evil Conformation 
ofthe Porus Cholidochus when it is not placed inrothe Duodenum, bur into the Stomach , whence 
they are called Pichrocholi Ana, who are often troubled wich Chollerick Voms, by reaſon of chis 
evil Conformation. Aliothis vomiting cometh by che Periſtalrick morion of che Guts, when they 
are ſtopped in the Chollick, and che humors cannot well get forth, buc come upwards z alſo Worms 
coming up into the Stomach trom rhe Gurs, and pulling che inward Tunicle thereof, do caule vomis 
ting. Andlaſtly, An Impolthume broken in the Spleen, Metentery, and other parts of the Abdomen, 
uſeth to cauſe a vomiting of Matter. 

The Conjun& Cauſes of Vomiting, are them before mentioned, when they come tothe Stomach; 
for while they were in other, they were anrecedent Cauſes. Theſe are etpecially divers H 
{ome bred mn the Stomach, eſpecially Flegm, of which there is ofren much in the Stomach, by Cn 
dities, and want of Concottion when the Sromach is weak, and turns it into flegm. £$o allo is there 
{omriumes Choller tn the Sromach bred of corrupt Humors, as Galen teacherh,Com. in 2. Progy, 
and this cleerly appears in fucking Infants, who through corruption of Milk in their Stomach ule to 
avoid green ſtools like Leeches, or Verdegreeſe. 

Thus green Choller which comes from corrupt nouriſhment in the Stomach, is not the ſame with 
that which cometh from yellow Choller by aduſtion and rorrefaction. 

The Signs of Vomiting are manifeſt. Bur the Cauſes, as they are divers, ſo they have diver 


ſi 

Furſt then, if Vomiting come from a faule inthe Stomach, there are ſigns of that part being affe- 
fed, as loathing of meat, ineſs, extenſion, {welling in the Region of the Sromach, flow and hard 
Concodtion, (owr and ſtinking belchings, and other ſigns that ſhew the diſtemper'of that part. So if 
ir come froma Common and nical Diſeate in che Sromach, as a Tumer, or Ulcer, the ſigns of 
theſe Dulcates will di{cover themſelves. But if Vomiring come by ſympathy from the whol body or 
other parts, there will _— tome Diſeaſe of the whol body, or ſome part. 

The whol Body is affected in Feavers, evil Habir, Jaundice,Arrophy or want of nouriſhment, But 
the Principal parts from which the Humors are fene more frequently ro rhe Sromach, are the Brain, 
Liver, Guts, and Womb. 

If the Humors flow trom the Brain to the Stomach, there will appear ſigns of diſtillations, frothy 
and flegmy vomutings, and a great loathing at meat time. 

If the Humor come trom the Liver, ic is commonly Choller ; and Vomiting before meat, is worſe 
thanafrer 3 andrhere appears ſome dilea(e inthe Liver, as pain or cumor. 
| If the Matrrer come from the Guts, either there will be Chollick or Illack paſſion, or the ſigns of 


Worms. 

Laftly, If ix come from the Womb, there 1s Conception, ſuppreſſion of Terms, or other Symp* 
tomes. | 

We may alſoknow by ſome ſigns wherher the Humor be contained in the Cavity of the Stomach, 
or ſtick tothe Tunicles thereof. For if 1t be in che Cavity ic is eaſily caft forth, and chere is ſtrerh- 
ing inthe Stomach, and trouble after Meat, which will not ceaſe till che Humors are ſent out by v0 
mic, which are for the moſt part thrown our alone, and the Meat retained. Bur if the Humors fiickto 
che Tunicles, vomiting is chiefly after Mear, and the Meat is caſt, forth without che Humors, but 
when on is no Mear, there isa loathing, andechat which is caſt forch, is chick and flimy, and with 

raining. 

The — Cauſes are known by relation of the Patient, as if he hath eat or drunk too much, 0! 
received a ftroak, or ear any evil thing. 

The tigns of Vomiting to come are ſhewed by Galen, lib. 3. de criſ. cap. #lt. as Headach, dark 
giddmnels, trembling of the lower Lip, gnawing at the mouth of the Sromach, often and much ipit- 
ting, 

: You muſt make the Prognoſtick thus : 
Vomiting from Cholter and Flegm, which is neither very chick, nor much, and which hath 
both choſe Humors exquitirely mingled, is good. For it is commendable in ſubſtance, quantity, 
and qualicy. For of all excrementitious 7 nel , Flegmang Choller are che mildeft : whe" =

of recovery.

His Difeaſe is a cafting forth of Blood from the Stomach by the Mourh : And as al ocher Blee- 

& ding, it comes from the Veins either by Anaſtomoſlis, or openung of chem by Diapedetis, or Ra- 
refaction, by Rixis breaking, or by Diabroſis corroding, which Ducaſes of the Veus were fhewed 
u the Cure of Spetring of Blood, called Hzmoprytis.

Vomiting of blood comes ottener trom the Lrver and Spleen, than from other parts, and from the 
Spleen than the Liver, becauſe it doth more conſent w ich the Stomach. For it 15evident by Anato- 
my, thar the great branch of the Gare Vein, or Porta, goethcothe Spleen, from whick many Veins 
are {cnt to the Stomach both above and below ; and chele are fo great that being diſtended with wing 
or blood, they are as thick asthe middle finger : this we have obferved in Ditlection. Moreover, 
the Vas breve being wide,as in a natural ſtace,it doth continually tend Melancholly into the Stomagy 
ſo being ina Preternatural ſtate, ir may {end great plenty of b Burt oblerve here, chat in s. 
caſe, that blood is voided by ſtool as well as vomit, b-th becaule a part thereof which went tothe Sto 
mach, is tent dowtiwards, and alo becauſe the Meferaick Veins are open, and ſend blood into the 
Gurs, which by its lung paſſage through the Guts groweth black, and comes torth like Tar. 

The external Cauſes are, all things that can wound or bruile, as allogreat heat which cauſcth boy- 
Lage the blood ; hence it 1s that yong men tothe age of thirty five, are very ſubject ro vomit blocd, 

other bleeding, as alſo great cold by roo much aftriction may — ro break che Veins : the 
fame doch unſeatonable Motion and Labor, unulual Exerciſe, great hollowing, and the like, which 
move the blood violently in the Veins. 

And finally, Allthe Cauſes ot Blood-ſpitting afore mentioned. For Blood being violently mo- 
vedeithet in the Veins or Arteries, whether from anexternal, or an internal Caule, goes ſooneſt to 
that part which is weakeſt,and moſt fir to receive it 3, and thertore it che Stomach, or the Veins going 
thitherare (o diſpoſed, there will be vomir ing of Blood rather than any other way ofbleeding.

Allo 
Þlood from the Liver goes moſt downwards, becauſe -1t commonly goes from thence co the Guts 
through the Meſeraicks, and muſt aſcend from chem into the Stomach co caule Vomuing, bur it doth 
eaſier deſcend. Contrarily, that which comes from the Spleen, is rather by vomir, becaule the Veins 
from the Spleen to the Sromach, are ſhorter and narrower. 

Laſtly, If from the ſyppreſſion of the Terms, you may know it from the Woman, and it wil cove 
ar thoſe times which wil be more probable, it chere be no diſeaſe 1n any other part. 

-- As for'the Prognoſtick : Vomiting of Blood, of what cauſe foever, is dangerous for it either 
threareneth death ſuddenly ; or if it ſtay mthe Sromach,and purritie, it breeds taintings, {woonings, 
and-tuffocations. , - ': 

Vormuing of Blood from ſuppreſſion of the Terms, is leſs dangerous than that from the Liver of 
Spleen ; tor when they are brought down it is uſually cured, as Hippocrates taught, Aph. 34. Sect. 
5. intheſe words: W hen a Woman wvomitetb Blood if ber courſes breakdowon, ſhe is cured. And 
incttiiscatc only, che opening of the interior Veins doth provoke che Terms, elpecially if ſhe cake 
Tormrhing belides for that purpole. 

- They who atrer Voting of Blood tall into the Dropfie called Aſcites, do die thereof. Dodonew 
doth ceſtifie chat he never knewany thareſcaped : and Experience ceachzth that a Droplie trom any 
kind efblonding isdeadly ; tor 1t cames from a great diſlipation of Natwal heat, which cannoc be 
repaired. 

-; Fox the Cureofthis Diſeale uſe Medicines which revel the Blood from the Stomach, and corret 
It's diſtempers and the open Veins with aſtringenes and glutinatives. To which ad thole chings 
which concern the part chietly affected, from whence the Blood is {en into the Stomach, accurding 
co-the divers Nature, and Dilcaſe of che part. 


And becaule Diec is of chieteſt concernment im chis Dilcale, let us ſhew ſore Rules therefore. :

Which Rons 
d-letivs commends 1n his Counſels for excellent. 

If you ſulpedt there is congealed Blood, give hima glaſs of Vinegar and Warter, or Oxycrate , for 
ic ealily ditfolverh blood, and tends it trom the Veins of the Stomach, and ſhucs them up. 

And foment the Stomach cold with the {ame. 

When Vomitingceaſeth, to aſtringe the Veins, uſe theſe following : 

Take the white of an Egg, Roſe Water and Vinegar, of each one dram and an half : Beatz 
them well then ad two drams of Chalk, Let the Patient take now and then a ſpoonful. Or,

upper Oritice, and its lower, called Pylorss, and the reſt ofics Body which maketh up the whal 

vity. 

The upper Orifice is of exquiſite ſence, by reaſon of the great Nerve which it hath from the ſixth 
Conjugation, and theretore pain therein is very ſharp, and makes the Heast which is the moſt noble 

xc, and neer unco it ſen!ible of the fame 3, from thence 1t is called Cardialgia, and Cardiogmos: 
tor there is ſucha neer conlent berween the mouch oft che Stomach, and the Hearc, that the Ancieng 
called ic by the name ofthe Heart, C.zrdza. 

Bur if che Membranes of the Cavity, or che Pylorus be pained, it is called ſimply Dolor Ventricuk, 
and ſomtimes Colica Ventriculi, elpecially when ic comes of wind. 

T he immediate Cauſe of this pain, is {olution of Continuity by things ſharp and diftending, -and 
they are chuetly Humors, or Wind 3 and ſomrimes Worms gnawing the Tunicles. 

Sharp arg malignant Humors, as green Choller, or black, talc Flegm, corrupt Matter ſent intoths 
Stomach tram an lmpoſthume broken i che Liver or Breaſt, and all other ſharp Humors which may 
cauſe pain. 

Ali tharp vapors coming from thoſe Humers uſe to cauſe this pain. 

The Wind contained in the Cavity of che Sromach doth cauſe iwelling and painful diſtenſion, e- 
ſpecially if ir be reſtrained within its Tunicles, which makes a very ſtubborn Duleaſe,and cannot eaſily 
be len our. 

The Dileaſes both of the Sromach it ſelt, and of che parts adjoyning, uſeto breed this pain, as any 

reat diſtemper, exther hor or cold, and elpecially an Inflamation, and fomtimes a Schirrus or other 
d Tumor which makerha heavy pain 3 asalio Wounds and Ukers of the tame part, and {wel 
= in parts adjoyning by wind or ther waies, caule this pain by compreſſion of the Scomach. 
ow thele Humors and Winds which caute pain in che Stomach, eicher come from the whol Body, 
or ſome parts thereot. From the whol Body, in Feavers, or when the Body is filled with evil Hur 
mors. And from other parcs, eſpecially rhe Liver, Spleen, and Brain : from the Liver there comes 
Choller ; from che Spleen, Melancholly ; and trum che Head, alc Flegm. 

Allo this pain may arite trom ocher extraordinary Caules not uſual ; as Schenkius obſerves from 
ſtones bred mn che Sromach, Hb. 3. objervat. And Fabricius Hildanys, oblerv. 3 3.-lib. 4. repos 
thac a Woman had a piece of Rind or ruſty Bacon two yeers in her Stomach, wherewith ſhe was 
continually pained, and whichatter by caking a Vomit, ſhe threw up, and was cured.

(ture that che Diſcale depends upon theſe Cauſes. Bur if no Humor be dilcharged we may know 
when Choller, Flegm, or Wind abounds by their proper ligns ; and the ſigns of Worms are to be 
taken out of their proper Chaprer : Asallo che proper diſeaſes both of the Stomach and parts adjoy - 
ning which produce this Dileale, are known by heir proper tigns. The knowledg of the Humor caus 
ling this pain, is allo caken from che time of irs coming, encreale, and ceflation. Some are croubled 
moſt has before meat, and this ſhews that Choller is predominance, which is ſtirred in time of 
emptineſs, and drawn to the Scomach, and made more ſharp. Some are pained prelencly after mear, 
becaule che raw biting Humors, which before were quier,and fixed coche Tunicles otche Sromach,are 
moved when Meat is taken, or they which were in the bottom of the Stomach, are 
raiſed up, and diſturb the mouth ofthe Sromach. Qthers are pained intume of Concottion, becaute 
ſharp gnawing vapors ariſe from the Matter, cauſing the Diieale from the heat encreated in the Sro- 
mach 1n time of ConcoRtion. Others are pained tour or five hours afrer meat, becauie ic is corrupted 
by evil concoction, and te gnaweth the Sromach. Some are worſt afrer fleep, and thar comes from a 
Catarrh from che Head in the time of ſleeping, which being heaped up in the Scomach, producerh 
pain afterwards. Somrimes the pain 1s appealed after Mear, becauſe che ſharpneis of the Humors is 
qualified by che ſweetnels of che Meat, = Te? 

As for the Prognoſtick, it 1s molt certain that C— 1s more dangerous than any other diſeaſe 
ofthe Stomach by reaſon of the exquilite ſence of che Mouth of che Stomach, and is great conſene 
with principal parts. |; : 

The danger is more or leſs, according cothemalignity of the Cauſe,and rhe vehemency of the ſymp- 
tomes. ' 

A continual acute Feaver joyned with a grext pain of the Stomach, threareneth prear danger ; as 
Wppocrates {aich, Aph. 65. Sect. 5. In Feavers, if there be great beat about the ro. ee and Car- 
Gogmor, it is evil : for it fignifiech char there tsa great Inflamation of che Stomach, or abundance of 
bad Humors contained herein. 

The pain ofthe Stomach coming from Worms or Wind, is commonly leaft dangerous, becauſe the 
Cauie 1s noc fo bad, and not fixedtothe part. Bur fomcumes from Worms gnawing in che Stomach, 
great Sympromes happen, of which the Patient ſuddenly dieth. 
 Sowhen thediſtemper which begers wind, is ſtubborn and habirual, it 1s nor without danger, for 
t turnech coa dry droplie 3 Hippocrates, Aphor. 11. Sect. 4. In a Cardialgia, coldneſs of the ex- 
tream parts ſ1gmfieth death at hand. 

The Cure of this Dilcaſe is ro be varied according to the diverſity of the Cauſes. If x come from 
the Diteales of other parts, you muſt cure them. Bur it the Cauſe be in the Sromach alone, the pain 
comes ether from wind,or ſharp Humors and Chollerick,or trom Intlamation, Impoſthume,or Ulcer. 

That which comes from Wind is to be cured by Medicines chat dilculs and evacuate that tlatulent 
Matter, asallo che flegm trom whence it comes, 

And firſt you muſt give a gencle Emollient Laxative Clyſter, and preſently afrer another Caemi- 
native, chat 1s, expelling wind, and difcuſling, of the Decottion of Origan, Cakmints, Penyroyal, 
Rue, che lefler Centaury, Annis ieeds, Fennel ſeeds, Carrots, and Cummin ſeeds, and the hke : In 
which diſſolve BenediQta Laxativa, Qyl of Dil, Rue, and Honey of Roſemary. 

Itthe pain continue, you muſt make a Clyſter of equal parrs of Sack, or Hippocras, Oyl of Rue, or 
of Nuts, wich two ounces of Aqua vicz. 

- Ormake a Clyſter of white Wine with Oyl of Juniper, or eight drops of the Chymical Oyl of 
Cinnamon or Cloves, which doth Miracles. 
Then tomenc che Stomach with this :

When the Matter isnor fo cold, thus Fomencation tollowing may be prepared, which is bighly 
comme:nded by Foreftr:s, becauſe i hath prelencly cured when other things failed. 

Take ot Al:hsa Roorrbalf an ounce : red Roſes, Chamome! Flower, and tops of Wormwood 
of each en2 handful : Boyl them in common Water, and Chamomel Water, to one pint and an balf

Afrec Fumentaton, anoint with Oyl of Rue, and Dill mixed with Aqua vitz, and a little Chy- 
mical Oyl of Sace, or Cloves. 

A'rerche anointing, apply a Plaiſter of Bay-bercies, or inſtead thereof a Caraplaſm of Horey 
and Cumann leed. 

While chele are doing, it there be loathing, you may provoke vomiting gently, or give a Purge a- 

ain't ilegm. 

:- Ater Punging give Qyl of bitter Almonds newly dcawn, mixed with whice Wine, or Hippocray 
mixed wich Aqua Clarera, or Cinnamon Water. 

This following Julep is moſt admirable to allwage pain, diſcuſs wind, and ſtrengthen the Sto 
mach. 

Take of Wormreo0d, Centarry the lefi, and Agrimony, of each half a handful : boyl them to fine 
ornces, und ad to it being ſtrained, one ounce of Sugar, Let bim takg it wo mornings toe 
ther. 

Amatus Lucitanus commends highly the diſtilled Water of Chamomecl flowers as a cnoft excellent 
Remedy to afſwage the pains of the Stomach and Entrals, of which yuu muſt give chree ouncy 
warm. Or mthe deteCt of that, you may make a Decottion of Chamomel flowers, which i {6 
much commended by Foreſts, who ſaith that he cured a Merchant with this only Decoction, once 
only given, of great pain of his Stomach, which made him to roar 3 which when he had drunk off, le 
belched, and fell incoa twear, and all his pain var:ithed, as by an Inchantmene, to that he needed no 
other help. You — make a Vomit at the beginning of the diſeate, which by evacuation may 
abate the pain, of this DecoCtion, made with Dill leeds, or Agarick, or the Roots of Atarabacca, du 
ſolving therein, Oxymel, Syrup of V inegar, or of Roles Solutive. 

' Galen reacheth thara Cupping glais applicd co the Stomach, doth preſently take away pain. Bur 
you muſt ule this Cantion, LIhatuocrude Humor, or very litcle, lie in che Stomach, otherwile che 
pain will beencrealed, , 

' Allo you may with good ſucceſs apply Bread hot from the Oven, cut in the middle, eicher by it 
ſelf, or iprinkled with Spices. 

- Laſtly, 1t che pain conrmue violent, you muſt uſe a bath ofthe Decottion of mollifying Hetbs 
that are hot, wiuch 1s moſt late and powerful, for it rakes away the pain by difculling the wind, and 
{ending it forth by the open pores, which ic will better do, it you give tome dilculiing Mechcinetorke 
Parienc while he 1s in the Bath z for both internal and external h:1ps concurring, the work will be

| m_ Bach muſt be very hot.that the wind may be che betcer diſcuſſed, and the chick Humas

If by reafon of the vehement pain, Clyſters can neither be piven nor retained, you muſt give a Pwge 
m the Bach, and ler him fray thereih an hour, or haltag hour, cill che power of che Medicme rouchche 
Stomach. 

Sointimes 'whenche violence ofthe pain rhreatenech danger, you muft give Narcoticks, which be- 
ing wilely given, bring wondertul effects. 

Soine mix Narcoricks with cheir Purges that th pain may beallayed, and the Matter eyacuated: 
ſuch asihe Medicine of Elideus commended by Foreſtus, raade thus :

Decotion of Chamomel make a Potion.

That pain which comesot Choller, is ro be cured by the evacuation thereaf, wich a gentle vomic 
or Purge, or with frequent Clyſtcrs char are emollient, not ſharp or hor. 

Atcerwards, qualine che tharpnels of the Humors wich cooling Juleps that thicken, with Emullions 
of the great cvId Seeds, new Milk, new Oyl of {weer Almonds, Y olks of Epps, and the like. 

Inthe mean wiule omit not Opiates, and other ſtrengrheners preſcribed im the tormer Cures. 

Andat laſt, wh<nneed requirech, uſe Narcocicks. 

Apply outwardly a Cacaplatm of Bread and Mulk, with yolks of Eggs, and Saffron. 
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Or Bread from the Oven broken in the middle and dipt in V inegar. 

Or Fomenr the part with the Decoction of Chamomil-tlowers, Violets, and Water Lillies, or 
whichis beſt, pur the Pacient in a warm Bath, tor that is moſt proper.

Lchough al kinds of Tumors mayariſc in the Stomach as wel as other parts, yer we wil ſpeak 
A here only of a Phleginon or Intlamation, which is moſt utual; che other happen ieldom,and 
may be Cured by the lame Mechod with the Tumors of other unernal parts. 

The Inflamat1on of the Stomach 1s a prerernatural Tumor coming of Blood which is lent intothe 


ſubſtance of che Stomach and irs Membranes by the Veins derived trom che branches ot the Vena 
Porta. 


This Blood is either pureand makes a proper Phlegmon, or mixed with Choller, Flegm, or Me- 
lancholly, and makesa Phlegmon Eryſipelatous, Oedematous, or Schirrous. 

The External Caules may be many, althat inflame the Blood, as hot meats, wine, or al chat can 
drive t tothe part 3 as a blow upon che belly, elpecially when it is ful ; ro whach you may ad things 
chat are very ſharp and very hot, as Cantharides, tublimare. 

The ſigns of this Diſcale, called Diagnoſtica, area great Pain, burning, pricking, diſtending and 
beating, reaching to the back ; you may teel a Tumor, and ſomrimes lee it, the ſhoulders are drawn 
downwaids; the breathing 15-difficult, as allo (welling and bekchug, tommunes blood is vomited ; 
there is a moſt burning Feaver, with moſt greivous Sympromes. 

If the Tntlamation be pure only from blood, it is forwhart gentler ; bur ifit be with Choller called 
Ecylipelas, there are grervous Symptomes, and the tebris called hun in which the exterior parts 
arecold, and the internal burn, and there 1 an unquenchable thirſt 3 tuch a kind of Feaver uleth ca 
be in an Eryiiperous inflamation cf the unteſtines. 

Like to ths Inflamation of the Stomach, 1s chat which is in the upper parc of che Liver by which 
the Sromach is covered or un that part of che belly which liech upon ic 3 which is only diſtwguiſhed 
by che d-adly Sympromes, for thenche Stomach hath che moft delperarte. 


From what hath been laid 1s eatie co Prognoltick and copronounce this Diſeaſe to be for the moſt 
part deadly, 


But chat is moſt Dangerous which is over the whol Scomach, or ics upper part, or which is like to 
an Erylipetas. 

Galen 3. Prorrher. ſhews, That much Leathing and Rumbling of the belly, is evil: For ic 
ſhewe that evil Humorsdo ſtick clole co the Tunicle of the Sromach, and pulchem co provoke Ex- 
pultion, 

It the Inflamation do not kill, nor 1s diſperſed, it turns to an Impoſthume, which is known by 
the mitigation of the Pain and the Feaver, while rhe Tumor cemaineth. 


After the Imapoſthume 1s broken there remamethan Ulcer which is known by voiding of Matter by 
Vomitarid Stool. 


Bur an \1icer.is produced inthe Stomach, not only from an Impoſthume, bur from other Cauſes 
which we ſhal hece reckon up, leaſt we ſeem defective in the Theory. 

The Caules of Ulcers 1n the Stomach, are either Lncernal or External. 

The Internalare ſharp Humors bred in the Sromach, or ſent thither trom other parts, as yellow 
Choller, or black, or talc Flegn. 

The External are ſharp Medicines that Corrode, or Poyſons, and Wounds of the Stomach noc wel 
Cured, which turn into Ulcers 3 as alſo che breach of ſome great Veins which could not wel grow to- 
ether, after nuch Vomuiring of blood. |

Andalt _ by realon of {wooming and coldnelis of the extream parts, the 
ſtrength leem ac firſt robe unpared, yet becauie it cumes trom oppreſſion, 1 requires EYaCUition, 
aud therefore blood-letting muſt not be denied. | ; 

Moreover, the opening of the Hemorrhoids, if the Patienc be uſed to that evacuation, doth re: 
Blood from the Stomach. Alto Cupping-glalles both dry, and with Scarrification to the Shoulders, 
Back, and Butcocks, with Ligatures and Frictions of the extream parcs, and heating ot rhem ( becau'e 
they are uſually cold ) wich hot cloathes, and anointing with Oyl of Flowerdeluce, and Spke, ard 
other hor chinps are very good.

This lliack Paſlion 1s a prepoſterous motion of che Inceſtines, in which the Pelly is alwayes 
bound z and the Excrements which ſhould be carried downwards, are broughc co che Stomach, and 
caſt our by vomiting. 

It is known that the Inteſtines have a natural morion by which the Chylus and Fxces are by de- 
grees carried downwards, which 1s called Periſtaltics 3 this motions by the Orbicular and Tran(- 
verſe Fibres which contraCt the Inteſtines, and 15 compared tv the motion of Earch-worms which 
move che parts of their bodies tucce!lively. And this motion 1s formtimes uwerced by precternatural 
Cauſes, as when the Fibres of the Inceſtines which ought co be contracted from above down-wards, 
arecontrated upwards ; and whatſoever 15 11 the Guts 1s not ſenc towards the Belly bur cowards the 
Stomach, and then is chus Iliack Paſſion : Weobſerve tomthing like this in Vomuring ; for when the 
Fibres ot the Oelophagus concract themlielves from che upper part towards the Stomach, the meat is 
(wallowed down 3 but when by an 1nverted order they concract chemſelves from the part beneath 
upwards, there 1s vomiting. T his Periſtaleick uverted motion comes trom the vehement {turing up of 
the Expulſive Faculcy of the Guts, which when it cannoc throw down-wards the ſupertluous Ex- 
crementicious matter, doth by a violent motion caſt 1r upwards.

Chap. 3. Of eAſtrittion, or binding of the Belly. 


Y Aſtriction of the Belly, we do not underſtand all kind of ſupreſſion, by which nothing is ler 
B forth downwards, as in the Ileosr. Bur only a dull and flow dejettion, by which the faces and 
reliques of Meat are ieldom and not according co the quantity of Food thrown forth ; theretore they 
are nece{[arily indurated, becaute of cheir long continuance being dried with hear, and ſome motſhue 
is alwaies drawn from them by the Meferaick, which reach noc only co the thin, but thick Guts. it 
is a Symptome of the Expuliive faculty diminiſhed, or the retenuve encrealed, and' it is the caule 
of many diſealesz thertore the Excreta and Retenta are reckoned among the {ix things not Natural, 
which not keeping the Law of wt yy pra divers Diſeaſes, 10 ir being bound, tends vapors to 
the Head, and produceth Catarrhs, and other Diſeaſes of che Brain, diſturbs che Concoction of the 
Stomach, and the actions of other parts. 

The Caules of this Symprome are many : And firſt, hardneſs of the faces, anddrineſs, are not on- 
ly Effects, bur alſo Cauſes ofthem, becaule being hard, chey are more diincult co be voided, anddo 
leſs provoke the expullive Faculcy. They become dryer and harder chiefly, and ofteneſt trom the 
excellive heat of the Liver, which powerfully draws away all che moiſture contained in che Inte- 
ſtines, and leaves the fxces dry. his is alſo caufed by violent mctio', eſpecially riding : alſo by 
few Excrements through want of food, or becauie they have no acrimony to prick the Inteſtines, as 
it happens in cold Meats ; and when the Choller doth nor goco che Guts, as we oblerve in che Jaun- 
dice. And laſtly, Many diſeaſes of the Guts may cauſe this conſtriction, asa cold and dry Diſtem- 
per, Tumors, Obſtructions, Numbnels ofthe Anus, aud Palley, and many others. 

The Signs depend upon the knowledg of the Caules, which muſt be taken from their prope 
Founcains. | 

- The hot diftemper of the Liver is to be caken our of ics proper Chapter. Alſo Tumors, and other 
Diſeaſes of the Guts, have their x Diagnoſis, or ſigns, and fo the external Cauies, as lictle Meat, 
or coldneſs thereof, riding, and the hike, are known by relacion ot the Patienc, 

As for the Prognoſtick : The Conftriction of che Belly 1s more or lels dangerous, according as the 
Caule is greacer or lefs. For if it comeof Inflamation, or other Tumor of che Inteſtines, it is very 
dangerous : but from other Caules lets. Ir uteth ro be courumacious and when it comes from 
the tzces indurace 3 and thence come ofren Chollicks, which return after they been cured, by 
reaion of the new dryneſs of the fzces z as allo becauſe though the Belly ſeems co have been made 
ſathciencly ſoluble by purging, and many liquid Excrements are dilcharged, yer there remains fom- 
tunesmany hard Excrements im the Gurs, which breed new pains, and cannot be taken out, but by 
many Clyfters grvenafter Purging.

and cheſe continually have a Chylous and Ccaliake Flux : They eat much and grow leaner cil they 
fal into a Maraimus. 

Etius and Celſis,and many of their followers, do propound another Cauſe of che Lientery, nan 
ly, A Smooth ahd Thick Scar in the Guts remaining atter a long Dyiencery, by which the mouths cf 
the Veins being ſtopped, the diſtciburion of Nourthment is hindered, and chence comes a Lientery, 
which Cauſe we cannot entertain for then al the Guts ſhould have been Ulcerared, and the Scar in 
chem al ſhould ſtop al the meſeraiks which is nor agreeable co reaton : becaule ic 1s impollible thats 
the Guts ſhould be ulcerated, and the man nor die. | : 

The chief Signs of theſe Sympromes do appear by what 1s ſaid, for if crude meat and unc 
deſcend quickly and often through the Gurs it ſignitierh a Liencery 3 bur it it be ſomewhat change 
and izem like Chylus z it ſhews a Corliack Paſſion. 

The Sins of the Caules are thus gathered, 

If Lientery or Ceeliake Paſſion come of a cold diſtemper and Flegmatick humors, there wile 
ſowr belchings, the excremencs of the belly are Flegmarick, there wil be thirſt and wan of pain:# 
che Flegm come from che Head, as ic ofren doth, the excrements are frothy, and the Flux is 
after ſleep; And there are other Caules whichalcer che Head, and other Signs of a Catarrh. 

If it come from Irritacion, or provocation, there is ſomrimes a gnawing in the Sromach, a heatin 
the Hypochondria, there is great thurſt, ſharp excrements and chollerick. 

As tor the Prognoſtick, Thus, 

Liencery and Ccocliack Paſſion lafting long is dangerous, becauſe it catcheth away the nouriſhment 
from the whol body, from whence comes an Atrophy, or a Droptie : and if it follow great and acute 
Diſeaſes, ir ulſerh to be deadly. 

The Cure of chis Ducale is to be altered according to the variety of the Cauſes tha produce

It i be Critical, it i5a benefit co the Patient, and is eaſily endured 3 and thence the Diſcale is ej- 
ther Cured, or Dia.iniſhed. 

Somtimes there hapnerh a Critical Diarrhera without a Diſeaſe in ſome bodies which uſe to lay up 
evil Humors 3; and being ſtrong, dothrow them forch at times when chey abound and burden nay: 
as Galen raught, 7. meth. Cap. 11.of which Flux Celſ#us maketh mention, kb. 4. cap. 19. mche 
words, It is bealthful for to go often to the Stool in one day, and in many dayes together ij there \- . 
Feaver, and if it ceaſe before the ſeventh day z for the Body is purged, and that which ina, 
would bave hurt, # now ſent forth. 

Among Critical Fluxes, the Serous is one 3 which comes withour a Diſeaſe aforegoing , in tle: 
who have much Water in their Veins; and chat chiefly in the Harveſt cime, or Autumune : name. 
when the night and morningcold of Aurumne, finding che paſlages external and pores of che skin 

n, by reaſon of the heat of Summer atoregoing doth therefore in{inuace ic telt deeper into the bo 
dy, prefling forth incernally che Sercus Humors contained mn the Veins, which Nature afterwards 
being over-burdened with, tends by the Meſeraick Veuns into the Inteſtines, and many cumes intothe 
Uriters. | 

Hence it is that many in the beginning of Autumne, and inthe ficſt cold weather, do make abu 
dance of Urine for many dayes together. + 

But if a Diarrhoa be Sympromarical, ic troubles the patient much, and weakeneth him z and the 
Diieaſeupon which it comes, is encreaſed ; or ar leaſt is m che ſame ſtate. 

This Sympromarical Flux in burning Feavers and Malignant, is often melting; and hence it x 
known, becaule the Excrements appear unctious, and the body torthwith becomes lean, and con 
med, and almoſt in a Maraſmus. 

It the Diarrheea comes from the Brain, the Stools are frothy, as Hippocrates caught, Aphor. za 
Set. 7. which not alwaies fo; _ Foc Flegm may flow from the brain without Wand, which is the 
only cauſe of troch : as allo Wind may be mixed with Humors that are bred or contained in the ſto 
mach vr inteſtines, from whence che Excrements may be frothy, though they come not from the 
Head, 


T herefore we nauſt - n other Signs co this, namely, If che Brain have any manifeſt Diſeaſe, #4 


Catarrh, Deatnels, argy, Apoplexy, or great Heavineſs, Pain, or Sleepinels ; and if te 
Flux be more at night than day, 

If it come from che faulr of che Stomach, there wil be the Signs of che Concottion of the Stomach 
Hurt ;.'As tf che Food be corrupred, and havea ſharp and tinking qualicy, by which the Expuline 
Faculty is ſtirred up to expel them. 

 Allothere wil then'be the Signs of a Hot Diſtemper of che Sramach : So, if the Stools be Crude 
and Flegmarick, and if Concadtien be flow and duniniſhed, we argue that che ConcoGtion of the 
Stomach is hurt by a cold Diſtemper : and laſtly we know that the taulr is in che Stomach, if he 
Partienc did before fill hunlelf with evil Food which would eaſily corrupt.

Liquid Scools wirhour Feeling when chey are voided, are evil : Far chey either {ipnifie Diſtur- 
bance of Mind, or Doting, or Diffolucion of the Natural Hear, which is followed by the loſs of 
Senle.

Astothe Cure: Since a Sympromarical Diarrhoea comes coramonly trom corrupe Humors,Chol- 
lecick, Flegmarick, Melanchollick, or Serous, and eſpecially trom Chollerick, wtuch provoke the 
expullive faculcy of che Inceſtines by cheir ſharpneis. You muſt degin the Cure by Evacuation of 
the Humor offending, which mult be done by a Medicine which doch aſtringe by purging, leſt char 
flux ſhould be cncrealed by motion of che Humors 3 and you may make it thus :

Amatus Luſitans repores of one that was cured of a Cholkrick Diarrhcoa by taking _ cold 
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Water inthe Summer cime. Wealſoonce preſcribed toa ine man who was troubled with x 
Chollerick Diarrhca in che midſt of Summer with great thirſt, Sal Prunella in his ordinary drink,ard 
Juleps made of Lertice and Purflain Water to be taken thrice in a day, and he was cured in twenty 
tour hours. 

If the Humor be very ſharp, and aduſt or burnt, the Patient muſt be purged ſparingly with mild 
Medicines, otherwile the Diteale will encreafe, and he is to be cooled and morſtened 3 as allo tobe 
blooded a lictle. 

Inthe ſame caſe a warm Bath is very good 3 the Example whereof is in our Obſervations. 

Plancane boyled m Broth, 1s excellenr. 

And leaſt a Diarrhcea rurn intoa Dyſentery, you muſt give Clyſters of Chalybeare Milk, and E- 
muliions of the cold Seeds, and of white Poppy Seeds, to aflwage the ſharpnets of the Humor. 

As alſo this Syrup following, 

Take of the Fuyce of Riinces jix ounces : the Fuyce of Endive and Sorrel, of each three ounce: : 
Sorrel and Plantane Seeds, of each two drams : red Coral one dram : Plantane Water four oun- 
ces: Boyl them to the Conſumption of half : ſtrain and preſs them well; put to it as nuech Sugar to 
make a Syrup to be taken two drams firſt and laſt. 

In al Diarrhaa's, after univerlal Medicines, this following Bolus is good. 

Take of Conſerve of 01d Roſes balf an ounce : Candied Fninces one dram : the pouder of Tor- 
mentil one ſcruple : With Sugar makg a Bolus to be often repeated. Or if the Diſeaſe be old you 
may make an Opiate of the ſame, or the hg, in a greater quantity to be taken at many times. 

Or to aſtringe more powertully give chis Pouder : 

Take of Sangur Draconss, Frankimſence, Maſtich, Mummy Terra Sigillata, Lapis Hematity, 
or Blood-ſtone, Troches of Amber, of each one dram : true Bole three drams : make « Pouder, 
of which give two drams m convenient Liquor. 

Rhubarb cwice infule2, and then twice or thrice waſhed in Roſe Water and dried, is guod. 

The Lozenges of the three Sanders, with four times che quanticy of Rhubarb given twice in a day, 
the weight of rwo drams, do take away the Matter, and ſtrengrhen the Bowels. 

The Leaves of Fleabane laid upon hre fo that the ſmoak may be taken through a hollow Chair, do 
ww the flux ofthe Belly by a {pecifical quality. Asallo ifthe fame Herb be beaten with V inegar, 

applied to the Sromach. 

Alto the ſmoak of Mullin caken through a hollow Chair, ts excellent ; the example of which isin 
our Obſervations. 

Syrup of Coral is excellent, and much more the Tinure or Mapiſtery of the ſame. 

The Conſerve of the wild Roſe, or {weer Bryar Role, is good againit a Chollerick flux, eſpecially 
if ir be mixed in aſtringent Opiatss. 

Bur when there 1s danger of weakneſs through a long and often flux, you may give Laudanum with 
Maftich and Terra Sigillata. 

When u is very violent, a Clyſter of Brothand new Treacle is excellenr. 

Pils of Bdelliun taken twice or chrice ina week, or every ocher day, are good againſt al old 
fluxes. 

For the ſame is the often uſe of Medlars ; as Foreſtus confirms by experience,obſ.1. lib.22. in theſe 
words: One that bad a conſtant Flux, and tþent all be had upon Phyfutians, came to me for coun- 
ſel, whom | adviſed to eat *Medlars, though green, as many as be could, by which he was ſpeedily 
cured. Ag it voas vwoith a Zeland Merchant that came to John Spirinchius, a Phyſitian of Lovan, 
robo baving been long ſick, and of a Dyſentery at laſt, and could not be cured by any, was at length 
by bis advice cured only with *Medlars, and gave the Pbyfitian three hundred Crowns for bis ad 
vice. Thus Foreſtus. 

Burt we muſt oblerve that the Body before the uſe of Medlars be clenſed from Excrements. 

In an old Diarchcea, the following Medicines are excellent :

Ifa Diarrhcra come from a Catarrh, you muſt look to the Brain, as the part that ſends it, with 
the Medicines preſcribed in the Cure ofa Catarrh. Bur if ic depend upon th: Obſtruction or weak- 
neſs of che Liver or Spleen, you muſt cure them as ſhal be ſhewed in cheir proper places; and chen 
there is icele or no uſe of aſtringents. Platerus inthe Cure of the Hemorr , ach that hot blood 
given asa Clyſter, doth wonderfully cure a flux. 


Chap. 6. Of Dyſenteria, or Dyſentery. 


Dyſencery is an ofcen and bloody looſneſs of the Belly, wich pain and cormenc depending 
A upon the ulceration of the Inceſtines. | 

The word Dyſenteria 1s taken commonly among che Antiencs tor every bloody flux of the Belly : 
but ſtrictly and properly ic is taken only for the bloody flux, which comes from an Ulcer in the In- 
ceſtines. 

Gal. 3.de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 2. nameth four kinds of bloody fluxes, which he' commonly calls Dy- 
{cnteries. 

The firſt is when any part of the Body is cur, or when any excrciſe is omucred, or any bleeding is 
omitted, as uſual bleeding at the Note and Hzmorrhoids, that by reaſon whereof che blood aboun- 
ding is {ent by the Meleraick Veins tothe Inceftines, and lo evacuared by the Belly. 

The lecond 15, when by reaſon of che weaknets of the Liver, Watery blocd like that water wherein 
fleſh hath been waſhed, 15 voided ; as it 1s in the Heparick or tlux of the Liver, of which we ſhal 
hereatter |peak. IP 

The ht d is when Melanchollickand ſhining blood is caft forth, which by reaſon of the long conci- 
puance in che Liver or Spleen is burnt, andmixed wich Melancholly. Shining tignifiech burning, be- 
cauſe bloud hich groweth black by cold doth not ſhine, bur lolechthat brighcnels or iplendor which 
it had Leiore. | 

lhe ;oucch Difference,is when the Patient at ſome ſhort diſtance voids blood with Humors or Ex- 
aemencs, wich which iomrimes chere is mixed Pus or Macter, and that with painand tormenc, 
which we may conclude that there is aa Licer ot the Gurs. And ehus is properly called a Dytentery, 
of which only we here diſcourſe. | 

The incecnal Cauics ofa Dylencery, are ſharp and ulcerating Humors, as yellow Choller, green 
like Leeks or Verdegrecee, and black z as allo fait flegm bred in the Head trom greac hear, or mche 
Belly by pucreta&tion, and fo brought co the Inceſtines, where caving a long tame, ic doth ul- 
crate. 

Here is a great Doubt propounded by Authors z How yellow Choller in a ſhore time ſhould canſe 
aDylentery ? Whengreen Choller ua long rune maketh only a Diarrhcea, which never curnech inco 
a Dylentery, ſincerhe green is made of che yellow by aduſtion, and hath more tharpnels. 

Mercatus an{wereth , Thar there muft bea chmaunels, by which ic may remain long in che 
Gutstocorrode and gnaw them, as wel as a ſharpnels. And therefore if yellow Chuller be 1uch, ic 
cauleth a yung z onthe coacrary, it green Choller be more tluid , and ſtay lefs while in che 
Guts, itmakes but a {impl- Diarrhcea, | | 

Sennertus 1aith chat this antwer is probable ; but ic doth not ſatishe, becauſe ofrentimes there are 
fluxes, in which chere is clanuminels with ſharpnets, and yer there is no Dyſencery. And concrary- 
wile, often times there is noclammanels in Chollerick Humors which cauie a Dytencery, and chere- 
tore he chinks that che Humors which produce a Dyſentery have a peculiar occuk qualicy avich which 
tie Inte. Fines are offended and ulcerated, as the Lungs are with the fiſh Lepus, and the Bladder wich 
Cantharides, and no other part. And he proveth that malignant quality in that a Dyſencery is conta- 
g10us tor the moſt part, to that the uutetions which come trom the vaporsriling from the excrements 
of thoſe that havea Dyſentery, do only infe& the Gurs of them thatare inteed, and not uponorher 
Parts. The lame happeneth un other Epidemical and inteCtious Duleales,n which che poylon doth go 
only to {ome peculiar part 3 ſotheir Pleureſies, Peripneumona's,or Impoſthumes in che Lungs, and 
Squinzies which are intectious. So the Poylſon of a mad Dog doth only wnfect the Head. This s more 
Ceer tobe (een in Purging Medicines, which have a peculiar verrue to move the Humors inthe Budy, 
and bring chem cothe Guis, which wil not onily, being cakenar che Mouth, purge by ſtool, bue laid 
tothe \avil arc taken by vapor at che Nole ; 1x is probable chat they piexcing ico the Veins and

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Arteries by the Pores of the Skin aud extremities of the Vellels, do ftw upmocion, and Fermentar;. 
on or working in che Humors, becauſe che bad Humorsace teparated tr-wn che good, and by pricki 
or ſtimulating ot Nature, they are driven to che Inteit ines by the torce of the Hediene, diretting the 
expuliive faculty to thole parts. By the ſame reaton, bur after another manner, do Sudori or 
Swearmg Medicines, and Diureticks, or ſuck as provoke Urine work the tormer forcing the Hy 
mars to the Skin, the larter co the Bladder. From which we may collect char che intection of x 
Dylentery, by what manner oc part foever if is admitred into che Body, doth caute a ceriain fer. 
mencation or working in the Humors by giving them a Diſpol{ition hke i. lelf; which being an ene. 
my to the Gues, doth provoke the thux of che Hamors co chem, by which they are ulceraced; ang 
they being infected with che like dilpolirion, do intetche Humors and Nourtthmeur ,, from whence 
comesa true and proper Dyſentery. 

Ic is demanded of divers Authors, What is that ſnotry and white Matter which is voided in fiich 
great plenty in Dytenceries, mixed with Blood and ocher Humors ? Sore think chat it is the far of 
che Gurs ; others thar ic 1s that with which che Inceſtines are lined for the berter paſſage of the exce. 
ments ; others, that it is flegm from the Head or ocher parts ; others, that it 1s bus or Matter from 
the Ulcers. But we conelude, That it is nothing elſe bur a preternacural excrement of the Gus; 
tor they being decayed trom cheir Natural Conſticution, cannot convert their proper Nourrthmen 
into their own nce, but by an mn way Change it incothat Matter 3 which when it is uatic 
for nourithmen: of thole parrs, is expelled forth, and chen che parts wancing again Nourthmert, a- 
rradteth or draweth new, which is changed as the tormer, and there muſt needs be a great encreaſs 
thereof, becaule the part afﬀeCted conmmually drawerth Blood trom the Vews, which is changed into 
this ſlimy ſubſtance, by which it is deceived of its expeCtarion, and therefore again drawerh new foe 
its Nourrſhment, which ic continually aimerth ar, buc cannot cury into its own fubſtance, but into this 
ſlimy Marrer, of which there is fo great an encreale. The fameching is done in other parrs, and ef 
cially in great and profound or Ulcers. For che part Ulcerated when by realon of its evil 4 
pry Ic cannot be wel nouriſhed, draws blood conrmually from che Veuns, which is c neo 

us or Quictor, by which means the whol body by degrees conlumaerh. Nor doth this betal only 
parts ulcerated, bur others that have no Ulcer ur Impotthume z fothat although the aforefard Ex- 
cremenc be hike Queer, yet is nor true Pus or Quittor 3, tor that comes only trom -an Ulcer or In- 

bume. This chiefly appears in an Ophchalmy or Intflamavion of che Eyes, 11 which when there 
15 no Ulcer or lmpoſthume, there rs contumnual Excrement hike Quictor, which comes only from che 
diſtemper of the parc, and the depravation or the Honuohs, or qualiry by which iz makes Nourth- 
ment like ic (elf. The {ame betals men in Aſthma or Prifick, and other Dilcales of the Lungs, to 
their Lungs being diſterpered, doil concoct chew own Nourifhmenr, bur turn ic mroan Excremen: 
like Quitror, which is expelled by coughing, and yer they have no Ulcer mn the:r Lungs ; as mary 
learned Phylitians wil conclude when they tee the Marrer. 

The External Caules of a Dyſentery, are al chings chat produce ſharp and evil Humors, or gie 
them being produced, a dipotirionto cauſe a Dytentery. Fhe priacypal ace, tharp Mears, or ray 
{abject co pucrefattion, as Ferwuits foon roccen, and al unripe things, Warers thar are drunk ordins- 
rily, wherein there is Crudity or a Mineral, and Medicines which are deadly qualified, and eviiAr, 
as Hipp. Aph. 1 1. Se&. 3. when che Wincer is roo cold or dry, the Spring coo wet, and roo fall of 
South winds, then therewil be Dyſenceries m che Sunumer. And Aph. 12. Sect. 3. If the South 
wind blow muchin Wiacer, and ic ras much : bur if ic be dry, and che North wind blow mach, tm 
che Spring, thole {eaſous produce Dylentenes + . 

Buc the proper Diſtemper of che Air to produce a Dytencery is known in a conragious or Epidemt- 
cal Dyſencery, which lomarimes is more dangerousthan-cthers. As allo there is ani Inte&ton in the 
Excremencs ot cho{ethat have rhis Dileate co chem that imel chem, and it chy becaſt mroche Privy 
they intect moit of che Fanuly that tr over chem. 

- The Signs of a Dytencery axe taken our of the Definirion mentioned, an ofren bluody Evacuetr 
on witit pain and rexments of che Belly, and ſomcumes a Feaver, watching, chuſt, loathing of Mea and 
o:her Signs common to many Dileaies. 

Buc ir is hard coknow whether the chick or thin Garsare ulcerared. Utually if che pain be abore 
the Navil, they fay xs inthe thin Guts, and #below;, mn the chick; bur this 1s contrary to rezion, 
becaufe bo. h che chin and thick Guts are carried both co the fuperior and interior parcs. Theretoie 
this izpa is rather co be caken trom che quahry of the pein, and cheexeremencs. For if che chin Guts 
are affedted, there 1s veh--ment pain, hke pus pricking, becauie they are more Membranous, and of 
more exquinte tence. Asalio chey gonot to ttool prelencly ater the pain, and there is blood me” 
very tout ; for becaule the Sloud and purulent Mater comes tar before tr be voided, rr is more mrxed 
' wich tie Dung; buc itthechick Guts are attetted, che pain is leſs vehement. and lathng, chere 8 
pceleatly atter a going coſtovl, rhe Blookand Matrer twwn upon the exccement, or are very lictie 
mixed, and in a great Uliceration there are as ut were little pieces of tteſh. The 
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The Signs of the Cauſes are taken eſpecially from the Colourof che Excrements, when they are 

green, white, or black, ro which you may ad che Signs of Humours abounding from the Ape, 
emperament, time of che yeer, and courſe of Lite.

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Somcimes a Vomic isvery good, if the Patient be imclinable, and the Humors ſtand in the Seo- 
mach ; for it makes a revullion of the Humors from the part atfected. Which Amatus Luſitans 
wilely mentioned, Curac. 44. Cent. 2. incheſe words : 1f the Phyſatian can draw rproards, and 
caſt out by Vomit a Humor that is Chollerickand ſharp, flowing to the Guts to make a Dyſ:ntery, i 
would be contrary to the bbs x of Galen, in his Book of *Medicinal Art, and* Method of Cure, tg 
carry the matter by the Guts which are full of Ulcers. But when the Phyſuian cannot do it, als 
though be ought to try his beſt Jkll, be muſt then uſe Purges, and eſpecially Rhubarb. This Hip 
crates taught, Aph. 15. Sed. 6. After a long flux of the Belly, if Vomiting come of it ſelf, the diſeaſe 
3s cured. Bur Galen in his Comment upon this Aphoritn, 1aith, T hat this #s the example of thoſe 
things which are done rightly by Nature, vohich a Phyſitian ougit to imitate. And *Mercatus con- 
firms che lame in theſe words : Divert the Hmors another way by bleeding if thou canſt ;, alſo 
purge, and Vomit, eſpecially in ſalt flegm, for thus we have ſeen old Dyſenteries cured. 
Angelus ſala pre\cribeth this following Vonut in a Dylentery : 

Take of Salt of Vitris! half a dram, or a dram : Syrup of Rueinces, and Bettony Water, of each 
one ounce : Cinnamon Water ten drams : Mix them and drink3t off. 

There is great Difſention among Authors concerning, Blood-lecring in chis Diſeaſe. And it isthe 
Opinion of the wileſt, that ina Feaver and Inflamation of che Inceſtines (which is commonly j 
with an Ulcer) thac it ought co be in the beginning of the Dieale, betore the ſtrength be decayed 
it : for ſothere isarevuliion of Blood, and ſharp Humors flowmg to the Gurs. And Valeſcus 
Taranta, and Amatus Luſitanys m an old Dyſentery drew-Blood. Valeſcus faith, That a 
old man had a Dyſentery three months ;, 1 being ſent fe. when other Phyſitians oppoſed it, com- 
manded a Vein to be opened, be preſently amended. And Amatus iauh thus ; That an boneſt Phy- 
fitran went to a man, who bad a Dyſentery thirty daies with a great Feaver, and ajter the uſe of 
divers Medicmes was brought very low, and lean, bis flux continuing with much Blood, and drew 
Blood fromthe Liver Vein of bs right Arm: and objerve with what ſucceſs, Preſently, miracu 
loufly the bleod ſtopped, 1450ugh bis flux continued. But by Clyſters with Sugar, and aſtringent 
Medicines, both internal and external, his belly was bound, and be cured. 

In the mean while give many Clyſters, ficſt aſlwagiug, mild, and clenling ; then glucinous and # 
—_—_ ; and ſorurunes in one Clyſter all cogether, or inoft of them. ; 

Mild, gentle, and anodine Clyfters that aſtwage pain, are made of MiIk, either alone, or with two 
or three yolks of ,or with the Mucilage of F leabane Seeds and Quinces,ot each tour ounces ; with 
Sugar or Honey of Roles one ounce; {zcats Suer one ounce z or with ilk wherein Gold, Iron, a 
Flints have been quenched, thac che ſerous part may be coniumed, and to it may be more glucinous.

Gum Traganth :wodrams, or the Infuſion of it in Rofe or Plantane Water, is good to put in Cly- 
ſters; or ie makes a very one ific be mixed wich Juyce of Plantane and Goats Suer mſtead of 
Gum Traganch. Or with it you may with profit.uſe Gum Arabick, Frankinſence, Maſtich, and 
Sarcocol. All which being diffolved in the atoreſaid Liquors, do work by glewing, neither do they 
exaſperate the Ulcer as the ſtrong Aſtringents. Amaius Lacitanus doth much approve Clyſters 
made of them, becauſe they do cover, as witha Plaiſter, che unternal Superticies ofthe Guts againſt 
thegnawing of the Matcer ; he makes them thus : 

Take of Barley Water ten ounces : one white of an Egg well beaten : Gum Arabick and Goats 
Greaſe, of each half an ounce : Oyl of Roſes trwo ownces : Bole- Armenich and Gm Traganth, 
of each one dram : mix them for a Clyſter. 

But leſt choſe Emplaſtick Clyſters ſhould faſten the ſharp Matter, and ſhuc it up by their cammi- 
nels, you muſt ule ; mins Clyſters alſo, which muſt nor be long rerained ; and you muſt ſomrimey 
ue clenſing Clyſters incermixed with aſtringent. 

ln the in: you may pur Acacia, Hypociſtis, or Conſerve of Sloes, Sanguis Dracoms, Blood- 
tone, che Juyce of Maddir takenout with Role or Plantane Water, Bole- Armenick, Terra Sigillaca, 
or lealed Earth, the Troches of Amber, and the white Troches of Rhafſes roone or ewo drams.

A Quince made hollow and filled with the ſhavings of Virgins Wax, roaſted under the Embers, 
given for ſome few days together, is a moſt proper Remedy. 

RQuercetanus makes the tame Medicine ot Pomum Curtipendulum made hollow and filled wth 
Gum Arabick and Wax, of each cne dram,then roaſted, and after *cis eaten ler hi drink a draught of 
aſtringent Decoction. 

Others roaſt a yong Pidgeon ſtufr with Wax, and give it for a dinner. 

- The uſeof Medlers, according to Foreſtys, cures old Dylenceries, lib.22. obſ.1. which we mentr 
oned m Diarrhcea. 

Bruyerinns, lib.$. de re cibaria, cap. 12. writes that he was Cured of a deſperate Dyſewery by 
eating raw Service-berries, by the advice of an Old Woman.

Theſe are com- 
mended by Matthew de Gradi, Savanarola, and Fachinus, who ſaith that they are a greac ſeaer 
for the Cure of Children, for by their aCtual heat they do drive the Humors ſorwhat towards the 
Skin ; and by their aſtringent quality ſtop rhe flux. Bur you muſt not uſe chem if the Body bevery 
full ofevil Humors z or if the Dylentery be malignant, and joyned witha Feaver. They are made 
of Oak buds, green Cypreſs Berries, green Pine-nurs, or Leaves, Barks, and other ſuch like boyled 
in Water, of theaforelaid Decottions for Fomencations. |

Chap. 7. of T eneſmus. 


Eneſmus, is a continualdelire to go to ſtool, and voiding of nothing bar Slime or bloody 
Matter. 

The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, isan Ulcer in the ſtreighe Gur called Inteftinzum rettum ; 
from which, Quirtor or filchy Matter contumaally flowerh, and ſ{turech up the expulive Faculty, by 
which means chere is a continual delire of going co ſtool. Moreover, there 1s voided a ſhmy Matter 
mixed wich blood, trom che d >pravarion of che Homotoſis ( or quality rhat convercs things inco its 
likene's ) ot che ulcerated part, becauſe it cannot wel concoct ics proper Nourithmenc, and make ic 
like ic telf, buc curns 3t ntoanocher flumy fubſtance z as we thewed morear large in Dyſenceries, 
uid other Ulcers of the Gurs. 

Buc in regard we la:d m the Chapter of Dyſentery, Thatal che Inceſtines might be ulcerated in that 
diſeaſe z thence it ſeermsrto follow, That che Ulcers of che ftraighe Gur called Re#um belong co a 
Dyſenrery. Yet Cuſtom hath 'o prevailed, that when the am 1s only huce, ic is called by che 
name of Teneſmns : And becauie when other Guts are affected, ut the Rectum ſuffer, chere is allo 
Tenelmus or needing, although che diſeaſe be then called a Dyſencery ; therefore Dylencecy and 
Teneſinus are ot the tame Nature, and have the ſame Cauſe, and differ only inretpett of che part at-_ 
tetted. And therefore we need nor repeat the Caules, becaule they are che fame with thole thar pro- 
ducea Dyſentery. 

For che Knowledg of this Diſeaſe, there 1s ao more required bur to diſtinguiſh ic from a Dyſen- 
tery, which you may learn from che deanztion, Form a Tenelmus, there is a continual needing 3 
but in a Dyſentery it is by firs : beſides, in that, after great ſtraming, there is vuided only a litcle ſlime, 
bloody or matrery ; but in a Dytentery, borh Excrements and Humors are concnually voided. 

The Signs of che 'Caules are the ſame wich a Dytentery. 
 Asforthe Prognoſtick, Celſus Lib. 4. Cap. 19. faith chata Teneſmus is eaſily cured, and that of 
it lelf ir never kils any, yer Galen, 5. de uſu parttum, cap. 4. reckons it among the chieteſt Diſcales 
ofthe Belly ; and truly ic may very wel be acconnted grievous m reipedt of us croublelomnels aad 
long continuance 3 yer it is not dangerous except it come of Melancholly, for then ic cends roa Carr- 
cer ulcerated : -betides, 1t brings great inconveniences, as Miſcarriage or Abortion to Women. So 
Hipp. Aph. 27. Sed. 7. faith, Ita Woman with Child havea Tenetmus, the wil mucarry. For the 
continual ſtraining at tool doth much diſturb che Womb, which is {o:xer to the ſtraight Gut. - Be- 
lides, the ſame Mutcles which ferve ro throw our the Excrements, are imployed tor delivery ; chere- 
fore when they daily compce!s the lower Belly, chey caule* Aborrion. Laſtly, the Ulcers of che 
"ur" Inteſtium bg neer the Anys or Fundament, it chey contitue long, curntoan incurable 
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The Cure of a Teneſmus, lictle differs trom che Cure of a Dyſentery. Aud cheretore tilt, the 
ſharp Humocrs that come trom the Liver and other parts,are to be purged with Medicines that leavean 
Aftringenc qualicy, as chiefly Rhubarb, which nut be fo otcen given till che Humor teem to be 
ipenr. 

: It chere be an Inflamation ( which is chiefly known by a Feaver ) or if much blood, you myſt 
opena Vein. And ua caſe it continue after bleeding, ard cautea ſirargury or ditticulty of Urine (az 
x oftendoth) it is very good to oye the Hemorrhoids with Hort-leeches. uy 7 

Alſo you muſt uſe aflwaging Clyſters when there is much pain ; and clenſing, glurinating, and 
aſtringenc, according asthe Ulcer requirech z che Forms whereot are to be found un the Cure of 
Dylencery. 

ur in he uſe of Clyſters, obſerve firſt, char you give them ofcen, and ma ſmal quancity, only half 
a pint, becaulie they wil be hardly kept any time, by reafun of the continual needing. Aud the pipe 
muſt be warily cunveyed in, leſt che pain be encrealed. Fe 

And you muſt diligently apply Fomentations, Infeilions or Baths co fit in, Fumugations, Sup» 
policories, and Oynements.

InfeiTus, or Baths co fic in co afſwage Pain, are made of Emolhents boyled in Water, or Broth 
of Sheeps Heads and Feer, to which you may ad Violers, Nighcthade, Gourds, and Mellons ſliced, 
buc tor healugof Ulcers you mutt make chem ot Attringents atore-menrioned. 

Fumigationsare good to dry che Ulcer made of Frankinience burnt, or the Decoction of Savi 
made in Oxycrate, or other things mentioned in the Cure of a Dylentery, the Fume whereof muſt 
be caken (iccing in a hollow Chair. Bur this followmg is Commended by Forefus. 

Take of Maſtich one dram : Franiynſence one ſcruple : Myrtles one dram and an balf : Ted 
Roſes two ſcruples : make a Pouder for a Fumigation. 

Suppolitorics are good in this Dileaie, they muſt be gentle and mild, leaſt they exaſperate the 
part which s to lenſiblle : They are fitly made of Goars Suer cut into the form of a Suppoutory ; for 
chey appeale the pain & heal the Ulcer : bur chey wil be becter againſt Pain if you mix che leed jirely 
p*..deced of Poppies or Henbaie, & zye them in a knot in Paper like a Suppolitory : Bur far beſt if 
you ſtead ot thele tings puc chree drops of the Oy 1 prefledour of thete Seeds to every Suppolr 
tory : or one grain Oo; Opunn dillolved in half a icruple of Oyl of tweec Almonds. 

The Ulcer wilbe ſooner healed, it you lirft dilfolve the Suer, ether alone, or with white Starch, 
_ Iragacanth beaten, and firſt ſteeped in Plantane Water, or elle with tome Narcoricks: Or, 

us, 

lakeof Gum Tragacanth as much as is ſufficient, ſprinkle it with Plantane Water that it may 
only ſroel and not diſſolve 3, then ad as much of the mucilag. of Fleabane ſeeds, or &ince ſeeds, 
and mx them with the wol1te of an Eg 1 oaſted ; then with melted Wax mathe them into a Snppoſr 
tory ; Yo may alſoad Narcviicks : as likewiſe to Cure the Ulcer better, the Pouders of Gerus, 
Tutty, Bole, Pomegranate Flowers, and tbe lizgs which dry without Acrimony, and ſhart- 
neſs, And th:ſe muſt be v.ry jinely Poudered and ſifted, leaſt the Part be Exaiparated. 

You may apply Oyls and QOyncments as in a Dytentery, co the Belly and Fundamenc : As Oynt- 
menc ot Roles, Populeon, or ot che Mucilages, of che whites of Eggs, Oyl of Roſes, andche like, 
ro takeaway Pain and Intiamation : and orher things chac ſhal be mencio:ied m the Chaprer of Hr- 
morrhouds, or co Cure the Ulcer, the whice Qyncment of Rhaſis or Pompholygos, melced i Hydro” 
mel, or in Honey and Water. 

Laſtly, Ina more deiperate Condicion, uſe Narcoticks both inwardly and outwardly ; bur chiee 
oc tourgrains of Laudanum is beſt given with Maſtich and Terra Sigillaca, or nuxed in a Clyſter mai 

. of a DecoGtion otche Flowers of Chamomel. 
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Chap. 8. Of Fluxus Hepaticus, or Flux of the Livey. 


Flux ofthe Luwer, 3s that in which ſerous and bloody Humors like water wherein fleſh hath 
been wathed, are voided 

This Diſcale is produced trom che Liver being weak and our of tune ; by reaſon whereof it cannoc 
breed good blood, bur turnech che Chylous Macter into thin and ſerous blood, which becaule it is 
not fic co nourith, is ſent by Nature 1nco the Inteſtines, from whence comes this Hux of che 
Liver. 

This weakneſs and dilorder may come from as diſtemper : For by the exceſs of any of the tirſt 
qualities, the narive heat, and its power to make blood, 1s dejeted. Yet this hath a doubt rung 
trom Experience, becaule we lee often, that great diſtempers of the Liver, and excels in the firſt 

licies, do produce other diſeaſes, and nor chis. And again, this flux is many times without the 
excels of the ticſt qualities. That therefore che Natur*- of this Diſeaſe may be declared, we mult 
ſay with wile Varandaus my Maſter, Theres fomthing more than an ordinary diltemper tor produ- 
cing of chis diſeale. And ir 15 occulc or hadden, conlumung che radical moiſture in the Liver, which 
allo deſtroyeth che Natural hear. 

This evil diſpoſition, and ccculc diſtemper may come by burning and ſwooning Feavers by a hot 
diſtemper of che Bowels, which melcech che Oyly tubſtarice by occule corruption, and corruption 
of Humors, by a great coldnets trom tlegm and Mclancholly abounding, which doth oppre.s and cor- 
rupt the Nacural heac 3 and it may come by outward Caules, as great draughcs of cold Water,Snow, 
or Ice, extraordinary eating ot raw Sallers, Poyſon, and Medicines that purge coo vehemently. By 
drinking of roo much new W ine, alc, tharp, and peppered Meats, and ftrong things which parch the 
{ubſtance of the Liver. To cheie you may addal ocker Cautes which by roo much cooling or hea» 
ringdo diffolve the ſtrengch and tone or order ot che Liver. 

Hitherco is declared a crue and proper tlux of the Liver which hath this ſign, there are Liquid and 
ſerous ſtools, like waſhings of Heth, trom the weaknets of che Liver, which cannoc languifie or make 
blood well, or trom a malgnanc diſtemper which tpoileth the Nacuual heat and moiſture. 

There is allo a baſtard flux ot the Liver, which comes ofa {imple diftemper without any fault of 
the radical moiſture ; by which diſtemper the taculry is not hurt, but che work hindered, ſo thac 
inftead of pure blood, there comes mpure and corrupe, or che good turns inco evil, when ina crue 
ofthe Liver there is never any good blood in the Liver. 

The Blood 1s corrupted, either by the mixcure of Choller, or Melancholly, or ſome other im 

Natrer, or from its roo long ſtaying mn the Leer, and the parts adjacent, by which ir is made thicker 
o burnc, or rotrech ; or trom the taulc ot the Spleen, which doch nor tuck away the droflie blood ; 
and in chis baſtard flux, tomceumes thick, tomrimes black, and tomrimes blood is voided mixed with 
Humors of divers colors. 
* The ſigns of this Diteaſe may be garhered from what hath been ſaid. For in a true flux there ap» 
pear moutt ſtonls like waſhings of ticth, which is noc in other bloody fluxes, if in a Dytencery at any 
time, it 1s ſeldom, and then there is choller, tlegm, and excrements of divers colors voided : and in a 
Dyſentery there is pain and cormenc of the belly, but in this none. 

The S'gns of the Cauſes are known by their proper Characters : For if the weakneſs of the Liver 
come trom a hor diſtemper, there wenc a burning and contuming Feaver before, or there is green vo- 
micsor ſtools, thirſt, and a Feaver, foulnels of Body, and want ot appetice,and ſtinking Evacuations ; 
bur if it co:ne from a cold cauſe, the ſtools are lels ſtinking , neicher 1s chere chictt or conſumption z 
the whol Body is colder and blewiſh. 

Somrimes there comes a Feaver from the putrefaCtion of Humors, which changeth the ſaid ſymp- 
tomes; bur you muſt examine the Caules atore going, which will declare both diſtempers. Allo 
It this cold diſtemper the Pariencs defire nuuch ſtrong Wane. 

A moiſt anddry diſtemper are known by the contrary effects. A mort cauſeth more and oftener 
ſtools, very thin z bur a dry, liccle and thicker ſtools, bur there is allo great thirſt. 
£ Laftly, The excernal Caules are known by the relation of the Patient, and thoſe that are with 

im, 

A baſtard flux of the Liver hath almoſt all ſigns ofa Dyſentery, only there is no pain of che belly, 
nor pieces of tleth un the ſtools as in a Dylentery. 

The Prcognoſtick of this Dileaſe uſeth to be eviland deadly ; for whena principal part is very ill, 
y confumpcion of the radical moiſture, whole reparation 1s ſcarce to be hoped tor, we can expect 
torthe molt part nothing bur deſtruction, eſpecially when the Diteale comes of heac. wi 

en 
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When this diſeaſe comes in Feavers, there preſently follows a melcing of the Body, and preat pu- 
trefattion,which prelently kils the party : For in malignant and peſtilent Feavers the danger is eq- 
crea{ed according co the evil condition ofthe Cauſe. Bur when this Diſeaſe comes of a cold difſtem. 
per, it uiech co lalt longer, and curnintoan incurable Dropſie. _ 

Laſtly, A baſtard tlux of the Liver, although it be dangerous, yer 1s it leſs than a true, becauſe 
cores only troma ſimple diftemper and evil dilpoſition of the Humors, the rone and ſtrength of the 
Liver remaining ſound, and may be cured by cakingaway the Caules that defile the Blood. 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is wrought by Medicines that ſtrengrhen che Liver, correct its diſtemper 
and ſtay the flux. And becauſe it comes ofreneſt ofa hot diſtemper, therefore we wil firſt ſpeak of 
che Cure of char diſtemper , becauſe u cumes ſeldom of a cold Caule, and isto be cured as x 
Droplie. | 

Firſt therefore (alhough Evacuations ſeem to be needlels by reaſon of the greatneſs of the flux ) 
you my give Rhubarbeicher alone, or with Myrobalans, as in the Cure of Dytencery,becaule it doch 
ſtrengthen the Liver, and che rather if you findany filth in the ſtools : for many Patients have been 
cured by only one ſcruple of Rhubarb given many dates rogerher in Conſerve of Rotes. 

Cite are here of little worth, becauſe the Liver is affeCted ; yer ſomrimes you may pive one of 
chalybear or ſteeled Milk, or of a gentle aftringent DecoGtion, leſt the Guts ſhuuld be coo much ce 
laxed. 

Bur you may make Juleps toſtrengthen the Liver, and correct itsdiſtemper, thus : 

Take of Sccory, Graminis ( or Dogs Teeth ) and Sorrel Roots, of each one ounce: Ending, 
Succory, Plantane, and Dodder, of each one bandful : Sea-wormwood half a bandful : red San- 
ders one dram and an half : the ſhavings of Ivory and Spodium, of each two ſcruples : Coriander 
ſeeds prepared one dram : red Roſes one pugil: boyl them to one pint and an half ;, diſſolwe in the 
ſtraining Syrup of Ruinces, and ſumple Syrup of Vinegar, of each two ozemces : Make a Fulep for 
four Doſes to be taken morning andevening. Or, 

Take of Plantane Water four ounces : Syrup of dried Roſes one ounce : Spirit of Vitriol a 
mrch as will make it moderately ſharp : make py tþ to be repeated often. 

He may alſo take of theſe Syrups following, often in a ſpoon : 

Take of Sywp of Myrtles, Ruinces, and dried Roſes, of each one ounce : the $ yrup of Succory 
ſimple or compound with Rhubarb, one ounce and an balf : mix them. 

There isan excellent Syrup made of the TiCture of Roſes, made in Roſe Water, and with Sug 
of Roles _ into a Syrup. 

Alſo this following Pouder given to the quantity of half a dram or a dram once or twice in a dayn 
a rear Egp, Broth, or other fit Liquor may be uled with profit. 

Take ot Plantane and Sorrel ſeeds, of each one dram : Endive,Purſlane, Dodder, and Coriar- 
der ſeeds, of each one ſcreeple : red Roſes, and Troches of $ poduem, Gum Tragacanth torrefied, of 
each dy dram : the inward styns of Hens Giqzards dried, balf a ſcruple : make a wery fine 
Porder. 

Or the Lozenges made ofthe three Sanders, with a double quanticy of Rhubarb given to two 

at a time, are good to ſtrengthen the'Liver; as alſo this following Opiate : 

Take of Conſerve of Succory Roots one ounce : Conſerve of 0/4 Roſes half an ounce: the pulp 
of Currans fix drams : Crocus Martis one dram : prepared Coral, ſhavings of Ivory, and Harts- 
born, of each one ſcruple : with the Syrup of dried Roſes make an Opiate, adding balf a ſcruple of 
= of Vitriol, of which let him take the bigneſs of a Cheſnut three hours before meat. You may 
alſo a the Liver of a Wolf prepared, which is a tþecifical proper Medicine according to divers 

thors. 

Rat(ons of the Sun, becauſe they are good for the Liver, are commended in this diſeaſe, therefore 
yu my eat them in great plenty with cheir ſtones : which that they may be better caken, may be 

ren firſt in a Marble Mortar. 

Or make a Rob or Syrup of Raiſons, boyling them in red Wine, if it be not roo hot, and then 
ſtraining our the Juyce, and boyling ir again til 1c 18 thick ; which you may ule alone, or in ſome of 
an Opiate, with rhele following : 

Take of Currrans balf a porend, beyl them to the thickneſs of a Pultis in old Wine; paſs them 
through a ſieve, and mix with the ſtraining, candied Citron peels balf an ounce : the -lY .. of the 
three Sanders, and Diamargariton frigid, of each onedram : Coral red, and red Roſes of 
each four ſcruples * the Liver of a Wolf prepared three drams : make an Opiate. 

The Syrup of Coral is very excellent to Cm_ the Liver, and ſtay che flux thereof : but the 
TuinCture thereot1s far becrer : As allorhe Extract or Magiſtery given in Plantane Warter. 

The Juyce of yong Nettle rops given either by ir {elfro two ounces, or with Water and Vinegu 
every moruung tor three daies together, ſtops the flux, and purificth the corrupt blood. R

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But becauſe in this Diſeaſe the Body is much conſumed, a reſtoring diſtilled Water that wil ao 
ſtay a flux, eicher muſt be giveth ofren by ic {elf, or with all other Drinks. 

Cake a fat Capon,and a Partride, and pulling of the Feathers and the Guts ont, fill their Pellies 
with Succory, Agrimony, and Snails, of each one handful: Conſerve of Roſes three ounces : 
Plantane and Coriander ſeeds prepared, of each trwo drams: Citron Myrobalans one dram : 
Blood-wort half 4 handful : the Troches of Amber and of Spodium,of each four ſcrupler : the pou- 
der of the Eleftuary de Gemmis (or precious Stones) the three Sanders, and Diamartariton frigid, 

each one dram + Sprinke tbem all with aſtringent Wine, and putting them into the bellies of the 
owls : boyl them in a cloſe veſſel m four pits of [Water til balf be conſumed : then put them al in- 
toa glaſs Limbeckroith three ounces of good Wine ; diftilthem 13 Balneo Mariz for the uſe afore-

4 For Drink, let the Patient cake the Tinture of Roſes, or the Decottion of Succory, and Dogs-

Outwardly co his Belly apply chole chings which were preſcribed in the Cute of Dyſencery, with 
ſone things for the Liver, as Wormwood, Roles, all che Sanders, Spodium or burne Ivory, &c. 
Which ancintings of the Belly muſt reach co the region of the Liver. 

You may allo apply the age om. Epitheme to the Liver : 

Take of Endive $+-4 | Succory, of each one handful : Dodder, and both ſorts of Wormwood, of 
each balf a handfrel : red Roſes one pregil : red Sanders one dram and an balf: $ podium two 
ſcruples : boyl them to one pins and an half, and diſſolve in the ftraining two ounces of Roſe Vine= 
er : boyl them agam gently, and make an Epitheme. 

Lec the {ame parc be anointed with the following Oynrment : 

Take of Cerat of Sanders two ounces : Oyl of Rutnces,and of Wormwood, of each three drams. 
Mix then for a Liniment. 

Laftly, It che Patient be troubled for want of ſleep, as is uſual, becauſe this kind of flux is moſt in 
the night, you rnuft uſe Narcorticks, ſuch as were propounded for the tortner fluxes. 


Chap. 9. Of the Worms. 


Lrhough Worms breed in divers parrs of. che Body, yet becauſe chey are more uſual in the Gut 
than in other parts , therefore we wil ſpeak only of thoſe. 

By tome ir is queſtioned, ro what kind of Diſeafe that 1s prerermcural che Worms are to be refer- 
red? Bur wecati take away al occaſion of doubting, by faying that afrer a divers conſideration they 
may reter coall kinds of Diteaſes ; for as they prick and pull the Gurs, or obſtruct chem, and pro- 
duce other diſeates, chey may beſaid ro be cautes of diſeates. But as they are ſubſtances added. to 
thote which oughe ciacurally tb be concained in the Gurs, they are reckoned by Galen in che number 
ofrhole Diteates which are in the'number encreated wholly againſt Narure, as che ftone alſo. Ard 
aftly, as they atefenr our precernaturally by the belly, or the mouth, they are to be referred co the 
fault in Excretion, of tending torth. 

Gale in his Comment upon the Aphorifms, Aph. 26. Sect. 3. propounds three kinds of Worms : 
The round Worrns, which are often bred m the Gurs, and pc ofren up mo the Stomach z the Aſca» 
rides, or liccte Worms like imalrhrids, which uſero lie in che inferior part of che thick Inceſtines, and 
ore againft the Sphiner Muſcle ; -andthe broad Worms, called Faſcia, becaule they are long and 
broad Ike Childrens Swarhing bands. This kind ts more rare robe ſeen chan thie reſt, and a Phylician 
fall fcarce leethern in his prafticerwice or thrice in a yeer, yer there are great Controverſies am 
Aurttors about chem ; fome ay. it is one Wort only ;, ſome that ic 6 made of many united, whic 
they call Cec1irbiftitor, or Gourd Worms, and 1ay that they are parts of rhe broad Worm ; others 
make a tourch kind; containing the Gourd Wortns ; bur we do nor intend here to ſhew their Reaſons 
and (everal Experienices they have fo much boatted of : rhe curious Reader may ſearch for his better 
larisfation, Roxdoletius, Plateries, Sennertus, atid many others. 

"Moreover, There is a prear Controverſte of the Cautes of Worms : ſome ſay they come of putrid 
heat, others from che Nartiral; others tay char boch concur for the production of them. 

The firſt fay, That all Inſefts'6r Vermine come from corruption, according co Ariſtotle. The 
ſecond tay, That purrid heat is ſtrong, fiery, and deſtructive, and therefore is noc fic to produce a hve 
body. The chirdforr, to reconcile the former, {ay that rhe Matter is diſpoſed by the purrid hear co 
generate Worms and the Natural heat doth turn it fo prepared into worms by way of Coneoction. 

*, But this Reconciliation wil nor hold, becauſe according tothe axiome in Phyſicks It 15 che pro 
perty of the ſarne thing to diſpoſe the marcer and being in che torm, and therefore the preparation -w

the matter, aud the introduction of the form, ought to be fram the ſame agent z beſides, Worms breeg 
in Carkaſſes where there is no native heat, we may ſay that the heat which is putrid, in re'peCt of the 
matrer putrifying, is native in refpeCt of the Worms, becaule the natural and putredial heat differ 
bur in depree, bur divers degrees ot heat are 4. qu for the generation of divers Creatures z and ther« 
fore heat which is putrid in reſpect of us, may be natural in reſpect of another Creature: So the hear 
which is natural toa Lyon, would cauſe Feavers in us ; and by conſequence is putrefaCtive : Many 
fliero the hear of the Sun which is the univerſal Caule of al generation 3 but we muſt alwayesac- 
knowledge a particular Cauſe from whence the effe&t is unmediately produced, by the Concurrence 
and Co-operation of the univerſal Cauſe : but here is a greater diſhculry, becauſe at 5a common axi- 
ome or theoreme, That apr; beger a thing more Noble than it ſelf z and theretore heat is ue 
the chief agent in breeding of Worms which are in the pradicament of ſubſtance, and heat is burag 
accident z aud whatioever is ſpoken of the Sun, the torm of a Worm 1s more Noble than the forme 
the Sun,becaule it is the form of a hiving Creacure ; and that of the Sun 1s Forma mixta,or the form 
ot a mixed body only : This Doubt brings us into that large and weighry Diſpucation of an Aqui- 
vocal Generation, 1n the Circuit whereof very excellent Philolophers have Writ whol Volumng, tg 
which we lend our Readev, and chiefly co Fortunins Licetus his Book of the Spontaneous Generg- 
tion of Living Creatures : Let it ſutfice in this place to ſay that many of theur Opinions are brough; 
ro this, They believe Seeds of many things tobe in divers Subſtances, which acccrding cotheir 
divers Changings, come to light ; even as the matter is more or leſs diſpoled by purretaction, or other 
alceraton to receive this or that torm : andthe Seed which is more agreeable cothat Dupolitions 
brought into act, and bringeth into che matcer a form proper to its {elf. T his Opinion doth not mych 
differ from the old Philolophy, which ceacheth, That Forms proceed from the power in the Matter: 
bu chey think it ſater co hide the Secds of things in chew Matter, which are cruly efficient, than toac- 
knowledge ouly the power of the Matter, which hath no power to be an ethcienc, for we muſt find 
out lomeefficienc with the power in the Matter which may railea Form trum it, or rather introduce, 
or bringa Form imtoir, 

The material Caule of Worms is commonly ſweet Flegm which groweth putrid, by which irgers 
a Dilpoſitionto be turned inzo Worms z but wethink it no wayes neceffary,that food which wil breed 
Worms, ſhould be firſt turned into Flegm : For Worms may breed of cher unmediately being 

urrified, as we ſee in Fleſh, Cheele, Chelſnuts, Apples, Pears, Cherries, and other Fruits which 

ing torch Worms by being purified : So it is in our bodies, eipecrally in Children which are given 

to Glutrony and eat the aforeſaid things,and take new commonly betore the old is Concocted. Hence 
is it chat they pucrihe and breed Worms. 

Bur ler yong Phyſicians oblerve this, Ir is daily obſerved in Practice, That Sucking Children,that 
eat meat are moſt croubled with Worms, and becauſe their Stomachs axe nor able codipeſt ic, there 
fore it 15 corruption and curned into Worms ; moreoyer, Milk is quickly d; _— che Stomach,and 

reſencly ſent to the Guts 3 and if it hath meat mixed wich it which == not ſo tuddenly be dige- 

ed, it wil be {ent into the inteſtines with che Milk, and therefore corrupt and breed Worms. Ard 
oblerve, That Worms never breed of Milk only, ſothat asoften as you conſider the Diſcale of anln- 
anc, rake notice, Whether it have the Worms or no, which Women alwayes proclaim and ſay al their 
Diſeaſes came from thence, as they aſcribe al the Diſeates of Women to the Mother 3 and the Phyſi- 
tian may certainly pronounce that the Child hath not the Worms, at it hve only upon Milk, and have 
eat neither meat nor Broth : Galen in his com. aph. 26. ſef#. z. raught chis, ſaying, That in Children 
that Suck milk only no Worms do breed 3, the Reaſon whereof is not plain. Many ſay, Tha in fuck- 
ing Childreu che Heart is nor ſtrong enough to breed Worms. And chas is confirmed by Galen inthe 

lace cited z where he faith, That ſtrong Heart 1srequired for the Generation of Worms ; and thence 

larth ur comes that Worms are more 1n Y outh, than Infancy ; which alſo Hippocrates reacherh w 
the Aphorilmatoreſaid ; and which he ſcems togain-ſay in lb. 4. de morbis, where he ſaich, That 
Worms breed ip Children before they are born 3 bur thele have not ſtronger heat chan they that ſuck: 
And Hzppocrates gives another Reaton why Children in the Womb ſhould have Worms, becaule 
their Excrements are reteined 3” but when chey are born they do noc breed Worms, becauſe then thei 
Excrements are not reteined. Bur this wil not fatisfie, becauſe attentumes in Children that Suck the 
Excremeirs are reccined, and yer they have no Worms while they live. only upon mulk ; therefore 
lince the aforeſaid Reatons do nor concent folid wits, we expe(t the new Thoughts of Wiſe men 
rouiching this matter ; and in che mean while, we wil briefly declare our Opinion, and leave roche 
Judgmenc of the Learned ; We tay chen, That Milk purrifying doth grow ſowr, and then is unhic for 
ro breed V Vorms, but.rather hindereth chem; - for it 1s known char al ſowr things do kill V Vorms: 
Hence 1t is that the Juyce of Lemons is ſo ordinarily given againſt chem, and in ordinary dcinka licele 
Spiric of Vitriol co ſharpen it doth wonders. 

It is Commonly thought, That among che Material Cauſes of Worms, Sweet chings are the chick; 
wh:ch1s to be doubted ot, becauſe ir is confirmed by a Common Axiome, That Sweet things do _ 
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©1r into Choller, and Choller by ics burerneſs doth kil Worms : but we can ET EIS a os.

Fora Concluſion, The conſuming, putrefaction, and eating away of the Gums, is tobe reckoned 
among the ſigns of the Worms, which 1 confirmed by this tollowing Obſervation : A certain Boy was 
along time troubled with eatingaway of his Gums, maiy Medicines both internally and externally 
wereapplied, andall in vain at length he died : The body being opened, there were tound io many 
Worms, tha in ſome places the bowels were caten chigugh, and many were found in che empry pla- 
& ot his Bclly. 

As tor che Prognoſtick : Many Worms are worſe than few, great chan little. Many times they 
uedangerous, and bring great Diſeales z as a ſtrong Feaver by fits, ſwoomng, (pecchleisnels, doting, 
epileplie, chollick, and dogs appetite. _ : ; 

In the beginning of a duteate, it is evil tor V Vorms ro come forth, cicher alive or dead, eſpecially if 
they comme torch alone, and without dung z tor when they are alive, and come forth, they ſignifie 
gear crudicy, os want of nouriſhment 3 bur dead, they fignute great putrefattion, by which they ace 
ulled. 

VVorms in the declining ofa Diſeaſe, coming forth with the Excrements, ſfgnifie Healch, if con- 
cotion appear ; for it appears then, that Nature ruleth and maſtereth the Excrements. 

The Cure of che Worms is by driving them our, becaule chey are wholly againſt Nature. Andthis 
isdone by purging Medicines, which ktll V Vorms, and evacuate che Matter that breederh chem. 

Rhubarb is the beſt, which you may give ina Flux or Feaver. Burt you mult firft giverhings chat 
killthem, or ar leaſt that drive them to the interior Inteftines by things caken at the Mouch, or thole 
things that draw them down by Cly ſters.

Hemorrhoids. 


Lehoughthe moderate Flux of the Hzmorrhoids be healchful,and preſerveth a man from many 
A and grievous Dueales, as Hrppocrates caught in Epideimii, and in his Aphorifms, as trom a 
Pleuriie, Peripneumona, or Inflamation of the Lungsz Nephricss, or che Scone in che Kidneys 
Madnels, Melanchully, and umumerable other : Yer the mmoderate Flux is moſt dangerous, and 
brings other pernicious Diſeaſes, as Weaknels of the whol Body, Coolnels of the bowels, and ei pe- 
cally of the Liver z an Atrophy or want of nouriſhment, an evil Habit, and Drophie by the lois of 
\acural Heac , by ſpending roo much blood which 1s the treature of Lite, and che cheerither of the 
whol zody. 

And chis Immoderate Flux hath the ſame Cauſes which uſe co provoke other (orts of Bleeding : 
namely, Blood offending in Quantity or Qualicy ; when ic offendeth in Quanciry, and is brought in 
grear plenty rothe Hzmorrhoid Veins, ic doth violently dilate them and open their Oritices, by the 
tccugch or the Expuliive Faculty : bur fomrimes too much Blood coming thither, doth opprets the 
Kere..cive raculty. 

| Hence comer ſhe being Detective in herUuty, there 15a great Flux which muſt be reſtrain- 
ed by arc. 

-H while Blood offends in Quality, as ſharpneſs or thinneſs, it ſtusup the Expullive Faculty, 
tocaft forth by thole Veins not only che unproticable bur proticable Blood, the Blood Cauling this 
F.ux is made ſharper by a mixture of Choller, or ſharp Warer. 

This immoderate Flux is known by the lols of Strength, and a Senſe of Weakneſs coming from a 

Jeng Flux and lols of Blood : As alſo from an evil yellowiſh colour of the whol Body, as it ic were 
the Jaundice. 

j che Ditcaie come from Quantity of Blood, there went before Caules of increaſe of Blood, and 
the Patient bears it wel 1n the bzginning, and is more cheerful ; buc atrerwards th. Flux conunuing, 
te grows weak, and dejected. 

ur it uc comes from ſharpneſs and thinneſs of the Blood, there werx before Cauſes that breed chol- 
[xr or ſharp Water. the body 15 of a Chollcrick Conftirution and burnt : the blood flowerh violent= 
lv, and it 1s very red, ſhuiing, and as it were flaming, when otherwile offending only in Quancuty is 
uiech co be black and Melanch ly. 

ſhe Prognoftick is gathered calily from what hath been ſaid, when we reckon up thoſe grievous 
Diſeaies which come trom chus. 

For th2 Cure, The Blood muſt be ſtanched, or moderated at laſt, which muſt be done by Revul- 
live, Derwatives, T hickners, and Aftringents. 

And fir't, Phlebotomy 1s a Revullive Remedy in every Flux of blood, therefore in the Hx- 
morrhoids thus flowing, draw blood trom the Arm ; and more plencitully it chere be ligns of tulnels 
and much hath nor been loſt, otherwite cake bur lictle, and ar divers times. 

.ilto Frictions and Ligatures of the Superior parts do revel the blood, as allo Cupping Ghaſles ap- 
plixdro the Shoulders, Breaſts, and Hypochondria, which for che better Revuliion may have Scar- 
ihcation tn the Shoulders, but chey muſt be often applied coche places atore-mentr' 

Alioa Gentle Purge doch derrvethe Chollecick Humors which make the blood fo violenc im the 
Guts; and chis muſt be made of Purging chings char havean Aſtringent Quality, as Rhubarb, My+ 
robalans, and Tamarinds, tuch as were preicribed againſt Vomuing of Blood : And Mercurialis 
teacheth, Thar Tamarinds have an eſpecial power to ttop this kind ot bleeding, whether they be a= 
ken boyled or 1n 1ubſtance. 

Alio ſharp French Pruens which are ſomwhat like Tamarinds being ofren eaten afore mear, are 
good : and cheir ute 15 convenient to keep the body loote, and it thele wil not tuihce you may ado 
ther things which were propounded for che Cure of a belly bound, becauic by ule of A.iru the 
belly wil be bound, and by ftraining ro dulcharge the Excremencs that arc hard, the Veus wil be more 
open aud bleed more, 

Afterwards 
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Afcerwards you muſt uſe thoſe things that thicken the Blood, and aſtringe the looſe Veins, ſuch 
were preſcribed for vomiting and ſpitting of blood, m form of a Julep, Pouder, Opiate, aud the refe- 
coming to Narcoticks, as is there ſaid, if = need require. . 

And befideschoſe Remedies, the Pills of Bdellium are much commended by Authors ; wh,

ftringentschat aremixed therewich. Tothis we may add what Barderon in his Dilpenfatory, a; 
other Modern Writers ſay, That we have true Bdellum brought from Indigat this day, which is hard 
to be diſtinguiſhed from Myrrh. 

The ule of theſe Pills, 15 after this manner : | 

Take of Pills of Bdellurm one dram : the Troches of Amber, and Terra ſigillata, of each gy 
ſeruple : With the Mucilage of Raeince ſeeds extratted with Roſe Water. Make a maſt of Pull, of 
which let him take a ſcruple twice @ day, before Dinner and Supper. 

Ar che ſame ime you muſt uſe Topicks made atrer divers forms. 

A Fomentation of Mullein boyled in Smiths V Varer,or aftringent V Vine, is beſt ; for that Plar: 
is proper for the pain and bleeding of che Hemorrhozxds. But you mult diligently obſerve in the uſe 

Fomencations, that they be cicher cold, or moderately hor. 

A more compound Decodtion may be made thus : 

Take of Snakeweed Boots balf a foe : Plantane, Mullein, Bramble and Oakbuds, of each 
two bandfuls and an balf : Sumach berries, Pomegranate flowers, green Galls, and Pomegranate 
peels, of each one handful : Myriles balf a dram : red Roſes two prugils : Allum one ounce : boy 
theſe in tbree parts of Forge water, and one of old red Wine, for a F omentation. 

Martin Reland commendsa Fomemation made of two bags, applied hot by times, made of re 
cloth, and filled with beaten Acorns and Oak Leaves, and boyled long in ſtrong Vinegar. 

Of the Decodtion before mentioned, with a greater quancity of every Simple, you may make a 
Bath to ſit in, which the ſick man muſt uſe ſon1what cold, as 1s ſaid of a Fomencation. 

Unguentum Comitiſſe is very good, if youanoint the Back and Hemorrhoids therewith : or you 
may make for the preſent this following : 

ake of Oyl of Roſes, Olives, and *Myrtles, of each two ounces : the Fuyce of Plantane aud 
Fllein, of each one ounce and an balf : red Wine Vinegar one ounce : boyl them il! the juyces ws 
conſumed: then add of Bole, Sanguis Draconzs, Frankgnſence, and droſs of Iron finely poredered 
of each one dram : Wax as much as will make an Unguent.

If you can apply Remedies tothe Veins that bleed, it is beſt therefore that they may appear 
And therefore ler che Patient be laid upon a Table, and [train as it he were at ſtool cill chey appear 3 
ung an Inſtrumenc it there be need. And chen apply the ature mentioned Caraplaſin of the Hair 
ofan Hare and Spiders Webs, or other very drying Remedies ; Bole, Allum, or burne Vieriol. Al- 
{oro touch the V era with OQyl of Vurriol, 1s good z or in exrream danger with Aqua fortis. 

Which things, it chey prevail nor, "Hippocrates in his Book of Dier, in acuce Dileales, and cf the 
Hemorrhoids, chews the way of tying, cucting, and burningot them 3; which operat:on is out of ta- 
thion now, as being moſt patntul and perilous. Alchuugh Maſſaria ſaith that he once ſaw ir, the 
frory whereot will be protirable co be relaced z for by thac you may learn the way of working, and 
che ever. The Hiſtory is this : Frederick Corticus of Vincentia, firſt had the pain, then the 1m- 
mderate flux of the Hemorrhoids : And when be had in vain tried many thin 21, went to Padua 
where the Phyjitians by a common conſent, concluded that the blood muſt be ſtopped. But when 
many means inward!y and outwardly, were in vain uſed, in the end finding no Remedy, they con 
cluded to try this Manual Operation : But having nofit Chyrurgon, they ſent for a Neapolitan, ' 
who profeſſed this Art, and be cut, tied, and burnt the Hemorrhoids of Fabricius thus : Firſt he 
bond bim ſo that be could no reates move ;, then be ſeparates the Hemorrhoids from the Inteſtine ; 
then with a Nzedle, be paſſeth throw, and ſevoeth them, and tieth all about ſtrongly : then cutting off 
the part of the Vein roh1ch #s above the ſevoing, be burns it with a hot Iron. It was a painful Opera- 
tion from the Ligature, Sett:on, and Brrning : So t/2at Frederick had a Fearer, and great pain. 
Bui the Chyrurgion gave him a fevo *Medicines by which he peas freed both from fgaver and pain in 
afew dates tothe adniration of all men there, and recoveredfrom bleeding. But it is not to be 0- 
mitted, hore be being too confident, and negletting bleeding and purging, which he ſtood after in 
need of, keeping no orderly diet ; the next yeer he was taken with a peſtilent Feaver, and died. 
From rohence we may obſerv2 the Precept of Hippocrates, Apb. 12. Set. 6. That one Hemorrboid 
muſt be kept open. Except the Patient, as Aeruus obſerveth, bad rather prevent the danger that 
comes by ſtopping of i: by a good diet, exerciſe, bleeding,and purging. 

Bur un an ordinary Cure by Medicines, you mutt contider the Liver and Spleen, becauſe the Meſe- 
nick Vemws are interred intothem, elpectally if they be hot or weak. And cheretore nor unproficably 
do we apply Epithems, or cooling and ſtrengcteniag Oynements , tuch as we preicribed in the tiux of 
the Liver, and ſhal more ac large be laid down un the hot diftemper, and itlamarion of chole parts. 
Somcumnes the Obſtruction of che Bowels, and Me:eraick Veins do caute this Dileale ; which are to 
beraken away for the Cure of the Patient. And we have fomrines done it with Puls of Steel, which 
we prelcribed in che Obſtruction of the Liver. 

The whol time of Cure, lec the Patienc drunk ordinarily Iron Water, or the Decoction of Yar- 
row. 

Ar the ſame time, above all things you muſt rectitie che blood, which is che chiet cauſe of this 
flux. Lherefure if it be ſharp and Chcllerick, 1c 1s often to be corrected wich che ntulion uf Rhubarb 
and Tamarinds. If it be hot and thin, with chickening and cooling Medicines : it watery, with dry= 
&s: it much, with a {lender Diet. For it 1s vain to think of ſtopping of the blood, except rhe origi- 
nal of the evil be tirſt caken away. Which Solenander obterved, Conl. 22. Sect. 4. in this following 
Hiſtory, I remember (faith he) that I bad one Ann, a Dukes Daughter, of a great flux of the He- 
morrhotds; and becai!ſe ſhe was far ſpent, I tookmuch pains to ſtop the flux. But when | perceived 
that the firſt day afrer they were ſtopped, ſhe began to ſrvel about the Heart. Being ſent for again, 
the ſeventh day 1 opened the Veins again nor could l ſafely ſtop them before I bad given gentle 
Evacutions, and altering and ſtrengthening things for the Liver. 

After you have cured the tlux of the Hemorrhoids, you muſt prevent their recurn : which is done 
by good Dier, and bleeding twice or thrice ina yeer, and Withan ordinary Purge ota Magiſtral Syrup, 
or other Medicine, with an 1\Tue made in the Leg, and the like ; which are to be alcered according to 
the divers dutpolitzons of Bodies. Moreover, Mineral Waters of Vicriol, Allum, and Iron, are very - 
convenient. 


Fonſeca commends the DecoGtion of the Maſtich Tree, or the Infuſion of itin VV ane, for a Pre- 
vention, thus made : 
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Take of the ſhavings of Maſtich wood trwo ounces : _ them in troelve Pints of Wine twen- 
ty four hours in a warm place, then ſtrain 1t and drinkef it a whol month for ordinary drink; for 
it bath ſtrength to ſtop the Hemorrboidy, and ſtrengthen the Stomach. 


Chap. 11. Of the Pain of the Hemorrhoids. 


H< Hemorrboid Veins that are inthe end of the Bettiom Inteftinuum, or ſtreight Gur, ſomtimes 
do {wel and caule very great pain. 

This (welling comes of the ſame Cauſe with the Flux or bleeding of the Hxmorrhoids ; namely, 
Of blood offending in Quantity or Quality, which it it tindeth not away, and cannot open the euds 
of che Veims, there it ſertleth, and by filling of che Veins cautech a Tumor with Inflamation, and 
pain. Theprincipal Cauſe why Blood cannot get out of the Veins, 15thethicknels of it, becauſe 
it is Melaticholly : for commonly the Hemorrhoid Veins, elpecially internal, are iaid to receive Me- 
lancholly trom the Spleen, and fomtimes to purge 1t torth. 

Authors give many differences of Hemorrhoids, from cheir greatne(s, number, figure, and place: 
whence lome are called great , others lictle 3 tome more, tome leis; tome are like Grapes, Mulber- 
ries, Warts, or Bladders; thence cermed Uval, Moral, V errucal, or Veiical. Some are External, 
{ome internal. 

From theſe things the knowledg of them is eaſe ; for from a Tumor inthe outſide of che Funds» 
ment, trom its greatnets, color, and conliftence, the differences are known. And they are to bedi- 
ſtinguiſhed from other Diteates which ule cobe in the Fundament, as Rbagades, Cletrs ; Condys 
lomata, Swellupgs with Inflamation , T bymi, Kernels ; Fc, Piles, andche reſt. 

Rvagades are cercain Ulcers like Cletrs in the Hands and Lips, trem vehement cold. They hare 
no likenels with the Hemorrhoids 3; buc we will explainchem with checeft, alchough chey are pro- 
perly to be referred to external Diſcales, chat you may with che knowledg of the Hemorchoids know 
all diſeaſes of the Fundamenr. 

Condylomata are certain Tumors ofthe Skin, which being wrinkled, tir {wel by Humors, it is 
called Condyloma. Ic ts diſtinguithed from a Hemorrhoid, becauiea Hemorrhoid is greater, black, 
and round ina Vein ; but chis 1s long, ot the ſame color, and not in the Veins. 

Thbymi are carnous {wellings, which are noc only in che Fundament, bur Privicies of Men and Wo 
men, lite Warts, and hike the flowers ot Thyme, trom whence they have their name. Thele are lir* 
tle, —_ or redduh, without pain z bur che Hemorrhoids are greater, black, tor the moſt part 


inful. 
a ict are alſo fleſhy Swellings, bur greater than Thym3; alſo they are blew and painful, and 
thereiore more like Hemorrhoids : bur chey are diſtinguithed from chem, becaule they are all let ; 
bur the Hemorrhoids ſhew che Veuss tull, and enlarged at the ends. Moreover, Ficz tor the molt 
part ulcerace, and ate malignant, tockat they are like a Cancer. 

Thole Caruncles, or pieces of fleſh which grow in the Fundament, are like theſe Fici, called 
Criſt, oc Tuics, uſual in Italy, bur unutual among us, becauſe they come from an impure and un- 
nacural Lechery : they look like che Combs of Cocks, and thence they have their name : Becaule 
they are nothing like che Hemorrhoids they need nodiftin&ion. Bur ler this be for a Concluiion, 
recs 4 egg Ditcates are cured only by Chyrurgery, to that a peculiar way is not to te layed 

own here. 

As forthe Prognoſtick, The Swelling Hemorrhoids, they are ſeldom dangerous ; buc ſomcimes 
ſo intlamed, that you may teara Gangrene ; orelte they extreamly rormeuc the ratieur. 

Hemorrhouds, 1t they come to Suppuration, or an Ulcer, often tunes leavea Fiſtula, which is ma- 
my Tunes curable, by reaton of the cendernets of che part, and che great moiſture which hindererh 
che healing of ic. 

For the Cure hereof, firſt ler bluod in the Arm, and make a Revulſion fiom rhe parc affected. 
Which being (uihciently done, you may alto open che Veininche Ancle tor revulfion, 

the lameisdoue by Cupping ofthe Hypochondria tor Revuliion, and the Hipps for Derivar 
£10, 

Strong Purges are not good in this caſe, becauſe they draw the Humors tothe part, and encreale 
the Tumor.

orif you mix it with Lin-(eed Oy], in this proportion, that there be half an ounce of that, and one 
{cruple of Oyl of Box. 5 NON : 

Grercetan highly commends the Oyl of Nuts in which Sows or Hog-lice have been boyled. You 
may alio boy] Hog-lice in common Oyl, and it will much aflwage pain. 

Plain Oyl ot Eggs, or made in a Leaden Mortar, doth che ſame. 

Divers Lunimencs and Oyncments may be preſcribed tor the tame : Some whereof do only appeaſe 
pain z tome diicuisthe” Tumor, and dry ; ochers heat che Ulcers. And you may apply chem with 
Lint.

But we waſhed the part afterwards with ſtrengthening thingrvoa'm, as ovght tobe afe 
ter ſt:cpefying Medicines bave been applied. 

The ſame Amatys, Curar. 6. Cent. 3. commends this following Topick in theſe words : A Re- 
wverendman oa grievouſly troubled with the Hemorrhoids z, and after divers means uſed by Phy 
fitians, was cured by us with this Medicine immediately.

Chap. 1. Of the Hot Diſtemper of the Liver. 


MY men have a Hot Diſtemper of cheir Liver, from their Birth 3 of which here we ſha] nc 

tear, bur only of that preternacural Dileaſe which manifeſtly hfnderech the Actions of the 
Laver. - 

This Diſtemper is either Simple, or Compound ; either with Matter, or without 3 bur forthe moſt 
part it hach Matter joyned with it, becaule a Hot Diſtemper of the Liver uſeth ro produce Hot and 
Chullerick Humors. 

The Cauſes of this Diſtemper are Hot Weather, inmoderate Exerciſe, much Anger, and other 
great Paſlions af the Mind, and eſpecially hot nouriſhment, and Phyſick, or things Spiced, a pure and 
itrong Wine drunken plentifully : To thele you may ad the Hear of the Parc adjacent as un ſtrong 
Feavers, the Liver waxeth Hot from the eat of che Hearc., The

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The Signs ofa Hot Diſtemper of the Liver, are Loathing of Mear, eſpecially Fleſh ; Thirſt, bu;- 
4ng of the Belly, vehement heat in the whol body, eſpecially in the palms of the hands and toles of 
the teet : leannels of che whol body, che Paricnt is worie k x hot rlungs, and better tur cvid : and it 
there be plenty of hot Humors, there wil {omrimes be Vomiting and purging ot Choller ; there is a 
piccernels inthe mouth, and tor the moſt part a Feaver. 

Asco the Prognoſtick, A Hoc Diſtemper otche Liver is nor very dangerous, becaule it is not much 
contrary © che Conſticurion of the Liwer, bur 1t uteth tO be che Caute ot many Dueaies not only ot 
the Liver, bur allo of other parts: Icis hard of Cure, eſpecially when the Stomach is cold, as otcen 1t 
is; for choſe things which are grven co Cool the Liver huct che Stomach and enlarge its Diften-

k The Cure conſiſts algogether in the correction of the Diſtemper by coolins Medicines, and by the 
Evacuation ot the Chollerick humors which comes trom the Liver, encrealing the Dittemper,and thar 
Diſtemper ic, and 1s the Caule of other Dileates. 

And tirft, Opening of a Vein doth much cool the Liver, takes away ſome of the Choller, and o- 

13 che Obſtructions which comes trom Choller ; cheretore you mult open the Liver Vein of the 
Fghe Arm, and ler fuch a quantity of blood as is agreeable to the tulneis ar:d ftrengrh of the Patient, 
e:cher ac once, or divers times, according to the greatuels of the Dileaſe and the conmumuance of ic , and 
rafter a Clyſter or Laxarive Medicine hath been adminiſtred, 

Then you mult grye a Medicine which doch gently Purge Choller,and Repear ic often at diſtance ; 
an Apozem for divers Doles 3 or the Magiſtral Syrup, or Syrup ot Succory, Compound with a 
couc-fold proportion of Rhubarb which 1s mott conventent, becaule ir doth mnocencly purge the 
Chollecick Humors, cooleth the Liver, ſtrengrhneth ic, and opens Obſtructions.

pound of white Sugar. yep it for your uſe. 

The Alexandrine Julep tor this purpole, made thus :

Alſodivers Juleps to coolthe Liver uſeto be preſcribed ; of which, che Forms following may be

Andto make it colder yet, add a dram of 
Sal prunelle. | 

"UVhen Herbs are wanting, you may make a Julep of ſtilled V Varers thus : 

Takeof Endive, Swccory, and Sorrel Water, of each three ounces... Syrup of Lemmons, and 
Pomegranates, of each one ounce and an half : Make a Julep for three Doſes. 

You may allo make Juleps that are goodand pleafanc, of Juyces: an Example of all which, may 
be this that followeth : 

Take of the Fuyce of ſweet Apples nevoly dravwn,and taken from the feces, four ounces : the puzee 
of Lemmons three ounces : Roſe Water two ounces : the Fuyce of Pomegranates one ounce : white 
Sugar balf a pound. Make a Fulep for three Doſes. 

Inſtead of Juleps, Phylick Broth may be made tor the dainty folk, of the Herbs aforeſaid boyled 
witha Chicken. To which you may add one dram of Lapis Prunellz, chat ic may cool the bener; 
or make it ſharp with tome drops of Spuric of Vatriol. : 

Blood of Succory and Germander, brought intoa Syrup as followeth.are good to clenſe the blood, 
open obſtructions, and cool the Liver. 

Take of Succory Water made in Balneo Marie, as much as you pleaſe : the Leaves of Succory 
two parts : Germander one you : Steep them together, and digeſt them in Balneo Marie three 
daies: thenſtrainthem, and add to the Liquor, freſh Succory, and Germander : then digeſt them 
again three dates , then ſtrain them : and let this way of Infuſion be repeated eight or ten times. 
T be Liquor will tern red like blood, to which you muft put as much Sugar, and make it mito 4 
Syrup. 

Belides, Youmay make Opiates and Tablets to cool che Lwer, and ftrengrhen ir, chus: 

Takeof Conſerve of the Flowers of Succory, Violets, Water-hillier, and Bugloſs, of each one 
once : the poder of the three Sanders one dram and an balf. With Syrup of Lemmons make al 
Opiate to be taken often. 

Take ot the Logenges of the three Sanders, with a double quantity of Rhubarb, four ounces. [4 
him take every morning two bours before meat, one of the voeight of tro drams. 

Conſerve of Hips otthe Canker Roſe, well clented, and boyled with Sugar. into the Form of 4 
He, doth powertully cool the Liver, if the Patient taketh it inſtead of the forwes 

priate. 

The TinCture of Coral, made with Juyce of Lemmons, doth cooland ſtrengthen the Liver, if you 
give rwo {poontuls chereof every day, or twice ina weekat the leaft. 

A Bach of warm V Vater uled otcen, doth more powerfully and proficably cool and meiſten the 
Body chan any other Remedy, eſpecially in lean folk. 

V Vhey is good for the (ame, if u be uted fitreen daies, or more, together. Ir is made wowen 
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ling che Milk, and powring 1" a little Vinegar or Juyce of Lenmons, andafcerwards ſtraining it. 
? Amatus Luſitanus prepareth it thus : | 

Take of Whey one pint : very ſharp Syrup of Vinegar three ounces : Mix them, and aftor a lit- 
tle boyling. let 1t be taken as Mineral Waters, twice or thrice, and then walk upon it. 
ents tookit five pints at a time. C 

Puercetan prepareth it thus : 

Take of Whey two pints : Fuyce of Lemmons two ounces : the nero made Fuyce of ſweet Anvles 
three ounces. Clarifte them all together at the fire woith the white of an Eve, and put tn them 1 lit- 
tle Sugar. When it is ſtrained, take fix or eight ounces every morning, for fiſteen or twenty 
daies together. | 

And it che Body be lean and coniumed, you may give Milk alone, eſpecially if it be of an Afs, for 
many daies. 

The Decottion of China prepared with che Juyce of Lemmons, is alſo good for this purpole, e- 
ſpecially it chere be Obſtructions. Ic 15 made thus : 

Take of China Koots ſliced one orunce : Spring Water ſix pints : the Fuyce of Lemmons tbree 
ounces : Steep them tpoenty four hours : then boyl them till the third part be conſiemed ; then ſtrain 
them through a Hippocras Bag, andlet bim take ſix ounces thereof morning and evening, and mix 
itwith Wine when be pleaſeth. 

Laſtly, Mineral Warers that have Vitriol, are good, becauſe they open and cool. 

If the Dilcaſe continue after all chis, open the Hemorrhoids wich Horl- leeches once or twice ia a 
monch. 

Andalſouſe outwardly Epicthems and cooling Oyntments tothe Region of the Liver. 

Make Epithems ot Sorcel, Succory, Role, or Plantane Water, or ot Vinegar and Camphire : to 
which for the ſtrengrhening of the pare, adda little Pouder of the chree Sanders. 

The Oynemencs are, Galens cooling Oyntment, and the Cerar of Sanders. 


Chap. 2. Of the Inflamation, Impoſthume, and 
Ulcer of the Liver. 


1 ”e Anct- 


He Inflamation of che Liver, is a hot Tumor ariſing from Bluod, which is out of ics Veſſels, and 
ſent inco the tubftance thereot. 

And asche Blood s either pure, or mixed wit! ocher Humors, ſo doch ir produce divers kinds of 
Tumors. For if it be pure, ir makes a true Phlegmon z bu if it be mixed with Choller, Flegm, or 
Melancholly, it produceth an Erylipelous, Oedematous, or Schirrous Phlegmon. And if Gelaid 
Humors predomuate over the Blood, there is a Phlegmonous Eryfipelas, oedema, and ſchirrus. 

There 1s another difference in reſpect of che place mn which the Inflamation is 3 ut 1s either in the 
ow art, or Cavity ofthe Liver. Which 1s thus to be underſtood according to Galen, 5. de 

ch, aff cap. 7. An Intlamation cannor be u1 either part of the Liver diſtinct, fo that the ocher ſhal 
be free, becaule che fleſh in che part is contained in allparrs, and therefore when one parc tuffereth, 
theocher alſo (ufftererh in lome meaſure. 

Moreover, That which Gaken caught 1 3. Meth. Cap. 14. is worth obſervation : When the hollow 
part of the Liver 1s offended, it 15 necetlary thar the Iutlamation reach co the Veins of the Metentery, 
which come from che Gate Vein. And Experienee teacheth thac they who have died of chis Intla- 
mation have had, nct only an Impoſthume 1n the Liver, but allo in che Meſencery. 

VVemuſtalto oblerve from Hippocrates, Aph. 45. Sect.7. Thar an Impoſthume ſomtimes is on» 
ly n the Membrane which covereth the Liver, and ſomrimes in the ſubſtance, or Parenchyma of 
it: For (taith he) they whohave a hot Liver mo_ if prere white quittor or matter flow 
from thence, doeſcape ; for it is contained in the Tunicle : But if it be like TD of Oyl, they die. 
Galen nn his Comment, taith thus : They who bave matter in the Tunicle of their Liver, and the 
ſubſta1ice not ſuffering, do ail eſcape : but they who are correpted in the very fleſhy ſubſtance of the 

ver, de z and there is goodreaſon to be given why they do. 

The immediate Caules of this Diſeaſe are, roo much Blood, or the boyling heat, thinuels, and 
ſharpneis ofche ſame; or che motion and ſtwring of it inche Veins ; from whence by the atoretaid 
Caules, it is calily thrown inco choſe parts which are moſt fic coreceiveir. The Liver is moſt tit to 
tecerve blood abouunding when it is roo hot, or hach any pain, for heat and pain do attract, or it it 
laveany Natural or adventitious weaknels : Forall parts that are burdened wich any Humor, do 
dburden themſelves upon the weakelt. Among theſe Cauſes you may reckon the obitruttion of 
the Liver, by which the thick Humors are rerained, and are inflamed by a Precernatural hear. 
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The External Cau'es may be many, as tco much heat of the body from immoderate Excerciſe 
the Sun, or tire : buc Meats ſharpand ſpiced, immoderate taking of two much ftroug Wine, t&g 
muclr Letchery, Fear, a Stroak or Fall upon the Liver tide, allo hot Medicines apply ed wuhour 
realon thereto; as 'F abricius Hildanus reports of one who having a cold diſtemper of the Stomach 
had Emplarſters and hoc Oynements of Pepper, Cardamons, Oyl of Cloves, and thie like appl; edrg 
him, by wh'ch meansthe Inflamation of the Liver was encreaſed : for the Liver covereth the Scq- 
mach, and the Medicines which are apphed tothe Stomach, do firſt couch the Liver wich ther Ye. 
ue. 

Cupping Glaſſes applied rorthe Region of the Liver wil do the ſame, of which F dbricins Hill 
nus brings an Example concerning one who bled ar the Notice, ro whom he applied great Cupp 
Glafſes upon the Kegion ot the Liver which ſtayed the blood; bur a great Intlamation ot the Lyver 
followed. 

The Signs of this Dileaſe are many according to Galen and other Authors, which we ſhal lay down 
ſererally, becauſe many errorsare commirted in the dilcovery thereot. 

The Fuſt Sign is Heavinels inthe right Hypochondrion which comes from the Repletion and Di- 
ſtention of the Liver z becauſe being of its own nature large and very compact, it it be titled with 
much Humor i wil grow very heavy : which che Patient apprehends when he curveth trom oneſide 
ro the other. FL A 

The Second Sign is Pain, -which ſomrtimes Is perceived 1n One place, ſomtimes in two or three: in 
the Region uf the Liver there is a weighty Pain 3 {omcunes ic 3s very extending 11 che lower Ribs 
whenthe lnflamation reacheth tothe Ligaments of che Liver which ate taſtned tothe Rubs : ſorntimes 
the Pain is communicated to the Throar, by che concunuation of the Menibranes, which have concen 
with che Menbrane which covers the Liver, 

The Third Sign is a Feaver, which is commonly at night, and is more or leſs ſharp according tothe 
Humor offending : forin a Chollerick Intlamaricn it is moſt burning ; but ma Flegmatick, gentle; 
and in a Sanguine Inflamation, moderate between both. 

The Fourth Sign is Ditficulty of Breathing , becaule the Liver is tyed tothe Diaphragma, or 
Midriff ; and theretore by its weight forceth it downwards,as .lio prefſerh ic with oreatnets and iwel- 
ling; ſothat both wayes the free motion of che Diaphragma is hundered. 

The atcrelaid Signs are Univerſal or _-=__ tu declare the Dijeate : there are many other equivo- 
cal Signs, which alio do much avail tothe knowledge of tlie Dileale : Asa dry Cough, a hard Pulls 
uwequal, and like a Saw : the colour of the Tongue firlt red,aiid then black : great Loathing of mear: 
unquenchable Thulſt : yomiring of Choller, and Lomcumes of Flegn : a pale Colour of che whol 
Fody tending tothe Jaundice, yellowyh : red and tlaming Urin, which is tharp : when the Pacienc 
liech wi. h his face upwards, he is more at eafe than when he herh on either tide ; becauſe whe he, 
lieth upon the right 1ide che Liver is prelled upon by the Stomach ; when he hech upon the left, it is 
extended by its own weight, hanging down the belly is bound, by reaton ot the Heat which con- 

ſumech al che moiſture of the Chylus matter : Somrimes it 1s looſe, namely, when a great weaknels 
of the Livec 1s zayned with the intlamation z for then che Exccements are ſenc forth moilt likethe 
Water wherein Fleſh hath been waſhed. 

The Signs ot che Differences are thele ; If the Gibbous or Convex part of the Liver be affected, 
there 6alumor to be tele in the right Hypochondrion,and rt makes the figure of the Liver likea half 
Moon : there 1s great pain in che Breathing, and it reachech cothe right tide of the Throat, ſo that ic 
teemerh co be pulled down : There is a greater Cough and Dithculcy of Breathing, and greater 
weighe. 

Luc if the Hollow part of the Liver be affected, che Tumor is not ſo ealily felc z but becauſeasI 
have fa1d, one part of the Liver cannor be mflamed, bur the other muſt aliotutter z when che part iS 
rouched and preiled down, {ome pain is perceived, 

Moreover, Becaule this part hech upon the Scomach, there is a greater loathing of Meat, vomicing, 
thirſt, and loolne:s of the belly, trom the tood corrupred in che Stomach which s diftempered by the 
ncernelis ofthe Liver to ir. 

The Signs of the Caules are theſe, 

If che Intlamariun come tiom pure Blood, there iseither a perfet Red or duskiſh colour in the 
face z the Pulle is preac, ſoft, and wateriſh ; the Urin is red and thick ; the Body 1s tull of ileih: 
there 1s {weetneſs m the mouth, the party is yong and hath fed hugh. 

If Choller predommate, che Face is yellow, the Pulte twift, hard, and unequal, the Urin chin 
and very yellow, ſomcumes tlaming : che Body 1s lean and thin : the Eyes hollow : the Mouth bit- 
ter: there is vomiting of Choller, and Cautes that bred Choller wear atore. | 

Bur becauie the Intlamation of the Mulcles of the Abdomen or Belly is very like che Iutlamacion 
of che Liyer, there we muſt diſtinguiſh chem by chew. proper Signs. to 
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In the Inflamarion of the Muſcles of che Abdomen, the $Kin is ſo extended that it you lay holdof 
it yOu cannot Move it 3 che humors ofthe ſtreight Muſcles are long and over the whol belly compre- 
hending che Navel : and rhe inflamation ot other Muicles 1s 1n the form of chem.

Moreover, The color ot the whol Body is of much concernment for che diſtinguiſhing of theſe Diſ- 
exles ; for in the Inflamac1ion ot the Muicles, it 15 treth, and almoſt in us Natural condition ; bur in 

the Inflamation of the Liver, it 1s pale, yellow, and like the Jaundice 

There isa famous Example of this in Galen, 5. de loc. aff. cap. 7. of one Stefianus, who when he 
was judged by other Phyſicians co have an Impoſthume in che Liver 3 Galen being fenc for, at the 
fr view of his face, preſently taid chat there was none, and tcarching his Belly, he tound it in the 
Abdomen : He judged upon this ground, Becaule che Patient had not his face lo ditcolored, as ufcth 
ry be in che Intlamation and Impoſthume ofthe Lver. 

The like Example 13 1n Valer:ola, Lib. 4. Obl. Cap. 5. ofa certain Woman which was thought by 
anccher Phylician to have a Phlegmonous Tumor mn the Liver. Bur faith he, When ſhe ſent for me 
I jredged it not to be ſo, but in the Muſcles. And a little after he fauh, When I firſt came, 1 touched 
the place, and | found a long ſwelling inthe right 'Hypochondria, down to the very Navel ; the 
Face was red, freſh, and of a Roſie color, mixed with white, continuing all the time of the Diſeaſe 
in the ſane ſtate ;, the Urine was very 400d, both in color, and in reſpett of the things contained : 
From allwohich it appeared, that not the Liver, but the Muſcles over it were affetted ; for when 
the Liver is afﬀetted, there is alwates a diſcoloring of the face. For Galen ſaith, that he knew ma- 
ny dilea(ed 11 cheir Lrers by their colors, Lib. 5. de loc. aft. cap. 7. tor che color in tuch is commons 
ly yellowiſh, whice, and inclining fomcunes to green, 

Moreover, Ic is troublelom co diftinguith a Plewiſie from an Inflamarion' of the Liver : as you 
may obſerve un Galen, 5. de loc. atf. cap. 7. wn his Hiſtory of Sicrlys the Phylitian, who was dcecei- 
no in himlelt, tuppoling char he had a Pleurilie ; becauſe he hada Feaver, lictle and frequent brea- 
thing, a {mal Cough, anda pain neer the lower Ribs : bur Galen by his ſtools, which were like 
water wherein feth had been wathed, knew that his Liver was tntlamed, tor ſuch a tlux doth ſhew 
that the Liver is greatly dilordered. Bur this fign cannot alwaies diſtinguith a Pleurilie from an Ins 
flamation of the Liver. For as Galen ceacheth un che place cuced, ſuch kind of moiſt and blood 
ſtools come only when the Liver 1s inflamed, when it 15 alſo very weak, otherwiſe one ſign ofthe Li- 
verinflamed 6 (by Galen) coſtwenels. Therefore when the Liver is not weak, you muſt look for 
other ſigns, by which you may diſtinguiſh them. 

If thenthe Inflamacion be in rhe Pleura towards the rignt Hypochondria, the pain wil be vehement 
ad pricking, the brearh more dithculc, there will be no change of color, the Cough will be greater, 
and not dry, but commonly (elpecually in the encreate of the Diſeate) with bloody Spittle, ltomwhac 
at leaſt di.colored 3; and laſtly, the Pulle will be hard, and like a Saw : Bur in che Inflamation of 
the Liver, the pain 1s lels, joyned wich heavinels, che color 1s yellowuh , there isa dry Cough now 
andehen, che Pulle is nor fo hard; and laftly, chere isa Tumor in che right Hypochondrion. 

And it che Intlamation be in the Melentery, che Tumor will appear beneath the Region of the Li- 
ver, there will be no change of color in che Face, the ſtools will be moiſt, in which ac firſt there wil 
bechin and unconcocted Marcer , afterwards concoCted, mn thole of whom there 1s hope of reco» 
very. , 

The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, is thus made : 


Every Inflamation of the Liver is very dangerous, and for the moſt part deadly. And if ic doth 


not kill prelencly, it ends in a Dropſie, or Acrophy, or Contumption. All the hope of recovery is 
trom the ſtrengrh, as Galen, 10. meth. cap. 5. 


| AnInflamation of the Gibbous or bunchy part of the Liver, ismore dangerous than that which is 
uthe hollow part, by reaſon it is neerer the Heart, che Midriff, and hollow Vein. 


An lutlamation coming from Choller, is more dangerous than that which cometh of pure Blood, 
becaule then the Feaver is ſtronger, and ocher {ympromes greater, 
The Hiccoughs inan Inflamarion of the Liver areevil, Hipp.

AVo an Ulcer may be in the Liver trom tharp Humors thac corrode it, eipecially it rhey be chol- 
lecick, and (pread chrough he iubſtance of che Liver, which pucrityung by degrees, get a maliguanc 
and venemous quality, 

The kno:vledy of rhis Ulcer, which comes from the ſharpnels of the Humors withour Inflamaticn 
afore going, i5 dilticulc. Bur it may be known by ſome tigns. And hiſt, chere 1s an ulcerous pain ig 
the right Hypochondrion, and che Patient waxeth lean z audit it be in the liollow part of the Liver, 
there are {tools with Pus or Matter, and ſometimes with 3lood, and pain of the Guts by reaſon of the 
ſharpnels of the Humors, like a Dy tentery, which 1s diſtinguiſhed trom tias Diteate mchts, Becaule 
there 15a weight and pricking about the Liver. And tomcunes Authors have obierved that pieces of 
the Liver have been voided by ttool, Bur if the Ulcer be in the gibbous or outward part, the Water 
is Matrery without any diſtemper of the Reins or Bladder. There 15a imal Feaver m the encreale 
of the Dileale, which turneth mito an Hectick. Lhe color is yelLow, and tomeines there are fjval 
ſtuls which come from the aduſtion of Humors in the Face. There 15 a loathing oi Meat, andeſpe- 
cially of fleſh, a ſtinking breath, and often tainting. 

Concerninp the Prognoſtick, lc bringetha linger ing Hectick Feaver. 

And it the Ulcer be not fmal, tuperticial, and cured berunes, it deadly. 

Thole Exulcerations of the Liver which tollow Intlamations and lmpoſthumes, are more dange- 
rous than thoſe that arile without them. 

The Cure of the Intiamation of the Liver, 1s the ſame with that of che In{lamation of the Stomach 
aforementioned, and cluetly in reſpect of Pklebotumy, Purges and alecing Remcdics ate tobe given 
un the begunmning of the Dileale. 

Youu mult alto give uften Clyſters, fuch as were preſcrid2d in the Inflamation of the Sto- 
ISaCil 

Bur afterwards, cooling, clenſing,and opening Juleps, ſuch as were deſcribed in the Chapter afore- 
mentioned, bewaring that they be not too {weet , tor by ſweet things, the Liver being untlaned, 
grows larger, as T::l1a1 ceacherh, Lib.

Take of Oyl of Chamomel, Lillies, and ſweet Almonds, of each one ounce : Oyl of Wormneood 
and Spike, of each half an ounce : the Ponder of Schananth, Roſata Novella, and Wormroood, of 
each one dram : Wax ſo much as will make a Liniment to be uſed in the declination of the Diſ- 
eaſe. 

If the hardneſs of che part continue, it will be good to add tothe former Liniment, Gum Ammonia- 
cumduflolved in V inegar. Or this Plaiſter : | 
" Take of the Emplaiſter of *Melilot and Diachylon with Flovoerdeluce, of each one ounce. Mix 
them, and 5þread them upon Leather, cut like a half Moon, to be laid to the part. Or, 

* Takeof Gum Ammoniacum diſſolved in Vinegar one ounce: Labdanum aud Maſtich, of each 
two drams : Oyl of Wormwood and Wax, of each as much as will make a Plaiſtey. 

If the Inflamacion tend co ſuppuration, which 1s known by encreaſe ofthe Feaver, and che pain, 
Rye Hipp. Aph. 47. Lib. 2. there is great danger, and feweſcape in this caſe. Yer you muſt 
furrher che Suppuration with the aforeſaid Emplaiſters, which will diffolve the Matcer which will be 
aflolved, and tuppurate that which will be ſuppurated or ripened 3 as allo with mollifying Cata- 
palms, and you muſt give inwardly Chicken Broth wherein Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Figgs, and 
Prunes have been boy led. 

Afrer the Impoſthume is broken, if white Matter flow by ſtool or urine, you muſt clenſe wich 
Barley Water, or Whey with Honey of Roles, or with thote Remedies which are preſcribed tor the 
Cure of the Ulcer of the Sromach. Bur if the Suppurationtend outwardly, you muſt open it with 
ared hor Inciſion Knife, according to Hippocrates. And if the Matter come torth white and conco= 
ted, there is hope of Cure z bur if red, filchy, and ſtinking, che Pattenc isneer death. 


Chap. 3. Of the Stoppage, or Obſtruition of the Liver. 


AT Obſtruction of the Liver is a preternatural cloſing or ſtraightneſs of che Branches of the Vena 
Porta,and Cava, that is,of che Gate and Hollow Vein,and ſormcumes of the ſubſtance of che Liver, 
hudering the patlage of Natural Humors, and the diſtribucion of the Nouriſhmenc, coming from 
ome Matter which filleth their Caviries. 
Hence it 1s that Obſtruction is an Organical Diſeaſe, namely, in che way and paſlage obſtructed, 
which hinders the diftribucion of Blood tor the Nourithment of the parts. Theſe waies or 
aenor only the Veins which are diſperied chrough the whol {abſtance of the Liver ; bur allo the 
Pores and in{enſible Paſſages, with which the whol ſubſtance of the Liver, andallo of other parrs, is 
very tull; which being ſhur up by a precernatural Humor ; neirher can the hea of the Liver bo con- 
» norcanthe thin vaporeus Excrements be evacuated. 
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The Marter that Cauleth the Obſtruttions, commonly 1s a groſs Excrement, viſcous and clar. my 
which beingnot able to =_ freely, ſticks in the paſſage, and 15 more and mute thickned by i.e hear 
of che parr, ſo chat the longer Obſtruttions continue, the worie they are. 

Somrimes plenty of Humors caule an Obſtruction, as Galen thewerh, 10. meth. cap. 2. in theſe 
words, Of Obſtruct ions ſome come of abundance of Humors, and ſome from the Ruality, as when 
they are grofi or clammy ;, Bloodletting zs the beſt Remedy againſt thoſe pohici) come from plenty,and 
theſe of attenuating things x beſt azainſt thoſe that come of Rua't:y. 

This Ob'tru&tron which comes trom pl-nty of Humers, happens chiefly in the Veſſels and their 
cavities when being coo tull, they are fo diſtended, that chey cannct contract themielves for the 
{ending forth ot the Matter contained : As we may obſerve by the Bladder when it is ſtretched ow 
long rerention of roo much Urin, that it cannot contract ut ielt 3 trom whence there comes a ſi oppage 
of Urin, or diiticulry ot vo ding thereot. | 

Not only Humors, bur alto fomcuves many groſs Vapors, which cannot eaſily be diſcuſſed (bes 
cauile the way 15 not open, as inthe Chollick ) may be the Caule ot Obitruction, as Galen reacheth, 
3. de loc. aff. which Caules are very rare, and abfolutely denyed of ſome. 

The Humors which ſtoppeth with its thickneſs 15 chietly Flegm, which wil eaſily grow grols and 
clammy. Melancholly 1s next, which by its coldnels, thicknels, and drofiinels, may caute Ob- 
ſiructions: Allo Blood may dothe lame by its Quantity and thickneis : Ard laſtly, Chioller ſtaying 
long in the Liver grows thick, and breeds dangerous Obſtructions. The Antecedent and Principal 
Caules, areal things that p__ thick and clammy Humors, and thick and cloudy Aw, Meats of 
grols Juyce, viſcous, hard of Concottion, and diſtribution, aftringent, cold, and not tic tor cobe 
eaten, as Pears, Quinces, Services, Medlars, Muſhrooms, Checte, Pulie, Peaſe or Beans, Becf 
and Pork, flymy Fiſh, and dryed m the {moak, Bread not wel baked, Rapes, Cheſsnuts, thick, 
red, andaſtringenc Wine, and muddy Ale. ; 

Alio anevil Dupoſition of the Liver, eſpecially a cold diftemper, which may alſo produce Oh» 
ſtructions from good Juyce, as when ic doth not wel Concoct, but turns the meat n:0 a talc tarta- 
rousand mucilaginous or flymy Martrer. 

Alſo the Diſtemper of the Stomach may be a Cauſe of Obſtruttions, when it begetstco crudea 
Chyle, which cannot after be wel ordered by the Liver, becaule the faulc of che firſt Concoctions 
not amended by the ſecond. 

The Signs ot this Diſeaſeareto be divided into divers ſorts, ſome ſignifie the kind of the Diſeaſe, 0 
thers the part affeted, and others the caule that produce ur. 

The Signs that ſhew the kind of che Diſeaſe are common to al natural parts that are ſubjze& ro Oh 
ſtrucions : for they ſhew only Obſtructions lying in the lower Belly, and theſe theretore wil leve 
for the knowledg of the Obſtructions of the Spleen, and Metentery etpecially. 

Thele Signs ſhew that there are Obſtructions in the ſaid parts, 

The Excrcemencs of the Belly being our. of cheir natural condition, eſpecially when they are moift, 
whace, chylous, or bloody : whe Urine, thin and watery, andas it were ftramed, becaule the chicker 
parts cannot pals through by reaton ot the Obſtrudtions, bur only the pure water comes through une 
muxed ; and it may be yellow if chere be hear. 

Dithculcy of Breathing, eſpecially when the Patient walketh faſt, or upa hill, or pair of 
ſtairs, becauſe che Parts obſtructed do draw the Midrift down-wards, nl ade its free motion; 
the Face is pale z chere 1s leannels and dulnels over the whol body ; the Pulſe is unequal ; and laſt- 
ly, there is tuch a ſente of weight in the Hypochondria as they who have been feeding very hard; 
Theretore Hzppocrates, 4. de viihs ratione im acut. calls that heavines a fulnets of the Hy pochon* 
dria, attriburing that Diteaſeto the Hypochoudria, which properly belongs to the Stomach : for 
as often as the Spleen and Liver are filled wich evil Humors, and 1wel, they ate preſſed and feel a hea- 
vinels, atrer the leaſt earing of the lighteſt meats, as they who have over-gorged themſelves. Thus 
Sign doth ſo ſurely declare the ObſtruCtion of the Hypochondria, alchough there be neither pain nor 
apparent iwelling, that Profper Marnyanys mn his Comment upon the atoreiaid Book of Hrppocre- 
tes, aihrmech, That he hath conchuded that the Eowels were obſtructed, betore ever he handledthe 
Hypochondria.

ſigns, and ſomtunes pain, that is heavy and dul, which encrealeth atter meat, eſpecially it exerciſe

To which {( tha: 1 
may an{wer 1na word, without circumſtances ) 1 tay, That it 15a duleale in the encreaie of Nun ber ; 
for ſince the Cornea ought tobe void of all color, that it may let the Species of ObJetts pais throu; h 
eand unchanged, it 1c have any preternatural color, it hath a Diſeate mn theencreale of Nuuber, 
that is, more than what 1s neceſfary cothe Natural Conſtitution thereot. 

Auchors do make two forts of Jaundice z Yellow, and Black. The Black proceeds trom the Spleen 
and is very rare : therefore here creating only of the Dulcates of che Liver, we will tpeak only of 
the Yellow Jaundice. 

The ſpreading of Choller upon the Skin, comes from many Caules ; which may be reduced to 
three Heads : namely, An Evil Diſpoſition of the Liver ; An Obſtructicn of the Bag chac contains 
the Gall ; And the malignity of che Chollerick Humor. 

The Evil Diſpotiion of the Liver is divers; as Dſtemper, Inflamation, Obſtruction, Schirrus, 
and whatſoever may io weaken the part, that Excrementitious Choller cannot be leparated from the 
Blood, bur is with i diftribured chrough the whol Body. | 

The Obſtruction of the Bag or Cyſtis, which concains the Gall, hinders che paflage of ic into the 
Guts, whereby u remains in the Liver, and goes from thence with the Blood incoche whol Body. 
This Obſtruction is either from groſs Flegm, or Choller abounding  tomcimes trom lirtle ſtones 
which are often bred in the Bag ot Gall z which may allo be made narrow um the Pailage, by che cun- 
preſiion of ſome part nigh unto it, which is inflamed or ſchucrous. j 

The Evil of che Chollerick Humor conſiſts, either in the great quantity thereof, which cannoe be 
regulared by Nacure, nor beſeparated fromche Mals of Blood, or which fo filleth the Bag of the 
Gall, rhat it cannor contradt it elf co expel ir 3 or it conſiſts nan evil qualicy, which by corrupting 
of che Humors, doth hinder their due Evacuation, or ſts up Nature tuddenly co caſt it forth, as 
you may obſerve in a Critical or Symptomarical Jaundice. This Corruption happens in continual 
Chollerick Feavers ; as alloatter Poyſon is caken, or fromthe biting of ſome venemous Creacure, 
by which the whol Blood is curned into Choller. 

The Signs of the Yellow Jaundice are manifeſt ; namely, a yellow color thr che whol Body, 
elpecially un che whice of the Eyes. Alloan uching, and lazunets, bitterneſs of the Tongue, ſomrimes 
Choll=rick Vomitings, and Hiccoughs. | 

The $1gns of the are tobe raken from their proper Fountains 3 for if thediſtemper of the 
Liver be hor, this Qufeale comes trom Inflamation, Obſtruction, Schirrus, or the like : che knowledg 
ot which 1s to be taken from their proper Chaprers.

The Jaundice coming from an Inflamation or Schirrus of the Liver, is moſt dangerous ; for one 
commonly ends in an Impofthume, the other ina Dropſie. 

They who in a Feaver, have the Jaundice before the ſeventh day, are deſperate, Hipp. Aph. 62. 
Sect. 4. againſt whieh Aphoriſm, chere is another of, Hippocrates oppoſed, which is in 4. de vittus 
ratione in acutzs, mn theſe words: In a Chollerick Feaver, if the Faundice come before the ſeventh 
day, with chillnef, the Diſeaſe is cured ; but if it come without chillneſs, 1t is deadly. There is 
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Realon for what he ſaith 3 for when in che third, fourth, and fifth day, the Crilis (or groind of 
ſudament ) is healchtul, if it be by Swear, Urine, or Stool, why ſhould nor a Cricical Jaundice jj 
upon chote daies ? And Experience from many allowed Authors doth reftitie that the Jaundice degh 
otten happen with ſafety betore the teventhday. Now thete Authors dv interpret the atore;aiq 
Aphoriim thus ; namely, That Hippocrates by the ſeventh day, underſtandsany Critical day, ang 
he mentionech the {eventh as the moſt noble day, and co be taken for all the reft. But that is a trye 
Critical Day of Judgment, atore which, a ful Concoction of the Matter cauſing che Feaver, dig 
appear, 

[he Cure of the Jauudice, is by raking away of the Cauſes: For it it come from a hot diftemper 
of the Liver, or a Tumor inthat part, you mult conſult with the Chapters atore mentioned for the 
Cure of chem. Wes s 

But chat which comes upon acute Feavers, it it be Critical needsno Cure. Yer if ut be Sympto- 
matical, the Cure of it depends upon the Cure of the Diſeate upon which it depends. 

That which comes from the Obſtruction of the Cyſts, or Bag of the Gall, is cured by taking away 
of the Obſtruttion , which may be conveniently done by the Remedies mencioned mm the tormer 
Chapter. Towhich we may add chele as more proper.

Take of tbe Eleftuary of the Fuyce of Roſes, and Diaprunss ſolutive, of each three drams : the 
pouder of Rhubarb one dram : Saffron balf a ſcruple : With Sugar makg a Bolus ; which you may 
give once or twice, if the Body be of a very 1] habit. 

As for Phleboromy, though Galen denyeth ic, as unprofitable, yer if you perceive abundance of 
Blocd, it 18 = —_ roabare it. 

After general Medicines, this following Infuſion uſed fix oc ſeven daies, doth commonly pluck this 
Dilcaſe up by the Roos, if it be bur yong. 

Take of Madder Roots balf an ounce: the greater Celandine one bandful : the tops of Sea 
Wormroo0d, and of the leſſer Centaury, of each one pugil : Cinnamon half a dram : Saffron half 
a ſcruple: Infuſe them a whol night in eight ounces of white Wine, and add tothe ſtraining half an 
ounce of vehite Sugar. Let him takeit in the morning three hours before dinner. 

Or you may make this Decoction following : 

Take of Celandine Roots and Leaves one bandful : the Leaves and Flowers of St. Fohns wort, 
of each balf a handful : the ſhawimgs of Ivory and poudered Gooſe dung, of each three drams: 
Saffron balf a dram. Put the Pouder of Gooſe dung and the Saff ron in a clout, and boyl them all 
in equal parts of white Wine, and Wormwood Water to one pint : and when it is ftrained, add one 
ounce of Sugar. Giveit for three morning draughts, and repeat it if you think fit. 

wercetan commends for ———— che Dung of a green Goole that cats Graſs in the Spring; 
and the dried white Dung of an Hen, given tor divers daies to the quantity of half a dram or a dram; 
and he ſaich that the Dung of theſe Aerial Creatures, is full of Nitreand Sulphur, and hath a won- 
derful Faculty to cur, attenuare, and diflolve. 

D:oſcorides commends the Juyce of Horchound for this Diſeaſe, and ſince his time, others, and 
eſpecially Foreftus, who reports that ſome were only cured by the ule of the Syrup of the Juycz of 
7 ne when other means failed, 

Geſner commends the Nettle Root thus prepared : 

Take of Nettle Roots one pound : Saffron one ſcruple : beat them wel, and take out their Fuyce 
with white Go and let the Patient take forer ounces every morning for four or five daies, and 
cover himſelf to ſweat after it. 

W tule mward Medicines are given, let the Region ofthe Liver be anoinced wich this following

Take of the Fuyce of Smallage, Parſley, and Succory, of each one ounce : white Wine Vinegar 
balf an ounce : the Oyl of Tamarisktwo ounces : boylthem til the Fuyces and Vinegar be conſumed;

After the Obſtrudtiocns are taken away , the yellow colour will preſencly vaniſh by the 
ſtrength of Natural Heaz, which will diicufſe che Humor from the Skin. chat it may 
ſooner be gone, make a Bath of warm VVater, and cub the Body therein with a Bag of 
Barley Bean Meal. 
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Chap. 5. Of the Scirrhus of the Liver. 


He Scirrhus of the Liver, is a hard Tumor without pain, bred of a thick Humor, fatened and 
T hardened upon che Liver. 

This Scirrhus 1s I wo-told ; either it is Exquilite, or Perfett ; or Imperfett. That which is a 
perfeCt Scurrhus, is laid down in the Deimicion propounded , which is wichour Pain or 
Sence. 

That which is not exquilite or perfet, hath ſome kind of pain, and comes from a Matter leſs 
hardened ; in a word, 1t 1s a Scurhus beginning, and noc confirmed : bur that which is exquilite 1s 
confirmed, fo chat they only ditter in Deggees. 

A Scurrhus breeds in the Liver two waiesz either from Defluxion, or Congeſticn ofa thick and 

Jut - "> « "hl upon the pare z or from Inflamation, which diffolveth the chin Humors, and lea- 
veth the thick. 

The Matter of the former, is Fleqm or Melancholly, either ſenc from other parts, or bred in the 
ſubſtance of the Liver by an evil Concottion. For the producing ofthis Humor, evil diet is a main 
caule, if ir be of thick,cold,and vitſcous,or clamumy Nourithment ; as allo a Fleematick or Melanchol- 
lick Conſticution, and a Nacural ſtraighrneſs oft the Liver. From whence Galen laith, 1 3. Meth. 
That a Scurhus ealily breederh mn che Liver, Spleen, and Reins : In che Liver, becauie the Pall; 
arenarrow, and it 15 nourithed with thick blood in che Spleen, becaule ur recerverh the chick blood : 
and laſtly, in the Reins, becaule they are nourithed with thick blood. 

The Caules of the lacrer Scirchus, which followerh other Humors, is the immoderate uſe of dif- 
cuſſang Medicines, or of Repercuſiwves, which by cooling and binding, do thicken che Matter, and 
keep it from ditſolving. Belides, che Matcer ot the Diteaſe, which i properly cold and chick, and 
will not be ditlolved ; or the weaknels of the parc, which cannot help the breaching torth of the Hu- 
mers. And laſtly, a cooling and thickening Dicer 

The ligns ofa Scurchus in the Liver are, a hardneſs in the righe Hypochondrion, and that more 
* thanin an Obſtruction, nexta heavinels1n that part, elpecially wh:n here is violent breathing, no 

Feaver, nor pain, by which it 1s diſtinguithed troman Inflamation, or there is bur liccle pain, as when 
the Schirrus 15 not exquiſite or perfect : There is leſs repole upon the left ſide,becaule che Liver bei 
hard and heavy, doth then lie upon the Stomach, and burden ut : the color of the Face is pale, 
and greenith, {ana when the Liver is Schurrus, chere is nogood Blood produced by it: The whol 
Budy allo, ; fallen away, becaule there 1s neither Sanguification, nor diſtribucion ot Nouriſhmenc as 
it ought to be, 

The Pragnoſtick of chis Diſeaſe is given by Galen, 2. ad Glaucum, cap. 4. in theſe words: An 
inſenſuble $cirrus zs incurable, but that which is a little ſenſible is curable, though with much diffi- 
culty, Allo Galen, cap. 5. ofthe tame Book, taich, He have cured a Schirrus of the Liver often in 
the beginning of it z but when it bath been of long continzance, neither could l, nor any other that 
lever beard 9f, care tt. 

An old inveterate Scirrhus turns toa Droplie incurable, of which ſome die ſooner than others, if 
they have a looinels of the Belly cherewih ot long contmuance. 

A Scurrhus which followeth che Jaundice, or cauleth che ſame, s dangerous. Whence Hrppocra- 
tz7, Aph. 42. Sect. 6.{auh, that if the Liver grow hard in them who have che Jaundice, it 1s an evil 
lign. 

Te Cure ofa Scirrhus, is firſt by the cakingaway ofthe Antecedenc Cantlrp the Apozem which 
1s preſcribed in che Obſtruction ofthe Liver. To which you may add other Medicines proper to 0- 
pen Obſtructions. 

Afterwards you muſt diſcuſs the hard Matter with mollifying and opening things. For this end 
the Steel Pills above mencioned, are excellent, elpecially it you add thereco, Bdeltium, Ammonia- 
cum, and Sagapenum. x 

Bur if che hardneſs be very grear, you muſt give theſe Pills os many daies together. 

Take of Gum Anmoniacum diſſolved in Vinegar, and ftramed, and again made thick, two 
ogy : Bdellium, and Storax, of each four fcruples : mix them. Take one dram every other 

ay. | 

And in the daies berween, let him uſe the Opiate, or ſtrengrhemng and opening Lozenges preſcrt- 
bed in the Cure of Obſtructions. 

Theſe following Pills have a wonderful Vertue to ſoften a Scurhus, and dillobve it.

Praxis Admur. reports that there was a ſtrong Scurhus cures 
by the ute of Conterve of Horehound torty daies rogerher, 

Some Practuioners commend che uſe of Turpentine thus prepared : 

Take of Turpentine waſhed with white Wine one ounce and an ba:f : Sugar ba'f an ons 
Give one dram every day, or every other day, for it is an opening Medicine that provolth Urige 
and looſeneth the Belly. n 

All che cimeof Cure, let the Patient take whice Wine, or thin Claret ftesled, for his ordinary 
Drink. 

Alto the other Preparationsot Steel before mentioned, are very good. 

Ourwardly you muſt apply Fomentations, Oyntments, and Plaifters, thus made : 

Takeot Marſh-malloro Roots, Briony and Lally Hoets, of each one ounce : Mallows Violerr 
Pellitory of the Wall, Wormwood, and Agrimony, of each one handful : Lin'ved,Fanugres; and 
Dillſced, of each half a dram : Chamomel, *Metiiot, and Þoſe flowers, of each one pugil: boyl 
them in three parts of Water, and one 0! white Wine, or in Water and Vinegar. With (he ftrgi.

The Leaves of Henbane boyled in V inegarare good co be outwardly apphed rothe parr, made in- 
rothe form ofa Cataplaim or Pulcats, with Oyl of bitter Alnonds. 

To theſe you may add Baths made ot lofreniung and digelting things, and of ſtrengtheners, ſuch a 
we preſcribed for Fomencations z and let the Patienc ute chem by turns. 

And tinally, Make an Lflue in the right Leg, char part of che Marcer offending may be thac way 
drawn forth. 


Chap. 6. Of the Dropfee. 


| Is makes two kinds ot Droplies; namely, An Unwerſal, and a Particular. An Uvi- 
verſal Droplie, is chat which is inthe whol Body, or over che whol Belly : a Particular, ischac 
which is only in one parc : hence chere 1s che Drophie of the Head, Breaſt, and Womb; of which, 
here we ſhall not ipeak, bur only of che Univertal. 

Galengwes three kinds of this Univerial Dcoplie z namely, Aſcites, Tympanices, and Anaſacca, 
or Leucophilegmatſia. | 

Aicites 15a twelling of the Belly, cauſed of a ſerous Humor z nor doth the Belly only ſwell, buc 
many cumes the Feet, Legs, Thighs, and Cods. Nay, an Acites ſomcumes begins with a ſwelling 1n 
che Feet, which aſcends atter co the Legs, and toto the Thighs and Belly. 

This lecous Humor, as it is of the Nature of Warer, it 15 cold 3 but as it is {alt, it hath in ir heat, 
ks hon is encreaſed by ths neernels oft the Bowels, and more by the purrefattion whuch i gather- 
et CONLNUAIICe : hence Comes a Feaver and Thirtt, namely, from the ſtinking falc vapors 
which do infeft che mouth of the Stomach. rs, T"_ 

Ic falls our ſomrumes, chat this Watery Humor, isnor contained in the Cavity of the Belly, burin 
certain Bladders growing tothe parts ot the lower Belly. 

_ An Example whereof given by Schenkgas, Lib.'3. Obſervation z and Mauritins Cordeys,Com. z- 
in Hzpp. Lib. 1. of Diſcales in Women. Galen ſuppoled ( andalmoſt all Phyſicians, new and old, 
have followed hum ) chatevery Droplie-comes of a cold Liver , which cannot Sanguifie oc make 
Blood compleatly, bur inſtead thereof much Water, Flegm, or Wind. Which Opinion, as ic 18 
moſt crue in Anaſarca, and approved 1o in Aſcites aud Tymwparnces ics much queſtioned by my 
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Modern Wricers, becaule in che opening of many thac died of Droplies, the Liver hath been found 
very ſound, as is maniteſt by many relations inthole Authors mentioned. Mureover, Hippocrates 
» Proccher, wicrily atlicms char a Dropite may come ether trom the Liver,or trom tome empry pait * 
by ar empry parr, he meanerh all rhac ſpace trom che Ribs co che Gurs, and che parts concemed in 1c. 
Alſo Hipp. 4. de morb. Multerum, mentions a Droptie coming trom the Spleen. To which places oi 
Hippocrates chey utually an{wer chus, T hat che Liver is alwaies affected errher primarily or tecon- 
daily 3 fo that there is never a Dropſre betore there 13 a hinderance of Sanguitication, or breeding ot 
Blood. Bur ewo Reatons do ſtrongly oppolethis Doctrme : The firſt is trom the Experience be- 
tore mentioned, namely, That it che Liver ought necellarily coftuffer in che producing ot a Nropſie, 
ic would never be tound tree and unknmi in the Ditlection of a dead Body. the tecond 1s, That wt the 
Liver ſhould breed watery Blood, it would be fenc into the whol Body, as in Analarca z nor can a 
{whcient realon be given, why that terous Humor bred in the Liver ſhould be tenc ro the Bell y, and 
107 ©O Other parts. | 

Asfor the cold diſtemper of the Liver, that 1s denied by Trafhtanuws, Avicerma, and others, who 
aincm that a Droplie may ariſe trom a hot diſtemper of che Laver, and cannor be carcd but by cooling 
means. And chis may be maintained by che Auchority of Hippocrates, mn 2. Progn. A Dropic 
(lath he ) coming ai ter an acute diſeaſe, s 2vil, for it doth not take away the Feavr, It chere- 
torea Drophe may come while the Feaver 15, ic 15 clecr that chere 1s ttt]] a hoc diſftemper. Nenha 
:ould that ever pleale me, which is uſually ipoken by Galens Servants, Thar the Nauve heat 1s di;- 
olved by a hot diſtemper, and much duuinithed, and that duminiſhed heac may be called cold. Fu 
(01na Hedtick Feaver, and other conſtanc Feavers, in which the Natwal Heat is much dunmiſhed, 
we ſhould alwaies blame a cold diſtemper, and the Sympromes which tollow thould be umpured wo 
cold, and not to heat. From whence, who doth not percerve chat chere would aritce 2 great co::tuliorn 
nthelearching intoche Caules ot Sympromes. 

Among the » Writers, Carotus P:ſo, whom Sennertus followed, hath dived mot? deep into che 
true Caules of Aſcites, which he athrms co come trom a terous Matter contained in the Meat and 
Drink, which by reaſon ot ſome preternatural Caule, 13 ſtayed coo long in the Gare and Hollow 
Veins, not ſent into the Body, as 1n a Natural ftate and cci:dinion ic ulerh robe, bur into the capaci- 
tyofthe Abdomen. This ſerous Humor 1s retained in che Veins, trom the who! Body by reatonthe 
attract ive faculty of che Parts, ro which ic ſhould be carried, 1s eicher hurc or hindered. 

Now the chiet parrs which draw the ſerous Matter, are the Liver and the Spleen. For they acrract 
the Chylous Matter in which the moiſture of Meat and Drunk is concained. As alto the Spleen 
draws Drink co urs (elf, pure and without mixture z as Hrppocrates taught, and Experience cotirms, 
That they whodrink much after Mear, do preſently avoid it by Urine ; which leacned Authors tay, 
vby reaſon the Spleea tucksthe watery Marcer before chere 1s a pectect Concoction made in the 
Somach. | 

The AcrraGtion or drawing quality of the Liver and Spleen, 1s loft chiefly by detect and weakneſs 
ot Natural Heat : che Natural heat 1s deb1hcated by a cold or hor diftemper, or by Suttocation. 

A cold diſtemper coming exther trom too cold a Dier, trom lots of coo muich Blo-4 and Spirits, Cr 
any other Caute, doth deſtioy che Natural Hear of the Liver and Spleen, and to lunder che 
Actions. 

Ahot Diſtemper doth daſperte the Native Heat ; whence being made weaker, the Liver and the 
Spken become lels Active. Thus comes trom Feavers, much Wu, or hor Meats. 

Laſtly, The Natural Hear is weakned by Suffocation, when there 15 too much Blood in the 
Veins, elpecially it ic be foul, as when che Lerms or Hemorrhoids are ſtopr, by which che Blood 
was Clenſed formerly, bur now by ttoppage corrupted. 

| Alloche Attraction or drawing vertue of chole parrs, is hindered by Obſtrudtions, which hinder the 
tree pailage of the ſerous Matter. Soa Droplie tolloweth a Scurhus of the Liver and Spleen, nor 
only becaute chole parts being weakened cannot produce good Blood, bur etpecially becaule chey 
Ue notable co atcract, and fend ro rag” the whacloever is drunk. 

Here ic may be objected, Thar in a Dropſie the whol Body is nouriſhed by Blood bred in the Lt- 
rer ofa Chylous Matcer, which it draweth cout felf. We antwer, That the Liver doth bercer at- 
alt chat which is moſt tanuliar unto irs {elt, and moſt fir co be made blood ; bur ic drawerth to it lets 
than is {ulficient, by realon of the weaknelsof the attractive faculty. Hence ic is thar che Body grows 
lean, becaule ic draws ſome water along with the Chylus, and leaves che rett 1n the Meleraick Veins, 
andthe Veins of the lower Belly, whach is by degrees carried intothe Capacicy ofthe Abdomen. 

We do noc deny that Sangutication or making of Blood, is hindered ina Droplie, e.pecially whe) 
the diftemper is very cold or very hoc, or the Obftrudtion or Scirchusgrear, tor chen there cannot be a 
pertect making of blood. But we deny chat chat is the nexc and immediate Caute ot a Droptie ; 
vut rather an etfect chereof, when the Water corrupted mn the Abdomen, doth allo corrupr the Bu- 
wels that {ww therein, 
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Next roche Liver and the Splzen, che Reins do attract che watery Matter which 1: in the hollow 
Vein, and lree the whol body trom the tupertluicy thereof, 1o that if ar any time they do not their 
o.fice, there 1emains much macrer inthe veins, which being fer:t corhe +-bdomen do quickly makean 
Aicites; now the attraction of the Veins may cea'e tor divers Caules, becaule of a Cold Ditiems 
Þer, Tumors, Ulcers, and ObſtruQtions, which wil Dunimnith, Abolith, and ucerc-pt thew Fup-

Laſtly, The diſtribution of Water is hindered from ſome external Cauſe, as when much coy 
Water 1s drunk, which Nature cannot govern, nor (ulhciently diftribute into the Veins : SoCaroly 
F'tjo reports ot a young man that hada Tertian Ague, aud drinking Water exceedingly in his Fir fe 
inco an Aicites, from which by the raking of one Lozer.ge of Diacarthamum he was Cured by dif. 
charging the Waccr which was in the Abdomen, bur it he hid concimnucd drinking 1o much water an 
longer, he had not been to calily Cured, becaute i would have brought great obliructious aud a cold 
diver ot che Bowels, by reaſon ot the lois of natural hear. 

Buc ic 15 queſtioned of many by what wayes that 1erous matier ſhould be carried by the Veins into 
the Capacity of the Abdomen, to whom we may plainly aniwer, by lay iny trowm Hippocrates that 
ina living body al things are pai.ng to and tro, fo that in time 0: neceiity not only thin and (erous 
Matrer, but alto that which is very chick may te tent chrough che 1nſeni;bie patiages: Sona Pleuri- 
fie blood and matter wil piercerhrough the thick lubitance of the P leura atid »embrane which covers 
the Lungs, and be ipit torch at the mouth : $6 ina Fracture ot ce Leg or tlngn, wiuch hapens with- 
our hurt to the Mulcles and Skin, the matrer winch flowerh from the broken bone, piercech through 
the tubſtance of che other parts and wers che buuiſters and ro:vlers. 

Soalſvmn a Droplie ofcent imes a greac quaritity ot Water is vented 11 on» day by giving of Quick- 
—_ which cannuc be except the Water comcined 1n the Abdomen do pals through the Tuniclesof 
the Guts. 

Nor is the Objection of Fernelins of any force, when he {arch that Nature had invain madefſo 
many open wayes, it the Humors can pais throug!: thote anviable pailages: For we Aniwer, That 
an ordinary and natural moti'n of Humors 0:44.ned or ume xourthment of the Whol body, thole 

(liges are necellary through which tiicy niay ectily tow, bur 1 an Extraurceimary caſe, providene 
NNature doth tind our extraordinaty Wayes by winciihe may calt ouc hurciul Matter, or at leaſt tend 
it oa place leis dai.gerous. 

Fernelus Ub;ects again, Iat in them who have died by a ſtoppape of Urine tor twenty dayesto- 

hcr, iu was never perceived that an, Water went through thote blind patiages : We Antwer, That 

ature doth nor alwayes work che tame way 111 pieterudturel Canes, nur end huittul Humorsto 
the 1ame places, but cipecially co tote parts which ace more diipoicd co receive them through weak 
neis. 

So1n the Suppreſſion or Stoppage of Urine, the Serous Humor flowes openly through the Veins 
and Arteries and tils them, and it it tind any part weaker chan che rett ut talls torceably upon it : hence 
1 15 that iome die of the hurt ot one or other remarkable parc. So nothing hinders (1t the parrs of the 
Abdomen 1n which the Veins and Arteriesend ) be grown weak, bur that the Watery Humor may be 
{ent into its capacity or hollowueis. 

Nor is that erue which Ferneiius would infer, namely, That a Dropſie never comes from ſupprel- 
ſion of Urine, tor Reaion and Experience ceacheth the courrary : as we thewed afore i the Dif- 
courie of che Lots of Attraction mi ch. Reins : bur you mutt oblerve that the Stoppage of the Urine 
doth make an imcreate ot Water rath=r in the branches of che hollow Vein, then ot che Gate Vein oc 
Vena Porta, by whichche watery Humor chietly tluws into the capacicy ot che Abdomen as ap- 
pears by what wlluwech. 

Thertore we may Aniwer this Queſtion,by ſaying, That the water got into the hollow of the Abdo- 
men, by the inlenlible pallages though there are alto other muaniteſt wayes by which ic may pals. 

Hippocrates, Aph. 5 5. Sect. 7. hath ſhewed them, tor ( faith he ) they who have much Water& 
bout che Liver, it i ger to the Omentum, or Kels, their belly will be tilled wich Water, andehen 
chey die. The meaning of which Aphort:m 15 (though G alkn hid not plainly ſee ic) chat the Water 
trom che Luer doth tlzw incoche ranches of the Vena Porta which goto the Omentum, and when 
they arc tilled, cher by their Tunicles made thin by Diapedetis or Raretaction, or by the mouths of 
the Veilels being opened by Anaſtomolis, the Water gets into the Cavity of the Abdomen : This 
happens otren 1n the Spleen alio, when ic draws Wacer in abundance from the Stomach, as appearsby 
many tayings of Hippocrates z and in lb. 4. d: morbis, he taith, That Water may preſs trom che 
Spleen co the Omencum vr Kell, um thele words, Drink zs alſo carried into the Stomach with which 
oben 1t 3s filled the Spleen takes it from thence and ſcnds 1t tothe Veins and the Omentum. From 
which we may perceive, That Water chietly gets into the Abdomen, by the Veins of the Omentum 
whuch are called t piploicz, and Gaſtrepiplocz, although it may pals alio chrough their Ve oF 
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Beſides the aforeſaid Cauſes ota Dropiie, which aremore ordinary, there are mentioned by Ays 
thors ome lets ulual, cont med by Oblervation : and thele come trom the ditorder ot forue pecuhar 
art, not only ot the Liver and Spleen, bur allo of the Melentery, Sweer-bread, Scomach, Guts, 
och Bladder, and Womb, namely, when the Hom1ojs, or taculty ro convert nourithment 1nco 
chemtelves 15 hurt, from tome great Diteaie, ſothar chew proper nourithmene 1s corrupted and tur- 
ned into Water. So Galen, Comment. Aph. 55. Sect. 7. fatth, that watery bladders are ſometimes 
in the our-lide of the Liver, which beirig broken, {end Water downwards inco che Cavity of the Ab- 
domen, che encreale whereof breeds a Droplie. 

Fernelius luppotcth that the Liver being very dry, hath clefrts ike che parched Earth and thar 
through chemchere flows a conſtant Water which fills the Cavity ot the Abdomen. Others lay thac 
a Droplie may come trom the Gurs, 1t they be pertorared or pierced through, athd yer che Parienc 
dieth not pretently , but a watery Humor (tl flows through them into the Caviry. It comes allo 
trom che Kidneys, if chey be much Ulcerated, and water tlow trom them. $So Platerys reports of 
onethat ina Droplie had many Ulcers in buth Kidneys, trom whence both matter and wat er flowed 
neothe Cavity. There 18 alſoa Story in Sennertus, taken our of Fohn Heingius, ofa certain Wo- 
man who had a Droptie from the diftemper ot the Womb, whule Bowels were all tound, except the 
Teſticles or Stones, which were tound to be {wollen as big as the Head of a new-born Chil4, being 
blew, hollow , and full of Ulcers, trom which there came a terous Matter wiuch cauicd che 
Droplie. 

The Droplie called Tympanites, hath its name from Tympanum, a Drum, becaule the Abdomen is 
ſtrecched our like a Drum, and it you ſtrike ic with your hand, it {ounds like ic. This ſtretching 
comes trom wind ſhut up1n the Cavity otthe Abdomen. Bur tomeumes his wind is in the Cavity 
ofthe Guts 3 which Platers oblerved, taying in ſome chat have been choughe co die ofa T ympauy, 
after chey were opened, have had no wind coming torth ot the Cavity ot the Belly ; newther did rheir 
Belles, bur cheir Gurs fink, elpecially che thin Guts, which were to ftcerched with wind that chey 
came turth to rouled cogether that chey could nor be again thrult intoche Lelly. 

But we muſt obſerve chat the wind which cauſeth a Iympany, 1s leldom contained in the Belly a- 
lone, bur tor the molt part mixed with Water z, as in an Alcires, not only Water, bur Wind alto is 
contained 3 and both chele Droplies have chew name of that which predominateth : it there be mare 
wwdchan water, ic 15a Tympany z but 1t more water than wind, an Aicites: bur itthey be equal, ic 
kberween both ; ſo that we may doubt whether chat Drophie bea T ympany, or an Alcites. 

The Material Cauſe of Wind, is a crude Humor andeluck, whether ut be Flegm or Melancholly, 
which being ſtirred and made thin by hear, tends torch chick vapors, which are hard to be dillolyed, 
and chele are called Flatus. 

This Crude and chick Humor, is partly in the Scomach and Guts, bur eſpecially between the Mem- 
branes of the Midritfand Guts, trom whence it is more hard to be moved than trom the Cavity ot che 
parts atoxelaid. The 1 1. Aph. Sect. 6. of Hippocrates, makes thus very probable ; They who have 
pains and gripings about the Navel and Loyns, which cannot 'be removed, have a dry Dropſie. 
For becaulethe Melentery is joyned co the Gurs by the tore part, and to the Loyns by the hinder 
part, we may ealily perceive that the pains which reach from the Navil tothe Loyns, come from che 
Melentery. Belides, The greatneis of the pain, thews char che Caule is deep in the tubſtance of che 
parc, and cannot be removed : For if it were in the Cavity of the Stomach and Gues, ic would eaſily 
be remedied. 

Concerning the Efficienc Cauſe, Authors differ ; ſome ſay from a cold, forge from a hor diſtemper. 
They which accule a cold diſtemper, think they have Galen on their tide, who taies chart wind 1s 
bred ofa weak hear. To whom we an{wer, That heat may be ſaid ro be weak in reipect of the Matter 
which cannot be diſcufled or diffolved chereby. Bur this 1s to be umpured co the Matrer, which is ra- 
ther defeGtive chan the Hear, which is commonly too great and preternatural. And we muſt ac- 
knowledg with the Learned, That a burnt Melanchollick Humor 1s moſt fic co breed a Tympany, 
Which proceedeth from the parching heat of the Bowels ; which hear doth tic char Macter, and pro- 
ducech trom it chick vapors that choad co be ditlolved. 

The Drophie called Anaſarca, comes of a Flegnatick Humor ſpread through the whol Body, and 
therefore che Body is {\wolnand white z from whence the Dilcale 1s called grave reg This 
Flegm comes from a cold Liver, which inſtead of good Blood, produceth crude and flegmatick ; 
which when it cannot be curned into the ſubſtance of the parts, leaveth che crude part that is untic tos 
Nourithment upon them, and makes them ſwell z hence comes Anafarca, or Leucopblegmatia. 

This Diteale beginning, is called Cachexia, or an evil Habit, and turns into Leucopblegmatia, 
from which ic differs bur n degree. FN 

The Anteced<nc Caulesare, all things that cool the Liver coo much, and hinder irs CoacoGiion, as 
toomuch cold and moiſt Diet, the topping of the Terms or Hemorrhoids, Obftuctions, cold Tur 
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mors, Scirchus and large bleeding , and cther great Evacuations, by which the Native heat is din. 
niſhed, 
The Signs of a Droplie, and every ſort of it, may be known by whar hath been ſaid. 

Inan Aſcites, you may know that there is water in the Abdomen by :ts greatnels, toft Selling 
and broad, and it you prels the ſides, you thall eatily hear a noiſe of Water, and when che Patieu 
turns from one ſide to the other, and then the whol Belly leth as it were on that tice : thei! the Free 
and Cods (well, bur the higher part grow le(s; the Urine 1s lictle and chick, tomrimes red, becays 
there goes bur lictle water cothe Reins and Bladder, and ſtaies long there, by which means it becernes 
red and thick. In the progreſs or encreale of the Dileaſe, there 15 diihculty of Lreathing, by reajwn 
of the abundance of water which lieth upon the Diaphragma or Midrift, elpecially when the Pariene 
lieth down, and therefore he is torced co ſtand or fit moſt uſually. There 15a croubletom thirtt trom 
the lal:neisot th: Humor, with which the Stomach ſwinumeth. And laſtly, there 1s a conſtanc ln 
gering Feaver trom the corruption of the Water, whuch ar length doth corrupt all the Bowels twim. 
ming therein. 

[ a Tympany, the Belly being ſtrook, ſounds like a Drum ; the Bulk of the Belly is leſs buden- 
ſom than in an Aicires : There were formerly pains abour the Navel and Reins,when che Patieuc hech 
with his tace upwards, his Belly remains hard and ſtzerched forth, nor doth it curn atide when he tw- 
neth hunſelt. : 

Laſtly, In an Anaſarca, not only che Belly, Thighs, and Leggs, but allo the Hands, Arms, Breaſt, 
Face, and whol Body {wel ; and whereſoever you thruſt your hnger upon i, it will pic, and leave an 
impreſſion. The color of the Skin & pale and Earrhy, che Fleth totc and looie, the Water thinand 
white, breathing difhculcly, and fomeumes a lingering Feaver, 

As to the Prognoſtick : Every Dropſie is dangerous, and hard ro be cured, and the more hard by 
how much the elder, but Anatarca is leaſt dangerous; but Aicires and I ympary are fcmtimes one 
more dangerous than another, accarding totheir Caules. $o it Aicues come trom a Scirrhus cf the 
Lwer, or Ulcer of ilome internal part, it is more dangerous than a I ympany 3 bur it it come ofdrin- 
king too much Water, or new Obſtructions, it 1s lets dangerous. 

A Droplie is more eaſily cured wi Servants than in Free-men, mw Country men than in Noble 
men z for they will be better conſtrained co abſtain trom Drink and che like, and be moxe patienc 
than they who have liberty. 

A Droplie trom the hardneſs of che Spleen, is lets dangerous, than fram the hardneſs of the Liver, 
becauſe the Spleen is not to Noble a parr. 

A Drophe coming upon an acute Diſcaſe, is evil ; nor will it abate the Feaver, bur cauie pain and 
death. Hipp. 2. Prognolt. 

They whole Liver being full of water, diſcharge it inco the Omencum or Caul, their Belly is filled 
with Water, and they die. Happ. Aph. 5x5. Sect. 7. 

He who hath Water between the Skin, or an Anaſarca, if that water which is in the Veins flows ins 
rothe Belly, the dilcaſe 1s cured. Hipp. Aph. 14. Sect. 6. This Aphoritm ſeems contrary to che 
former. Bur this contrariety is an{wered, by ſaying that Hippocrates in the former, by Belly, un 
deritood the Cavity of che Abdomen ; bur in this, Belly its felt; for if the water tiow through the 
Belly, the Diſeaſe 1sat an end. Which Opinion is more clcerly explained by Hippocrates in Coach, 
inthele words : In the beginning of a Dropſie, rf there come a flux of the belly, without want of 
Concott#1on, or Crudity, 11 js prevented. Y oumuſt mark that ir is mw the beginning ; for it a tlux 
coine upon an old Droplie, it 15 not totafe, becauſe commonly there 1s {ome taulc un the Bowels by 
continuance, asa Scurrhus, or curruption of ſubftance, which begers new marter, and death allo. 
Heuce Hzpp. in Prorrh. faith, that they who are to be cured of the Droplie, muſt be Euſplagchnous, 
that 15, thole that have tound Bowels, tree from the great Dileaſes mentioned. Ocherwite,' if a flux 
of che Belly happen with a Scirrhus or corruption ot the Liver, chey die preſently, as Gaten ſhevs 
2. ad Glau. cap. 5. And Awvicen ſairhthus : Straitneſs of breath, and flux of the belly,jugnafie death 
within three dates. | 

Liccle Urine in Drophies, ts evil ; the leſs, the worſe, becauſe che Drink runs into the Belly, and 
not wtothe Rems. Hence Hipp. in Coac. faich, Little and thick Urine, and a Dropſue that is 
Feavertſh, is deadly : but if the quantity of Urine encredſe, we may bope well. Which is elegant- 
ly laid down by Celſus : And tben (faith he) there is hope of Health, when they void more Urme 
than tbey drink; T berefore it is every day to meaſure tbe Urine, and the Drink, and the Bel- 
ly with a ſtring, eſpecially volule Phyſickzs given, to ſee vobetber it grow leſiornot; for if it encrea/e 
notwithſtanding the Medicines, it zs deiÞerate. :

A Hu Boon, we Meebolich Body, is deadly, and Remedies are given in vatn. 

If ina Leucophlegmaria, a ſtrong Diarrhcea follow, the Diteale is cured. H:ipp. Aph. 29. SeR. 7. 
butchis Diarrhcea muſt be ar the beginning, or at leaſt betore the Diſcate be old, ur the ſtrenprh of 
the Party weakened ; bur it it ha when the Parient is weak, it is dangerous. 

The Cure of the Droplie contifts m the Evacuagion of the Natcer, whether ut be in the whol Body, 
or in the Abdomen or Belly ; in taking away che Cauſe that produced chat Macter, and m ſtrengrhe- 
ning ofthe Bowels, eſpecially the Liver. 

The chief and moſt ordinary Cauſes are, Obftructions, and Scxrhus or hard Tumors, the 
Cure of which Diſeaſes is to be taken our of their proper Chapters. Bur it they will not ſuttice, you 
muſt ule cheſe following, which are more proper 1n Droplies, and vary them according to the variecy 
of Caules, and che Bodies fick.

Dwarf-Elder, and Fallap Roots, of each one.dram and an half : Ginger andClover, of each one 
dam : Broom, Elder, and Tamarzsk flowers, of each one pugtl : Boyl them in equal parts of ftee= 
kd Water, and white Wine added towards the end, to a pint and a quarter. When it is ftramed, 
bſſolve therein, Syrup of Succory with Rhubarb, four ounces. Dake acleer Apoyeme, aromani- 
1d with three drams of Cinnamon, for foxr morning draughts. | 

Afcer Unwerlal Purgine, let the Parzenc cake this tolowung Pouder once a week : 

Take of Cleen Senna, Gummy Turbith, Hermodai.s, DwarfElder ſeeds, Fallap, and Mechoa- 
can, of each one dram : Cream of Tartar two drams: Cambugia, balf a dram: the pouder of 
Diember, Diarrbodon Abbatis, and Fennel ſeeds, of each one jcraple: Sugar candy three drams : 
Hake a Porder of them all, of which infuje two drams, or two drams and an balf all night in four 
ounces of white Wine. Let hum take the Wine and the Pouder in the morning. 

The Syrup of Rbamws ſolutions, or Buckchorn, made of the Juyce of its Frut, called Rhein Bec= 
ries, with Sugar, g1ven One Ounce at a Time, doth wonderfully purge water. Ir muſt be caken pre- 
lncly afrer Dinner. 

Or give the Magiſtral Syrup made ofthe Decoction of the Apozeme afoce mencioned, the doſe of

Among Medicines for drawing torch of Water, the Juyce of Freuch Flowerdeltxe 1s very mach 
com if it be drawn forth with white Wine, it may be given to three ounces ; it provoketh 
ſtool and urine very powerfully. Bur becaule it is very offeniive to che niouth and ſtomach with uy 
ſharpnels, it uſeth co be mixed with Manna or Honey. Maſſarta gives ic thus : 

Take of Fryce of Flowerdeluce newly drawn with white W ine, three ounces ;, the beſt Manng 
on? ounce and an half. - Mix them for a Potion. 

Platerus in his Obſervations 3 I gave ( ſaith he) tooneina ——_— of the Fuyce of Flower de 
luce to drinkwith Honey two ounces, and he often piſſed and purged; and after be bad tahen it 
twice or thrice, his Belly ceaſed ſwelling, and bis Feet, and be was cured. 

Rhubarb is commended of ſome, becauſe it purgech noxious Humors, and ſtrengtheneth the Li- 
ver. And Stocherys {aich chat he cured my with the ule of Rhubarb gwen every third or tourh 
day, one or two drams in an opening Decoction. Allo in Scoltq:45 his Epililes, chere 1s a famous 
Story of one who was cured ot a Droplie, only by the ule of Rhubarb, which he tuok every day in 
ſuch a quantity as was neceflary to purge. 

The Troches of Rhubarbare much commended by all Auchors. And Mathers de Gradi reports 
that a certain Duke of Orleans, was cured with then alone, raking rewodramstwice in a week. 

Michael Paſchalius fach thas he cured a Drophie with the tame, making them ico Pills, by reaſon 
of their bicrernels. | 

The Chymuſts commend the Extract of black Hellebore., Aquila Cwleſtis, and Mercuriys wite, 
and they mix chem with ather vulgar Medicines, from whence tolloweth a plenciful Evacuation of 
Water. But they had need of ftrong Bodies who take t 

Mercurius dulciz works moſt gently, and Mercuris Diaphoreticus. Burt Antimonium Dig- 
pboreticum cures without manifeſt Evacuation, if it be calcined with Salt-Peter cill ic be white : bur 
the Diaphoretick or Sweating Medicine made of the Butter of Antimony, cures all kindsof Drop- 
lies beſt. 

But you muſt obſerve in the ger all ſorrs of Purges, That they, eſpecially if ſtrong, are nor 
to be given often, as Galen teacheth Lab. 9, Cata Topows, becauſe they weaken the body, and then 
there will more water be bred afterwards. Therefore you muſt preicribe ſftrengrheners and openers 
ofrener than purgers. And Experience teacheth us, That the Evacuation by Urine m this Ducale 
hath better fucceis chan chat by ſtool.

Paracenteſus, or cutting of the Shan, is 1eldom to be uted, becaule tew are cured checeby, elrecial- 
ly becaule the Parents, or cheir kindered will not yield co it betore the Diteate 15 confirmed, and we 
Bowels are {0 pucrehed chat there is no hope. Theretore tor the moſt part chey die che tecond or 
third day afrer they are cur. The wiler fort will haverche Inciticn made in the beginning or encreaſe 
of the Diieale, before the Bowels are corrupred. Neither 1s it necetfary at that tune, becaute the diſ- 
cale being {mal may more tately be cured with other Medicines. 

Amongemprtying Medicines, Sweatings are accounred moft profirable, which, as chey are alwaies 
good 11 Ana/arca, 10 ma Tympany, or Alcites, they ſomtimes huct, namely, when drinets ot the 
Liver ( which 15 ulual ) caulerh the Diteaſe. Moreover, it 13 commonly wnpolible ro make men 
m Dropiies ſweat. Burt it che Liver be noc dry, Sweats are good in all kinds of Drophes, et p<cially 
when they decline, todiſcuis the reliques of the watery Humor by the Habrc ot rhe Eedy. So Vale- 
riola reports that he cured an Alcites with a Decottionot Guajacum given tour: y dates coperher. Ic 
is cood co make the Decottion with ſteeled Water and Wme. The Chymicks commend Anon 
ua: Draphore: warm. 

>uriinus Relandys makes a Sudorifick of Juniper Berries, which becaule they are force.ble to 
provoke Urine, may do good both wares. Ir 1schus made : We ae 

Take of Juniper berries bruiſed three handfuls : Sack 4t much as 1s ſufficient : boyl them to balfs 
and grve trvo onnces every morning, covering warm after it. 

Horatius _—_— m Scholtqius, boaſterh char he hath cured many Boyes, and ſome Women of the 
Anafarca with Syrup of St. Ambroſe, which is a Sudortfick : lrs deicription 18 man old Dilpentatory 
called Lirminare maps, thus : | 

Take of Gromwel ſeeds busked tro ounces : tpring Water half a uu : boyl them till three or 
four ounces of water only remain ;, whuch being ſtramed, mix it with as much 8ack, and give it 
warm ; it will ſweat him plentifully if be be covered warm. 
Buc thoſe Medicmes are beſt which purge by Urine, and the Cure is commonly beter this 
way.

Ir hath the {ame Cau- 
ſes, both ConjunCt, and Aaxecedent : but the Diagnolis, or knowledg by ſigns, is ditferenc. 

The ſigns of the Spleen inflamed, are {welling and pain in the left fide und-r the Ribs, which ſom- 
times reacheth to the Midriff, and the left Shoulder ; alſo heavineſs, and beating in the ſame 1ide, a 
conſtant Feaver, loathing of Meat, Thirſt, blackneſs of the Tongue, rroubletom lying on the right tide, 
by realon of the heavinets of the part lying upon the Stomach then 3 ſomrimes croubleſom lying up- 
on the left,it che Tumor begreac, tor chen it 1 prefled both by che Stomach, and the Liver ; tomcumes 
the Tumor 15m the ſhape of the Spleen, ſomcimes ir fills the whol lefr Hypochondrion, fomcimes ic 
appears below the Navel, when the matter is encrealed, and when the Intlamation reacheth tothe 
pars adjacent, and eſpecially to che Navel.

Cn the Spleen is pained without Feaver or hardneſs ; and this comes from wind which doth 
not only ſtretch the tubſtance ot che Spleen,. which #s almoſt inicafible, but che Mernbrancs 
that covereth it, 

Ir is cafily diſtinguiſhed from the Inflamation by the Feaver, and hardneſs being abſent, but hard- 
ly from the Chollick, becauſe the Colon is juſt under and over the Spleen : yer the pain of the 
Splecn is weighty, and in one place ; bur the pain of the Colon is ſtretching, ſharp, and movable, and 
runs about the whol Belly.

In ſome there is blood to {ent with Melancholly and other evil Humers, which is caſt forth part= 
ly upward, and parcly downward , as we ſhewed ac laige in the Vomiting of Blood. 

In this Diſcale there is often belching and noiſe beneath the ribs, by reaſon of the abundance of 
Wind made of thoſe Crude Humors : hence it was wont to be called the windy Diteate, Now, how 
Wind is bred of Melancholly, we ſhewed in the Tympany. 

Somtimes pains ariſe in the Stomach and Hypochondria, of the ſame Wind, which reach to the | 
Back and Loyns, {ſc that you would think it che Stone of the Kadneyes, eſpecially it the Urme be 
thick and ml as uſually it is. | 

The Belly 1s often bound, becauſe the Meat 1s turned into clammy Matter, which ſticks to the Guts, 
which the expulive Faculty cannot caſt our withouc help of Medicines, and therefore the Patients 
are conſtrained to take Purges and Clyſters ofren. 

Somtimes there is a Flux of the Bclly, it the Humors grow ſharp, and have in them much Choller 
or burnt Melancholly. | 

There is a hear in the Hypochondria, and a certain Inflamation inward, ſomtimes in one fide 
ſomrimes in another, from hot Humors contained therein, elpecially when they are moved by Ihe 
ward or outward means ; {o that the Face will grow hot and red trom thoſe vapors ; and ſomcines 
there is an Ephemeral,or Feaver, tor a day, by chole vapors lent through the whol Eody.

it they come tothe Nerves, Cowullions: and ifthey be ſtupifying they caule a Numbneis, and ba- 
ſtacd Paliey, Coma, and Apoplexy, itthey ger into the Brain. bur it theſe vapors be hor and dry, 
they dry the Brain, and caute watchings, troubletom fleep,and frigheti! Dreaiys : and ac iirſt, choug? 
chey fleep well atrer Supper cilmidmghr, afterward they wake, torne three or four hours, aid fone 
opagen abour three or tour a clock, 'others nor at all. Ti:ereafon whereof is this ; Vecau. c while

Thiz allo is co be marked, Ir 1s not Elfential ro Hypochondriack Melancholly, that ſtrerching, 
hardnels, pain. and {welling, ſhould be 1n che Hypochondria, becaule the caule 1s tor the moſt parc 
in che Branches ot che Gare Ven, and Arteries adjoyning, and tends from thence vapors to the 
Hearr and Erain. Ofrencimes there 1s ſtretching in che Liver and Spleen, which ſigntierh, Thar 
che Humors ſtick in chole parcs : bur it chere be no ſtrerchings, it is a lign that the evil Humors he in 
the Veins of the Meſentery, Caul, Sweetbread, and Sromach. Thete proper Sympromes thew thar 
the Sromach is affected with towr belchings, and ſtinking, or loathing, vomuting, wanc of concottr- 
on, and ſomrimes tlux of the belly. 

As for the Proguoſtick : This Duleaſe is not deadly for the moſt part, bur of long continuance, 
many cumes che whol lite, cheretore it is commonly called che ditgrace of Phytitians, becaute chey do 
ſeldom cure it 3 and it the Patient ſeem cobe cured, it returns again ina few months : it is allo called 
the Scourge of Phytitians, becauſe chey who have it are continually asking new Medicines, and pre- 
ſencly ſatistied therewith, and dayly complain co the Phytician tor others. 

The Flux of the Hemorrhoids doth good in this Diteate, it it be moderate z bur it ic continue long 
it is dangerous. 

Achick Urine is betrer in this Diſeaſe, than a thia and watery, which ſhews that the thick Hu- 
mors are detained im the Body. Black Urine without a Feaver, doth otren Cure this 
Dileale. 

Irs good in this Diſeaſe to havea looſe Belly, and bad robe bound. Alſo Vemiting, it che Patienc

Buc becautethis Dileale uſeth co be very ſtubborn, and after Purging, new Humors return, you 
muſt by firs, thac the Body may be freed from then by degrees : which may be wel doue by a 
Magiſtral Syrup, madethus : | 

T ake of new drawn purified Fuyces,of the Flowers of Borrage,Bugloſs 'Endive,Succory Fumi- 
tor y,and Sorrel three pints: the Fuyce of ſweet Apples nevoly drawn and clenjed two pints: freſh Po 
lapody of the Oak half a pound : clean Senna Fw «4 ounces: Dodder of 'T 1me three ounces : þ 
newly made into Troches one ounce: Ginger and Clover, of each one dram. Infuſe them and 
ſtrain them according to art, till there remain five pints and a quarter of the Liquor , in which diſ- 
ſolwe the ſtraining of an ounce of Rhubarb diſſolved in the ſaid Fuyces by themſelves with a little 
Cinnamon, and one pound of Sugar. Make of theſe a well boyled Syrup; clarifie it, and arome- 
tize it with troo drams of the Pouder of the three Sanders, keep it in a E laſs, and let him take two 
ounces thereof, twoice or thrice m a month, with a little Chicken Broth, boyled with Endive, Sorrel, 
Borrage, and Burners. : 

Or inſtead of the Syrup, you may give Pils, eſpecially in Winter, ſuch as were mentioned in che 
Obſtruction of che Liver 3 or it you tear they are coohor, you may make thele following : 

Take of Polypody of the Oakbatf an o:inc? : Aſarabacca Roots, and Broom buds, of each one 
dram : Currance three drams : Cryſtal of Tartar one dram and an half : Bugloſs and Barrage 
flowers, of each half a pugil : Boyl them mn Spring Water. Take balf a pint of the framing being 
well clafified, and ſix ounces of the Fuyce of ſweet Avpies alſo well clarified, and infuſe there 
one ounce of clean Senna : Turbith and Agarick, of each three drams : Mace, Cloves, Cinna- 
mon, and Dodder of T ime, of eac one dram : digeſt them four daies in Balneo Marie: then 
ſtrain them, and add to the ſtraining, one ounce of the Extrait of Aloes made in Endive and Sor 
rel Water ; ©Myrrh diſſolved in Wine and ſtrained, two drams : Salt of Tartar one dram. Emu 
pordte them ail, and 1nzÞþ:ſſate and thicken them a: a gentle jire, adding towards the end when the 
matter #s almoſt evaporated, Diarrbodon Abbatis Letificans Galeni, and the Troches of Dialac 
ca, of each ba!f a ſcruple : bring rbemnto a maſs for Pulls ;, and let the Patient take ha!f a dram 
once in a veek,, tro hours beforemeat. |

wich this Dileale, was cured by otrcen Clyſters, when other Medicines did nothing, 
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While you give intermicting Purges, let the Body at other times be moiſtened with Baths, or 
half Backs, Ot | Adams ons, by whuch boch xp l 
made moiſter. Fa 

Allo at thoſe times, you muſt uſe ſtrengrheners, which will alſo open Obſtrucions, and they ule 
robe made often ike Opiates, or a hard Electuary, or Lozenges, thus : 

Take of Conſerve of Bugloſi Roots balf an ounce : Conſerve of Borrage Flowers, and Violets, 
of each one ounce : Conſerve of Roſes, and candied Citron peels, of each half an ounce : one can- 
died Myrobalan : Confettion Alkermes three drams : Pouder of Ivory, Harts-horn, and Bezoar 

one, of each one dram: Lenificans Galeni, and Diarrbodon Abbatis, of each two ſcruples : 
Coral and Pearl "ay ps. of each balf a dram : Amber-greece balf a ſcruple : the beſt Musk five 

4ins : Gold three Leaves : with Syrup of Apples, and of candied Citrons, mate an Opiate , ef 
which give the quantity of a Cheſnut two hours before meat, every day drinizng afier ut a litt 
white W ine. 

Aplainer and betcer caſted Opiate, is made: one part of Contection Alkermes, and four parts of 
Conterve of Borrage Flowers. And to open more powertully, if you tear no uct by hoc things, add 
Conſerve of Tamarisk flowers, Elicampane Roots, Wormwood, Maiden-hair, and che Salts of 
Wormwood and T amaftsk, &c. 

You may make Lozenges thus : ; 

Take of Diambra, Diamoſchi dulce, and Letificans Galeni, of each one ſcruple : Confettio Al- 
lermes three drams : Sugar diſſolved in Borrage and Roſe Water, four ounces : make Loxenges 
of two drams in weight, gilded. Let bim take one every day two hours before meat. 

Or you may make them more pleaſant thus :

Some Authors do much commend the ute ot Bezoar ſtone agatult all Melanchollick Diſeaſes, be-

Aiter the Body is well purged, if it be _ Sunuer, you may give Whey for fifteen or twen- 
ry daies, which will open the Obſtructions of the bowels, aid amend the hor difterpper. Make icby 
boylng and clarifyung ic, and putting into It every nigh two dirams, of halt an ounce of Epithi- 
mum. 

You muſt proportion the quanticy according to the ſtrength of che Sromach. For if it can eaſily 
pals through che Veins, being tomwhar open, and be {ent forth by tiool and urine, 1t is good to give 
tin great quantities, as Mineral Waters preſcribed in the bor diftemper of the Liver, wich this 
Caucion, Thac you ſtrengthen che Stomach with Baggs, and other chings hereatter mencioned, and 
giveevery day at evening a Cordial ſtrengrhening Opiate. Inſtead of tpichmum, you may mix 
with the Whey, the juyce of Succory, o__ 6 or ot any other proper cool Herb, thus : 

Take of Goat Whey forr or five pints : the juyce of freſh Lemmons four ounces : the nevo juyce 
of ſweet Apples fix ounces : Conſerve of Roſes. or V1olets, or white Sugar, one ounce. Clarifee 
theſe with volſtes of Eggs. Lethim take every morning three or four more Cups thereof, if big 
Stomach will bear it. 

In Bodies that are very lean, after the ObſtruRtions area little opened, you may give Aſſes Milk 
wich Sugar of Roſes ; and ifthere be rumbling in the Hypochondraa, a liccle Aromaricum Rolatum, 
or Diarrhodon Abbatis wildo very wel. | 

Bur your ſharp and Vicriol Mineral Waters, are beyond all Medicines, whuch by correcting the 
diſtemper of the bowels, do powerfully open Obſtructions, eſpecially che warmeſt, which do make 
for mor chan, and clente 1c. . a cvichs 

ire is great diſpute among Auchors concerning drinking thote Waters. Some (with Sernnertus ) 
doallow > To e | wan receive Vercue from cher Minerals, and do thereby boch clenie the pallages, 
and lend forth the filchy Humors which ſtick co them by ſtool and Urine : chey warm the ch, 
and ſtrengrhen the Liver and Spleen : And we may rather tear that thele Waters wil hurt by gþe ule 
ot them excernalchan internal, by heating and drying. Others (with Clardinys ) doaltogerier de- 
ny them, by reaton of cheir drywng quality. Others ( with Montanys_) do neither alcogether re» 
zect them, nor wholly approve of them; fay they are. good, by reaſon of che coldnels ot the 

Stomach, which 1s alwaies un chis Ducate, and by reaton of Obſtruftians. Bur in regard the Lives 
and Spleen are hot, they wilhave them defended with the cool Oynement of Galen. And allo the 
Loyns, for chen (taith he) the water will not hurc, becaule u ſtaes longer in che Scomach, and cold 
places, bur only paiſerhchrough other parts. We ſuppole chat che uſe of them 1s converuent, if che 
Stomach being cold have much thick and clay flegaa un ir, and if the heat ofthe Liver be nor very 
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Broths after the Warers 3 andatter they have been uted enough, cold and moiſtening baths tor tome 
daies. 

Medicines made of Sreel, uſe co be of great Vertue to open thele Obſtrutions, ſuch as are mencio- 
ned in the Obſtruction ot the Liver, ol gry che Spleen, avoiding thole which do hear and dry much, 
In hot bodies you may give Sceel prepared with Brinſtone or V inegar, with Conſerve ot Borrage and 
Succory, niade in the form ot an Opiate. : ; | 

Foedainty tolk, the Syrup of Steel afore mencione] in che Obſtruction of che Liver and Spleen, is 
excellent; ur che Froch which remains in che Ghats after the Evaporation of the Wine whuch hath 
been ofren ſteeled, mixed with the aforeiaid Conferves. 

Bur Salt or Vitriol of Iron goes beyond all Medicines,becauſe it opens ObſtruCtions, ſtrengthens the 
Bowels, and qualifies cheir hear. The Dole is trom twelve co twenty grains, with a fit Liquor, Syrup, 
or Conſerve. Bur becaulc it is difplealing co the caſte, I ule ro make it inco Pils with the Mucilage of 
Gum Tragacanth. You muſt ule it long, and _ a great quaneity, which 1s noceahe to 
be got after the way that Begranys and s make, We will ſhew you the ealie way of making 
ic, which few men know. 

T ake of the Oyl of Vitriol, or of Sulphur, half a pint : the Spirit of Wine one pint : Put them in 
a new lron Pan that is clean,and cover them well , within fifteen dates of them there will be a $41;- 
like gathering, which you muſt ſet in the Sun to dry ut throughly, ſomtimes ſtirring it with an lron 
SpatuJa : In Winter you may dry 1t upon a gentle fire, or in a Hot-houſe. Let the Salt being well 
dried, be kept in a cloſe Glaſs ;, for if it be expoſed to the Air, it eaſily turneth moiſt. Alſo the Pills 
that are made thereof, of Tragacanth, muſt be hardened vith the Pouder of Tragacantb, and after 
put in a-Glaſs, otherreiſe they will grovo moiſs. You may continue this Medicine for a month or two, 
not only without burt, but roith great profit. 

Fonſeca commends thele Pils tollowing, which he cals Diatartarum, for opening Obſtrudtions 
by degrees, and purging Melancholly gently, and for allay ing it. 

Take ot the Pouler of Senna, and Salt of Tartar, of each one dram : Pouder of Cinnamon 
balf a ſcruple : with Syrup of Lemmons make a Maſs, of which give three P.lls made of balf « 
dram one hour before Supper, to give bini two or three ſtools , for Salt of Tartar bath great Verme 
to allay black melanchollick Humors; for it draweth to it ſelf by certain propriety ſowr things , « 
you may perce:ve when it is mixed with Vinegar, or Spirit of Vitriol, whoſe ſowrneſs it taketh away: 
For we miſt know, that Fonſeca by Salt of Tartar, meaneth Cryſtal of Tartar. Yet you may a 
well infuſe your Senna with the Sals of Tartar, and ſome drops of Spirit of Vitriol in ſome convent» 
ent Liquor. 

To on the ſame Obſtructions, ſome commend the DecoCtion of China, as we ſaid in the Obſt» 
(tion ot the Spleen 3 which a wile Phytittan may do with lucceſs. 

Some commend the Juyce of V Vormwood thickened intoche torm ofa Pill, given either by its 
ſelf, or wich Gum Ammomacum z andafter that pretently, Oxymel made of the Decodtion of Ala- 
rum Roots and Liquoris. 

Others ſay, That Hypochondriack Melancholly.hath been cured with the Decottion or Wine of 
Wormwood taken thircy or torty daies rogerher. 

The Juyce ot Buglois 1s excellent, not co open Obſtruttions as Wormwood, but to qualifie the 
Melanchollick Humor, Therefore they give ewo ounces thereof wich cwo drams of Sugar , and a8 
much Wine as ot both, for cen or ewelve daies rs Gu 

Thepruncipal thing for this Cure, is cokeep the Body alwaies ſoluble : Therfore the Patient muſt 
have iome tamiliar Medicines, which he may otten ute before meat, fomrimes one, ſomrimes another, 
leſt he grow weary ot chem. For this he may take the v9. pr Syrup, and the aforelaid Pils, and 
chole which were pre: cribed for a coſtive Belly. To which he may add ( our of Montanus Venice 
Turpenrine, which he orders co be {wallowed in the quantity of an Acron, three hours betore dinner, 
once, twice, or thrice in a week : tor belides that it looteneth the belly, ic alloclenterh the Scomach, 
opens Obſtructions, provokes Urine, warins the Scomach, and doth noc heat the Liver, but doch x 
good by opening and clenling ic. 

For his ordinary Drink lec him uſe Water wherein Gold hath been quenched, or the infuſion of 
Tamartk, Agrimony, zurnet 18 thin Wine, eicher alone, or made Phytical in V uncage time with che 
Roots of Buglois, Borrage, witha little whice Sanders and Roſemary Flowers. 

The DecoCtion of che Sweer Bryar Roor, is commended for ardinary Drink ; for ic openeth and 
ſtrengrhenerh all natural parts. 

The Decoction of Lignzum Nepbriticum doth open the Obſtruftions of the Bowels without any 
maniteſt alceration. Bur ſteeled Warez is more utual. All which Waters and Decodctions, you 
may allo mix with Wine. | —_ 
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| While inthe incernal Medicines mentioned or any of them are uſed, yov muſt apply External, 
as Fomentat1ions, and Oyntments ts the Hypochondcia, tuch as are prelcribed tor che Oblicudtions 
of che Liver and Spleen, making Choice of the Cooleft.

Chap. 6. Of the Scuryy. 


He Scurvy 1s uſual in the North, in moſt places thereof Common, but almoſt unknown in the 
T South ;, ſo that al Wruers chat have Practiced 1n thele Parts, have never men: ioned it : and we 
may wel leave uc out, becaule 1a our Pretace co this Book we promued comeddle only with che utiual 
Diſeaſes of the Spleen ; buc Experience hath raught us, That our Country 15 not alcogether withour 
ic, for though 1t be nat in every Symptom the ſame with that of the North, yer it hatch enough to 
confirm it to be the ſame : tor the atorel(aid Authors tay thac one Symprome is tuttcieur to dilcover 
t; we have ſeen many Sy mpromes of 1t 1n many people, bur becaule it is not tamiliar here, and al 
our Phyſitians lay we have it nor, we would not abſolutely cal ita Scurvy,bur we thovghe ut better to 
al ic a Scarburical Duecate, tuch an one as comes next to it, though ic be riora crue Scurvy, 

For the Scurvy 15 nothingelie bur an Hypochondriack Diteale, having a p: culiar degree of Malig- 
nity from which more Symptomes arte rhan in the Hypochondriack Diteate : this malignity canes 
from che pucretact ion of Melancholly, not of every kind of melancholly, tor it is ctcencorrupred, 
frum which other Ditcalcs arite and not che Scurvy, as a an Ague,an Lnpoſtiuunie in che Meicu- 
recy, and cher parts z, bur ot a peculiar and proper Melancholly which is agreeable co rhac Malignicy. 
This is known by che Intection which 1s found in this Diſeaſe, becauſe al Authors huld i tobe mte- 
thous. And becauie al che degrees of malignicy which lie in the Humors and produce divers Duteates 
ae unknown uncousaudal inea, therefore is:this uf che Scurvy obicure aud hudden z and it is won- 
derful chat to many Duteales ſhauld arite from the variety of maliguiry which it ua the Humors, as 
malignant Peſtilential Feavers, Smal Pox and Meatels, Cancers aud Elephanciatis, the Pox, and ma- 
ny athers. And eipecaally Elephantialis comes from a peculiar malgrity ina Melanchollick Humor, 
and ſo doth che Scurvy, andy et thele two Datcales differ fo much, that noue can tel their divers de- 
gees of malignry. SF bo 

Divers Sympcomes commun tobath, do ſhewa great likenels of che Scurvy and Hypochondriack 
Melancholly : tor al _ which were mentioned in che former Chaprer, are tound in thas Dileale, as 
Crudicies and want'of Concact ion w che Sromach, otren ſpitting, ick, ſharp, and ſtinking vo- 
mitings, noule in the Hypochondra, belchigs, breaking ot Wind downwards, vomiting of blood, 
ardpurging of blood, pams from wind under the ribs and 1n che ſtomach, {omcimes Coltwenels,aud 
{omtumnes Looſenels, heat inthe Hy pochagdria, beating of the Leit fide, Urme now chin, than thick, 

heart bearing, thirſt, drought of the mouth, ſhore breath, head-ach, noule u3 the ears, dumnels of fight, 
giddine(s, lorrow and tadnels, and dwersdolings, convuliions, falling-{icknes, numbneſs, coma, war- 
chungs, troubled floep, and cert ible dreams : The Reaſons of al which were thewed wu che Chapter 
above, and they may agree with this of the Scurvy. 

Butt any Sy appear belideschate, which are not found 1n that, nor mentioned by Au- 
thors, nor belong A another Diſeale ; youmay conjecture that it 15 the Scuryy : The Chict are theie, 
_— are not/al found in ohne Patienc; but one of chem is ſuthcient to ſhew chat the Dilcate 

The Fuſt moſt remarkable Sign is in the Gums, Mouth, and Teeth, in the Gums redvels, uching, 
and purrefaCtion, and ſomtimes bleeding and ftink, which are ſonitunes un the Palate, Jaws, aud 
Teeth, which ave loole and black, | 4 

'The Second, which .an evident Sign alſo, is Spors inthe Legs which ar ficft are Red, and afcer 
Purple, blue, and black : Somtimes Krmb the Legs broad-ipors, black or blue, or bath ; chele 
cutnetram the ferous filthy parr of the blood which is untficto nourth the body, and cheretore is ſenc 

iy natureoue of che Veins tothe Skin, by the Nauliofis of the Veins, as Hippocrates laies of Fra- 

ures, and this happens often in the Shyns and Legs, becayſe nature yleth co tend che worſt Humors 
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cothe moſt ignoble and remoteſt parts ; ſomtimes when there is more plenty of matter you ſhal ſind 
them i the back, arms, neck, and face. : 

The third fign, is ſhortneſs of Breath, and ſtraightneſs of the Breaft, which comes commonly from 
thick vapors, ariſing from the Hypochondria, that get tothe Midriff, as allo trom Tumors and (wel. 
lings by wind of tho!e parrs that preſs upon the Midriff, eſpecially trom the {wellwg of the Sweer. 
bread, which commonly in this Diſeaſe 1s filled with groſs Melancholly : Hence the Patients com- 
plain not of their Breaſt, bur ot the part affected, whereby they teel che weight, and by reaſon where- 
of the Breath 15 ſhort, as Eugalenus noted well, who was much acquainted with this Diteaſe, and ma- 
ny Obſervations therein : yer he knew nut che caule of this weight, namely, the {welling of the 
Sweczt-bread z nor doch any that write hereofmake mention of ut, Yer we oblerved it in My Lad 
Arnd:yer, Preſident of the Senate of Gratianopolis, whom we thought had the Scurvy, as you may 
reade in his Hiſtory, at length, inour Obſervations, Cent. 3. Obf. 85. For being very tean, we did 
eaſily perceive with our fingers, a hardneſs i the Sweer-bread ; and by handling of the part, hecon- 
felled chat all his ſhortneſs of Breathand ſtraigheneſs came irom thence. 

The tourrh ſign, is Lazinels, and heavineſs of Body, elpecially in the Legs, which comes from wa- 
tery and toul Humors, which come through the Veins co che Mulcles, and the whol Eody. 

The tifth rign is in the Urine, which is divers, as in Hypochondriack Melancholly ; bur 1n this they 
ſomimes differ, becauſe they are cleer and red like a Lye, from the plenty of tale Humors. The 
redueſ\s is higher and —_— roblack, by how much the more ſalt humor there is. Asina Lixivium 
{omtimes the Urine 1s very thick, wich a red thick (ſediment, like the Pouder of Bricks, and ſomtimes 
this Humor is ſumuch, that it cauſeth burning and piſſing by drops, eſpeciatly in them who haveths 
Ditcaſe from ſtoppage ofthe Hemorrhoids ; and after it is terled, che third or fourth part of the U- 
rinal is filled wich chick and black filth, which makes ſome think ic co be the Stone or Ulcer ofthe 
Bladder. | 

Somrimes the Urine varieth without manifeſt cauſe ; ro day thick, co murrow thin 3 now pale, 
then yellow, or red. 

The ſixth ſign is fromche Pulſe, which is now weak and unequal, leaping, ot formicans, that you 
would wonder he ſhould live with it ; anon it is great and hard, wichour Intlamation. And the 
ro be obſerved, Thar in time of fainting and {wooning, with which he is often croubled, his Pulſe is 
greateſt =_ —_— W hich comes trom the Heart contending to caſt our thole vapors with which 
ir 15 oppreſſed» 

Tiieſeventh gp, is pain indivers parts : inthe ry bay, and ſomrumes ſtretching; ſomtimes 
Oftokopoz, or at the bone; ſomtimes in the Shins, Ankles, of the Feet , in the tips of che Fu- 
gers, inche w_ Knees, and other Joynts, or parts co which the Saic Humors flow ; ſomcimes in 
che Belly, like che Chollerick Chollick 3 and it comes from theſe Humors flowing upon the Caul: 
theſe in the Arms, Thighs, and Legs, are like thoſe of the Pox, and may wel deceive a Phyſitian in 
France, where the Scurvy t rare, and the Pox common. « 

Bur they may be thus diſtinguiſhed ; The pains in the Pox are between the Joynrs,and if they ſtay 
long,make knots, and chere are, or have been then allo other Sympromes of ir,as running of the Reus, 
Ulcer of the Yard, Bubo, and the like, or Uncleanneſs with Women. Bur the pains ſetzeup- 
on al parts indifferently ;. and chen there are other ſigns of itz, or at leaſt a Melanchollick Conſtiruci- 
on; andche Mater is certainly known, ifthe Patient wil eruly ſay thar he hath not been with ur 
clean Women. Which cauſed our ſuſpicion in a Magiſtrate, who had a long time great pain in his 
Feer, Shins, and Thighs, and was brought very lean, iothar you would have thoughc that he hadche 
Maraſmus,or Conſumption :{And when no Medicines fora long cime would do him wefromhs 
Melanchollick Complexion, and other ſigns, eſpecially becauie he leda moſt chaſt life, and becauſe 
tor ma 1y yeers his Gums did bleed at certain times, conzeQtured that it was the Scurvy, and by uſing 
of things againſt that Diſeaſe for ſome time, he was cured. 

Somrimes thole pains remain in the Hypochondria, ſomrimes in the Loyns, ſo that chey at 
weak, and can icarcego. Hence this Diteate is called Lumbago. 

Somrimes the pains are hke the Stone, and the Urineis very red or black ; and if you do not dib- 
gently obſerve, you will think they are bloody, and that it comes from the Reins wounded by the 
_ , When ut 1s from a ſcurvy ſalt Matter in the Spleen, and parts adjacent, ſent wtro che 
\Urine. 

Some have Head-ach, and hear at nights, if they caught this Diſeaſe from ſtoppage of the Hewor- 
rhoids, by realon of the vapors which aicend, and xy. night after they are as 1n a Feaver all orc 


their Bodies, Which che next morning vaniſheth by ſwearing, 
They have often che Tooth-ach, without any evident reaſon or cauſe; and it is noc in one place, 
but movable trom one Tooth toanocher, making them loole , and they again fix of their ownaccord,

Somcimes the pain of the Scurvy is1n the ſides, imicating the Pleucilie ; from which ic is eaſily di- 
tinguiſhed, becauſe it 15 without a Feaver, at leaſt a ſtrong one ;, the breath is not hindered , there is 
no Cough, no yr_ , nor is the pain conſtang, but comng by fies. 

Alo it will be in the as rn z and we muſt declare how ic 1s diſtinguiſhed from a true Arthritis, or 
Joynt-gour. The pain 2 Joynes un the Scurvy, is no: fixed and conftane in the fame place, bur 
runs from one Joyne to anocher, excher on the ſame, or on che contrary fide z fomemes it vanttherh, 
and chen recurns z ſothat he which now {eems tree, and in perfect health, is tuddenly taken wich 
pain, {omcimes with ſwelling , fomtunes withour. But a true Joynt-gour ſeldom changeth the 

lace. 
: The Joynt Scurvy hath this peculiar diſtinCtion : Ic is for the moſt part joyned with a (mal Palſey;, 
by reaſon whereof the Patient can hardly move the past affected; and when che Palicy terzech cr 
recurneth, the pain doth ſoalſo. 


The eighth ſign is from the divers hinderances of Motion, they have a baſtard Palſey ; the Exam- 
ple whereot we laid down in our Oblervations : and ic is diſtinguithed from a crue Palſey, becaute 
this is conſtants bur in the Palſey from the Scurvy, he char yelterday could ſcarce ter one tout be- 
fore another, can now ſtand, and walk with a lictle help, and ic may be preſently atter he cannot 
more ar all : and ſomrimes the motion is trembling, and with Convullion, which doth not happen in 
arrue Palley. And this kind of Palſey comech trom a filchy kind of Marter or vapor, which gets in- 
tothe Nerves and Muſcles. And ifche Macter be ſharp, it cauleth crembling and Comutien by pul 
ling the Nervous parts. | 

And Convulſions are not only in ſome peculiar part, but ſomeimes in the whol Body like ar: E- 
pilep.ie, by a windy or watery matter full of ſharpneſs, and malignity, which is ſenc to the Brain, 
which being diſcuſſed doth give eaſe, and gatheredagain, makerh ew Convullions. 

Alioin this Dilcale chere is a Contraction ofche Members, fomciumes of all, io that the Patient 
cannot move one Joynt 3 ſomrumes of one, and chart principally in the Leg, when the Tendons which 
are made co move the Leg grow hard and ſtiff in the Hams. 1 hus contraction comes by realon of the 
falt Humor that flowswath much moiſture corhe Nerves and Iendons ; and when the thin avd wa- 
tery part, through continuance of time 15 con; umed, the thick is dried and made hard ; from whence 
come theſe conraftions of Nerves and Tendons. 

Somtimes there 15 a contration 1n the Guiier, {othat the Patient can ſcarce ſwallow, and is in fear 
of ſtrangling. Ard this comes trom altringent vapo:s, which contract the Octophagus, or 
Guller. 

The ninth ſign, ische Flux of the Belly, either wich,or without blood. The fingple Flux which is 
wwouc blood, 15 diſtinguiſhed from others, un that the Excrements are thicker, and more than the 

nticy of mea that is taken 3 whena common Flux 1s morethin, and of Humors only. 

The Flux of blood in this Diſeaſe is diſtinguithed troma Dytencecy, becauſe it is withour pain of 
the belly, and it is thick blood which 1s tent into the Guts by the Meteraick Veins. Somrimes the 
Hemorchoid Veins do receive that tilchy blood, and ſend it forth : bur it chis flux ofthe belly contr- 
nues long, the Veins fiwell, and fend torch not only much blood , but allo ocher talc and flimy 
Humors. ; 

The tenth ſign, isa ſtinking Breath, which is common toall in the Scurvy, as Evgalenus wicneſ- 
ſeth, © chart they whigh ſtand by cannot endure ic, but muſt curn aſide cheur Note. | 

The eleventh tign, is ofreu ſhivering, wach none or little heac following ut. 

Therweltch ſign, 13 an intermucting Feaver, which ſomrtimes chey have, which ace unlike the 0- 
ther ordinary Agues ar Feavers : for inthem the Pulſe is weak, flow, and unequal, etpecially inthe 
declination ; bur in the height it is commonly great and hard. Beſides, at the firſt coming thete 1s 
Gicharwicching in divers parts, eſpecially the Legs, that chey tuppole ther fleth co be torn ; and 
ſorrumes they have convulliive morions therewith. And though ſomrimes this Ague tsa Quoridian, 
Tertian, or Quartan, yet lomceunes the fits axe diſorderly, commg ogce ut may be, or ewice in a month, 
without ceTtainty. 

The Thirteenth Sign is Tumors in divers parts 3 ſomrimes hard, ſomrimes ſoft like bladders, and 
{orncimes like an Erytipelas, or ced Tumor. 

The Fourteenth Sign is Atrophy oc Conſumption 3 which is ſo great in this Diſeaſe ſomrimes char 
they are acthing bur skin and bones likea Sceleron or Anatomy ; eipecally after long ſickneis, which 
comes trom the evil blood ; ſo changed from irs natural Condition that 1t cannot be made like unto 
the parts which ſhould nouriſh. 

Evgalenus propounds many other Signs of the Scurvy , and Sennertys with others: {ome 
whereof are Common to many other Diſcales, which we will Conceal, leaſt chey breed 
Contulion. 
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And though ( as we ſaid before )- the Scurvy is not ordinary. in France, as ;n Poland and other 
Northren par:s, andalmoſt unkaown 3 yer if any in Pradtifing Phylick tha} obſerve al the Symp- 
tromes of Melancholly he ſhal tind ſome incliningrothe Scurvy, 11 whom lome of che former Symp- 
comes proper to the Seurvy wilappear. 

As tothe Prognoſtick : This*Dijeaſe is hardeo be Cured, as al other that come of Melancholly 
and here much more haxd, becauſe of che malignity inthe Meltncholly which doth more cruelly 0: 
reithrow the body, and wil not obey the greareft part of Medicines. | 

It.is aliodanperons becauſe it many times brings a Conſumprion oc Dropſie, and deftroyes others 
by tudden death, by an Apoplexy, Swooning, :yd other acute Dzjeales. RT 

Yet ſomcimes they who have ſeemed delperate have been Cured, and oftener in this Diſeaſe than 
in any other : And we have ſeen fome brought toa Conſumption by long pain, and bloody Flux 
( which by many circumſtances we conclude to be trom the Scurvy ) to have been pertectly Cured, 

Moreover, The 2ulle is deceitful, eipecially in the Fits; ic wil be ſoquick, 1mal, and unequal 
{omrimes that the Patuent ſeems to be at dearhs door ; yer after his Fit he wil riſe from his bed, and 
is as formerly , As we peculiarly obſerved in a Dutch Stholkr, mito whom we being lent for inthe 
timeot his Fir, thought that hewould preſently die z bur thenexr day we faw him fcemirgly in ve. 
ry goadhealth 53 and when we had exammed rhe Carcureftances of the Diſeaſe, we Concluded ther 
he hadthe Scurvy, which he _—_ our of his own Country where 1c 15 very uſual. 

The fame Cure is to be uſed wthis Diſeaſe as m Hypochondriack Melancholly : becauſe as we (aid 
at the firſt ic comes from the ſame Humar more differing from ns narucal ſtare ; rherfore for the moſt 

art ir needs ſtronger Medicines. | / 

Bur becaule this 18 a general Rule in Phyſick, That we alwaies begin with the weakeſt Medicines, 
and io proceed to ſtronger, it the tormer will not cure : Ir will be good an this Diſeale to appoint the 
whol courie of Cure for Hypochondruack Melancholy, becauie a ſtubborn diteaſe requires a long 
cqurie ; and it that will not root out the Dileale, Jet 13 chen wfe che Medicines more {ſpecifically 
proper : Aud it will not beamuls to mix {ome {uch-wich the other at the beginning. 

1 hele Specifical Medicines are calted Antiſedi\ietica, or Medicmes proper for the Scurs ', ard 
there are many of them in Auchors that have written of this Dilcaltez; whole ſtrengrh chiefly de- 
pends upon a Volatile or flying Salr, of which they are very tull, by whuwch means they make thin 
and tluid, that chick, earchy, aud falc humor, and ar length diicuts ir. Moreover, they have a cer- 
rain pretervative and oppoli Verrue againſt che poyſon of the Scurvy which is in the Melanchollick 
Humor. Among chele, the chiefis Dutch Sgurvy-grais, whichis not in France. Ancther is, Crel- 
ſes of both ſorts ( bur the Water-crels is beſt ) Brookline, Hori-Rhadyſh, the leffer Celandine, 
Wormwood, and Fumirory. To which may be added many others, bur of lefs verrue, and all they 
are ſuch which can prepare, corre(t, andcame the Melauchollick Humor. Hence it is that we direRtcd + 
the Cureagainſt Hypochondriack Melancholly robe uted here : Thoſe are, Carduys, Ceterach, all 
the Capillar Herbs, Hyſop, Germander, Bettony,Aprimony, Borrage, Bugloſs, Elicampane,Atarurm, 
Duch Dock, Polypody ot che Oak, Capar, Aſh;and Tamarick barks, Flowers of Elder, Tamarick, 
and Dodder of Tune. 

Inthe choyce of chete Plancs, you muſt alwaies obſetve rhis, That you give the leaſt quantity ofho: 
things , and that you alwaies mix with them cold or moderate ng, andin a greater quanricy, eſpe- 
cially in hot Countries, in which Melancholly is burnt. And beſides the Capillar Herbs with Bor- 
rage, Bugloſs, and Agramony betore mentioned, when there isa Feaver, or we fearheat, you may ad 
Endive, Wy; Sorrel, Juyce of Citrons, Lemmons, Orrenges, and alſo Spirit of Sulphur, or Vi- 
cx10l, or whey. | 

Otchele i Plants you may make many ſorts of Medicines, which areall gathered by Senner- 
tus out orall Auchors, which every man may umitare as he pleaſech. Yer this we muſt mark, which 
all Auchors meiition, Thatthe atoreſaid Plants work more powerfully if you take their Juyce, or 
make them into Conlerves z becaule the flying ſalt wherein all chew verrue remaineth is gone by d:- 
coction, as allo it the Plant be dried. 

We haveulecd thele tollowing forms with good ſucceſs.

The PREFACE. 


Any Authors are very ſhort im the explaining of the Diſeaſes of the Meſentery, 

Sweet-bread,and Cant; and the moft of them have left them out, becauſe they are 
Si bard to be knoven, and for the moſt part only from Diſſcttion of dead Bodies; as 
appears by ſtories in Schenkuws, Sennercus, and others. Yet thzy are very ordinary 


7 and uſual : from vobence Fernelius ſaith,T hat oftentimes there are tauſes of many 
Diſeaſes in the Meſentery : as of Choller, Melancholy, Diarrbxa,Dyſentery, evil 


Habit, Conſumption, F aintneſs, of lingering Feavers, Vomitings, Chollicks Tu- 
mors, and ps 9 And Sylvius called the Meſergery, tbe Mother of many Diſeaſes : by 
ther ſhe is called the Phyſitians Nurſe. We may ſay the (ame of the Sweei-bread and Caul; for 
they are ignoble parts, and as it were ſinks of the Body, to which the noble Members do ſend their 
(Excrements. Andalthough theſe parts (as all other) areſubjett to all lgnds of Diſeaſes, Simi- 
Lary, Organical, and Common, and many Symptomes ariſe from them ;, yet we will only ſþ2ak of 
thoſe which are moſt in pratiice, and comprehend this Bookzn five Chapters. The firſt ſhall be of 
the Obſtri(#ion of the Meſentery. The ſecond of the Inflamation of the Meſentery. The thirdof 
the Impoſthume, Scirrbus, and Vlcer of the Meſentery. The fourth of the Diſea/es of the Swee:- 
bread. The fifth of the Diſeaſes of the Caul. 


Chap. 1. Of the Obſtruttion of the Meſentery. 


s Heſe Obſtruftions in the Meſent=cy, come of the ſame Cauſes whichare mentioned in the Ob- 
ſtru&ions of che Liver and Spleen ; bur they happen more eaſily, and more often, by reaſon of 
the ſtraimnets of the Meleraick Vems, and eipecially ot the Milky Veins, which. carry che Chylous 
Matcer co the place of the ſecond Concoction : and when chac Chylous Marcer is filled with crude tn 

chicx 
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thick juyce it comes to paſs chat not kaving a free paſſage,it ſticks in thole licrle Veins and makes Ob» 
ſiructions. Alio che Meleraick Veins are ſtopped by thick Humors tent from the Li: cr, Spleen, and 
ocher parts, and there continuing till chey grow thicker, fo that icantunes they caule a Scurchus. 
Wich chete Humors fomrimes grols Vapors ace mixed, which ule co be che caule vi great Sympromes, 
To the Obſtruction, oc rather making narrow of chete Veins, we reter compretlion, which comes (rom 
the Glandles which are ſpiead through che whol fubltance of che Melentery : tor whencheie grow be- 
yond mealure, as in thole who have the Kings Evil, or Struma, they compre:s the Meteraick Veus, 
and hinder both che pallage of the Chylus, ard of the Blood. ; 

The Signs of th*te Obſtruct ions are to be divided imothree kinds, as we did in che Obſtruttions of 
the Liver 3 namely, into ſuch as ſhew rhe Dileale, the Part aftected, orche Cauic. 

The Signs of the Diſeale (that is) of the Ob!tructions lying inthe Hypochondtia, and alſo the 
Sions of the Caules are the (ame wich che Obſtruction of the Liver and Splecn, and are trom thac 
Cha er to be raken. Burt thote Signs which properly ſhew che peculiar De ot ch2 Melencery, 
are Gnching, and refiſtance 1n the middle of the Belly, and under the Stomach, and about the Na- 
vel ; a weight 1n the fame parts, and fomrunesa dull pain, and fomrunes a moit tharp, when wind is 
contained m thole parts z tomtimes there is pain in the back, beeaule che Metentery is tied to thar 
part : there is rumbling in the Belly, belching, and vapors flying ro the Head, trom whence come 
divers Sympromes : and laſtly, all choſe which uſe co happen mn Hypcchondriack Melancholly, fig- 
nifie Obſtruction of the Meſlencery, becaule that allo proceeds, and 1s mauntauicd by the fame Obſtru- 
ions. 

As for the Pcognoſtick : This Diſeaſe of is ſelf, is nor dangerous, becaule an ignoble part can en- 
dure great evils without == death : moreover, you may apply ſtrong Medicuues tor che Cure, 
which being well admuniftred, do commonly bring abour che delued effect ; excepe Hypochondriack 
Melancholly rife from thence, which uſech co be called the ſhame of Phyſicians, by ieaton of the re- 
bellious Narure of the Melanctiollick Humor. Bur becaule this part hath noc exquilite tence, and the 
Ob:truftions do nur alwaies greatly diſturb the Patient, they are often neglected, and become the 
cauſes ot ocher moſt dangerous diteaſes. 

The Cure of this Diſcale is the ſame with that of the Obſtruction of che Liver, and you muſt 
ferch ic from the Chapter treating chereot. 


Chap. 2. Of the Inflamation of the «M eſentery. 


Hen the Meſentery, as I ſaid, is as it were the fink inco which che Noble Parts do ſend ckeir 

ſupertluous Excrements, which atterwards are ſent forch by Nature, ether by Vomic or 
Stool; as you may ſee in ſome who ſend abundance of Humors forth ar divers cimes by Vomit and 
Stool : if thoſe Evacuations be hindered by ſtoppage ot che wates by which they are made, or by a- 
ny other cauſe, thole Humors which are there derained, ſtaying longin the part, do ger a precernatu- 
ral heat, from whence come purretaGtions, inflamations, divers Feavers, and unpolthumes. Bur an 
Inflamation is peculiarly made, when blood heaped up in the Meſeraick Veins, by the opening of 
{ome branch is tent inco the ſubſtance of che Melentery : bur becaule by reaſon of Obſtruttions 1c 1s 
chiefly gathered un chole Veins, therefore allthe cautes of Obſtructions may be ret.rred roche Cauſes 
of Inflamarion. 

For the making of this Inflamarion, chat ſharpneſs and gnawing of the Humors gathered rogerher 
do much conduce, a fall or ſtroak upon the Belly, the weakiels of the arcraCtive coo re-" 
tentive faculry ofthe Liver z roo much heat of che budy, or ordinate ule of cooling things 3 the 
critical morion of Nature in malignant Diſeaſes, oc ſmal Pox, by which it ſends the peccane Hu- 
mors into this ſink 3 a Diarrhoa, or Dyſentery ſuddenly ſtopped. ; 

The fig:1s ofthe Inflamation of the Meſencery are, a lingering Feaver without Thirſt, and great 
Symptomes, want of Appetite, a ſence of ſtretching and heavmets beneath che Scomach, wichour 
great hardneſs, and which is nor felc bur by che hand preſſing of ir, and wuchour pain, worth che ſpea- 
king of, becauſe the part is ofdull ſence ; Chollerick ſtools, which commonly hath chin maccer, 
withour pain, ſomrimes pure, ſomrimes mixed with Exccements. 

Ifthe Melencery be only inflamed, all che aforeſaid yy pe are milder : Bur if che Liver oc 
Spleen, or Gus, are alſo inflamed, all che Sympromes are ſtronger : And beſides, che figns of the 
atoreſaid parts affedted will appear, which are co be caken our of theur proper Chapters. 

And becaule the Inflamacion and Impoſthume of this pare, are very hard robe known if they be 
alone, by reaſon ofchedull ſence of the part, and becauſe ic performech no action in the body, whole 
hinderance may be perceived z bur only ſerveth for che dittribucion of che Chylus and che Blood: F 
therefore they are rather to be diſcovered by conſequence, than dixectly, and accoiding to —_ | 

conzecture z 
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cojeture 3 namely, when there is a Feaver and other Symptomes, and no ſign of the Liver, Spleen, 
or (1115 diſtempered, A halt Terrian Agne ſhewerh that che Guts are inflamed with che Melencery, 
w hich Spigel:u5 obſerved to come commonly from the Inflamar:on of theſe parts. Allo this Diſeaſe 
15 iftinguiſhed from the inflamation of the Muſcles of the Belly, becaule che Tumor and pain is en- 
larged according to their proportion, and chey are commonly log, or over the whol belly, and mcxe 
in the ourward parts, 1o that chey are perceived by the leaſt rouch, and they ute to bring great pain, 
anda Feaver. 

Laſtly, This Diſeaſe js ro be diſtinguiſhed from the Humors of the Midriff, which have been, as 
yet; known to few Phyſitians : for in them there is alwaies great dithculty of breathing, removing of 
the Hypochondria, a Pulle hard ard ſme], withour any ſence of Tumor inthe Hypochondria, And 
ifche Tumor come ofa hor cauſe, a ſharp Feaver, great pain, doting, and Convullicns do follow; 
which Symptomes never happen when the Melentery 15 only inflamed. | 

As for the Propnoſtick : This Dileaſe is very dangerous; for it either ends in an impoſthume, oc 
there tollows a rottenneſs, and corruption of the Melencery. Otrencimes the Matter of the Dilcale 
is ſent by Nature another way, and yer is not clean taken away, whence the Diſcaſe returns, and 
continues for many yeers, ſomtimes till death, now with a Feaver, then a Chollick, or litla- 
mation. 

The Cure of the Inflamation of the Meſentery, is not unlike to that of the Liver and Spleen, and 
therefore you muſt peruſe that. 


Chap. 3. Of the Impoſthume, Ulcer, and Scirrhus 
of the «M efentery, 


He Inflamation of the Meſentery often turneth into an Impoſthume, yer every Impoſthume 
rhereof 1s nor from Inflamativn, but many canes from vitious Humors therein contained, which 
utrefie, ſo that thele Impoſthumes come by degrees without a Feaver atore going, or other great 
ympromes z as we {ce jnother parts, when Atheromata, Steatomata, and Melicerides, and other 
kinds of Impoſthumes are bred without Inflamation going betore. And when they are broken, che 
Martter being voided, there remainsan Ulicer which is hard to be cured. But if thole Humorsare very 
flegmatick, or Melanchollick, and reſiſt putretaCtion, chey grow, and ſomrimes are hardened, and 
turn toa Scirrhus : ſomtimes they are as hardas a ſtone, as many athirm who have four:d ſtones in the 


Meſentery. 

The Know! of the Impoſthume in the Meſentery, is ſfomtimes eafie, ſormtimes hacd ; for if ic 
comes from an Intlamation of that parr, thar von by the ſigns in the former Chapter, it is 
a ſign chat the Inflamarion could not be ditcuſfed, but tuppurated and rurned into an Impoſthume. 
But whenan Impoſthume comes from evil Humors remaining long 1n the Melentery, and at length 

utrefying, it is hard ro know 1t 3” {othat many Authors who have written Oblervations upon {uch 
kind of Impoſthumes, fay, that they never were known, but after death, when the Bodies were open- 
ed. Foralchough for the moſt part, they may be known by che rouch, yer ſomtimes they he ſo 
deep, that they cantior be cou and the part bemng dull in ſence, chat they will not be ditcovered 
by pain. . Bur becauie chey come dwers waies, they mutt be thus diſtingutthed. 

If the Impoſthume otthe Meſentery, hath a vitible Tumor, ir is firſt ro be dilcerned from an Infla- 
mationanda Scirrhus : Ir is diſtinpurthed trom an Inflamation if ix come not trom it, when chere is no 
Feaver,or at leaſt bur ſmal,when none wenrbefore;noc any other ſigns that'may ſhew an Inflamation z 
bur 1f it follow an Inflamarion,it cari no other waies bediftinpuiſhed chan by hardnels & continuance; 
for it che ſigns of Inllamation have continued ewenry or thirty daies, it tsa ſign thar it is rurned inroan 
Impoſthume. Ir is diſtinguiſhed from a Scurhns by hardneſs, which ts grear u1 a Scirrhus,buc in an Im- 


fthume chere is ſome kind of fofrrieſs,as alſo by the want of pain het; for man Impoſthume 
there 1salwaies ſome'pain,e{pectally if it be pretſed hard. Mcreover,chis Tumor is diſt inguzſhed from 
the Tumor of other parts,by the Scituation of, «s we ſaid before of the Inflantatiort of the Meten- 


tery. . Bucifche Impoſthume lie in the Meſentery without any yiſible Tumor, there can be no cercain 
fign, but by an arcificial conzeture we may fuipe&t, namely, if there be loathing of Meat, or vomit 
- withourmaniteſt tault ofrhe Stomach, and a great fulnets atter linele Mear, wearineſs of the w 
Body, and fainting without manifeſt cauſe, ifthe Belly be unaccuftomarily bound, or looſe, and void 
inking Excrements, and fomtimes bloody, withour futpicion ofa Dylentery. To theſe you may 
add great watchings, and if they ſleep they faint and havegreat Sweats, ' And though ſomeameschere 
appear neither Feaver nor pain, yet there 1s commonly an obſcureone ; ot which, it there appear no 
! manifeſt caule, we muſt conjecture that it comes from this Diſeafe, elpectally ifany of the _ 
| Igrs

Hence one while the Matter is pure and whice m great plenty, wichour tence of pain, when ic is 
ſent by the Meleraick Veins intothe Guts, fomrimes when the Im 13 m the thick and lows- 
et Gucs, the Mattes is mixed withthe Excrements, ſomeumes1t is tent coche Reins, and ca't torch by 
Urine ; ſomcimes being {ent in great quahcities berween the Perionzum, and the Mutcles of the Ab- 
domen, it falls into the Cavity ot the Belly by breaking of the Perironzum, or breaks outwardly by 
an Impoſthume, to hat a great quantity of Matter flows from the Navel, and ſomcumes Worms there- 
with, through che corruption ot che Metentery. And thac which ſent forth by ſtool (which is che u- 
lual) is fomrumes white and laudable, as was ſaid ;, fornrimes maxed wich blood or water, fomrimes 
black blood, and ſtinking, ſomrumes ocher black Macter, or of divers colors. Bur whether this puru- 
lenc Marrer come from the Meſentery, Liver, Spleen, or other parr, it is known by the proper {1gns of 
every part affected. ; | 

Wheu che Lnpoſthume is broken, and the Marrer flowerh, it is certain that there is an Ulcer :n the 
Meſentery, which ſo:ntumes is quickly cured, and fomrimes it 15 of long commuance, and brings roc- 
tenneſs upon the whol parc, and a Gangrene. 

As for the Prognoſtick : The Impoſthume ofthe Meſentery is dangerous , for if ic continue long 
inthe part, as otren happens, it breeds filthy roctenneſs, or a Gangrene, or brings the Patient into a 
Conſumprionor Dropite. It it break, and che Ulcer be noc quickly cured, bur gers an evil condicion, 
ic hath che luke event, a Gangrene, way many hn Droplie. Somrimes when the Impoſthume is bro- 
ken, and very ſtinking Macter 1s ſent into the Cavity of the Belly, che Patient dies ſuddenly. The 
Scicchus,or hard Tumor of the Melentery is leic dangerous, and it ic be new will adm of a Cure; bur 
if ic be old, ic brings the Patient co a Drophe. 

The Cure of theie Drſeales, is co be varicd according tothe diverſity of chem. And firſt, an Im- 
pom bred requires Sp 6. evacuation, and ir muſt be ſofrened with opening and purgi 

edicines, fuch as are laid down in the Ob{tructions of the Liver and Spleen, noc omurting curve 

Softeners and Looſeners, Fomentations, Caraplaſms, and Lintmenrs, which do make the Matter of 

the Impoſthume chin, and oper che patlages char che Marter may better be voided. 

After the Impoſthume is opened, you muſt clen(e the Ulcer and heat i ; for which purpoſe the 
Remedies mentioned in the Cure of the Ulcers of the Sromach, Liver, Reins, and Womb, are very 
good z of which a wile Phyſitzan may cake his choyce according to che divers diſpofictons both of che 
Bodtes, and the Dijeales. 

And a Scurrhus of the Meſenrery is cured wich the ſame Medicines, which are ſer down for the 
Cure of che Scurhus or hard Swelling of the Liver and Spleen.

Bur by che Symptomes they had they may be partly known ; as lome 
like chole ofthe Scucchusz to which you may jzoyn thele, a lingering Feaver, which is the companion 
of almoſt all inward Impoſthumes, much watching, ſhorr ſleep, audafcer it, pain, ſwooning, and 
cold ſweats. 

The Cure of the Obſtruction, Scurhus, and Impoſthume of che Pancreas, is the ſame with thoſe of 
che Liver, Spleen, and Meſlencery. There you may tech Medicines trom che Chapters concerning

Non the Omencum 1s a ſoft part, and far, fit by reaſon of its looſneſs to receive Humors that 
come from __ : Iris ſubjerodivers Dileaſes, [as the Melentery and Pancreas : And 
theſe are not deſcribed by Authors, becaule they can ſcarce be {een in living men, bur only by Ana- 
romy, as you may {ce in ſome Stories in our Obſervations. Veſalizs faich that he ſaw in a Body 0- 

ed, an Omencum fo ſwoln that it weighed five, pounds, when i its Natural condition it would 


nr ſcarce half a pound. Rowſſetus in ib. de partze Ceſareo, reports that in Paris there was found 

a great Impoſthume w che Omencum. Rzolans in his Anthropographia, ſaith thac he ſaw an0- 

menrum in a Noble Y out|: ot ninteen yeers of ape, fo full of kernels, by which ic received abundance 

of filchy Humors, the Melentery and Pancreas being mnpoſthumated, and the Splecn almoſt contu- 

med. Wealſo ſaw a Scirrhus Omentum in a Fryar of Montpelior all over the lower part of che 

my, and four fingers thick ; 1t was of the color of the Spleen, ſo that it was probable chat ic was 
ed 


by Melancholly from thence, becaule he was of a hollick cemper, and che paflage is ve- 
ry - y the branches of che Spleen Veins, to the Omentum ; by which branches ( as Hippocrates 
reacheth, the water in a Dropſie is brought from the Spleen co the Omentum, from which by degrees 
it diſtils into the Cavity of the Abdomen. 

Bur becauſe che {welling of the Omencum can by no means be diſtinguiſhed from thar of the Melcn- 
tery, therefore we cannot appoint a diſtin&t knowledg. Ir is true, that the Tumors of the Omencum 
are eaſier known athe tuft couch, becauſe it is immediately under the Periconzum z but the Me- 
ſentery is deeper. But the Tumors of the Meſentery ariſe greater towards the Peritonzum, and are 
{omrimes ſouniced to 1t, and chetMuſcles of the lower Belly, that they are ſent forth by ſuppuratioa 
chrough the Navel, or other external parts. 

Yer chis Difficulty of Knowledg, doth not hinder the Cure, becauſe the ſame Medicines ſerve for 
all Tumors thart are alike in all the parrs of the belly : bur the Cure is worſe to be made in the Omen- 
tum, becaule it hath nor tic way, as other parts have for the purging of its lelf.

Chap. 1. Of the Stone in the Kidneyes, and Pain in 
the Reins, called Dolor Nephriticus, 


T Har 1s called Dolor Nepbriticus which doth afli& the Urerers or Reins; the common people 
call un the Srone-Chollick, becauſe of the greac affinity ic hach with the Chollick, to char ic is 
hard co diſtinguiſh them, as you thall ice in the Di ck, or Signs. , 
The Cauſe of this Pain is manifold, bur chiefly che ſtone or thick flegm. A ſtone continuing mn 
the Reins, cauſeth either liccle or no pain, becauſe the ſubſtance ofthe Rems hach lircle Sence : bur if 
« fall upon the Head ofthe Urecers, or get into the paſſage, and diftend ir, and cannot be brought ro 
the Bladder by reaſon of irs greatneſs, then ir cauſech grievous pain. Bur grols flegm taſtened upon 
the Urecers, doth diftend chem; and cauſerh the Nephrirical pain. 

The leis ordinary Caules are, chick blood fixed mche Urerers, or chick Matter coming from the 
Kidneyes, or other partsz ſortunes wind gers inco the Cavicy, and cauſech great pain. 
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$$ HE Reins and Bladder have divers, and all ſorts of Diſeaſes, both Simi 
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There are many Controverſies in Authors about the ſtone, which is the chief and uſual cauſe of 
che pain of the Reins, which we ſhall not accurately declare, bur only touch choſe things Which are ne- 
cellary to declare 1ts Nature and Caules. | 

And firſt, they doubt under what kind of Diſeaſe they ſhould reckon the ſtone 3 Galen placeth i; 
among the Dilcales in number, of thoſe chings which are wholly belides Narure, as al.o the Worng, 
For thouch a Diſeaſe im number "+ arm doth reſpect living parts, whoſe number being encreafed © 
diminiſhed, maketh an organical Dileale ; yer thole —_ which are preternaturally added to the 
number of thote things of which the Body is compounded, ought to be referred to the Dileaſes in 
number, to that ſomrimes the bare qualities are lomrimes referred ro Diſeaſes in number ; when 
they do immediatcly hurt the actions, as yellowneſs in the Eye of one that hath the Jaundice, a 
noile in the Ears, anda birter raft upon the Tongue. « | | 

Oftentumes the ſtone zs reckoned among Caules of Diſeaſes,” as it breeds Qbſiruction orDiſtee- 
tion. 

Ir may alſo be placed among the Sympromes, thoſe that are voided crretained : for if it beteraj- 
ned in the Kidneys, Reins, or Bladder, when it ſhould be voided, it 1s ro be reckoned among thoſe 
things that are preternacurally retained : but when ir 1s voided, it 1s to be reckoned among thole thac 
are voided wholly againſt Nature. 

Bur there is more difficulty abour the cauſe of the ſtone, both material and efficient. Galen and 
bis poſterity, thought that flegm was the material cauſe ot the ſtone, which is chick and flumy, fi to 
be hardened, and (as they fay of late) tzculent, fhmy, and Tartarous, and heat the efficient, which 
driech and hardeneth chat matter, and at length rurneth it into a ſtone Which Dottrine is oppoied 
with ſtrong Reaſons. | | 

Firſt, It it ſhoul4come of a ſlimy andthick flegpm, then it would often be bred in the Erain ard 
the Stomach, in which tuch flegm doth chietly abound. Neither will it tuthce to ſay that there is nor 
ſufficient hear in choſe parrsto harden it ; becaufe according to the Dodrine of Hippocrates ard 
Galen, a gentle heat by a continual action 1s fufficint rocongeal ; and hence is the reaton why old 
men do more often breed the ſtone, when yong men have hotter Kidneys ; becaule the matter of the 
ſtone hes longer in old mens Reins, by reaſon of the weaknels of che expullive F aculty, and io it's 
longer concaCted by the heat, and art length hardened. 

Secondly, From Ariſtotle, 2. meteor. cap. 4. they which grow together by heat, are melted by 
moiſturs, as Clay. But theſtone 18 never diffolved with water. Neither doth it hinder to ſay thac 
a ſtrong heat makes ſuch a Concretion or growing together, that it cannot be diſſolved by moiſture, 
as in Bricks. For firſt, in Man there 1s not to great a hear ; chen the not diffolving of Bricks with Water 
15not becauſe of the ſtrong heat they had, bur rather trom the difpoſition ot che Clay ; for Clay 
made of common Earth, although it be baked in a Furnace, wil never be hard as a Brick, but alwaits 
be diſſolved with moiſture. 

Thizdly, From Ariſtotle in the place menticned, the heat that makes concretion muſt be dry. Eur 
there isa continual flowing of moiſture 1nco the Reins and Bladder, therefore ſuch a drying and har- 
dening cannot he in thole parts. 

Fourthly, Scones bred in Rivers and Fountains, in which there 1s no heat, and in ſome Dens and 
Holes that are very cold, the water that fals curns intoa ſtonez from whence ſtrange ſhapes do ariſe. 
-— we mult find another caule belides heat, and another Matter belides clammy and ghutmous 

legm. 

Fifchly, Flegm made hard is like Chalk, and is britcle, as you may ſee in the knots of the Joynts. 
Bur ſome ſtonesare like tlints, which they cannot be from F legm : nor is there {omuch heat in mans 
Body tomake it (0. 

This fluny flegm hath deceived the Phyſitians of all Apes, which is found in the Urine of many Pa- 
tients, and they thought it to be the inamediate Cauſe: Bur they were our. For firſt, In the ſtone 
of the Kidneys tuch Urmes are feldorg made, bur often in the ſtone of the Bladder. Bur it this were 
the macter of the ſtone it would be alike in both. . Therefore this Matter dependseſpecially upon the 
proper Ducale of the Bladder, for it is an Excremenc of it diſtempered. Thediſeate of the Bladder 
15 thus : we have Leen uni the Boches of them who havedied ot che Stone in the Bladder, and who voi- 
ded much of char matter, chat the bladder grew fleſhy, as thick as ones finger or thumb, ſo chac it til- 
led che whol Cavicy, and lay next to che ſtone till by ſtopping the Urine i killed the Patient. Bur 
in thoſe who made chun cleer Urine, their bladder was not altered. The Reaſon of thele accidents are 
taken out of 'Hipp. Aph. 66. Sect. 5. It there be no Tumor in great andevil wounds, ir is evil. Aud 
Galen gives the Reaion becaule there is a ſuſpicion that the Humors which ſhould come by reaſon of 
pain to the wound, are gone to lome noble part, Moxeover, it is Natural coall parts 3 as Galen,/ib. 
de diff. febr. cap. 11. that they which are ſtronger, ſend that which hurteth chem co che weaker, noc 
do they ceaſe {odoing till it come to the weakeſt, So when the part wounded is very weak, and 
theretore fic co receive Humors, if chey come not chither, ir isa fign that other parts are very _ 
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which cannot ſend, and that others are weaker than the wounded, to which che humors are carried. 
Not only the bad Humors are carried to the wound, but alſo good blood , which Nature tends to re- 
freſh ic. All cheſe things are in the bladder that hath the ſtone. A great uneven ſtone,or ſharp, hurts 
the Tunicle of the Bladder 3 hence comes pain and weakneis. And Nature tw help ir tends more 
than utual blood, and the ſtronger parts {end their tupertluicies. Thete the bladder concoterh as 
much as may be wto urs ſelt, and fogroweth thicker. Bur whey it cannot rake 1n all, eſpecially che 
evil Humors, hence come many foul Excrements, which trom che Nacure of the part. turn to {leg- 
matick. Bur in them who have clear Urine, euher the {tone hurcerh not, which cauicth the attra- 
ion, or ſome other parts are weaker than the bladder, ro whichthe humors tow. 

Burt becaute this Doctrine doth deſtroy an old Opmion, we will contirm ic by acleer Example of 
the Womb. The Womb is Membranous, as the bladder : but in Women with Child it s tleſhy 
and thick ; ſorthat in the laſt monchs it is ewo hingers thick ; becauie Narure allthe time tends much 
blood co it co nouriſh the Child ; which when che Child doch norwholly contume, tome part of ic 18 
taken intoche Womb: and to it encreafſerh. The tame 1s in the Bladder, though Precernacucaliy 
(which m che Womb is Natural ) chat when much blood comes «0 it, it converts ar into ics lelt, and 

wsthicker. Bur if without being with Child, che Womb be diftempered and made weak, chen 
rs {uperfluous from other parrs come to it, which when they cannot be caken uno its tubſtance, 
urns tothe Whites. And that tlux is a proper Excremen of the Womb, as the tlegm 1s ot che blad- 
der. The {ame chingis in tho Reins, though not io often1;, as when by a ſtone mn them chere is pain 
and weakneſs, Narure ſends much blood and humors to them, which when chey cannot be curned 
incothe ſubſtance ot che parc, they are curned intoa thmy Excrement, which 1s youded in abundance ; 
and this vulgar Phylicians rake tor Macter or Pus, which 1 only flegm, or mixed with a bche Pus, 
a when by the grating of the ſtone there 1s an Ulcer, 

Some Modern Wruers being converced with the atoreſa1d Reaſons, have madea Juyce, which will 
turn into a ſtone to be the material caule of the ftone called Sreccxs Lapideſcens z and the ethcient to 
beSpiritzs Lapideſcensr. They call the former a certain Humor naturally proper to turw' into a 
ſtone: Andchus they deſire to prove by the breeding of ſtones in the Earth, which ace by many Au- 
thors {a1d ro come of Waters and things caſt rhereinco co be hardened prelently 5 tome Waters in 
Caves to be made Srones, and lome part ofthe Wine growerth co the Veſſel, called Tarrar 3 and U- 
rines that are cleer, when they are cold grow tothe glais. And although the peculiar firnels of che 
Matter co be thus curned, is nor tuſficiencly known 3 yer ſome {ay chey have tound i out, faying 
that itis of Salt mixed with Earch. Some Salcs dogrow hard in the Sun, and arecafily difolved in 
War; andifthey be joyned wich Earth like themi(elves, by che torce ot the ethcient cauſe they may 
be ſtones. So we ice in Wines turned to Tartar: bur Tartar calcined goes all inco Salt, which 
ſhews that it is chiefly made ot Salt. So in Urines that have much Salt, eſpecially in thole which 
have ſlimy matter, we ſee a Tarrarous Macter cleaving tothe glaſs. This Sale Mater, which is mix- 
ed wich the Urine, comes from Meat and Drink toaftected, and they are caſt torch ina found Body, 
nor are they recained in the Reins when the ethcient Caute isablent, 

We have called the ethcient Caute, Sprritzem Lapidificim, or a Spirit that makesa ſton2: Fer- 
nelizs calls it a ſtony diſpoſition, which 15 1n the Reins commonly Hartedicarily. Bur we like che 
foremoſt Tirle beſt. For firſt, {ome have ſtones which have them nor Haredirarily it they cat or 
drink things that breed them, becaute i chem chere 1s both the Macerialand Ethcienc Caute; there= 
torethe Hermets impure the Etticient Caule ot ſtones co their proper teeds, which un a Macter right= 
ly diſpoſed, produce their form. | 

Moreover, Many Hiſtories ſhew that Stones come from a Stor;e making Spiric , of Men, Beaſts, 
and other things eurned into Stones by a Breath or Spiric our of che Earth. So un Aventinus, hb. 7. 
Jnnal. Bavar. an. 1343. that more than fitry Country menand thew Cows, were curued inco 
Stones. , And 1o ſaies Ortelliys in bis Deicriptiun of Ruſſia, of whol Heards of Cartel So alto 
Camerarius reports of a South wind that bloweth {ome tumes of the yeer, mn the Province of Chlo, in 
Armenta, by the blaſts whereof, whol Troops of Horles are ſuddenly turned inco Statues of Stone, 
and ſtand in the tame rank and tile in which they were. 

This Stone making Spirit, isnot only in the Reins of thoſe which have this Diſeaſe, bur alſo in 
the Juyce of thole thingschat are eaten and drunk ſeparated from them z tothat ſomrimes boch come 
together: Hence it is that {ome that eat but any Meats chat incline coche breeding of the ſtone, do 
pouy produce ut, becaule there is a Stone-breeding dilpolition, or Stone-makug Spirit in cheir 

ens. buc itcheir Reins be free from chis Spirit, tuch meat will not breed ſtones, becauſe thei 
ſtone-making force is nor ſtrong enough wichour che alliftance of the Reins co convert that matter in- 
toſtone. - Onthe Coutrary, it che ſtone-making power be greater in the mears that are taken, and 

ace often eaten, ſtones wil be bred, although the Kidneys have no tuch ditpolicion or (tone- 
Spixir. Sowe lee indivers places, where the Wacer or Wiae axe tull of fFone-making juyce, 
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che greateſt part ofthe Inhabicants are ſubjeft ro the tone; as we may lee 1n O1d concerning che 

T hracians, mnthele Verſes : 
The Thracian Waters, all thimgs Marble make, . 
T heir Guts turn Stone that inwardly them take. 

And contrary, If there be thac ſtone-making vertue in the Kidneys,it makes ſtones of any nouriſh» 
ment, though never ſo wholſom. Svabour three yeers fince,] ſaw one who tor three or tour monchs 
voided more than twelve little ſtones every day by Urine, when all char while he kept his bed, very 
ſick, and ted only upon Broth and Panadoes. 

The Antecedenr and Primary Cauſes, either reſpect the ſupply -of Matter for the ſtone, or the 
conſtitution of the Reins, by reaſon whereof che ſtones do moreeatily grow. 

The Scomach, Liver, Spleen, and Reins, do much caule the breeding and heaping up of Matrer for 
che ſtone ; chiefly the Stomach, if ix do not wel concodt, there isa crude Chyle bro rothe Lirer, 
and from thence impure and Earthy Juyces are ſent with the Serum or Water into the Reins. A hor 
liver doth bake the Chylous Matter, and makes it fit to breed aftone; as alio being coo cold it makes 
crude blood moſt fir for the ſame purpoſe. A Spleen weak or ſtopped, or otherwiſe diſturbed, doch 
not tuutticiently purge the droflie parrot the blood, bur ferds parc of icto the Reims, which will mere 
eafily be curned intoa ſtone.

Inregard of their hot Temper, they more violencly draw the Stone-making Marrer, 
and rhicken it more : bur in reſpe& of chew Form, they are an Ancecedenrt Caule, if the 
Veins are mcre looſe, ſothar that thick and Tartarous Marter may be more eafily received mto the 
Reins z or if the Urecers, and choſe Vetlels chat feud che ferous Matrer to them, be coo narrow, to 
that the thick Matter hath not a free paſſage, bur is rerained in the Reins. | 

Thick and flimy Nouriſhment doth chietly afford Marcrer for the Stone, ſuchasare full of Salr, as 
Beef, Pork, Hairs, Geeſe, or wn, 969 im the Smoak, or poudered, as Salc-fiſh, Shel-tith, keles, 
Pulſe, Cheeſ, and all Milk meats, hard Eggs, Chelnuts, Pears, Quinces, Medlars, unleavened Bread, 
and Rice; chick Wine, ſharp or black, or new Wine not purged, ftanding Waters, and ſuch -as are

Torhele add very hot Meats, as Pepper, Ginger, Garlick, Onions, old ſtrong Wine, which make 
the Liver and Reinsroo hor, roo ſtrong Diurericks, which carry the Matter thac will cauſe the Diſ- 
caſe ra violently roche Reins z chick Garments, Down Beds, Baths, incrdiuate Lechery, which 
a oveat Enemy tothe Reins, violent Exercue, elpecially atrer meat, roo much teeding, or long fe- 


frng, great , and other paſſions. : 
Signs of the Scone taken by themſelves, are equivocal, and common to other Diſeaſes: but if 
youconſider them all rogether, you may have cerca Knowledg by them. 

The Firſt Sign, isa fixed pam about the Loyns, ſomtimes heavy when che Stone is faftened tothe 
ſubſtance 3 which being of a dull fence, hach a weighty pain z bur as often as the Stone pers inco the 
Head of che Urerers, then it caulech a ſharp and pricking pain, and this is called the Nephricicalpain, 
or pain ofthe Reins, and it continuerh whule the ſtone 1s chere z neither will it ceaſe ro rorment the 
Parienc till the ſtone ger inco the Cavity of the Bladder, or rurn back into the hollow of the Kid- 

es. 

The Second Sign, is bloody Urine, which comes from the opening or corroſion of the Veins which 
are diſperted into che ſubſtance of the Reins, which comes from the rubbing of the Srone that ſtids 
in the {ubſtance ; bur it there be bur little bluod voided, being mixed with Urine it looteth its color, 
(ochat the Urine looks like a Lye. This Sign is not alwaies,bur fomrimes depends upon other cauſes. 
Bur when it doch appear, it 1 one of the chief, which diſtinguiſheth che Srone trom che Chollick. It 
uſeth to be cauſed by riding, much walking, and other violent exercite ; for then the ſtone uf ic be 
rough and ſnaggy, being removed from irs place, doth cut and tear the cender Fleſh of the Kid- 
neyes. 

The Thud Sign, is thin Urine, water-like, and liccle, in the beginning of the fir; after which ſom- 
times followeth a total ſtoppage, if both Ureters are 5p : bur when the fit is paſt , and the ſtone 
thac was fixed inthe Uteters is fallen into the bladder, there comes forth much thick troubled Urine, 
with a ſandy Sediment. 

- The Fourth Sign, is often voiding of ſand and ſtones. Concerning voiding of a ftone, it is &vt- 
dent, Thar if the Patient voided auy formerly, though never fo mal, when he had a fir, it is molt 
certain chat the Diteale is the Stone. Bur concerning Sand we cannor ſpeak fo infallible ; for we | 
may lee m_ all cheir lives cume void Gravel, and never be croubled with the ſtone ;, for ſand comes | 
often from aduſtion of Humors inthe Liver and Veins, and it ſticks to the ſides of the Urinal, and

© folve. And tally, becauſe this Sand is falc, it is dillolved in hot Urine, nor will it appear _— wy

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Urine is ſo 3 bur when it 1s cold it grows regerher tothe ſides of the Urinal, not unlike th Cryſtal o; 
Tartar ; which being diſſolved in warm water, when it grows cold, congealeth and {ticks rothe 1:des 
of the Glaſs 3 ſothe Nature otchem both 1s very like. 

The Fifth Sign, isa ſtone voided, andchis is moſt certain : For any former Si, though equi- 
cocal do appear, anda ſtone be voided, you may be certam of the Ditcale. 

The Sixth Sign, is a numbnels of che Thigh onthe tarwe 1ide char che Back is paid of : for the 
ſtone being great, doth opprels the Nerve which 1s 1n erted intoche Muſcles of the Loyns, u: er the 
Reems, called by the Anacomuſts Pſenas,and thote Mulcles goro the Hip ir us motion nuch 2 numbs 
nels 1s perceived by {itting upon the I high, chrough che compretiion 3 or in che Arm by long leanug

; The Sevench Sign, is the drawing in of one ſtone, on that ſide where the pain is : For the Kidney; 
and Ureters being provoked wich the greatnels of the pain, do veheme::tly contratt them!elves, aud 
chen the Spermarical V eflels andall the parts adjacent are alio contracted, and thete \ 2ffeis do caile 
up the ſtone which 1 zoyned co them, to that it ſeems lumermes to be tixedrorhe Croyvn. And this 
rerra(tion or drawing in of paresreacheth to the bladder and Gucs : For in great pain the bel;y 15 
bound, and Urine ſtopped z ſu thac chen Purges will not work by reaton they are hd<red by that

The Eiphch Sign is, loathing and vomiring by the connex1on of the Kidneys with the Sromach, by 
the Membrane that comes trom the Periconzum, and by the Nerve of the tixch Conjugation, two 
branches whereof reach trom che Stomach ro the inward Iuncle ot the Kidiieys. Therefore when 
thoſe ſenſible parts un the Kidneys are pulled, rhe Stomach coniencing, is ſhrred up to exclude that 
which hurceth 3 and firſt it ſends our Flegm, then yellow Chollec, atrer green, 1t the evil continue, 
bzcaule through long pain and watching the blood 1s alcered m the Veins, and that pare which is 
rot diſpoled tor ir, is rurned into green Tholler, 

Finally, The Nephricical pain is to hike the Chollick, thit Galen himſclt was deceived in the di- 
fingaiFiug ofthem, as we ſhewed in the Diaagnotis or Knowldg of the Cholhck : where alto we 
lad dovn ugas Þy which we may diſtinguiſh chem, which we thall not need co repear. 

The Signs afore mentioned are equivocal, and one of chem can fcarce give a ceitain knowledg. 
Sam? Authors mention others, whichare more equivocal and uncertain, bur joyued with cthers they 
_ knowledg of the Dueale, theretore ic will no: beamuſs ro mention them. 

inp. Aph. 34. Sect. 7. ſaith, T hey who have bubbles m their Urine, have an old Diſeale int 
the Reins, For thele bubbles come from thick Humors tull of groſs vapors , whiclt are either 
bred in the Reins, or ſent from uther parcs to chem, chat matrer is proper to breed the ftoi;s, and cau- 
not be preſencly cured, therefoce the Diſeale is long. Galen in his Comment upon this Aporitm, 
faith that the mouthes of the Arteries which come tothe Reins, are opened by che ſharpiiets of the 
Urine, and thence comes a Spiric which being mixed with the Urine, makech bubbles. £ur ir 15 not 
obable that tuch a grols Spirit that will remain to long, ſhould come trom the Arteries, ard Urme 
ng cold may long time to continue as we lee many bubbles many hours fwimming che: upon. And 
allowhenthe Arteries are opened by the ſharpnels of che Urine, blood will allo cume torch. And 
the mouthes of the Veins having thia Skins, would be more eatily opened, and to there would be al- 
ſo blood mixed with the bubbles. 

_ Hippocrates alio Aph. 76. Sect. 4. ſaich, T bey who void little bits of fleſh, and things like hairs, 
with a thick Urine, do it from the Reins. The birs of fleſh come irom the Ulcer ot the Reins, of 
which we thall ſpeak hcreafter : bur chele thrids or haurs are taid by Galen, 1n his Commentaries, to 
come from thick and crude flegm, made lung and round by the extraordinary heart of the Remns. Yet 
Galen confetlecli, 6. loc. aff. cap. ;- chat after a long tearch he was ignorant of the caute of their 
lengrh. Avicen ſaith that thele thrids grow loog in the veſſels of the Rems, or others ; for in regard 
thele are taken away by Diureticks, and the Patients acknowledg pain in che Reins, 1t 15 credible 
that they receive their form from thence. Aﬀuarius doth duectly 1ay they come trom che Ureters : 
For when the Reins abowid wich tlegm, it goes with the Urine into the Urerers, and ſticking tochem 
ad growing thick by heat, it gets a jong ſhape hke a chrid or hair. Bur Ferneli»s wricesthar thoſe 
bars come trom the Paraſtatis or kernels, from his Oblervation, in which they grow lung like haus 
from che matter ofthe {eed, whichby force vfcthe Ditcaſe flowing down by deprees, grows thick by 
hear, and chat they a pear much in thoſe who have lately had a filchy Gonorchaa, and uw thote wo- 
men who have the Whues, or a foul Womb, and i chat Urine which they make nexc atrer they have 


known a man. Others ſuppoſe, that thoſe thick Humors of which cthote filaments or haitsare made, 
Ue firſt bred in the Veins, 


t take their form 1n the narcow paſſages of the Res, chrough which, 
&sthrougha ſreve, chey turn ſmal, and after they deſcend into che Ureters, in which they grow dryer, 
till they are ſent inco the bladder, neither can they be broken by reaſon ot cher toughneis. What= 
i&ver chie caute is, ſince the beſt Authors do agree that thele haus breed 0; chick flegn wrthe Kidneys, 
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' or cometothem from other parts, it is certain that they may urn incoa ſtone, if there be an efficien 
caule tit to produce it, rod ya Br thus may be a probable lign of the ſtone. 

As for the Prognoſtick. The ſtone of the Kidneys 1s very dangerous, for it uſeth to bring 
evils; as Inflamarion, Exulceration, great Pains, Watchings, dezetion of ſtrength, Feavers, | 
pings of Urine, and the like dangerous Sympromes. W-- 

Itchis Dileale be Hzreditary coming tromche Parents, it is incurable. 

And becaule Hippocrates laith that the Dileaſes of the Reins are hard ro be cured in old men 
Aph. 6. Sect. 6. The Stone of the Kidneyes un old men is dithcult, it not incurable. 

If the pain ot the Kidneys continue many daies, and cannot be cured with any Medicines, there is 
danger ot death, and ic is neer at hand when they are culd externally, and have a cold ſweat in the 
face. Urines thac ar firſt thin, and after thick, and have {and atthe botrom, do ſignifie that the fic is 
cowards an end, ; . 

A Stone joyned with an Ulcer in the Kidneys, is incurable : for thoſe things which break the 
Stone, doexaliperatethe Ulcer. | : ; 

The Cure of the pain ot the Kidneys, and ſtone ſticking inthem, or in the Urerers, is by enlarg 
ofthe paſlages, and relaxing them by throwing torch che ſtone, and any other thing that hurts 
by removing or taking away the antecede!it cauſe, and by raking away the pain. Which you nuy 
do with thete Medicines. 

Take of ®arſh-malloro and Lilly Roots, of each one ounce : Mallows, Violets, Pellitory, Bears 
foot, of each one handful : Lin-ſeed and Femnugreek ſeed, of each balf an oxnce : fat Figgs, fix: 
Chamomel and Melilot Flowers, of each one pugil : boyl them to a pint. Diſſobve in the ſtrai- 
ning, Caſjia, and Diacatholicon, of each ſix drams : Oyl of Lillies and Violets, of each one ounce 
and an baif : freſh Oyl two ounces : make a Clyſter to be grven preſently.

Take of Mallow. and Pellitory, of each two handfuls : Parſley with the Roots one handful:

Hartman commendsthe Urine ofa Goat in theſe words as a wonderful Remedy : In the ſtoppage 
of the Reins by agreat ftone, or when the Ureters and Bladder are ſtopped by ſtones ſent thither, 
ſo that one drop cannot be voided, it is excellent if you tak the Urine of a Goat taken ont with bis 
Bladder while be is yet alive,and drinkand apply bis Paunch and Guts to the Belly and Privitier, 
for ſo the ſtone will be preſently conſumed without bart to the Feels, and tbe Patient cured. 

The Poudet of Mil or Sows, is excellent co diflolve che ſtone, and we will teach the uſe 
thereof in the ſtone of the Bladder.

By theſe Remedies the pain cf the Reins is cured, and ſtone difſolved and expelled. Eur becauſe 
they who are dipoled to this Diſeaſe, and cured, do often relapte : cheretore we mutt appoint tome 
Preſervatives that we may hinder it as much as may be. 

And firſt, it there be a Plethora or tulnels, or che Reins and Liver hot, it is good to open a Vein, 
Springaud Fall, a Clyſter or gentle Purge being firit given : And then to purge the Macter away 
which is proper to breed the ſtone betore it cone to the Kidneys, which you may do by a Vomuie 
twice oc thrice 11 a month, tothoſe whuch eatily vomir. 

Or you may give a Purge by a Bolus of Cafha, Diaphcenicon, and Rhuberb, preſcribed m che Cure, 
or ſome other convenient Medicine every month z or cwo or three, according co the habir of the Pa- 
tient, andthe plenty of Humors, and that in the laſt quarter of the Moon. 

Or if there be evil Humors, they muſt be purged Spring and Fall with a convenient Apozeme : for 
by that, not only the Anrecedent and remote caule wil be taken away z bur allo ſome part of thecon- 
jun cauſe; as alſo che Obftructions of the Bowels, which uſually accompany this duteace, wil be ta- 
ken away, it you mix therein clenting and cutting Medicines. 

Or inſtead of the Apozeme, you may ule the De<coction of an old Cock made thus : 

Take of Polypody of the Oak, Carthamus ſeeds, of 2acb one ounce and an half : Thyme and E- 
pithinuem, of each one pugil : Cummin, Ann, Dill, Fennel, Caraway, and Carduus ſe:ds, of 
each trwo drams : Senna, one ounce andan half : Gummy Turbith balf an once : Cinnamon 
one dram : Cryſtal of Tartar two drams : beat them and mix them togetber, and put them into the 
belly of an old Cock, and then boyl them till the fleſh come from bis bones. Let him take the Broth 
being ſtrained, at jor mornings draughts. 

Or you may give this following Pouder commended of Solenander, by the uſe whereof he ceſti- 
kerh, that he cured many of the pain of che Reis, giving it un the fir.

Moſt wae Vardndeus, my Maſter, commends the Wacers of tome Baths, Balervacan, or Bitume- 
nous for Prelervarives againſt the Stone, of which we have ſeen care effetts. We add lus words : 
There is ( ſaithhe ) no better Medicine after Purging, than the drinking of Balervacan Waters ; 
for by the beat which comes from the Bitumen, they diſſoroe groſs humors and ſrones, and by their 
Nitrous quaiity they clenſe, and by their great quantity, do not only clenſe tbe Guts, but Reims ,, ſo 
that it is incredible to tel what abundance of thick ater ſome have made after it. But when we 
fear the Inflamation of the Guts, we ordered them to abſtain ffom Wine, and gawve them Chicken 
Broth with cold Herbs and Fuleps. Therefore we pitt fat Flegmatickmen into them once a day 
in the morning, having firſt anointed their Reins and Liver with ſome proper Oyntin2nt, aud 
wand them with doubled linnen cloatbs, that the Excrements might be received from the Pores o- 
jened. And if their Borwels grow bot, they may after uſe ſweet Water Baths that cool and

_ the like Quancicy of the Drycd Spunge of white Thiſtle, given un like quantity, is 
excellent. 

Freſh Butter with as much Sugar candy taken every morning faſting, doth clenſe che Paſlages ot 
the Urine, and hinder the breeding of che Stone. 

Birter Almonds caken ten or cwelve ina morning, do the ſame. 

Filberrs alſo raken before mear, are commended by Crato, who ſaies that he found by Experience, 
thatmany long affeted with che pain'ofthe Reins, were cured by chem. Which Amarus Lujitanus 
Curar. 78. Cent. 7. wiſely cunficineth, where he thus faich : A man that had the pain of bus back, 
and piſſed often red hairs, com ined of bis Loyns and Guts, for which he bad tosk, many things 
in vain z but contrary to all bope be nwas cured with eating of Filberts., For one counſelled bun 
that if be would be cared, he ſhould eat Filberts with their inward Husky before Dinner and Sup- 
uk But he conſidering tbe Innocency of the Medicine, eat them at meat, and after alſo : by which 

was cured perſetily, and bis pain never returned. Amatus Luſitanus in his Notes, adds this : 
That not only that man, but n:any others bave been cared thereby. Theſe are thoſe vulgar Nuts 
that Avicen reckons among the Medicines tbat conſume the Stone.

Chap. 2. Of the Stone in the Bladder. 


Lthuugh we ſhould ſpeak of theſe Diſeaſes of the Reins in order, yer becauſe the Stone in the 

\ Kidneys and Bladder ate of rhe ſame Nature, and what hath been {ſaid of the One, may agree 
with the other, we ſhal ſpeak next of the Stone inthe Bladder. 

The Material and Efficient Caule is the ſame of both : only this Difference there is ; Thar Chil 
dren are moſt ſubje& to the Stone in the Bladder, and Men to that in the Kidneys. The Reaſon of 
which, is given by Galen, 6. Epid. Set. 3. becauſe thicknels of Urine, which Children often haveby 
Reaſon of their gluctony, 1s diffolved by theur = heat 3 neither doth it ſtay in the Reins by the 
help of che Expulſive Faculcy ofthe Reins, which is ſtronger in that age z bur being fallen inco che 
Bladder, there ic ſtaies longer, becauſe children given to play and fleep, piſs more ſeldom. More 
over, their Urine isnot ſoſharp, neicher doth it provoke the expullive faculty ofthe Bladder, while 
the quantity is burdenſom, and io the dregs remain becauſe the Fatlage is very narrow ; beſides, the 
bladder being ſtretched by the plenty of Urine cannot fo exaGtly contradt it ſelftoempry our all the 
Urine, bur tome remains in the botrom, which is thick, and fir to breed the Stone. On the contrary, 
old men do often pils forth chat Matter which is inthe bladder, and their paſlage is larger ; but 
thick humor remains in the Reins, becaule ir is clammy, and cannot be ditlolved by their weak heat, 
or ſtrain through by reaſon of its dryneſs. Hence hen wang in Coacs, ſaith that the Stone inthe 
bladder is not bred after tourteen yeers of ape, to three ſcore, except it was there before. 

Fernelius mentioned a new Opinion of the Stone, breeding m the Bladder, ſaying, That every 
ſtone in the bladder, had 1ts beginnung from che Kidneys, and grows afterwards in the] bladder : For 
when in a fir ot the ſtone, ic tals fromthe Reins, if i be great, ut ſtaies in the Bladder, and by getting 
new Matter it encreaſeth by degrees. For he affirmeth thac in grinding of ſome ſtones taken our « 
the Bladder, he found as 1c were a Kernel which fel from the Reins of another color and ſubſtance, 
and that he never knew any that had aſtone inthe bladder, who was not formerly vexed with pains in 
the Reins. Rurchis Opinion 1s caſt off by divers very good Authors, who by their Experience have 
found the contrary, and have taken many ſtones from the bladders of children, which have been 
wholly of che lame color and tubſtance within, And common Experience teacheth us, that Chil- 
dren have che Stone un the Bladder, who never had pain in the Reins, which would be otherwiſe if the 
ſtone came tirft from the Reins. Ir is crue, that in men many rimes ſtones fall from the Kidneys inc0 
the Bladder, and encreale by the addition of new Matcer z but we that it 1s alwaies ſo, and we 
conſtancly aitirm, chac many ſtones have caken ther beginning in the bladder. 

The knowledg of che ſtone in che bladder is ditticult, eſpecially in the beginning, when ir is lictle 3 
bur when ic isgreat 1t 1s evident, But we ſhall diſcover it as muchas we can by Arr. 

The Fuſt Sign 1s, pain m che neck of the bladder, which is worſe cowards the end of piſſing, and 
reacherh cothe end of che Yard, like that which is in dithculty of Urine from Inflamac&h, a 
Dyſierta, and was icarcely ar tirſt diſtinguiſhed from wc, bur when other ſigns appear. The 
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The Second Sign is, Itching in the Y ard, which makes the Paciene ſcratch ir ofceni. 

The Third Sym 15, Weight in the Pertonzum, or inward coveruy of the Guts , and all about the 
Petten where che Hair groweth, with a heavy pain, when the ſtone is great. 

The Fourch Sign is, When there 18a great [tone there is great ſtoppage of Urine, with pain like 
women in travel, and dropping of water, and often endeavoting to pits. 

The Fitch Sign 15, Stoppage luddenly wm ume of piling, by reaton of the ſtone tallng co che 
Orifice of the Bladder. 


The Sixth Sign 1s, Eaſter making Water lying upon the back, becauſe it puts the ſtone from the 
Orifice co the botrom of the bladder. 


The Seventh Sign 15, Oren ſtanding of the Yard, which comes frum ſtoppage of Urine, and o: the 
Inflamation of the bladder by the ſtone cubving againſt ir. , | 

The Eighth is, An of en deinectogors ſto;il, which follows the defire of piſling, by reaſon ofthe 
conſent of the Sphuncter Muicles of che Anus and Bladder ; tor when oue 1s provoked, the other is 

rovoked, becaule they have branches trom the tame Nerve. 

The Niuth is, The Patient cannot reft in a place, bur thakes his Lepgs, and if che tone b» preat 
he can (carce ſtand upright, ride, or walk in rough places; for then the mouch ot the bladder is much 
afflicted with the ſtone. 

The Tenth is, Thar che Pacient 1s helped by no Remedy, but worſe commonly ; for all Medicines 
that go through che pallages ot the Urine, enher do bring new matcer, and encreale the evil, or car= 
ryaway the tlegm, which being about the ſtone made ir lets offenſive, bur bewg bare, doch grace the 
inward Tunicle of the bladder. 

The Eleventh Sygn 1s, When the Patient is in pain of the Reins, and after a fit uſeth to void 
ſtones which cauſed it, but now voiderh none as tormeriy, 1t isa fign that the ſtone cauting the pain 
s(ent to the bladder, and rhece remains, where by degrees it encreateth, ard cauſerh the aforetaid 
$ymptormes.. Theretcre it any atcer ſuch pain, voids no ſtone, ahd afrera tune begurs robe ſtopped 
from making urine, it 15 very probable that chere wa ſtone in the bladder. 

The Twelith Sign 5 from Hippocrates, Aph. 79. Sect. 4. T hey who make a ſandy Urine heave 4 
fione in the Bladder. Which Aphoritm hath croubled many Wirs. Galen in his Commentary 
thereupon, {aith, that it is manufeitly lame and deteCtive, becauſe Hippocrates left out halt of it ; for 
whether che ſtone be in the Kidneys or Bladder alwaies the Uri is ſandy. And Hippocrates himſelt 
contradifts this Aphorilm, Lib. de internis Afﬀett1onibus, where he reproverh the old Phytfitians that 
ſuppoſed {and in che Urme co be che ſign of che Srone in the Eladder. Cardanws it his Comment np- 
oache lame Aphorilm, faith, That he voided tor thury yeers, fir{t red, chen white {and, every day in 
abundance withour any ſu{picon of the ſtone eigher ot the Kidneys or Bladder ; and he further ſaith, 
thatthere are ſcarce one in ten whodeoth nor void Gravel, yer tew there arethat are troubled with the 
ſtone in the Kidneys, and fewer with that in the bladder. The Spaniards void much Gtavel, an 
yetare not ſubject to che ſtone. | 

Wediftinguithed of {and in the former Chapter, which may ſignifie the ſtone : Eur we faid uc was 
anequivocaltign. Forthat ſand is foratumes ſent torth dy the ſtrengrh of the expultive taculry, and 
isnot kepr im the Kidnevs and Eladderany while. Anditthis fanddid thew the ftone mcre turely, 
yer 8 would never declare that of che Bladder only. Aud theretore chat Aphoritm, as che words ars, 
s falle, | | 

Bevzrovitius and Salm 1ſi15, have greatly contended about this Aphonſm ( both Learned men } 
and good ro open dark Seuutences ) and they have wruten borh whol Volums of che fame.” It is cx 
our intention co ſtay long upon it, derermuung this one thing for an end of all Controverſies z That 
the Opinions of Authors, whichar tirit jeem contrary ro Truth and dayly Experience, are ahvaies 
tobe taken in chat lence which ts moſt conformable co Fruch, alchough rhe words will nor bear ir; 
which in tuch a caſe are to be chought co be added by {imple tellows mn che Tranflation, or the whot 
Sentence to be pur in by them 3 as Galen faith often of tome ot Hippocrates his Sayings, That they 
we thruſt in by o:hers, whenthey carry not the weight and Majeſty of Hippocrates. And che O- 
pin'on of B-vzrovittvs concerning; ſand inthe Urme, ſeems nor to be accordingco the nund of Hip- 
pocrates, nor tobe of great ule in Practice. Furſt, uw {cems not ro agree with Hippocrates, who nn 
his foregoing Aphoritmas, takes ligns from things contained in the Urine 3 and tollowing his nmaceer 1n 
hand, faith, Thar Sand in the Urine, fignuiech che ſtone of the Bladder. But Beverovitins wreres 
the Sence, and-taich that H tþpocrates is to be underſtood of Sand, which formerly uted co be voided, 
thatif they iubliſt, char is, be rerained in'the Bladder, and be no more {enc torth, it 15a ſign char the 
Sand 10 recained 1s turned roaftone in the bladder. This Incerprecarion, as I taid, doch agree wah 
Hippocrates hvs lncention, and ic nothing avals for Prattice : tor they who ule to void gravel, have 
forme time of intermiſſion, in which there is not a ſtone bred in the Bladder. Nor hath ic muck 
weight that Beverow1tiys oblerverh, That Hippocrates in his ocher Aphoriſms, where ke laies dowre 
the ligns to be eaker; trom the things conained in the Urine, dcch nor wiethe word Subſid:nrta, or = 
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ling, or falling down but the word Excretion, or voiding. As for example, they whopils matter 
or ood, wich thick and branny Urine, &c. Bur here he uſeth the word that ſignitierh jerling, tg 
ſhew that he meaneth ſomthing elſe. Bur we Drnging all chings co Practice, lay that Hippocrates 
in this Aphoriſm, could not ute a word which {igniter only {ending torth, or Excretion, becaule he 
ought to diſtinguiſh that ſand which ſignitieth the Stone, from chac which doth nor. This Sand, ag 
we laid in the former Chaprer, ſertles 1n the bottom of the Urinal 3; but other Sand doth only ſtick tg 
the ſides; and therefore Hippocrates, that he might diſtinguiſh thera, ſaid well, They whole tan- 
dy matter (ertlerh ; for others which do not (etcle, are not a lign of t he ſtoue inthe bladder. 

Bur that we may bring this Aphoritm co Truth, and Pradtical ule, we ſuppoſe that the Opinion of 
Fobannes Zechins, 1s the beſt ; who makes ic a proper ſign of che ſtone of the bladder, and there 
great uſe of the Aphoriſm in Phyſical Practice, when by al orher Interpreters. it 15 made unproficable, 
And that Zechivs may be honored by them who have not his Works, wethink it worth our laburco 
repeat his words, which are in his Book of Conſultation, 58. Conſule. Hippocrates (faith he) 
Apb. 79. Seft. 4. ſaid thus , which was never underſtood yet, either by Galen, or any other. They 
whoſe Urine bath a fandy ſettling or ſediment, have the frone inthe bladder. IWhich Sentence, f 
we ſhould take it according to Galen, world be falſe , becauſe we obſerve that many men do piſs (and 
all their lives ( whereof 1 am one ) without any ſuſpicion of the ſtone inthe bladder. From whencs 
I cannot but wonder at Galen, and all the reſt after him, that they ſhould etther not underſtand ſo 
uſeful an Aphoriſm (which I can ſcarce beleeve ) or by reaſon of 1ts ambiguity paſs it by. The 
whol difficulty is in the ſignification of the word | Sabuloſa') in Greek called Pſammodea : Hip- 
_ would have nothing underſtood thereby but thick gravel mixed as it were with fat Earth 

the Clay or ſnot inthe bottom of the Urinal; a certain fien of a great ſtone in the bladder. Vit 
becauſe there is nothing conſtant in man, it is not to be admred that ſome that have this Diſeaſe 
bave not this fign ;, as when the ſtone is ſmal, as we obſerved im Cardinal Paleotus. Now the cauſe 
of this muddy | bn bath been ſhewved im another place. So tar Zechius ; but where he ſhew- 
edrhe caule of it we could never find. Bur we plainly thew«d it in the former Chapter, when we 
{aid that this ſnot=like matter 1s the proper Excrement of the bladder diſtempered, when ir cannoc 
concoCt the great quantity of blood, 20 phuar on humors which are ienc chicher, and turn them 
into its ſelf, bur curns them into chat confiſtence hike ſnort; and this evi] diſpolition of the bladder 
comes from the ſtone therein. Let that be peruſed, tor it makech much tor the underſtanding of 
whact hath been ſaid. 
- Bur there ſtill cemaineth onedifhculey , for ſome have dayly flegmarick, flimy matter in their 
Urine, and yet are free from the ſtone in the bladder. And Cardanns reperrts of an Auguſtine Mark 
called Leo, thac ſhewed him ofren ſo much congealed tlegm in the borrom of the Chamber por as ws 
bigger than a Gooſe Egg, and yer he had not the Stone. To this doubt we an{wer, Thar the fluy 
matcer that comes from the bladder, is to be diſtinguithed trom that which comes from other 
becauſe that which comes from the bladder, 1s more clammy and plutinous, to thart it ſticks taſt roche 
borrom of che Por or Urinal, and cannor be ſhaken off when the Urine is powred forth ; bur char 
which is from other parts doth nor1o cleave, bur comes preſently torth with the Urine ; Experience 
hath taughe me this, which hicherto no Auchor ever yer obſerved. This clamminets comes trom the 
Nacure ot che Bladder, which is a Membrane, and apt co produce this glewinels, as you may tee Glew 
1s made of MembranousSkums of Beaſts. 

This cough glutinous Matter, I ſay, comes from the evil diſpoſition of th bladder, which is cauſed 
by the ſtone there, and we can thus prove it beſides whar hath been faid ; Becauſe we have knowaa 
Child of cwelve yeers old, that had a ſtone in the Bladder, and pifled conrinually a glucinons matter 
that cleaved tothe botrom of the Glaſs. And afrer the ſtone was cur torch, he voided the {ame fora 
month, bur atterwards none atall. Which cleerly ſhewsthat char Matrer comes from the evil dil- 
policion of the Bladder, which could not preſently be cured atrer the cutting : bur after che Bladder 
_ cured, that matter appeared no more, which ſhews that ut came from no other part bur che blad- 

For a Concluſion of this, let us take notice, That whenſoever this limy macter appears withall 
che atorelaid condicions, there is a ſtone in che Bladder ; but when ic doth not appear, ic doth oof 
tollow thar there 1s no ſtone, toric ofren happeneth char the ſtone is {mooth,or litele, and {o doth vor 
hurc the bladder, and then the Urine is alwazes cleer. This isa true ſign, thar there is a ſtone when 
appears z bur when it 1sabſent, ic is not a ſign of no ſtone. 

Nor would this Objection, or rather Cav1l, become a wiſe man, becauſe from our Obſervativabt- 
fore mentioned, we proved that tuch matter myght be voided by Urine, and yer no ſtone in the bladder, 
for it was cut forth. Ir is lufficienc that eicher a Stone was lately there, which was the cauſe of ts 
-" orgy z and fo this kind of Matter ſignifieth, either a Scone there now, or lately hath bees 
there. 


The laſt fign is by tryal with the Catheter, and pucring the finger inco the Anus , which gn” 
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muſt be uſed to take away all doubt z for the moſt part it doch : for ſomtimes che Scone is covered 
with flimy mater, ſorhat the Currers themſelves are deceived cherety. But the Cacherer wmore 
uncertain than the finger, by which you may nct be certain of che Scones being there, bur of che form 

bigneſs of it. . 

— Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe : Ic is alwaies pauiful and dangerous; paintul becauſe or- 
ly very {mal ſtones can pals through the Neck of the Bladder. | 

The great ones, if like fline, caunoc be diſlolved ; if (oft like Chalk, or brittle, they may be diffol- 
ved with long uſe of powerful Medicines, which toc che moſt part the Patients wil not ſtick to, aud 
therfore they are ſeldom cured z thertore there is otren cutting, which how terrible ir is, dayly Expe» 
rience wil declare,becauſe many die under chat Operation. Hehce Hippocrates in hu Oach, commands 
his Diſciples rhat chey uſe ir not, bur leave it ro men of char Profeflion only. But in Women, che 
Operation 1s lels dangerous, becaule cheir Pailage tor Urme s wider, and ic may be done wichout 
cutting, only by enlarging the part. | ; 

The way of Cure is che tame with that of the Kidneys, firſt Evatuation of the anrecedent marrer,Re- 
yulſicn, and hindering of che breeding of 1t : and Jet che Matter conjuaRt, or the Stone it felt, be dimi+ 
niſhed, worn away, cr ditlolved ;, tor which chere are good Medicines in the Chapter atorepoing. 

Of which, che diitilled Wacer of Onions ws moſt excellence, by which concunued ewent y daies we 
ſaw a ſtone b thana Bean thrown our of the Bladder. 

Buc the Auchors and Experience reach, Thar chings caken at che mouth cannot diſſolve che 
Scone in che Bladder. Hence 1c 1s that we commonly reter chem coche Currer. Bur becauſe there 
are many ſtories of men cured by tuch Medicines, we wil ipeak of the chief, that every one may 
try chem, if he pleaſe, betore he goto the cerrible Chyrurgion. Somcimes the Stone is {o foft and 
newly congealed chat ic is not unpotiible co diflolve ir ; buc hard fluxty ſtones cannce. 

Horatins Augenius, Tom. 2. Epiſt. Med. Lib. g. Epiſt. 8. I (faith he ) have twvict ſeen the ſtone 
broken in the Bladder. . Once by chance I bad the ſame of one Janerus a Printer at Rome in cure, 
whom 1 purged tbat be might be cut with more ſafety. For behadtried all the Venetian and Flo- 
rentin? Phyſuians. But when nothing did bim good, be ſent for the Prieſt to conſueh about big 
ſoul, and reſolved to be can. The Prieſt being 4 Jeſuite, and bearing bis Confeſſion, and the con- 
dition of bis Diſeaſe, told bim a Medicine, of which be had made tryal in him/elf and others, He 
tryed, and was cured inthe tpace of nine daiesr. T he Medicine was thi : 

Take of the Pouder of Hog-hice or Sows, one dram, or four ſceruples at the moſt : Aqia vite 
balf an oznce : red Peaſe Broth, nine or ten ounces. Let butt take it froe bottrs before dinner. 

cured one of eighteen yeers of age, of a bot and dry complexion, by taking away jome part of the 

Aqua vite, and gave it hum but every other day, and at other daies of Bean and Strawberry Wa- 
ter, of each five ounces, with fix drops of Oyl of Vitriol, and one ounce of the Fulep of Violets 19 
cool him, tbus : 

Take of the pouder of Sows prepared, one ſcruple : Aqua vite two ſcruples: red Peaſe Broth 
eight ounces. Mix them, and give it (ix hours before meat. Thus Augenius. 

Sennertus in his Chapter of che Scone in che Bladder, cels a famous ſtory of /iNliam Lavuremberg, 
Proteffor of Roſtoch, who being 01d, and troubled wich che ſtone, was unwilling to be cur, and ther- 
fore ſought for other Remedies. Firſt he cried the fimous Warer againit che Stone, which is fomuch 
prized by Princes, which is thus made : 

Takeof Sals of white Tertar one ounce : Parſley Water one pint : Mix them, and flrain them 
with a brown Paper ; and with Orange peelr make it yellow. He uſed aifo the Indian Feel, called 
m Spaniſh, lgiada, which is moſt famons for breaking the Stone ; but both to no ptr poſe. Th, ore 
be deſired to make tryal of the Medicine of Sowr, which Horatius Augenius ſaith, ckred two yong 
men. 


In inication of whom, after general Phyſick, and good Diet, he rook of Sows one ſcruplez the 
_ of Juniper two ſcruples ; red Peate Btorh cen ounces : which he cookin che morning z but 
the firſt and iecond time he found a ſtraighrnefs im his Breaft, anda fainting, fo that ke was con- 
ſtrained to take one dram of Treacle with the Potion z and ſo uſed ir fifteen dates : bur all chis while 
he voided nogravel. And then he added other things, and made ic chws :

Which Medicine after he had raken it che fecond time ar five a clotk inthe mornifg, four hours after 
hefelra greac pain under the O's Pubjr, abour the Netk of the Bladder : A liccle atier he made a licrle 
Warter,and therewuh ſome thin red things like (cafes of fiſhes ; which chough they ſeemed to be flimy, 
yer when they were couched eurnect eo tank, So thar it plainly appeared chat they were che outſide 
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By the continuance of this Medicine, every fourth or fifth day be vuided the like ſcales, and ſon 
times bigger pieces, eſpecially when he uled a ſweet bath. Lurt when che neck of the bladder was 
W by the fragmencs and the ſtone, he uſed Medicines to aſſwage pain ; and by the ule of theſe

Take of Liquor#s four ſcruples : Roots of Marſh-mallows, Conch-graf, Reſt-barrow, of each 

balf an ounce : Winter Cherries troenty: red Peaſe ſix ounces : Faiſons one ounce: the four 
reat cold Seeds, of eacb one ow : Barley two bandfuls. Boyl them in Winter Cherry Water, 
Reſt-harrow, Strawberry, and Bean Flower Water, of each ene pint and an half : to the ſtraining 
add of the Syrup of Marſh-mallows four ounces. 
The Sows arechus prepared : 

Take of live Sows tro pound ;, waſh them in Reſt-barrovs Water : than drovon them in Spa- 
niſh Wine ;, then powor the Wine out, and put them in Glaſſes , the more Glaſſes rhe better, becauje 
then they will dry better : Put theſe Glaſſes well ſtopt into the Owen when the Bread 3s drawon, that 
they may dry gently till they will pouder : then put ſome Spaniſh Wine upon this Pouder, as much as 
it will take in, and dry it again; do ſo thrice : and fourthly waſhit with this Liquor :

Beſides the aforelaid, che uſe of the diſtilled Water of Goars blood, or ct the Urin of a Goat new- 
ly ſlain, which was formerly mentioned in the Stone of the Kadneys. 

If the Scone cannoc be with Medicines, neceflity requireth the manual operation, though 
be dangerous, keſt che Pacient die with lingering pain. This requires a skil:ul and wel exercited Ar- 
eift, and chat it may have good ſucceſs, as we have obſerved. 

Ir is che Duty of che Phyſirian, before che operacion to prepare the body by bleeding, purging, and 
diet, as the ſtace of the buſinets requirech. And obſerve, that the caking away of a 1tane from a 
Woman hath no danger, becaule ic is done only by enlarging che Pallage of che Urine, which in them 
as very ſhort. 

Ifthe Patient fear cutting, or want a good Chyrurgion, he may uſe afſwaging Medicines leaſt the 
Stone ſhould eur and ulcerate the neck of the bladder , fuch as are preicribed tor hear of 
Urine. 

Bur if a ſtone faſtened inthe neck ofche bladder ſtop the Urine, ic muft be ſhaken back with lyi 

the back with the leg up, and the body ſhaked; and then by a good fomencation or bath, _ 
wuha Catheter, let the ſtone be ſent back into che bladder. 


Chap. 3. Of the Inflamation of the Reins and Bladder. 


Ecauſe the Inflamation of che Reins and Bladder are cured wich the ſame Medicines, therefore 
F we will puc them in the ſame Chapter, although the Signs are different, as ſhall be 
ewed. 

This Inflamation is a Tumor of thoſe Parts, from the flowing of Blood or Choller unto 
chem. 

This is not very ordinaty, becauſe the ſubſtance of thoſe parts is {olid and chick ; bur ſomrimes it 
happenech, becauſe the Kidneys are fleſhy and apt to receive blood : bue the Bladder, chough ic be 
withour blood, and ſpermatick, becaule ic receives þjood tor its Nouruthinent chrough che.tmal Vews, 
1s without queſtion tubject ro Inflamation by coomuch blood ; as other Membranes ot che Brain, or 
Meninges, the Pleura, Mediaſtinum, and the like. 

Weſaid that theſe Intlamations come tram Blood or Cholter, as when Flegn or Melancholly in 
the Blood make che pats thicker, becauſe they cannoc pierce into their chick tubſtance. 

LL Cauſes of this Duyeaie, are eicher from chungs Natural, not Natural, or Preceme- 
rural. 

From Natural things, when there is a Natural Inficmicy of thoſe parts from the Parenes, oro gut 
looinels of them, a great heart originally in them, by which they draw plenty of Humocs : In Youth 
thee conduce much to an Inflamacion. 

From things not Natural, as much Venery, which weakeneth choſe s, and draws mudh 
blood cr other Humors rothem z Gluttony, Drunkennels, and eating of Sale and Spiced Neats 

t Pailions of the Mind, lying uponthe back in a {oft bed, great Exerciſe of ſome gr 
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vacuations, as ot che Monchs and Hemorrhoids, or utual bleeding at the Nole, chole things 
cauſe replecion and evil concuCtion, anddrive the humors co the inward bowels. 
* From Pceternatural things, asa ſtcoak or wound upon the Reins, or abour che Bladder ; a preſſing 
or bruile of choſe parts'; conſta 


nt Feayers, toulneſs of che Vellels, ot other parts chat pwge — 
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ſelycs by Urine, as 1n a Plauritie, Empyema or impoſthume ;nthe tide, Obſtruftion ofthe Spleen, 
breaking of che Me(encery, aud che like. And laſtly, Diteatcs ot thole parrs do caule Intlamation, 
a; the ſtove, great pain, exulceration, hear of Urine, and ſtoppage thereof, or the }:l:2. 

The Suras of che intlamation ot che Reins, are a weighty pain inthe Reins, lomcimes beating , 14 
the place be aft Cted where the Arreries are : And this pain extendeth oo the pairs adjacert, 1G that 
che Patient ca neither lit Iuralelf up, nor ftand upon his teer, and Icacce turn himielt, aud ncicher 
he upon his 11Ge, nor his Belly, becauic chen the part ntlamed will hang down ; thereicxe he lies al- 
waies upon his back, and if heerther neeze, or otherwile move his Body, the pam 1s encceated, He 
hacha numbnels oc pam 1n the Leg on the lame tide, by reaſon 0! the Nerve that goes from thence to xr. 
He hath ditaculty of puling by :eaton of the heat which is lexic t& the Urine, and nith mixed with xt 
coming from the intlamed pare. The Urmne i; tirft chin and yeilow bur atter red 2nd chick , he hath 
a conſtant tharp Feaver, which 15 artended often wich watchungs, dotungs, and other great Symp- 
romes 3 alſo loathing and vomiting, by which he voids Choller, Flegm, and orher Humocs. 

Somrumes the Gut Colon is intlamed, and it 1t be thac part which ws nee che Liver, u brings the 
like Sympromes : bu here is the difference ; It che Intlamacion of the Reirs, the parn rceacherh to 
che ſhort Ribs, che Back, and Eladder ; but chat ot che Colon rends moce tothe Belly, and there 15 a 
greater change ot Exciements of the Belly, than 3nthe Intlamation of che Kidueys. 

But m the Intlamation ofthe Kidneys, there is a pain about the Prbis and Pertneion, w which 
thece is heat, and lomrimes rednels. There s conſtant heat of Urine, but that s ftopped when ct 
part {wellerh, and ſtopperh the paſlage. 

The ſtraight Gur tutters by reaſon of irs neeraels ; hence it is thac there 15 often defire to go tO 
ſtool wich burning , tomrimes the belly is bound, when the Gue 5 ſtopped by che inflamed Bladder. 

There are allo other comruon Sympromes mentioned mn the Intlamation ot the Reins, as a Feaver, 
watching, dotung, thiclt, and che like. | 

There can be 10 good Prognoſtick in this Diſeale ; For the inward Inflamarion of the noble inward 
parts, do threaten continual danger of death. Ic is moſt deadly whena Convultion oc dorage follow- 
eh, or the hike great Symprome : and it there be a cold twear, deathxs at hand. 

In the Inflamation otche Rews, it the Hemorrhouwds tollow, it 1s good. 

If the Inflamation Suppurare, and che Impoithume break, and go unto the paſſages of che Urune, 
there is hope 3 bur it it go by the Emulgent V eins pucothe Liver, aud labor to gee way through the 
Gurs, 1t 15 dangerous. 

A imal Inflammation of che Bladder wich a Sediment uh the Urine that is white and equal, promi- 
ſech health. 


An Inflamation of the bladder, is ſomeumes cured by an Ery{ipelas, or Chollkerick Humoc arifing in 
the Skin ſuddenly, and by making much Urue. 7 

The Cure of both Intlamations ot the Reins and Bladder, rs made by revelling, derrving, cooling, 
and moderately repelling, by Anodues, Reiolvers or Rapeners, it need be, ard the like : whote Mat- 
rer aid way ot wing, ſhall be as tollowerh : ;

Chap. 4. Of Piſung of Blood. 


Lood may come from divers parts tothe paſlages of the Urine, and be mixed wi h it, and make ic 
B look like blood : bur becaute this happeneth bur leldom, and ve here rreat only ot che Dycaies 
of che Reins and Bladder, we ſhalipeak only ot thac bluody Urime which wmade to from the detect 
of the Reins and Bladder. Blood flows trom thete parts, as trom al che re ( as we ſaid 11 Hxmor- 
chagy, Hxmoptylis, vomiting of blood, and Hxmorrho1ds ) ether by Anaftomot:s, or openuig ot the 
mouths of the Veins, by Rix1s, or Ruprure, by Duabrofis or Corroton, and teidom by Dupecdetis, ur 
Rarefaction. 

The uſual cauſes are much or ſharp blood, or a ſtone faſtened in the Reins : the Veins are often 
broken with plenty of blood 3 bur Corrolion, or Anaſtomoſis, or opening corees trom thar pnets : al- 
ſocorrolzon or tearmg may come trom the ftone, when being tixed in the Reims or Kidneys through 
wolenc riding, or other exercite, it 15 moved io chat it hurts the pares with its roughnels. : 

Alſo other cauies may break che Veflels belides replericn, as a tal or ftroak, littmg, carrying, vc- 
hement naot10n, and che like. 

That Blood which is broughe forth by Urine from Plechory,is not alwaies a Diſcale or Symprome, 
bur ſomeumes for the good of the Patient, when Nacure lates that which 1s burdeniom unto her by chac 
means, as Aretexs reports that ſome puts blood at ieveral cumes , and when they do not, they have 
the Head-ach, miſts betore their Eyes, and gnddinels. 

Allo the Bladder may bleed if it be wounded by a ftone, or corroded by a ſharp humor ; bur it is 
bur lictle, becauſe it is membranous, and without blood ; but itthe SphmGter Muicle be hure, or che 
pailage of the Yard, there wil be much blood, as in extraordinary Venery 1s icen often, eipecally 
when the Proſtates are mflamed/by a Gonorrhcea, or running of the Reins. 

TheSigns ofthis Diſcale are fromthe Kind oft it, trom the Part aftected, and from che Cauie.

A the S1 if is voiding of Matter wich Urine, which laſting , doth ſhew char 
be oi tay in che Urerers. But whether the Reins, or the Bladder be affected, is 
known by che place ofpain, whether ic be in the Loyns, or neer the Privities. Moreover, It Maccrer 
come from the Reuns, it is berter concotted, whice, chin, and nor ſtinking, becauſe che body of che 
Kidheys beitig fleihy doth bercer concodt ; beſides, the Matrer is mcce a nc, and more mixed 
withche Urine, which is voided like Milk, cill atter long ſtanding it ſecrle roche boccom. T hat Mar- 
ter which comes from the Bladder,js liccle, and not much mixed with the Urine, not io wel concotted, 
bur crude, of divers colors, and ſtinking z tor chat part being without blood, and having little hear, 
calinot concodt ſufficiently. Bur often pure Macrer is voided without Urine, from che neck of the 
Bladder, andchen chere 1s a continual diinculty of Urine,and pain mn that part,which is not in an Ulcer 
of the Reins bur by fics. | 

When the Ulcer is in the Reins, ſomtimes much Blood is voided, which is hard co be ſtopped, and 
ſomtimes pieces of fleſh and matcer, or blood, ſomtimes fo big as they hardly pals, and caule pain z 
buc fromthe bladder come ſcales, or skins, or bran. | 

And from an old Ulcer of the Bladder chat is callous or hard, there flows that ſnotry flegm which 
we ſpake of in the ſtone of the Bladder. 

As for the Prognoſtick : All inward Ulcers are dangerous, but theſe moſt, becauſe of the con- 
ſtanc flux of Humors to theſe parts ; for alchough che terous humor hah a clenſing quality ; yer 
here being mixed with other qualicies, ic doth nor as in its Natural condition; and it evil, talc, and 
ſharp humors are mixed therewich, chey will make and nouriſh an Ulcer.

Avicen commends Vomiting for this Diſeaſe, Cap. de Vlcer. Renum, A Vomit (faithhe) i 
the beſt way to cure an Vlcer in the Reins, becauſe it clenſeth and _—_ and draveth the Hus 
mors from the part. But Etins im his Chapter de ſuppuratis Renibus ; If (faith he) any man 
zeill takg a ſtrong Vomit every month, be will happily cure the Vicer of the Reins, or any other evil 
that ariſeth from them. Many Modern Phyſitians tollow chele ; {ome gave warm Oyl and Water 
one hour before meat; which only Medicine being ofren repeated hath cured this Diteaſe, as they 
ſay.

If Turpentine caule pain, give inſtead cliereof Juyce of Liquoris diffolved in Pellicory 
Water. 

And above all, new Milk from che Cow with one dram of Bole-armenick chat is true, every mor- 
ning, 15 exceNlen;, as Foreſtys fares; And ir 1s a (ecrec of his Maſter Helidews, becauſe ic clenſeth and 
healerh the Ulcer. 


&iercetan in his Diſpenſatory, commends the Water that 1s given for the Gonorrhcea , as good for 
the lame, as well as other Ulcers. 

Hartmaiunus commends an Opiate made of Conſerve of Roſes ewo parts; and the Pouder of che 
Seeds of Sr. Johns wort one part, given inthe end ofthe Cure many evenings cogether. And aliorwo 
or three grains of Mercurius Dulcss given every day in Plantane Warer. 

Bur Meccurius Diaphoreticus s betrer, if wel made, and as it were tixed : this cures al iwncecual ut- 
cxrs miraculouſly. 


In old Ulcers, the Decoction of round Birthworc in whice Wine with Sugar, is very good. 
 Alloabſerve;what Garcias ab Horto ſaies, That in Goa they pive Aloes and Milk tor Ulcers 
in the Reins and Bladder, or to ſuchas pils filch, and ic preſently cureth. 


Outwardly to knit give this Oyntment : 

Take of Fueyce of Plantane and Nightſhade, of each four ounces : Oyl of Roſes three ounces : 
Vinegar one ounce : Litharge finely pondered one ounce and an balf : waſhed Ceruſt half an ounce : 
fine Pouder of Tutty two drams : Sanguzs Draconis one dram. Make them inio an O yut- 
ment. 

Alſoyouray uſe this following when there is no Inflamation.

And becaule in theſe Ulcers the pains are uſually great, you muſt through the whol Cure abate 
them with Anodines inwardly and outwardly. - Inwardly with Syrup of Poppies, Laudatum, and 
che Troches of Alkekengi made tor this purpolt; 'as alſo with Emulitons made of the cold Seeds, and 
white Poppy Seeds, witha lucle Syrup of Poppies, or with the often giving of Coulerve of Marſh- 
mallow flowers. | 

Oucwardly you may apply this Fomentation following, tothe Reins. 

Take of Marſh-mallow Roots two ounces : Malloy, T:itory of the wall, Violets, of each one 
handful: Lin-ſeed, Fanugreek, and Winter Cherries, of eacb three drams : Chamomel, "Meliloy 
flowers, and Water Lilltes, of each one pugil : make a Decottion, with which foment the part, not 
with Spunges, becauſe they have a ſaltneſsin them from the Sea.

Chap. 6. Of Diabetes, or extraordinary Piſiing. 


labetes is a quick and plentiful ſending forth of Drink by Urine z afrer which there comes a 
D violent Thacſt, and conturng ot the whol tody. 

Ic is called Diabetes, apo row driabainein, trom paung through, as Water chrough a Conduir pipe, 
which 1s called Diaberes. This Ducate rs alio called Dipjacas, trom rhe unquenchable T hirſt, and 
the Piſs-por Droplie, trom che continual making os Water. Ir is teldom teen , tor Galen in 6.de 
loc. aff. cap. 3. faich chat he ſaw it bur ewice. 

Thenexc and immediate Caute of this Ditcate, trom Galen, and al his followers, is held to be a 
Hot diſteraper ofthe Reins, which makes chem draw Water violently trom the Veins, and tend ut to 
the Bladder being not able ro contain it themſelves ; the Veins being drawn dry, ſuck from che Lavery 
the Liver trom the Guts and Stomach ; hence comes a continual I harft after drink, which as 100n as 
it 18 taken, it is forthwith carried tromthe Liver and Veins into the Reins, where by is quantity it 
ſtwrech up che Expulkve Faculty, and burdening the Recentive Faculty, it 1s tent toche Blad- 
der. 

Some ſuppoſe that this cauſe is mſufficient, becauſe the hat diſtemper of the Reins is ag uſual diſ- 
caſe, but Diabeces 1s very rare z .theretore there mutt be ſamching ele thar is lets utual , namely, a 
ſharp or {alc Matcer im the Kulneys, either of Tholler or of Flegm, which doth conrinually provoke 
the atcractive vertueof them z as in Chollerick Feavers there 18a Thirtt which cannor be quenched, 
from the Chollerick Humor which is tixed tothe coat or Tunicle of che Sromach, or from Chollerick 
Vapors tent from tome adjacent part into the Stomach, by che motion of ſome purrid Choller which 
lodgeth there. This Opinion is probable z but we chink good coadd thus much roir, Thar the Kid- 
neys alone are nor atfected mn this Diſeaſe, becauſe Choller and other burnt Humors are firſt bred 
in the Liver ; and theretore they cannot be in any quantity in the Kidneys, but che Liver muſt part 
cipare ofchem. Andat we may realon where Nacureicems co be lilenc, we can fay that chere 15a ve- 
nemousqualuy concurring for the producing of this Diteate. Forthat kind of Serpent called P:p- 


ſacos, found in Lybia, when it bites any man, doth ſend into hun {uch a poyton as begets af ungquieny 


chable Thirſt. The like kwd of venom may be bred in our Bodies, by a —_ corruption of tome 
tumors, which may caule tuch a Thirſt ; for Galen eſtifieth that divers kinds of poylons may breed

un our Bodies, Apd jt fuch a kand of poylon may be bred in ous Bodies asmay cauic a m—_— - 
y 
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Drink, as in Hydrophobia, in which the Patient cannot endure the ſight of Water, or any Drink, 
why may not then there be produced another poyton, which hath the contrary quality, ro caute a 

eat and unquenchable Thirſt ? And hence may be the reaton why this Dileale is to tare; becaute 
this kind of poyſon 15 ſeldom bred, but Choller and Salt Fle-gm, and the Dileafes from : hence, are 
ordinary. And as the Dileaſe called Dogs Appetice, which 15 compared to this for the unijarrable 
deſire oi; meat, 15alcribed by the wileſt Phyl:transro an occult quality z to this unquerichable thuſt 
may be {aid rocometrom a peculiar and hidden quaiuy. 

The Signs of this Diſeaſe are cleer trom what hath been ſaid; as an extraordinary mak nr of Was 
er, an unquenchable T hirft, and a ſudden piſiing forth of what is drunk, a decav ot the who! Ecady 
for the moiſture which would nourith the Body, 15 pilled forth withthedrick. And tl.ouw!: there 
be of:en a large Evacuation of Urine in tharp Feavers, and other cafes, yer that 1s not tobe called] Jigs 
beres, becaule the aforelaid Sympromes, as great Thirſt and Conſwapuon of the Body are Gt zoy'= 
ned cherewith. 

The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is deadly, for it is incurable, except ic be it; the beginning thereof ; 
for it prelently brings a Contumprtion. In old men it is more daiigecous 3 and whe: it comes ater 
mordmate Lechery, or Agues. 

The Cure is wrought by allay ing the hot diftemper of the Kigneys, and by {trengchening them by 
thickening the Humors that tlow untothem, and by oppcſi e malignalit quality thereof 4, all 
which may be done with thele Medicines tollowing : 

In the beginmg ot the Dueaſe while there is ſtrength, you may op2na Vein, for torevel or pluck 
back, and cool che Humors 3 bur it mult be donedivers times, and but a 1mal quantity ot blood caken 
away. Bur if che ſtrength be decayed, or it this tollow another Dileale, Phleboromy muſt 
not be. 

You mult give Mollitying and Afſwaging Clyſters co draw forth the Excrements, made 
thas : 

Take of Lettice, Purſlain, Mallows, and Plantane, of each one handfx! : clenſed Barley, and 
red Roſes, of each one pugil : make a Decot#1on to one pint and an half. In the training diſſolve 
of Diaprunes ſumple ſix drams : Honey of Roſes, and Sallet Oyl of each two ounces : make a Cly= 
ſter, and uſe it often. 

You may alto give a gentle Purge with Caſlia, and Pulp of Tamarind, or the Decoction of Plai:- 
tane, Purflain, Lertice, Tamarinds, and Myrobalans, with Syrup of Roles. 

Some commend Vomits made of the DecoGtion of Rhadiſh Seed, and Dwarf-Elder with Oxymel, 
which doth Evacuate and draw from the Ureters. 

Tocorrect the diſtemper of che faid parts, and co thicken the Humors, Juleps made of the Waters 
or Decoctions of Lettice, Purtlain, and Plancane, with Syrup ot Myrtles, Quinces, and the like, and 
Syrup ot Poppies, ina {mal quantity, adding the Pouder ot Duatragacanth frigid, and the Troches 
of Scaled Earth, and the like. 

Or toaſtringe more, make them thus : 

Take of Comphry and Plantane Roots, of each one ounce : PFlantane Leawes one handful : 
Tomegranate Flowers, and yellow Myrobalans, of each one dram : Plantane and Furſlain ſeed, 
of e.ci2 ba;f a ram : red Foes one pugil: boyl them to a pint. In the ſtraming diſſolve cf Syrup 
of Qreinces three ownces : make a Fulep for three Doſes. 

For the {lame end you may make a Pouder, or an Opiate thus : 

Take of Plantane, Prrſlain, and Cor:ander ſeeds prepared, and red Roſes, of each one ounce : 
prepared Coral, Bole-armenick, prepared Pearl, and Tormennl Koots, of each one ſcruple : Nut- 
meg half a dram : mix them mto Ponder. 

Take of o!d Conſerae of Roſes, for ounces : Bole, prepared Coral, andburnt Harts-horn, of 
each one ſcruple : with Syrup of Quainces make an Opiate. 

Erajtus highly commends the Syrup of Comphry Roots and Sloes, which he faith he uſed with 
food tuccets mtheſe Diicales. 


Allo Narcoricks, or S:upetaGtives uſed wiſely, are very good, as new Treacle, Syrup of Poppies, 
and Laudanum. 

It ix concinue long, Sheeps Milk, Cow, or Afes Milk, are excellent, if you firſt conſume the 
Whey thereof, with otren quenching Flints therein, and he may ue it in the morning, as we ſhewed 
in other Cures. 

Sweating 1s commended by Authors, by which means the ſerous Humor is drawn ourward. Bur 
it 15 to be miſtrculted, becaule it is very like co purge by Urine,and encreaſe the diſtemper of the Bow- 
els. - Burt af it be uted at any cune, 1c muſt be ofthe muldeſt ſorr, as ot Roots of China, Saria, Endive, 
Borrage, Sorrel boyledin Warer, or tor thoſe whoare conſumed, in Chicken Broth 3 but we chink 


it later to provoke ſweat by outward means z as by a vapor from ſome conveniem DecoGicn in a 
wooden lni{trunent, | 
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Such Sudortficks as ate prefcribed in malignant Feavers, are excellent, eſpecially if Spirit cf Yj- 
criol be in them, roquench Thirſt, ſtay the flux, and reſiſt the malignity. 

For Drink, let the Patient ule Iron'd Water with ſharp and aftringent Syrups, or a Decoction of 
Sloes, and the inward Bark of au Oak ; by which Medicine even alcne, Eraſizs tatth that he cured 
tl.is Diſeaſe in a Boy. 

Outwardly, apply a Fomentation to the Loyns made of Sorrel Roots, Plantane, Pomegranate 
peels, Sumach Seeds, and ch like, with a licrle Vinegar 3 or, which is moſt proper, makea Bath of the 
tame Decoctionto fic 1n. 

And anvine the part with Unguent of Roſes, Sanders, and Comula mixed together , or this fol- 
lowme : 

Take of Oyl of Boſer and Myriles, of each one ounce : red Sanders, red Roſes, and red Cry 2, 
of each one ſcruple : Fuyce of Plantane one ounce : Wax, as much as will make an Oyntment. 

Then you mult allay the Sympromes that —_— this Diſeaſe, as thirſt, waiching, cot:tunpet 
on, and the like, by their Remedies mentioned in thew proper Chapters.

or not containing of Urime. 


He not holding of the Urine conſiſts m che hurting of the Recentive atton of the Bladder, ay 
Diaberes, or extraordinary piling, comes from the hurt doneco the attrattive taculey, and Dy- 
ſuria from the diftemper in the Expullive : ſothis comes trom the diforder u1 the Rerentive Faculry 
of che Bladder. Thus comes ſoratunes to people awake, and then the Diteale 1s worte 3 ſorucimes 
cothem aſleep, and then it is lels, becaule then the animal Functions areexerciled leſs freely. And 
this in time of ſleep comes wo waies, either trom weaknels and lootnels of the Sphinter Mulcle of 
the Bladder, as in ſucking Children, weak people, and fomcimes in them of yeers, or trom the hurt of 
the Imagination : for many do pils their Beds,ercher from too much drinl:,or from the exquiſite {ence 
of the Bladder, and the Urines tharpnels, with fome conſent of their will, when they drea they are 
prning againft a wall, or other place; and they are {o accuſtomed toit, that it is done without any 
iſtemper echer of the Bladder,” or its Sphincter 3 nor are they to be cured with Medicines, bur by 
change of their fooliſh Imagination, as Ghildren by whipping z or, in thole of yeers, by adorning 
thoſe places which chey dream chey pits upon, with fone coſtly things, and thewing them often 

The truecauſle of this 15 in che SphinQter Mutcle, which ſuffers either from us ſelf, or by conlei 
trom other parts. 

It comes divers wales by conſent, as when the whol Body 1s weak, and the vital heat ſpent, as in 
dyungmen, or when the whol Body, or halt of it is taken with the Palley, or thule END of 
Nerves wh'ch come from the Os Sacrum tothe Bladder : fomrimes the luotneis of the Mutcle comes 
trom che pain ns andneernels co orher parts affedted, as in Women with Cluld, from the twelling 
and pain of the Womb, and in che great Diſeaſe of the ſtraight Gur. 

The SphinCter Mulcle tuffers divers wates by its {elf as when it is wounded, as incutting for the 
Stone, or in deep Ulcers which hinder its contraction and thutting. But the chiet and uſual cauleis, 
a cold and moiſt diſtemper, which 15 moſt fic to weaken aud make looſe the part. Which ts produced 
ota cold and maiſt Native ceinper, Y outh, old Age, Women, aud the Diteatcs of the whol body, oc 
{ome parts thereof, cuining ot a molt and cold dilttemper : co thele you may addexternal cauics, ol- 
ten mentioned. 

Bur here we may dilpute how contrary Effedts may be produced of the ſane Cauſe : for Hippo 
crates in Coac, taies that ſtoppage of the Urine comes ot a cold caule, in thele words ; A ſtoppage 9f 
*Urine coming of co!d is worſt of all; now noc holding, and ſtopping, are contrary. We mult an! vo 
that when a cold dittemper duth only hurc or aboliſh the ſence ot the Bladder, there may be a iupp1&- 
lion of Urine, becaule the Bladder canuort be ſenſible of provocation to expel Urine : bur it the 
motive faculty which win che SphinCter Muſcle be huct, by reaſon of the loojuels of 1c, the Uriue can” 
not be retained. | 

The Signs of chis Diſeaſe, either ſhew this Diſcaſe to be by conſent, aud theſe muſt be taken from 
the Difcalcs betore mentioned, which are apt co produce this not holding the Urine, which if yu 
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find, you may conclude that che diſeaſe comes from them : bur if they be abſent, then you nualſt be- ( 
chuk yourlelt of che propriecy of che Diſeaſe to che part, which will be ealily dicovered it it come c 
from a wound and Uicer, or the like Diſcalc of the Sphincter : bur if, neither. of thele appear, you ; 
muſt conſider ot the cold and moiſt diſtemper of the part z aud this is kiiown by the caules both wret- aq

In Children it 15 cured when they grow elder,and the fupertluous hunudi; y 1s by degrees cont umed, 
and che parts that were looſe, are more knic : But if they be nor cured betore eweiity tive yeers of ape, 
they are incurable. : LS. 

The Cure is wrought by amending the cold and moiſt diſtemper, and looſmels of the Sph:nRer 
Muſcle ; but that which comes by ſympathy trom other diſeales, muſt be cured by the removing of 
them : asallothar which comes trom Wounds, Ulcers, and other manifeſt Diteates, depends upon 
che Cure of them. Therefore we thall lay cown a way ot Cure proper both for Children and men, 
provided that the Phyfitian be «kiltul m che choyce of his Medicmes, co give thegerle:t ro C hildren, 
ad that he encreate and dumimith the quantity according to the Patients age. 

Fuſt, Here 15 little ule ot Phlebocomy, becauſe it comes trom a cold diſterper, ard leg 3 ex- 
cept there be a general Plechory in the whol Body being yourhtul. 

Buc Purging is alwaies necetlary in this Dileate, made of things that purge flegm, mixed with 
(one altruents that are not only Alkerers, but Purgers, as Rhubarb, and Myrobalans, and the 
like.

Take of Gomfry Roots balf an ounce : CypreſiRoots, and Galanga!, of each one dram : Plans 
tane, Horſ-tail, and F rwve-leaved Grafs, with the Rootr, of each one bandful : Cyprefi Nuts, 
Acron Cups, of each four ſcruples : Rue ſeed, Agn:s Caſtus, Franinſence, and Itory ſhawmegs, 
of each half a {cruple : red Roſes one pugil : red Wine four pints. Infuſe them twenty four hours, 
ſtrain them through an Hippocras Bag, adding of Cinnamon half an ounce : Suvar as much as is 
ſufficient to make a Claret, of which let him tat three or fottr ounces twice in a day. 

Many proper things are propounded by Auchors, which do conduce tc the Cure of this Diſeaſe. 
Galen 11 his Book of Local Medicines, and of things ealie to be prepared, commends the Brain and 
Scones ot a Hair burnt. Alto a Snail burnc, with 1s ſhell given co Drink. The Modern Phytitans 
gr0e Hares dung, pouder of burnt Mice, the Hoots of Hogs burnt, the athes of Date ſtones, roaſted 
Hazel Nues, pouder of Egg thels. Bur above all ace commended the Pouder ot Agrimony, and the 
tony Skins of Hens G1zzards dried, given exther by chemielves, or nuxed together with red 

Vine,

Chap. 9. Of Dyſuria, or Scalding of the Urine. 


Y the word Dyſuria, we underſtandall painful piſſing, whih the Modern Wricers call Scalding 
B of the Urine. Many Authors make it all onewith the Scrangury, becaute there is paintut pifling ; 
but they will have ic differ from Dytticia in this only, but becauilein Dy ſurfa there is a greater quan- 

rity of Urine made, "than in Scrarigury, which is therefore called piſſing by drops. Bur we had ra- 
ther for Inſtruction ſake, callthar Strangury which is piſling lictle, wichuur pain, and puc them in 
one Chaprer, becaufe rhey muſt be cured both the fame way , and co treat here of all paintul pilling 
under the name of Dyturia, being they come aff ofthe lame Caules, and are cured by the fame Me- 
c&cines. 

The immediace Cauſe of painful piſſing, is a ſolntion of conrirmuicy im the SphinRer Muſcle, or che 
paſſage of che Bladder : and therefore whatſoever can cauſe a wound in thoſe parts, may cauſe hear 
of Urine. 

The moſt uſual Cauſe is ſharpneſs of Urine, ſomtimes without mixcure of other Humors, which is 
canaſed by a hot diſtemper of the Bowels, or of the whol Body, or by eating of hot and ſharp Mears 3 
bur it often comes by mixture of hot and ſharp Humors, as Choller and talc Flegm. Somrcimes mat- 
rer —_— che Reins or Bladder, being ulcerated, tnay cauſe ſuch a ſharpneſs of Urine. Soin- 
cies a whice Humor like Milk comes plencitully forch wich che Urine, and cauſerh fealding , which 
15 commonly thought co be Matter from the Reins bur Sennert#s denies ic for this Reaſoh, For it 
a}\rhe Reins were rurned inco Matrer, rhey could not afford fo much as is many rimes voided ar once, 
every day for a week rogecher. Andl he fappoſeth chat ir comes from an evil ConcoCtion, firſt ofthe 
Stomach, then ofthe'Liver, becauſe che ercor of the firſt Concottion cannot be mended in che ſecond, 
hence rhe Ghytns, andthen the Blood rcemaius crude, not freed from its Salt and Tarrar-like pares, 
which ought co be ſeparared in the firſt Concottion, and rhey being afcer ſucked intothe Reims, and 
fentcothe Bladder, canfepainin pifling.. He faich chac he was brought to be of this Judgment, be- 
cauſea Learned man, who was troubled ſome weeks with heat of Urine, which he voided plencitully 
with halfan Urinal ful of fuch white Marrer,was (when nothirgelle could aflwage his violenc pains ) 
cured ouly with denking of Sack. 

Alſoa ſtone inthe Bladder, it ic ftrike againſt che Neck of it in time of piſſing, cauſeth pain z and 
allo large Gravei which grates upon che patlage of che Urine. 

Alto Inflanntion, or Mlcer otchote parts, caufeth hear of Urine, becauſe the ſence is mcre quick at 
that time, and choughthe Urine be wel tempered, ic is rroubleſom ; as we ſee externally how the 
leaſt touch is offenſive to a foreplace. Soin a Gonorrhaa, as long as the Paraſtates are inflamed, 
chere 1s a continual heat of Urine. 

The Knowledg of this Diſeafe is&videnr, for the Patient is forced to ;oac ſomcimes with pain. 
But you miſt diftmpuiſh ys + of che'Caufes thus : 

It ir comefrom ſharpnels ine, ic wil be thin and high colored, ſomtimes like fire, or there wit 
bea vifible mixture of Chotler, Flegm, of Mater 3 the Bowels wil be diſtempered, or the Pacicuc 
hath earen bot and ſharp meacs, andendured great heart.

This muſt 
be ofen, according to the Plecthoryand Inflamarion ; cſt from the right Arm, to evacuate and reve] 
the Matter ; andafter inthe lower Veins, toderive it from the part afteed ; for which cauſe, Uip- 
pocrates, and Galen who followed him, do command the lower Veihs to be epened in Diſcaſes of all 
parts beucath the Reins. | 

Purgivg allo is 00d, of mild and gentle things, that cool, leſt the heat be encreaſed. Therefore do 
nor give any thing but a Bolus of Catlia alone, and indeed that is beſt. Buc you may make it cooler 
if youaddthe Pulp of Tamarinds. Or you may mix it with the Decoction of Letice, Purſlain, 
and Mallow Tops, and give it many daies together, chat che tharp Humors may be brought back 
from the part by ſtool. But if you deſire co purge more by reaſon of the plenty of Humors, uſe this 
tollowing : 

Take Luveice, Prrſlain, Plantane, and Mallow tops, of each half a handful : Tamarinds half 
an o:mmc2 : yellovo Myrobalans one dram : boyl them to ſix ouncet, and add-to it ftrained, one 
ounce of Caſſia: ſtrain it again, and then add one dram and an balf of Rhubarb infuſed in Let- 
tice Water, with yellow Sanders, Manna, and Syrup of Roſes, of each one ounce.

Some commend the Troches of Winter Cherries given with converuient Liquor, the quantity of a 
dcam, becaule they are Diurerick, abate ſharpneſs and pain. | 

When the pain is very great, it 15 good to pur the Y ard when you pils, intowarm Milk, or a Deco- 
ionoft Mallows and white Poppy tceds, or warm Warter only. 

A mal De-oction of Mallows with Syrup of V1olers and Conſerve of Roſes, is good for ordinary 
Drink. 

You may alſo make Injections ihro the paſſage of the Bladder, of Milk, orof an Emulſion of cold 
Secds, Plancane Water, or Whey, with the Water of a whuce of an Egg beagen

Excernal Medicines are allo good, as Baths, half Barhs, Furnentations rothe

I ſaw a Maid who hada Sore in her head, which opened 
every month, and bled plenufully ; and we have ſeen many that have ſenc forth blood at fixed times 
by their Lungs 3 and this evacuation was inſtead of a Menſtrual flux. | 

Theexternal Cauſes, are cold and dry Air, Northern winds, often going into cold water, eſpeci- 
ally in the rune of their flux z coo lictle or two much meat, either roo thick and cold, or too aftrin- 
gent 3 alſo hot things, as too much Salk and Spice, by drying of the ſubſtance of the Liver, and other 
parts, and by drying up the blood, by which ic groweth chick, and fir co ſtop 3 violenc exerciſe and 
ns + whuch do contume the blood ; long fleep, and idleneſs, which do weaken the Natural 
hear, and cauſe Crudicies z roo long retaining of Excrements;z by utual bleeding at the Noſe, He- 
morrhoids, Diarrhoa, and other evacuations by vornic, urine, or {wear 3 and laſtly, great paſſions of 
the mind, anger, ſudden fear, ſorrow, jealouſie, and the like. 

The Rnowledg of this is to be caken from the Parients relation; but becauſe ic comes eicher from

In an old invecerate Diſeaſe, Ifſues made in the Legs may do very much good. For although 
Sennertus approves not of them, becauſe they rather derive from the Womb, and teach the humors 
which were wont to tlow unto the Womb, ro come rather that way, and hinder their inclinations to 
th: Womb : Yet have they been tound rodo much good by the frequent experiences of Mercuria- 
lis, Varandeus, and others. For by thoſe Iſſues the ſuperfluous humors are continually evacua- 
red, and the Courle of the humors is guided into the interior parts. And the derivation of ſuper= 
fluous humors trom the Womb, is ſo tar from hindring the Flux of Courſes ro the Womb, that ic 
rather furthers the ſame, by making the Blood more pure, and more obedient cothe command of Na- 
rure, which with the Humors aforelaid, is not drawuunto the Ilues. And hereunto, that theſe Hy- 
mors, ifthzy be not by thete wates evacuated, being rerained in the Veins,they double che Obſtructi- 
ons, and 1o do augment the {uppreſliion of Courles. Howbeie, We are of opinion, that the men- 
ſtrual purgarions being reſtored co their due Courle, the Iſſues oughe robe cloſed up, that Nature 
may accuttome her {cli ro exclude ſuperfluous Humors by che Womb. 

In the Lie of the Remedies atoretaid, ſome precepts are to be obſerved worthy of Note. 

Firſt, That we muſt never ule Medicines that move the Courles, but afrer Univerſal Purgationsz 
leaſt the Humors being plentitully carried rothe Veins of the Womb ſhould increaſe Obſtructions ; 
or being much artenuaced, thould reach intoother parts of the Body, and produce grievous Dilca- 
ſes. As Schen{us relates in his Obſervations, that a Phylitian of Venice gave a Woman that wanted 
her Cowlesa certain Apozeme to move them, not having firſt purged her Body of Flegm z anda lucle 
atrer ſhe had caken her Apozeme, ſhe fell intoa Palley. 

Secondly, Thar in giving fuch things as bring down the Courſes, we muſt begin with the gencler, 
proceeding by little and lictle ro tuchas are ſtronger. a 

Thirdly, That Medicaments procuring the Flux of the Courſes, muſt be given in greater quantity 
than neat becauſe thew vertue 15 abated in their long paſlage trom che Stomach unco the 
Womb. 

Fowrthly, Thatche Medicaments aforeſaid, are to be gen either in the morning, when the Pati- 
ent 1s faſting, or lomtimes at her going into, or coming our of the Bath : For ſo the Medicine flip-- 
ping intoa warm and opened Body, doth powerfully exerciſe 1r*s ſtrength; and this ic doth yer mare 
effecually, at ic be given a lircle before the inferior Veins be @pened. 

Fitthly, Thar Peflarigs, and Womb-Clyſters,or Injeftions, are only to be preſcribed to married: 
W omen, and {uch as have beencarnally imbraced by Men 3 bur to Virgins we muſt preſcribe Ne- 

ſcalia (vrz.: Wool dipped in the Medicament) Fomentations, Baths to fit iw, and Suffuma- 
ations. 

p Sixrly, IgCholerick or Melanchollick Confſticucions, all hc Medicaments are to be avoided, and 
only the geneter and milder fort arero beuted 3 and with them cemperate Apericines, or openers, as 
alio moiſtrungand ſotrmng Medicamenty are tobe mixed, AD CHAP 
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Chap. 3. Of the Immoderate Flux of the (ourſes. 


Omens monthly Courſes, being moderate in quantity, and flowing in due ſeaſon, are Na- 
V cural : But if chey exceed in quantity, or come too often, or ſtay too long : They are to be 
accounced Immoderare, and beſides the intent of Nature. 

The Cauſes of chis Immcoderate coming down of the Courſes,are the ſame which (we in it's pro 
place have ſhewed) do concur to Caule ipitting of Blood ; v:q. An opening of the ends of the Veins, 
a ſoaking of che blood through che Coates of the Veins, a forcible rending of the Veins, and their be- 
ing eaten through by ſharp humors ; all which are cauſed by the bloods over great abundance, Hear, 
Thinnels, or Sharpnels : By ſome blow, fall, or wound : Which we have at large declared in our 
Speculations rouching ſpitting of blood, ſo that it is needleſs here to repeac the fame, Let the rea- 
der be pleaied co perule that Chaprer. 

The Signes of his Infirmity, are either of che Diſeaſe it ſelf, or of x*'s Caule. Immoderate Flux of 
the Couries is known by the 1]-bearing of the Patient,Gecay of ſtrength,wanc of appemte to meat,in- 
digeſtion of Humors, 111 Habit of the whole Body, colour of tace like a dead Corps, ſwelling of the 
Legs, and other more grievous maladies, cauſed by decay of Natwal heat paſt away inthe 
Blood. 

Toknow the Cauſes, obſerve theſe ſignes following : A chin Habir of Body, and ſofrneſs of che 
Fleth, with ſuch a dietas tends to increale che wheyiſh, and chinner parrsof che Blood ; and eſpecial- 
ly the Blood it {elf appearing thin and watry, in the cloaths coming from the Patient, doth ſhew 
that the Blood hath toaked through the Veins. 

Thar the Immoderate Flux ts cauled by an opemng of the ends of the Veins, or a breaking of their 
Coates, is known by the Foregoing of Wounds, Falls, or Bruiſes 3 by che wieof dancings, long 'out- 
cries, carrying unuſual weights by a Perſon corpulent and full of Blood : By ſome foregoing greac 
hear, extream Cold, Immoderate carnal unbraces, eat Anger, and che like. The ſame may alſo 
happen afcer ſore labor in Child-burh,or by the ilful handling ofa Midwite after a miſcarriage, 
or atter a long Roppage ofthe monchly Blood, which makesthe ſame being collected in too a preat, 
quantiry,breaks our on a ſudden with violence. ; | 

Thac chere is an Exulteration in the Womb, whereby the Veins are eacen through, appears by the 
Bloods dropping our by liccle and little with a (ence of pain and ſharpneſs; and che Bodies $46 
repleniſhed with ſalt and ſharp Humors. Alto the blood which comes away, is at firft Matteriſh, 
Whey iſh,olackiſh, or Yellow 3 and afterward if the Exulceration increaſe, ſome bits of the at- 
feed are eaten off, wheceupon followsa great effuſion of Blood, hard ro be ſtopped. Alto there 
have proceeded tuch things as are wont to breed bad Blood, ſuch as areche uſe of ſharpthings in Diet 
the ute or Salt meates, of meates pucrefied, and ſuch hke. 

As for che Predictions belonging to this inticmity, we are ro know that, all large and long-laſting 
Iſſues of Blood are dangerous ; elpecially choſe trom the Womb, which hurts noc only her char ſut- 
fersthem, bur hinders poſterity. | 

That which comes by a _—_ of che Blood through the Veins, is of al others the leaft dangerous, 
as cauſing le{s expence of heat and Spirits, yet it conunues longer, by realon of the continual tupply 
ef raw and Wheyiſh Blood. 

Thebreaking of Veins, and the opening of their mouths, cauſe greater danger,becauſe they do ſud- 
denly 1iſue torth greac quantities ot Blood ; yer are they ſooner cured.as happening for the moſt 
part, only in Bodies over ful of Blood, and otherwiſe healthy. 

Bur of all orhers, chat which Springs from Exulceration is moſt hard to cure, becauſe where the 
Ulcer 15,there ſome parr ofthe ſubſtance of the Veins is periſhed, which hinders che growing together 
again of that breach, whence the Blood Iſſues. x

Likeile the ſame Purgation may ſerve which we ropounded in the Cure of the Hemorrhoids: 
and ir mult be reiterated once or twice in a week, unht che impurity of the Bowels, and che Veins be 

taken away. For whenthe Chollerick and Wheyiſh Humors are taken away, which make the blood 
thiu and ſharp, it leaves running of it ſelf. If che Wheyiſh parts ſeem moſt co abound , Mechoacan 
with Rhubarb will be a good Purge.

Neirher are we coneglect the waſhing of the Patients Legs with cold Water, or ſome aſtringenr 
DecoGtion, which is commonly uſed by Practitioners, and doth not a lictle further the ſtoppage of 
che mmoderace Couries. 

Touching the adminiſtration of Topigal Medicaments, it is ro be obſerved, Thar aſtringent Medi- 
cines, elpecially the ſtronger ſorc of chem, are not to be applied betore ſufficient Rerullions have 
been made, _—_—Y Blood-lerting : forir is to be feared leaſt they caute Tumors, or other 
worle Dileaſes inthe Womb. Wheretuare alwaies, as far as the Difeale will allow cime, the Cure 
muſt be begun with internal Medicines of a chickening and aſtringene Nature, betore we make ule of 
the Topical Medicurts aforeſaid. 

This Merhod of Cure atorelaid may with Judgment be accommodared to the Flux af Courſes, a- 
riſing either trom an opening of the mouchs of the Veins,or tram a dreming of the blood tYraugh their 
Coars, or from a breaking otthe Coats ot the Veins : Bur it it arite from an &cing or Exulceration of 
the Coars of the Veins, it cught ro be cured atter the tame maimer, as an Uker ofthe Womb is cu- 
cet, of which hereatrer. 

In the whol Courte of che Diſea(e, while the forcſaid Medicaments are uſe4, care muſt be had to 
ſiretigrhen the Bowels, and to correft the vitious quality of the Blood, as we thewed in our Care of 
the Hemorrhoids. 

And ro conclude, When the Flux is allaid, the ſame Rules of Prevention arero be uſed in this Gif- 
eaſe, which we prelcribed concerning the Hemorrhoids. 


Chap. 4. Of the Whites. 


Woman is ſaid to have the Whites, the Womans Flux, the Flux of che Womb, or the Whice 
Menfſtruals z when Exccementitious Humors do flow from her Womb, enher cont inually, or 
at leaſt wichout any cerrain order, or courle of time obſerved in their flowing. 

And the {aid Excremeneitious Humors are fomeunes white and flegmarick, very like ro Whey, oc 
Barley Cream 3 temtime they are pale, or yellow, orgreen by the mixcure of Chollerz fomtimes 
watery by the admixcure of ſerous Humors : ſomrimes blackiſh, by the admixture of Melancholly ; 
ſomumes ſharp and Corrolive, fo as to ear into, and exulcerate ſome parts of the Womb ; ſomtimes 
they are of a ſtrong and bealſtly fmel, and other whiles again, not at all offenſive in thac 
kind. 

This Diſeaſe is wont co ſeize upon grown Women for the moſt parr, and ſuch as are of riper Ape 3 
yetare not Virgins alwaies free from the fame : fo that lome have done ill in _ ro athrm, That 
ſuch Maids as are troubled wuh chis diſeaſe, have parted from their Virginity , taking 
their Ground from che ſtraightneſs of choſe Patſages Naturally : For if Virgins have the 
Veins of their Wombs {0 large, chat their wonced Courtescan tiow through them, why may not the 
Whites likewiſe dropourt by che ſame pallages, ſeeing they are many times more thin and fluxive 
thanthe Blood ic ſelt, as being wheyith and chollerick. The ſame 1s confirmed by the produced 
Experience of moſt learned Phyſicians, and dayly Pratice teacheth me as much, wiz. Tharrhe moſt 
chaſtand pertect Virgins inthe World have had chis Infirmity, of whom there could be no ſuſpicion 
that they had been corrupred. And Fernelins doth witnels, That he ſaw a Girl eight yeers old 
which had this Diſeaſe, and was afterwarda long time grievouſly troubled therewith. 

The Excrementirious Humors aforeſaid, are bred eicher in the whol Body, or in ſome principal 
Parr of the Body, or in the Womb it ſel. 

It the Humors flow fromthe whol Body, they proceed eicher from bad Diet, or from a vicious 
habitual diſtemper of the whol Body, and chey take their courſe uncothe Womb asuntoa Sink, or 
Common-ſhoar, whereinto the reſt of the pars of the Body disburden themickres. 

The particular parcs, by whole conlenc che Womb ſuffers in this Diſeale, are chiefly, the Brain, 
Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Meſentery, and the Bladder, which diſpatch their Excremencs unto ſuch 
parts as are more weakly, and fo moredi{poled toreceiwe them. - 

Thete Excrementicious Humors are bred in che Womb, bccauſe when it is uhable to digeſt irspro- 
per nouriſhment, by means Of the weaknels of irs Retentiveor Concottive Faculey, the greater pare 
of ics Aliment is turned inco Excrements, being impertectly digeſted, or corrupted rather. Ir is un- 
pertectly digeſted in cold diſtempers ofthe Womb; aud ur 15 corrupted in hoc diſtempers thereof. 
And ſeeing the Wornb by wanr ot Digeſtion, is defrauded of irs Nutrunenc, it prelently draws new 
Aliment, which being rurned ineo Excrements, is by the Womb expelled as unprofitable ; and new 
Alien is contunually drawn, whereby this flux of evil Humorsfrom the Womb,becomes both pleu- 
ttul and conzinual. The Womb 1s weakened and morediſpoled co the Reception of theie Excre- 
mens by Child-bearing, travelling in Child-bixth, Abortion, and Conculion, Intlamation, Impoſt»

The Signs of this Dyeaſe, are referred to the Infirmity it ſelf, co the part affected, or to the cauſe 

producing the Diſeaſe. 

| The Diſcale it ſelf is eaſily known by relation of the ſick party, and it is often times attended with 
divers Symptomes, wiz. Paleneſs of Face, want of Apperie, \icknels of Stomach, ſhort breathy 
weakneſs, ſwelling of the Eyes, fulnels, penſivenel's and ſadneſs, thick Urines, turbulenr 
and ruany other accidenes, which differ according to the diverſity of the Humors offeyding , as we 
ſhall declare more diftindtly by and by. : 

The parr aff*&ed, and the place in which theſe Excrementitious, Humors cauſing the flux are 
bred, may beknown by theſe tollowing cokens. 

| If che marter ofthe Flux is bred in che whol Body, theſe ſigns do ſhew it; <:iq. Wearineſs and hea- 
vineſs not proceeding from any work, of which the Patient iseated, having disburdened her {elf 
che flux plentifully ; and chen again, when new maccer 1s collected, ſhe begins to be weary aud hea 
as before z her Veinsare full; her Feer, Hands, and Thighs, are ape to benurbed. And chele ligns 
do eipecially diſcover only a plenitude of Humors. Bur that corrupt Humors do abound inthe 
whol Body, 1s known by an evil habit in the whol Body [ that is, an uyly {:ckly appearanice in the 
Jooks, and whol outward ſtate of the Body ] a puffing up of che Hands and Feet, an uching and ſtin= 
ging inthe whol Body, it the Humor be ſharp, and many tuch ſigns asthele. 

t che matter offending reſide in ſome peculiar part ; the Sympromes and Excrements proper'to 
that part, difcover the ſame 3 as for example : A pain, hear, and twelling of the Liver, with @bolle- 
rick Excremuents, do ſhew the Liver to be aftected ; and the fame Sympromes happening ou the lefe 
ſide, with Excrements of a Melanchollick appearance, do argue the ilux to {pring trom the Spleen : 
Flegmarick Excrements, Scomach-ſicknels, want of Appetice, and {omtimes extrcam Appetite, fre- 

enc corruption of the mear, and fowr belchings, or tatty ( as ot the Dripping-pan, or 04 cr-ſcorched 
eſh ) are ſure tokens of the Stomachs faultinels. 

Pain of the Head, Froathy Excrements, ſome uſual evacuation by the mouth or noſtrils be! 
ſtopped, do witnels that flux ſprings from the Head. It none of che aforeſaid {:pns of lone part ts 
feel appear, then we may conjecture thatthe flux proceeds primarily from the womb. Alto the 
Woman (in tuch a caſe) is well colored, che matter flowing is Vc liecle in quanticy, being the excre- 
ment of the wombalone. There have preceded ſuch cauſesas weaken the Womb, as are hard Travel, 
Abortion, a Fall upon che Belly or Back, 1mmoderate Carnal Embraces,eſpecially it the woman have 
been too yong married , Tumors, Ulcers, and other Intumities ofthe Womb, whoſe 1igns are pro- 
pounded un cher proper Chapters. ; 

The Humor cauli " the Flux is known chiefly by the colors of that which comes away, which were 
aliccle before declared, and which appear in the cloaths wherewith it is received, at, as Hippocrates 
reacheth in his ſecond Book of Womens Infirmicies, the ſaid cloaths being dried, ſhall be after waſhed 
in Water alone, and dried in the ſhadow : for ſo they manifeſtly declare the color of that Humor 
which moit abounds in the Excrements. Hereunto may be addedthe {igns of an Humor abounding 
in the whol body, uſually delivered in that part of the Infticution ot Phylick, which creats of

* the laſt place, We ace to propound ſuch Signs as diſtinguiſh this Diſeaſe from others like unto 
i. , as namely, Excretion of Purulent matter proceeding from an Ulcer of the Womb, and the Go- 
norrhaa, or fiux of Secd. 

I: sd&iftinguiſhed from purulent Matter by the ſigns ofan Ulcer in the Womb, which ſhall be er 
downin their proper Chapter 3 as likewiſe, becauſe the Purulent Matter or Quirtor, is much thicker, 
whitiſh, and lefler in quantity, if it be digeſted rightly ; bur ifit be ofa goary, fanions, and fleſhy 
appearance, like blood and water mingled, there is th*n blood amongſt the matter, and it 1s wout

Fomentations, 
Barhs to fic it, Oyntments, Plaiſters, Injections, Fumigations, and Petlaries ; tuch as have been þre- 
{cribed againſt Immoderate Courtes. 

Bur betore thele external Aſtringents are applied, the Womb muſt be well clenſed. Otherwiſe 
ſuch impArittes would be therein recained, as returning back into the Body, may cute more Urievuus 
Diſeaſes. . And in our cleniing, we muſt regard the Humor offending 3 tor one fort ot Cleaſers are 
It tor Flegmatick, another tor Chollerick Humors. 

Itthe Humor be Chollerick, let the Clenting Injections be made of Barley -Water, Whey, Water 
Iweerened with Sugar. Iticbe Flegmatick, ler them be made of Hydromel, or of the Decottion of 
Wormwood, Fever-few, and the like. 

Alloa Derergem Peflary may be made of Tceacle, and Turpentmnez or of Mercury leaves bruiſed, 
and wriappedup ina fine Linnen rag very thin worn.

Take Con'ferve of the Flowers of Water-lillies, Violets, and Agnus Caſtus, of each half an 
ounce : Conſerve of Roſes balf an ounce : Lerrice Stalk preſerved one oznce : Coral and Smaragd 
prepared, of each one drain : with Syrup o; Violets, and water-lillies, make an Opiate. 

Inche greateſt extremity of che Patients caving, ſuch things as procure {leep, are very proticable, 
both wward and ourward Medicaments, as they are ſet down m the Cure of Phrenzy and Mad- 
nels. 

In the whol courſe of the Diſeaſe, Clyſters which cool and gently purge, are co be uſed, taking 
heed of ſharp Clyſters, and ſich as vehemently purge, which do exagirace che Humor contained ua 
the Womb, or its Veſſels, whereby the Sympromes are wont to becoine more fiery. 

Allo Inje&ions may be made un:othe Womb, ofthe Decoction of tuch Herbs as have formerly 
been ſer down for Baths and other Remedies, whereunco Sal Saturni may profitably be added. 

_— OO Chy ters may hkewile be good to the ſame intent, being made of V inegar allaicd wich 
ater. 

Alio cooling Oyntments are to be applied to the Loyns, Privicy, the Share, and berween th2 Wa- 
ter-{ate, and the Nung-gate, made of Oyl of Water-lill:es, Oyntment of Roſes, Unguent:nm Al- 
bm Campboratum, with the Juyces of Nightſhade, Henbane, and Warer-litlics, melted cogether, 
adding a little Camphrre.

Chap. 6. Of the Mother-Fits, or Iomb-ſichneſs. 


HenSeed ard Menſtrual Bloud, are retained m Women beſides the intent of Nature, they 
pucefie and are corrupted and attain a malignant and venemous quality: trom whence verx- 
mous Vapors are clevated and carried to divers parts of the Body, trom wheiice divers Symptones 
doariſe. andchole [n divers, that Demo-rrrtus might juſtly tay in his Letter co Hippocrates, That 
the V Voub is Author ofathouland lad Sorrows, and innumerable Calamities. And Hippocrates 
himſelf faies in his Bool: of V irgins Diſeates, Thar miterable V V oman-kind is commonly laded with 
ancomprchenſible and manifold Dileaſes. All which Infirmities we intend to explain in this Cha 
rer, under che name of Mother-F ics: herein imncating Galen, who in his fixt Book of Parts Aﬀedted, 
and the fitc Chaprer, faies that the Mcther, or HyRer:cal Paſiion, 1s but one nan.e indeed, yer com- 
prehead-ng under it divers and itnumerable Acc dents. Kotwithſtanding all late Writers ina man- 
ner, do h:.nd.e rhe Suftocation of the Womb, under the Tile of Hyſterical Paſi'on, callinga particu 
lar Sym qe by ſuch a name as 15 common to many others, becaute :t, ofal the reft,is moſt frequent, 
and mot troubletom. Bur herein the very beſt Auchors ieem co have been juperfluouc in their Trea 
tiles of Womens Diſeaſes, while in different Chapters they detcribe teveral Diſeaſes {pringing from 
the Womd, viz. Suffocation of the Womb, Head-ach, Epileprical firs, Palpications of the Heart, 
Pullation of the Arteries abour the ſhort Ribs, and in the Back, che Dijcates of the Stomach, Liver, 
and Splcenarifing from the Wontb, and dwers pains in ſundry parts of the Body ariling therefrom; 
leeing all chele Infirmnies doarife from one and the fame caute, andareto be cured by che felt tame 
Medicines 3 fo rhat che atoretaid Authors, are tam to repeat che tame things over and over, in ſeveral 
Chaprers, not withour much wearme{s roche Reader. 

Wetheretore, 1 hat we may wore briefly, and methodically fet down the Nature ofall theſe in- 

firmir1-s, thuik ic worch our labor, firſt co fer down the univerſal Cauſes of themall ; artafterwatds 
» tod:cl.rehow tho'e Dileaſes arile from che taid Caules. 

We have ſhewed in the begumirg of this Chapter, thar there are two ſpecial Cauſes of all theſe, 
Symp:oms, 7.7. the Womans Sced, and che Menſtrual Blood, being rerained beſide the intent of 
Nature, and coirupted, and poſlelled ofa malignant, aud vencruous qualiry ; out of which malig- 
nant Vapors, do ariſe, and affli*t divers parts af the Body. Unto which Dodtrine generally prc- 
pounded, rwo orher ching3 of greareft moinent nauſt be added, viz. Firſt, That not only the >ced 
and menſtrual Llood, do produce Hyfterical, or Wombeſickneſſes; bur divers Humors allo of an 
excrementicious Nature 1owi:g, ntothe V Vomb, and by a long abiding, growing puwefied, and 
ſending our filchy Vapors. This 3s veritied by many Ancient V Vonen, who ting defticute of 
menttrual Blovd and ot Cexd, are yer yery much tubyect co theſe V Vomb-licknelles or Hyſtecical 
patlions. Secondly, rhar nor only vapor; ariling our of the aforelaid ſubſtances, are caules 
of the'c diſtz;mpers, but che very Hugors themſelves are a cauſe, which finding ug tree yentby 
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the Veins of the Wamb ( into which as a Common-ſhore Narure diſburthens ſuperfluous Humors) 
þy reaſon ofche ſtoppage of the Monchly Courles or of the Whutes ; they flow back again into the 
ſuperior parts of the Body , and doe intect the {aid parts with chat vicious qualicy, which they 
have contracted by cheir longabiding in the Veſſels of the Womb, or by their nuxruce with Seed, or 
Menftrual Blood corrupted. 

Theſe Foundations being thus laid down, let us ſee how Hyfterical Sympromes are ſtirred up by 
the Cauſes aforelaid, beginning with the Suffocarion, or ſtrangling tics of the Mother, which is the 
moſt frequent and principal Sicknels of theſe kind of Women, being accompatued wich very many, 
and choſe moſt grievous Sympromes. For beſides cheir breathing unpaired,atid (omcimes abolitae, 
their whol Body becomes cold, cheir Speech and Pulle is intercepted, fo thac they lic like dead Wo- 
men z and ſome have been accounted dead, and laid out for Burial, and yec atcerward Revived. 

Now this Sickneis comes by fits, which makes cheir returns ſomcimes ſooner, ſomrimes later ; 
and endure ſomtimesa longer, fomrumes a ſhorrer tune, according co the quantity of the Humor of- 
fending, which 3s ſomunes quickly collefted, and tom:umes long ia gathering z fomtimes foon dil- 
cuſſed, and fomrimes long betore it can beditcuſt : For luch like Caules of Dilcates in the Body of 
Man, have their times of digeſtion andexaltation z which having arrived unto, they do {uddenly, and 

25it were 1n a moment, break torch wto aftion. Yea, and {uch Humors being already collected u1 
the Body, may for a ſealon lie hid, until being ſticred by {one urernal or external Cauſe, chey ſhed 
forth ther poyſonous blaſts ard vapors into other parts ofthe Body. Now the moſt trequent and 
noced Caules of chis Conumorion alid Agiation ot cheſe Flumors, are ſweet ſmellug things coming 
neer che Pariencs Noſe, or {weer Meats taken in, which quickly bring Women ſubje& co this Intir- 
mity, inco their tics ; allo vehement Anger, Terror, and uther grievous Pafiions ofche Mind, 

Now there axe divers Degrees of this Sicknels, according as the Matter offending differs in Quanti- 
ry,or Malignity. For 1omcuves the Choaking-firs,wich want of breathing are ligitt and ſoon go over 3 
{omrimes it 15 extream, {ſo that the Pacient breaths not at all, and is atrended with other Hyſterical 
« Womb-ſickneſles , ſuch as Vomicings, Ravings, Convuliions, and Swoonings, or Faintngs 


away. | 

And for che moſt part, more grievous Symptoimes doarile from corrupred Seed, than from Mens 
ſirual Blood, or other corrupted Humors. For look how much Seed recaining us Natural Dilpolis 
tion, is of a more excellent Nature than Menſtrual Blood, by to much does ic degenerate when corcup-= 
red, into a preater or worſer kind of Venom or Poylon. 

There ave likewiſe other Differences ofchis Choaking Mother-ficknels, co be obſerved, viz. That 
fomrimies the Patients have eh2ic Breath ſtopr as ic were, tomcunes they complain thar they arc chua-= 
ked, as it were with a Rope thac ſtrangled chem 3 and fomrimes their breathing is inuch abated, or a- 
bobſhed, without any pain or ſence ot ftrangung. The Reaſon of which diverlity is this z That the 
kmple Suffocation, and difh of breathing, do ariſe from abundance of Vapors, which do ſom=- 
times very nach abound in Hyſterical or Womb-ſick Women, eſpecially when the Hyſterical Paſli- 
on, nd Hypochondriacal Melancholly are joyned rogecher. Which Vapors or W inds, do compreſs 
theMidrifand Lungs, as it is wont to fall our in che windy Afthma 3 bur the fence of choaking , in 
which the Patient feels her {elt as ic were ſtrangled in her throat, depends upona ſpecial property af 
the venemous Vapor ; as there are other Poyions in che greater World, which have tuch a proper- 
ty ofthroacleing and choaking, as 1s known of one fort ot Muſhroms. And, chat the veremous qua- 
Iities bred-in Hyſterical Women are divers, Galen does {utficiently hinc in his tixt Book ofthe parts 
affeQed, Chap. 5. where he compares the malignity of this Vapor, to che venom of the Fiſh Torpe- 
do, andtothe ting of a Scorpio; z which Poytions, though in quancity they are mal, in operation 
they are mighty, 2nd being received into mans Eody, they do ma fhorr ſpace of tune, grievoully af- 
flict cheſame, and produce therein moſt vehement Sympromes. As for Reſpiration diminiſhed op 
aboliſhed, ir s cauted by the ſaid Vapors being eadued wich a Narcotick or Stupefatwe power, 
winch beinp mighty contrary unto the Heart and Viral Spirits, their ation is thereby hindered, 
whence tollowsa cooling of the whol Body through defect ot chat Spiric which ſhould flow from the 
Heart, andaceſfation ot Reſpiration, becauſe there isnow noneed thereof. For leeing that draw- 
wg of Breath is neceflary to cool our Hearts,when the Heart isextreamly cooled by the venemous 
Vapars aforeſaid, it needs none of thar cooling which is cauſed by drawing in the Aur, and ſo brea® 
thing ceaſes, becaule there is no uſe thereof, "We may allo ſay, That che ſaid venemous and ftupe- 
tying vapor, does aſfaulc the Brain, and hinder the Intlux ofthe Animal Spirits, whereby the mociog 
ot che Midrif, and che Muicles (ecving for relpiracion, is hindered ad hereunto, That the Viral Spirits 

0g deſtroyed, the Animal Spwics, which are made of the Vita), muſt needs be deſtroyed like- 
o 
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In the place before alleaged, Galen reſolves a Doubr,which is this : That ſeeing ic is generally held 
that a man canner live wi hout breathing, therefore ic is impoſlible char Hyſterical pertons thould 
an chew tics be quice deprived of breathing. To _ de anlwers, That in an extream coojug of che 
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ly by tran{piration, or vencilation through che Pores of che Body; even as Creatures lying gel 


Winter in holes, do live only by cranſpiration, becauſe they are exceeding cold, and that little hear 


Belides, The tore mentioned cauſe of Womb-tuffocation, viz. A malignant and venemows vapor 
ſome ad another, namely. The atcending or riſing of che Womb into the tuperior parcs of the x 
whereby the Sromach and Midrif are comprefled ; from whence, not only Hyſterical Suffocations, 
bur orher ſickneſſes alſo do ariſe. This aſcending of the Womb, Hrppocrates propounded in his 
Book of the Nature of Women, in thele words: The Wombs of Women bein turned from their 
Natural poſture, do ſtrive towards the Liver, and bear violently upon the Midrif ;, for they ars 

_ Canried upwards, ſeeking moiſitere to refreſh them, being over dried ronh Labor ; and the Liner is 
the fountain of pleaſing moifture. And Ferneliys i has fixt Book of Pathology, that is, of Diſea- 
ſes and their cauſes, Chap. 16. fates, h* had often felr the Womb thus aicending, bearing up againſt 
the Stomach hke a round Globe, and grievouſly oppreſiing the fame, from whence it bath been often 
thruſt down by force of hand, and manifeſtly driven back into its own proper place. Euſtachins 
Rrndius mn the Second Book of his Practice, in the 5 1. Chapter, faies che ſame thing, viz. That he 
with his own hands hath felt che Womb raiſed as high as the Navel, and ſomtunes above the ſame, 
and hath by little and herle thruſt che ſame down ico its proper place. Burt Galen in his ſfixt Book 
of Farrs affected, Chap. 5. oppoles this Qpinion, and teaches that although the Womb may in ſome 
{ort be moved, and a'cend, yer thac motion and aſcention 1s very little, neither 1s it any waies poſl- 
ble, That the Womb ſhould aſcend unto the Sromach, to far is it from being able co cranſcend the 
tame ſo far as to reach untothe Midrit. A very ſtrong Realon hereof is brought from Anatomy, 
{ceing the V Vomb is (o faftened in us proper place by four very ftrong Ligaments, thac cannoc 4 
litred up ſo high. V Vhereuncothe Detenders of this Opinion do make an{wer , Thar in che falling 
our of the V V omb, thote Ligaments ace torelaxed that ic is Wont ro come withour the VV | 
and therefore it may aſcend as far up as it can go down, when thole Ligaments are relaxed or flacke- 
ned. Tothis we reply, Thar the talling wut ot the V Vomb comes to pals by lictle and lircle, 
lengrh of time, by che moiftening and {oftening of the Ligaments, cauſed « b defhuxien of Flegm 
thereupon 3 but that which they call the Aicenc or Riling of the V Vomb or Mother, ha in a mo- 
ment, and is as ſoon reſtored ; and it 1s requitirethat the _—_—_— thould have been firft relaxed, 
and conſequently all V V omen ſhould be croubled with the falling our of their V Vorabs, who ae 
ſubject rothis Afcent or riling we {peak of, becaule the occaſions of this Aſtent being ceated, the 
V Vomb would of its own accord, and by arts own proper weight tall downwards, andlie continually 
without the Body. 

Ic is harder to make Anſwer to the Experience of Fernelivs, Rudins, and others z of which 
they teſtifie themlelves eye witneſſes, who profeſs they have with their own proper hands = 
ceived the Womb co aſcend like a Globe or Bowl to the Navel and higher, being afterwards by t 
thruſt down into urs own proper, place. Sennertus makes anſwer to this, that the round body which 
was by them 1o felr, was not the Womb, bur the Stones, with that blind Veſſel, which from 
Fallopius the finder or firſt Obterver thereot is called Fallopious his Trumper, becavſc he likened 
che ſame to the broad end of a Trumper. For the Stones appertaining te the Womb bewg 
pendulous ( that &, Hang dangling movable as on ſtrings) and the Body of the Trumpet afore- 
1aid being hollow as a pipe, and apt to move this way, and that way 5 when they are 
filled with corrupt Seed, with vitious Humoes, and with windy Vapors, and ſwell and 
ſtrout again, they may move ths way and that way in the lower Region of the Belly, 
and aſcend as high as the Navel. And that ſuch a round ſwelling may happen in che Stoves 
and Trumpet, as is {omcumes felt in hyſterieall Women. The oblervations of $iolanys may reach 
(pro inhis Book called Antbropographia, where he relates) that in hyſterical V irgins ſuch 
as have had the Womb-ſtcknels, He had found their Stones greaterthan his Fiſt, ſtrouting with 
wheyiſh ſeed; alſo the Trumper of the womb ampletied or inlarged and very much widened. And 

ſalins obſerved ſome fuchthing ina certain noble yong Damſel croubled with ſuffocations or ſtrang- 

ling of the womb,in whom one ſtone was ſwelled co the greatneſs ofa large hand-bal,being filled with 
a iaffron-color'd humor, very ſtinking, and fendingforth a filrhy and poylonſom kid of vapct : 
Which humor dyed the adjacent parts yellow, juft as we {ee the Gut Colon where it is carried under 
the Liver, 1s by the Bladder of Gall rendered ata clay-like yellowiſh Colour 

Yer uw not Sennertys very far from the judgment of the Auchors aforetaid ; for granting, as he 
ſaies, that the Stones and Trumpet ot the Womb, bewg tilled wich corrupt ſperm, virious Bu” 
mors, and vaporous winds, doſtrout again, move to and fro in the lower Revion of the Belly, and 
can atcend as high as the Navel; fſceing thote parts are contiguous with the Womb, they cannor be 
moyed in the Region of the Jowes Belly, uor alsend unyp the Navel, unleſs the Womb be moved with 


them : 
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them : ſo that this motion may be a{cribed ro the whol Womb very well, as it conljits of irs owne 

perf parts rogether with tuch parts as are knit thereunto. Apaine if the Sronesand Trum- 
per being filled with vitious Seed, Humors or vapours, may be diverily moued co and fro : Why 
may noc the Womb being filled with Iike Humors and vapors, be moved with the fam; motion. 
Th: reaſon indeed of Sennertys, which he borrowed from Galen does convince, chat ths V Vomb 
cried with four tigamenes, cannot aicend to high as the Midrif, no not as high as the Stomach ; bur 
ic muſt not be denied, chat 1t may be carried as high as che Nayel, where che Auchors afarelard per- 
ceived char Globe, both becavie choſe Ligaments may be ſomwhat ftrecched by macter working in 
chem like yelt, and like-wile becavie che womb whules 1e is blowne up, tils a greater ſpace, and 
may be perceived cowards the Navel; to that whether the whole womb, or the parts tattened 
here unco. vVix. The Srones and the Trumper be moved upwards, we may ſtill call it che 
Riting of the V Vorhb or Mother and cleave to the Doctrin of Hippocrates. 

Head-ach from the womb, comes divers waies ; tor fomrime it polleſſes che whol Head, other? 
whiles the forepart, and then again the hinder part thereof, and ſomerimes it us tele abour the Eyes, 
infuch manner as if the Pactents Eyes would leapour of her Head. 

Now thele pains are cauſed by che atorelaid ſharp and malignant Vapors mounting into the Heed, 
and ewitching as 1c were, or grating upou thete Membranons parts: Aito evil tumors brought trom 
the womb to the Head, may caute che 1a'd pains. For vitious Blood 3 «lpecially che more thin and 
wheyith part chereot, atcends trom the womb inco the Head, and being ſhed into the Membranous 

ces, bre=ds thoſe pains. V Vhuich pains are fomtimes, pricking, ſmarcing, atid fore as an Ulcer, by 
reaſon of che ſharpnels of the Vapors, or Humors aſcending : Sometimes they are ftrerching, as 1t 
were, and {welling, becaule of the plenty and mufriplicicy which ditcend and ftrecch : Souncimes 
they are pullatory pain, beating ike the Pulſe ; when the Vapors or Humors are carried chicher in the 
Arteries, or when che Arteries of fome peculiar part of the Head are filled wich over hor 


Blood. 

The Falling-ſickneſs ſprings from the womb, being cauſed by the aforeſaid ſharp and malignant 
Vapors , which being potleited with a very great Acrumony and malignity, do vehemently, and 
ſharply ſmite the Nervous parts, whereby they come co be contracted, and whilſt chey endeavor to 
expel what offends chem,they draw themſelves cogerher,and expreſstheſe convultive morions. 

Palpicarion af the Hearr, ts often cauied by the {aid Vapors, being carried from the womb to the 
Hearr, and provoking the expullive faculty rothe Heart. 

Alſoa Pulſation is cauſed in the Arteries of the Back, and abour the ſhort Ribs, by reaſon of an 
over hot Blood, carried from the womb into thofe Arteries, and diſtending them, whereby cheir Pul- 
ſation becomes greater, which ſmicing the adjacent parrs, cauſes a feeling of che ſaid Pullarion in 
them: Yer, fomtimes ſuch Pulſations are cauſed in Hypochondriacal melancholly, which when we 
come to the Signs of this Diſeaſe, we ſhal diſtinguiſh. 

Divers diſorders are likewile ra1{ed from che womb, in the ſtomach, liver,and ſpleer ; from the ſto- 
nach diſorders arite;as appetite loſt,or more than is fir,or detirous of abſurd chings;or Hiccoughs, V o- 
micings,Belchings,& Hearr-burnings: al which Symproms do tpring from che atoreſaid vapors tenc ins 
rathe ſtomach- by the Hypogaftrick,and Czliack arreries,or other blind pafſages; & thoite vapors do 
ftw up chis variety of Symproms,accordme co the diver{ity of their Nacure,and the different deprees 
of their putrefaction, and malignity. For by their heat they cauſe want of appetite,and thirſt ; bue 
If they be cold they hurt digeſtion. Andthe covering ot ablurd things (as Chalk, Oar-meal, Smal- 
coles,Linſey- Woljey clorh, 8c.) is cauted by che malignant quality of che Humors, and V apoars ; as 
We have ſhewed m our Ditcoule rouching that Symptom: and according to the different kind of ma= 
hgnity, it comes to pals chat the Patients apperice inclinss her coo long, tor this, or that od thing ; as 
lometor Coales, ethers for Clay, or Morter, Salc, Cinnamon, Nutmegs, &c. And froma certain kind 
of —— ſprings hkewile, the loathing of tome certain meats z and which 15 more wondertul, 
an ſome hath been obſerved an univerſal loathing otal kind of Drink ; asLydovicus Mercatus relates 
eoncerning a noble Gentlewoman, which would not away wuh any Drink, and of another, 
who though ſhe deſired Drink, yet did ſhe Vomir it al up again, being likewiſe vexed with ocher 

- grievous Syraproms. Where we may conjecture, that che evil Humors in that Genglewoman, had 
artained ſucha kind of malignity, aschat is which cauſes Warer-Fear in fuch as have been bitcerr 
with a Mad-dog. Iris, ets. undeniable, that the diveffiry of parts unto which thele Hu- 
more, and malignanc Vapors are carried,conduce not a little rothe variety of che Symprams. For; 
If chey are carried unto the mouth of the Stomach, they ſtir up Belchings, and V emicings ; 1tthey 
ſtick co the Coates of the Stomach, they induce perpetual inclinations ro Vomit 3 if they areendued 
with any fingular Acrumony,they caute Hiccoughs,or pains of the Sromach; which pains may allo a= 
riſe from the plency of Humors, weighing heavy upon, and ſtrerching the parrs concainung,

In 
1ome ce Womb 1s ſenlibly rolled and crumbled, and gathered round like a Foot-bal; and felc after 
that wwanner 11 divers parts of the Jower part of the Body. And when the Hyfterical, or Womb-Fir 


begins to go over, a certain moiſture flows out of the Warer-gate, chew Guts rumble, they lit up 
rhe Eyes, reduets (prings up intheur Cheeks, Sence and motionis reftored, their Body grows Way, 
they tecch deep Sighs, and fo the Sick-Parcy by hctle and lictle, is freed from her Fic 

Ly the Sigus prupounded, Wamb-ſickuels may calily be duſt inguiſhed from ſuch infirmicies as aro 
of kin, ox ocherwite like the lame, 15, the Syncope (Swooning-licknels) Apoplexie res

nec-ſtrikwg)) and the Falling-ſicknels : howbeic the difference berween Womb-ſicknels, and thole 
diſealesaiorclaid is peculiarly to be noted. 

And uz che urtt place, by chree general Signs we may conjecture that theſe $ymptoms which are 
common to Womb-ſickneiz, and the aforelaid raaladies,do proceed rather from the omb,than from 
any prumary milaftection of the Heart or Brain, The lirft whereof is, that if the ſick Patient be tub- 
zet ro Womb- fi kneis, and hath been often anoy<d with aforelad S ptoms 3 Waen they come a- 
freſh, we may conclude the Dycaſeto be no other chan Womb-fickneſs. The tecond is, That whea 
Womenbegiun to teel thote Symproms, they complain that their Womb is out of order. A third is, 
Thar in Womb-ticknels Women do feel great eale when ſtinking things are pur totheir Noſes, and 
{ſweet tmelling things are put in by the Water-gate, which in thole other intirmuries falls not our. 

Aud theHyftcrical, or womb-1ickneſs is more peculiarly diſtinguiſhed from that which we cal Syn- 
cope, or the Swvoning-Fus, becaule m the Syncope, the breathing and Pulſe do wholly ceafe ; bur 
in the V V onib=izcknels, ut remaines ma ſmall meature, til they come into the very height of the 
Fic, wi:erem is molt danger. Secondly, The Swooning Firs come more quickly, and teaze upon 
the Paczent, as; were on a ſudden. Bur 1n the V Vomb-Fir, there proceed evident tokens of the a 
proaching Fu. it iurdly, The Patients Face is paler in the Swooning-hies,than in the Womb-fics; 
yea verily, tome Wornen have a ruddy countenance in thew Fits of the Mother, and than the Diſeaſe 
15 {ufticiencly kagwn by that Sign alone. Fourthly, In the Swooung Firs, we find commonly 
coid,ard Diaphoretick Sweats, which in the Womb-tits appear nor. Fiftly, The Swooning Fits 
a Cthorrer, and the Fatient is ſoon ether wel or dead; bur the ſtrangling Firs of the Mother laſt lon- 
gec, concinung a whol day, ordivers dates togerher fomerinies. Bur it to be remenibred, that the 
Swoonug-ltcknzs, and che Womb-firs are lomrimes joyned together, when the Heart is more grie- 
vuuily atflicted than ordinary, or when the Patients irength hath been much weakned by protra- 
e&H10n of the Dueaſe; and then the Symproms of both Diſeaſes may be mixed one with ano 
ther.

Fits it is quice contrary. Thirdly, In the Falling-ficknels, che Patient fomes art the mouth, buc mn 
the Mother-Firs there is no ſuch toming. Fourthly, In the Falling-ticknets, the Pacient remen- 
bers not what was done to her during the Fit, but in the Mother-ſicknets the remembers al, as we 
ſhewed before. Fittly, Thole chat have Firs of the Morher, do in the end of the Fic come to chem- 
ſelves like perſons awaked trom fleep,wich a noyſe in the lower part of the Belly, the Womb as ic 
were becoming quier, and recurning to it's Natural place, and fomerime much humor tlows from the 
Womb, which doth not befal ſuch as have the Falling-tickneſs. 

We muſt alio enquire how tuch as are in the Furs of the Norher, may be diftingmſhe4 from choſe 
that are quice dead ; fceing many Hiſtoriesrelate chat ſome Women um that Cate have been accoun* 
ceddead, appouxed to buryal; yea, and fome buryed. The waies which Authors preſcribe to 
make this tryal, are divers : Far ether they lay teazed wool, or light Feathers upun the Patients 
mouth, and ifthey ſtir noctithe uw givenover tor dead; or they apply a bright looking Glaiscoher 
mouth, which will be dulled wuh her breath, if the be yer alive 3 or they fer a cup full of water upon 
her breaſt, andif the water ſtw not, they account the party dead, Thele Signs do tor che moſt pare 
hold good, bur chey are not perpecual, neither do they pur che macter paſt diſpute ;, teeug as was 
aid before, forme V V ainen in thele Firs do live only by Tranfpuation, as thoſe lwe-wights winich 
live in holes al che winter, and fetch no breath at al by cheir mouchs. V Vhich though it very lel- 
dom fals our, yet it isa very good Caurion, not.co ſuffer wamen which die of this Diicaſe, to be by- 
ried cil che thicd day after their death, or ar leaft til they begun ro ſtink, 

The $:gns of the Caules are likewiſe to be declared ; which Cautes we have ſhewed tobe chree, 
viz. Seed cecained and corrupted z Menſtrual Blood in like manner retained :nd corrupted , and 
vile humors concaiaed inthe vefſels, or in che Cavitie ofthe womb. 

If chis Diſeale ariſe trom Seed retained, or corrupted, there have preceeded al thoſe Cauſes, which 
might enczeaſe, gather together, and corrupt che Seed in the vellels; as flouriſhing age, ripe tor Ge- 
neration, or formerly accuſtomed to the actions thereot, which of lace it hath leir off; S2nguine 
complexion, an idle lite, and gwen to pleaiures;z a rich and plencitul table. with che uſe of tuch 
meas as are eaiily corrupted. In tuch perſons it the womb-Fits happen, they having cheir Cours

Ktheſe womb-F us depend upon the Menſtrual Blood rerained and corrupted, as their cauſe; rhe 
Patients Couries are ether wholly ſtopr, or flow very lictle, and cono purpote; and the her teltis 
not to ſeek tor carnal Embracements : Bf wel provided ; And fome Symptoms do actend this fup-= 
preſlion, as Melanchally, Watpuhneis, Sluggithnels, Drowlinels, Head-ach, twelling of the Dugs

That this Difcale comes tromevil Humors is known, by the Patient having her Courſes well, be» 
ingexerciſed ſuthciently with actions of Generation, by her being ſtept uco years, or being very

Wemuſt alſo fer down theſe Sygns of thole other Symproms which we formerly deſcribed, as 
ſpringing from the womb. 

Head-ach coming fram the womb is known, becauſe the Patient hath rot her Courſes right, the 
_ does chiefly trouble her, or is moſt increaſed, ar, or neer the time of her Courſes flowing, and

Whar concerns the Prognoſtic, or Prediftions of this Diſeaſe 3 I; it is a malady which ſeldom 
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kills the Patients, but uſes coſticka long time by them. Bur ſomcimes they are indanper of death 
by reaſon of ſwooning fits that happen, or by ſome extraordinary Convulſion, Likewile if the 
fits are frequent and hardto be removed, ut is to be feared, leſt; Reſpiration being ſo often hurt, the 
Native heat ſhould be {uffocated, and the Patient come todie. 

That Womb-paſlion is worſt, in which more parts are drawn into conſent ; and that is bad which 
ſprings from corrupted Sced, or from a long ſuppreſſion of the monthly Courſes. 

In Elderly perſons, this Diſeaſe is hardly curable, becauſe of that plenty of Corruption wherewich 
they are wont toabound. In yonger V Vomen, it cammonly ceales when they begin to bring forth 
Children. | 

In V Vomen with Child, and that lie in Child-bed, it is a dangerous Diſeaſe; in the former, for 
fear of Miſcarriage z in che lacter, becauſe oftheir weaknets atter Child-bearing. 

For a V Voman troubled with theſe V Vomb-tirs, to ſneeze is good, for it ſignifies ſtrength of 
Brain ; and by che motion of ſneezing, the Malignant Vapors which beſiege che Bram, are diſcuſſed ; 
and likewiſe the vitious Humors centained in the V V ombevacuared. : x 

A twofold Cure belongs to this Infirmity : one in the fit, another our of the fic. Inthe fit, thoſe 
vapors Which cauſe it are to bediſcuſled and drawn back from the part affetted; the Humors con- 
rained in the V Vomb which ſend up choſe Vapors, muſt be yoided ; and che V Vomb when ir 1sre- 
moved out of its proper place ( which often happens according ro Hippocrates ) muſt be re 
ſtored to the ſame agaia.

Theſe rwo Medicines do good, not only by opening, bur alſo by cooling ; for oftentimes ati hot di- 
ſteraper 1s rooted in the womb of V Vomen {ubjedt to this Diſeafe, ariſing from Blood retained with- 
1nics Veins, and over-heated ; as Galen faies in Hypochondriacal Melancholly, That there is a bur+ 
ning diſtemper in the Parts under the ſhort Ribs, by reaſon of blood rerained in chem by obſtruttions, 
and there over-heated. Thoſe things therefore which have power tocoolthe Womb are ver propet 
in this caſe, ſuch as are Baths to fit in, V inegar and Water mingled and drunk down, or mjected, and 
ſuch like.

Ifſues made in che Thighs, are likewiſe very good. For they derive and curn aſideevil Humors 
from che womb, by reaſon of thoſe Veins which are common to the womb and Thighs. 

Nether are Amulets co be neglected, faſtened about the Patients Neck, and hanging down upon 
her Navel, as we tormerly mentioned touching the Elks Claw, good in this cate. 

Some commend Peucedanum,or Hog-tennel root,hung in a ftring abour the Neck. And our women 
do wich good tuccels, wear a piece of Afſafortida in a thin rag of cloth. I have known tome chat have 
worhna Foxes Pizzle and Stones dried, tied about cheir Neck ina ftring,and reſting upon chew Navel, 
and by that means preſerved themſelves from the womb-firs. 

Some wear a piece of Wolts fleſh dried, or of the Liver ofa Wolf, not withour profic. 

As for external Ratnedies after every Purge, or art leaſt once in a month, eight or ten daies before 
the monthly Purgations of blood, Fomentarions os Baths co fit in will be , that che Humor cau- 
ſing this Diſeaſe being celolyed, may moreeaſily find its way by the fm Paſlages of che Courles,

Dropfſie. 

To cue this Infirmity, the Courſe of the Blood to the Womb is to be drawn back, it isto be dri- 
ven from the womb, it is to be diverted anacher way : that which is flown in and contained in che part, 
to be reſolved.

Jf wtious Humors ( eſpecially Chollerick ) do abound in the Body, which are as it were the 
Crach of the other Humors to hurry them abour the Body ; they are to be evacuated with yentle 
Medicaments, as Syrup of Roſes, and Syrup of Violets tolutive, Manna, Rhubarb, Catholicon, or E- 
lectuary Lemrive ; tor fronger Medixaments by ſturing the Humors over much, would excice the 
Fhux ot Humors more abundantly co che part attected. 

And vomitiug Medicaments, though preſcribed by Awvicenna, ſeem no way convenient in this caſe : 
For if they be mild and gentle, they evacuate nothing to [peak of : If they be ſtronger, they caule a

In regard of the greanels of the Feaver, cooling Medicamentsare tube uſed, as Juleps and Emul- 
ſions 3 whereunto, it very great waKings, pain, and eumblings and cofkngs do ditquier the Patiers, 
(ome Narcocicks may be added, which may likewile be gen by themſelves. 

Afcer the Firſt Evacuations, ſer ourward Medicines be applied cothe lower part of the Belly, be- 
tween che Navel and che Share, andabout the Kidneys ; tuft of all repelling and cocling things, un 
the form of a Linimenr, an Eputhem, and Cacaplaſm. 

The Liniment may be made of Oyl of Roſts waſhed in Vinegar, or of Oyntment ef Roſes, Cera- 
tum Santalinum, or Galens cooling Oyntment, wich a licrle Vinevar added. 

The Epicheme may be made otche Waters or DecoCtion of Planrane, Sorrel, Nighrſhade, the tops 
of whice Poppies and Roles, adding a lutle Bole-Armoniack , Dragons Blood, and Terra Stgtl= 
lata. 

The Cataplaſm or Pulciſs may be made of the Crums of fine Manchert boyled wich Milk, co which 
a liccle Oyl of Rutes nay be added, with Juyce of Henbane.

Chap. 8. Of an Ulcer of the Womb. 


A*® cer a ſuppurated Inflamarion of che Womb, follows an Ulcer, which likewiſe depends upoh 
other Cauſes, namely, ſo many as may cauſe an Eroſion, fretting, or gnawing the tubſtance of 
the Womb. * 

The Cauſes therefore hereof are, An Impoſthume breaking , Sharp Humors flowing into the 
Womb, Sharp and Corroſive Medicines conveyed into the Womb, or caken at the Mouth, as was 
{aid before couching Cantharides or Spaniſh Flyes. 

The Antecedent Cauſes are all ſuch things, whick we have AP ſhewed, have power tocauſe 
an Inflamacion, as difficult Child-bicth, violent and unbridled Carnal Conjundtion, a long flux of 
Sharp Humors from the Womb, wounds, fals, and bruiſes, and elpecially a venemous Gonorrhea,and 
the Lechers Pocks, the infetion whereof is ſoon communicated to the Womb, and its Neck. 

T he Differences of this Dilcale, are caken from the place, the magnitude, che figure and complica- 
tron with other Infirmuries. 

In reſpect of the place, that is to ſay, the ſeveral parts ofthe Womb ; the Ulcer is ſomtimes poſ- 
ſeſſedotthe Neck ot the Womb, and irs inner Orifice z ſomrimes it is in the bottom, though bur ſel- 
dom. Sortimes, and chat moſt frequently, it ſeizes the inner ſurface of the Womb ; ſomrimes, buc 
ſeldom, icaſlaults the outer ſurface 3 whence it comes co pals, that ſortimes the Quittor of thele Ul- 
cers comes out by the Bladder or Guts, or if ic ſettle in the Cavity of the Abdomen, Impoſthumes a- 
riſe about the Patients Groyns, of which Hippocrates ſpeaks in his 47. Aphor. Se. 5. | 

In zeſpect of Quantity, ſome are great, others {mal Llicers, according as they take up more or lets .

It hall ariſe of the Lechers Pox, Gonorrhoa will uſher ic in, or attend upon it, and other tokens 
ofthe Whore-maſters Pox will appear. 

For the Prognoſticks of this Intirmity, Hzppocrates in thefirſt Book of Womens Sicknetles ſates, 
That no Ulcer in che Womb ought to be tlighted, becauſe ic 1s in a part ofexquure teeling, which 
hach a tellow teeling with the pruxcipal parts of the Body, and is very much dupoled to receive a 
food of Excremen:s trom them.

Ulcers in che Neck of the V Vomb are more ealily cured, becaule Miedicamencs may be applied ro 
them unmedaacely. 

In women that are recovering of this Dileaſe, it is a token of perfect healch, if they begin to con- 
ceive, and conveniently to recerve the Mans Sperm, or uf they have chew monthly Courtes orderly 
and withour pain. , | 

The Cure ofa womb Ulcer, muſt cend ro hinder the flowing in of ſuch Humors as either beger or 
cheriſh the Ulcer, and roclenie the Ulcer, and cauie ic to come to a coalition, To which purpole 
the following Remedies may be uled. ſp: 

And firtt of all, Ifche Patient be over ful of blood, or the Ulcer have an Inflamarion joyned there- 
with, a Vein1n che Arm muſt be opened, and repeated to often as there ſeems danger of a new Fluxi- 
on; whuch is etpecially co be done when the Patient hath her Courtes, chat chey may flow che les, 
becauie chey are wone co 1upply Macter to the Ulcer, and co caute other Humors co flow wito the 
womb. . 

Alſo Purgation is very neceflary, that che Body may be freed from evil Humors z and ic oughe ro 
be procured by the gentler tort of Purgarives, as Senna, Rhubarb, Tamarinds, Myrobalans, Cacholi- 
cum, and tuch hke ; aud Purgation is oftento be repeated, that evil Humors may be diverced from 
thewomb, and ir is un thus cate of tuch moment, that Foreſts wineſſerh un che 48. Obſervation of 
his 28. Book, That Foln Trengivs, a Phytician of Amſterdam, cured a Gentlewoman of Amfter= 
dam of an Ucer in her womb, co whom he gave every fourth day, five ounces of the Decottion of 
Senna, Epithunum, red Rates, and Indian Myrobalans lweetened with Sugar, uling co catt cleanſing 
Decoctions, as Injections neo her womb. | 

For cobeever ina readineſs, This tollowmng Magiſterial Syrup may bz compounded. 

Take of the greater Comfry Roots, and new Polypody of the Oak, of each one ounce: Citron 
peels dried, fix drams : Leaves of Plantane, Vinca pervunca, Ladies mantie, Sorrel, *Maiden-hair, 
of each abandful: Liquors ſcraped and ſplit,and Raiſons ſtoned,of each one ounce : Senna clenſed 
ſex ounces; Carthamus (eeds bruiſed tro ounces : Agaricknewly made unto Cakes and bound mm a 
Cloth, ten drams : Musk-melone ſeeds, and Annis beds, of each three drams : the Cordial Flow- 
ers, Rojemary Flowers, and Epithimum, of each one pugil. Make of all a Decottion in Barley 
Water, in part whereoj infuſe of choyce Rhubarb half as ounce : Cinnamon one dram. In a pms 
and half of the flrained L1quor, diſſolvethbree ounces of the Syrup of DamackRoſes, and as much 
Sugar as ſhall be requijite to male it into a Syrup perfettly boyled. Of this let ber take two or three 
ounces, twice or thrice 1m a monib with ſame Decottion of Agrimony and Plantane, or the Infuſion 
of FBoubarb in Endive Water. 

It che Parientbe eatie covomir, a purge upwargs by Voir, is co be preferred before the other, be- 
cauſe it draws back the Humors from the womb. 

In the ſpaces between purging, a Vulnerary Decodtion is long cobe uſed, which may be made at- 
rer chis manner : 

Take Leaves of Agrimony, Burnet, Knotgraſs, Plantane, of each balf a handful : China 
Roots three drams : Coriander ſeeds one dram : Currence half adram : red Sanders one ſcruple. 


Boyt all in the Broth of a Chicken. Let the Patieng take of the ſtrained Liquor morning and 
evening. Or, | Take 
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Take Leaves of Mugwort, Plantane, Yarrow, of each one bandful : Rbaponticum balf a; 
ounce : Avpnus Caſtus ſeed one dram. Boylall in a ſufficient quantity of white Wine. Swwee:en 
the 7 bs, Liquor with Sugar ; and give ber two or three ounces in'a morning, 

Ita Feaver urge, and great quantity of bloudyiſh Quitror be voided, Whey and Milk will be very 

; lec her take eight ourices or more un a murning, adding a little Honey of Roles,or Supar, 

If her fleſh begin to tall away, with tokens of an HeCtick Feaver, Mulk, eipecially Ailes Milk, muſt 
be given with Sugarof Roles for a whol month. 

Swear-provoking Medicines may likewiſe do good where there is no Inflamation, nor hot diſtem. 
per, todty the Ulcer, and to revel the (erous humors towards the habit ofthe Body. 

Turpentine waſhed in ſome convenient water tor the womb, as of Mugwort or Feaverfew ; or in 
ſore water reſpeCting che Ulcer, as of Plantane, and red Roſes, taken, now and then with Sugar of 
Roles, doth clenle = conſolidate or fil upthe Ulcer. 

Pils of Bdellium given toa dram at a time, or every day, or once in two daies one ſcruple, do very 
much good, and ſtop the blosd i cale ic flow. 

Or new Pills may be made on purpole, to be uſed after the fame manner, thus : 
Take Bdellium three drams : Mirrhb, Frankgnſence, of each one dram : Sarcocolla, Storax 
Amber,Cheb-Myrobalans, of each balf a dram : red Coral twoſcrupler. Witb Syrup 9 f Poppies 
male a Maſs fit for Pills , whereunto, in caſe of extream pain, a little Opum may be 
added. 

Trochiſci Alkgkengi [ Cakes compounded with Winter-Cherries, of which conſule my London 
Diſpenſatory | with Opium, are likewite ( beingpoudered ) given co drink down, where the Pa- 
tient 13 txoubled with great pain. 

Alſoromitigate om the ſame Remedies may be uſed, which we preſcribed for that incenc, in our 
diſcourſe ofthe Intiamation of the womb. 

This following Pouder 1s very efteCtual ro oy up the Ulcer : 

Take Acacia, Juyce of bw” tis, of each one dram: Dragons blood, fine Starch, Plantane 
Roots, Birthvoort, or round Ariſtolochia Roots, of each half a dram : Bole Armoniack one 
dram : Maftich, Sarcocolla, of each half a dram. all into a moſt fine Pouder, whoſe Doſe 
let be _ dram, with Plantane water, red Roſe water, or water wherein Steel bath been often 

uenche 
. Zacutus Luſitanys inthe 87. Obſervation, and the $8. of his ſecond Book, propounds an Elettuz 
ry and a Water, wherewich he witneſlech that he had cured Ulcers of the womb judged incurable, 
Any one may find the Delcriprtion of them inthe places above cited. 

Toclenſe, dry, and fillup the Ulcer, divers forrs of Injetions are uſually made z which are never- 
theleſs, not co be uſed, umil the Inilamation be firſt caken away, which is oftentimes attendant upon 
theſe kind of Ulcers; and uncilche pain be aflwaged, which is not only very troublelom, bur alſo by 
vexing the parr, it is wont coencreale the tlux of Humors. | 

In regard therefore ofthar ſame Intiamation and ſharpneſs of Humors, let Emulſions of the cooling 
Seeds, V Vhey of Goats Milk, or Milk it {elf, eicher alone, or mingled with the Juyce of Plancane 
and Shegheards-purſe ; or it need be, a DecoCtion of Poppy heads, and the tops of Mallows be firſt 
of a} inzected. e PraCtitionersare of Opinion, that luke-warm water alone, doth very much 
goodin theſe cales, if it be often injetted. Andthere is reaſcn for it, ſeeing by that means the heat 
and Intlamation of the womb is rempered, the pain is afſb and the filth adhering to che Ulcer is 
waſhed off. Valeſcus de Taranta, doth approve of water likewiſe, in thete words : Ihavw 
knoron ({aies he) ſome women, who percetving they bad Vicers in their roombs, did waſh them with 
cold Water, and then wipe them clean, and dry them with linnen cloaths, which they did often put 
in i Watergate. And by theſe means often renewed, they came many times to be perfeiily 
cure 

The hot diſtemper taken away, and the pain aſſwaged, or for the moſt part diminiſhed, we muſt 
| ny to Clenſers, firſt uling the more light and eafie Clenſers, and after che more 


rong. . 

The gentle Clenlers are, V Vhey caken with Sugar, Barley water ſweetened with Sugar, or Honey 
of Rules, to make it more _—_— or Hydrcomel ſimple ( fee my Diſpenſatory, a mixture of wates 
and honey boyled a whule together.) 

For amore ſtrong Clenler, uſe the Decotion of Barley, Lintels, ſhaled Beans, and the Leaves of 
— Pellicory of che wal, Plantane, boyled rogerher, a lictle Honey of Roles being added to 
the ſtraining. 

VVhen the Ulcer is very foul, the wound-decodtion commonly called Aqua Catapultarim, is the 
beſt thug that can be uſed, whole Compoſition is thus : | 

Take the Roots of Gentian, Rhapontick: Zedoary, andround Ariſtolochia or Birthwort, of 


each one ounce : white Wine ſix pints: boylalltill athird part of the Liquor decenfncd, Io P 
a 
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ſtraining diſſolve balf a pound of white Sugar. Let it be kept for viſe 25 occaſion remirer, 
Or che following Decoction may be provided : 

Take of whol Barley, courſe Bran, and red Roſes, of each one prpil: Leaves of Anrimony, 
[/0r:ywoo0d, Woodbind, and Smallage, of each one handful : Beans and Lentils, of ec» three 
drams : ſcraped Liquoris, Orice Roots of Florence, and Zedoary, of each tr-o ounces. Bol all 
in water, adding towards the end, a little white Wine. 

It che Ulcers be very !tmking and ful of rotten Quicror, there may be added ro the Decotion, a 
ketle Unorentum A.gyptiacum, Collyrium Lanfranct, or the Pouder of dulcifhed Mercury, 

When che Ulcer thal be wel ſcoured and clented,we muſt uſe drying and folidating things, made af- 
ter chis manner, 

Take the greater C omfry Roots, Biſtort Roots, of each one ounce : Leaves of Plantane, Hor(- 
tail, Shepheards-prrſe, Ladies Mantle, Monuſ-ear,Yarrow, of each one handf:l : red Roſe Leavs 
half a bandful : Boyl all in water, and make thereof an Inje#ion. 

With the whici or hike injection, chu following fleth-creating Pouder may be mingled. 

Take tbe Roots of Orice, Birthwort, great Comfry, of each half an ounce : Mirrh one ounce : 
Aloes three drams. Make all into Ponder, of which half an ounce may be mingled with every In- 

vb10N. 
4 Turpentine waſh'd in Plantane Water co che quantity of two drams, diffolved with Honey and 
che Yolk of an Egg, wildo very much good, mingled with the Injection ; and che more it che tleſh= 
creating Pouder be alto added. 

The Oyntement Pompbolygos, de Ceruſa, de Plumbo, of each ſix drams for a Dole, mixed toge- 
cher, are likewiſe uſed 1n Injections. Bucche Egg-yolk Oyl, rubbed about with a Pettle in a Lea- 
&n Morter, is becrer chan al che reſt. 

Fumes recerved through a cloſe tel, do pierce to the deep Ulcers which are abour the Lotrom of 
the Womb, and dry them : Which may be thus prepared : 

Take Franknſence, Mirrh, Maſtich, Storax, >. Gum, Labdanum, of each one ounce : 
Turpentine as much as ſhall be requijite. Make all into little Cakes for to be burnt under a cloſe 
fool. 

Ina moſt fubbomn Ulcer, Cinnabarus or Minzum being added to the Fume-Cakes, bears away the 
Bell from al other Medicaments. . 

Allo Bachs that are drying, Sulphurous, and Allumith, are ufed in long Ulcers : and Phyſitians 
are wont to fend their delperare Patients to thule Baths, as the laſt Remedy. 

It wil not likewite be unprofitable co apply convenient Plaiſters ro the Region of the Womb, 
ſeeing chew verrue can pals co the innermoſt parts of the womb, by the invilible pores of the 
Body. 

Itan Ulcer be in the neck of the womb, it muſt be ſmeared with ſcouring and drying Liniments, oc 
Oynemeants. The Scourers may be made atter chis manner : 

Take of the Fzeyce of Smallage two ounces : Honey of Roſes one ounce and an half : Turpen- 
tine half an ounce : Barley Meal as much as ſhall ſeem convenient. Boyl them all gently, and make 
thim into theform of a Liniment or Oyntment. Or, 

Take thz round Birthrwort half an ounce : Horehowund, Centaury the ſmaller, Agrimony, of each 
balf « handful. Boyl them in a fit auantity of Hydromel. To the ſtrained Liquor add the porder 
Florentine Orice Root two drams : Barley meal, and clarified Honey, of each as much as ſhall 

ſuffice. Bak? allinto a Lintment or Oyntment. 

And (oratunes the Oyntment Pompholygos uſed, adding therero, Frankinſence, Maſtich, Murh, 
Aloes, as the Nature of the Ulcer ſhal require. 

When the Ulcer is {utticiently clented, a drying and ſcar-contrating Oyntment is to be laid on, 
which may be thus made : 

Take Tutty Pouder waſhed balf an ounce : Litharge of Gold and Silver, Cerufi, Sareocolla, of 
each two drains: Oyl and Wax 4s much as will ſuffice. *Make all into an Oyntment. 

Ic talls our (omrumes, That Ulcers of che Womb do penetrate unto che ftreipht Gut, and ſomrimes 
_ the Bladder 3 which is knowaby the Quittcr ifluing through the Water-Gare, or the Dung 

ate. 

Ttche Quittor or Matter come our by ſtool, Lenicive, Scouring, and Drying Clyſters are to be 
uted ; fuch as we propounded in our Cure of the Bloody-flux. 

Buritche Quitror come away by Urine, gentle Piſs-drwers and cooling wil be requiſite, which 
may purge ouc chie filth tent inco che Bladder, and turther the Cure of the Ulcer ; tuch asare, Emul- 
lions of che greater cold Seeds, after which, Turpentine muſt be uted, and other Medicines pretcribed 
toran Ulcer of the Bladder. 

If the Ulcer degenerate intoaFiſtula, which chiefly fals out when 1c opens outwardly rowards the 
Hip, though ic may likewile happen in the Wombir 4; _ Ks Neck 3 1x is to be conidered, which 
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is better for the Patient, to leave that Paſlape free and open, to which Nature hath been accuſtomed, 
and by whack ſhe endeavors to disburden her lelf of mamitold Excrements, or co ſtop the fame. If ir 
be judped beſt ro keep it open, a palliative Cure muſt at leaſt be made, by Purges trequencly repea- 
red, and Sweat-provokers are tobe adminiſtred twice in a yeer,z allo icouring Injettions, ang 
ſtreng; herng mult be uſed, and Emplaſtrum Diapalma Divinum. and iuch like Plaiſtersreto be 
laid upon ir. Bur if there be hopes to make a perteCt Cure, andheal up the Fiſtula, tuch Medicines 
muſt be applied, asare wont to be uled for che cure of other Fiſtulaes. 

If Uicers happen in the Water-Gate, or in che Cavity of the Womb, by reaſon of the 
Lechers Pox, they cannot be Cured without the General Cure of the faid Pox. In the 
pertormance of which Cure, of many wates, there 15 none betrec than Fumigations of 
Cirnabaris or Minium ; for they do not only help to rid the whol Body of that Infeftion, bur bei 
receivedinco the Cavity of the Womb, they do in a peculiar manner haſten the Cure rwrdren, 
of Ulcers. Likewiſe in the Cure of this Diteale, by Quick-lilver'd Oynements, the 1aid Oync+ 
ments muſt be conveighed incothe inner parts of the Womb. 

In whatſoever Ulcers of the Womb, it the Neck thereot be moleſted with an itch, as ic often falls 
out, by reaton ota deflux of a ſharp and ſalt Humor unto that parc 3, to pacifie the ſaid Itch, a Pet- 
ſary wil be good, dipped in Unguentum Enulatum cum Mercurio; or in HEgyptiacum diffol= 
ved in Sea-water, or in Allum water; or in new Butter wherein Quick-(ilver hath been killed, with 
ſome Brimſtone mungled. 


Chap. 9. Of a Scirrhus, or a Painleſs hard Swelling 
of the Womb. 


"* He Nature, Sorts, and Cauſes of a Scirrhus, or hard Swelling in the Womb, are che ſame which 
have been ſet down in our Chapter of the like Swelling in tho Liver, and need not in this place 
be vainly repeated, bur mult be ſought for in the ſaid Chapter. 

Howbeic among the Antecedent Gaules, this is proper to an Hard-Swelling of the Womb, and is 
very frequent, namely, tor women when the flux of their Courſes or Child-bed purgations are upon 
them, u:ndiſcreetly roexpolethemlelves co the cold Air, or co drink cold water z whereby the tlux 
is ſtayed, and the retained blood grows thick, and is condented, and ac length produceth a Scirrhus 
or ſtony hard Swelling in the Womb. 

The Signs of ſuch a gs > 6 in the Womb, are, An hardneſs felt in the Region ofthe Womb, 
ſuch as retiſts che couch, winch hardnels repreſents the compals of the Womb; an heavinels in che 
ſame place, anda ſence of tome weight bearing down, eſpecially when the ſick woman ſtands, as 
though the womb would fal down into the water-Gate z but when they fit or lie, it bears upon the 
ſtreight Gut with its weight. Theres no Feaver nor pain ; wherein it differs from an Inflamatiog, 
or at moſt there is bur very lictle pain in an impertect Scurhus, bur in the Wombthere is none. If ic 
follow an Inflamation. the Feaver and pain cealcs, the hardneſs and reſiſtence abiding. It be inthe 
Body of the Womb, it is calily diſcerned by handling the parts about the Share; bur if ir be in the 
Neck ot the womb, it may be perceived by ones finger. It is diſtinguiſhed from a Mole by the pre- 
ceding Cauſes 3 and becauſe ina Mole, it che Couries flow, they flow diſorderly, bur in chis Hard 
Swelling they keep their order ; and aa Mole, che womans Dugs ſtrout with Milk, bur in che Hard 
Swelling they are extenuated. 

As for the Prognoſtick Signs , Every Scirrhus or hard ſtony Swelling, is vewy exceeding hard to 
cure; tor anextream Hardneſs once contracted can hardly be lofrened z alſo Natural hear is ſo ve- 
ry weak in that part where there ws tuch a Swelling, thar it can very hardly diſcuis an hard and almoſt 
ſtony tubſtance. 

A great and unvanquiſhable Scurkus, or ſtony Swelling, dothat length bring the Dropſie co keep 

him company. 

A Scirrhus, or ſtony hard Swelling of the womb, if ic betampered withal with over hot and moiſt 
Medicaments, it urns into a Cancer. 

The Cure of this Duleaſe aums at two things, the Antecedent Caule, and the conjoyned or conco» 
mitant Cauie. 

in reipedt of the Antecedent Cauſe, a Vein muſt be opened, firſt in the Arms, if the Diſeaſe beof 
— very long contumuance 3 atterward in the lower parcs, eſpecially when che Patients Courſes are 

OPr. 

The opening of the Hemorrhoid Veins, is alſo very proficable in this caſe : For they do both eva* 
cuate dreggy blood, and they turn the Humor from the womb, becauic of the communion whuch che 
Veins have wichthe womb. | 

Pwging is likewiſe neceſlary, by fits repeated, procured by ſuch Medicines as purge —

uſing firſt the gentler, and then the ſtronger fort by deprees. 

And befcreche Purges, tuch things mult be given as prepare che Melancholly Humor, and open 
the narrow patlages of che Excrements, inthe tarm of Apozems, Juleps, or Broths, according to the 
diipo{ition of the lick party. _ 

And belides the ordinary Openers, Medicines with Steel, muſt be likewiſe uſed, whereby thoſe 
firongeſt Obſtructions cauſed by thick and rebellious Humors in the Womb and ocher parcs, may be 
dillolved. 

And that ſuperfluous humors may be derived from the womb, IiTe; may profitably be made in 
che Thighs, which are to be kept open until che Pacients monthly Courſes ( which are commonly 
feopt in chas Duleale ) ſha] recurn unto their ordinary torm, m reipedt of cime, quanticy, and qua- 
lity. 

y reſpeGt of the conjoyned Caule, Emollienc and Reſolving Medicaments are to be a pplicd our- 
wardly, compounded after this manner : 

Take the Roots of Marſh-mallows and Lillies, of each tro ounces : the leawes of Mallowos, 
Violers, Marſh-mallowos, Bears-foot, of each onehandful: Leaves of DMugrogrt, Nep, of each 
balf a handful : Seeds of Line and Fenugreeh,, of each one ounce : Flowers of Chamomel and 
Melilot, of each a pugil. Make a Decottion of all, whereroith the Region of the Share, and the 
Groins mueſt be fomented, a warm ſponge beiny firſt d:pp:dtherein, and then ſyuecqed out, and jo 
laid on, and held to the parts aforeſaid. 


For the greater mollifying, the DecoCtion may be made in Water and ſweet Oyl, or in the Broth 
made ofa Werhers Guts. 


There may alſo be added rothe Decodction, that ic may become more powerful, the Roots of Brio- 
ny and wild Cucumers ; for we mult begin with the milder, and proceed to the {tronger by De- 
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ces. 
n Of che ſame Decoction ( augmenting the quantiry of the Simples ) may a Bath be made for the 


Patient to fit 1n, which us very effcctual in this Cate, and more powerful than a Fomen- + 


(acIOn. 


Alio frequent Clyſters and Injections into the Womb, are to be made of the ſame Decodtion, 
whereunto the Oyls of Lillies, Chamomel, or {weert Almonds may be added. 

Take of theOyl of Lillies, and ſvoeet Almonds, of each three ounces : Mucilage of Fenugreek, 
ſeed extracted with white Wine one ounce : Hens, Gooſes, and Ducks Fat, of each one ounce and 
anbalf : new Butter and Hogs Greaſe, of each two ounces : Wax and Turpentine as much as 
ſhal ſuffice. Make all into an Oyntment. 


Thus which follows, is approved 1nal hard Swellings, being deſcribed by Rhaſir in his Seventh 
Book, dedicated to King Almanſor. 

Take Bdellinm, Ammoniacum, Galbanim, of each equal quantities : Beat them in a Morter 
with Oyl of Ben, and of Lalltes ; then add the *MHucilages of Fenugreek Seed, Lin-ſeed, and Figs, 
meqeal quantities. *Make all into an Oyntment. 

Ot the tame Macterials, adding Wax, may a moſt effectual Plaifter be made, co be applied co the 
Region otche Womb, boch beiore and behund. Or a Flailter may be apphed made of Emplaſtrunt 
Dicbylum treatum. | 

A Caraplalm cr Pultifs may be made of whar remains after the DecoCtion aforeſaid, being beateri 
and torced chrough an Hair Searce, adding of the meal of Lin-lecd and Fenugreek teed, of each an 
ounce : fix Figs : two drams of Orice Root : half a dram of Saffron : Hens Greate, and Oyl of 
iweet Almonds, ofeach a ſufficient quantity. Make oft ala Pulcils. 

The Bicumenous clay caken our ot srimſtone Baths, and ſuch as are Birumenous, is profitably ap= 
phiedasa Caraplaim. | 

The Fume ot che Stone called Pyrites [| char is, the Marchaſice, or Fire-ſtone ] being made red 
hor, andquenched in V inegar, is by Galen wondertully extolled tor diſſolving all ftony bard Swel- 
lings, ſo that ic works like a Charm. In the ſaid Vinegar, Savory and Pellcory may be boyled : 
but care mult be had, leſt your Lapis Pyrites prove to be the Stone called Phembarins, or the Lead=- 
ſtone, which would do very much hurc. 

Funally, All the Medicines, as wel internal as external, which were before deſcribed in our Cure 
of the hard Swellings of che Liver and Spleen, may alſo be uleful in chiscale. | 

Yer muſt theſe Medicaments in the whol courte of the Cure be moderated and accommodated 
with che greateſt judgment and diſcretion imaginable, left the hard Swelling become harder ; oc 
( which is much worte ) degenerate intoa Cancer, Whichat Praftirioners fear, when Medicaments 
are unwarily adminiſtred for a long tune cogether : 1o that ic is better ſomcimes to paule, and give or 
apply nothing, that we may mark what good is done by the former applications. For ic is vain ſtris 
r1g, wacn the Swelling ( having luſt al fence of feeling) hath puc on the Natwe ofa ſtone. 
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Cancer isa hard Swelling of the Body or Neck of the Womb, which reſiſts the couch, ang 
A cauierh a moſt vehement pain, as it wete pricking and curring the parc affected. 

Iris cauſed by black Choller gathered in char part,or by reaton of a Scurhus,or {encelels hard tumgy 
il cured, which ealily turns into a Cancer, elpecially in chis parc ot the Body, by reaſon of the copi- 
ous aux of blood, which being re:ained in thoſe Veins which are argh unto the Scirrhus, and nor

nant diſpo;irion. 

Ic 5 codiaxcily reckoned to be of ewo forts, Ulcerate, and not Ulcerate. 

So long as the Morbifick matter is of leffer Acrimonay and Malignity, it cauſeth a Cancer not ulce- 
raced ; buc when ic grows more ſharp by putretaCtion or aduſtion, 1t dxth exulcerate the cutmor, and 

odnceanulcerated Cancer. 

The Diſeaſe may eaſily be known by the definition propounded ; for ifan hard Tumor reſiſti 
the couch, be felc in che Body of che Womb, or ics Neck, cauſing a pr icking and cutting pain, wemay 

onounce boldly that it is a Cancer, Yect it 1s more evidently diltinguuthed by the eye=iight, when 
it may be ſeen asinthe Neck of the Womb it may be, with help ota Womb-per!pective Inſtrument ; 
for we thal tce an uneven and bunching (welling, Lead-colored or black, compatled abc ut with cer» 
tain branches ot Veuns, as ic were with roots; bur it uc be ulceraced, it {ends torch a certain blood- 
watry quittor or matter, which is yellow or black, and finking, and forarimes blaod, by corroiton of 
the Veins which paſs through chat parr, ſomeumes 1n tuch quantity that the Patient incurs danger of 
death. Hereunto is added a {mal Feaver, unquicmnets, Stomach-ſicknets, an hear in, and about the 
Water-Gate, bc. : 

By way of Prognoſtrcation, we can only ſay thus much, That a Cancer 1s incurable, be ic ulcera» 
red or nor ulcerated. Which as it 1s true of al Cancers, not excepting thoſe in the outer parts of the 

, much mores it ofa Cancer inthe Womb, by reaſon of that perpetual Common-ſhore of Ex- 
crements which flows into the parc. 
ing then a perfett Cure cannot be hoped for, we muſt content our ſelves with ſucha Cure as is 
called Palliative. The icope whereof 1s, to hinder a not ulceraced Cancer from ulcerating, and an 
exulcerated Cancer from becoming moreexulcerate : and in both to allay and remper the extremity 
of the pain. Which muſt be done, tirſt by univerial Purgarions of the whol Body, and by other Me- 
dicines which may qualitie and evacuace che black Chollerick, and Melanchollicix blood, and hinder 
the further generatiou thereof. 1n the number of which are, bleeding in che Acm, Ancile, and He- 
morrhoid Veins 3 Potions, Apozems, Juleps, Broths, Milk, Whey, cold Mineral Waters, and ſuch 
like Remediesas theie uſually preicribed by Pradtirioners tor the Cure of al Cancers in whac patr of 
the Body foever. Andeipccially Purgations nauſt be trequencly xeiterared, that the antecedetit mat- 
er of a Cancer may be abated. 

And then ourward Remedies are to be uſed, ſuch as are moderately cool and afſtringent, without 
any corroſive or biring quality 3 chey are commonly applied un torm of Lrnunencs or Oyntmencs. 
The beſt are made afrer chis manner : 

Take Oyl of 'Myrtles and Roſes, of each two o:mces : Fayce of Nightfſhade and Houſlzek,, of 
each one ounce. Stir all together in a Leaden Morter. with a Leaden Teſtle, until they grow black; 
then add Litharge of Silver, and Ceruſs, both waſhed in Scabious ater, of each two drams: 
Campbire tengraims. Make allmto an Oyntment, with which let the part affetted, be ſmeared 
three or four times a day. Or, 

Take Oyl of Egg-yolks, and of Roſes, of each one ounce and an half : Sugar of Lead one dram. 
Stir them together in a Leaden morter till therr co/or change. 

This following purs down al the re{t, whecewich Swellngs of the Dugs which have been accounted 
Cancerous, have beea perfectly cured. 

Take Egeg-yolks Oyl two ounces : Fuyce of Nightſhade and Veronica or Houſleek,, of each hal 
an.ounce : Ruick:ſabver not klled two drams. Stir chem luſtily together in a leaden morter, wi 
a leaden peſtle, till rhey become thickas an Oyntment. 

The toreſaid Oyntmesrs are to be conveyed unto che womb upon longrtents, or upon wax Candles, 
woundin Linnen. Bur Injections may much more ealily be conveyed uito the Womb. They are 
compounded on chis manner : ; 

lake Barley Water half a pint : Nzghtſhade and Plantane IVater, of each treo ounces : Water 
of Houſleek, ons ounce : white Troches of Rhatis two drams : Swegar of Lead one dram. Make of 
all an Injettion. 


Ifpain be very vehement, add co four ounces of the Injeion, one ounce of Syrup of Poppin.

Which Decoition way allo frequently be injected inco the worab, and it wil become cuch more et- i 
fedtual, if ic ſhal be wel wrought abour ina Leaden morter, or a dram of the Sugar of Lead be added 1

"— Among Specifick Remedies, Frogs are conumended, being waſhed ar:d boyled, and laid on as a Pul- | 
tiſs, ot cheir Broch beinguled as an Injection: Allo the Decoction, or juyce of River Crabs, inze- 
ed inco the womb, As allo Herb Roberc uied inwardly or our wardly. 

If the Cancer be ulcerated; the Dole of Minerals nwſt be augmented in the foreſaid Liniments, and 

to chemche aſhes ot River Crabs may protitably be added. And with the Injedtions, the white Lro- 
ches of Rbaſis may be mingled, and Bacley Water wich che Materials of the toreſaid lvjection. 

If pain be very urgent, Fomentations of Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Water-Lillies, Poppy, Hen- 

bane, Green Coriander, Dil, Fleawort ieeds, Milk, Saffron, and the like, areco be wied ar convenieng 
leaſonsz or Pulcules made of themareto be apphed. And of cheir Decoftions, Injefions, and | 
Bachs to {it in, may be provided. | 

Yet wilnot al cheſe Medicamencs ſomrimes ſerve turn to pacihe a moſt cruel pain, which ſomtimes | 
wes che Patient neither relt nor fleep.

[c often follows an Intlamation, Impolthume, Uker, or Cancer il cured, when the vital heac of 4 
the part, is choaked or deftroyed. Ir 1s choaked in great Inflamations, when more blood flows in 
than che Nacural heat ofthe parc can digett, or cruzg.inco Marter, It is Q*itruyed, echer by a cofd di- 
ſtemper excinguithing it, or by an hot one, dyjipating and reloiving the tame. 
A beginning Gangrene 1s known by an unuſual heat telc inthe part, a horror and trembling ſeizes |

Wierus allo relates in his Obſervations, That he cured a woman of rwenty five yeers of age, who 
7 
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in the hocreſt of che Dog-daies, hada certain little bunch growing in her Water-Gate. Whereunts 
an unkkilful Chyrurgion applying Pulcitſes that were nor proper, within a few dater, all that pare 
began to purrehe, grow black and dead, and che Diſeale paſt on wich incredible fwiftnels cowards the 
Gate. And Wierws undercook the Cure after this Method : Firft, he {quirted pood ſtore of 
the Rave of Nighrſhade and Plantane with a Syringe inco both the Paſlages three or four times a 
day ; berween which times, he applyco a bolſter wet with che foreiaid Juyces, Vuegar bei 
mixed therewith ; which growing dry was wet again with rhe fame Liquor. And in this courle 
of reiterated Application he continued t1] the fervent heat was quenched, and che purrefation 
toceaſe, She took in the mean whale, chrice every day a Potion, of the DeceCtion ot Sorrel, Scabious 
Burner, Damask Prunes, che cops of Borrage and Bugloſs, Marigold flowers, with Water, Supar, 
and Vinegar, made in che manner ofa long, acid, or ſharp Syrup. Her Diet was ſpare, bur coo 
and tart, to prevent putrefaction. On the third day, the fury of theburning heat, and of the py- 
trefaction, was abared. Whereupon he commanded the black and dead fleſh ro be drawn or pl 
out with a little Forceps [| Chyrurgions Inſtrument, like Tongs or Pincers') and ſeparated round 
abour from the live fleſh, without any pain, and foto be cur off. Then he conſumed the reliques e- 
ven tothe live fleſh wich the Oyncment called Agyptiacrem. And proceededto cicatrize, or bringir 
roa Scar, after the ſame manner which 1s uſed mn other Ulcers. 
Inthe whol courſe of the Cure, care muſt be had to ſtrengrhen the Heart, both by things given in 
and applied ourwardly : Likewiſe Emolliem, Clenſ(ing, and Ref:1gerating Clyſters, are trequently 
ro be given, which do much help che part affected, by realon of Neignbor-hood. 


Chap. 12. Of theWombs Wind and IWater-Swelling, 
or Dropſie, 


Gb Inflation or blowing up of the Womb wuh Wind, and its Dropſie, are by Writers confoun- 

ded or jumbled cogether ; ſothat they call the Inflation, a Dropite coming of wind ; whereas 
the Dropſie properly 10 called 1s —_ by a watery Humor, Yet are they diſtinguiſhed, and 
there isa certain up ofthe Womb with wind, tuddenly ruſhing i, and ftrerching the ſame, 
and cauſing vehementpain, as 1n che Chollick ; which becaute it continues nor, bur is foon difcufled, 
it deſerves not the name of a Dropiie z and ſuch a putting up is often teen in Hyſterical women which 
have the Womb-fres. mY | 

There is therefore co be reckoned a two-fold Dropſie of the Womb ; one from Wind, which is 
like thac ſort of elly-droplic which is termed Tympanitzs, or the Drum-belly Droptie : ariather a= 
riſing from a wheyuh Humor, anſwering to the Dropie of the Belly, called Aſcites, that is, the 
Boccle-belly Droplie : Some adda third fort, antwering to the chird fort oft Belly-Drophes, called 
from itscauſe, Lexcophlegmatia, that is, whue- tlegin _— which 1s fe}dom {een in the courle of 
Praftice, Yet Lhave ſeena Genclewoman, which 1n one day voided (uch plenty of thick tiegm eur 
ot her womb, as might weigh probably ſ1x or leven x8 weighc : which tlegn long recained, might 
doublets bave cauied in her, a Dropſie ot the worn. 

Windand water cauſing a Drophie of the Womb, are contained 'eicher within the *Cavity of che 
Womb, or 1n ics Membranes, or in certain bladders. Touching the Cavicy of the V Vomb, ic is 
ſoamwhat doubted how Wind and Humors can be contained therein, fecing chere 15{0eatie a Paſſage 
through the Neck and Mouth of the VVomb. Woe antwer, The inner Oritice or Mouth of the 
V'Vomb, may be cloſed up divers waies 3 either by thick tlegm ſticking faſt thereunro, aud growing 
hard, or by a Scirchus, or ſome other caule. Mercatus conceives, That a {notty kind of tlegi is vor 
ded by the mouthes of choſe Veins which are ordained for the monthly Furgations, and that ofthe 
ſaid ſnotry tlegma skin is framed, which covers all the inner {urtace ofthe V Vomb, within which chin 
skin, the wheyiſh and windy Marter is contained. Buc Ferneliys thinks, That water may be contai- 
ned in che womb, without any thing amiſs in ics mouth, bur barely by irs conſtriftion or purling of 
at ſelf cogether. All theſe forts are co be allowed of, and may be confirmed by divers Ex- 


amples. 

Hina fixſt ofall, Examples of V Vinds contained in the V Vomb-Cavity, are recited by Sennertws, 
inthe Fourth Book ef his Practice, Part 1. Sect. 2. Chap. 10, The firſt is caken out of Valeſcus 
de Taranta, touching a certain Jewiſh woman of Liſbor, who taking her ſelf robe with Child, when 
ſhe expected to be delivered, a great quantity of wind came away, and fo her womb was brought 
down again. The Second is taken our of *Mathiolus de Gradt, who relates the ſame thing co have be- 
fallen his own wife. And other Examples taken out of Vodoneus, Thadens Drimys, and other 
V'Vricers, do teſtifie the like Caſes 3 and we ſee che ſame often in che courle of our Prattice. Where- 
unto may be addeda Hiſtory, which we ſhall in the Cure relate our of Solenander, of a woman oo 
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by means ofa Fumigation made of Nutmegs, let wind fly our of her Womb, which gavea report hike 
iſtol. 

pad Examples of Water contained in the Wombare propounded by the ſaid Sennertys, out 0 
Rhaſis, who law a woman out of whoſe Womb there flowed twenty tive Coti!a's of water, 
which is a Meaſure not uſed with us, containing about halt an Ale Pint. Allo our of 
Facobus de Partibus, and Dodoneus, who relate tuch a like Story, And Veſalivs Ditiected 
or Anatomized a woman, in the hollownels of whole womb, were tound above 'rxty Arjbiers Meas 
fares of water, each Meature containing three pints, and the mouth ot her womb was grown to a 
wonderful hat dnels. 

And that water is ſomtimes contained 1m the womb in bladders, many Authors do reftifte,who have 
ſeen examples thereot in tome women, who voided tuch bladders tul of water trom rhew wonibs ; a- 
mong thereſt Aetins,Valeriola,Chr! ſtopherus a Vega, Mercatus,Platerus,and Fubricis Hildans. 

Somtimes alſo women with Child have a Drophie at the ſame cime itn chen wombs, 2 Fabricius 
Hildanus relates of his own wife, whole Belly was {welled ro a monſtrous greatnels;, and at the 
time of her delivery, ſhe voided firſt of all, exghreen pints of wacer , and halt an houratter, niac prats 
more z andat laſt ſhe was deliver=d of a Boy, ſtrong and healthy. The bke cate we lind in Srl; ws, 
buc with a contrary event, concerning a woinan, who being delivered of a hiving Child, cor imued thi 
big-bellied, and her belly growing ſti] greater and greater, thedied ot x, and her wo:ub being opened, 
agreat quantity of water was tound therein. 

Finally, Ferneliss hath an. Example, in the ſixth Book of Diſeaſes, Chap. 15. of water retai- 
red in che womb, only by reaſon of che cloſe thucring of che mouth of the womb, without any ocher 
faulc cherein. The ſtory 15 of a woman chat had a Droplie in her womb, who as often as the had 
her monthly Purgarions, voided al her warry Excrements our ot her womb, filling fix or eight Batons 
vitha very hot yellowiſh water, til the ſwelling of her belly was wholly abated. The nexc monch 
the like redundancy of watry Excrements being collected, was 1 like manner evacuated. 

The immediate Caule of the windy and watry Swelling ot che womb, is che weaknels of Natural 
hear, reſiding in the Liver or Spleen ; and from thole pares, wind, tlegm, or wheyith humors are 
tran{micced into the womb z or the weaknels is in che womb ut felt, whereby che {aid Excremencs 
ue therern collected and heaped rogether. 

And the Caufes which weaken Nacural heat, either dicely, or by accidenc, are very many, and 
the chiet are, of thoſe things which are collected by Phyſicians, Res non Naturales, chings nor Na- 
rural. So, cold air, elpecully after Child-birth, heedlefsly recerved inrothe womb, 1s a molt effe- 
ual cauſe of this nfirmicy. Allo cold Air untcaſonably received when che Courtes ttow, and go- 
ng frequently into cold water, or padling in the tame, eſpecially during the {aid flux, 1s a caulc 
thereot. So 1s much ule of cold Meats, or windy, as fruics, Herbs, Beans, and Peaſe, andlikewile of 
Vinegar : Cold water plentifully and unfeafonably drunk down, long and deep ſleep, paintul chil- 
dingand abortion eſpecially if ir often happen, immoderate flux of the Courſes, exhauſting che 
Natural heat, or theu kuppreſſion choaking the fame. Add to theſe, the proper Ditcaſes ot the 
womb,as ſwellings, ulcers,and ſuch like, which do refolve che hear of the part 3 orelte ſhuc the mourh 
otche womb, and hinder the egreis of Menſtrual blood, and excrementitions humors. 

In the Ditcovery of this Diſeale, many things are co be conlidered : 

Fuſt, How this particular Droplie of the womb, may be known and diſtinguiſhed from that of 

the whol Body ? 

Secondly, How the ſeveral ſorts ofthis Womb-Dropſie may be difcerned, as whether ic come 

from wind, from wheyiſh Humors, or trom tlegm ? 

Thirdly, Whether it procecd primarily from ſome infirmicy of the womb, or by faulc of ſome 0- 

ther parts of the Body ? 

Fourthly, Whether che Matter offending be contained in the Cavity of the womb, or berween 

_ - tsMembranes, or in certain Bladders ? 
Fitchly, How to diſtinguiſh ic from other Tumors of the womb ? 
Sixthly, How from being great with Child ? 
Seventhly, How it may be known from a Mole ? 


As forthe Fuſt Queſtion. lc is diſtinguiſhed from an Univerſal Dropſie of the Belly, in that che 
Womb-Droplie twelschietly the lower part of the Belly ; whereas the univerial Droplie diſtends 
equally che whol Belly in all che parts thereof. in, In the Womb-Droplie, palenels and falling 


away ot che tleth of the whol body, are not 1o ſoon diſcerned as in theuniverlal Droplie, in which al- 
ſo for che molt par, there is evidenc thirſt and drineſs of the rongue,which are not tound un the wombe 


Droplie, in whichal other Sympromes are likewiſe far more gentle, chan is uſual inthe univerſal 
Droplie. In a word, Inche Womb-droplie, ſome wind breaks out of the womb by tits ; or a litele 
Water comes away,which cvidencly declaze, that wind or water are contaurcd inthe womb, 


To 
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To the ſecond Queſtion we Antwer thus. That the ſorts of Womb-Droplies may be know: 
f:om one another acer this manner. It itarite'irom wind, the lower part of the belly being ſhui 
vveatound the belly isatflitted with prickmg paines, Which reach foriitures as tar as the Yigric 
Stomach, Loyns, and other paits 3 ſomrimes wind breakes evidently out of tlie neck of the Wormb, 
Likewifte, women often feel their Wombs rileing like a Globe rowards thou fromachs. Somme 
cheir breath 15 ſhort and the ſick woman when the awakes our of tleep, otrenrunes is much troubled 
to terch her wind. Aticer all meat anddiink whatever, they are worte. They often belch, and 
their belchinge give chem eaſe. They are oft troubled with Womb tits or iuffocation of the Morker, 
So:ntimes they are pamed below the navel, fo as they eannor endure to be rouched. Thole Signs 
do allo appear in the Intiationor Blowing up of the Womb with wind, which difters from this Dijeate 
(as was 1aid beſoic) ouly in this, that the [riflation 1s of leis durance, bur a Dropiie of wind cons 
tinues a far longe: time, 

But if the Wombs Droplie ariſe from a wheyiſh Humor, the Region thereof appeares iolt ard 
fagcgy ; whereas wind ftretches it ſit: there 1sa greater heavinels in the pait anda noy te as of water 
Howing this way and that way : ſome water now and then drops from the Privity. And (ir. ly 
ifitarue from tlegn, the fottne!s and flaggineis of the part willbe yer greater, «nd encicuic iluly 
more and more ; and the bordering parts, as all under the Navel, tj.e tv; parts, the ipace butiwern 
the Privity & Fundament, with the Loynes,will be {een co {well with a Phlemarick kind ©. Sw*llng, 

To the Thud Queſtion we antwer chus. Ifthere be apparent tokers of che whol Gud:es Y.rg 
milaffecred, as by acute or Jong fteavers, unmoderate tluxes of blood, gireveus diftil ations rom 
the Head, Weaknefles of the ſtomach : ifwellings of the Spleen or Liver and other ifubborn 
Diſeales of thote parts, with which the Wombes Droplie began, er.creatinng a5 rey £1 cLeate, 1 
will be more than an even lay, that the Womb recerves the matter uf it's Uropue tro tho parts op 
yay of a flux of Rhewm., But if this Womb-twelling happen, when the whol Body i* it y 66 
heakth,and do jucceed particular ditcales of the Womb, 1uch as are hard I cavelsin Chuld-birth, Soy 
preſſions of the monthly courles, or over great flux thereof, Ulcers, Chollerick, or Melanehoi'ck, cr 
hard Twnors, we may conjecture, that the Wowbes-Droplie doth Cepend upon thote parricuiet 
diſpolitions, and that the matter cauling the ſaid Tumor, 1 gathered together un che Wenb i; 
telt, by means of us inability perfectly ro digeft ard aflmilace irs nutrients, 

To the tourth Quettzon, we may Antwer by ſaying, Ihat the Matter which is contained in the 
cavity of the Womb, doth makea much larger Swelluig, than when ic is coutained in bladder. 
Apain, when ut proceeds from a whey ith humor, a greater fluctuation of the water is percened 
chan when it is concained in bladders. And if to be, little bladders full of water be voided out ct 
the Womb, it's a moſt cercaine ftign, that the Humour is contained in the lictle bladders. 

Tothefirft Queſtion we muſt Aniwer ; chat che Wombs-Drophie is Differenced from Tumors 
of blood or Choller, ariling inthe Womb : becaule 1n tuch Tumors or Swellings there isa teaver and 
a pain which is encrealed by the leaft touch; allo the Intlamation reaching even to the parts of 
Generation. And it1s diſtunguithed trom Scicrhous and Cancerous Swellings, becaulc in; u there 
15 no ſuch great Hardnels, which can refift che unpreſlion of the Finger, bur it rather gives way, 
and pitts. | 

Too the Sixth Quare wee ſay : Whena woman is big with Child, the Swelling is nor foeven ard 
deprefied, bur it 15 tharp, buncheth our, and teems greater abour che navel than el(where, 
Secondly, In Greatnels with Child, atrer ſome. months, women are tor the moſt parc touwic

diſtinguiſhed trom the moving of a Child, which is moreeven, and is wont tobe perceived in diyzrs 
parts of the Belly. Fourthly, In Greatuels of Child, the womans Duggs twell ; bur in che Dropie 
they are extenuated and become ſmaller. 

To the jeventh Quzre we Anſwer, that in a Mole, women tind a kind of Heavineſs um their 
VVombs, whichthey feelnot in the V Vomb-Droplie 3 and when they lic on the one of their 1:dcs, 
they precerve the weight co roul like a ſtone to that ide, Again, in the Mole, violent thux of Cow its 
comes by fits, namely, every chard or tourth month z which happens not un the. V Vomb- Dropiic. 
Laſtly, un cafe of a Mole, the Duggs ſwell, and ſfointumes have milk 3 in the VVomb-Droplie, 
quite Contrary. 

As touching the Prognoſticks of this Diſeaſe. A {imple Inflation or putiing up of the womb with 
wind, becaulc it laſts not, is without danger. Yer it not quickly cured it may grow £04 true 
Dropiie. 

A Womb-Droplie cauled by a good condicioned Humor void of putrefattion, is wont t9 uy 

ong 
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long Diſeaſe ; yer may ir in proceſs of time be cured, yea ſomrimes, the water flows of its own accord 
our of the won, and the Parienr recovers her healch. = 

- Buc if the Humor be malignant, ſharp, or putrid, which is known by che grievous Symptomes fol- 
{owing 3 the Dileaſe is Cangerous, and tor the oſt part deadly : For it che Diieate depend upon 
fome private Diſeaſe of the Womb, it berokensa pertect ruine of che nacwgal Funttions &f that parr ;, 
whence follows ac laſt an univerlal Droplie ofthe whol Body. Buc it the Worrb ſuffer by confere 
of orher parts, viz. of the Liver, Splecn, or Stomach, the Miſchiet wil be the greater, and ruine is 
thereby threatned to the whol Body. Hence it was well {aid of Aetivs, Such as 13a woirans worab, 
ſuch for the moſt part, is the reſt of her body, 

If wind or water be contained in the Cavity of the womb, it is more cafily cured than if it be ſhure 
wichin lictle sKins or bladders. 

The Cure of this Duteaſe is performed almoſt by the ſame Remedies which have been propounded 
to cure che Dropſie and Greer-ficknels. Whereunto ſome things more preper!; belongiug to this 
dilcale muſt be added. And in the tirft place concerning Blood-letring ; in the Diteate, veing new, 
proceeding from a {upprefiion of the Courles and trom tome Plenicude till appearing , blood-1cr- 
ring may be convenienc ; otherwile it wil hurt, iceing natural heat is exceedingly weakened and di- 
minithed 3 and ſtubborn Obſtcuctions cauled by a cold Humor, do cau.e tear of an Univerſal 
Droplie. 

Bar Purging isalcogether neceſlary, and muſt be often reiterated, as we ordered in the forenamed 
Dilcaſes. 

After ſufficient Purgation, Openers, Diurericks, and ſuch chings as move che Courſes, are co be 
given, fuch as are deſcribed in the places atorelaid. Utro which, cheie following may be 
added 


Take Roots of Smallage, and of Madder, of each half an ounce : tbe Leaves of Savin, Fea- 
werfew, Penyroyal, of each one pugil : Carrots ſeeds one dram. PBoyl allm the Broth of a yong 
Fidgeon, and let ber drink the ſtrained Liquor divers dates together. 

Before the drink of che Broth, let her twallow one ot che following Pills. 
"Take of the beſt Caſiorerm, *Hurrh, *Madder, of each balf a dram: Saffron twenty grains. 
With Fuyce of Lemmons make all into nine Pills. 

After which Medicaments the Patienc mult exerciſe her (elf ftoutly, by which means, not only 
che Excrements bred in che 2owels, and che whol compats of the Body, may by afliſtance of Heat be 
dilipated ; bur all which is contained inthe womb, may be voided ouc, the biadders being broken by 
violence of the Exercue. I . 

If the woman ds cafily vornit, ſomthing may be profitably given her twice in a week to that end 3 
by which means, not only che Humors which were wone to tlow unto the womb, will be recalled, 
and brought forth 3 bur the torelaid bladders ſticking in the womb, and tome contamng a watry 
Humor, happily may be broken by che vehement morion and agication, whereupon the Humor ot 
fending wil be voided. 

Ry ditcuis the taid Humor contained in the womb, che following Bolus, or Morſe], will be moft 
effectual. | 

Take of Mineral Borax half a dram : Saffron twenty grains : With Fuyce of Savin, make all 
intoa Morſel. Lett be taken twice in a week, 

Sweat-drivers are ikewile very profitable in this diſeaſe, for by chem, whey ith and flegmatick hu- 
mors, wherh<r in the womb, or the whol body, are ditcufled and evacuared. 

In themean whule, che inbred hear otche Sromach muſt be ſkaenchened both with chings given in, 
and outwatdly appiied, deicribed in the Cures of the diſeaſes of char Parr. 

And ourwardly, Medicues muſt be applied to ſtrengthen the womb, and to diſcuſs che Humots 
contained therein. 

And inthe fir{t place, Fomentations and Baths to ſit in,may be made of a Decodtion of Briony roocs, 
wild Cucuner,the leavs of Daneworc or Dwarf-Elder,Mercury,Elder,Origanum,Calaminth, Worm- 
wood, Rue, Sage, Marjoram, Time, Bay, Penyroyal, Mugwort ; Seeds of broom, Carrors, Cummin, 
Ann's, Fennel, Kerries of the Bay and Juniper Tree ; Flowers of Chamomel, Meliloc, and Rotema= 
ry. Ot which, lictlebags may likewiſe be made, boyled in white Wine. Or the tforetazd lngredients, 
or ſome ot them, may be boy i2d in the Lye made ot che athes of Vine-boughs. | 

| Andthar the fore{aid Fomentations may work the beccer, they are co be applicd before and be- 
hind : andthe fick woman ought to tweat, if ſhe can, in herbed, or in a >tove convemencly prepa= 
red. Which likewiſe may be procured by help ot a Bathing Tub. 

Ina windy Dropiie, dry Fomentations wilt be more protitable, with bags of Miler, Sake, Cummin- 

ſeed, ard Eran tryed in apan and beſprinkled with Wine. 

Atter Fomencacion let her Belly from the Navel downward, be anoinced wich Nard Oyl; Oyt of 
Dill, OylotKue, Wormwood, and Southernyood, Which Oyls, itdzawn out by Chymical Arr, 
they wil be much more effectual, Ll} Airer 
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After UnGion, lay ona Plaifter of Bay-berries, or a Pulciſs of Cows and Sheeps Dung, with 
Sceds of Sinz!lage, Parily, and Cumman, as al'& Honey boyled therewnh. 

Tothe fame purpoſe the Skin of a Sheep newly killed is commended, ſprinkled wich warm Ca» 
nary Sack, and lard warm upon the Belly. 

Clyſters are frequently be given, made of the DecoCtion of Wormwood, Origanum, Penyroyal, 
Rue, Cenaury, and che like : Or of the Oylot Rue, Nuts, and Dill, with white Wine, Hypeacr 
or Muskadine. In which Clyſters diifolve BenediFa Laxativa, Hiera Diacolocyntbidos, Tere- 
binthinam, ConteCtion of Bay-berries, Rolemary-flower Honey, and the like. | 

Inzettions into the womb may be very profitable co evacuate the Humors contained therein, being 
compounded after this manner : 

Take HKoots of Aiarabacca three drams : Leaves of Penyroyal, Calaminth, of each balf a 
handful : Savin a pugi! : Mechoacan a dram: Annis ſeed, Cummain ſeed, of each half a dram, 
Boyl all, and in fix ounces of the ſtrained Liquor, diſſobve an ounce of Oyl of Orice, and as much of 
Elder Oyt, and make thereof an Inje10n. 

Tothe ſame end may Peilaries be made, thus : 

Take Coloquintida and Mechoacan, of each one dram : Sal Nitre ten grains : boyled Honey ag 
mich as ſhall ſuffice.

Take Elaterum half a dram : bruiſed Figs as much as ſhall be requiſite. Dake them into & 
Peſſary. 
hen the Swelling of the womb proceeds from wind, a Funugacion of Nutmeps is very helpful, 
being commended by Solenander, in theie words : A is 01man newly out of Chiid-bed, expoſmng ber 
ſelf over ſoon to the wind and air, fell into :n/ufferable pains, nzither could ſhe jind any belp At 
laſt comes an old well experienced -.\lidwife, andcalls jor three Nuttmegr groſly poudered. Then 
ſhe put an Earthen pan with bot Coa!s under the woman, and ſprinkled the pouder of Nuttmegs up- 
on the Coals, ſo placing the pan, thatthe woman mig! recerve the ſmoakthrough afunnel 110 her 
won:b by the Water-Gate. At the ſame tune fhe was ſmoaked above with the ſame Fume : Which 
when it bad penetrazed into her body, the woman preſently cries out, I muſt needs go to jtool: which 
ſhe bad hardly ſpoken, bu: a fiq%ing and ſound vas beard, ſuch as is made when Gun-poucder is fired 
being ſhut in a narrow box : &bich wind beingex>elled, the woman was perſettly vwell in a momens. 
Being adviſed by this Experiment, bavingupon like occaſion uſed the like Remedy, I bave very of- 
tenfound :t to do much good. 

In the tame cafe, Cupping-Glaſles with much flame, is profitably ſcr upon the Navel, for it ex- 
cellencly ditpels wud. # 

Itche Diteaie come from Humors, Iſſues are to be made in the Thighs, that by thoſe Fountains 
the filch of the womb may be by litcle and liccle drained our. 

Brumnſtone and Nitcous Baths are commended likewue by many, both codrink, and to be waſhed 
in z provided there be no great heat of che Liver or whol Body, conzoyned with this Dilcaſe. 

For the pain oi the womb, which 1s frequently croubletom in this Diſeaſe, Amatas Luſitanus 
commends the water or DecoCtion of Chamomel flowers, given co the quantity of tour or tive 
OUNCES. 

And finally, Ifche Inflation or puffing up of che womb happen after Child-birth, there wil need 
no orher Purgacion than that by che womb : Which if it find any huiderance, it muſt be helped for- 
wards by drawing Pellaries, and by Cupping-Glafles faſtened ro the Thighs, and by other Medicines 
deicribed in our + hapter ot Suppreflion of Courles. And it there be wind, the Furugaczon made 
of Nutmegatorelaid, will be mutt {eatouable. 


Chap. 1. Of the falling down of the Womb. 


Hen the womb loſerh irs Natural Scicuation, and fals rowards the Water-Garte, the Diſcaſe is 
rermed, the falling down, or ſlipping torward ot the wamb. 

Many Difterences there are ot this Duteate, differing only mw degrees : For ſomcimes only che in- 
ner neck talls down into tha Watergate : ſomrunes the whol budy of che womb tals downwards, bur 
does not appear without the Warer-Gate, wnthe chreſhold whereot appears the inner mouth of che 
wotub, in likenels of a mans Yard, or a Goole Epg with an hole in it. Ocher whiles with che botcom 
turned our, ut hangs without rhe Water-gate like a mans Cod, or au Oſtridges Egg, fave that it 1s rug- 
ged, and hach an uneven turface : and it 1s ma word, tomtuues fo relaxed, ylar it talls fo far our as £O 
reach the Patients T tughs, 
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The immediate Caule of the falling down of che womb, is the Ruprure, or Relaxation of thole 
Ligaments, which are wont to rerain it, and its Neck in their proper place. 

A Ruprure otche toretaid Liyaments may proceed trom all violenc Cauſes, as a blow, a fall, 
dancing and leaping, lifting {ome heavy burden, or caitrying the tame, violent compreflion ot che 
Abdomen, vehement Coughing which dures long , violent neezing, eipecially in Clild-bed, hard 
ftcaining to ſtool, dithculc Travel, viulenc extraction ot the Child out of the womb, or of the Atrer- 
birth ; vehement endeavor of che womb ro calt our tomwhat offentive thereunto, asa dead Child, a 
Mole, or an Atrer-birth : forth:n, accorduig to G 2ien, 11 his Third Book uf Nacural Facult ies, clie 
ſame ching berades the womb, wich 13 wont to happen ro ewo wraftlers who endeavor to throw one 
che other upon the gruund, till both tall rogerher. Kereunto add, trequent ferting of Cupping=® 
Glatſes upon the 1 highs, and very vehement agicacior; of Body, or of Mind. 

Relaxation or flackening of the Ligaments 15 cauſed hkewite by divers cauſes, as by a long-laſti np 
Cararrh, divers Crudiies, which are caft our inco the womb, as the link otthe whol Body. Whence 
it is chat wamen long troubled with the Whues, can {carce avoid this Diteale, elpecially elderly wo- 
men whuch are molt of all troubled cherewuth. Add hereunto external cawies, as OVEr=-{LEqQLent 
batching, eipecially 11 cold warer z Souchern and moſt Air, eipectally being received ito the womb 
after Child: bicth 3 n:oift Dier, much drinking 3 Idlenets, long 1leep, and all other cauſes , which 
may decreale tlegm, and caule irs tlux intothe womb. 

The Signs whereby to know thus Difeale are evident roche ſence. For the womb is found ſticking 
in che Water-gate like an Heas or Gooles Egg, or likea Clew of Thrid, with the perceiwance of a 
weizhe pre{ling upon the Vater-Gate, when che Parienc ſtands upright. And while they lit or gO 
ro tool, a vehernenc pain is felt abour the privy Parts, and che Region of Or ſacrum, or the Hanch- 
bune. If ic hang far our, che greater painand heact is felr, the ucine cones away by lictle and kecle, 
and makes che womb imart as it patferh, 

Ti Cauies procuring this Falling-dowa of the womb, may be thus diſtinguiſhed. If it proceed 
fron 1001+*15 or flacknels of the Ligaments, ut comes by little and little, hach che leis pain, and white 
Purgations have preceded, or other Caulcs moutening the womb, and relaxing the Ligaments thereof. 
Bur ir it proceed roma rome Ae the Ligaments, the pain is more vehement , and bluod tomrimes 
breais forth 3 aud wuch Cauſes have preceded which haye been able to break with violence the Liga- 
menrs. 

-s (6 the Prognoſticks belonging to this Diſeaſe. The Dileale of it ſelf is not dangerous; yer is 
it very uuliandiom and croubietom, hindering the Patient from freedom rogoand walk at will; alto 
from Gonceprtion and conventent Cx pwgation of her Courles. 

Yer may it Lontiaies occalion death, it pams, Feavers, conyullions, or other grievous Symptomes 
be jovned therewith. 

Alto the womb m this Cafe is fomrtimes corrupted through diſtemper of the Air, or by violent im- 
puliicn, and becuines Gangrznated, which necetiicates 1t to be cur off. 

The Dilcaſe icing ireth, and rhe womb coming not tar out, 15 more eaſily cured than when it is an 
old Intirmicy, and the woinb comes tar out. 

In yonger women, the womb 1s more eatily reſtored to its place than un Elderly women. 

Falling down of che womb, by reaton ot the Ligamnents being; broken, 1s incurable. 

Tocome tothe Cure. The womb is to be thrutt back into rs Nacural place, and to be detained 
there z and che faulc of ics Bands or Ligaments mutt be corrected ; It they be broken, by things thar 
doglue and iodder together ; it they be relaxed or tlackened, wich chings drying, aftringent, and 
ſtrengthening. All which may be done by the tollowing Medicaments. 

In che firſt place thererore, That che woinb may more eafily be reſtored tots place, the Guts and 
Bladier mwytt be disburdened, left prefiing the Neck ofthe womb, they ſhould hinder its reduction ; 
toral:nuch as the neck oi the womb reſts upon the ſtremght Gur, and the bladder reſts upon the neck of 
the womb, 

V Vteuthe Gucrs and Bladder are diſcharged of their Excrements, let the woman lie along upon 
her Back, wich her chighs wide atunder, and her knees drawn upwards, and let her with her hands 
thruſt her womb inwards 3 and force ic ſtill upwards ito the neck, {oas to turn it urwards as IC 
goes, Ul all srecurned wichu: the cavity of the telly which ſhould contain the womb.. Or if the 
15 107 able codo it her telf, ler her do ic by help ot the niudwite 3; orute a chick blunt ended ſtick with 
Cloaths wraptabouc ic, by which i may be torced turther into the Cavity. of the Belly, than is 
poſlible by che hauds co drive it. Or, tor tearot hurting ber Body, a Peflary may be made of Lin- 
nen Cloth otten doubled and rowled rogerher witcha ſtring tied faſt thereunco, and accommodated 
cothis {ervice of thruiting up of the womb. | 

Bur if the womb tallen trom 1s place ſhall ſwell, fo that it cannot enter into the cavity of the 
Belly, the twelling muſt in che tirtt place be removed. Andit chere be an intlamation, ſuch chings 
muſt be applyed as are tic co heal the ſame. aaa it be plown up, ſuch things muſt be uted 
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as will ditculs the inflation. Rodericys a Caſtro waſhes the {wollen womb with a Decottion of 
Beets, an4chen ſprinkles it with vineger and falc, and fo when the { welling is abated, he reducerh 
che ſame. 

The lame Rodericus a Caſtro writes, that it is very good towards reſtoring the fallen womb, 
a Phyſitian or a Chycurgion to come wath burning red hot Iron in his hand and to make as if C 
would chrult ic 1to the womb. by that means nature contracts her (elf, and the womb with her 
and any other pare char ſticks out ofthe Body. For herelates cha a certain very expert Ch Yrurgion 
did by this ſtratagem force Back a mans Gutrs, that were ready rocome out at a wound in his bell 
when cther remedies did no you For holding a great red hot Iron in his hand, the Patient look;.,? 
on, he made as if he would Clap it upon the wound. V Vich the tudden fright whereof the 
Guees were preſently drawn back into their place. 

Avenzoar in his Second Theizir, Tract 5 Chap. 4. Propounds ſome;ſuch thing as this. IWhen 
this diſeaſe (ſaith he) begins firſt to appear, the Phyſitian may gently cure the Jame. And it is 
reduced all theſe wayes, viy. by your hand If you pleaſe; and if not malg her ke on her Bac 
and let ſome Body ſit _ ber breſt, and another upon her thighes ;, and then cauſe her to be Fiehne 
putting ſome creeping Vermin upon her Leggs, ſuch az Mice, Efts, frogs and ſuch like ;, by which 
let her be ſo frighted as to endeavour to get away by drawing her Leggs and thighs upto her ; where 
by all ber Members and ber whol Body may at once be contratted : by which meanes the Womb will 
return unto its own place. 

Zacutus Luſitanus tollowing Aven5oar relatesthe following ſtory in che 66 obſervation of his 
Second Book, Coming to a woman (lates he) which had her Womb fallen down the ſpace of a year 
& anhalf,with extream bardneſs,it ſeemed very hard by reaſon of its ſtretching out to bereduced is its 
place;eſpecially ſeeing Avenzoar ſaies that this work, muſt be done b>fore the Womb be grown bard, 1 
deviſed many remedies for this di _ z aſtringent Inſeſſions, Peſſaries, Plaſters, C onfettions. 
At laſt, having wraſtled ſtoutly votth the diſeaſe, I could do no good. 1 betookmy ſelf to this ftra- 
tagem. I put Mice tied by the tailes between the womans Leggs. Which running up ber Thighs 
the woman 1s mightily frighted, and forthwith (a ſtrang thing co ſee) ber Womb 3s reduced ints its 
proper place. This done, The Plaſter againſt Rupture: being laid upon the Region of the Iomby 
and to the Groynes, ſhe remained for the time to come free from that Diſeaſe. 

Before the VVomrb be repoſed in its place, it muſt be anointed with the Mucilage of com 
Roots,or with an infuſton of Gum Tragacanth. Then are pouders cobe ſprinkled chereu n,whi

how allow of vomiting, becauſe it draws the humors intothe upper parts of the Body : and in 
thar reſpect it would be proficable, it it were nor co be feared m another regard : Namely becaule it 
is pertormed with great ſtraining, and drives che Womb downward, as muchas neezing. Yea and 
experience hath taught that nothing doch more effettually facilrace hard travel, and bring the Child 
ſooner into the light, than a Vomit given coche Childing woman, 

After {uſhicient Purgation,a DecoCtion of Guajacum t: to be given three weeks topether that every 
day the Patient may {weat in the morning. And in the Evening ler her Belly beneath the Navel be 
fomented with a Decoction of Sage, Origanum, Mar;aram, Time, Feaverfew, Tanſe, Worm- 
wood, Rue, red Roles, Cyperus Roots, Calamiur, Cypreſs Nuccs, and che like fimples boyled 
in Smythes Forge-water and redW ine. After the Fomencation, the Fumigaticn _ 
may be uted which were betore deſcribed. 

Inſtead ofa Sweat-driver, or after the uſe thereof, Bathes ariſing from Sulphurous Mines, will be 
ſingularly proticable, tuch as our Balerucan Baths z and experience hath ſhewn chac many have bin 
cured by (fuch Barthes. 

And that a woman may be ſecure that I.cr Womb fal} nor down again, which it is very apt codoz 
or if there be no hope ot a pertect cure ler her wear ſucha kind of cruſs as is called Hyppocrates his 
Girdle. Whereby women ate {foguarded and defended, thac wichour fear of the falling down of 
theur Wombes they may go abour and do their daily bulineſles ; alto their Womb is chereby defended 


from the cold. They are made almoſt after the fame manner, as truffles that ace uled againſt Rup= 
tures or Burſtennes. 


Linumenc 


Peflaries are likewiſe very profitable in deſperate Fallings down of the Womb, which ſome do 
make of a good long piece of cork covered over with Wax. Others make of Wax alone, fome 
round, others {quare, triangular, oval or any other faſhion z which are conveighed mo the 
Cavity of the Womb, andarenever caken out, but keep the Womb in its place : ſoas the women 
notwithſtanding do all their utuall enployments, conveniently are enjoyed by Men in carnal con- 
jun&1ons, do conceive, carry theie big Bellies, and bring forth. VVhich is confirmed with many 
Examples by Franciſcus Roſſetus in his Book entituled De Partu Caſareo, Set. 6. Chap. 5. 
and by Bazbine in his Appendix to Roſſetus. All which acecranſcribed word tor word by Schen= 
k:45 and Sennert, 1n thew proper Chapters, where they are co be ſeen. 


Chap. 14. Of the Womb ſhut up, or Imperforated. 


Fe. -- that have ther Wombs clofed up, are ſaid tobe unperforated, or unboared, like a Barrel 
of Beer that hath no hole to pur in a Spigor. Now chis Cloſure of the Womb is wont to be 
1 three places; viz. In che inner Mouth of the Womb, vi its Neck, and in the oucward mouth of the 
Womb next the Water-Gate. Andir is cauſed, erther um the firſt formation of che Intant, when 
{ome Membrane is drawn betore the mouth of the Womb, or its neck ; or by ſome precedenc wound 
or ulcer, which growing whol again, the parts ofthe neck of the womb, or ics lips come to be cloled 
together ; or by cumors thutting or ſtopping up the inner Orifice z or by ſome comprellion, ttreight- 


nels, or diſtortion, which hinders the mans Y axd and Secd from going in, and che Monthly Purgatt- 
ons from comung out, This 
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This Diſeaſe is in part ealie, and in part hard robe known. It thecloture or ſtoppave be in the 
ourward Orifice ofthe Privicy 4t isdiicerned by feeing & teeling. Bur it 1c be in the Neck or Mouth of 
te Womb,ic 1s not diiceriied 1] the courles beyrn to break out,orti! che pairties begin to addict then 
lelves cogeneration. For when the eime of their mont l:ly Purgarions 15 come, pains and Eripngs are 
felc in che Reoion otthe Womb at certa:n periods of times, with a (ence oft werght, yer no {lux of 
Courles tollowsz the Conjeture wii be more probable, rf the Virgin be ot a good habit of Body, no 
troubled wich any Obſtructions, or Cach-eticx dupo!tirions. Ihe Diteaſe perievering, their wombs 
ſwel, {o that Vaidens !eem £9 be with Child; and ftomr1me chew whol Body twels, which likewiſe 
ſeemsas it were black and blew throu+h the abundance oft blood. zur 1t the cloſure do polieis the 
neck of the womb, it is perceivedin che arſt Carnal Tonunctions, becaute ir doch not adit the 
Mans Y ard. > | 

Laſtly, If the Cloſure be in the Oritice or Mouth of che Womb, it is |:ardly diſcerned ; yer may ie 
be in ſomemeature perceived by the hand of a skiitul M:dwite; and it groes tome iufpition chereaf 
when the mans leed doth pretently tl1p away, as toon as it 15 calt 1m. 

As for the Prognoſtick. Ifthe Cluture be in the Ori::ce of the Privity, it iscalily cured, being 0- 

by a {light Section. Bur it it be inthe inuer parts, it is much hacder rocure. 

When the Pailage is ſtopped with a Membrane, us more e-iily cured ; bur when the cloſure is cau- 
ſed by a tlethy matter, as it happens after Ulcers, the Cure 15 note diſiicuir, 

The Clolure oi che 1ner Qritice of che Womb is incurable, beca:ilc whe laftruments or Ch, rurgis 
ry cannot be apphed to open the :ame. 

The Cure ot this Dileale, becaule it belongs chieily ro Chyrurgicy, we ſþall ditpatci1in few 
words. 

Itche Cloſure of the Womb have been cauſed in the firſt formation, it is to be opened by cut- 
ting only. The manner of which cutting us largely detcrived by Sennertys, 11 «s proper 
Chapter. 

— it the Clolure have been occaltoned by reaſon of an Ulcer, as it happens in the Whores Pox ; 
It is to be con{1deced,, wherner 1: be only an excreicence of fleſh not wholly ſtopping che pallage, or 
a perfect anden. we grow 12g topecher of the tides of che neck, or of the lips. For, if fleh only be 
grown up, endeavor inult be ied, conventent Evacuations being premiled, firſt to prohibic the en- 
creale of thac ieth by drying and dilcu'ting Medican.ents, thei ro diminiſh the (aid fleth by Medicines 
of Fcankuncenie, 6icthwort, Bark or Frankincente, Roles, Balauitmes, Maftich, Mirth, Aloes, and 
ſuch like. Whuch nor doing thedeed, we mutt come unto tuch tleſh-contumers as are leaſt painful, 
as burar Allum, *Ungientum Hgyptiacum, and fuch hke. Aud ar laſt, it this wil not coniunie the 
fleſh, it muſt be cur off round avour, withthe tam- luſtrument wherewich che tupertiuous tieth bree- 
ding inthe Note, called Po.ypus, is wont to be cur off, Bur it the neck of the womb be wholly grown 
rogecher, we muſt cry to renew the Ulcer, aud with the forela:d Medicaments toremove the tuper- 
tivous fleſh. Andit that cannvuc be, we muſt underrake to cur ir, un the very felt lame maurer, as we 
are wont to cure the natural coalition of the neck of the womb. 

If the paſſage ot the womb be ſhuc up by tome rumor, proper Remedies are to be appointed there- 
unto ; {uchas have been propounded inthe Inilamation, Scirrhus, aid <.z2ncer of the womb. 

It ir be cauled by compreilion of the neck of the womb,or ot the inner mout 1 crerot,che compreſſing 
caule is to be taken away, which may be divers, viz. Avtoue inthe Bladder, a Swelliuy in the 
ſtre-ghr Gur,Fatnels of the Caul,the Leys or Thighs diſtorted, and going a. play 3 the Cure ut whuch 
acc dents fee in their proper place. 

In ſtceigtcnels of the Pailage, which is chiefly cauſed by hardueſsor drynels, we nwft work with 
things moutte..ug emollienc, and laxative; with cachs to tit in, Fomentations, Liniments, and Pel- 
ſaries : and to when the part is relaxed, a little pipe of Lead may be pur in, or oi white wax artitici- 
ally contrived, and imeared wich Bucrer, or {ome emolkenc Oyl, Which lec her alwates carry, or at 
leatt in che tught when the goes ro bed, and in the day time. ler a Peflary conveniencly, mdz ot Cor- 
ron be pur in che place, beurg ſmeared with Oyncment of Marſh-mallows, or tuch like. 

In Diftortion, che {aiue Mechod of Cure, very neer, isto be obſerved ; and ler the pipe be ſo fra- 
med, thaT.ic may gencly boiv the contrary way tothe diſtortion 3 and 10 the neck of the womb ray by 
lictle and lutle be reduced to us due place.

His word Zarrenneſs ar Sterility, is not in this place taken in ſo ſtrict a ſence, as to ſignifie only 
a toral detect, and pertect abolition of Tonceprion z bur in a large aad ample iignt..ction, £0 
as co compreh.nd all kind of imporency, and every unpediment of Conception : namely, When a 
woman ac tuch anage un which he ought naturally co be capable ot Concepr:on, and uing the com» 
yorp 
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—— ofaman, doth not conceive. And this gefett is termed Agonia, or Atecnia, that is, Inabily 


to conceive or bear children. hee : os 
And this Barrennels of Impotency of Conception, i eauſed divert waies; all which for cleerneſs 
(as, Feniay rthuce rofour Heads, accordung to choſe tour Natural Operations which are requued 
on he Firſt of which is, That the Worgan in her Genial Embracemenes, do conveniently ceceive the 
g into her Womb. : : 
The d, That ſhe reram the ſame a convenient feaſon. 
The Third, Thar ſhe cheriſh and preferve che ſame un her Womb. 
The Fourch, That ſhe afford ficting Materiak co form the Embryo, or ficſt Conception, and duly 
bo av1gment che ſame, as need ſhall cequne. | 
Hence Four Impedimenrs of Conception do ariſe 3 viz. If the woman receive nor che Seed 3; If 
the rerein it not 5 If ſhe prejerve and cheriſh it not 3 Tf the nouriſh it not {o as it Encieate and 


PReception of the Seed is hindered by many Cauſes 3 by things Natural, things not Narural, and 
by thihgs Preternacural. Among things Natural hindering the Reception of the Sperm, in ehe ticft 
is reckoned, yongnels of Age, in which, by reaſon of che {malneis and ſtraitnets of che Genicat 
rey woman cannot receive the mans yard, or not without very great pain, which makes he 
worſe for Genial Embracements. The lame effect is cauled by over great Age, teeitig that in elderly 
Vigins, the Genital Parts, through wart of being exerciied m actions cenduig to Generation, do be 
come withered, flap, and flaggy, and fo ftrair, that they cannot atterwards eafily admit a mers 
Yard. Likewiſe, all fuch as are narutally lame, wich diſtorted Legs, and their Crupper-bune de- 
can hardly put themſelves inco fuch a convenient poſture during the genial Embracement, as 
pneceflary that che Seed may be duly and rightly received. Hereunto add over great fatneis, which 
fairs che Paſſages of che womb, and by greacnets of che Belly, hinders che right and fic Conjun+ 
Rimmof che man with the woman. And laitly, a cold diſtemper of the womb, makes wonien dixfl 
nd liftle(s, ſochar they enjoy no plzature (rofpeak of) jn che Genial Embracement, of it is lotig 
before they are provoked with delitez 10 chat the inner Orifice of the Woin:b is noe eunely enough 
to receive the Mans Sperm. ! 
rigs not Natural, Paſſions of the Mind holdche firſt rank, and eſpecially hacred between 
Manand V Viiez by means whereof, the V Voman being averle from this kind or pleature, gwes fic 
down futfcient quantity of Spirits wherewith her Genitals ovght co twel ac the inſtant of Generati= 
on, that her wonub sKipping as it were tor zoy, may meer her Husbands Sperns, gractoully and free 
receive che jame, and draw itinco its 1nnnermoſt Cavity or Cloſer, and withal bedew and iprinkle 1c 
with her own Sperm, powred forch wthat pang of Pleature, that fo by the commuxture of both, 
Conception may arte. | 
The things Preternatural which can hinder the Reception of Seed, are certain Diſeaſes incident to 
the Genital Parts, of touch as border neer upon them ; as Tumors, Ulcers,Obſiructions, Altrifkions, 
Shwcings up, Diſtorlions, Scone in the Bladder, and other fuch like. 
The Second fault in Women, which hinders Conception, viz. When the Seed is not retained, de- 
pends either upou che over great moiſture of the Womb, namely, when the womb is tilled wich 
many excremenctitious Humors, by which becomung looler avd more tlaggy chan is fir, ur doth ror 
rightly purſe and contract it {elf together,foasto retain the Sperm z or the Oritice ot the Womb is (6 
flack thar it cannot rightly contraCt ut lelfro keep 1n the Seed ; which chietly 1s cauied by Abortion, 
or hard Labor in Child-birth, whereby che fibres of the Womb are broken un pieces one trom another, 
and they, and the wmner Orifice of the Womb over much flackened. And chat tame unmodecace 
moiſture may ariſe boch trom che proper Conſtirucion of the woman, and from exrernal cauſes of 
moiſture, tuch as Baths, Idlenels, moiſt Diec, and elpecially from the Whites 3 which flux of 
Whres happen: very frequently, fince che Womb asit were. the Common-thore, whereucoall the 
parts of the Body doditcharge theur Supertluities, {o that this is wone to be the mott trequenc and 
ordinary Gauic of Barreunets. | 
The Third Cauſe hindering Conception, viz. When the Sperm us not ſuthciently nouriſhed in 
the Womb, depends upon {uch things as areapr to corrupt the Seed, as every _—_—_ of the woinb 
namely, a cold itemper, which excunpurtheth the Seed; an hoc diltemper, which du/iipares che Spt- 
rics z a moiftdiſterper, which robs the Seed of us due thicknets;z and a dry diftenuper contumes and 
drinks up the Seed : and thus the Sced being by thefe diſtempers corrupted and degraded irom us 
natural Conſtirucion, becomes untic for Conception. To thele Caules, Aurhors uo add W uch- 
ccatrs, and Charms,. by which all cchte(s that Conception may be hindered. Lixewue exierngl 
things, as Meats and Foylons may dbas much, ſuch as are reckoned up by Authors, viz. Aruong 
Mears, V incgar, Mine, Warer-Crelles, Beans, and tuch like: and among, Poyious, or at leait tuch 
thimgs as have a ceprguu yenemous propetty cauling' Barreunels, The Aga. 0 Jer, We Matric - a 
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Goat or Mule, Glow-worms, Szpphires, Smaragds, andthe ike, And laſtly, Malignant and veye. 
mous Dileaſes, may — — the Seed, and render it untic tor Generation, as the Con 
ſumption, Leprous Infections, Whores-Pox, ſtinking and cancerated Ulcerg, | 

The Fourth and laſt Caule of Barrenneſs, viz. When the woman doth not 'þ convenient mac- 
cer to torm the Conceprion, and co augment the tame, depends upon a want of Seed and 
blood 3 ſoover youg women and over old, do not concerve, through want of both thoſe 7 
The Ape of a woman fit for to conceive, us commonly derermined to be trom the fourteenth to the 
fiftierh yeer of her Age. Yea, and though thoſe toreſaid Macerials are noc wanting, if yet they are 
all diſpoſed, they are not fic for Generation. Andthey may be ill diipoſed through divers difter.. 
pers, and other Diſeaſes; likewile by reaſon of bad Diet, producing none ot the beſt blood. Sow. 
men which gorge themſelves with much raw fruit, and cold imal drink, breed whey1ſh blood unfit for 
Generation. Yet we muſt needs confeſs, that ſome women have conceived who never had heir 
Courles, as may be colleCted our of the OQbleryations of dwers Authors ; yet ſo much Menſtrual blood 
was collected in choſe women, as ulech to remain over and above in ſuch as have their Courſeshough 
they had not {o much as to cauie their monthly Courſes. 

To the Cauies hicherro muſtered up, muſt be added a certain diſproportion or unſutableneſs be- 
eween the Mans Sperm, and che Womans, which makes they cannot be righcly mingled, nor conſpira 
co the Joynt-making up of an Embrion or Rudimental Intant ; though cher: be in the mean while,ng 
ſenſible defect, excher in the Man or Wite. And ic foncunes happens, that the lame man canhavea 
child by another woman, and che tame woman by another man ; whereas they have livcd ropether 
in the married eftate barren. Ir comes likewiſe tropais, That a woman ſhall live with a man for ten 
or more yeers cogether,and not conceive child, and afterward ſhall begin co conceive and bring forth : 
the Cauſe of which accident is, Ihe change of Temperature cauled by yeers, whereby the Seed 
comes to have another cemper, 1o that being before ditproportioned. to the mans Seed, ic comes by 
change of Age co te ticly proputtiened thereunto, Now this duproportion of Seeds, conſiſts chietly 
herein 5 When men much exceeding in tome quality belongingto chew temper, are joyned with wo- 
men which parrake of the ielt tame excels, viz, When over hot men are joyned with over hot wo- 
men, over cold men with over cold women 3 for chole diltemperatures can procure no mediocrity in 
the Seeds, and other cauſes neceflary ro Generation. Some fly likewiie co occule or hidden qual 
which make the Sperms co agree, or dilagree, rhough no excels of the firſt qualities can be di(- 


Totheſe Authors add an hidden kind of Diſpoſitiong which makes ſogie women barren, though no 
maniteft cauie of fuch Barrenneis appear 1n chem. | 

The Signs of Barrennels, we will run over according to theſe four ſorts of Cauſes pro» 

unded. 

FI in the firſt place, Cauſes hindering Reception of Seed are not hard to be diſcovered, being e- 
vident to our very Sences. For rendernels of Age is ealily oblerved, aud fo is an over elderly Face 
of yeers 3 and che evil conſticution of chote parcs which border upon the womb, as when women halc, 
have crooked wreathen Legs, havetheir Crupper-bone depreſt, or are over fat 3 as torthe cold di- 
ftemper oi the womb, we-thall creat of chat 111 our third Rank of Caules. Hatred: berween Man 
and Wife is known by relation of themmtelves, or of thoie that live with them. Allo the particular 
Dueates hindering the reception ot Seed, as Tumors, Ulcers, Obſtrudtions, Aſtriftions, ſhucrings up, 
Diſtor:10ns, may be known chrough ſearch of the Genital Parts made by a Midwife or Chy- 
rurgion, * 

Of che Cauſes hindering the rerencion of Seed, which makethe ſecond Rank; we ſhall rear of 0- 
ver great mouttuce ainong thoſe otthe third Rank ; as tor Abortionand hard Travel, they are known 
by che womans relation. 

The Cauſes of che third Rank, viz. Which have power to corrupt the Seed do require more ex- 
quitice figns ro know them by, which we thall proecure as followerh. 

A Cold Diftemper ofthe Womb, is hereby known, In that che Woman longs not after Carnal 
Embracements, and feels liccle pleaſure therein ; her Face is tofr, whitiſh, and cloudy ; her feeling is 
dullabour her Share, Loyns, and Thighs ; thevoids thin and crude Sperm, and wich lircle pleaſure 3 


' her Courles ace luppreſled, or ay come very iparingly, and keep no conſtant orderly cune, and 
bereunco, it 


they are pale and duicolored, ier preceding of a cooling Nature,conſiſting of a long 


ule of Fruits and Herbs, with much drinking of cold imal Drink. 

A moiſt diftemper of che womb is known by the lax, and flap, flaggy, ſoft habit of che womans 
body, her much iicting, frequent and almoſt continual flux of Whites ; plency of Courles, chin and 
watry, no appetitetofleſhly Conjunctions, heavinets af her Loyns, aptnels comiicarry , plenty of 
Urme, and a moiſt Diec, 

An hor Diſtemper is known, by the manly and ſtrong habir of che womans Body, ſuch as is ſeen in 
V xagoes and Amazons 3 by a ruddy countenance, black hair of the Head and Eye-brows 3 noneg

and mauly voyc2; ſhes frequently diſpoied to be angry , over prompt ceall kind of actions, her 
thirſt cannot be laristied, her Urine 15 yellow, her Courtes few, their color 15a dark red, %heir heac 
and acrimony ſo great, that oftentimes they exulcerate the ſecret Paſlaces; their Privities uch, and 
they are prone to carnal Erabracements z they are quuck and fuddain mn the voiding of the Seed z 
they have frequent Polluctons, and Juftrul Dreams. | : | 

A dry diftemper of the womb 1s known by che (mal quantity of Courles; drivels, ircluog, and 
choppings of the Mouth ofthe Womb ; liccle excretion of Sperm im the Gemal Embracemenc ; trouble 
ariiing from over much carnal Conjunction , and Leannels. 

Ifche Sced be corrupted, and Barrenneis cauled by Wuch-cratt, all ocher ſigns will be ablerk, 
which acre wont ro declare the Natural and manifeft cautes of Batrennats: There will be likewite 
ſome alienation of minds between the nuatried Couple, ot which neuher of them! can give any hand- 
ſom account 3 yea, and {omrimes they can both of them, bur teldom ſhoot torth thew Seed, and thar 
with Labor and Dittculty, 

Diet or poytonsthat extinguiſh Seed, if chey have been taken in, we ſhall come to knowledg there- 
of, by diligenc queſtioning of the woman, and choſe that are abour her. 

And laftly, Nalignanc Difeales, iuch as are of power to extinguith the Sperm, as Leprous Man- 

ineſs, the Whores-Pox, and fuch like, are known by chew proper tigns. 

The fourth Caute of Barrenneſs, which confifts in detect or badneſs of che Menſtrual blood, is 
known, firft by the over grear fatnels of the whol Body, to the nutriment whereot the blocd is carty- 
elaway, and contumed, and 1s not aYowed tor the nucrument of the child un the womb. The tame 
is likewiſe known by great Leanneſs of the Body, and extream flendernelis; ter when there is noc 
blood enough conourtth the Body, ir can hardly tuperabuund to nouriſh the Conception. 

And ina word, All ſuch chingsas conſume, and much diminith the blood, if they have precdded, 
or be at preſent 1n the Patient, they {1guihe want of blood in her body ; tugkas are, extream labors 
and pains-taking, immoderate titting up, and watching, auſtere faſtings, bleedings at noſe or 
elſewhere, acure or chronical Feavers, Fiſtulous Ulcers, and Ifſues that run much. 0 

Somtimes likewiſe,over great quantity of blood, doth hinder the nouriſhment of che Seed, and of 
the Conception 3, for the Seed 1s oppreſſed with _ plenty, and cannot exerciſe its formative ta- 
culry : which is wont to happen in tull bodyed, and ruddy women, tuch as live a jovial lite, and de- 
light in Feaſting , whole wombs are alwaies bedabled with a continual moiſture. 

Now che ill difpoſition ofthe womans blood, may be known by the 1ll habit of her Pody, the color 
of her Courſes, and other ſtrange ——_— rogerher with an 11] diet foregoing. 

The diſproportion of the Husband and che W tes Seed is hardly known ;, bur if both ofchembe of 
avery hot, or a very cold Conftirution, we may conjecture, That the diſproportion aruteth trom choſe 
diſtempers z if other more maniteſt caules of Barcennels, do nor appear. 

Ir 1s yer harder to diſcover that kind of Barrennels which depends of a certain hidden diſpoſition, 
homaniteſt cauſes thereof appearing. Yet many Experimentsare related by Authors, whereby co 
know whether a Woman be Naturally Barren, which though they carry no great certainty with them, 
yetare Phyſicians neceſſitared ſormrimes to make uſe of them, un tavor of Princes and Nobtes, who are 
permitted ro divorce theuw Waves, uw caſe of Barrenneſs. 

Hippocrates in Aphor. 59. Sect. 5. faith, If a Woman conceive not, and thou wouldeſt know 
whether ſhe ſþail conceive or not, cover her with blankets, and burn ſome perfume under ber, and if 
the ſmell #8 Vi ber Body, up to ber Noftrils and Mouth, know that ſhe of ber ſelf is not 


arren. 


The ſame Hippocrates ſuppoſeth char it may be known whether a woman be fruicful or nor, by 
puttinga head oticraped aud peeled Garlick ito her Womb; tor it che next day the {mel thall 
come unto her mouth, the 1s apt co conceive z if nor, the 1s barren. 

- Or put Galbanum ſoftened at the fire, and encloſed in Silk, intothe womans womb ar night, and 
bind her whol head in perfumed Linnen ; if in the mocning the crown of her head ſhall (mel of Galba- 
num, the woman is wel puuged, and wil be fruicful. * : 

Youmaytry the ſame, it you pur a liecle Billom mingled with Warer, andreceived in Corton, in- 
tothe Womb, ing it witha ſtring co her Thigh 3 torif che womb do draw it 11wards, it is a molt 
approved ſign of fruictutneſs.

For a Conclution to theſe Diſcoveries, We ſhall diligently confider and enquire, whether Con. 
ception and General;on be nor hindred by fault of the Man, or any delticiency in him. For in fuch a 
Cale, it were vainly dove to rorment the Woman with a multitude of Medicines. Barrenneſs pro. 
ceeding trom the Man,may be known by the diſeaſes of his Genital ww inability to raile his Yad, 
want ot Sperm, Swelling ot his Stones, Gonotrhaa, andthe reft. And it gives {ometoken here- 
of, it the Man be faint hearted and Womaniſh by Nature,it he want a Beaid, be ſlow 1n caſting forth 
his Sperm, and his Sperm be cold, fo thar his Wite feel it cold in her Womb; it he have lictle or no 
Luſt to Carnal Embracements, and perceive very lutle pleature cherein. And laſtly, If fuch Cay- 
ſes have preceded which are of power to make the Seed untruntul. 

The Prognoſtick muſt be regulaced according to the Merhod of the Cauſes, as we have ranked 
them.

But Elderly years caule a Total diſpaire of Conception, 
Þin if the Parties Courles do as yet proceed, in due leaton, there may beyer fon e hope of Concep= 
tion 3 howbeir very (mal, eſpecially in fuch Women as are at the fortteth yeer oftheir Age ; for al- 
though Women that have had Children younger, are likewiſe wont to Conceive at that Aye; yer 
{uch as have never been with Child, have little reaſon to hope that they ſhal Conceive at that Ape, 
becaute the Womb having been fo long unimployed, is become withered, ſhrunken up and unficto 
Concewe Child. 

Barrennets which is cauſed by an evil ſhape of the Members, as in ſuch as are Lame, have diftor= 
red Thighs, or cheir Crupper-Bone depreſſed ; is 1ncurable. | 

But it Barrennelſs from over Fatneſs, or ſome diſtemper of the womb not over old, the 
cure 15 to be hoped, b ring leanne(s and by correCting the Diſtempers. 

That Earrenneis which is cauied by other dileaſes, as by a Swelling, an Ulcer, Obſtrudion, 
whites, want of Cour'es, falling ofthe Womb, Conſumption, Leprous Mangynefs, Whores-Pox, 
and fuch like ; is calier or harder to cure, according as the {aid duleales are either eaſic to be cured 
or hard. 

For the Cure of chis diſeaſe, whichſoever of the cauſes aforeſaid hath produced the ſame ; we 
muſt teek the removal thereot, 

And in the firſt place, the ſtraitrels of the Genital Parts in regard of youngneſs of Age, needsno 
cure, tor as Ape encreales, they attain tO a convenient widenels. Bur in the mean tine, it is 
nece{lary chat the Party abſtain trom Carnal Conjunction ; becaule the cyverioon uſe thereof, doch 
ſpoil the natura! conft tution of chole parts. 

Batrenneis which is cauied by lownels of ſtature, or Elderlineſs of years, is incurablc,yertendeavour 
may be uſed to help che tame, by Emolhient and Relaxing Medicaments, provided the Courlcs do 
ſt11] flow. | 

Over great Corpulency, muſt be correted by an extenuating Diet and convenient Evacuations. 

If Barrenneis 1cem coarite froma bad Courſe of Dier, as in perſons given overmiuch co Belly- 
cheer, ro Wine, or imall Drink, ſuch women are to be reduced to an exact Courte of Life ; andall 
exceis of cating and drinking muſt be avoided. 

Vuagoes and ſtrong conſtitution'd women, ſuch as ccme neer tothe Nature of Men, that they 
may be rendred fit tor conception, muſt by all the art poſſible be effeminated, and reduced couch 
manners as become their tex; all mcats of grofſer nouriſhment being forbidden them, and all 
labours and exerciſes ; their Courſes being =x convemently to flow, by plenty whereot they may 
be abated ot their mably courage, and grow oft and gentle. And it their monthly courſes ſhall net 
ſuſhce co that end, their humors muſt be diminiſhed, by frequent Blood-lecting, and purging 3 ard 
by __ bachingand other alteratiue remedies, the whole habuc cf theu Bodys mutt be tnouſtened 
and cooled. 

If Barrenneſs be cauſed by Cloſure of the Womb, by diftorſion, by obſtructions, by Tumors or 
Ulcers; all chele muſt be remedied by ſuch Medicaments as are propounded in thole Chapters which 
treat of their Relpectivecures. 

Barrenhefs depending upon an hidden property in the roman which is naturalto her, is incurable, 
and therefote it ought diligencly to be enquired after, leaſt remedies be applied in Yai.

Chap. 16. Of eAcute and Chronical Diſeaſes of 
Women with Child. 


He Acute and Chronical Diſeaſes of women wich Child ate the ſame in Eſſence cr Nature, and 
,& Havethe {ame ſigns, with the hike Diſcates in women not with Child, or in men ; wheretore it 


is needleſs in this place, to ipeculate thereupon, let che Reader pleaſe to look for them in their pro- 
pec Chapters, Ls gut 
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But the Prognoſtick of theſe Dileales is not the {ame ;, becaule im women with Child they are fac 
more dangerous, and very ofren times mortal. $o ſaith Hippocrates Aphor. 31. Sect.5. Fora 
Woman with Child to be {eized by anacute diſeaſe, 1s deadly. For it the Diſeaſe have a Feaver 
zoyned with it, chore 15 a ewor-fold danger attending the fame ( as Galen ſhews in tis Commenta 
upon this Aphoritm ) one from the Feaver, which will kil the Child ; another from the lender diec 
which 1s requilite to the Cure of the Feaver, but 1s not ſuſticient co nourith the Intant in the Womb, 
Or if it be an acute Difeale without a Feaver, as the Falling-iicknels, Apoplexy, Univerſal Conyul- 
ſion of the whol Body, the Mother and Infant cannot withitand the violence of the Diteale, neither 
can they bear ſuch ſtrong Medicines as are requilite to the Cure of thole Dileates. Yet we muſt 
know chat this Prognoſtick 1s not perperually true. For we know by the Teſtimoniesand Examples 
in Auchors, and by dayly Experience, That many women with Child having acuce Ditcates, elcape 
with their hives. 

But Chronical or lingering Diſeaſes, as Incermitting Agues, Cacarrhs, Teneſmus, &c. do threaten 
Abortion, andif they cauſe it not, they can hardly be cured before the woman be bruught to bed, 
bur do keep her company ill ſhe he down, 

Diſcates Acute and Chronical in the firſt and laſt months, are more dangerous, than in the incer- 
mediate months. For in the firſt months, the bands wherewith the Intant 1s faftened co the Womb 
are weak, (0 as they nay eaſily be broken, and the render Intant 15 more eaſily over prefled with thole 
preternatural Cauies. Bur in the laſt monchs, namely, the tixch, ſeventh, and eighth, che Child be- 
mg grown greater, requires much nouriſhment, which in thele Diteates it is deprived of. Alſo the 
forelaid bands do not ſtick to faſt as in che chird, fourth, and fitth months, in which there is leis dan- 
ger of Abortion. Therefore Galen doth excellencly compare the Child inthe Womb to Fruits han» 

ingon a Tree, which upun their firſt grow 1ng out have very tender ſtalks, fothat they may be eaſi- 
ly thaken off wich the wind, or any ocher violent commotion 3 aid when they areneer ripe, they 
hang nor {o faſt upon che bough, as 1n the intermediate 1paces ow did. 

Likewiſe che Cure of the forelaid Diicales in women with child doth remarkably differ, as tow- 
ching their Dier, and chote ewo grand Remedies, Blood-Jerting and Purging ; whereunto we may ad 
Medicaments which evacuate by ocher wates, viz. Such as move the Courles, Piſs-drivers, and Sweat- 
drivers, becauſe 1c 15 feared leſt by chele evacuations, abortion may be cauſed : of tele therefore we 
ſhall only creat ac prelent, reterring what elie belongs tothe Cure of the'e Dileales, ro the proper 
Chapters, where tuch rei peCtwe Dileates are handled. 

As for Matter of Diet, it 1s not co women with Child in Acute Diſeaſes co be en;oyned ſo ſpare, 
leſt the liccle Infanc be tamithed 3 neither 1s it ro be allowed fo liberal, that the Feaver ſhould be 
thereby ſtrengrhened 3 bur we muſt fteer a muddle courle, with this Caution, That in the firſt 
months of their Belly-burden, a thin Diet be enzoyr.ed, and um the latter formwhat more ſolid aud 

lentiful, becaule the Child doth then ſtand in need of more nouriſhment, Yet if there muſt needs 

{ome error in Diet, it is better coerr 11 Keepmg too tull,chan too flender diet ; for recovery ischiet- 
ly co be expected from the ſtrength of the Mother, andche Child. 

Touching Bleeding, that Aphoritm of Hrppocrates, v1z. the 31. of Sect. 5. as preſently brought 
in oppolition, where he ſaies, If a woman with c11d be :et blood, ſhe miſcarries, eſpecially if the 
child begrown. And Galen renders the Kealon wm his Comment, Becaule the Blood being ler our, 
che Infant wants irs nourithment, whence follows Abortion. On the other lide, daily Experience 
ſhews, That in very many Dilcales ot big-bellyed women, eſpecially acute duteates, as the Pleuriſie, 
Inflamation of the Lungs, continual Feavers, and ſuch like, blood-letring is neceflary, ard may be 
adminiftred, not only w1 che firſt, bur allo 1n the middle months, and ſomcimes in the laſt monthsof 
a womans Belly-bearing. Which it ic be omucted, boch Mother and Child are in great danger &f 
death. Ando clus latter Opinion the Elder Phyfitians aſſent, nor diſſenting from the Mind of 
Galen and Hippocrates, by ſo doing. For theretore it is they held a woman would mucarry, it be* 
ig with Child, the were let blood, becaule blood being taken away, the Child would want its Nour 
x8 Anhui So that it blood may tobe caken away, as that the Intanc ſhall not want its Nourtfkiment, 
chere wil be no danger of Abortion thereby. 

Now tothecale may ſtand : As firft, In the firſt Months of a Womans Eelly-bearing, while che 
Infant in the womb 1s lictle, and wancs but liccle Nouriſhment , for chen its Nouriſhment by bleeding 
will not be drawn away, elpecially it cercain 1igns of ſfupertiuity of blood be apparent in the Mother. 
Sothat from the nrit month co the titt blood-lerting, may be lately practiſed. Bur in the middle and 
laſt Months, greater curcumſpection is to be uled, becaute the Child being preater, and wanting more 
Nourithmenc, cannot fo fately admir of Phleboromy. Howbeit, it the Woman abound wichPlood, 
and a {mal quancity be taken away, ſhe may lately be ler blood, Lecaule hereby the Dileaſe will be 
allaicd; neither wilſo much Nucriment be thereby withdrawn from the Child, as tocauſe Abortion. 
Bur if it {ſeem that Hippocrates thought otherwile, let us conſider that we let blood after a far other 
taſhionthan che Anticucs did, they le blood by pounds, and we by ounces. The very cruth 6s, there 
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is no better way £O yr__ women from Abortion, than by blood-lecting, when ic ſprings from over- 
much blood ſtravglhng che Intanc, and overwhelming the fame, in {uch women as have been accuito- 
med out of their tame of being with child co have a plencitul tlux ot Courles tor divers daies ropether. 
Thus Petrus Salius Diverſi;s 1n the 22. Chapter of his Book of particular Diteates: I for my part 
proteſt (quorh he ) that I have preſerved many women from Abortion, which they bad often ſuf- 
fere , only by letting them blood 1n the firſt months of their being big. Neither would I bave it 
thought, that no other kind of blood-letting may be prattiſed in clnlding women, ſave that volnch js 
iþering or moderate. For ſomtimes plentiful bleeding inthe laſt mon:h hath done very much good. 
And I have ſomtimnes experienced this plentifl Blood-letting in the laſt month, when the women 
with Child were affiitted with a burning Feaver, and were full of Blood hoping thereby an abate- 
ment of the Feaver, and an baſtening of the Birth, both which I obtain'd by blood-letting, and 
ſaved both child and mother im danger of death, by this dnly Remedy. Which being in ſoine Pati- 
ets omitted, and negletted by Phyjitians, minding more the words of Hippocrates, than thematter 
it ſelf, hath been the cauſe that both ch11d and mother hath miſerably perijhed, being ſtrangled by the 
plenty and ferency of blood. So far Salius. Amatus Luſitanus, inthe 57. Cure ot his 1. SeCtion, 
let a woman with child of eighteen yeers of age, blood, in che 11xth month, tour times with lappy tuc- 
cels, ſhe being in a burning Feaver. And*Kodericus a Caſtro in his third Book of Womens Ditca* 
eaſes, Chap. 21. writes, that he let a woman of Liſbon blovd, who had a Pleuriiie in the eight month, 
and was given over for deſperate by other Phyſirians, tour times and no lets oneatter another, and the 
recovered, and had a .ealthy Boy. Andrtoconclude, If Lay freely relate tomwhat trom mine own 
Experiznce, I will ſet down the tollowing Hiſtory, which is a race one, and worthy to be regarded. 
The IWife of John V icules, Citizen of Monepeher, bad three miſcarriages one after another at ſe= 
ceral times of ber being with child : When ſhe was the fourth time with Child, about the end of the 
fecond month, ſhe was taken with the ſane pains of her Belly and Loyns, which bad been the uſual 
fore-runners of ber former miſcarriages. I being called to her, and conſidering ſhe was a Sanguine 
Woman, and full of Blood, preſently cauſed four ounces of blood to be taken from her , and within 
balf an bour the foreſaid pains quate ceaſed, and the Woman was ſo well that ſhe would not uſe 
thoſe other Medicines rohich I preſcribed for her, to prevent Abortion. Now.thote Sympromes ap- 
red in the {elf ſame rune, wherein the was wont to have her Courles, when ſhe was noc wich Child. 
Again in the third month of her being with Child, at che ſame period of cume, the {2me Syniprowes 
return upon her : She {ending for me, delires I, would order her to be ler blood, teeiny cle tr onrh pre- 
ceding the had found ſo tudden help thereby. I content, and ſhe is again l-t Blood, with like good 
ſucceis as before. In like maiiner in her fourth, fitth, jixch, ſeventh, and cighth months che lane 
$ympromes returning, in thew.juſt diſtances ottime, the was again ler Blood aud preteritly recovered. 
The laſt other bleedwgs was bur &ght daies before te beginuing of her ninth monci, with like 
profic as before ; and abour the end of the wmnth month che taid woman brought torch a living 
Male-child and Lutfty. 

Yer L would not havea young Phyſitian moved with theſe examples be too bold in letting women 
Blood in their laſt months of being with Child. tut the Nature of che Diteaſes and of che women mult 
be diligently conſidered, that Medicaments may be conveniently tuited chereunto. Allwaies 
cemembring tha ſins of omiſlion are lighter than fins of cammiſſion, and thac ic is berter in a 
doubctull caſe to tall ſhorr, than co oucpaſs the due and ficting bounds. Yer when he tinds the 
evident indications of Blood-lecting, let him boldly draw Blood, tirft entorming the by-ſtanders 
or friends of the tick, that there 1s more danger ot abortion, and of the death of Intanc and Mother 
from the Cruellty of the diſcate, chan trom Blood-letting : andallwaies cemembring chac bur licele 
Blood be taken away, that che Child may not muls of us nouriſhment. And it plenry ot Blood 
require a larger quaritity to be taken away, ler it be done at divers times and nor all ac once. * 

Wherefore the torelaid Aphoritm of Hippocrates does nor abloluely torbid che opening of a 
vein, bur only warnes that Fhyſitians be wary whar they do in that kind. Which is elegantly 
delivered by Corielivs Celſus in the 10. Chapter ofthis 2 Book, in theſe words. The Antients 
did judg that young and old people could not bear Blood-letting. And they perſwaded themſelves 
tat a woman with Child, let Blood would miſcarry. But experience bath ſince taught us, that 
theſe are no generall Rules, and there are other conſiderations of more weight, which the Pratt i= 
toner 3s to regard. For it matters not of what Age the Patient #s, nor what ſhe hath in ber 
Body, but what her ſtrength is. So that if a young man. be weak, or a woman not with Child 
be weak, Blood js ill taken from them, for the remaining ſtrength dies, and they periſh. But 4 
ſtrong Child, and a ſtrong old man, anda woman with Child that is luſty, are ſafely cured by 
bleeding. So for Celſus. Some latter Phyſicians have dared co open che lower veins in women 
with Child, co Cure the Falling-ſicknels by conſent of the Womb, che venerial and peſtileur ial 
Bubo, yea,and to prevent abortion, as we may ſee in Zaczetus Luſitanus in his Book of Wonderful 
Cures Obſ. 23. Book. x. and Obſ, 130 and 151 of Book 2. Whoby his gwn andother mens

That the difcales which hold women not with Clvid, as vomiting, wan of 
appetice and che like ; in then being not with Child, they are to be Cured rather by vomiting chan 
by Blood-letting,becaule they come trom evil humors abounding in the ſtomach and the who] Lody ; 
bur in women with Child, chey need cather Blood-leren:g,becaute they Spring from Blood retain*din 
in the very beginning of their being with Child. And experience harh taught chart the vomiting 
which is wont often co trouble women wich Child, 1s ia the tirft months of Childing exaſperared 
purges; bur by bleeding much abated, yea and wholly taken away, uf the Blood- lerting be ite- 
rated every monthtillche ſymptom ceale. 

The ule of Purging in women with Child Hippocrates hath deiined in Aphor. r. Sect, 4. Wo 
men with Child (faith he) areco be purged if the hucacr offending do work in the tourth monthand 
tothe ſeventh, Bur theſe about the leventh leſs. And we muſt cake heed what we do when the 
Child is very young, or old. Galen in his Comment faies that there 15 the {ane proportion berween 

.a Child inthe Womb and fruit upon the erue. For tru when it ticft grows upon the bough, it is 
held by a very tender ftalk, and harefcel quickly falls, being ſhaken by a vehenmenc wind. after- 
wards when they are prown preater, th-y are nor eaſily fepataced from the boughs. And yer when 
they are fully ripe chey fall off of their own accord. In the fame manner women tuffer abortion inthe 
ficſt and laſt months, becaute in them che Child is not to faſt cied tothe Womb. Bur in thus Ageof 
ours, purges are wont to be given to women with Child in all che months (very neer) ot their bei 
with Child indiſeales ſpringing from the tyranny of humors & excrements vitiated, when the macter 
15101 motion and works, or whenit is concocted : {o' often as there 1s more danger feared trom the 
evil humar cauſing the diſeaſe, than from the commotion caited by the purging Medicaments. Gen- 
cle and harmleſs Medicaments have made Phylitians bolder in this kind, ſuch I racan as we uſe at this 
day, as Rhubarb, Myrobalaiis, Caſita, Manna, Senna, Agarick and the like. But we muſt allwaies 
remember that ſaying of Hippocrates z and wemuſt more treely gwe purges 1n the middle months 
and more warily inthe firſt and laſt. - Alſo rkeute of Pills is ever more tuſpeCted in women with 
Child ; both becaule they make a greater commotion im the Body, and alto by reaton of the Aloes, 
which by reaſon of the excream bicternels is an enemy to the Chuld, and is thought co open the 
mouths of the veines. But it ſometimes the ule thereof teems neceſfary, in ſome previous intirmines 
of the ſtomach, which are wont ftrequenely to infeſt women with Child the firſt months of cheir 
being with Child bearing, ler it be carefully waſhed with Role-water,that the acrimony thereot may be 
raken away 3 Or let it be mixt with ſtrengrhening and aſtringent things, as Rhubarb, Maftich and ſuch 
like. 

Clyſters are not very ſafe, becauſe by compreſſing the Womb they may cauſe abortion. So that 
when there is need of chem, and in women accuſtomed ro that kind of evacuation,they muſt be made - 
in leſs quantity, and of tuch things as are rather molltying and lenefying than much purging, 

Ina word, touching Sweat-driwers,Piſs-drivers, and ſuch things as move the Courtes, cur Opi- 
nion is, That Movers of che Courſes properly to called are never to be uted in women with Child. And 
Pifſ-drivers becauſe chey likewiſe are apt co bringdown the Courtes, ought co be ſutpettcd ; andit 
the neceſlity of ſome diſeaſe require the uſe of them, the gentler muſt be made choice of. And 
finally, Sweat-drivers may be lately given, becaule they drive the humors out, by che habir of the 
Body, whereby no danger of abortion is incurred, in {o much that fome women in the nitddle of 
their being with Child, have bin Cured of the whores Pox, without harm rotheir Child, 
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Av_ or Miſcarriage is the bringing forth of an imperfeCt or unripe Child. And conſequently 
a Child dead in the Womb, is not counted an Abortion,rill it be excluded. $0 that whether alive 
or dead Child be brought fourth, nor being ripe, nor having attained to the juſt recm of growth which 
K ought to have had in the Womb, it is to be termed an Abortion,or Milcarried Child. 

The Cautes of Aborcion are ſome incernal ſome external. The internal may be reducedco ſour heads, 
viz, rothe Humors, to the Child, rothe Womb, and to the Mothers dilealcs. 

The humors may cauſe Abortion whilethey offend in quancity or m quality. 

They offend in Quantity either by way ot exceſs or of Defect.

The Child is kilted by greivous commorions of mind, as Auger, {aduels, Terror &c. meates 
earneſily longed for and nut obtained, ſtrong purging Med:caments, tuch things as provoke che 
Coutles, fuch chings as drive forth the Child 3 iuch chings as are reckoned by a tecrer property to de> 
ſtroy the Child in che Womb ; abominable tmells, eipecially che tuik of a Candle ill pur our. 

The Chuld is deprived of irs nourithmenc, by the Mothers berng tamuſhed, and by unmolderate 
wet ot her Blood, eſpecially when the Child is big. As Hippocrates teaches un the Aphor. 60

The bands which faſten the Child co the Womb are looſed by vehement exerciſe, Danceing, 
Running, Ridewng, or Jolcing in a Coach or Cart z carrying of an heavy weight, or lifting it from 
the ground, pcs Me fall and ſquelch, a Blow upon the Belly chat mauls rhe Child, vehemenc 
mocion ot the Belly by coughing, vomuing, looſnels, neezing, convult:ons, crying out, ummoderare 
or Over wanton venereal einbraces.

The Prognoſticks of Abortion may be divers, ater this manner : 

Woineu are more endangered by Avorcion, than by due and timely Child-burth, becauſe it 1s more 
violenr, and untcatonable ; for as in ripe rut, the Scalks are luotened tromche Loughs, and the 
Fruwac talls of it telf, fo mn a Natural Bicth, che Veitels and Ligaments wherewith che Childs ried 
tothe Womb, are looſened and untied as it were of thei own accord, which in cale of Abortion mult 
needs be violently broken atunder. 

Very many women become Barren by their Miicarriages by reaton of thoſe exceeding rendings & 
cearings whici do whollv overthrow the d11politions oi che Womb. 

Much bleedingaccompanied with fainting, raving, and convuliions, is wont cocauſe death; and 
_ reftities he never {aw any elcape,who in the cume ot their Abortion,or afterwards, had Con- 
vulſion firs. 

Intiamation of the Womb cauſed by Abortion, is fur the moſt pait deadly ; for Blocd ilowing to 
che Woinb in great quatitity, 18 vc purged out, bur putreties there, and reguigitaces or tlows back 
inco che upper paits ; whenceaClle burning Feavers,pantungs of the Hear, Heart-burnuig, andother 
Symptomes enumerated betore. 

Aboruon is more dangerous in a woman that never bore Child before, becauſe being unaccuſtomed 
to Pains, and having chote Paflages more ſtraic, the 1s longer and more vehemently tor- 
mented. 

Women very lean or vety fat, are more endangered by Miſcarriape ; the former, becauſe of thei. 
-"g ; the latter, becaute of che narrownels of thole Pallages by which che Child twaſt come 

otch, 

Abortion is more dangerous in the ſixth, ſeventh, andeight months, becauſe the Child being the 
grearer, excluded with the more pain and dithculty. 

Women whuch have a more loole and moiſt womb than ordinary, domiicarry commonly without 
danger, e.pecuily m the firſt month ; becaule thoſe parts m tuch women,doeatily give way, whence 
chew pain and crouble s the leſs. 

'i1zppocrates 1n the 1ccohd Book of Popular Sickneſles, affirms, That to milcarry of a male Con- 
ception of three-i{core daies old, helps a Woman whole Courles are ſtopped, By ſtopping of Cour- 
{es, ,he underitands only cheir mmmunucion, when women are nct ſuthcieur ly,or Ts ged, 
at chew monthly ſeatons ; for by ſuchan Abortion or Mulcarriage as aforetaid, thole ſtop patla- 
ges are opened, and che Blood is drawn towards the womb, which camethicher but ſlowly in tormer 
times.

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The Pceſervation from Abortion hath rwo principal Points or Heads : The one concerns the women 
betore the 1s with child : The other » hen the is w ith chuld. 

before the woman is with child, all evil diſpoſitions of body which are wonr to cauſe Aborti Mn, 
muſt be removed : as tulnels ot blood, badnels ot Humors, and peculiar Duca!zs of the womb, v1*, 
Diſtempe:s, $Swellings, Ulcers, and iuch like. 

Fulnels of Blood opens the Veins of the womb, or ſtratigles the Infant whvle ic is in th» wom!s, 
This if it be a pure and {imple Plenitude, may be cured by Blood-lerting, tuch as thall auiwer ic 
quanticy ot blood ijuper-abound ing. | 

Bur badnels of Humors, 1s either chollerick and ſharp, fo as to open che Orifices of the Veins, a1 
by provoking Nature, to ſtir up the expulive taculey, whereby che child comes co be expelled with 
thol- evil humors 3 or by reaton of plenty of Exccements heaped rogetherin he tirlt Region, and i= 
tending the Belly, ut ſuffocaces the child ; or it vitiares the blood in the whol habic of the Bedy, ren- 
dring 1c untit ©o nourith che child, or it fills the Vellels of the womb which retain the child; iull Gf 
{]Iime and inor. 

This Badnels oft Humors may likewiſe be holpen by blood-lerting, bur ic rauft be in a 1:ffer 
quantity, ſeeing the principal {cope of the Cure, is by frequenc Purgattons, to take away the fuper- 
tluaus Excrements of tize Body. And inthe tpaces between Purge and Purge, !uch chivys mull be 
uled, as help the diſtemper of che Bowels, mitigate the ſharpnels of Huinars if tha be atiy, or thic- 
ken the {aid Humors, im cate they be roo thin. Or if HHegmarick Humor: are roo rite, they miſt ve 
diicuiſed by Swear-drivers, Pits-drivers, and other Remedies. Howber we nuwft diligently ob- 
terve, that Whatever 11] humor abounds, Iffues are wondertul proticable ro prevent Abortion : of 
which Zacutus Lufitanus gives a ſpecial note, inthele words : Zy moft hapty Experiments 1 have 
obſerved, T bat frequent Abortion cauſed by corrupted Humors wlnch flow from the relo! Body to 
the Womb, and by ther evil diſþoſition or abundance do kill the child, is bereby as by a moj# preſent 
bel» prevented. Many women d:d miſcarry upon this very accouns, among rich lome baving 
often times brought forth a Child of ſeven months or jour months grovoth, but torn and putretied, 
could by no other means be freed from ſo great a Calamity, ſave by Iſſues made m ther Arms and 
Tbighs, which were alwates made at the beginnng of the fluxion ; by which means they went out 
their time, and brought forth Children beal:hy, and not defiled with any Infettion. 

The peculiar Dileales of the Womb, as over great Moiſture, Swellings, Ulcers, and {uch like muſt 
be cured by cheir proper Remedies delcribed in che Chapters which treac ot them. 

In women with Child, ifche fame Cauies be prelent as in other women, the ditticulry 1s yer grea- 
rer, becauſe big-bellied women catinot 10 eaſily bear all kind of Remedies. Yet, left being deftiruce 
otall help, chey ſhould remau in extream danger of Mulcarriage and Death, fome kind of Remecics 
we to be uled. | 

In cale therefore the Patient be too full of blood, ſhe muſt havea Vein opened, though with child, 
eſpeciaily in che tirft months 3 and chat che ſecond and third time, tt need be. Alwaies remembring 
that there never be nyacl blond taken away at a ctime, Of which kind of bleedug we have dilcourted 
more at large, 1n the toreguing Cure. | 

And when there 1s an avundance of forme very bad Humors, gentle Purgations muſt bereiteraced, 
eſpecially 1a the middle months of a wamans being with Child. And ita moift, rheumatick, ſnotcy, 
ot windy diſtemper do annoy the Partent, we may fomtumes proceed to a Sudoritick Diet, at leaft a 
gentle one, in che ſtronger tore of women. | 

Mean while, in the whol courie of being with child, aftringent and ſtrengthening Medicaments are 
tobe uſed, ſuch as havea vertue to hinder Abortion. Matty of which have been delcribed in our Chap- 
cer of unmoderate tilux of Courſcs ; whereuunco thele following may proticably be added. | 

Take of $ermes, and Tormentil Roots , of each three drams : *Majitch one dram and an 
balf. VMuke allinto a Pouder, of which grve the Patient balf a dram at certain diſtances of 
ime, or as much as may be taken upupon the point of a lywfe. Or, | 

Take red Coral two drams : Hermes berries, Date Stones, of each one dram : Shavings of 
[vory half a dram : Pearls not bored through, a ſcruple. Make of all a Powder. 

Or ler her 1wallow every day certain grains of Maſtich in the mornivg. - 

Our ordinary women do frequently ule Plantane Seed, which they take in che morning about the

Neuher muft we omit ſuch thugs which are accounted by a ſecret property of their Nature to re- 
tain a Child in the womb 3 asan Aple-ſtone worn about the Neck, a Load-ttone applicd co the Na- 
vel, Corals, Jatpers, Smaragds, Bones {ound ui the Hearts of Stags, and fuch like; worn under the 
Arm=pits, or hanged about the Neck. 


Zacutus Ligitanus wm Obl. 152. vt: the Second Book of wonderful Cures, commends a Girdle 
made of the Hide of a Sea-hoiſe 3 and it chat be not co be had, he fatcha Wolts Skin may profitably 
be uſed inſtead chereot, 

And that che luccels of thele Medicaments may be happy, che Patient muſt be enzoyned co reſt and 
keep her (elf as quiet as poſlibly ſhe can, both in her Body and Mind; alſo to abſtain from Genial 
Enbracements, which do vehemently rowze and dilquier the Womb, For while che Womb opens 

ir ſelt ro comprehend the Mans Sperm, with which it is A delighted, ic drives forwards che 
Yately conceived Child, nor yet chroughly taftened in the womb. 

But if notwithſtanding the Medicines aforetaid, by reaton of the vehemency of the Cauſe, whe- 
rher it be 1ncerval or external, the Patient be ready to Miſcarry, we muſt apply our telves to do the 
beſt we can, with thele following Reniedies. And inthe firſt place, fo ſoon as pains and throws ſhall 
be perceived in che lower part of the Patiencs Belly rowards her Share, in her Loyns, and abour the 
Os ſacrum, we muſt feek to allay and ſtop them, both by chiugs given in, and ourwardly applied, ac- 
cording tothe variety of Cauſes. For if Abortion be provoked by Crudities and Winds ( whichs 
moſt ulual when it begins froman Internal Cauſe) a Pcuder mult be given, compounded of Arc- 
maticun Roſatum, and Coriander Seeds : Yea, we may give of the Aqua Imperialis, if the quant1- 
ry of tlegm and wind be very great. 

Ar the 1ame rime let Carruinative, or Fart-forcing Medicamentts be applied below the Patients Na-

Ard Travel in Child-bearing, is ſuch as keeps nct the due and ordinary Laws of Nature, taki 
up longer time than ordinary, and accompanied with more vehemenc pains than are uſual, 
ather more grievous SYMPromes. h 

Divcrs cauſes hereot may be aligned both internal and external. The internal depend eicher of 
the Mother, of che Wonb, or ofthe Child. 

In reſpect ofche Morher, Travel wich child may become ſore and hard, by the weakneſs of her Bo 
dy, either Natural, or 1m repard of Ape, as in very yong and very ancient women, Cr in regard of 
Dileates wherewith ghe woman was crotbled durmg the crme of her going with Child, or 1s ſtill crou- 
bled. Hereunto allo Leannefs, and over great drmets of the whol body, may be added ; as alſo over 
farneis, and groſsnels compreſliag aud'ftrauermng the pallages of the womb ; ul ſhape of ſuch bones as 
borderupon, and embrace the womb, as in ſuch as hinp, wind ſtretching the Guts; ſtone or pre-= 
reraatural cumor potleſſing the bladder, and prefling the Womb; and che ul conſticution of the 
Lunos, and other parts ſerving for Reſpuation, becaute holding che Breath us very neceſlary ra ex- 
clude the Child. 

1n eſpe of che Womb, divers Diſeaſes thereof may cauſea fore Labor, as Swellings, Ulcers, Ob- 
fiructions, Aftrictions, Stoppages ariling trom preternatural Cauſes. 

Inreipe& of the Child, Hard Travel is cauſed, when there is ſome fault therem, in reſpect of irs 
ſubitance, is quanciry, its figure, and certain things chereunto belonging, 

TheChild is faulty m regard of Subftance, when it is deador ro or ſome wazes unfetted, or 
weakened with tome Diſeale, fo that ic hath no ability co —— tots own excluſion, 

In regard of Quaurity likewiſe, che Child doth not further its own Birth, which is either diſcrete 
or {evered quantity, or concrete and joyned; the former 15 called Number, the lacter Magnicude. 
In regard therefore of courinned quantity, thechild is faulty, tfthe Body or Head of it be over great 5

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In regard of the Childs Adjundts or certain things belonging to che Child, difficulty of Travail 
happens, when choſe membranes which encloſe the Child ate morechin than orduary 1othar they 
come to break, ſooner than they ſhould ; whence followed an over quick effuſion of the waters 
conceined therein, whereupon the mouth of the Womb remaines dry at thetune of the excluſion of 
the Infant z or where the fore{aid Membranes, are more chick and compact chan ordinary, by which 
means, the Child is hardly able co breake them. 

External Cauſes depend upon things neceſſary and things contingent, the things neceffary are ſuch 
as Phyſitians commonly call res non naturales, things not natural. Soa cold and dry air, andthe 
Northern-wind are very huctfull co women in travail, becauſe they ſtraiten the whol Lody, drive 
the Blood and ſpirics inwards, and prove very deſtructive ro the Infant coming forth of 1i, warm a 

lace as the Womb. Alſo air more hot than ordinary dillipares the {pirits and exhauſts the {trengrh 
Foc of Mother and Child, eaſily untroduceinga teaverith Intlammation uto a Body repleniſhed 
with ill humors, and exagitated. 

Meates raw and hard todigeſt, or of an aſtringene quality, rakenina large Quancry lefure the 
time of cravail, may render the ſame labortous,the ſtomach being weakened and the common pallages 
ſtopped, which in thas caſe ought to be very free and op*n. 

Sleepyneſs and Sottuſhels do flacken the endeavours both of the Mother and che Child, and ſhew 
nature to be weak. 

Unſeaſonable ſtircing of the woman doth much delay the Birth of the Child, whenas ſke refuſes 
to ſtand, ro walk, lie down, or tofit upon che Midwites ſtoole, as need ſhall require ; or when 
ſhe is unduely agitated to and tro ; whence it comes co palsthat the Child caninor Lijue 1n a fitting 

ſture, or looſes the good poſture it had, by reaton of che Mothers undue and dilordeily moveing 

ex (elf. 

The retentionof Excrements art the time of Travail, as of Urindiftending the Bladder of hard ex- 
crements in the ſtreight Gutt 3 and hemorrhoids much Swelled, do ſtraiten the neck ot che Womb, 
and divert nature from hec endeavour of expelling the Child. | 

And ina word, vehement Paſlions of mund, as Fear, Saduelſs, Anger, may very muh encreaſe 
che difficulty of Child birth. Y 

Tothings contingent are referred Elowes, Falls, wounds, which may very much Iumnder the Birth: 
hereunto likewile appercain the parties alliſtant 11 cime ot travail ro help ti:e laboring woman, vir, 
ſtrong women and maid ſervants,which may lit her up and tupport her whe: ſhe is in her |ibours,and 
eſpecially anexpert Midwife, which ought to mannage the whol Buſineis. For if the Midiwite err 
an her office, 4t 1s wont to caule ditticulty of Birth. For fometmes the Midwites doover ſoon exhort 
the Childing woman, co hold cheir breath and to ſtrain themtelyes to exclude chew Child, waile che 
bands which faſten the Child ro the Womb, areas yet unlooled ; by wich means, the ſtrengrh of 
the woman is waſted befoce hand, which ſhould have bin reſerved to the juſt rune of her travail. 
Yea and the truth is, while the Midwites do overioon perſwade the Childing wonten, chat the 
rime of their travail us at hand, they bend all cheir ſtrengrh co exclude the Child, and oftentimes 
violently break choie bands wich which che Child i faſtened, and caft chemfclves ur no ſmall 

eopardy. 

Hard Travail is known both by the Childing woman, and by the Aſſiſtants, bur eſpecially by 
the Midwite. Andin the firſt place, it che woman continue a longer tune chan o:d:uayy mm her 
Labors.as two,three, four or more daies whereas a truly natural Child-birth ought tobe accompliſhed 
within the ſpace of 24. Houres. Again,it isa Sign of an hard Labor, it the womans paiues be weak, 
and are long beſore they return, and ther paines are more abour her Back than Privicies. And the 
Cauſes of hardtravail, are known by relation of the Childing woman, and are tor the molt pare 
evidently to be ſeen. Sothe weakneſs of the woman, her over leanneſs, or over tatnels, is perceived 
by che habit other Body. Ditealſes of the Womb are known by their proper Signes. The Childs 
weaknels is known by its weak and ſlow moving ic {elt. But he Signes of a dead Child ſhall be 
declared in the next Chapter. The greatneſs ot che Child may be gathered from the ſtature ot che 
Parents, eſpecially when a big-Bodyed man is matched witha little wonaan. But when there are 
none of thele Signes, and the woman labours ſtoutly, and the Child ftirrs and makes irs way tut- 
ficiently, and yet the travailis hard and painful z it 15a roken that the fecundine or Afcer-buth is 
ſtronger than ordinary, and can hardly be broken, which conjecture ts more probable,if no water or 
moiſture come from the woman dureing her Labors. The diſorderly poſture of the Child is per- 
cewed by che Midwite, and the other Caules are viſible co the Eye, as we ſaid before. 

Ax for the Prognoſtick. Hard-Travail, is of ic {elf dangerous in which ſomerumes che Mother, 
ſometunes the Child and ſometimes both do looſe their hves. 

Ifa woman be tour daies in Labor, irs hardly pollible the Child ould live. -

the due time of natural Birch ue cauies Abortion, but it have, 1t cautes an haid ard tote Travel, 
Becaulc in a due and naturall Birth, both the Mother and ce Child ought oo jou therr Forces, £0 
bring it trow the Dark Dungeon rothe Liberty ot Lay 

All fuch things cherefore which caule diti.cule Ghild-buth being 10 a greater and more grievous 
degree, are of power to kill the Child. Eur efpecial!y the Child 15 wour tote k1ild, it it come into 
uncoward and prepoſterousa tigure, that u car: by 1:0 meats be brought torth in that manner neither 
can the Midwite or Chyrurpion draw it forth, or reduc? it toa berter Poſture. For while ſiicking 
chusin the mouth of the Womb, ic truftrates all the endeavours of che Mother ſtraining her telfto 
exclude it : ir comesto pals, that in thole ftraun gs, various motions and compreliions, fomrimes 
both Mother and Child, 1omcumes the Mother alone aud fomtumes the Child alone doth die. It 
is to be admired which Fabricius Hildanus wriccs, touching ewo Women which died through hard 
Labour, in whom their Wombes were tound brokena tunder and the Heads of the Infaurs un their 
Mothers Belles. By which we may gather, how ftrongly « luſty Child doch labour ro work it telf 
our ot the Mothers Wonb. 

A Dead Child is known, when the mocion thereot ceaſeth, which either the Mother did feel, or 
che Midwite perceive by h:r hand laid on, or other waim aid ſtrengthening things which were wont 
to awaken and rouſe up the powers thexeot when they were ina ſlumber or ſtupitied. Allothe Mo- 
cher- 14nd a greater ienie of weight, with whichand pain ot che Belly they are troubled : when chey 
rucn from one lide ro another they perceive the Child roroul from one 1ide ro another likea Stone. 
The lo er part of their Belly 1cels very cold, the native heat being exuwguiſhed and thoſe ſpirits 
dithpated, which were formerly inthe Child; their Eyes become tiollow and troubled : cheir tace 
and Lipsare pale; their extream parts yo cold and of a Leaden-colour : their Duggs become 
flap and flaggy, and ar length, whenthe Chuld cors, ſtinking moiſtures tlow from che Womb, like 
water and blood : their belly is blown up with vapours afcoding thereunto: a filthy ſmell, anda 
ſtinkug Brearh comes both our of the Muuthes of tuch women and from their whol bodies. 1t che 
Afrer-Birch be excluded betore the Child, it is a certain taken that the Child 1s dead in che 
Womb. 

Asto the Prognoftick. A Child dead in the Womb is a very exceeding dangerous thing, and it 1c 
be nor timely voided forth ic is wong to caule Feavers, Faintings, Dead-ſleeps, Convullionsand 
death ir felt. 

Yet ſomrimes a Child dead in che Womb may be kept a long time, as appears by many ſtories ce- 
lated by divers Auchors, which Schenkzus hath collected in great number as rare Caſes, and Senner- 
1155 hath cranicribed our of hum, touching many Women which have voided the Bones of Children 
dead oy "5s in che womb, by theic Water-gate, cheir Dung-gate, and by a Swelling char broke 
18 their Belly,

Hippocrates in the Second Book of Popular Sicknefles, by .che example of « certain Carriers 
Wite, doth hint unco us, That it is good mn this cale, when corrupt blood doth tuddenly core trom 
che womb in large quantiries, for it 15 hopetul, that thole Membranes beirg rotted aud waſted, will 
flow forth upon the fixth or leventh wy. 

The Afrer-birth reramed, expelled by the ſame Remedies which were propounded to drive our 
the dead Child, whereunto we may add tome appropriated or ſpecitick Medicaments, menuoned by 
Authors. 

Geſnerus and Augenius, dovery much commend the ſtones of a gelded Horſe, cur in pieces and 
dried nan Oven, JI he Pouder whereot is given, as much as can be taken up between three tigers, 
with the Groth ofa Fuller : which Medicine, if need be, muſt be ewice or thrice reuerated.

For be laying hold of the Atrer-births, and gently 
eurningthem this way and that way, may draw them our, and free the woman from ſo many Symp- 
roimes, and tireſom Medicines.

Wi we ſaid before rouching the Acute Diſeales of women with Child, we may now repeat 
rouching che Acute Dilcates of women in Child-bed 3 viz. That they have the fame Eflence, 
aud che lame Signs, with the like Dilcates mn women which are not with Child, and in men. Sothac 
wefhalreter che Reader tor the theory otthele Dileaſes, ro char proper Chapters. 

Now theſe Acute Dueales are for the mo{t part, continual Feavers, both Eiſencial, as Sy14c/:45 pre- 
trida, a continual T ertian, and the reft ; and allo Sympromarical, which accompany inward Intla- 
_—_— z as the Pleuriſie, Intlamacionofthe Lungs, Inilamation ofche Liver, Fhrenzy, and tuch 
tke. 

Yet there isa peculiar {ort of Feaver, which befals almoſt al women in Child-bed, which is called 
by them the Feaver of chew Milk, which is wont to betal chem abour che third or tourch day atter 
they are brought co bed, when rheir Milk begins co encreate in their Breafts; and icariteth from the 
1eflux ot che b trom che womb to che Dugs, and che mation and agitation thereot, Whuch kind 
of Feaver is reckoned among the Diary Feavers ot the longeſt durance z nceicher needs it any Medi- 
cies, becaute within three oc tour dates, 712. about che niucth atrer her delivery, it is tinifhed by (wear, 
It s diſtinguiſhed trom pucrid Feavers, becauſe commonly it teizes the woman abour che fourth 
day, after her being delivered, aud her Dugs begin to be filled wuh Milk, ard co be troubled wich 
hardnels, pain, and heat ; with heat and heavinets in he: Back and Shoulders ; allo her Child-bed 
Purgations flow duly, which teidom is teen in putrid Feavers. 

Now purrid Feavers do befal women in Child-bed fram three cauſes, viz. Suppreſſcn of theic 
Child-bed Purgarions or dimuntthing, by the heaping rogether of bad Humors during the time of their 
belly-bearing, which were agicaced by her Labors, or by Errors in their Diet. Some add uumode- 
rate tlux ofthe Child-bed Purgations, which is racher a 6gn of the ſecrec badneſs of Humors cauting 
the Feavec, but cannoc be ic ielt any cauſe thereot. 

In tupprellion of the Child-bed Purgations, the blood and vitious humors which are collected du- 
r 0g the whol cuve of her going with child, do flow back apain intothe greater Veins, acd chere pus 
tretie, and tonitunes are carried cothe Liver, Spleey, and ather parts, in wiuch they raife Intlarvati- 
vs; oritthey abide inthe Veins ofthe womb, they putretie,and fo caule a Feaver, in thole wo- | 
en wiuch wee before in pertect health. Y 

Yut if (the Child-bed Purgations duly flowing ) a feaver arile,it comes either from {uperfluicy of 
Challer, or ixomercors in Diet. Evil Humors agitated by the Labors and Pains of Travel, do eafily 

mizne avd purretie, and {tir upa teaver. Errors of Diec may happen divers waies: And tuft in 
Four dteiting mn which women that he Io, are wong eo be very taulry, topping themſelves wah 
pieaty 
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plenty and variety ot Diſhes, which cannot be by thera digeſted, bur cauleth putiefattion in their 
bodies. Another error is commicted when Childing women do unadvr.edly expole thenietves unto 
the cold Air, eipecially while ther Milk-teaver 18 11 1ts vigor, which 1* went co be teiminated 
ſweating and cranlpiuratioun, Which is handered by heedlels admitiion of the cold Arty, whence ct cones 
ro paſgthat the Feaver which of it {elf was void of danger, and would un a tew dates have ceated, is 
ch mo a dangerous putrid Feaver. 

There 1s yet auother trequent Cauic of the Feavers of Childing Women, viz. When the After- 
births are not wholly caſt torth, but ſome portion remains behind. This happens pruccipally mthe 
Womb-Liver, a part whereot 1s fomtunes annexed rothe Wamb, and letr chere, doth purrefie; 
which makes the Cquld-bed fluxes to come forth greenith, ftinking, and Carrion like 3 and ut within 
tew daies it be not ſeparated from the womb, and excluded, 1c catts the {1ick womati mto great darger 
of death, ſeeing ic may morutie the Womb. -

Buritche Child-bed Purgations are tuppretied, oc tlow iparingly, lec che mierioc 
Veins be opened, and take a good quantity of blood away : becauſe at that cune the Child-bed Pur- 
gations of bleod, oughe by the appointment of Nacure co be plencatul. 

Itan Acute Diſcate happen in the middle tune of ker Lying In, cwo things are to be enſidered. 
The one rs, Whether the Morbiticx matter be contained in one particular place, or it it bed:iperted 
through che Veins ? The ſecond, Whether che Woman hath been conveniently purged or nor, in 
regard of quantity ? It che Diſeale proceed from matter {cactered abroad, as 1n Feavers,and the wo- 
man hath nox been fully purged, the lower Veins ought tobe opened : becaute boch che Morbuick 
Matcer wil be dimunithed, and her Natural flux wil be provoked. Bur it the woman have been tuih- 
ciencly purged, and the Diceaie get ground, and the Natural t:vacuation have not been futhcienc toc 
che Diſcale, the inferioc Veins muſt be apened norwuhftanding ; and fo much blood mult be raken 
away, that by cwo Evacuations chat may be accoimplithed, which the Diteale requires, according to 
the Doftrine of Galen, in the ninth Book of his Method, Chap. 3.

we nuit mack whether the Flux1on be only beginning, fo chat the Dileate 1s only ready to ſeize UPC 
the Patient, or 15 11 1cs beginnung, and very httle blood be colletted um che pact. For when che inferior 
Veins are to be opened, that revullion may be madeco ſuch oppolite parrs asare at greateſt diitatice 
from the parc affected, and by that means that prepoſterous motion of Humors may be ſtopped. 
Bur if che tluxion be already in good meature begun, and an Intlamation bred which proves very 
troubleſom, whecher che woman be iuinciently purged, ot not, the luperior Veins are prelently co 
be opened righe againſt rhe Parr attected, becaute ſuch an Evacuation draws Bloyd our 
of the Part Aﬀecred. Eur it the witerwr Veins thould be opened, which are nucuher 
next che part affected, newher can evacuate cheretiom , borh the ſtrengch of che Patieuc will 
be weakened by the evacuation, and chat matcer which is by Nacure driven mco 4 corner, and tubdu- 
ed, wilnat be chereby duniniſhed And 1o you mult exher draw all her bloud ina manuer ouc of 
her Veins, to revel the macter of the Ditcale icom the part aitected ; or .he woman will ve xulled by 
the Dileale before !uthcient Revuliton be made. Neiwcher ueed we tear,le't by takiig cl od wom cle 
upper Veins, we ſhould draw the Courte thereof irom che womb, becaute 111 aticiy Þ abs chic 1upe- 
rior parts of the Body do abound with blood. Ard alchough much blood be ceken, away, yec arenoc 
the Veins ſo empried, that chey ſhould be forced ro draw new blood trom other ja.ts. Let tor the 
greater Caution, ic will not beunproitable betore b,uod be raken trom che wperwuc Vers, ro cave 
the Thighs co be luſtily rubbed, and prelcntly airer core them with bands lo hard as to pail: te wo- 
man, which muſt abide ſo bound cil the bleeding be over, and a little atter chey may be loviewsl; 
and now and then Cupping-Glatles muſt be tattened co the lame =_ or at lealt chey mult be apan 
welrubbed. So we may procure an evacuation ot the Matter otterdig, and yer pre.crve the lacu- 
ral courle of the blood towards the Womb. ; 

The ſame courſe is co be taken in vehemert and burning Feavers : For although the marter of- 
fending be diſperſed chrough the Body, yer s the burning heat 10 great abour the Heart and Bowels, 
thitic cannoc n lo wel excinguithed by the opening of a imal, and tar diſtant Vein, as by che opening 
0: a necrer and greater, tuch as1s the Vein called Baſilica. 

This Method of Curing may be obterved not only in Child-bed women, but in other women who 
are taken with Acute Diteales, and have cher monthly Courtes upon chem. 

It intheend of a Womans Lying-In, an acute Di:ecate betal her, che tairie Courle muſt be followed 
as 11 the middle, tfe ſame conditions being obterved ; obtecving this for a Rule, That by how much 
a woman us turcher from the begining ot her Lying-In, by 10 azuch more tately may the uper Veins 
be opened; bur the neerer ſhe 1s to the beginning, yea, even in che middle, we are co open chols 
Veins with the greater premeditation. Andit the Dileate be noc imporcunaie, nor the ſharpnels 
thereof require tuch a thing, andche Natural Purgation be copious, we muſt wholly abitain. Bur 
it the Purgation be (canty, we muſt open the 18aterzor Veins co tupply that which is wars iug in che 
Evacuation. Bur ifthe coutrary ſhal happen, let us tullow that Rule which we pcetcribed co be tol- 
lowed, in the urgency of an acute Duleale. 

The uſe of Purging in Childing Women that are held wich acute DUeaſts,hal be conprehended in 
thete tollowing Maxims. 

While che Child-bed Purgations do Naturally flow, a Purge is never co be adminiſtred ; for it is 
cobe feared leſt Nature be diverted trom her bulinets. 

Bur if che Child-bed Purgacions ace not kindly, we muſt conſider whether thei taulk conſiſt in

according to the more vr le(s urgency ot the Dileate,ſhe may be purged geiitly, wholly abſtaining from

If other Purgations offend only in Quality, fo that a white flux, or ſome other unnatural color 
do proceed trom her, the Matter being ripe, ſhe may um the Jaſt part of her Lying-In, be lately 

urged.

d<icaments.

Bur, iecing when che Gour paves its fictt Onterchere happens 
e kind of boiling and working of the Blood, and commonly there is a Feaver, hot tudoroticks will noc 
be convenient, but only fuuchas are remperatez amongtt which Sennertus commends Harts* Horn, 
ether crude, or prepared withour burning, either alone, or wich Carduus Wacer, as likewue 
Antimonium DLrapboreticum. In an old Gout without a Feaver, a Decoction of China Sata 
Parilla ar Sallatras may be given, qualified wich cooling Heubs, as Cichory, Ende, yur and 
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Boriage. Or afrec the Sweat is wiped off, it may ſuffice co give the Patient Chicken-Broch, alcere 
with the Herbs atoreiand. _. | 
Martinus T.ulandss did uſe this following Sweating Medicine with happy ſucceſs : 

Take To»s of Centaury two handfuls : Aſarum Roots two ounces : 'Boyb them in t-n pints 
of iater to five pints, and ſtrain the Liquor. Givethe Patient eight ounces of this Liquor bot, in 
the morning (ome daies tog-ther ;, and let hum ſrweatupon it. 

But Foreſtus commends the Roots of the greates Burdock ; becauſe it cuts, difcuflerh, and pro. 
vokes both Swear and Urine. And he reports that a certain Gouty perſon that kept his bed, aud 
could noc ſtira Lumb, drauk hot Beer in which the great Burdock Root had been boyled , ater the 
drinking whereof, when the Phylitians could do him no good with all cheir Medicines, he pall'd a 
great deal ot whice Matter like Milk, and was freed from his pains, 

Hercules Saxonia puts a great many Loaves hoc out of the Oven round about the Patients Body, 
by which means Sweat 15plent _ procured, and the pains removed. : 

Alloa Decoction of Elder, Eay-leaves, Sage, Roſemary, and iuch like Herbs wil do much good, 
the Parient recervung the vapor ot this DecoCtion un a {weating Tub, whach wil make the 1weat tg 
come luſtily. 

Allſothe Warers of Natural hot Baths do provoke ſweat, and do readily diſcuſs the Matter contai- 
ned in the Joynts. And therefore when the lick are not able co go unto them, theur Water is wat 
co be brought untotherm and heated in a Caldion tor them co bath mn. TEraſtus mn his 15. Countel, 
pieters this abuveal others, tur caling che pains, but he boyls ſa much Salt in che Warter, as gives ic 
an evidently brackiſh caſt. 

In che beginaug ot the Fluxion of Gouty Humors, in the ſpaces free from Purgations, ſuch chays 
muſt be given as ſtoprche Flux, which have been propounded by me in the Cure of an hot Cztarrh, 
elpecially Juleps ot Waters, or Decoctions and Syrups which do cool and thicken, 

Yea, andche truthis, We are lomrunes compelled roule Narcorick or Stupetactive Medicaments, 
for they both ftop the tlux of Humors, and they micigare the rage of che pains. Ot chele ſort of Me- 
dicinesnew Venice Treacle 1s inult convenient, which may often be repeared without danger trom 
halfadram to adam. Unto vhi.hmay proticably be added little Bole- Armoniack to ſtop the tiux 
of Humors. Howbert, inſtead oi Treacte, Laudanum Opiatum, and otlier Natcoticks, niay conve- 
niently be ſubſtuuted. | 

After due Evacuations have been celebrated, and other chings given inwardly which reſpect the 
antecedeat Caule , we muſt proceed unto local Applications, tuch as micgate che pain, and dit- 
culs che contingent Caule: Which are not pre.encly robe uied betore the umverial Remedies atore- 
ſaid have been hicſt applicd ; for ocherwile they are wour todo more hurt than good. For eicher 
the Matter which Nature incended rodrive into the Joynts, 15 driven back into the inner parts ot the 
Body, whereby grievous Sympromes are railed 3 or tis forced into the Joy nts, and the pain is ex- 
aſperaced z or the part is eftenunated, and made lax, and ſothe fluxion u encreated. 

Which Caurtions being commonly negl-Cted, and external things untumely and heedleſly applyed ; 
the Patients receive commonly more hurc than good thereby. And thoſe external Medicines do ei- 
cher reipeCt che pain alone, or the Caule hkewite of the pain, v2. The Humor which hath cook us 
courle into the part, and cauſed both the pain and Swelling. 

Such things as mitigate pain, are very necellary in this caſe, becauſe the extremity thereof weakens 
the Patient, and drawsthe Humors tothe partsaffetted. Furthermore, by the uie of Anodines, the 
parts arerelaxed, andthe Humor which before did flow intothe more deep parts abour the Joynr, is 
diffuled roche more ainbienc parts and external. Whence it is that the pains of the Cour are moſt 
vehement beicie che part iwels z buc alter ic 1s {wollen they are mitigated. Now there are many A- 
noduie, or Pain-charming Med:caments propounded by Authors to beapplicd ro chole parts which 
are troubled with the Gout. Bur the chietare chele which follow : 

Luke-warm Nhlk applied cothe part attected, by wetting Linnen Cloaths therein, and laying them 
on, doth aftlwage the pain z, as alio if che part be {prinkded and bedewed therewich, eſpecially when 
it comes freſh from the Dug , which Amains Luſitanys doth very much commend, un the 41. Cure 
of his ſixt Ceatury, ni thete words: One mightily tormented poith the Gout, cauſed a ſhee Goat to 
be broxght mto bis "© hamber, and her *Milkto be milked out upon bis paned Foynt, by which be 
perce:ved the pains evidently leſſened. Aud there is good rea{on for it: For Milk newly milked, 
doth aſÞwoage, mitigate, and leyjen pains. It is a Medicine commonly uſed by the Great Turk: by 
you who ſeek Profit and Honor, ighly to be priged. 

Ot Milk hkewite xs made the Cataplaiin of whue Bread Crums boyled thercin, adding the Yolks 
of Egps, and a lictle Saftran. 

Allothe Leaves of Henbane, or Violers, are boyled in Mil, or mn Vinegar and Wazer, and peofi= 
tably laid upon the part affected. 

Alto « Ca:aplaim is niade 01 the Pay of Nacſh-mallow Roces mungled with Milk.

lowing Ingredients : | | 

Take Crums of white Bread boyled in Milk, half a pound : Pulp of Caſſia three ounces. Make 
them into a PultifS, Or, : 

Take the Pulp of Caſſia four ounces : new Venice Treacle balf an ounce : Barley and Oaten 
meal, of each three ounces : the Crum of white Bread four ownces : C oro s Milk treo or three pint. 
Boyl all into the form of a Pultiſs, which apply rvarm tothe parts pained. If you fhall add half 
an ounce, or an ounce of Vitriol calcined and finely poudered, you will make it far more ex- 
cellent. 

In the beginnirg of the Gour, which ſeizes only che great Toe, Jay on this following : 

Take two whites of Ezes : a little Salt beaten to Pouder : a few drops of Vinegar of Roſes. 
Oix all, and apply it upon Tow, or courſe Flax to the part affeited. 

Other Cataplaſms are hkewiſe made of greateſt efneacy, componnded on this manner : 

Take Water of white Mullein, and of Fern Root and ÞPranch, of each half a pint ; calcine4 
Vitriolexquifitely poudered, one ounce and an half: Meal four ounces : Saffron two drams. 
Make all into a Puinſs. | 

Take Mallows, leaves and Roots, as much as you pleaſe, Boyl them in anew Earthen Veſſe!, 
with equal parts of Wine and Vinegar, till athird part be conſumed; then ad ar much-corrrſe Bye 
Bran as will make it into a Pulti ; which being well wronght together and ſpread upon a Linnea 
Cloth, let it be applied to the parts pained, as hos as the Patient can endure it. Solenander doth 
exceedingly commend chis Pulrifs. 

F ma relates that a Cataplaſm made of Duck-weed and Chamomel Flowers boyled in Milk, 
adding a liccle Barley Meal, wil do miracles. 

Montagnana affirms this tollowing to be moſt excellent in extream pains. 

Take the Yolky of ten Eges; beat them in a Frying Pan with half a pound of Oyl of Roſes. 
Let them boyl gently till they grow thick, adding two drams of Saffron; and lay it on hot, 

In the beginning of the Flux, many lay on a Cataplaſm of Sale and Soor, wrought into a Body 
with whites of Epgs. 

Or of ewo ounces of Chamo:mel Flowers : red Roſe Leaves one ounce ard an halt : Mullein flow- 
ers half an ounce : Pouder them, and boy1 chem in tweet Milk toche ſtiffneſs of a Pulciſs, adding 
three or tour Y olks of Egs. 

Or of Barley Meal, and Bean Meal, of each one handful: Flowers of Chamomel and Roſes, of 
each hali a handful : Mulletn Warer, and Willow Wacer, or Plancane Water and Wine, of cach as 
much as ſhal ſutfice. Incorporace all rogether in form of a Pulcits. 

Alto divers Fomentations may be made co be applicd to che place affected, after this man- | 
ner : | 

Take of the Leaves of Mullein ſix pounds : red Wine a Quart. Beat the Leaves and ſteep them 
in the Wine for three daies. Diſtil them, and batbe and foment the parts affetted therewith warm, 
with Linnen Cloaths dipped therein. Or, 

Take Flowers of Mullein as mach as you pleaſe ;, fill a 11/3 Bottle therewith, and ſtop the mouth, 
and ſet it in the Sun, for ſo they will trnto Liquor, which being apphied to the part affetted, with 
Linnen, mitigates the pam. 

Sal ſatin, that is, Salt uf Lead dillolved in ſubril Spiric of Wine, eaſeth pains wonderfully. 

Frog-ſpawn-Water ſtilled in May, applied co che parts paineJ, doth wondertully aflwage the 
pains, and rempers the Inflamation and redneſs ot che parc. Thele following Simples may proltcably | 
be mingled cherewirh. | 

Take Frog-tÞawn-Water, Water of Tarſus Barbatus, or of Mullein, and of Fern, of each on? 
pernd and an half. 1 nfuſe therein Lapis tutie, and Litharge of Gold, of each two ounces : Vi- 
tr10l calcined, and Allum, of each one ounce. Foment the pained Parts herewith warm. 

An Infuſion of Licharge made in Vinegar, the Vinegar being a little evaporared, till ic grow ſivee- 
tth, doth much good coan hot Gour. 
Oy1 of Calves Feer is excellent to allay the pains of the Gour, and it is thus prepared : 

Let the Calves Feet be beaten, and the Bones brcken, then boyl them all to a Pap. Take the Oy! 
which ſwims on the top of the Water, mingle it with Aqua vite, and Salt, and therewith bath or a= 
not the parts pained. 

Allo Oyls and Fats are by many uſed. Bur ſeemng the Inflamation which betals thole Members 
whuch are troubled with the Gour, doch draw very neer the Nature of an Eryſipelas,or red fiery {wel- 
Img, oftentimes thole fat things may do more hurt chan good , for by ſtopping the pores, they may 
keep in theHumor, and (o encreaſe the pain. 

According as Senneris makes relation of a man troubled wich che Gout, who found great good by 
"ity new Sheeps-mulk Cheele laid upon che pained part: for as ſoon asthe Cheele being heated by 
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the paincd part, began to melt and ſhed its Butter, the pains were encreaſed. Ye in fon in 
Oy! of Roles, and Fich ke, may do good, eſpecally el 2 with other Medicargents , OI, 
ding wothe diftecent Natures of Mens Bodies, ſeveral things do good to leveral perions. And there. 
tore we mult be {urinihed with a mighry company of Medicaments, that upon al occaſions we —_ 
have change z becaulethere 15 {carce any one 10 effectual, asto dogood toal that are troubled, 7 ake 
rheſe following far an Example or Pattern. 

Take Crim of the vol1iteſt Manchet balf a pound : Boylit in new Milk to the conſiſtence of a 
Pultiſsz then ad of the Muciiage of Marſh-maliow ſeeds two ounces : Meal of Line ſeed and Fe- 
nagreek, ſeed, of each two drams : Flowers of Chamomel, and of Melilot powdered, of eacl) one 
ounce : Saffron one dram : Oyl of Reſes one ounce : Mix all into a Cataplaſm. 

Or to the Cataplaſm of white Eread Crum betore delcribed, Oyl of Roles may be added, 

Allo Liniments aud Oynciments are wont to be made to mitigate pain. 

Take Yolks of Eggs two or three : diſſolve them with Oyl of Roſes, or Violets,or IWine,and a pp! 
them luke-mwarm. 4 

Palſamumn Saturnt prepared with Oyl of Roſes or Violets, allaits pain moſt effectually. 

Take Cerrſs two ounces, diſſolve it in Endive Water and alittle Vinegar mag theres f a Lis 
quid Oyntment. | 

Of the ſaid Ceruls 15 made a Plaiſter of great efficacy which may be laid cn in the beginuing of the 
Difeale, even whiles the Tumor and Intlamacion is preſent, Irs compoſition is thus. 

Take Common Oyl one pound,IWine a pint and an balf : Boyt them till half the IVine be conſumed. 
Then ad a pound of Ceriſs finely Poudered and tro drams of Camphire. Boyl them to the Con- 

fiſtence of an Emplaiſter. IV hen there is great Inflamation, Vinegar muſt be uſed inſtead of Wine, 
Spread this plaijter upon Linnuen Cloathes that it may the more commodiouſly be wrapped about the 
Parts affefted. 

A Living whelp laid to the pained Pare, doth very much aflwage the pain. 

When che pain rages extreamly we may have recourſe ro Narcocicks; howbeic they muſt not lie 
long upon the Parr, becaule they are adverſe unco thenaturall heat and to the nerves. 

Take Henbane Leaves two Handfuls : Nightſhade and Houſleekof each one Handful. Garden 
Poppy-Head one pugil, Mandrak Roots one ounce. Chamomel Flowers and violet Flowers of 
each one prgil, male a Decoition in Water or Milk with which let the Part be bathed. 

Beat che relidue atcer che Liquor is ſtrained our, and add of the Flower of Lin-Seed one ounce 
and an halt. Wheat mealcwo ounces : Oyl of chamomel three ounces : and make a Pulcis. Or 

Take Spirit of Wine ſomzebat Yellow by infuſion of Saffron four ounces : camphire one ſcruple : 
Boylthem a little, then diſſolve therein, one dram of Opium: With that Liquor let the pained 
Part be bathed : It is a ſaſe and moſt effettual Medicine. 

Green Tobacco Leayes beaten and laid on do eaſe the Gour, and are ſaid tobe of a ſtupefattive 
Nature. 

As tor the Eſhcient Caule of che pain, to the Humor flowing into the Part repelling Medicaments 
mult be oppoled ; and co that which is allzeady wm, deriving and reſolving Medicaments muſt be ap= 

hed. 

. Howhbeir repelling Medicines are diſallowed in this Caſe, eſpecially alone and without the com- 
mixture of other chings. For it they thal wholly ſtopthe influx ot che matrer mcoche Pars affected, 
it 15to be Feared leaſt they retiring to the inward Parts, ſhould cauſe dangerous dileales, unleſs they 
happ2ntobe tranſlatedro tome other Joynt. Again the Humor which hath already flowed into the 
Pair, 15 the more driven inward, by which means, the Pains become more violenc. Bur yet, if in 
the beginning of the Cour there be a great afflux of Humers eſpecially hot ones, which threatens 
tharp Pains to tollow, it will be couvenienc in Lome mealuretoreprets the lame, by applying repellers, 
not alone, but mixed with tuch chings as mitigate Pain, after unwerſal and futhcient Evacuations. 
For then ſuch things as do overmuch relax, do help forward che afflux ot Humors. And theretore, 
we may ad untothe toreſaid cataplaſmes and other remedies Plantane, Lectice, Purflane, Houtleck 
and tuch like as allo a little Vineger. As tor example. 

Take Barley Meal three ounces : Boylit im Water and Vineger, add two Yolks of Eggs, Saffron 
tventy grains: Make all into a Pultis. Or, 

Take Red Roſes an Handful: Barley and Fenugreek Meal of each one ownce : Red Sanders 
one dram and an half : Chamomel Flowers one pugil : when they are Boyled and beaten, add two 
Tolks of Eger, V ineger four ounces : Oyl of Roſes as mucch as ſhall ſuffice , make all into a Pults. 

Among remedies which derive the Humor from che Part afteGed are Horte-Leeches, atcer fut- 
hcient Evacuation applied chereunco : for then chey do much good, eſpecially when the Veins in 
the Part aftected, dolcem diſtended and (welling with Blood. 

Now relolving Medicameuts are wont to beuted in divers forms as of Waters, Oyls, Unguents, 
Balioms, Fomeurations, Funigations, Cataplaimes, Plaiſters and che like, compounded atter

Slake Lime in Urine, puiatic che Liquor and foment the Pazucd place therewith Ita ikewie gov. l 
i 1t be done with V inepct and Lime.

Patient : foraſmuch as che Na- 
races of Men are divers, their Complexions divers, and divers kinds of Excrements are bred im ſeveral 
Men, whence it 15 that the ſame Diteaſes do exrreamly differ in {everal pertons : therefore whar pro- 
fits one man, doth another no gocd ar all ; which often comes to pals in curing the Gour. And for 
ehis Caule, every Pract icioner muſt have an abundance of Nedicines, that when one harh been appli-

And it 15 here robe noted touching thoſe hot Medicines, that they are noc only unprofitable for hoc 
Confticurions, bur chey cauſe fuch Relolunons of Humors or Joynts, or other 1nconvenicnces, as 
can never be cured, and therefore they muſt be given with great Caution. 

Peradventuce this following EleGtuary may be uted wich -more ſafety and ſucceſs, which doth 
purge che Body by litcle and lictle from all fupertuicies withour hearing the ſame. 

Take Senna half an ounce : Turbith, Hermodaitils, of each ſix drams : Lignum Guajacum, 
Saſſapbras, andSalſaparilla, of each half an ounce : China Roots one ounce and an ha! f: Ne- 
phritick Wood two ounces : thetbree Sanders, of each one ounce : Annis Seed treo drams : *Ho- 
n2y very well clarified fourteen ounces : make all into an Eletuary. The Doje ;s one dram every 
day in the whol yeer, except the Dog-daies. 

Among che common People, ſome hold ic for a great Preſervarive from the Gout, ta ſwallow three 
Cloves of Garlick whol every marning tor a month cogerher. For they hear and firengrhen the Sco- 
mach, without heating the Liver, or other Bowels ; for they are voided torth with the-Excrements 
whol, but boyled and wrapped in clammy Flegm, which chey bring trom the Scomach aud 
Guts. 

In che Gour proceeding of Chollerick Humors, Waters of Medicinal Wels, which are Acid, Vitrio- 
lace, and cooling , ſuch as that of Tienbridg m Kent, Blackbois nor far from Lerwe: in Suſſex, ore in 
che Pariſh of Sandberft mn Kent, do very much good. Sothar by che uſe of tuch Waters, tome pec- 
tons have been tor a long time freed from che Gour. 

To the ſame purpoſe Hippocrates commends mn his Book of Diſeales, the ute of Aﬀſes Milk, which 
Experience ſhews hath dane good comany Gouty perſons. 

Aud ina word, All chings which are good againſt an hor diſtemper of the Liver, and to ſtrengthen 
= Bowel, wil be good in chis Cate, as they are delcribed before in the Cure ot che hoc dutemper of 
the Liver. 

Bur if a wheyith Humor flowing trom the Brain be Cauſe of this Diſcafe, as moſt commonly falls 
Our, the greateſt care muſt be had of the Brain ; viz. -Thac its <ſ{tamper may be corrected, and that 
the Humors bred therein may be derived and diſcuffed. To which intents ; Ines, Velica- 
tories , Medicines to be drawn up into the Noſe, Mafticatories, Powders, Spiced Caps, will 
-Day y ferviceable 3 and other Reggecies propounded in the Cure of Dileaſes of che 
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The laſt Point of Prevention, 1s to —_— the Joynrs that they may not to ealily te, 
the Humor flowing in. Yetit 1sto be noted, that ſtrengthening Medicainents, ate not 

buc hurttull alſo, unleſs che antecedent Caute, and che Humor ready ro tlow wit tl | 
carefully removed by the foreſa1d Medicaments. Otherwiſe chole firengtheners, ercticr 

able ro hinder the influx ot the Humors mo the Joynt : or it they dohinder the tame, ty: ! 
retire to the more noble Parts of che Body and raile nuuch worle Dilealcs. 

Among the principal ſtrengrheners the preſſings of Grapes viz. their Serds &c. are reckons! 
dilculs the rel1ques of che Morbifick Matcer by their actual hea, andby their aſtrinpericy, 
much ſtrengrhen the Parts. Duretus upon Hollertus doth thus cummend them. Bret th2 17'c 0; 
Grape Kernells doth exceedingly veal tn the time of Uintage. If the preſſings of the <1 
brought out J the Wine Preſi into a Tarn and being covered with Blankets do there v1 10 (. 
them let the Patient thruſt bis Feet, Legs, Thighs, Arms, or bis whel Bady. Ian 
(faichhe) an hundred times, there 15 no better thing under the Cope of Heaven. 

And Solenander in his Counſel 21. Sect. 4. Doth give the toretard Medicine this comme:. ' 
Put among the beſt and ſafeſt remedier,(which do alſo ſtrengthen the Parts affetted, and 4» 
the innate heat, )is this to be reckoned, and diligently once every yeer (for of tner it car: 
pratticed, viz. That in Vintage time, the Feet andauds affetied, be whel.ned in pr. 
Grapes bot from the preſi, or made hot with warm Wine, every *Morniiig for ji teen dates.” 
could name a worthy Perſonage,to whom I bave communicated this *Medicament, and 1 ec.17 
him a very conſiderable Gratuty, therefore who could not go at all, and by this *vledicine a/ 
Bleſſing, he was reſtored. And by bow much the Grapes are riper, by ſo much the more g 
the preſjengs do in this Caſe.

Where the benefit of Natural bathes cannot be had, the Feet may be waſhed and other P..;: : 
mented; with a Decoction of nerve Herbs, tome aſtringents being added cherero, as Bala. 
Mircill. Cypreſs Nutts, Allum, and Salr, with Iron-quenched Water and red Wine. 

Alſo Oyntments are commended, being frequently yited, made after chis manner. 

Take od yl of Mirtles or Roſes two ounces : Salt two drams: Mix then and mate a | 
ment. Or, 

Take Oyl of unripe Olives Oyl of Maſtick one ounce : Salt fried in a pan two dramr.

Chap. 2. Of the Hip-Gout, or Sciatica. 


He Pain of the Sciatica or Hip-Gour, doth herein cheifly differ from other ſorts of the *.: © ©, 
becaulc 1n thoſe che Pain potletles only the Joints ; bur chis, it is noc only in che Hip. : 
holds the cop of the Butrock allo, the Loins and the Os ſacrum, and reaches into che This ! - 
Legeven to che very Foot. Which comesto pals by reaſou of Nerves ariling our of che Lo!: 
Os ſacrum,whuch are carried unto the Hip,and are trom thence derwedand tpcead untothe 11: , 
Leg and Feet, 


The Cauje of this Pain is the ſame which was propounded in other ſorts of the Gouc. 


— 
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The knowledg of chis Diſeaſe 1s eaken from the Part affeQted : from whence ic alſo took its nate, 
for the Pain doth elpecially affect the Region or Pait of the Huckle-bone, for i: hach chis property, 
tha: no Humor, nor IntJamation or change of the color appears as is wont to be in other (igns of the 
Gour:becauſe che flowing Humors do infinuate chemſelves into more protound or deep Parts, & into 
ſuch as are larger, and covered with much fleih, and chey are not diffuicd i1ito the twitace of the 
body nor che _—_— as 1n other Gouts. : 

T his peculiar PrediCtiou belongs to the Hip-Gour, that it it continue long ic purs the Hip out of 
Joynt: fora wheyiſh and NN Humor doch inlinuate it ielt inco the Hollow of the Joync 
which is very Jarge, and if it bide there long, its thinner Part is dilcufled, the chick remainng, 
which becomes ſnocty and fottens and looſens the bands which knic togerher the bones which belons 
unco that Joynt 3 ſorhar the Bone of che Hip falls from ics Socker, whence tollows Luxaiton, and 
thereupon lumping or halcing, and a Contumprtion of the whol Thigh 3 becauſe the Bone being 
Nip: our of its feat, doth preſs upon the Mulcles, Veins and Arteries, by which means n.ocion 15 
hindeced and Blood and ſpirits cannot conveniently tlow into che inferior Pares. The turetard 
Dodtrine 15 confirmed by ewo Aphorilmes of Hippocrates, viz. The 59. ofthes. Section. Such 
whole Hip atrer long pains, flips out of Joynt andin again, they have Snotty excreme:ies in that 
Part. andthe 69. Aphoritm of the ſame Section ; Such as being croubled with long Pain: ciche 
Sciatica, come to have their Hip diſjointed, cheir Thiph Contumes and they halt, except chey Le 
burnt. 

The Cure ofthe Hip-Pain Hatch matiy chings common with the other ſorts of Gouts 3, yer in many 
things it differs becaule of che ſtructure and Largnels of che Jeynec ; checetore it 15 co be dithin- 

iſhed from the former Gours, and co be handled in cli1s Chapter by ic (elf. 

And in che firſt place a Cliſter oc Gentle Purgarive being premiſed, che Vein of the Arme on the 
ſame ſide muſt be opened fot revulſion fake : atterward tor derivation fake, the Vena popluis muſt 
be opened about the Knee, or that Vein near che ourward Anckle-bone, which 1s called che Scracica 
Vein, becaule ot che great pod whichche opening theretote 1s wont ro do 1ithys Dileate 3; which alone 
being opened doth often heal this Diteaſe. / 

It is wont to be opened on the Leg of che ſame {ide che Gour is on, yec hath ic done much good 
being opened on che contrary fide, and hath been {een ſuddenly co rake the Pain quue away. 

Galen in his Book of Blood-letting, Settion 18. 1 remember (faith he) that I bave Cured 
divers troubled worth the Sciatica in one day, openine a Vein in their Thiebs; vis. the Cai: 
being, not from cold, but fullneſs of thoſe Veins which are in the Hip; ſo that a Vein opened about 
the Ham or Knee, # more Proper and commodious in ſuch caſes, than in the Anlyer. 

Alſo Blood drawn out of che Hemorrhoids by Leeches, doth wonderfully help choſe chac 
are Hip=Gouty, becauſe the Blood conteined in che Veins of the Hip 1s thereby drawn out : for 
there is the greateſt Content & fellow-feeling that can be between thete Parts by means of theur Vers. 

—_— urgations are proper in this cale ; for —_— urges do rathec precipicate the Humors 
to the Parts affected. Andchereftore che Acchcirical Pouders are moſt convenienc, Carpocoſtinum, 
Pils of HermodaGtils and ſuch like. The Chimitts do fomeimes fuccelirully wie Mercurial and Auut- 
monial putges in ſtrong Bodies. 

Mercurius dulcis wich Scammony or other purgacives given frequently, doth powerfully erad:- 
catecthe Humor cauſing chis Hip-Gour. 

Many preferr Vomiting Medicaments betore purgatives, becauſe they Evacuace che Humors 
by a place more remote trom che Part affected. Rondeletass preters Atarum before other V omi- 
rories. 

Afeer ſufficient Purgation,we muſt proced co local Medicaments. And as for repelling Medicines, 
they are no waies convenient, becauſe 1t is co be feared leaft che Humors be lo much the more iixed 
ntothe Parr affeted ; bur at the beginning Relolving chings muſt be applied ; tilt nulder and lets 
hor, leaſt they ſhould accract che Humors more inco che Parr affected ; atter ſuch as are wore vehe- 
ment, in this manner. 

Take Briony Roots two pounds : Dwarf-Elder Roots one pound : Juniper Berries 'alf 2 
pound: Leaves of Groundpine, Mint, Marjarom, Sage, Roſemary, flowers of Chameme! and 
Melilot of each four handfulis : Make a Decottion for a bath to ſit wn, which let the Patient ſit 
in twice a day for to or three daies together. At the beginning the Decoition may be made of 
Water alone afterward in Water and White Wine. 

With che ſame or like Decodtion hot, may the Part Pained be fomented frequently. 

- Baps may be prepared of Salc, Millet and Bran fried with rich Canary in 2 trymg Pan and laid 
on Warm. 


_ » Bags very effeCtual may be made only of Juniper Berries beaten and fried in a Pan as atote- 
id, 


Allo agointivgs will be conyenient of Oyl of Chamomel, Oyl of Dill, Orice, Nard and Rue ;

ding good. 

Oyarment of Marſh-mallows doth looſen the external parts, and doth gently diſcuſs the Morbifick 
Matter ; therefore cowards the beginting, the whol Th gh may be anomced therewith, and the Lepp 
tothe Foot by a flaming fire. 

In che Progreſs of the Diſeaſe, this following being hotter and ſtronger, may be uſed. 

Take Oyl of Worms, Tiles, "Trrpentine, of each troo ounces : Oyl of Foxes one ounce : Gum 
Ammoniack,, and Sagapenum diſſolved in Aqua vite, of each ſix drams : Fat Caſtoreum three 
drams : Euphorbium tro drams : Wax as much as ſhall ſuffice. Make all into an Ont- 
ment. 

Spaniſh Soap, or Caſtle Soap diſſolved in Spicic of Wine, 1s moſt excellent, ſmeared on by the 
fires f1de. 

Oylof Tiles or Bricks alone, being anointed hot, afcer ſix Cupping-Glafles have been faſtened 
upon the pained place, and about the tame ; and after the anomcing , the place being covered wich 
zery hot Linnen Cloaths, hathrin one day cured a very ſtubborn Scuatica. 


Lacuna in his Comments upon Dioſcorides, doth commend the tollowing Oyntment as won- 
dertul : 

Take the Fuyce of the Roots and Leaver of Dwarf-Elder, or Danewort, of each one ounce : 
Oyl of Chamomel fix ounces : Toylithem tothe conſumption of the Freyces. Then add Wax as muc)» 
as ſhall jrffice, and a few drops of Vinegar to matig the vertue pierce. Make of all an Oynt- 
ment. 

A Cataplaſm of the Hetb Iberis, wild Crefles, or Sciatica Crefles, is much commended by Au- 
thors, becaule this Herbs very effectual in the Cure of this Diſeaſe. Ir may be made atter this 
Manner ; 

Take of wild Creſſes four handfuls : boyl them in Wine, and beat them, adding thereto Meal 
of Lupines, Vetches, and of Beans, of each three drams : Pouder of dried Rue, Chamomel flow- 
ers, and Coſtus Root, of each on: dram: Oyl of Turpentine half an ounce : Oyl of Earth-worms 
as much as ſhal ſuffice. Make all inio a Cataplaſm. 

Platerus witnellech that it hath done ryuch good, when green Sage hath been pur on an hollow hoc 
Tile, and often ſtirred left it burn ; and chus being halt boyled and ſprinkled with Vinegar, and a 
C1.,ch pur about the Tile. and the ſame put under the Haps, the vapor chereof hath been received in- 
to the part affected. : 

Alto a Loaf very hot out ofthe Oven, cut in the middle, ſprinkled with Aqua vitz, and laid on, wil 
be very helpful. 

Todraw the Morbifick Matter outwards, a Cupping-Glaſs is good, four times faſtened upon the 
h1cheſt part of the pained place, which appercains ro Os ſacruem , without Scarrification. 

Tothe ſame intent, exght or ten Leeches faſtened co the part affected do much help, which are 
allowed and approved of by Parlys and Aurelianus. And Zacutus Lufitanus tares that in ten 
hoirs ſpace he therewith crook away the pawn of the Sciatica, Which no other Remedies could 


help. | 

Plaiſters are likewiſe frequently uſed, and in this Caſe may do much. Bur in the uſe of them, 
this is alwatesto be oblerved, as it hath been ſaid generally of the reſt ; that at the firſt mild ones be 
__ which if they do little good, we may arite co more vehement. Which order we will likewilo 
oblerve in our {ectng down the making of tuch Plaiſters. 

Take Pitch uſed in Ships, two ounces : Brimſtone pordered wery fine three drams : Maftich 
wo drams : Tierpentine half an ounce. Mix them, and mate of all a Plaiſter , adding as much 
IWax as ſhall be requiſite. 

Take Ship-Pitch two ounces : Gum- Ammoniack, Bdellium diſſolved in Vinegar, of each one 
ounce: Live Brimnſtone, Turbith, Hermodattils, of each half an ounce : Caſtoreum one dram: 
Turpeniine a little : Wax as much as ſhall ſuffice. Make of all a ÞPlaifter. 

Take Gum Ammoniack, and Sagapenum diſſolved in | megar, and then thickened again, of 


each twoo ounces : Emplaſicum Diachylon cum Gumnus, one ounce and an half. Melt all togetber. 
Tven add Cinnabarss, Cinoper or Minzum ,and burned Braſs, of each one ounce :. Orpment a 
i/erdegreece, of cach two drams. Make all into a Maſi or Þlaiſter. If it raiſe Bladders, lay 4 
Linnen Cloth between the Plaiſter, and the part afetted. 

It the Diſeaſe do percinacioufly contiuue, we muſt proceed to a Veſicatory, which doch draw 
out the Morbitick Marter, being applied to the part affeted. Wheretore a Bliſtering Plaſter m_- 
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be laid on, either alone, or chat ic may work more gently, with ſome of the tureſaid, mingled inequal 
proportions, for fo it may be endured upon the part a longer eine. Or this tollowing may be made 
treth. 

Take Sbip-Pitch, W:x, white Pitch, of each en» ounce and an half : Colophonia, Fran'in- 
conſe, Matich, of each two drams : Enpverbumm, Ladanum, Quick Sulpiur, Oporan 1x, Ammo= 
niacum, Bdelleim, Galbanum, Sagcavenum, f each half an ounce : Storar, and Benjamm, of 
each tro drams : Cantharides tbree drams : Galanzal, Clow:s, of each two dramr : Liquid Sto- 
rar, as much as ſhall ſuffice. *Maſke all into a Tlaiſter. 

In an old Diteaſe, an IiJue in the Leg on the pained tide, doth derive the VMatrer away, and fom- 
times cure; the Diſeaſe. Zechis wil have it made 1n the ourlide ot rhe Leg. And it there be tu- 
{pitz0n of a Cararrh trom the Brain, another muſt be made m che hinder par: of the Head. For thar 
hath lomeimes cured arf©14 Sciatica when rot hing elie would dow. And then hkewile other Reme- 
dies, correCt ing the Brains diftemper, muſt nor be neplected. 

Zacutus Luſitanus tels of I's making an 1fſue behind ct e Ears wich wonder ul ſucceſs, when the 
Humor came trom the Head. Of chis he makes a peculiar ficry, Obtervar. 160. Eock 2. 

During the whol Courle of the Cure, trequen: Clytters are co be 1mjected, rhar pare of the Morbi- 
fick Mater may be derwed unto the Gurs. Allotodilcuſs the next and unmedate Caute of che pain, 
this tollowing hath ſomrimes been utetul. 

Take Rich Canary balf a pint : IWaln:i Oyl, and Oyl of Rue, of each three ounces : Oyl of 
Tur pntine half an ormce. Mix all, and maig thereof a Clyjier, to be caſt in ſo often asthe pain fhul 
require 

And chis following Clyſter doch wonderfully draw the Humors from che part affected, in cegard 
of its Neighborhood co the Gurs. 

Take Pulp of Coloquintida one dram: Lean Brart an handful : white Wine a pint and an 
balf : Boyl all to a pint. Of the ſtrained Liquor make a Clyſter, and let th: Patten: krep 8 
an hour. 

The Hip-Gour 1s ſomtimes bred of Choller, and hor Humors, which is known when the pain is ve- 
ry ſharp, and pricks, the pains are greater every other dy, che patty 15 lean, the Conft uc1irion of Lody 
Chollerics, Ape yuuthtul, Country and Seaton hot, che pain 1$encreaied by tewting thugs, © hol 
lerick Diteales have preceded, an hot Dier, and vehement Exeicite ; and then the Medicines muſt be 
ficred for Choller, and an hot difttemper. Wherefore, Bleeding is pood, Furgaricns of Choller, 
ſamrimes Lenicve, tomcimes ſtrongly purging with Diagrzdium, chat che Morb1'1ck Marter may be 
brought forth 3 cooling Juleps, emollienc Clyſters coohng, Milk, Bathing, and ocher Remedies pro- 
pounded inan hor diſtempet ot the Liver. Alwaies ben, caretul ro avoid chings Opening, and ro 
_ rather tuch as do mcraſlate or thicken, ſuch as we propounded tor a thin and hot 

hewm. 

The Pain being extream, ſome Natcoricks may be given, eſpecially Syrup of Poppies, wher:Þby 
the pain isallaied, and che tlux of Humors ſtopped, by the Humnors being thicxied, 

bur Laudanum Opriatiem is far mare powertul, given co the quantity of three or tour grains 3 
wlich allo diulfolved in a Clyſter of Broch or Milk, utug a Purging Clytter be.ore ic, doth otren take 
away the pain 1n a moment. 

The external M<d:caments muſt be gentler, as Oyl of Lillies, Violers, Chamomel, and ſweet Al- 
monds : Pulriiles, or Lettice, Nigtcthade, Endive, Barley Meal, wich the torelaid Oyls; and ro- 
m_ the declining of the Ditcale, Fomencations, Linunents, Milder Plaifters, and lets 

enxug. 

The Macter Cauſing the Sciatica, comes ſomrimes co maturicy, ſo as ro make an Impoſthume. 
Which Hippocrates thews un the chicd Book of tus Epidemicks in che Hiſtory of Erpolemus, who 
had ſuchan Impoſthume, which killed him wich a Confumprion. If the lmpoſthume be opened, 
there cemainsa flchy il candicioned Ulcer, which likewiſe pines che Patient away. Yer Zacrt:ss 
Lujitanus glories, chat he had often cured the Sciarica with an Ulcer, in Obf. 126. Book 1. Whictr 
Ublervattion ought to be read and diligently medicated upon. 


Chap. 3. Of Rheumatick Pains of the whol Body. 


ATT Goury Diſeaſes roperlty fo called, it is worch our whyle co treat of che Rhewmarick Dil- 
| eaiec, becaule of che —_ berween thele Dilcales, which verily is logreat, chat the grneral» 
lity of Phylicians, which know not che Nature of this Rhewmarilm, are wont co call ic the wnivertat 
Gour. For in both Dicaſes the Joynrs are pained : bur cheremn 15 che difference 5; In char wn. 
the Gour, only che Joyncs are pained ; But mchis Bbermatifmus, of Rheumatick Malady, not 
only the Joynes, bur alto che whol Body, viz. The middle ipaces berween the Joynrs , namety, - 
Rrc z dba: ck 
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Muſcles and theu Membranes, and elpecully the $kii.s which cover the Bones, and the whol habit of 
the Body ; yea verily, and tomeimes the inwaid parts 0! the Body, as the Stuiach, Womb, Lungs, 
arerroubled with the; Fheurmartick Ditcale. 

And although the Greeks cal a Catarth by the name of Reuma 3 yer this Rheuwnatiim we ſpeak 
of, differs iro a Cataith, being indecd contati:ed winder the general term of F lux of Rheum, yet ofa 
different Nature from that kind of Flux which is commonly called a Caarth, winch comes only 
from the Brain, and tiouble nomore than one or two parts z whereas this Dileale we tice of, cones 
from the inertial Bowels by the Veins and Arteries, ard is ſhed mto the whol Body. 

This is no new Dilcate, yet 15 1t not fuihciencly deicribed by the Antiemes. We have a ride 
Draught thereut in Hippocrates, mn his Book, de locis in Homine : and wn Galen, Book 1. oft thedit 
ferexce of Feaversz aud the twtt de compoſittone Med. ſecundum Genera. Eut the moſt notable 
aud clecr place ot al, explaining this Diteate, is u1 the tuſt Book ot the Differences of Feavers, in 
Chap. 7. the words aie theie : Underſtand1horn, T hat the Rzumanick Diſeaſe ſo called, 1s cauſed 
by ſoine ſuch way as this ;, '112. The who! Body bem weak, and the principal Parts thereof though 
they bawo but little blood, yet finding themſelves burdened, they thruſt the ſame and expel it to 1 
fleſhy parts of the $lyn. Whereby u appears that the true Nature of chis Rheuniatick Dutcale, ac» 
cording to Galens Doctrine, contiſts herem ; That the whol Body 15 to weak, that when any print» 
pal Parr 15 burdened with blood, akhough it be 1m nG very great quantity, it erauhuacs the fame tothe 
tlcthy parts and habit ot the Body. 

But that 15 not funply to be underſtood which 3s {aid by Galen , That the principal Parts beirg 
burdened with blood, do thruſt che lame untothe ticthy Parts of the Body. For 1o Inflamations 
and Swellings would arile 11 thole parts, Whereas Experience ſhews, that 1n this Diteate called 
Mbeumatiſmus, tor the mo{t part there appears no Swelling, no Intflamation, no change ot color m 
the pai's panicd, | 

The next and unmediate Caule therefore of this Ditcaſe, is a wheyxh Humor, which by reaſon of 
its thinnets doth not {wel the parts, and becaute of the tubſtance thereot, not apt co tun uito Matter 
or Quittor, it never makes any Impoſthume, bur owly acercam Intiamatory dupoſition, ariſuyg irom 
the fervor of the wheyith Humor. 

Now the Primary Ocigmal of chis Diſeaſe ought to be aſcribed tothe Liver, which being affected 
with an hot diſtemper, and being weakened, breeds not blood convenient for ro nouriſh, and aftets 
the whol Eudy wiihthe like weaknels, whereby it becomes exceedingly dilpoled to receive all tus 
periluities. And trom the fame Diſtemper and weaknels of the Liver, great quancities of evil Huy 
mors do ariſe, which beung long decained in che Veins and Aiteries, they become vitioultly corrupted, 
and arc therediflolved and curned incothe Nature of Whey, and Blood-watry Liquors, and as an 
Izzxavy burden, ate by Nature caft oft uuo the tgnoble Parts, ſhe being not ſtrong enough to drive 
them our of the whol Budy, Now thele wheyith and blood-watry Humors being very ſharp, do 
prick and cut (as it were) thoſe parts unto Which they are carxied, from whence pains and torments 
do arile. Andalchough we conceive the Liver co be the primary Caule, and Original of this Diteate, 
yet 1t 15 apparent that thele Humors do 1lomtunes tlow unmediately trom the Brain, becawe the 
p aus dooiten begininthe Neck, and atterwards do detcend unco the Shoulders and Arms. Eut the 
1ſt Generation of thele ſharp Humors was in che over-heated Liver , Which being trauullaced ivom 
thence 110 the Brain, do trom thence afterward tal down into the interior parts. 

Audalchuugh thele Humors are expelled by the Veins in manner ofa Criſis, yer is not their motion 
{0 luduen, Lut 3s peitormed by liccle and little z viz. When thole evil Humors and coriupted, 
dou boyluc work inthe Veins, andareafterward leiſurely by che Veins expelled and vomiced as 
Wee z tor which caute this motion is Wour ticly tobe called, the Vomutuyg uf the Veins. 

Thar a lerous 4: whicyuth Humor is the pruxcipal Caute of chete pains, many Reatons do convince 
Firſt, becautc orvinaiily they caute no twelling nor chatige of color 18 che part affected ; howteit, 
{omtnne when the FHlumar doth much abound, ic raiſeth the part incoa hictle, and very red Swelling 
which yeverthetets 1s caltly diſcutſed. Secundly, Becaute chele pains are exceeding movable, ard 
Go ketwe ny this, now that part of the Body, aud are tuddenly gone trom one part incoanother, t 
lormer pait being quickly wel, and free from al pain z which tudden mutations cannot come but trom 
an Humor very apt tomore, and exceeding thin, Thirdly, Becaute this Dileate is otren terminal 
by Sweaury', Fourthly, Becauſe there appear many tokens of abundant Serofities in tuch as are 
troubled with this Diteate 5 Thin and abundant Urmes beyond the Quantity of what they dunk, 
and abundance M Whe; 1th Humors appearing. in che Blood that 15 taken from them.

For allchouga che Pains ot che Lechers Pocks, do polle!s both ths Jorn:'s 
and the {paces berween the Joynts, and ſpectrally the membranes covering tl1£ bones ; ver 
they differ herein, becaule they do not to univertally mteft che whol Body, neicher are lo con-

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of Blood. When the Pain is quice gone or ntermics-there remains no weaknels mthe Parr, a5 15 
uluall in the Gour, Purging Medicamencs at the beginning do no good, nor things out wardiy 
applied co che Parr affected , chey do rather augment the Dileale and che Pain : bus when che D1i- 
ale begins todecline, both are profitable.

liciaus of Paris, the moſt tamous in their cimes, viz, Baſjmnus, Belly-Qurercus, Sanjacoaus, 
Seguinus and Hollertus, 

It this Rbeumat:ſ.;s do begin with a Feaver, it 1s wont tobe che ſhorter, bur ic corments the P4- 
tient with more diretul and cruel Pains : and chen u tinithech wichin eweury or forty daics, ot ac 
lealt, it is much letfencd. 

This Rheumarick Pain coming upon che Neck af ocher Diſeaſes asan Apoplexy or convuliicy:, 
doth make the Cafe leis Dangerous, the motbitick maacter beingtranilared trom che moral Paics tg 
the habic of the Body.

The ſecoud, is the Conterve ot the truit which grows upon the Role-briar or the Eglantine Briar, 
which is moſt pleating to the taſte, cooles the Liver, and bya gentle aftriction cocrobocates the 
fame. The Patient may take thereof the Quantity ota Cheſtnur, morning and evenings 

The third is the Electuary of Triaſantalon with a tour-fold proportion of Rhubarb, tre inco 
Lozenges z rwo drams whereof the Patience may take every day and drink a lucle ordiiarfadrink 
thereupon. 

The fourth is A Tincture of Roles, a Cup whereot che Patient muſt drink, once, ewice, thrice 
aday far form Meals.

When the Diſeaſe is Cured, the Patient muſt be caucious for a time leaſt new matter being col- 
leted a Relapie ſhould happen. The Prevention therefore hereof,wil chietely contiſt ina ſtart oc pe- 
riodical Purgation, to be icerated once ortwice every month ; which may titly be done by this Magi- 
ſerial Syrup following, which will do more good by alcering and ftrengchening the Liver than by

Alſothis Ephemera Feaver 1s bred of internal Cauſes, as from a Bubo, and other Swelling of 2 
Thighs or Arms, eſpecially whiles chey break ; ftroman hor tiery Swellwg of che Extremitgcs of the 
Body, when hot Naccer thur up together in one certain place, duth oftend che Heart, not by is pu- 
trefattion, bur hear alone. Allo by lome imal Obſtruction o; the Veilels, by which means the to0- 
ry exhalations being rerained docaute a Feayer ; as is wonc to happen w Diſtiilations, when they 
ariſe in hoc Natures, and a thick habu ot Body. 

This Feavec is known, both when tome ot che Caules ſpe-ified hath gone before; and al.o by a 
ſwifr, frequent, and greac Puliez breaching trequeur and grear, Headach and Heat  thae is nenhes 
cold nor ſhaking, no lence of wearinels, nor want of Appetite, Yet may there be lomrimes a thi- 
v or thaking fit, namely, when the Feaver 1s occalioned by the heat of che Sun, or by cold. Fee- 
ling the Patients Hand we ind a mild and gentle hear ; che Urine is concoR, like chat of one in healet:, 
anlels by tome Obſtruction or Crudity it be changed. It 8s commonly cermimared in the lpuce Ot 
ewenty tour hours, with an cafie gentle Swear z yet it reacheth ſoratumes unto the third day, which 
it it paſs ic degenerates 1nto a i1mple Synochus, a Purrid, or an HeCtick Feaver. 

For che Cure of rhis Feaver, the Ancicuts did chietly uſe a bath of luke-warm Water, which they 
didalſotrequently uſe in their Healch. Bur teeing it 25 in theſe times our of ule, neicher is it in Pra- 
dice in the Cure of theie Feavers. Neither 15 it counted late, in regard of a Plethor:ick or Cacochy- 
mical Coaſticutionof Body, Putretattion, of flux of Rheum , which may be in tuci: bodies, or may 
be teared wil happen. E* | 

Bur this Feaver is better cured by a Caclitg and Morfterung Diec z as Batley Cream, Cooling 
Rrochs, Smal Drink and Sugar, common Fatan Drink, or Fouataun Water with Syrup of Lemmons, 
Maiden-hair mixed cherew ith. | 

Buc the Cure admits ſome variation, accerding to the Nature of the Cauſe. So it ic 1 piirg from 
the Heat ofthe Sun or Air; a cooling Diec is good, and che Pacienc mult be canveighed uno a cool 
lodging 3- and. V inegar of Roles mutt be applied to hus Forehead, roche Temples aud former part of 
the Head it telt, 1t there be pain, as commculy there is' when che Feaver comes trom che heat ot che 
Sun. | | | | 

If it come from being in che Cold, eſpecially if the Patient being hot with Execcile went preſcruly 
into the Cold, Sweat muſt be provoked, etpecully towards the end of the Fr. 

If it come from che Skws thacknels and clolingup of the pores,the fame Cure muſt be uſed ; and ra 
borhthele Cautes, final Wine very wellallaied with Water may be convenient, becauſe ic opeius the 
pores, and helps to {weat. . .. . 

It the Diſeate was cauſed by Labor, the Patient muſt reſt and be nouriſhed more literally with 
Meat ot eatie Digeftion. It trom weariels, the Patient muſt be artificially rubbed. Tratquillicy of 
mind, and cheectulnels, muſt be oppoled co Anger z and Choller muſt be cempered with Meat ant 
Drink of a cooling Nature. To Sadneis, Recreation of the Mind 15 a Remedy, and the ute of thin 
{mal Wine. If the Feaver was tauled by watching, ler the Patient fleep by application of things con- 
vement : If by taſting, ler che Parienc eat coalivg Meats of good Juyce : If by over eating or drin- 
king, ler the Fatienc abftain from Meat and Drink, nor omitting tuch things as ſtrengrhen the Sto- 
mach, both inwardly given, and outwardly applied : alfo with an Emolhcne and Laxative Clytter, 
part of the Crudinies to be caken away. It Purrefaction be feared, Vomic may be procured, or a 
Purge given. Ifche Feaver ariſe of Obſtructions, we muſt conlider whether che Parienc be Plerho- 
rick er Cacochytnical, viz. Whecher the wholMats of blood be over grear, or only tome bad Hu- 
mors abound 11 the blood. . It the Patienc be too tul of blood, blood-lerting muſt be advited ; if evil 
Humocs only abound.a Purge mutt be preſcribed. And it the Obſtcuction wil not ealily be removed,

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Chap. 2. Of the Feaver Synochus Simplex. 


i fe + Cauſes of the Feqver Ephemeraaforeſaid, it chey light upon a Plethorick Body, and thide 
kinned, chey cauſe che Feaver Synochus Simplex. Yet may this Feaver arile only from a- 
bundance of Blood ſtuthng the Veuns, and yielding many Vapors more than can breath through the 
pores of the Skin. 

This Feaver is known by a thick and ſwelling "abit of Body, the color of the Body and Face is 
ruddy ; the Head 1s pained with a ſtretching or diſtending kind of pain; che Patient 15 fleepy, hath 
a beating 11 the Temples, is unquier, hath a ſtraitneſs in the Cheſt with dihculcy of breathing ; 
che Pulle is grear, even, frequenc, full ; the Veins ſtrut with blood, whence a ſtretchigkind of wea- 
rineſs doth proceed ; che Urine 1s thick, little differing in color troma Natural Urine, only forawhac 
redder ; the heat 15 to ones hand mild, tempered with a ſteamy Vapor; the Feaver holds an even 
wogrels. for eicher it holdsone and the ſame tenor, or it leflens by degrees, oru encreaſeth equal- 
y, never remitting or cealing. Whence there are reckoned three Differences of this Feaver : For 
that which concinually encreaſeth, is called Epacmaſtica z Ihat which continually decreafeth, is 
called Paracmaſtiica;, That which keeps one and the ſame tenor, 15called Homotonos, or Acmaſti- 
ca. Irlaſts tilthe fourch day, and fomcunes til the ſeventh ; and then 1t 1s termimnaced by bleeding, 
or {wertirg 3 and it ic be further prolonged, i degenerates into Synocbys Putrida, 

The Cure ot this Feaver is pertormed, by blood-letting, by cookng, and by opening the peres of 
che Skim. Galen in the ninth Book of his Mechod, Chap. 4. cures chis Feaver by cwo Remedies on- 
ly ; viz, Lerting of Blood il the Patient faint away 3 and by giving a great quantity of Water to 
the Pattenr co drink. 

Blood-letting is abſolutely neceſlary in this Diſeaſe, becaule it 1s bred by fulneſs of blood ; anda 
Vein muſt prelently be opened at what hour {oever the Phylician is called, uulets the Patients Sto- 
mach be ful ot Mea, the digeſtion whereof muſt be expected for certam hours. And although 
Blood mult be plencifully drawn, and Galen reports in the fore-cited place, That he cured the moſt 
oftuch as had this Feaver, ſuddenly, by letting chem bleed til they fainced away z which bleeding 
was attended by a looſnels, vomiting of Choller, and plentiful Sweat. Yet in thele daies of ours, 
thac ſame large blood-letring 1s our of date z which 1s nor without danger, ſeeing Galen himſelf re- 
lates in his Bouk of Curing by Phlebotomy, Chap. 12. Fhat it betel chree Phyſitians, while they were 

ratiling this large Blood-lerting that inſtead of fainting away, their Patients died out-right. Ie 
is b=rter therefore at ſeveral times co takeaway 1o'much blood, as the Nature ofthe Dileaſe doch ne- 
cellarily requ're. 

Before Bloyd-letting, if the Patient be Coſtive, or che Guts abound with Crudities, an Emo)li- 
ent and Laxative Clyiter muſt be given. 

As for the poine of cold Warer, Galen orders it co be given in ſogreat quantity, that the Patienc 
grow pale, tremble, and be cold all over ; and fo he lates, it excinguitherh the fiery hear, 1c oy 
chens the {olid parts, and drives out unprofitable Humors by ſtool, by urine, and by (wear. Burt he 
lates there —_ be many Cautions in the uſe thereof ; viz. That it begiven in the Vigor of the Feg- 
ver, thc ſigns of Concottion appearing z that the Panient have been uſed codrink cold Wacer in time 
of healch, have ſtrong bowels, and full of juyce, a flethy and wel-fer Body ; have a conſtane and 
vigorous ſtrength ; be not full of thick and clammy Humors, have notumor m any bowel, gor ſto- 
mach, throat, or finews weak. Otherwiſe, it chefe conditions be wanting, it is to be feared leſt the 
Farient tall into ſhortnels of breach, Droplie, Trembling, Convullion, Lethargy, or ſome ocher grie- 
vous Dileaſe. This kind of Medicine is hkewife grown our of date 1n our times, ſeeing it 15 hard to 
obſerveall thoſe conditions, and (o many dangers actend the undue ute thereof. For it 1s better coule 
other more late Medicines which cool the whul Body, and the Blocd; as Juleps, and opening Emul- 
ſions, Epcthenis, Einunents, and a Diet alopether cooling. Juleps are made of the Decoction ot 
Barley, or Sorrel, or Cichory ; or with Water of Cichory, Endive, Sorrel, Lertice, adding Syrup 
of Juyce of Cichory, Lemmons, Pomegranates, Vinegar, &c. Whereunco allo tor the greater 
cooling and opening, may be added tome drops of Spirir ot Vitriol, or Sulphur. Itthe diſtilled Wa- 
rers {eem too crude or raw, let chem bopl with a lurle Species Trialancalon, or Damargaricum frn- 
pidum. 

Emulfrons may be made after this manner : |

A A cooling Oyncrent may be anounted upen che Liver and Loyns, of Vinegar of Roſes, Ungnen- 
tm Roſatum, Unguentuam Feefrigerans Galen , or Ceranem Suntalinum, waihed in Vuegar, 
rempered with Water. 

It che Diteale ſeem to lengrhen, atcer bleeding we muſt purge, leſt the wheyiſh and Chollerick 
Exciemencs putrehe, and chereby a purrid Feaver arite. Buc we muſt nie tuch Medicnies as purge 
wichouc heacing and agitatton of Humors, as Calla, Manna, Syrup of Rotes, Tamarinds, Cathol:- 
con, and tuch like. 

Ad hereunto a convenient Diet, viz. Cooling, moiftening, andthin, of Broths made wich cooling 
Heibs, Prunes, and ſharp Applcs boy led, and Panadacs. 

Let che Patients Drutk be, a DecoCtion of Bacley, Water boyled, and Water with Ercad boyled 
in 1c, oz muxed with Syrups of Maiden: hair, or of Pomegranates. 


Chap. 3. Of an Heflick Feaver. 


N Hedtick Feaver occupies the ſolid Pares of the Body, which confticure che Habic chereok, and 

are commanly called Spermarical, or flethy ; mn regard of which parts 1t is more fixed and roo- 
td chan other Feavers which are in the Spirits, or Humors. For which caule it is alſo cermed Habi- 
tual, becaule it is become Habirual, aid can hardly be removed from us tubject. 

There are many Divitions of chis Feaver. For tft ot all, there isa Primary Hed&ick, which be- 
gins ot 1t {elf 3, and another Secondary, which follows other Feavers, Secondly, an Hettick Feavec 
15 {11ple and folitary, or joyned with a _ Feaver. Thirdly, ſome Hedticks begin at the Heart 
others trom other Parts, as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Womb, and other Parts inflagied, 
ulceraced, corrupted, or poſſeſſed with fone other grievous Diteate. And this Feaver chough 
bave its habitual fear 1n the Heatr, and che whol Body ; yer is it commonly rermed Sympromarical, 
becauſe of is ficſt Original which it hach trom ocher parcs. 

Galen makes three Degrees of an HeCtick Feaver. The firſt ts the very beginning ofan Hedtick ; 
in which che Body ts hardly exrenuared 3 yer the moiſt Humidity of the Body is tamed, conſumes, 
and dries. Lhe ſecond comprehends the Augment,and therein an evident excenuation of the Body, 
the flethy and fat tubſtance ot the Body pertthing. The chxd comains the ſtare of the Difeate, and 
us laſt age 3-for it never comes co a dechnation, becaute therein, viz. in chat degree i is incurable : 
for then the fibrous and membranous ſubſtance ct the Body 1s conſumed, and the whol Body ts io ex- 
renuated, that the Face of the Patient is ike that deicribed by Herppocrates, nothing bur skm and bone, 
This laft Degree is called Maraſmss, or rather He#:ca ©Marajrodes , becaulie 1n a true Maraſ- 
mz, cold is joyned with drynets. 

The Cauſes of an He&ick Feaver are dwided 1n:oan Internal, and External. To the Exrecral 
are referred, whar ever Cautes niay occation any ot the other Feavess, it the Action of Heating be 
contmual and vehement, or the Patients Body be apt roencertam this kind of Feaver. Such are, che 
heat of the Sun, or of the Fire, vehemer:t Exeicite, Meats and Drinks that are heating, mmmoderace 
Evacuations, as ina Loothets and bloody-tiux, vehement pafſtonsof Mind ; and finally, faſting ina 
Chollerick Body that & hot and dry of Confticution ; tecing Galen athrms, chat thote Phytitians 
thar were wont to Enzoyntheir Patients co taſt chree daies cogerher, did bring Chollecick Conftituct- 
ons by that means into burning and hettick Feavers. : 

The Internal Cauſes are, butningand peſttenrnl Feavers, which do ſpeedily conſume the moi- 
ſture ofthe Heart 3 alioa long flack Feaver. Alto fame peculiar Diteate of any ot the bowels, as an 
Inflamation or Ulcer ; ot purcetaction of ſome Humor concained there or finally, che corrupcion 
of the Member ic ſelt, whixh are wont cocaule a linocing Feaver, and an hedtick. 

Ot chele Infirmicies pecutiatly poilefiing ſome ceccam Merbers of the Body, and cauſing an He- 
CtICK, we have Examples manitett enough. For, as for what concerns Inflamacions, Galen tauh 
—_— m—_ thar ru _— of an Inflamation 1 her Midrff, fel into an _—_— wont And 
we dayly obterve in the Confumprion of the L or Phthifis, a complicat ick Feaver. 
The purretattion of Humars eabnd in tome YT fals our - great obſtructions, ot colg ſwel- 
lings. The corrupcron of tome Member is otten feen m the Lungs 3 fomcimes in che Liver,” in ſuch 
men asare given to Wine, and who ute much hog Spices 3 for a cettaun filthy corrupt black is "oy m 
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A Simple Hettick Feaver is known, becauſe it is cont inual, wethourt any tits, allwaies alike, 
neither encreaſing nor decreaſing, ſave that it is fomwhat augmented, an hour two or three after 
Meat. The heat under the ſhort Ribs, 1s at firſt laying on the hand mild, afterward ſharp, biring 
and dry, The Pulle, is lictle, frequent andquick the ſick perceive not any Feaver, they ate lazy, 
and loath to ſtir, and when they ſtir it is with Pain, becauſe cheir ſtrength is ina langpuiſhing cond; 
tion. Their arteries are hotter than the Parts cixcumjacent, which may be preceived by the ron; 
afrer the Patient hath waſhed ia cold Water. The Urin 1s like that of one 11healch bath in point of 
color and ſediment. In the 3, of the Diſeaſe Oyly ſubſtance Swims on the top, and the 
ſediment is like ro Meal, which is a ſign that the ſubſtance ot che Body doth melt, 

More particularly, we may know not only the ſeveral degrees of an heCtick, bur foreſee ic before 
it comes after this manner. 

An hedtick Feaver at hand, is known, if the cauſes have preceded ; viz. if there have been 2 
burning Feaver, in a body naturally hot, dry, and of a thin contexture, in an hot ſeaton 
of weather, it is to be Feared, the Patient wil fal into an heCtick, and ſuch remedies as may preyenc 
che ſame are to be uſed. 

The firſkdepree of an HeCtick Feaver if it be Joyned with a purrid Feaver,is very hardly known: it 
it be alone,nor very eaſily, In the ficſt day,there are al the ſignes of Febrzs Ephemera. In the econd, 
the dryneſs is augmented, not the heat. On che thud day it repeats nor, ut 15 nor evidently augmented 
not duniniſhed. Andat length one hour or ewo after Meat, che Heat ſeems fomwhar enccrealed. 

In the ſecond degree, the Patient perceives no Feaveriſhnels, only tame alcerations after Meals. 
There isa manifeſt dryneſs, a ſmaller and ſwifter Pulle, with a certain hatdnels. 

The ſigns of the third degree are moſt manifeſt ; the Eyes are hollow, dry and have dry excrements 
inthem, the bones evidently ſtick our, the lively colour of the Face 1s extinguiſhed : the whol Skin 
15 dry, the Midinf vehemently contracted, ſothat the Patients ſeem to have no Guts. Their Pulle1s 
perceived under the ſtomach, in all extequared perſons. | 

And becauſea putrid Feaver is many times coupled with an HeCtick, they are both exactly ro be 
d&ſtinguiſhed, becauſe it 15 of great moment in regard of the Cure, which im this caſe is very much 
differing. Now this coupling may be known by Comparing the ſigns of an HeCtick propounded, 
with che ſigns of a putrid Feaver, which ſhall be hereafter deſcribed in their proper place. 

The farſt degree of an HeCtick Feaver is eaſily Cured, che third 1s incurable; che ſecond is of a 
middle Nacure, arid look how much the nearer it approaches to the krit or third by ſomuch is ic eaſier 
or harder to be Cured. An Hedtick Feaver happens moſt commonly from the eigeenth yeer ro the 
chicry five, for in chat Age che Heat is moſt inteuſe, and ſooneſt contumes the Body. Bur they who 
before this Ape or a liccle after are taken with an HeCtick Feaver, do more eaſily elcape and are {om- 
rimes Cuued pertectly 3 or by a palliative Cure their lite is protracted a long rune, eſpecially ifchey 
be Women. 

For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we muſt firſt conſider whether it depend upon any Dilcaſeof ſone 
particular Parr or nor * for then the Cure muſt be directed to that Diſeale : asallo if it be ſingle oc 
combined or complicated wich a purrid Feaver. And in this caie che purrid Feaver is firſt to beCured 
-4 Bleeding, Purging, and by Opening Medicaments and ſuch as hinder putrefaction : the Hedtick 

eaver m the mean while not being negle&ted. Bur if che HeGtick ” was be ſingle and aloe 
the Cure muſt be effected only {wich cooling, moiſtening and reſtauracive things z the matcer of 
nuſ\t be caken from Dier and Medicine. 

.  Dier, here, as inall Chronick Diſeaſes, can do much; nay in this Diſeaſe it can do more than all 
Medicines, Theretore the Patiencs Diet muſt be by the Phyſician exactly ordered, viz. Thar 
it may be directed to as to cool and moiften che whol Body. If therefore che 
Air where the Patient is, be moderately cold or cemperate, ler him ule the ſame; if nor, lec 
it be corrected, fo as that ic may uicline tocold and moiſt. For this Reaſon Galen inthe 10. oi 
his Method Chap. 8. in the Summer when the Air is hot, orders the ſick co abide in a Room undes the 
Ground, that 1s very cold and blown through with the Wind, open cowards che North. By Which 
Remedy alone, we have ſeen a man extreamely conſumed, reftoged wichin a month. Again the 
heat of the Air inthe Patients Chamber muſt be alcered, by cold Water being porwred our of one 
vellel inco another, by che very noile whereof Sleepis cauled allo by moiſtening the Pavement ot- 
ren with cold Water Sprinckled thereupon, or by cooling Hearbs, otrentimes freſh ftrowed rherei : 
and by forbidding any munber of people co come in, which among ocher — doth likewile hea 


che Chamber. And Galen gives order that when the Air is coldelt ic ſhould be received by the ſick 
zamly Dy drawing it in by the mouth, becauſe it exceedingly cools the heat of the heart 3 bur ic 15 
not &9 


to the Body of we lick, leaſt u ſtop the pores of the Skin and hinder the breaching tocch ot 
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excrenitzns. Eur Galen aſricmes that che breathing 1n of che cool Air doth the Patients more good, 
than they can receive hurt, by che topping of rheu pore;, if that ſhould happen : bur that may be 
Lindered by waim cloathing of che Body. Yer !f 1550 be obterved, chat it che Hectick Feavei arte 
om an Ulcer ui the Lungs 3 that tie cold Ant 15 07 good 111 that retpect bur rathe: temperatea litthe 
inclining io heatand dry. For which Cauſe Galen {cn; thoſe char had contumprions uf ther Lun:; 
rothe Mount Tabias where the Arr was more dry than ordinary. 

The Meate; of che Partenc muſt be cooling and morſtemirp and quickly nourithing, as Chicken- 
Broaths and Broaths of Hens, Capons, Veal, Kid, V'cther Mutron 3 Yolks of Eggs, with French 
Parley, L:ince, Purtclane, Endree, Borraze, Sorrel ; The fHeth uf Calves, Kidds, Piges, Vhei- 
ſants, Pairciches, Young Hares and fuch like. Panadaes, Barly Cream, Water-Gruel, Pucc- 
Pottage, with Sugar and a few Almond; or rather with the greater cooliig Seeds. Eoyled Meats 
are fitter than Poafted which are looner Inflamed and turned ro Choller; che boyled do more morſten. 
Bur if the Patient be more d-liphced with Poaſt-Mears ; rhey mult be very moderately Roaſted, 2nd 
cempered atterwards with Juyce of Lemmons,Crrons, Otenges,or ot unripe Grapes, withour $S21-. 

Fiſhes may be eaten, becauſe they cool and mmtten bur tuck as are taken our ot ſtuny places 
aretobe preferred, and inch as have a render fiiable fleſh, haunting the Sea or Puce Waters. 

Among fruits, Apples are commended becau'e they breed cold Blood. alto Peats are convenienr, 
Dama*k Prunes, and French Prunes boiled in Sug ; alto Raitons clented, which being prepared 
after this following manner, do nourtth the body without heating. 

Takes Rutfons of the Stn cl2n;zd one pornd : Let them be tempered in end:wve,bugloſs and Fole- 
IWater and v:iry diligently waſhed, thu ihe Lacative porrer may be taken away. Ajterward let 
tem b2 li-h1:ly boyled in the ſaine JFaters, adding a little Sugar, wherewonth let them be pi eſrr.d 
for uſs : let the Patients take of them in the mornings and allrwaies after Meat. 

And becaute Pectons that aze Hecitical, have the Feaveriſh heat fixed mthe ſolid Parts of th. is 
bodies, by which che Nurrynent iz cally and fuddainly confumed and difiipated : theretore Pia - 
GQitioners are wont to preſecibe unto them, Mears ſolid and of a clammy tubſtance, as the Fect 64 
Living Creatures, The fleſh of <nails, Crabbs, Tortvites, and of Froggs. For tceing thele toits, 
of fleth ace morft and clammy they calily adheie unto tfuch Parts of che body as want nouryhinents 
nei. her are rhey ealily cuntumed by the Feavecith heat : and fochey hinder the drywg up ot che 
told Pairs of the bay. Yer me dorejedt thele Mears, becaute hard of digeſtion and troubleton 
to the ſtomach. Bu: this d:fFerence is chus reconciled. Inthe beginning of an Hectick, while ch 
diveſtive taculty 13 yer ſtrong, thele thick and clammy rnutriments are convenient : bur ina contiuired 
Hectick rhey are noc tobe proen becaute Hard ro Qiceſt. - Add hereunto, that chey may be 1o pre» 
pared and quahnied, as that chey may calily be divetted ; as by being boyledroagelly, or giving only 
whar is ſtrained our of chzm being beaten wo a niaſh.

A Simple Hectick Feaver 15 known, becauſe it is continual, wuhour any tits, allwaics alkke, 
neither encreaſing nor decreaſing, ſave chat it is fommwhat augmented, an hour two or three after 
Meat. The heat under the ſhort Ribs, 15 at firſt laying on the hand mild, afterward ſharp, bicing 
and dry, The Pulle, 1s lictle, frequent and quick ; the ſick perceive nor any Feaver, they ace lazy, 
and loath co ſtir, and when they ſtir it is with Pain, becauſe cheir ſtrength is ina Jarpuiſhing cond;- 
tion. Their arteries are hotrer than the Parts cixcumjacent, which may be preceived by the rouch 
after the Patient hath waſhed ia cold Water. The Urin is like that of one 11healch bath in point of 
color and ſedimenc. In the PR_es of the Diſeafe Oyly ſubſtance Swims on the top, and che 
ſediment is like to Meal, which is a ſign that che ſubſtance of che Body doth melr, 

More particularly, we may know not only the ſeveral degrees of an heftick, but foreſee ic befoce 
it comes after this manner. 

An hedtick Feaver at hand, is known, if the cauſes have preceded ; viz. if chere have been a 
burning Feaver, in a body naturally hot, dry, and of a thin contexture, in an hot ſeaton 
of weather, it isro be Feared, the Patient wil fal into an hectick, and ſuch remedies as may prevenc 
che ſame are tobe uſed. 

The firſhdegree of an HeCtick Feaver if it be Joyned with a purrid Feaver,is very hardly known: it 
it be alone,not very eaſily, In che ficſt day,there are al the ſignes of Febrzs Ephemera. In the ſecond, 
che dryneſs is augmented, not the heat. On che third day it repeats nor, it 15 nor evidently augmented 
not duniniſhed. Andat length one hour or two after Meat, the Heart ſeems ſomwhar encreated. 

In the ſecond degree, the Patient perceives no Feaveriſhnels, only tame alceracions after Meal:, 
There isa manifeſt dryneſs, a ſmaller and ſwifter Pulſe, witha certain hardnels. 

The ſigns of the third degree are moſt manifeſt ; the Eyes are hollow, dry and have dry excrements 
inthem, the bones evidently ſtick our, the lively colour of the Face is extinguiſhed : the whol Skin 
1s dry, the Midiif vehemently contracted, ſothat the Patients ſeem to have no Guts, Their Pulle 1 
perceived under the ſtomach, in all extequared perſons. | 

And becauſe a putrid Feaver is many cimes coupled with an HeCtick, they are bothexaGtly to be 
a<ſtinguiſhed, becauſe ir is of great moment in regard of the Cure, which im this caſe is very much 
differing. Now this coupling may be known by Comparing the ſigns of an Hettick propounded, 
with che ſigns of a putrid Feaver, which thall be hereafrer deſcribed m their proper place. 

The firſt degree of an Hectick Feaver 1s eaſily Cured, che third 1s incurable; che ſecond is of a 
middle Nature, arid look how much che nearer it approaches to the friſt or third by ſomuch is ic eafier 
or harder co be Cured. An Hedtick Feaver happens moſt commonly trom the eigtteench yeer ro the 
chicey five, tor in chat Age che Heat is moſt intenſe, and ſooneſt contumes the Body. Bur they who 
before this Ape or a lutle after are taken with an HeCtick Feaver, do more eafily etcape and are ſom- 
rimes Cured pertectly 3 or by a palliative Cure their lite is protracted a long rune, eſpecially ifthey 
be Women. 

For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we muſt firſt conſider whether it depend upon any Diſeaſeof ſone 
particular Part or not * for thenthe Cure muſt be directed to that Diſeaſe : asalſo if it be ſingle or 
combined or complicated wich a putrid Feaver. And in this caie che purrid Feaver is firſt to beCuied 
by Bleeding, Purging, and by Opening Medicaments and ſuch as hinder purrefaction : the Hedtick 

eaver m che mean while not being negle&ted. Bur it che HeGtick Feaver be ſingle and alone 
che Cure muſt be effeted only [wich cooling, moiſtening and reſtaurative things z the matter of 
nut be caken from Dier and Medicine. 

... Dier, here, as inall Chrorick Diſeaſes, can do much; nay in this Diſeaſe it can do more than all 
Medicines, Therefore the Patiencs Diet muſt be by the Phyſician exactly ordered, viz. That 
it may be direfted to as to cool and moitten the whol Body. If therefore che 
Air where the Patient is, be. moderately cold or cemperate, ler him ule the ſame; if nor, lec 
it be corrected, fo as that it may uicline tocold and moiſt. For this Reaſon Galen inthe 10. of 
his Method Chap. 8. in the Summer when the Air is hor, orders the ſick to abide in a Room undes the 
Ground, that is very cold and blown through with the Wind, open cowards the North. By which 
Remedy alone, we have ſeen a man extreamely conſumed, reftoged within a month. Again che 
heat of the Air ihche Patients Chamber muſt be altered, by cold Water being powred our of one 
vellel into another, by che very noile whereof $leepis cauled alſo by moiſtening the Pavement ot- 
ten with cold Water Sprinckled thereupon, or by cooling Hearbs, otrentimes freſh ftrowed cherein : 
and by forbidding any munber of people co come in, which among other chin , doth likewiſe heat 
che Chamber. And Galen gives order that when the Air is coldeſt ic ſhould be received by the fick 
zarnly Dy drawing it in by the mouth, becauſe it exceedingly cools the hear of the heart 3 bur ic 1s 
not g00d tor the body of whe ſick, leaſt it ſtop the pores of the Skin and hinder the breathing forch ot 
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Barley, L-trice, Purtelane, Ende, Borrage, Sorrel ; The fieth uf Calves, Kidds, Piggs, Fhea- 
fants, Parrciches, Young Hares and ſuch like. Panadaes, Barly Cream, Water-Gruel, Puce- 
Portage, with Suzar and a few Almond; or rather with the greater cooluig Seeds. EBoyled Meats 
are fitter than Roafted which are looner Inflamed and turned ro Choller; the boyled donore morſten, 

Bur if the Patient be more deliphced with P.oalt-Mears ; they mult be very moderately Roaſted, 2rd 
cempered afterwards with Juyce of Lemmons,Cirrons, Otenpges,or ot unripe Grapes, withour Sai-. 

Fithes may be eaten, becaule they cool and monuten bur tuck as are caken our of ftuny places 
aero be preferred, and inch as have a tender friable fleth, hauncing che Sea or Puce Warers. 

Among fruits, Apples are commended becau'e they biced cold Blood. alto Pears are convenicir, 
Dama'k Prunes, and French Prunes boiled in Sugar ; alto Raitons cleuted, which being prepared 
after this following manner, do nourith the body without hearing.

The PREFACE. 


UVtrid Feavers are divided, into Continual, or intermitting. The continual Putrid Fea- 

ÞP vers are generated when a putrid Vapor, or a preternatreral Heat, which ariſeth from pu- 

trefied Humor, doth perpetually afflitt the Heart, and ſtirs up therein a continual Heat ; 

from whence likeroiſe 1s perpencally diffiſed a Feaveriſh Heat into the rohol body. Bus the 
intermitting Feawvers are cauſed, when the ſaid Vapors are carried unto the Heart, only at certain 
diſtances of time. Continual Feavers are again divided into Eſſential, and Primary, or Sym 
tomatical. Thoſe are called Eſſential and Primary, which ſpring from a prttrefattion inflamedin 
the common Veins, and not in any particular part of the Body. Thoſe are Symptomatical that ariſe 
from the putrefattton or ſuppuration of ſom particular part inflamed ; ont of which part by commu- 
nion of the Veſſelr,a putrid vapor may continually be carried unto the Heart : Such feawers are ſeen 
in the Pleuriſie,Inflamation + the Lungs, Inflamation of the Liver, and inthe Inſlamation of other 
Internal Parts. Again, the Primary continual Feavers are two-fold ; for ſome are without a- 
ny Exacerbation or Fits, and remiſſion, but continue alike from the beginning to the end, and are 
called Sunochi, or Continentes. Bret others have manifeſt Exacerbations or fits, and remiſſions, 
and are called Sunecheis, or Continuz, by the name of the land. And theſe again from the difference 
of their Exacerbations or fits, and remiſſ10ns, are divided into three ſorts. For ſome are called 
continual Tertians,vobich have thetr Exacerbations or fits every third day ; others continual Quo- 
tidians- that areexaſperated every day; others continual Quartans, that are exatperated every 
fourth day. The intermitting Feawvers or Agues, are likewiſe divided into Tertians, Quotihans, 
and RQuanzans, according as their Fits are wont to return every third, every fourth, or every day. 
There are other Differences of Feawvers likewiſe, which are either Accidental, or ariſe from 
the Compoſition of thoſe aforeſaid ; all which we ſhall Particularly and briefly Explain, 


Chap. 1. Of Continual Putrid Feavers, 


A ou! thereare divers forts of a continual putrid Feaver, yet have I determined to deſcribe 
| the Cure of thein all cogether, becaule in z manner the ſame Remedies are ſuitable to all, of 
which tome differ only 1n more or lels, andare accordingly cobe varied ; which depends more upon 
the Judgment of a Phyſitian, and his Dextericy attained by Practice, than upon particular Fre- 
cePts, Yer ſhall I as neer as 1 can, obſerv< what is peculiar to every ſort of Feaver, in its peculiac 
place. 

Feavers Purrid, Continual, and Primary, or Effenctal, are wont 'to be bred of the putretaGtion of 
Humors, which are contamed in the Veins and greater Arteries ; And according to the various Na- 
ruce of putrefying Humors, teyeral Species do arife;  -

Fually, the Prognofiick of Symptomatick Feavers, 15to be gathered ti om che Excellency of the 
Parts affeGed, vehemence of the Symptomes and Validity ot the Patients itrength. 

Now mn the Cure ofal putrid Feavers, we muſt take our Hints or Indications from the Feaver 
from irs Cauſe and from the Patients ſtrength. The two former indicare their own ablation c; 
removal ; therthird, -1ts own Preſervation, Which muſt be done by afliftance of chote ordinay 
Medicinal Urenſils viz. Diet, Manual Operation, and Medicaments. 

The Duet 1n all Chollerick Feavers ought to be cooling and Morftening, in flegmatick and Me- 
lancholick more warming and attenuating. Let theretore che Air be cold and moiſt, which berr 
drawn in by the Lungs untothe heart, doth exceedingly remper the burning heat thereof. Yer 
muſt not che Patient be laid bare tothe cold Air, becauie tranipiration, which 1s excecding needful 
would by that means be hindered ; aid the tooty Vapours and (weats would be driven back afain 
into the Body. Howbeir the ſick muſt be covered only with light and loft Covermwgs, and nor 
loaded with over many blankets or Rugs. allo che Feather-bed muſt be craken away and a ilock-bed 
pur in place, upon which allo1n the extremity of Surnmer a covering of Leather wil convemently be 
laid on. Let the bed be wide, that the fick may change place therein. Let the Patients Linnen 
Shifcs be otrei! changed contrary tothe yulgar opinion 3 provided they be not newly wathed, nor 
{mel of Soap, and thatche Time of the Crifis be nor at hand, in which nothing 1s to be ſtirred, leaſt 
the motion of Nature be hindred and diſturbed. The Sun-beams are to be kept out of the Patients 
Chamber, and ſtore of Company 1s to be avoided. Water 1s otrento be powred out of one Vellcl 
into another, in'the ſick Perſons chamber. The Pavement of the Chamber is co be ſprinkled 
with Water, Vinegar arid Roſc-Water mingled; or with coolung Herbs and flowers ; as Vue 
Leaves, Willow Leaves, Leaves of Water Lillies, Flags; Rotes, and flowers of Violets and oi 
Water Lilly ; which mutt be kept at hand in good Quanriries ina cool place, and be often freth 
{prinkled and ftrowed about the Patients Chamber ; tor when chete Herbs and tiowers are dried, 
they hear the Chamber. It the Chamber be cold, as in winter, it muſt bea litcletempered with 
a fice avoiding Smoak. Howbeic in tlegmatick Feavers the Air muſt be Moderately hot and 
dry. 

As for Point of Nouriſhmenr, the Diet ought to be thin and ſpare it acute Feavers. And therein 
the Antents were to {evgrely diligent, as to place the preateſt Part of the Cure1in ordering the Daer, 
enjoyning ſuch as were lick of a molt acute Feaver, to keep a mott chin and flender Diet ;, and giving 
chem nothing, but a ptifan drink of Barley Water, as moſt convenient tor perſons in a Feaver ; fec- 
ing ic cooles, and Moiſtens ; withal excenuating and opening and hinder:ng no Evacuation. And 
they had cwo kinds of Prifans. One t1mply ſocalled, or whol Pritan not ſtrained ; the other was 
ſtrained, which we cal Barley Cream. Bartley clenied of the Husks boyled m tair Water, to4 
Contiſtency or Pottage, 15 the who! Prifan; chis being ſtrained with preſiing, is called Cream os 
juyce of Barley.

Nay verily, when a Vem is opened, if che tick party beany thing luſty, and the blood flow amain, 
only the putrid Blood which is offenlive tro Nature is voided, the purer remaining in the Vers, 
which tew Authors have caken notice of, alchough ic be in the courſe ot Practice every where oblerya- 
ble. For it the Blood flow out of the Veindrop by drop, ut 15 thepuceſt Blood, becaute it comes 
our ofthe Vein by its own pruper motion. Bur it it ſpring out with a forceable ſtream, ir appears 
toul and corrupced, Nature expelling the worler part of the Maſs of Blood. Howbeit Blood 1s 
more {parigly to be taken from ſuch as are of a very Chollerick Conftirution, in che middle of Sum- 
mers Hear, and the Dog-Daies, than mn other Natures and times. But m Flegmatick and Melan- 
chollick Feavers, Blood nuft be taken away mn leffer quancity : and cvermore great regard 1s to be 
had ro Comdicants, and Contraindicanes; foratmuch as Quortidian Feavers T for the moſt part 
happen unto Children, or old Perſons in cold Countries and cold Seaſons of the yeer ; which contide- 
rations do lefſen the Quantiry of Blood, which otherwiſe the Ditcaſe, or irs Caute require, ſhould 
be raken away. When che Feaver is cauled by over much labor, blaud muſt be taken away more 
ſparingly. Ifa Feaver happen by over great ule of Carnal Embracemencs, Blood-letting 1s pernt- 
Cz0US. 

Cor.cerning the time of Blood-letting, it isto be nored, That a Vein muſt noe be opened pre- 
ſencly ater rhe Pactent hath eaten; bur after Digeſtion is paſt, and atter the Patient hath been ac 
ſtool. Again, Blood 15 to be let when che Feaver 15 moſt remiſs, and not inthe vigor chereot, for 
thin Nature 1s not ablero bear both che violence of the Diſeaſe, and the lots of Blood. As tor the 
replet'on of Blood-lercing, it the lame be neceſlary, ro cauſe Evacuation, it muſt berepeated the fame 
day 3 it for Revullions lake, on another day. For where Evacuation is neceflary, efpecially in a- 
cure Diteales, the Eody muſt be tuddenly changed into another condition 3 allo u ofren happens, 
that a Diteale is quickly paſt is firſt rune or beginning, 1o that atterward we cannot fo conveniently 
opetia Vein. Bur in Revultion we have reſpect tothe motion of the Humors, which is chen beſt 
ordered, when it is done at divers tumes, {ome {pace being interpoſed, whereby Nature becorres accu- 
ſtomed toa contrary motion. For in the ſpace between Bleedings, the Blood which was ſhed -inco 
the parts. reguroitates into the Veins, and by another Blood-letting 1s proticably drawn forth. We 
underſtand that Blood-Ictting mult be icerated, if that blood which was tirft drawn forth, were very 
much corrupted 3 and there is reaton to think, that there 1s yer a great quantuy thereot abiding in che 
Veins. 

Yea verily, Alchough che Blood ar firft ſeem pure, and uncorrupted, yet muſt we not deſiſt from 
raking the fatne away, but continue lodoing unril it appear more impure and corrupted. And tru- 
ly chat Precepr dehvered by Hippocrates, m his 4. de Vittus Rat. in 'Morbis acutzs, in the Cure ota 
rieuritie, may very profitably be obterved m acute Feavers, viz. Thar Blocd:- lettings be to long con- 
tinued, til che blood chauge color 4 fo that if at firft corrupt blood come away, we muſt let i run call 
Kc appear more pure z and ontlie other fide, it ar the tirtt the blood appear laudable, we muſt tutfer 
to tiow, tilchat which 1s unpure and corrupred be come away. 

Yer isthere {ome divertity to be obſerved in borch Cates. For if at. firft pood Blood come away 3 
blood ought co be again taken trom the ſame Vein 3, that putrid blood reliduyg 1 the innermoſt parrs 
ot the Body, may the tooner be drawn torch. Bur if at firſt corrupt blood be caken away, blood 1s 
Bexc time to be taken our of the other Arm, and atterwards our ot the former again, and 10 1n couurte 
as oft as need ſhal require. | 

Buraf the Symptomes declare, that the PurrefaQtion is in the inner branch of the Vena Cava de- 
ſcerident ; as heac and pain in the Loyns, rednels and thicknets of the Urine : after cwo or three 
_— kectings in the Arms, i wal be convenicncto draw Blood out of che Vena Supbenaxwo or three 
ſeveral cunes, 
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JFjnche latcer Blood-lertings, ſorue part of the Blood ſeem laudable, and not ſo purrid as before ; 
*'; a ſign that Nature doth repair and reftore new good blood inftead of che corrups blood which 
hach been caken away. Contratily, It themore is caken away, the worſe it comes, its a ſign the Dit- 
eaſe grows worſe, and that PurrefaQtion 1s encreaſed ; whence there is reaſon co fear a ſtupetattion of 

cernal Parts. 
ee Vein inthe bending of the Arm, or the Baſtlica, or the Mediana, is for the moſt part co be ope« 
ned, in the right Arm moſt commonly, ſomcimes in che lefr, viz. when more diſtention is telc under 
the ſhort Ribs on the lefr, than on the right ſide. Yer fomtimes a Vein is proficably opened in che 
Foot, if Revulſion be neceffary and che Patient weak, che Matter of che Diſeaſe being 1n the Head, 
and che ſick perſon moleſted with Head-ach, and want ofreft. 

Fridtions are ſeldom uſed in purrid Feavers, unleſs ic be in the Swooning Feavers ; the Cure of 
which we ſhall ſet down in the Cure of the Sympromes of Purrid Feavers, cowards the end of the next 
Chapter. | 

Be 1 yr Bayne are more frequently uſed, as being che Sabſticutes of Blood-lerting , in 
whoſe ſtead they ſerve, when Weakneſs or Age of the Pariene will nor permit a Vein to be 
opened. 

Medicinal Remedies are comprehended under a double kind ; whereof ſome are Evacuative, 
others Alcerative. Under the Evacuative, we comprehend Purgatives, Vomitories, Sudoroficks, 
and Diureticks. Under the Alterative, we comprehend Coolers, Atcenuaters, Cutrers, Openers, and 
Screngtheners. Of all which we fhal ſer down che Compoſition and uſe in order, according to the 
uſual Merhnd of Practice. 

And chat we may begin with Purgatives, its a great Queſtion among Authors, Whether or na 
they ought co be uſed 1n the beginning of Feavers? Which Contcoveriie, omircingall Circumlocu- 
tions, is chus determined. In reſpett ofthe Matter immediately producung a con: mual putrid Fea- 
ver, which 1s contained in che greater Veins, Purgation is nor convenient in the beginnung 3 unlels the 
faid Matter do heave and work, being {o ſtirred by Nature, provoked by che ill qual.cy thereof, and 
— coexpel i, that rhereby ic becomes more diipoled tor expuliion, and there be danger 
by the forelaid working thereof, leſt it ruſh into tome noble pare 3 huwbeir this ſeldom happening, 
for the moſt part the ConcoRion thereof is to be expected , before we undertake to evacuate the 
ſame by Purging Medicines. Bur in reſpect of che Marrer contained in the ficſt Region, if ic be very 
much, and do encreaſe the Feaver, opprels Nacure, and divert her trom concoGting of chat which s 
in the Veins ; Purgarives may be given the next day atrer Blood-lerting , bur chey mult be gencle, 
{uch as evacuate only the firſt Region. Now that naughty Humors and Excrementious do abound 
inche firſt Region, thar isco ſay, in the Stomach,Gurs, Melencery,or abour the Mrci:, may be known 
by Scomach-iickaeſs, Bicterneſs of the Mouth, T harſt, Pain of che Scomach , or tome other part con» 
rained in the lower Belly, Looſneſs of che belly, and other Symptomes ,, un regard of which Purga- 
tion is LomTumes to be praCtiled before Blood-lerring. Now che Medicines for chis intent, muſt be 
Catia, Manna, Tamarinds, Catbolicum, Eleftuarium lenitivum Diaprunum ſimplex, Syrups 
Roſaceus, de Cichorio cum Rbabarbaro ; which may divers waies be compounded after chis 
manner : 

a Caſſia newly drawn one ounce : Tamarinds half an omce. With Sugar make it into a

Take Catholicum ſix drams : Elett. lenitive, or Diaprunes ſimple, balf an ounce : Cream of

If you delire your Medicinea little ſtronger, you may ad a dram or four ſcruples of Rhubarb infu- 
led in Endive or Cichory Water with yellow Sanders. Yea, and fomrimes ifche Feaver be not very 
ſtrong, two oc three drams of Senna may be added to the Decodtion. 

Some rejet Rhubarb, becauſe ic heats 3 alſo Manna, and Syrup of Roſes, becauſe being {weer,chey 
are {oon turned into Choller. Burt with cooling Waters or Decoftions Rhubarb being intuicd, or 
Manna and ſuch like diffolved, can do no hurt 3 etpecially if tothe ſaid Decodtions, Taruarinds be ad- 
ded, which are much commended tothis intent, or if the Pulp thereof be giyea dittolyed in the Po- 
rion.

a ic were of che matter is known hereby, becauſe the Patient perceives in divers Parts lighe Pains 
which ſoon goaway ond thifc ſuddenly from place to place; and hath divers collours bf the Face and 
other Parts, o that ſomunes there ua rednets and then again a palenels in ſome Part of the Face 
And in a word the Patient ts excecdingly tormented with anxicty and unquietnels,continually tticm> 
bling and tofling. | |

doth ferment and work in the Patients body, is not obſerved in ordinary Practice : but when the 
Humors appear in their teimencacion and Motion, we do more tafely apply our ſelves co Bloc. 
leccing ; and by chat nieans we do more readily prelenc the ruſhing of the ſtirred Humors jnto any 
noble Pare, Which being agitated by che Purgation may more ealtly flow into the {aid Parts, 

Soiutime allo inthe beginning of thete Feavers V omur us to be procured, viz. whenthe Patien: 
is much vexed wich 11Ine.s of ftomach and with vormuring for tl;en Nature endeavours toevacuate the 
morbifick matter upwards, and c:+ Phyſitian ought to afſift her endeavours. And many times ir 
falls our, chat great Quantity of matter 1s conteined un the ſtomach and Parts theteabour, which 
muſt be Evacuaced as 100n as poliible may be, by Vomit ; ſeeing ne concoRtion can be expeted of 
luch excrementitious matter in {o great a Quantity 3 and what ever che Patient eats or drinks us 
changed inco ſuch a like Humor and encreajesthe Matrer which 1s cauſe of the Diſeale. For Fer- 
nelius hath well oblerved in his chird Book of the Method of Healing, Chap. 3. char all ſuperfluity 
of Humors inthe ſtomach, ſpleen, Pancreas, NMelentery, and the Cavity ot che liver, is conveniently 
emptied out by a Vomit, which fomrunes wil not be removed with Medicines that work down- 

wards, though divers cumes admimſtred. And it comes often to paſs, chac che Matter being Vomited 
up, the Feaver is taken away atthe firſt, which otherwile would have proved Jong, in caſe that

And chis ruſt be done with Medicines 
nk ſtronger than chote which were given at the beginning 3 of which fort ate, Senna, Rhubarb, 
Agarick, Catholicum duplex, and ſuch like z whole Maccer and Dole muſt by the sKilful Phyſitien 
be accotnmodated to the Humors offending, and the Nacure ofthe Patiere. And ſore Phyſicians 
are {obojd as to-proceed roScammomate Medicaments, as Diaprunum ſolutrwtm, Diapbenicon, 
Elettuariuem deſietco, Roſarrem & Diacarthamum, Which notwirkftanding are very teldom to be 
uſed in concinual Foavers, becauie Scammony is wont very much to inflame the Humors, and to 
caule vehement thirſt ; and that efpecially m burning Feavers, in which Scammoniate Medicarneius 
are vety hurctul., Yea verily, and Rhubarb ic felt, alchough a gentle and moſt excellent Medica- 
mezc, 15 by {owe ſuſpected as oc tate in very Chollerick Feavers, becauſe of its norable hear mg and 

dryvng facuky. Howber che hurctul faculcy thereof may in greac parr be correRted, by infuſing the 

lame u Cooling Waters, and by mingling therewith a Decoftion of Tamarmds and cooling Herbs; 

_ by adding thereto Caflia, Syrup of Roſes , Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb, and iuch 
IKE. 


It che Feavet doſtilcontinue, Pargatian muſt be ever and anon repeated, uſihg berween whiles pre- 
paiacaves & digeſtwes, tilthe who! $eminary ofevil humors be caken away.

eicher accompany or follow upon thera, with theur Cures at the end of their work, that ſothe 
might be beſt accommodated coal kinds of Feavers. Which Counſel of theirs though I ſhal nog 
dilallow, yet I have thought ic much more commodious for the fervice oF Pcaftitioners, to Joyn 
chem immediately afrer the Dodtrin of purrid Feavers,ſecing in thoſe kind of Feavers they ace wont 
to be moſt vehemencr and trequent, and require peculiar Remedies. 

Sothat alchough very many Symptoms are wont to be Cured by the Remedies aforeſaid, accom- 
modarted ro the Cauſe and the Diteate : yer very many there are more offenſive than che Diſeaſe ic 
ſelf, which are here bceifly co be dilcribed, ; 

| Head-ach, Want of Sleep and Ravings, are Cured in a manner with the ſelf ſame remedies viz. 
Revellers,repellers,derivers, reiolvers and anodines. Revellers are emollient Clyfters and tuch as ace 
Laxative, Gentle Purgations, Blood-lertcing, Cupping-Glafles, and waſhing che Feer. Repellers 
ace fruncals, Vinegare, Roſes, Unguencs. Or Linimencs;Derivers are opening of the farchead Vaan, and 
Velicatories. Reſolvers are certain Qyls, and certain Live Creatures applied co che Head, which 
likewile are Anodines. And while the toreſard Remedies are uled, Juleps aregiven and Emnlfions, 
eqctemper and qualifie hot and ſharp Humors. Atrer all chele come narcouck Medicines, which are 
not to be uſed, but upon extream neceſlicy when other chings wil do nogood. . The maccer of al 
which Medicaments, is ler down in our Chapters of the Phrenly and Head-ach proceeding from an 
hot Caule.

In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve of Sal prunella one dram 
and an balf : Allum aſcruple : Syrup of Violets and Milberries, of each one ounce : Make of 
all 2 Gargariſm. Or Sal prunella alone may be diſſolved in Houſleekh Water, and the Tongne and 
Throat wafhed therevoith, which is very good; alſo ſome Portion thereof may be ſwallowed to cool 
the mouth of the Stomach, when it is likewiſe inflamed. 

Alſo outwardly, let the Neck and Throat be anointed with Qyl of Violets, and freſh buccer, 
Far in Role Water, with which che Throat being as it were {corched and parched, may be moi- 

ened. 

For Cooling, the Oyntmenc of Roſes, and Glens cooling Oyntment may be uſed, with others 
of like Nature. Bur the Leaves of Lettice and Purſlain being bruiſed and encloſed berween wo 
Linnen Cloths, and fo applied ro the Neck and Throat, are much more effectual. Alſo 
thole kind of Bugs which we call Sows, may be bruiſed and hid on in the ſame man- 
ner. 

In great Heat of the Breaſt, ſuchas is wont to happen in Feavers, the whol Breaſt muſt be anoin- 
ced with Qyl of Violers, Water-lilhes, and of ſweet Almonds. Yea, and if the Heart be very vehe- 
ment, Fomentations ought to be apphed ro the 1a1d part made of a Decoftion of French barley, 
Lertice, Water-Lillies, Borcage, Violets, and fuch like; after which, wrigations ought to be uſed of 
che Oyls aforelaid. Seeing thar, according to the Preſcript of Galen and Avicenna, in ſuch like 
Feavers, preat care is to be had of the breaſt, as of the Furnace of Heat. Now theſe kind of Reme- 
dics, according to the Rule of Trallians, are feldom to be cold, becauſe they driveche Heat inward 3 
nor Juke-warm, becaule they relax 3 bu ſuch things ought go be applied to the breaſt, as are aCtually 
hor, and poxencially cold, Pa;

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"Pain in the Loyns is cauſed in Feavers by bot and plenciful blaod boyling and working in che 
Vena Cava, and it muſt be exſed by Emollient Clyſters and Cooling, and Emulſions made of the 
Cold Seeds, adding Sal Prunella z and by anouning the Loyns with Galens py bor 
Juyce of the larger Houſleck, and Camphire, or Unguentum ANIIE Oyl of Rotes, Lilles,and 
Poppies z or with an Epichem made ot Plantane Water, Roſe W ater, Vinegar of Roles, and Cam- 
ptuce 3, or witha Mixcure of Roſe Water, Oylof Roſes, and Vinegar : all which are to be applied 
2&ually cold in the Summer, anda little lets chan blood-warm at other Seafcns of che Yer. 

Dfſquiernels, and tumblings, and cofſings, which are wont to happen in the Feaver Aſſodes, and 
inthe Fics of a Tertian Ague, are beſt cured by purging away the Chollerick Humor which vexes 
aud frers upon the Scomach, and ocher ſenſible parts, andthat by Vomit or Stool, according as Na- 
ture ſeems more or lels to affect che one or ocher way ; allo it may be drawn downwards by Clyftecs, 
and preſently all Act is to beuled co make che Pacient reft, and cold Drink is given, as al:o cooling 
Juleps, whereunto {ormrunes Syrup of Poppies, or a ktitle Laudanum may proficably be ad- 
ded.

Swooning Fits are wont to happen in thoſe kind of Feavers which are commonly called Febres 
S$yncopales, or Swooning Feavers, of which there are two kinds, as was ſaid before ; and the one is 
called Minxta, the other Humoroſa. The Cure of which Feavers, much differing trom the Gure 
of other Purnd Feavers, we have referved unto this place, in regard of the 1aid Symptome 
of Swooning. ' ; 

The Minuta Syncopalis, which is bred of Chollerick Humors, ſharp and venemous, tauſt be 
tured after chis manner. Let the Air be cold and moiſt, and a kxcle aftringenc, chat dulipation of 
the ſubſtance of the Body, may be thereby prevented. Let the Patients Diec bechin, cooling, and 
teſtarative, of che Broth of Chickens boyled with Sorrel, Purtlain, &c. To which may be added, 
Roſe-water, Juyce of Pomegranates, anda lictle Sugar. Bread ſteeped in cke Juyce of Pomegra= 
nates, or of Oranges may be givey, if a more [iberal Diet is to begranted, asalio Cream of Barley, 
or Panada's with Juyce of Lemmons or Pomegrazates. Allo Reftorative Eroths of pretied Fleth 
with the foreſaid Juyces. Torke ftronger ſort are given che Yolks of Eggs with Juyce of tow: 
Grapes, the Scones of Cocks, the Fleſh of Pullers, Hens, Partridges, qualitied with the atoretaid 

uyces. a 
J b che Patients drink wich cheir Meat, if they have no Inflamation of any bowel, thin Wine not 
very old, nor ye: hew and windy 3 or Beer cha is indifferent ſtrong, noc new, or very ſtale. When 
they eat not, Or otherwiſe if there be Inflamation, ler cheir Drunk be Batley Water, or Water in 
which a piece of a Loaf hath been boyled, wich Syrup of Pomegranates, Lenunons, Cicrons, Julep of 
Roles, &c. 

Sleep is good out of the Paroxyſm, bur in the ſame ic hurts. And finally, ſpecial Care muſt be 
taken thar nothing provoke che Patient ro Anger, Sadnels, and che like Pallions. 

In the Paroxyſm, Reſolution of the Spirics muſt be prevented by blowing cool Air with Fans u 
on the Patients, and by ſprinkling them with {ſweet {melling Waters. The Face muſt be | md 
kd with cold Warer, or Water of Koſes, and Vinegar minled. Witch which the Scones of Men, and 
the Dugs of Women muſt be bathed cold. | 

If Heat and Spirits will not be revoked from che Heart co the outward Parts of the Body, it is to 
be revelled and forced back by binding of theextream Parts, and by nipping and pinching them ; alto 
pluck the Parieuts ofren by the Nole, pluck chem by their Hair, and call upon them ofcen by theic 
Chriſten Name. Give of the Crum of Whice-bread ſteeped in the Juyce of Pomegranaces, or thin 
fragrant Wine, cempered with Roſe-Water ; and when neceſlicy urg:s, ſome Cinnamon Water min- 
pled with Role Water. In che mean ſpace, Reſtorative Broths are not to be omutted , wherewich 
ConteQio Alkermes, and (uch like may be mingled. Allo Cordial Potions are often to be given ouc 
of a Spoon, made afrer chis manner : 

Take Water of Roſer two ounces : Orange flower Water one ounce : Cinnamon IWater haff an 
ormce: Confettis Alkermes one dram : Pearls prepared, and Coral _ red, of each baif 4 
ſcruple : Swgar Cakgs made twith Pearl ſix drams : Mix all, and may thereof a Fulep, or Cordi.h 
Potion. To theſe may be added the Eletiuaries, and Conſerves, and Preſerves, deſcribed in the 
foregoing Chapter. 

Allothe inner ſide of a Loaf hot our of the Oven ſprinkled wich Roſe water and Vinegar, may be 
applied tothe Patients Noftcils, and Mouth. | 

forhe Heart, Cooling and ſtrengrhening Epichems may be applied. 

To ſtraicen the Pores, and prevent che Evaporation of che Patiencs ſtrengrh and Spirits, wrap 
them m Linnen ſprinkled with Pouder of Roſes, Balauftians, and Sanders; or let cheir ſhuts bg 
ſprinkled with Roſe water, and a little Vinegar. 

Let cheir whol Body, eſpecially che Back be anointed with this following Liniment. 
Take Oy! made of unripe Ohwes, one ounce Ne an half : Mirtles, Kruinces, and Macilnge cf 
XX veeds 
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Seedr of Flea-bane, of each ſux drams : Gum Arabick diſſolved in Roſe-IWater two drams, rohite 
Wax as mich as ſhral ſuffice make all ito a Liniment. | 

A pecual regard 15 to be had of the ſtomach,becaule the Humor offending is cheifly there colle&eg, 
Now the region thereof muſt be anointed with Oyl of Roles and Quiances: and then alſo ma 
laid on a loaſt of Bread, wet in Juyce of Quinces and unripe Pomegranats. Or it it be afliteg 
with great hear, ſoment the ſtomach blood-warm, with a DecoCtion of Pucflain and Roles, oc 
with Juyce of Night-ſhade, Purſlain, Sowr-Grapes adding therero Oyl of Roles and Quinces, 

The Swoonmg Fits being removed and the Patient ſtrengthened, we muſt bend our minds to 
remove the Feaver and its Caule. Which may be done, by Alceratives and Evacuators proper for 
turning Feavers, which we have deſcribed in cheir proper place : viz, Where the Cure ot burning 
Feavers 1s {et down. CO 

The Cure of the ſecond ſort of Swooning Feavers, which 1s called Febris Syncopslis 'Humoroſg 
which is cauled by abundance of Flegmatick aud ccude Hurmors, 1s in a manner contrary tg 
the Cure of the Minuta newly delcribed. For the Aur ought cobe temperate, imclining to hear, 
light, pure and dry. Meats, of good Juyce ealily digeſted, prepared witch Hyſlop, Fenne] 
and tuch like Herbs. Let their drink be thin and not very ftrong. Let thew fleep and Watching be 
Moderate. 

But Frictions or artificial Fubbings of the Body, and by Galen much extolled inthis Caſe, In 
the 12. Method Cap. 3. They muſt be ufed from che beginning of the Dueaſe, with Courſe 
Cloaths, beginning above and 10 Rubbing downwards z firſt on the Thighs and Legs z atterwards on 
the Arms, | ry and Back. Let the Cloaths with which the Frictions are pertormed be firk 
Smoaked with Storax, Lignum Aloes, Frank-Incenie Cloves &c. When after trition the Limbs 
are luſtily warm, anoimt chem with Oyl ot Dil, of Chamomel, of Orice, ot Caſtus and others ofa 
reſolving Faculcy. Such Frictions as chele are highly conumended, becaule they call che natural 
Heat and (pirics together with the Humor offending which did Choak the natural {tcergth, iuncoche 
outward Patts. | | 

Inche fit the Sick-party muſt be rowzed, by pulling the Noſe, Rubbing the Eares, plucking off 
of Hairs, Loud calling &c. Allo tweet Smel img thugs muſt be Applied co the Mouth and Noſttits 
as Cinnamon and Orange flower Water, Vinegar wherein Cloves have been ſteeped, in{ide of a white 
Loafdipt in Hippocras alone, or Cinnamon Warer, or che following cordial Water. 

Take Waters of Bawm Roſe-Mary and Orange flowers of each one ounce;Cinnamon Water half 
an Ounce : ConteAio Alkermes one dram : Syrup of preſerved Citrou Peels and of Gilly-flowwer; 
of each one ounce : Mix all into a potion or Fulep, which the Patient muſt often take of, by a 
Spoonful at a time. Alſo Elettuaries may be made after this manner. 

Take Conſerve of flowers of Bugloſs, Foſemary, and of Citron Peels preſerved, of each balf an 
ounce : preſerved Nutmeg three drams : Contectio Alkermes two drams : Species of Diambra and 
Diamoſchum dulce of each one jcrieple : With the Syrup of preſerved Citron Peels, make all into 
an Elettuary. 

Unto the Heart Epithems may be applied and young Pidgeons to the ſtomach and Stones ; Fo- 
mentations may be applied,and other things admnuſtred, which have been propounded in caſe of de- 
cay of ſtrenprh. 
| While chele things are in duing, frictions mult ever and anon be repeaced, which muſt in this Dil- 
eaſcnever be onantred. 

When the Patient hath a lkcle gathered ſtrengrh, che Morbifick Matcer isco be drawn out by Cly- 
ſters and Purgations (in which Hera cum Agarico, mn regard of the ſtomach, is very proticable) 
vp ought to be gentle and trequent, yer {oas titing Preparatives be adminiftred berween Purge 
and Purge. 

Want of Appertice is common in a Manner to al Feavers : for when the ſtomach is inflamed, thirſt 
is encrealed, but Appetite of eating diminiſhed, Yer fomrimes Appetice is io dejected chat 
the Patients can hardly tupa little broach. Which Loathing of Meat 1s cauted by Vicious Humors 
collected 1n the ftomach or toaked into the coats thereof ; or ot corrupt and Malignanc Vapors whick 
inlelt the tfomach. Ic ought to be Cured by Evacuatron of the Morbilick Matcer by Vomit or 
Stool, and fiſt with an infullon of Rhubarb and Tamarinds. Bur in thedeclination, if the Feaver 
be nut ſtrong, with Hiera Picra diflolved ma DecoCtion of Barley, Verches, Wormwood and 
other detergent things. Atterwards we nuſt ule Clyſters, which occaſionally do revel from the 
ſtomach. Alloacid and retrigerating thugs ate trequently ro be given,as Syrup ef Lemmons, Pome- 
granits, foine Cherries &c. given alone or with cold Water. In the declination or when the Feavec 
ceaſes, Syrup of Roman Wormwood may pottably be given, either alone or mixed with acid Juyces 
or Syrups. Let Meats that are pratetul be prelenced to the ſick. For as Hippocrates teaches 1 
Aphor. 38. Sect. 2. The Pleatauter Meac and drink,though tomwhat the worle, is to be preterred 
betore that which 1s butter and not fo pleatant, Allo let them ear bur lictle and ſeldom, for _ 
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and trequenc eating cawjes Want of Appetreeven 1 thoſe which are wel. And let theic Mears be 
lauced (provided they have no cough) with Juyce of uniipe Grapes, Vinzgat of Rotes and Juyce of 
Lemmons. If the i1ck do loabhoret al Meats that they can take nothing at al, let them have nourithing 
Clylters giver them TWICE Oi thrice wa day z the excrements beiug tilt avoiacd by a cleniing Cly- 
fter. When the Feaver 1s wholly allaied and pone, it want oft Appetite do remain, let the lick 
pecion Moderately exerciſe, and ule Capers, Saxitrage, Ohves ; lec Im change place and go ney 
a colder Air. And finally it chele helps tufhce nor ler the Patient ule Wormwood Wine aud pils 
of Hiera Picra, which do powertully dlenfe away tfuch Humors as are falt ſtickmg inthe Coats 
ot che ſtomach. Gr 

Hierupings and V omitings which beride perſons in Feavers are oppoſed by drers Medicamrents, the 
materials whereot are to be tough tor in our cures of thole Infticmities or Vomiting & Hiconping & ca 
be Judicially accomodared to iuch perlons as in Feavers are troubled with tho.e Sy mp:oms.Buc tpeci- 
al care 150 be caken char a critical Vomiing be oy no Means ſtopped. Hiccoughing fomrimes proceeds 
trom immoderate ule ot retrigeratng things, as Lemnivs witnelles, whole words S212 ius doth thus 
relate. Hiccoughing in Feavers doth ſo-ntimes follovo over abundant uſe of Refrigerating Fu® 
leps; and I bave ſeen many ſo affetted by the unadviſed Raſneſs of Phyſittans, which Symptom 
contrary to the expectation of all Men, I Cured by giving the Patient Wine to drin;, 

A Loolnels beialling one chat hath a puciid Feaver, it it be critical (chat 1s proceeding from the 
Conqueſt of Nacure over the Morbitick Matter and tendirg to expel the whol or Part cher-ot ) ic muſt 
not be ſtopped ; neither muſt a Sympromatick Looineis be pretently ſtopped, at the very ticſt, uf 
x donor very much weaken the Patient, leaſt che Vitious Humer do flow back again to tome prin= 
cipal Pares. When 1c 1s ſeatonable ro ſtop ir, ic muſt be done with a gentle aftringent Purge, wich 
clenſing and Corroborating Clyſters ; by Medicines caken in and outwardly Apphed, which 
do thicken, ſtrengchen and buid. All which may be caken our of our Cure of a Diarthva oe 
Looſneſs : beginning with che gentler and proceeding if need be to the more ſtrong by Degrees.

In the Cure of moſt acute and pernicious Feavers, one thing 1s diligently co be nored chat 
ſuch Feavers teldom happen withouc ſome inward and peculiar ditorder and commonly Intlama» 
tzons of ſome of the inward Bowels as Liver, Spleen &c. So that we mult evermore be caecul 
of the Parts under the ſhort Ribs, of the Head, che Breaſt, che Womb; Reins aud wladder : chat 
by al means poſlible we may hunt out, which of chole 1s much our of order, and a3 much as may be 
reitare the lameto is Natural Confticurion, 
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Chap. 3. Of a Tertian eAgue. 


N Ague, or Intermittent Tertian Feaver, is cauſed by an Excrementuicus Chollerick Hum, 
A contained in the tirſt Region of the Body, and there _ wg. 

A Tertian Ague is either Legitimate and Exquiſite, or Illegitimate and baſtard. 

A Lepuimate or Exquiſite Tertian Ague, is terminated in ewelve hours, and 15 cauſed by the pu- 
rretaction of Natural Choller. But a baſtard Tertian hath firs that laſt above twelve hours. Burif 
it exceed eweuty tour hours, it is termed Tertiana extenſa, a ſtretched Tertian, And it 15 cauſed ej- 
ther by Pretecnacural Coller putretying, or by Natural Choller mingled with other Humors eipe- 
cially wich flegm. como 

Alſo Tertian Agues are Simple, or Double, or Triple. A Simple Tertian, 1s that whoſe Firs 
come every other day. A Double Tertian 1s that whole Fits come every day. Andalthough here- 
in ic differ not from a Quotidian or every day Ague, yet they are known one trom the other þ 
chew proper Signs, ſhewing the abundance of Flegm or Choller in che Patient 3 of which Signs in 
their place. Somtimes notwithſtanding in a double Tertian cleie are two fits in one day, the 
other day remaining free z and this ſome latter Phyſitians do call ewo Tertians, and make it rodiffes 
from a double Tertxan. Which Diſtindtion notwithſtanding is of imial mon.ent. A Triple Terttan 
13 when there are chree fits inthe compaſs of two dates. This 1s a moſt rare ard feldom teen fort. of 
Feavers, Yet Galen propounds one ſingle Example thereof, and I {aw another in the yeer 1637, 
an a certain Gentleman, who once in fixteen hours had a fic of a Tertian Ague. Aud all the firs d1d 
every one of them terminate in the ſpace of ten or ewelye hours, by ſweat. Now thele divers Parox- 
yims are made by a different matter putrefying in different places, {othat each one hath as u were 
ics peculiar Chumney where ut 1s ficſt kindled. | 

Now the Humors cauſing Tertian Agues, are colleed chiefly in the firſt Region of che Body, 
VIZ. a the Liver, the bladder of Gall, che Stomach, the Meſlencery, che Pancreas, or inthe Veins of 
thole Parts. 

Their Cauſes, are all ſuch things which ingender Excrementitious Choller, viz. An hot and dry 
diſtemper of the Spleen, yourhtul Age, Hoc Conſtitucion of the Air, Watchings, Cares, Anger, 
Faſtings, ule of hot Meats, over much Exerciſe. Tothele are added, tor the breeding a baſtard Ter- 
tian, tuch Caules as engender Flegm and Melancholly. Hereupon, tuck as have hot Livers, and by 
Glurinous and bad Dier, do breed many Crudirties, are {ſubject to baſtard Tertians, by reaſon of 
che mixture of Choller with crude Humors. And hence allo it 15, that in Summer time, crude Hy- 
mors bred chrough weaknels of the Natural Hear, by eating of Fruuts, and over much drinking, being 
mixed with Choller, dobreed baſtard Tertians, 

T he Signs ro know an Exquilite Tertian by, are theſe: That this Feaver alwaies begins with 
great ſhaking Firs, whereas 1n a Quotidian Feaver or Ague, there isonly a light ſhivering or cold- 
neſs. After the cold ſhaking Fit, tollows great Heat, ſharp and biting, Incollerable Thuſt, greac 
and frequent breathing , waut of Sleep, Head-ach, and ſomrimes Ravings. After the ſhaking fic, 
ſomrimes there follows a vomiting af Chollerick Humors, or a purging by Stool. The Urine ts 
lometimes Yellow, Yellowiſh-Red, or Red. The Fits laſt not above twelve hours, and they are 
termingted by Sweat. Allothe Caules tore-cited, breeding Choller, have preceded. 

In a baſtard Tertian, allthe tocregoing Signs are more remils than they are in an Exquiſiteone, bur 
more intenſe chan in a Quotidian Ague, And according as there is more or lels flegn mingled with 
the Choller , che Fits come neerer to thoſe of an Exquiſite Tertian, or of a Quoridian z buc in re- 
jpect of the vehemency of che Sy mptoms, and the length of the Fit ut ſelf. So that the Paroxyims 
ofa baſtard Tertian may be lengthened out co ſixteen, eighteen, or more hours. Although chey may 
be tomeunes thorter, becaule of rhe paucity of che Matcer,and be cermmated within the {pace of eight, 
ten, or ewelve hours. 

The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, is taken out of Hippocrates, in Sect. 4. Aph. 5g. Exquiſite or 
exat# Tertian Agues laſt but for ſeven fits at moſk. And in Aphor. 43. of the tame Settion, Al 
Intermitting Feavers arewvoid of danger. Whach is co be underſtood only of tuch Tertians as att 
void of all maliguity. For there are Malignant and Peſtilenc Fertians, which though they have c- 
rident Intermulionsz yer do they often kill the Patients. Furthermore, many chings fall upon 
the Neck of a Tertian, which may breed danger, although che Feavcr of u 1elf be noc dan” 
gerous. 

Haly writes, and common Experience ſhews, That if ſuch asare ſick of a Tertian Apue, have Ul- 
cers, Scabs, or Puttles breaking our in their Lips, it is a coken che Apgue wil leave them, For uc 1s 4 
kind of Critical Evacuation in thoſe parts. 


A Looſuels 
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A Looſnels befalling one that hath a Terrian Ague, che matter being digeſted, ends the Ditecaſe. 
And Ahis is the way by which alone Narure doth pertectly expel che Cauie of ch:je. Feavers. For 
jeeing the Original Caule of tele Feavers is contained in the Gall-Bladder, or the Liver, or the Me- 
ſentery, and other Parcs in che firſt Region of the Body ; although that which ſteems and vapors 
therefrom in every fit, do ger into the habic of the Body, and is purged away, enher by Sweats, or by 
mſentible Tranſ(piration, or by Puſhes and Pimples ; yer the groſs parts and ſetlings of the Humor 
abiding 1n their place, whuch unlels by the benefic of Natuce, or Medicaments it be purged away by 
ſtool, 1t is wont to be the Caule ether of a long Ague, or of Obſtructions, or of a Relaple, or of @+ 
ther ſtubborn Diteales. 

Apues are wont to be of {mal durance and little danger, if the habit of che whol Body be good, 
if the bowels be wel affected, it in be Spring or Summer, it che Patient ear hele, and drink ſparingly. 
And contrarywile, they are wont to be long and more rebellious, if there be an evil dtpolitzon of che 
Liver or Spleen. it the Patient abound with flegmatick Humors or Melanchollick, it the Winter or 
Autumn be in their tull turce, it che Patients do eat much, or by much drinking do opprels their Na- 
tural Hear. | 

The Cure, as in other Feavers, is ro be dicefted co the Feaver, is Cauſe, and ſtrength of the Pa*» 
tienc. The Feavercalls tor Coolers z the Cauſe requires Coolers likewife, and wichal ſuch things 
as digeſt and purge the Humor oftending z the Patients ſtrength calls tor things that corroborate and 
vigorate the fame. | 

And in the tirſt place, A Cooling Diet muſt be appointed, and which moiſtens ; ir muſt be the 
very (anie in an exquitite I ertian, Which we before preſcribed in our Cure of Continual Feavers. 
Bur in a baſtard and lingle Tectian, a tuller Diet ſomwhart, is ro beenzoyned, eſpecially it che Dit- 
eaſe prove co be Icng ;, tor then tolid Meats are to be given on the wel-day, and five or fix hours betore 
the fir. Bur ina double Tertian, as in an exquiſite Tertian, the Sick muſt be nourithed only with 
broch, and other ſupping things. 

This 15a moſt tenſanc 1 ink out of Foreſtus, for thoſe which havea thud day Ague. 

Take Fountain Water two pints : Cinnamon half an ounce : Sugar three ounces : Let all be 
ſtrained cold and raw, through an H __ Bag. 

The Patient muſt nor eat when che Fur 15 coming , according to that ſaying of Hippocrates, in 
Aphor. 1 1. Sect. 1. For Nature ( as Galen ſhews in his Commentary on that place ) by Conco- 
Cing ot newly eaten Mear, is called away from Concoction of the Morbitick Humors. Add hereunto, 
Thac in the fir of an Apgue, the whol body 1s filled with a filthy vapor, which doth mar,and for the moſt 
part corrupt that meat which is eaten neer the hr. Bur if the fic prove lo long , or che Patients body 
fo hot and dry, fo lean and thinly woven roperher, with wide pores, that it is {o0n diflolved anddit- 
ſpared, and cannot hold our to che end ot che fir ; che Patient in ſuch a caſe may be allowed co ear in 
the fic, and it wil be better ro eat when che tit 18 in the ſtate or height, than at any other tune. How- 
beic, 1n che begining alto, and in the augmentation, necefliry compelling, Meat may be given. For 
loGalen in thetench of his Method, Chap. 5. was compelled to give Mear even in che beginning of che 
fies, unto ſuch as had this kind of Ague, being of a hot and dry cemperature, unto whom taſking 1s ex= 
treamly hucctul, leſt chey ſhould fall incro twookng firs. And 1n imication of him, Amatis Laeſuta= 
n#5 inthe 68, Cure, of the fourth Century, to one chat was tull of, and vonuced pure Choller, and 
by that means fell into ſwooning fits, he gave bread dipr in water, and iprinkled wich Juyce of tawe 
Grapes in the bepmning of the Ague tit ; by which means he hindered che atuetard Symp= 
roines, 

There is one thing yer further to be obſerved both in this, andall other Agues, That the Patiens 
do neither ear, drink, nor flcep, before che tit. But ic wil be good thac the Patzent go to tool, by 
means ot a Clyſter, provided the tame be admiuſtred before the beginning of che tir. |; 

Having theretore ordered a convenient Diet, we muſt turchwith proceed to evacuare che Morbitick 
Macger, which (ceing it ſticks in the tirſt Paſſages, ic muſt be voided not only by Clyſter, bur by Pur- 
ges and V omirories. 

Clyſters in an exquiſite Tertian, muſt be mage of an Emollient and Cooling DecoGttion, with 
Caſlia, Catholicum, Diaprumum imple, and purgative. Bur na baſtard Tertian, ler the Decoctwn 
be of Emollienc and Curcting ftitples, dittolvmg therein Draphanicon, Honey of Rotes, &c. 

Purgaewe Medicaments tn an exquilice Tertian, muſt be the ſame which have been propourded in 
continual Feavers. Eutin a baſtard Tertian, there muſt be added Agarick,Senna,Catholicum, Dia= 
phoincon, and others, tuchas the Judicious Phyſitxan ſhall concewe moſt ſuitable co che conſtitution 
ot the tick. And in every ſortof Agues, Cream of Tartar may profitably be added co the Medica- 
ments, becaule it opens ObftruRions, is porently clenling, and yer cools withal. Purging Medt- 
ces are to begiven on the day of Intermiſſion, and that in the morning, as commonly 15 uted ;, it the 
time of Incermuſtion fall within choſe hours : if nor, che middle ſpace between the two fits mult be. 
choſen. And at any hour of the day or night, we may give Purge, provided i; be fac fram che Fir;and 
theStomach have digeſted whar was laſt eaten, | BJ 
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Buc ina double Tercian, "ris an hard matter to choole a convenicut time to give a Purpe, becauſe 
many tunes, not above three or four hours do fal between two firs. Yea, And lomtime, the firs are 
ſo long,that the one begins before the other be ended, which makes them be called Febres Subintran« 
res, encroaching or intruding Feavers. For then the [peedinels of the occalion or opportune time, 
requires the uttermoſt diligence of the Phyſitian. Now che more commodious hour of giving the 
Medicine, 15 thus to be choſen. Ina double Tertian not encroaching, the Medicamene muſt be given 
inche end of che Fit, at ſucha diſtance frum the following Fit, that the working of the Phylick may 
de over ere theother Fir come. Bur in an encioaching Ague, when the latter Fit mnteiters with the 
former, the Medicament muſt be given 1m the beginning of the declination, as 100n as it begins never 
{ole co remit. And in both Caſes the Patience muſt drink Broth, three hours afrer the Medicamene 
15 taken ; yet ſo, as that there muſt be remaining three hours from the Broth-raking betore tlie next 
Fit begin. $6 that the Medicament, is to be given at leaft {1x hours before the next Far. 

As tor Vomics, What was ſaid of them in the Cure of Continual Feavers, may be here very com- 
modionfly applyed ; becauſe the abundance of evil Humors conteined in the Stomach, Melenteree, 
and Cavity ot the Lwer, which is wont cocaule theſe Feavers, 1s brought away by Vomit ; which 
lomcumes cannot be moved by purging Medicines given again and again, as Fernelus hath well ob- 
ſerved. Andcherefore, If inthe beginning of che Fic, che Patient be vexed with Vomutings, the 
Phyſitian ſhall do well co follow that motion of Nature. And feeiug the pentleſt torts of Vomits, 

will not ordinarily ſerve the turn, we muſt proceed to the middle fort, fuch as 1s elpecially Aſarum, 
| ofthe pouder whereof, half adram, two {cruples or one dram, 15 given 18 Broth; or ſome other con- 
venient Liquor. Others give che DecoCtion thereof, wh.ch is made of chiree drams of Afarum 
Roots, boiled in Chicken Broch,or in Barley Bvoch: made with Raifons. The Chymiſts dogive white 
Virrtol prepared, and Salc of Vitriol, andallo Aqua Beneditta, which is made of Crocus etal 
lorum. Which, as other Medicaments made of Antimony, as they do fomiines happily rid away 
ſuch morbifick Matcer as is lodged in the firſt paſlages about the Stomach and Meienterte, &c. So do 
they require a prudent and skiltul Phyſitian co adminiſter them ; otherwile they ate like a ſharp 
Knite in the hand ofan Intanc, or hike a Sword 1n the hand of a Mad-man. 

The firſt pafſages of the Body, or firſt Region chereot, being purged, at leaſt with one Purge, a 
Vein is to be opened in the Wel-Day. Yea verily, And itche Patient be Plethorick, che Urins red 
and thick, the Cure is well begun by Blood-lecting, four che Purge will atterwaids woik the 
better. 

If che Blood appear very Hor, Aduſt, or Putrid, Bloodlercing muſt be repeated ; which yer 1s left 
tothe Judgment of the Phylician, according as he finds the Patients conſtitution. 

After Purgation and Phleboromie, we mult endevor to prepare the Humors, by Juleps ſuch as were 
ſer down in the Cure of Continual Feavers z the marcer whercot mult be varied, according as Flegm 
or Melancholly is mingled with Choller, as was oblerved in the place atoreſaid. 

In che mean time, whilſt che Medicines atorelaid are making, the Feaverith heat &s to be allaied 
with cooling Epichems applyed to the heart & Liver,tuchas were propounded in Continual Feavers, 
with this Caution, that chey be never laid on, bur in the height of che Her-Fu, or rather when ic ficſt 
begins to abate. 

To - Liver alſoand che Loins, Oyntment of Roles, or the cooling Oyntment of Galen may be 
applyed. 
| Alſo Emollient and cooling Clyſters, will be very good atthe end of che Fir, as well as in che 

eginning. 

The « 0 being prepared certain daies, by the uſe of Juleps, Purgation muſt be again uſed, with 
Senna, Rhubarb, Carhulicum, Syrup of Roles ; adding thereto Apgarick, it Flegm abound. And 
And if the Patient be ſtrong ; we may add Diaprinum Solutivum, Elettuarium de Succo Roſa- 
rum, or Diapbenicon. 

The Body being again purg:zd, after the uſe of Juleps, if the Firs return and ſeem longer chan chey 
were betore, it isa ſign that grols Humors, and tuch as ſtick faſt in the Body, do nourith the Fear 
ver, and breed Obſtrudtions : In regard of which, clenſing, opening and cutting things are to be uſed 
The Principal of which is Wormwood, which is exceedingly commended by Galen. In his i. Book 
ad Glauconem Chap. 9. and Century, which in regard ot the rare vertues it has in curmg Agues, 
called Febrifzzga, that is tolay Ague-Queller. Bur becaule thele Herbs are hor, they may be qua” 
lited by the Commixcure of cooling things, afcer this manner. : 

Take Roots of Graſs, Cichory, Aſparagus, of each one ounce : Leaves of Agrimony, Sorrel, Ci- 
cbory, Endive, of each one handful : vulgar |WWormwood and Centaury,of each an handful : Boil 
allto a pint. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve three ounces of Syrup of Lemmons. Make all mto 
a Fulep for to be taken @t three times in the morning. 

The Juleps being finiſhed, a Purgation mult be again adminiſtred ora Vomitory, if Nature affect 


to diſcharge her ſelf that way. For then, che ſigns of Concoftion appearing, thele Feavers are 
{omMceLnics- 
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{omrmimes happtly Cured by Vomring. And Galen in his firft Book ad Glauconem Chap. 19. Writes 
thi many are Cured of this kindot Ague only by a Vomit yea verily and daily experience thews, 
that Aqua Beneditta doth eradicate thele Feavers or Agues tor the moſt Varr, unleis 1ome con- 
tumacious obſtructions of the Bowels do hinder. Many Experiments heceot are propounded by 
Martinus Bulandys m the Centuries of his Cures. Bur, 1t is, as was ſaid betore, a yehemenc 
Medicament, and not to be prven without extream Cautiov. Some giwe an ounce of Aa Be- 
nedia with the Intufion of halt an ounce ot Senna, and ſo it warks more by Stool than by 
omir. 

by Others uſe Cambogia, others 'Mercurius Dulcis with Scammony. Which Medicamencs, ſeeing 
they do potently Evacuate, do often Pluck chele kind ot Feavers away by the Roots, bur they are 
to be given only to (uch as are ſtrong of Conſticutivn. 

Totheſe Medicamentsexquifite T ertians and Baſtard ones too, are wont togive place. Bur if the 
Agues do yer ſtubbornly rceſrſt (as 1 oftrumes tals out) Solemn Purgatiov muft be made with an 
Apozem to be taken three dates, made of the Materials of the forefaid Jukeps, adding thereto Senna, 
Rhubarb, Agarick, Syrup of Roles of Cichory with Rhubarb end ſuch ike. Yea verily and al- 
thoug the Ague be gone before the ule of this Apozem, at a Voluntary Looſneſs do nor befal 
the Patient. For the ſolution of an Ague by Sweat or inſenfible Tranſpiration, as not to be 
truſted unto, gives fuipition of a Relapte ; becauſe by chem thechinner Patt only of the Humor 
s Evacuated, the chicker being lett behind : which can no other wares be Evacuated, tave by 
Stool, 

Before the Apozem aforeſaid be uſed, if there be a Diſtenſion in che Parrs under the ſhort Ribs; 
er this following Emollient, attenuating and ſtrengthening fomentation be applied, 

Take Roots of Marſh-Mallows, Graft and Aſparagus, of each one ounce : Roots of Enula 
Campana and the middle Bark of Tamarirh of each half an ounce: Leaves of Mallows, Violets, 
Agrumony, Maiden-Hair and Wormroood, of each an handfull : Lin-Seed and Fenu-Greek 
Seed, of each one ounce: Flowers of Chamomel, Melilot, Roſes of each apugil : Boyl all im 
three Parts of Water and one of white Wine, put in towards the concluſion, wnh too ounces of 
Vinegar : with this Decot#:on foment the Parts under the ſhort Babs Morning and Evening, for 
two dates before theuſe of the Apogem. ; 

After Fomentation, anoint the {aid Parts with this following Oyntmente. 

Take Oyl of Lillies, Sweet Almonds and Tamarirk of each one ounce : Oyntment of Marſh- 
Mallows two ounces : and a little Wax. Make all into a Liniment. 

If after al theſe remedies, the ſtubborn Ague do yer kngthen the rime and keep ics ground z and 
the Patients Face appear {woln, and palith, alſo chew Legs twel cowards night : they are co be plied 
with ſuch Medicines as are commonly preicribed for obſtructions of the Liver. Among che reſt, 
Montanzs doth very much commend the Decotion of Cichory and Germander in Broath ; which he 
fares is admurable in long Feavers that are cauted by obſtructions. 

Yet, it 15to benoted; that the length of a Tercian _ 15 ſorue times cauſed by an hot and dry 
dſtemper of che Liver, which perpetually produces a Chollerick Humor, che Caule of new Furs. 
Which 15 often oblerved in many, which being of a dry and meagre conſticution of body and wholly 
Chollerick, have hada Tertian Ague three or tour months together, eſpecially 1n che more hoc 1eaſon 
ot the yeer, wichour any tentic# of their Bowels, or any abuundance of Humours. To {uch as 
theſe, nn purgers, and ſtrong aperiuves or heaters do hurt. Bur tuch as thele are ro be plied 
with a cooling and moiftetiingdiec, with Juleps and Broaths of che ſame Nature. And the ſuper- 
fluous Humors are co be Purged away by litcle and httle with Emollient and Refrigerating Clyliters, 
with Caflia, Tamarinds,Catholiconand Syrup ot Roſes. Bur in chis cate eſpecially great muacles are 
pertormed by a bath of Blood-warm Water, which doth extinguith che hot and dry diftemper which 
: imprin;gd upon the Bowels, Let che Parte ule theſe Parhs, onthe Well-day, but withour 
weating,

Zechius Frequently uſed theſe following Pls, which are moſt effeCtual for opening Obſtrudtions, 
ſtrengthening the Liver, and caking away the diftempers of the Bowels. 

Take Troches of Rhubarb, of Eupatorium, and of Wormwood, of each half a dram : Powder 
of Diarrbodon Abbatis one ſcruple : with Syrup of Wormpood make a Maſi of Pils.

Let the Region of che Liver be anointed morning and —_— before Meals, witha Liniment made 
of two ounces of Ceratum Santalinum, Juyce of Cixxhory halt an vunce : Juyce of Wormwood ewo 
drams : and a little Vinegar of Roſes, 

In like manner let che Region of the ſtomach be anoinced with this Linimere. 

Take Nard Oyl, Oyl of Wormwood and of Ruinces of each balf an ounce : Gallia Moſchata 
ope ſcruple: robite Wax as much as ſhall be requiſite. Make al into a Linament. 

Beſides the Medicaments hitherto propounded, which reſpect a regular and Methodical Cue; 
there are wany other ſpecifick and Empirick Medicamentcs, both internal and external ; both com- 
mended by Practitioners, and frequently uled by the common People ; our ofthe almoſt infinite 
number whereof I ſhal here ſer down ſuch as are the choiceſt. And among thele Medicines may be 
reckoned, ſuch things as were before propounded, toamend the evil Quality of the Liver and Me- 
{enrery which is wang co make long Agues : whereunto, theſe things tollowing may protitably be 
added. 

And in the firſt place, Spirit of Sulphur in a Legitimate Tertian, or one very neer Legitimate, 
afrer bleeding and Purging, being wen with Purflain Water in the vigor of the Fir, doth power- 
fully extinguiſh the heat of che Feaverz andifche Humor be chin, drive the ſame out by {weat, 
that there remaines no matter for a new Fir, and ſo 15 the Diſeaſe Somrunes pluckrt up by the 
Roots. Ir is given from halfa ſcruple co a ſcruple, with four ounces of Purflain Water. 

And ſomrime the ſaid ſpiric is mingled wh Salt of Wormwood, which 1s allo of great Ethcacy 
in the Cure of Agues the Compolition is thus. 

. Take Salt of Wormwood balf a dram : Spirit of Sulphur a ſcruple : Carduus Water four 
ann : Mix them. Let the Patient take it when the Fit Approaches and he covered with many 
Cloather. 

Some Afficm that the Juyce of Plantain Clarified and drunk co the Quantity of four ounces, an 
hour before the Fic, doth Curea Tertian Ague. Somegive 1c with Vineger and Saffron afcer this 
manner 

Take of the Fuyce of Plantain four ounces: Vinegar of Roſes balj an ounce : Saffron three 
grains : Mix them and give the Patient to drink, two hours before the Fit. 

Manardys prefers a Deco&ion of Chamomel, or the diſtilled Water chereof, to the Quantity 
of four ounces, two hours beforethe Fir. 

A Medicine commonly uled,and aften ſucceſsful, is, a little Potion made of Roſe-Water, Plancain 
Water and Aqua Vita of each a {(pountul ; given beforethe Fur.

Neither is ut wichour danger, 
leeing it way degenerate utoa Cachexy, Drophie, Lechargy, and other grievous Diteales. The lou- 
ger or thorrer durance of this Feaver, is kuown by the tigns of Crudicy and Concottion, and allo by: 
tne Evacuations, Which tor the moſt parc Nature endeavors by Voaut, Stool, ox Sweat : For thols 
Evacuations appearing, thew the Ditcate ſhoites ; bur it Nature endeayor no Evacuation, the Du- 
eale wil prove che Jonger. 

A Quocdian Ague that confes inche day time, is le(s dangerous than that Which cames a nights, as 
Hzippocrates doth teach us in 3. Epidem. Sett. 5. T. 64. Hecalls the toximer a Duurnal, the latter a 
Nutturnal. The teaton of which Prognofiick, is becauie chat che Diurnal have lunger_ tzis.; tor. 
regchug wito night, w which the pores of the Skin are cloſed, che purrid yapors are kept within, hoc, 
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having freedom to breath forth by which means, the firs are lengthened, and as Hippocrates himiie1 
ſaith, do very ofceh bring the Patienr into a Cbnſumprton. bereunto, Thar ſeeing the Incermit. 
ſion happets in che night, we are forced ro give rhg@Fatient Mear m che nipht, which is unſeafonal le 
and hinders che Patrent from fleepitg , by which meansFrege weaknets is cauiled, aud the Patient i; 
much hurt, aid che FunGions of the Body quite pur out — 

The Cure muſt be in a manner the ſame with that which wTs propounded for a baſtard and lingru'p 
Tetian, y*t ſo as that among tuch things as prepare the Humotrs, ard open Olfirudions, we make: 
choyce of luch, which have a greater power coattenuate and cut che Humors. Alſo in this Feaver a 
1pecial care is to be had ofthe Stomach, which for the molt patr is prievoully aMifted ; and therefore 
muſt be recreated with ſtrengthening Medicaments, both given 1, and outwardly applied, theC a- 
taplaim of Mint and Wormwood, propounded in the Cuse of a 1ercian Ague, 1 very pood m this 
cale. - 
Zacutus Luſitanus propounds two Medicines, with which he glories that he had vanqui- 
ſhed moſt ſt ri Quoudian Agues. The one is a Decodtion bf Chamomel , made ate 
this manner : 

Take Flowers of Chamomel three pugil; : Tops of Roman Wormzrood troo prgils. Boyl all 
in three pints of Water to a pint and an half. Add 10 1he ſtramnings jour ounces of Sugar. Let 
the Patient drink five or fix ounces every morning. 

The other is a Decoction of China ah Guajacum drunk twenty five daies rogether 5 which though 
Phyſicians are afraid to uſe in ſuck Feavers as thele, becauſe of the over-great heating and drying Fas 
culry ; yer is ic mightily commended by ſuch as have writ whol Books of the Spices and Drugs of 
India. Yet we muſt remember that Zacutus Lufuanus prattued Phyſick iv a Councry cold and 
moiſt, where thele Medicines may more fately beuied - And theretore in other Countries that are 
hotrer, chey muſt nor be given ſave unto very Flegmatick aud CacheCtical Bodies. 


Chap. . of a Quartan eAgue. |

F A Quartan Apue is that which hath irs Firs rerurning every fourth day, and ic 1s cauſed by Me- 


lancholly purcefying in the ticſt Region of che Body. 

Now Melaiicholly is of cwo forcs ; Nacural, and Preternatural. The Natural is bred cf the thic- 
ker and more earthy part of our Nouriſhmend, Gary non and dry. The Precernatural, is cauled by 
aduſton of Choller, and is rheretore hor and dry. * Hence ariie ewoſorts of Quartan Agnes ; for thac 
whichiis bred of Nattwal Melancholly, 1s called a legitimate Quartan z that which is bied of Precerna- 
rural Melaneholly, 1s called a baftar Quarran. Howbeir, the baſtard Quartan may allocoume of Na- 
cural Melancholly, being mingled with tome your of Choller. 

Again,'-A oy bw rs 15 either Single, Double, or Triple. A Single Quartan is when one Fic 
alone comes every fOurth day. A Double is when two Firs happen upon rwo daies one unmediately 
afrer the ocher, and the third day 1s free. A Triple Quartan is when the Fus come every day, asthey 
doin a Quoridian, and in « Double Tertzan. Now thele Double and Friple Quartans core of Me- 
lancholly purrefying in divers parts of the Body. . TE 

The Srgnsto know this _— by, are ficſt, tuch things as argne that Melancholly abounds in the 
Parienc, - Unto which muſt be added che coming of the Fit upon the tourch day, which 1s the pecu- 
har fign. Altoche form of the fic differing trom che tits of other Agues, doth diſcover this Dies e. 
For it begins wich yawning and ſtretchings, rogether with heayineis of che whol Body z after which 
follows cold, andchen my gw ſhaking, 1 which che Pacienes teem co have chew bones broken. 
Alſo the heat is kiudled by lietle and hiche in'a cold and thick Macter. The Pulle is feldomer and 
flower that in other Feavers. The Urines are at firſt white, thin, and watty ; but in the progrets 
they aremore colored, and chicker. Now theſe (igns appear in a legitimate Quartan. Bit in a ba= 
ſtard Quarcan, che vehemence of the Symprtomes being greater, doth argue the Humor to be ct: it;ner 
and hotcer, - Buca baſtard Quarcan is noc diftinguiſhed from a legitanace,herein alone, in chat ina 
baftard Quartan, che hear, chuſt, watchings, and other Symproms, are more vehemevr ; bur in that 
che legirnmare begins of it telf, without any Feaver foregoing ; bur a baſtaid Quarrtan ſucceeds other 
Feaversand Ages, by reaſon of the aduſtion of the Humor which canted thote Diteates, by meaiis 
of which aduſtion, « degenerates inco Precernacural Melancholiy. 

A Double Quartay is eahily known by the Courte of che firs. Anda Triple Quartan is diſtingnt- 
ſhed trom a Double Terrian, and a Quoridian, nor only by the Signs of Melancholly abounding, ad 
by che torm of the Fits z bur allo becaufe ut was firſt a Single, or a Double Quartan belore ir came co 
bea Triple Quartan: For yery rarely, or never doth a Quartan Agiie begin with a Triple z bur a 
Simple or Double Quartan degenerates mw a Triple, w 
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As for what concerns the Prognoſtick ; this kind of Ague is wont to be longeſt of all o- 
thers; and chat which begins in the fal of the leaf continues al Winter commonly, and goeth 
not away til the Spring come. Yea and ſome Quartans continue a yeer or yeers. Summer 
Quarcans are the ſhorteſt. In a! of them we muſt have a continual eye to the ſigns of concoRion 
which ſignifie the ſolution of the diſeaſe to be at hand; and with theſe, torthe patient v0 
make black urine is a good token. 

A legitimate Qurtan is longer than a baſtard Quaartan becauſe the former proceeds from a thic- 
ker, the latter from a thinner Humor 

This kind of Ague is wont to be very ſafe from danger, eſpecially the legitimate, being accom- 
panied with no grevious affeion of any of the bowels. butthe baſtard Quartan is more dange- 
rous. and if che Liver, Spleen, or any other part be greviouſly damnified, it degenerates into 
a Droplie, 

Aged perſons above (ixty years, being taken with a Quartan Ague, do for the moſt part 
&y of it: becauſe their nacurall heat is roo weak to overcom ſo contumacious an Hi- 
mor 

An intermiting Quartan, being changed into a continual, is for the moſt part deadly. Becauſe 
that Feaver whoſe motion was outward, is changed into one whoſe motion is inward. Which 
moſtly falls out in the Winter, the cold meeting with the bumours which were but outward 
and beating them back into the innermoſt Cloſets of the Body. The which alſo come to 
paſs by unſeaſonable uſe of ſharp and vehement purges. For thereby of fiwple Quartans,double, 
triple and continual are generated. 

A Quartan Ague coming upon one that hath the falling ſickneſs cures the ſame, according 
to Hippecrates in the 70 Aphoriſm of the 5 SeQion. Thoſe that have Bnartan Agnes art 
not much troubled with Convulfions. And if haveing firſt Convulſions, a Quartan Age follows, they 
are freed from their Conuulſionr, Now the reaton which Galen in his comment gives here« 
of, is ; becauſe the thick matter which cauſed the Convulſions is by the long heat of this 
Apgue, attenuated and digeſted, Alſo by the ſhaking of the Body inthe cold Fits, the ſaid 
Humor is more ealily ejefed. we muſt alſo add, that the evil Humors lurkeing in the 
Brain and other parts, as alſo in che veins, is tranſferred co the Hypochondria and more 
__ parts, where the Melancholly Quartanary Humors are ſeated, and fo leaves the parts 
aforeſaid. ; 

A bloody flux comirg upon a quartan Ague, tends to health according to Hippecrates in the 4$ 
Aphoriſm of the (ixt ſeion, To ſuch as are ſplenetick a Dyſenterie is good. Now in a quartan 
Ague, commonly the Spleen is miſaffeted, and a melancholy humor is common to a quartar 
Ague and 2 miſaffeFted Spleen. but this muſt be underſtood of a ſhore dyſenterie for 4 
Jong one is wont to be mortal as we have it in the 43. Aphoriſm of the ſaid ſeKion. Such 
a1 being troubled with the Spleen have a flux of the Belly With pain, if it turn into a long Dyſen- 
terie or Bloody flux, they fall ether into a Dropſie or a Lienterie and ay. 

To bleed ac the noſe ina quartan Ague, is a very bad ſign. Becauſe the Hamor which cauſes 
a quartan is t00 thick and too cold to be voided that way ; and becauſe ſuch bleeding is ſymp- 
eomatical,and if it continue wil breed a dropliezic muſt preſently be ſtopped by opening the balilica 
= out of which the putrid blood may flow, becauſe che pure blood comes from the 

ole 
 Thequartan Apue hath a double cure according to the two kinds thereof. For the remedies 
uſed in a baſtzrd quartan, muſt be far different from thoſe which are uſed in 2 legitimate 
one. | 

And that we may begin with a Legitimate quartan ; we muſt preſently ſet our ſelves to van- 
quiſh the cauſe thereof, nor regarding the Feaver. And ſeeing the cauſe thereof is ar bumor cold 
and dry, thick and earthly; we muſt uſe medicaments that do heat, moiſten, and atte- 
nuate. . Alſo the Peccant Humor muſt be at ſeaſonable times evacuated which notwich- 
ſtanding will require a long time co do ; becauſe of the extream contumacy of the Humor and 
length of the diſeaſe.But before theſe medicines be uſed, we muſt appoint the patient a convenient 
diet. Let the patient therefore uſe meats of good juyce, eaſy to digeſt, of thin ſubſtance, and 
moderately heating and moiſtening ; as the fleſh of young Animals and mountain Birds, new Egs 
ſoft boiled, ag that are taken in ſtony Rivers. In the ſtate of the diſeaſe we may allow the pa- 
tient Salc Fiſh, Capars and Olives. Galen 1. an Glaxco. Grants likwile Peper and Muſtard. A- 
mong Herbs Borrageis commended and Bugloſs, Pimpernel and Spinach, Fennell and Peril 
Roots, but eſpecailly Turneps, which muſt be ficſt boiled in water and afterwads in fat broat 
which is very good for ſuch as bave the quartan. Crato in his Councels colleRed by Scho/rzine 
rags that he had cured many of the quartan Ague by the ſecond broath of turneps ſeaſoned” 
with Butter and Sugar. Of fruts, Apples and ſtewed Prunes, Raſons of the ſur, fat Figs, Al-- 
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monds, Dates, Pine-kernels ace good. And linally, to Spice che Mears, let them uſe Ciunamon, 
Nutmeg, and Saffron. 

Let the Patient abſtain from Meats which are chick of ſubſtance and clammy and are long in paſ- 
ſing through 3 ſuch as the Fleſh of Swine, Beef, Deer, Hares and Water fowl, from Peale and 
Beans, Coleworr, Courſe Branny Bread, Cheeſe, Nuts, Walnuts and Chaſtnuts ; trom Fleſh 
much Salted, or dried inthe Smoak ; from fruus, Raw Herbs, trom Vinegar, Verjuice, becauſe 
they are chought asal other ſowr things co ferment Mellancholy and make 1t work 

a chew drink be {mal Ale or bear of moderate ſtrength and meanly hopped neither new nor 
hard, Pure and wel Clarifiedwhite Wine or Clarret that is not ſtrong, with Water in which the Bark 
of Tamarisk or the Leaves of Egrimony have been ſteeped, cra Decoction of Salſa Parilla, or 
Barley Water that hath Steel quenched in 15 

Let them eat {parmgly, no more chan may barely preſerve ſtrengrh z for coo larg feeding breeds 
crudities which makes the Diſcaſe of long continuance. But above al, they mult be very ſpare in 
drinking, becaule nothing makes this Diſeate more rebellious and hard to Cure than over much drink 
and moiſt things, tor they fil and Swel the ſpleen. Crato torbids al ule of drink inche tic, whichtg 
forbear doth much as he fates help che Cure. On the ftir-day, the Patienc muſt eat fix hours before 
the fit comes. Andafcerward nothing muſt be raken til the fir be over. Long {leep 13 good, becaule 
ic moiſtens, bur it muſt be torborn in the beginning of the Fit. Onthe daies ot Intermulion light 
exerciſe betore Mear, is good; or 1n place thereot, frictions of the whol Body, after the Pat- 
ent hath been at Stool. Itchee Patient be coſtive, a Clyſter or Suppolicory muſt be given. Fun 
ly ler the Patient be as cheerful as may be and avoid {adneis 

The Patiencs Diet being thus ordered ; firſt a gentle Purgation muſt be adminiftred, by a Clyſter 
anda purging Medicament. the Clyſter may be thus Made. 

Take Re of Bugloſi two ounces : of the four Emollient Herbs, mercury and beetes of each 
one handful : Fat Damazsk Prunes frwve Pair : of the four larger cool Seeds and Annis Seed of 
each two drams : Epithymum three dramms : Boyl all to a pint and anhalf : inthe ſtrained Liquor 
diſſolve Catholicum one ounce : Oyl of Violets and Chamomel of each one ounce and an balf : ted 
Sugar one ounce : Make of all a Clyſter, whnch muſt be given the day before the. following Potion, 
at a ſeaſonable time. 

Take Senna half an ounce: Annis Seed a dram : Leaves of Borrage and Fumitory of each 
one handful. Liquoris three drams:Boyl all to three ounces:in the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Manna 
and Syrup of Roſes of each one ounce : Make all into a potion. 

Galen in 1, adGlawncs. Ch: 11. Bidsusgive only gencle and benign Medicaments in the begin- 
ning of this Ague, otherwaſe, tas to be feared, rhat it we ule ſtronger Medicaments, ot a {imple 
Quarta, we thal make a double, a triple or a Continual Feaver. 

Afcer che firſt Purge aforſaid, Blood muſt be drawn trom che Baſilica Vena ofthe left Arm. Yer, 
if the Liver be affected, it may be drawn from the righe Arm. Aud their Opinion 18 Ridiculous, 
who ſay that we muſt expect Concoction before we let Blood, becauſe then the Blood will be more 
chin and apt to flow: tor it is better digeſted and prepared, if ticſt fome Quantity thereof be 
taken away. Newher muſt we give care tochem which ſay, that Blood-letting 18 not ro be allowed 
of in a Quarcan Ague, unleſs a: y of Blood do thew it {elf by che Swelling of che Veins and 
by other tigny. For there is evermore at the beginninga Plethora ad V wes viz. Sucha fullnels of 
Blood as the Scrength of che Patient cannot mannage, unlels a Quartan do follow ſome other long 
Feaver. Bur that Precept of Galen formerly mentioned in 1. ad Glauconem, 15 woithy of al 
Commendation, which faies that if the Blood which firſt comes away be Black and impure, that 
then che greater Quantity is to be taken away : bur if it be Red and Pure, lictle muſt be caken, and 
the Pacuicnt muſt not be Jet Blood any more. The wel daies are fitceſt both for Bleeding and purging. 
Yer ſome ler Blood upon the fic day, five or ſix hours betoreche Fir. which is nor Amimis, becautc 
the Humors beginning then tobe moued, are more eaſily drawn our. Zacutus Larſttanys laies, that 
it 15 VELy good to let Blood when the Moon is in the tul. For then,by reaſon of the *Moons wfluence, 
that earchy Melancholick Humor dath Boyl and become more fluid and Apt ro come away with 
bleeding: And he doth Teſtifie that many have by blecding at that time been helped, and ſome 
pertectly cured, who could not by any other means receive Help. But Borallus concrary to the 
mud of Galen andal other Phytitians, doth aver thar frequent Blood-letting doth cure the Quar- 
tan Ague, yea when it threatens a Dropſlie z and he endeavours to contirm his Opinion by reaſons 
andexamples. Which notwithſtanding is tobe rejzeed as a Paradox, fecing the Refrigeration of 


the whol Body cauſed by much Beeding, makes the Morbitick matter more thick and contumacr 
OUus. 


The flux of the Hemorrhoids, is very poodin Quartan Agues, and many are thereby Cured. 
For lecing the Hemorchoid Veins are branches of the Meſaraick Veins, in which the matter of this 
Dueale is conceined, whenthey are opened chey Evacuace the unmediate caule of chis age ef It 
: cherefure 
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therefore a flux of che Hemorrhords happens in ſuch as have been accuſtomed theceunto, it mutt nor 


be ſtopped. If wc be roo (paring, x mult be turthered. As allo it Nature fee to incline that way 
(which 15 known by itching of che Fundament, and by tome drops ot blood coming thac way ) che 
Blood muft be made to come by G—_ ot Leeches. 

Burt in {uch as have not been uled co have their Hemorrhoid V eins opened after bleeding in the Arm, 
ic is good to ler chem blood 1n the Ankle Vein ; by which oftentimes che Apue ceates , or at leaſt 
that Bleeding, with other Remedies, will haften the Cure; eſpecially in Women whole Courles are 
ſopt, or flow not ſufhciently. 

The opening of the Vert between che licrle Finger and the Ring Finger, called Ven Salwvatella, rs 
approved by the Antients, and many later Phyſicians, wholſaid n cures the Quartan Ague. Bur ve- 
cy many others reject chis Conceit, as being tounded upon no realon, becaule the toretaid Vein us a 
Branch iſſuing from che Arm Veins. Yer being commended by others wuh many Expecimencs, 1 
conceive ic ought not wholly to be negletted. Some hold, ic ought ro be opened in the Conunttion 
of the Moon with the Sun ; others when the Moon inclines ewo hours before the Fit, at three teveral 
eimes, in chree immediately ſucceeding Firs, which in ſome pertons hath happened very well. 

Atrec chele firſt Evacuations, we mult bend our ſtudy tocaricott and prepare che Humors, with 
certain Juleps, compounded atrer this, or {ome {uch manner : 

Take Roots of Aſparagus, Bruſcus, Cichory, Bugl oſs ſteeped in rohite Wine, of each one ounce : 
Park of Tamariskh balf an ounce : Leaves of Borraxze, Bugloſs, Ceterach, Maiden-bair, Fumi- 
tory,Germander,Ground-pine,of each cone bandful : Liquors one ounce : the three Cordial Flow- 
ers, of each one pugil. Boyl allto a pint and an half. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Syrupus b:- 
zantinus, and Syrup of Maiden-hair, of each tro ounces. Make thereof a Fulep to be taken at forr 
times, four mornings together. Which muſt alſo be continued many daies, for the Matter 521ng 
contumacious, requires long preparation. Or if the Patient be nice, and ſqueex y, Erothr muſt be 
made of part of the foreſazd Simples, chuſing ſuch as are moſt grateful to the traſt, wherennto, as alio 
to the Fuleps, Cream of Tartar may profitably be added. 

Wrth theſe Pieparative Medicaments, berween whiles, Purgatives muſt be given 3 fo that every 
thicd or tourth day the Patient muſt rake a Purge, with this Caurion, Thar as long as the Macter 1s 
very crude, we ute mild Purgatives : and when ConcodGtion begins togo well torwards, wemult :hci 
give ſuch Purgers as ate a little ſtronger. Now the Materials tor chele Purgmions are very wel know, 
10 we need noc reckon them up. | 

Ic is ſormtimes good co preicribe an ApozZem both Purgative and Preparartive, for four or five Do- 
ſes, that a good par: ot che Morbifick Matter may beclenſed away. Which Apozeme may be made of 
the Materals of the torelaid Juleps, adding Purgatives thereunto. But af the chickne's and contu- 
macy of the Humors, with the cold diſteraper of rhe Bowels, do ſeem to threaten that che Ditcaic 
wil belong and bring a Droplie, we muſt chen fly rotuch Medicaments as do powertully cuc an d:- 
videthe {aid Humers ; of which chs tullowing Apozeme may be compounded. 

Take of the five opening Roots ſteeped in white Wine, of each one ounce : Enula Camp, 
Gentian, Ariſtolochia, and Aſarum ÞPoots, of each haif an ounce : Leaves of Germander, Agri- 
mony, Hops, Borrage, Ceterach, Wormweood, and Centaury, of each one handful: Liquoris, and 
Raiſons ſtoned, of each one ounce : Senna one ounce and an half : Epuhimum one ownnce : Ava- 
ricknewly trochiſcated three ounces : Ginger and Clover, of each one dram : Boyl all to a pint and 
anhalf. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Syrup of Cichory roith Fhubarb five ounces: Troches of 
Capars, and Salt of Wormwood, and of Tamarwk, of each one dram. Make cf ail an Apozeme, 
for five Doſes to be taken in the morning. 

_ Inchis Chronick and laſting Dileale, an obſt inace Perſeverance is neceſſary, that the perper'1al 
Viculicude of Meicines may concodt and purge away the Caule thereot. For this is ina manner the 
only Caute why many that have Quarran Agues remain uncured, becauſe ater che utc of a tew Medi- 
cines they grow weary, and wholly reject and diſdain all the reſt, 

For a continual Ute theretore, cerca Purgatives arealwaiesto be tna readineſs. Which may be 
made in the form ofa Magiſtral Syrup, or of Pils, or in any other form. 

 AMaguittral Syrup may be made ot the Materials of che Apozeme Aforelaid, addivg a triple quan - 
tuy of the Purgative Ingredients, 
Pils tor frequent ule may be thus compounded : 

Take Aloes diligently ſteeped witb the Fuyce of Wormwood, balf an ounce : Gum Ammoni- 
ack d1ſſoived in Vinegar, and afterward thickened, two drams : choyce Mirrh a dram and.an 
balf : Gummy, Turbith, and Agaricknewly made into Cakes, of each two drams : Diagridium 
one dram : Salt of Wormwood and Tamarisk, of each two ſcruples : Saffron half a ſcruple. 
With Oxymel ſimple, make all into a Maſs of Pill-ftuff. Let the Doſe be half a dram, or two ſcru- 
ples, twice in a week, 


It che Patient be ofan hot Conſticucion, theſe following Pills may be uſed. 
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Take Po!ypody of the Oakbalf an ounce : Roots of Aſarum, and ſeeds of Broom, of each ong 
dram : Criſtal of Tartar one dram and an half : Flowoers of Bugloſi and Borrage, of each half a 
pupil. Foy! all mn aſuſficient Suantity of Water, Of the Liquor ſtrained, and very roell clarified, 
tale half a pint: Fuyce of odoriferous Apples very well clarified four ounces. Infuſe therem Sen. 
na one ounce : Tu bith'and Agarick, of each three drams : Mace, Clover, Cinnamon, and Epi- 
thimum, of each one dram. Let them digeſt together three daies in Balneo Mariz, then ftrain and 
preſi them out. And add yet of Extrait of Aloes made with Endive and Sorrel Water one ounce : 
Orb diſſolved in Wine over the fire and ſtrained two drams : Salt of Tartar one dram : Let al 
evaporate and thicken over a gentle fire, adding towards the concluſion,of the Pouders of Diarrho- 
don Abbatis, andLetiſicans Galeni,of each one ſcruple : Salt of Wormwoood and Tamaryk,of each 
balf a dram : Extratt of Saffron half a ſcruple. Makes a Maſi of Pill-ſtnf for the uſe afore- 
ſaid. 

Alloa Purging Medicament very familiar, and moſt eafie to prepare, bur very proficable, may be 
made of three ounces of the Decottion of Wormwood, wherein two drams ot Senna hath been infu- 
ſed, which muſt be caken now and then. 

Thele Purging Medicines are wont to be given the day before the hit, becauſe the Patients are then 
ſtronger than at other times. Yet many contend that chey ought to be given betore the tit, becauſe 
the matcer beg agitaced by the fic, is made more apt for'Expullion. This Opmion they underprop 
with the Authority of Hippocrates in his Book de Aﬀe#1ontbus, who would have a Medicine Pur 
ging downwards to be given at the beginning of the Fir. And although in Galens Judgment, that is 
none of Hippocrates his writings, bur of his Son in Law Polypus ;, yer they conceive 1t ought not 
therefore tobe of no Authority, ſeeing Polypus allo was a very Learned Man, and frequent Experi- 
ence confirms this Opinion 3 as che {aid Experience is ſet down by Arculanus, Genitilus, Amatus 
Luſitanws, and others, who have ordered that che Purging{Medicament ſhould be given four hours 
betore the Fir. Which practice notwithſtanding, hath need of much warinels and prudence 1n the 
Phyiirian, feeing the ſhaking tic interceprs the evacuation, and in the Ague Fit the Humors are mo- 
ved with a moton quite contrary to that wherewith the Purge doth move them ; by which means 
great diſturbances may tall our in the Patients Body. W hereture this courſe 1s not to be followed 
bur in ſtrong Bodies. 

The Content of Phyſicians is greater and more general touching the piving of Vomits in the be- 
inning ot che Ague Fits, becaute Nature 15 at that time more prone to that kind of Evacuation. 
Neither 15 it tobe doubted, that a Vomiring cauſed in the beginning ofthe Fir, and at the (ame time 

ofcen repeated, doth make the Diſeaſe gentler and ſhorter. The Materials of Vomitories are ſet 
down in our Cure of a Tertian. Bur ina Quartran Ague, Aſarum 1s preferred before the reſt, one 
dram being given in Pouder, in white Wine, and thiee or four rimes repeated. 

I: the Intervals of purging, Clyſters muſt frequently be given, which doaccuſtom Nature to expel 
the hurctul Humors mtothe Gues, anddo by little and lutle bring away tome of the morbilick mat- 
ter concained in the Meſeraick Veins, 

The Diteale continuing ( as for the moſt part it is long and laſting ) we muſt ſomtimes reſt, and 
abſtain trom Phyfick a month, or thereabours z that Nature in the mean time may gather ſtrength, 
be wearied with contiual uſe of Medicaments, and may let her felt co concoGt the morbifick matcer. 
And atterward we muſt return co our Preparatives and Purgatives, 

Howbeit, ma long Ague, we muſt not alwaies uſe the fame Medicaments ; leſt Nature be over 
much uted thereunto, and the Patient become weary of them. Alſo becaute from more gentle Ape- 
ricives and Purgatives, we muſt paſs onto ſuch as are ſtronger. Various ſorts of Purgatives have 
been already propounded. And thele following Aperitives beſides the Apozems aforeſaid, and the 
Juleps, may bs uſed un the progrels of che Dileate, when the Signs of Digeſtion begin co ap:

This ——DA is known by what hath been ſaid thereof, being continual, and cold, with many t- 
duplications, and very great Sympromes.

bur upon the even dates it comes only with a coldnels in the extream parts ofthe Body. The Urs 
are crude, thin, and wichout color ; ſomrtimes troubled, wah no Sediment, or that which bode 
goo0l. The Pulte is frequent and ynequal. The Differences are known by the Signs of more rl 
of Choller and Flegm, propounded. - i Sg : 

As tor the Progneſtick of this Feaver;, it ia datigetous Diſcaſe, and therein the Stomach and Ne- 
vous parts are very much affeted.

The Preface. 


LL Anthors ( very neer ) who have rorit of Feavers,do diſtingeiſh a peſttlenti if Feaver 
from @ malienant,and doe treat of each of them ſeverally m duwvers Chaprers , ("that by the 
name of a peſtilential Feaver th:y doe underſtand the true Peſtilence or 4'.49e 4, and by a 
malienant Feaver, they man that which is con:monly called the iþ ted Feaver, or 

ſuch a Feaver which though it be epidemical and contagious, yet it 1s not /o dangerous but that 
more live than die of it : whereas the true eſſence of the Plague conſiſt; in this that more die 
thereof than recover. But forasmuch as theie Feavers d:ffer one from gn"t'"er only according 
to the greater or leſſer degree of malignity, and muſt be cured renth the ſame ledicaments , we 
have thought it more convenient to include al theſe kind of  earers in one Chapter, and to han- 
dle them all under the name of Peſtilential Feavers. and conſequent ly this laſt Seition ſhall con- 
fiſt of two Chapvers, the firſt of which fhall treat of the Pejitlentiall Feaver, and the !a'er 
of the Meaſl2s and ſmall Pox: For ſeemg a Valignant Fearver does allwwates aitendihim

Hat Feaver i« termed Peſtilential, which does affit Nature noe only by a bare diſtem- 
per, or by heat ariling from putrefation, but alſo witha Malignant and venemous 
UNlicy, This is wont ro be for the moſt pare Popular and Epidemical ; fo that many are 
at the ſame time ſick thereof: yet ſomtimes it is ſporadick or (ingle aflitiog but here and 
there one, which ariſes from evil Humors that have attained z venemous quality. 
It is\\likewiſe Contagious, ſo that it may be caught not only by means of the common 
- "hy 17. Corruption of the Air or Diet; but alſo by Converling with choie chat are 


It is alſo commonly called a Malignant Feaver, whereas many diſezfes are termed Malig- 
nant, by reaſon of their evil and cruel. ſymptome®.in which no venemous qualicy is found, 
in which alone the eſſence of a Peſtilential diſcaſe conſiſts. 

In what Feaver ſoever therefore, this ſame vengmous quality is found, whether it be a di- 

ary, an hectick, or 2 putrid Feaver,.it is rightly teffned Peſtilentiall : alchough a diary and heR- 
ickare much controverted, touching which conſiſt the Authors. 
— Now this ſame venemous quality arifeth fraga he corruprion of Hamors, which conſiſts not 
in 2 bare change of the —_—_—_ or ig dinary putrefaRtion, ſuch as is found in yurrid 
Feavers ; but in a deſtruRion of the "NFure and Eſſential ſubſtance of the fame E imors; 
As Wine when it is turned an infipid taſtleſs Lyuor,is totally and effentially corrupted ; bur when 
it becomes vinegar, it is ſaid ſityply to putiehie. | 

Anda Peſtilentiall Feaver difiees from the Plague as a ſpecies or ſort diff-rs from the genus 
or kind, becauſe there may be a Peſtilence wichoura Feaver, as Hippocrates hath taught us in 
lis third Epidem. in many places ; _—— Galen in his Expoſition of the 1zid Book, and 
in bis ninth Book, de edic. Facte!tatib. Cap. de Terra Samia. And this is in:table eo Reaſor ; 
forasmuch as the venemovs Quality is not neceſſarily attended wirh purrefaRtion, which is the 
Cauſe of a Feaver. Yor that ſame venemons qualitie may be produced inthe }\umors, by a 
perfeft corryption of their ſubſtance, and introduRon of a new form, of which chat vene- 
mous qualitie depends. And certain it is, that ſo oft as a new form is introduced, the tormer is 
corrupted ; unto which mutations there are requiſite preparatorie alterations, bur nct putretaRtion 
fo that Humors may undergo ſuch a corruption without putrefaQion ; bue becauſe the Hu- 
mors of our bcdy are very liable to pacrefaction, they can rarely undergo ſo grest a corruption, 
withour tue Intervention of putrefaRion likewiſe : whereſore thoſe Peftilences are very rare, 
which are not accompanied with a Feaver: Yea verily and by an intenſe, profound 3an4 for- 
did ( as they are wont to fay ) putrefation, ed . —_— as that of the Plapue is wont to 
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be raiſed. So, many Feavers, which at firſt were not peſtilential!, if by the Ignorance of the 
Phylitian or negligence, the diſobedience of -the Sick, or the hercene(s of externall cauſes, they 
have been miſ-ha-:dled, the putrefaftion becomeing more intenie, they turn in the end to 
malignant and Peſtiſentiall Feavers. And that corruption does ofren precede PutrefaQion 
is colleted from ſuch as are infeted with the Plague by contagiun; in whom a malignant, 
and venemous quahiie is firſt tranſfuſ'd, and therewith the Humors are Corrupted, which 
corrup:ion is followed by putrefaRtion, whence it comes to pas that ſuch as have the Peſtilence 
have ſometimes no feaver for the firſt daics of their ilneſs;but afterwards the Feaver begins to ſhew 
itſcif, when putrefaction 1s bred ; ſome ſuch things we lee ina par! that is affeRed with a Gan. 
grene, which is firſt corrupted, and afterwards puerthed. | 

A peſtilentiall Feaver is cauſed, when the Humors beirg corruptel and haveing attained 
a venemous quality, doe come to putrehe : And ſv it affects the Heart by thoſe two meanes 
Viz. By a putrid heat and a malignant qualitie. _ _ 

Now this corruption of Humors, is not alwiies after one ſort, but ſomtimes it is more intenſe 
and ſomtimes leſs and according to its divers degrees, the venemous qualitie arifing therefrom 
is more or lels pernicious ; from whence proceeds the greater or leis Malignity of Feavers, 
And hence aroſe that common diſtinction of Peſtilential Feavers among Phyfitians, into x 
Peſtilential feaver ſimply and properly ſo called and into a Malignant Feaver , calling that x 
peſtilentiall Feaver properly ſo termed wherein is the true Plague ; having this peculiar 
note or charaQer, that more die than live and recover; and calling that timply a malignant Feaver 
which being leſs pernicious, more live than die of it. 

The differences of a Peſtilentiall Feaver are taken either from the matter wherein that venemous 
Quality is produced ; or from the place wherein the ſaid raatrer is contained : and fo th 
follow rhe difference of putrid Feavers, which in _— of the matter of putreting are divide@ 
into the Feaver Swnochos, Tertiana, Dnartana, and Qnotidiana, according as the matter pu- 
erefiing it, Blood, Choller, Melancholy, or Flegm. Andin reſpeR of the place wherein the 
Humors putrehe, they are divided into continuall and intermittent ; according as the aforeſaid 
Humors are lodged within or without the veines : evenſo peftilential Feavers, ſome are termed 
Synochi, others Tertians, Quartans or Quotidians ; ſome continuall, others intermittent: al- 
though Hippocrates hath ſaid in the 43. Aphoriſm of the 4 SeQion, Thar intermitting Feavers 
are void of danger however they intermit, which only is to be underſtood of ſuch as are void 
of all malignitie; for we ſee almoſt every year ( in our country at leaſt) tertizn intermit- 
rent Feavers, which being excreamly malignane, doe at the third or fourth fit kill the Pl. 
tients: others which bring them into great danger, eſpecially by the crueltie of the Symp« 
romes. 

There are other Differences of a peſtilential Feaver taken from the intenſnes of their degree 
or Remiſlneſs ; namly, as ſome are greater, other leſſer, ſome partake of greater malignitie ſome 
of leſſer. They are ſaid to be (imply greater or lefſer, according as the PutrefaRion is greater 
or leſs, or as the preternatural Heat atifeing therefrom, is more intenſe or remiſs ; more ma- 
lignant or benignant, according to the greater or leſs intenlion of the venemous quality 
Hence it comes to paſs, that ſometimes a peſtilentiall Fever hath extream pntrefaRion, and 
maligaancy atthe higheſt; and chen it is wont to be moſt fierce, and thereinin regard of the malig- 
nancy the vital faculty is exceedingly afflicted; L in regard of the extream putrefacion,the other 


faculties are likewiſe hurt, and cruell ſymproms flow thereupon. But ſometimes in this Feaver 
the putrefaQion is very high. ard the malignant Uualitie remiſs ; and then the Feaver is trouble- 
ſom by reaſon of che putrefaRion;but the vital faculcy is leſs aflied. Contrarilie ſomtimes Pucre. 
faQion is little, but the malignant quality intenſe : and thenthe Feaver in regard of putrefaRion 
ſhews no ſuch bad (ſymptoms & ſeems remiſs ; yet the ſtreogth of the patient is more than ordina- 
rily weakred.For ſomtimes the putrefaRtion is ſo remiſs that it is in a manner none at all ; but the 
malignantquality ina very high degree: and then we have a Feaver, which ſeems neither to the Pa- 
tient nor by-ſtanders any thing troubleſom ; bur it ſeems at firſt ſight mild, as mild canbe, when 
as indeed and intruth it is very mortall; for when the malignant qualitie is increaſed, the 
patients ſtrength is dejeRed, and the Heart wholly overwhelmed: and this kind of Feaver 
doth not only deceive the Patients and by-ſtanders, but ſomtimes the Phyſitians themſelves are 
thereby cheated ; whiles there being no ſign preſent either by crudity or ravity of Humors, the 
Pulſe being in a manver init's natural ſtate, and the hear of the Body ac firſt appearance ſeeming 
mild and gentle, it leads untodeſtrution. Som ſuch thing is likewiſe wont to happen in the 
firſt difference, viz. When it is joyned with the higheſt degree of malignity : for putre- 


' faQtion being by convenient medicaments ſubdued, and the ſignes of recovery appearing ; 


death n>wichſtanding ſomtimes enſues by reaſon the malignant quality did remaine uncorrected. 
And finally the differences of a Peſtilen Feaver are taken from its adjunRs, and they are very 
many 


CHAP. 1. Of Peſtilential Feavers.

many and moſt evident, for chere is no evil ſymptom, nor kind of deacly diſeaſe which is not 
ſomtimes joyned with this Feaver. The ſympromes are Head-ach, Watchings, Rzveings, Dead 
ſleepes, Thirſt, Stomach-Sickneſs, and Vomiting, wane of Appetite, Swooning, Fainting, 
Hiccoughing, Unquietneſs, Looſneſs, Sweats and ſuch like, which are common alſo to other kind 
cavers. 
yl there is one Symprom proper and peculiar toa peſt zlencial Feaver, which d=th not happen in 
other Feavers 3 viz.” Purple Specks , or Spots on che whol Body, bur elpecially in the Luyn:, the 
breaſt and back, like unto Flea-bitingsfor the ir.oft part, which the {ratian Phy:icians name Pett- 
cule or Petechie;, and chele Feavers which have the!* Symprams, are commonly named Firr tray 
tc or Petechialis, Purple or Spotted Feavers. Furthele Purple Spots do not appear m all Peſti- 
lential Feaversz but when they appear, they are a mott certain Sign of a peſt :lential Fever, Now 
we call them Purple Spots, becaule they ai© ior the moſt parc of a Purple colour. Y «et they are ma- 
ny rimes ot a violec colour, Green, blewiſh, or black, and then they are far worle, ana do Famtie 
greater Malignity. Ard although theſe Sporsare tor the moſt part like Flea-bi' ing; : yer chey ap- 
pear lomwhar greater : So as torepreient taole biackand blew marks » hich remain after whipping, 
and then they are worſe. And fomrimes they are very large, and potfe's whol viembers, a: d » preac 
part 0: the body 3 viz. the arms, Thighs, and back, and hen the parcs appear tainted with rednets ; 
which 1n tew huurs ofcentimes vanitheria away, and then retucus apain, as ut were by Firs, whillt 
che Feavec undergoes it's F its, or Exace: batiohs 3 wherem che blood bo:hrg, doth tend torch us 
th:nner Exhalations co the {urtace of the Skin, by which the Skm 15 not twelled; buc only 't:feted 
witha ced Color. Oitentimes nowwithitanding, by cthele Ebullicions, the Skin is in divers parts 
putfed up with a certain rednets * and makes certain broad and ſoft cumors inthe Skin, which ma 
few hours vanith away, and are commonly called Ebullittons of the blood. In theſe, and che atore- 
{aid, there is alwaics fome Maligntty, bur fo 1 ght, that ut chreatens no danger ; unlcis in the pro- 
ere(s of the Diſcate it prove more incenſe. Now the Spots atorelaid like to Flea-bitings, do differ 
trom thote Puthes, which are won alto ſomrunes to appear in thele Feavers, and arementioned by 
Up ocrates in Epidemizs, whici have an Head, and area kind of Tumors, which come fomrimes 
roSuppu action, or Exulceration. But che Purple Spors, have (as was aid) no eminence or Head, 
aud were unknown tothe Antients,bering deicribed only by later Phytitians of atter Ages. 

As tothvie Diſeaſes which are joyned to a Peſtilental Feaver, we may atiirm what hath been ſaid 
cFche Sym proms; viz. that many deadly Dileales are joyned with thele Feavers z namely, Phren- 
lies, Squi Jes, Pleurifies, Intlamarions otthe Lungs, Intlamarions of che Liver, bloody Fluxes, and 
very many more. Bur che chiet Difeates which ſhew chemlelves in a Peliilencial F eaver, are ewo, 
viz. a Peftilent Bb», anda Carbuncle, which declareche venemous quality co be in the higheft 
degree, and are nct found but in the true Peſtilence, and are wont commonly to accompany the 
ſame: So thatthe common People call chem by che very name of the Peſtilence. 

The Cauſes of Peſtilential Feavers, are tome Internal, others External : and the Internal are 
ſome Immediate, others Mediate. 

The Immediate Caule of this Dileafe, as we hinted before, 1s a corruption of the Humors, joy- 
ned wich putceiaCtion. From the Corruption chey acquire an evil and venemous Qualicy, and trom 
Purrefaction the Feaver is bred. l 

The Medate Cauſes are a Plethory, Cacochymie, and Obſtructions, Now we underſtand ſuch 
a Plechory, or fulnels of Blood ; not as diſtends the Vellels, bur ſuch at leaſt as the ſtrength of the 
Patient cannot maſter, which nor being regulated by Nature, doth ealily undergo Corruption, and 
PutrefaCtion. Now a Cacochymie, or abundance ot evil Humors, is eaſily corcupred and purre- 
hed. Finally , Obſtructions are apt co breed all kind of Feavers : foraſmuch as Humors being clote 
ſhur up inan hot aud moiſt place, wanting tree tranſpiration, do eajily purrefie. The Internal 
Mediate Cauſes, are by Authors commonly call:d uHorboſus Apparatus, a i1ckly Diſpoſition of Bo- 
dy z andthe e{hcacy thereof is (o great, that 1t alone 15 ſormTumes {utficient roproduce a gentle Peſti- 
lencial Feaver, tuch as is commonly called a Malignant Feaver ſimply, or a Purple Feaver, withouc 
the Intervention of any External or common Caule. For we oft-eimes ſee, whenche year is nor Pe- 
filearial, and chere is no Epidemical licknelſs abroad, ſome perſons through the evil Condition of 
theic Humors, fall into tuch Feavers, which are accompanied with many Symptoms of Malignancy 3 
yea, and with other Purple (pots. 

Concerning the point of Obſtruftion, we muſt obſerve, that it doth nece Tarily concur as the 
proces Cauſe in Malignant Feavers, which proceed trom Incernal Caufes, and are not Epidemical : 

ur that Epidemical Feavers, which proceed trom a common Cauſe ; viz. A Peſtilenc conſticurion 
ot che Air, or are gotten by Contagion, have not neceſfarily any Obſtrudtions for ther Cauſe. For 
the venemous quality is received only by breaching in the corrupt Air, or only by Infection from c- 
thers, by which venemous Quality the Humors ofthe Body, declining from chew own proper Na- 
ture, do ofthe own accord puuetie, For even as Fruits =_ will not keep, aud other things apc 
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rocorrupt, though chey have never {0 much freedom of the Arr,yer cannot be preſerved from Corrup- 
tion : Eveniothe Humors, when they have concerved that pernitious Quality, are apt to Corrup- 
tion : ſorhat though there be no Obſtrudtion preſent, they neceſlarily tall inroa PurrefaCtion, and 
a Feaver. Howbeir, PucretaGtion being by this means broughe unto the Humors, when Nature 
dorhno longer rule chem, they are wont tor the moſt part to breed Obſtructions, whereby the Fea- 
Ver 15 augmented - {othat intheſe Feavers Obſiruftions may Concur, which though in the begin- 
ning they were noc the Caule of the Feaver, yer do they follow the tame, bewng cheriſhed by the 
Cautcs of the Feaver, and being infected with Peſtilential Venom. | 

The External Cauſes of Peſtilential Feavers, are the tix Non-nacural things, which as they are 
neceſlary , ſo do they neceſlarily alter our bodies: and when chey are tar departed from their !\/aty- 
ral condition, they breed in us Malignant and venemous Qualities. Among thele, the Air holds 

the chief place : whuch as it is a moſt common Caule, to Diſeaſes that are common doth for the 
moſt part proceed from tome fault chereof. 

Now the Air becomes vitious and hurttulto men, for the moſt part by a threefold means. Firft 
If it be not blown through with whollom Winds. Secondly, If it be polluted with the Infetion of 
pucrid and ſtinking Exhalarions. Thudly, It by an excels or prepoſterous condition of the firft 
Qualities, it doth to alter Men, that thereby evil and malignant putretaCtions of the Humors be in- 

ndred. 

The firſt isevidenc enough. For if the Air be not blown through, and ſtirred with Winds, it is 
ealily corrupted. Whence Hippocrates in the 3.Epidem. Deicribung a moſt grievous Feftilential con- 
ſticution, (aich z This year had no Winds. 

And the Second is muſt erfectual and frequent, viz. When Pucrid, Filthy, and mal:gnant vapory 
are muigled with the Air, and do intect the ſame, which is wont co ariſe from divers things, viz. 
Lakes, Pooles, Fuh-ponds, and other quier and ſtill Waters, or ſuch as are full of mud, or wherein 
Flax, or Hemp have been ſteeped. Or trom theſtink of Privies, Dung-His, and. naſty Allies. Or 
from the unburied bodies of tuch as have bin ſlain m battle. Or out of Dens or Caves (wherdi 
Air having been long ſhut up, hath gained a filthy purretaQion) being opened by an Earch-quake, or 
{ome other Caiualnue, 

Bur the third Reaicn, which conſiſts in the Exceſs, Inequality, or Prepoſterous condition of the 
fir't Qualities, may happen divers waies, and eipecially when there 15 a great exceſs of Heat aud ' 
moiſture. For thole Qualities, when they are extranious and adventitious, and encreaſed above 
their Natural condition, they are the principles of purretattions. Hence a Southern Wind laftin 
loug 1n the Seaions of the year, according to Hippocrates in Epidem. was the principal cauſe, of al 
Peſtilential Feavers chere deicribed, | 

Bur a dry Confticution of the Aur, though in the Opinion of Hippocrates, it's more wholſom than 
'a moiſt; ver becauſe al excels of Qualines, is hurcful ro our Nature; certain it is that a very dry 

Coultirunun of the Aur, more than ordinary, doth produce Peftilential Feavers; efpecally it it be 
Joyned with tExceilve Heat. A cleer example wherof we have in Liny in the firſt Book of is Hiſto- 
ry Dccad. 4. viz. How by over great drynels, a Peſtilence happened at Rome, becaute there had been 
uictle or no Rain that year : neither was there ſcarcity of Water trom Heaven alone ; bur the Earth 
was icarce able to continue her Springs. Now this dry Conſtitution doth therefore Cauſe the Peſti- 
l:nce,becaule the Humors being above meature burne & dried up, degenerate ntothe Matrer of Biles, 
Carbuncles,aud conlequently of a Peſtilential Feaver ;, and being very much thickned, they produce 
grievous Obſtrudtions; wherby ma matter otherwiſe wel diipoted cherunto, Malignant purretaction 
15 ealily bred, Add hereunto, I hat this unmoderare drinels ot the air,doth corrupt the Corn, hindrin 
xc from atcainingis due-maturity. For it brings the Corn ſooner out of the Earth,and it gives ic at tirl 
plentiful nouruhmenc, and afterward Scanty, whereby the Gornis unequally digeſted, being Burns 
withour, but wuhin quice Raw ; lixe Fleth icorched with an over violent Fire : aud fo it proves 
Cauje ot indigeſtion, and divers Crudines. 

Ir xs proved allo trom Hippocrates, That immoderate Cold doth produce a Peſtilence 1. Epi- 
dem. Sect. 3. cempeſt. 1. where he taith. 1n the Cozmtry of Thafus, a little before the appearance of 
Artturus (a Star or Conſtellation) and whilſt He appears, the North Wind blowing,there are ma= 
ny and great Kains. In which places he fetches the Cauſe of a Peſttlencial Seaton, trom over great 

oldnels. Allo we may read 1n Livy Lib. 5. Decad. 1. That a Peſtilential Seafon was cauted by 
vehement Cold; in thele Wards. The year was remarkable for a Cold, and Snowy Winter, ſo that 
the Wayzs were ſtopped up, and tbe River Tyber war unnavieable. So ſad a Winter was follow= 
ed by a grievous and Peſtilennal. Summer, Mortal to all kind of Living-Creamres ; whether it 
were occaſioned, by the ſudden change of the Air from one extrveam to another, or by ſome other 
means, Andrthereatonot chis Accident isat hand, viz. That by reaton the Pores of the Skin are 
cloled up by che extream Cold, tochat the vapors cannot ſteem forth ſo'as naturally they ſhould, 
thece follows the greater pucretaction, and more grievous poilon 3 whereupon follows more dange- 
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rous feavers, than inthe Summer, in which the condition of the air, although in ſome ſort it gives 
beginning tO the Diſeaſe, yer doth it make the pores and paſſages wider, Through which thar 
which putrified does exhale, and the natural and preternatural ev2porations Coe readily breath 
out. 

Inequality of the Seaſon is wont alſo to be the Cauſe of this kind of Feavers; viz. whenit is 
ſometimes Hor, ſometimes Cold; ſometimes wer, ſometymes dry ina ſhort time z or when theſe 
various ſeaſons doe endure longer one after another. As when after long vehement Hot weathes, 
2 freezing cold claps in, or after long rains, an extream drought ſteales upon us, or contrary- 
wiſe. Or when after a prepoſterous faſhion, it is hor in Winter and cold in Summer. Now thele 
inequalities of Seaſons may help che produQion of Peſtilential Feavers ; becauſe inthem, the 
humors are exceedingly diſturbed, by which means they arrive unto an evill condition, far from 
their natural Nate and fit to produce malignant Diſeaſes eſpecially in thoſe bodies which Gu- 
ring the Courſe of the Seaſons aforeſaid, by diſorderly Courſe of Diet and liveing, bave con- 
tracted either a Plechory a Cacochymy or ſome notable obſtruRions. 

To this kind of Cauſes may be added the malignant Influence of the Conſtellations, which by 
changeing che Ayr, are wont diverſly to afteR the Bodies of Liveing Creatures. Such they fay 
are, the ConjunRion of the ſupertor Planets, Sarury, Zapiter,and Afars, in humane Signs, tuch 28 
Uirgo and Gemini, and eſpecially when Mars is Lord. Which do bring Diſeaſes ic otherwite 
then by change of the Ayr,ſo far as to corrupt the Nature and ſubſtance thereof. And thut change 
is wrought two waies ; and is by the manifeſt qualities, as when by the Influence of the Stars 
the ayr is (o long and ſo far changed by exceſs of the firſt qualities of Heat, Moiſture, Cold 
and Dryneſs, that at length it's proper Subſtance becomes vitiated the other is by occult quali- 
ties, when by the ſecret power of the Stars, without any notable exceſs of the tirſt qualities, rhe 
ſubſtance of the ayr is ſo changed, that it receives x certain degree oi corruption contrary to Our 
Life. Touching the firſt, no man doubts, ſeeing ir is clear by Common Conicnt of Phy loſophers 
that inferior Bodies are governed by the Heavenly Conſtel!ations. And as the alterztions of the 
Ayr, which happen in the four ſeaſons of the yeer, Go ariſe from ihe veetly motion of the 
Sun : ſo the great diverſity of yeers, whereby one proves very moit, snoctier exceeding diy 
the Sun holding every yeer the ſame Courſe inthe Zodiack; can depend or. nothing, tut the 
various aſpeds of the Conſtellations. The other way becauſe ir is «ccult, 15 not 16 ireely pranred 
by all. Howbeit by common Conſent of Aſtrologers, it is held fur certzin, har the Stars do 
at upon inferior Bodies in a three-fold manner, viz. by theic Met:ion, Lighr, and Influerce 
The light and heat do alter theſe Sublunary Bodies arcordins to the arſt qualities and eipecially 
Heat. But the Influences doe induce both the firſt qualities , for exampic the cold whit li Sucurn 
cauſes, cannot depend upon his Motion nor his Light ) and 4lfo the hidden and cccule ones. 
For ſeeing Pcſtilential Diſeaſes doe oftentimes happen, no great mutation being made in che ayr 
in regard of the firſt qualities ; but when they rage, che ayr appeare: exceeding pure, and purer 
ſometimes, than ir is wont to do when there is no peſtilence ſtirring; neicher have very hot and 
moiſt ſeaſons preceded, from which great putiefaions are wont to ariſe,it is to be conieRured, 
that theſe peſtileniial Diteaſes doe ariſe from ſome malignant Influence of the Stars. Add hereun- 
to, that Peſtilences are wont to rage even in the depth of Winter, which no remarkeable alteration 
of the firſt qualities hath preceded. For in ſucha Czſe, theſe diicales are to be attribured co the 
hidden power of che Starrs whichhave (as Aſtrologers teach) a power of corcuprtiog the Air,no ex- 
eraordinary mutation of the firſt qualicie being made therein. And this is that divine prin- 
Ciple in diſeaſes, which Hippocrates acknowledged, and according to the Expolition of Ga!/- 
ex is inthe Air, but is produced by the Celeſtial Bodies and hidden cauſes, It is alſo hint- 
ed at by the ſame Hippocrates, in the ſecord Epidem. Se. one. When he ſaies. The 
time and the Diſeaſes doe anſwer one another, wnles ſome innovation happen it the Superior Pows- 
ers 

Neither does that hinder which is brought as the opinion of P/azs, out of his Epinomis, that 
the Courſe of the Heavens and heavenly Bodies have alwayes good influence here below, and 
from them nothing but preſervation and benefit doe flow. And Ariſtotle inthe ninch of his 
Metaphificke Chap. 10. Saies that in thoſe Bodies whichare eternall and zrhereal, neicher 
error nor corruption is found. And Averrhoes faies in his 1 De Cele. cap. 24 The Hea- 
venly Bodies doe containe the Elements, preſerve them, and univerſally are unco them inſtead of 
a form. whence it's colleed, they cannot infe&t them with a poyſonous and malignanc 
qualitie. Ad hereunto thar if peſtilential diſeaſes ſhould be raiſed by intluence of che Starrs, 
they would at one and the ſame time infet the whol World almoſt, ſecing choſe iufluxes are 
univerſal cauſes, and by the circulation of the Heavenly Bodies, doe affcR all che quarters of the. 
World. But theſe diſeaſes doe peculiarly invade ſom one Region onely. And finally ifrhe 
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Stars were ſaid to be malefick and of an evil diſpoſition;God the Auther of them would be account. 
ed the cauſe of Miſchief, which is full of Impiety. Theſe obj<Qtions, I fay, doe not a whit pre. 
judice the truth propounded, which may thus be anſwered. All created ſubſtances zre con. 
lidered two waies ; either as they are things in being and do concur to the compleating aud yer. 
feQion of the Univerſe, and in that reſpect, they are all good: for ro be and ro be good tre one 
and the ſame, neither hath the High God bleſled for ever created any thing which ought to be 
rermed evil, ſimply conſidered. or they are conſidered in regard of their operations, and then 
they may be termed evil, foraſmuch as they may damnefie ſome other things by reaſon of the anti. 
pathy & inbred Enmity of Nature. And although almoſt innumerable contrarietyes of nature are 
foundin the world,yet muſt they al be termed good in reſpect to God their maker, & inrep1rd of 
the Univerſ, whoſe perfection conliſts chiefly in variety. Furthermore the operations of things 
created, may be termed evil two wayes abſolutely or ſimply conſidered ig themſelves, 
or in reſpect of ſomwhat elſe; They are abſolutely evil whenat all times, in all places and 
upon all occaſions they doe perpetually evil; atd in this ſenſe no Creature can be found 
which isevil;in reſpect of ſome other thing,the operations of things may be termed evil, when they 
hurt one and doe another good ; and ſo there is nothing in the whol univerſe (o hurtful, bu chat ir 
hath ſome other ways its uſes & denefits, for which it was created: So al poyſons,chough moſt hure. 
ful to men or other Animals, yet conveniently uſ'd they doe a great deal of good tothem.And in the 
Art of Phyſick there is ſcarce ſo deadly a poyſon found, but that out of it, by skil of Art,zn health- 
full medicine may be drawn. And finally the actions of Stars upon theſe inferior Bodies are 
confidered two waies, either in reſpect of the whol ſublunarie woild containing the Elements and 
al mixed things : and ſo the action of the Heavens and Stars is (ſimply benign, ingendering, con- 
ſarveing,viviteing all things, & doing al other good offices which tend to uphold the univers;& in 
this ſence moſt true it is,that theſe inferior Bodies are cheriſhed & ſuſteined by the influence of the 
Heaven and Hevenly Bodies, or they are conſidered in reſpect of the proper nature of this or 
that Element, or this or that living creature: and then it is no abfurditie to ſay thatthere are 
ſome influences hurtfull ro ſom Element or living Creature in ſuch or ſuch a part ſo and ſo affected 
which depends not of any fault of the ſtars ( for they are of a moſt perfect nature) but rather 
of the imperfection of ſublunary —— which cannot ſuffer any conſiderable mutation without 
the corruption of their proper ſubſtance: now theſe divers natures and qualities of the ſtars, 
produced 1n ſublunary Bodies by their divers concourſe and influence were ordained by the great 
Architect of this univerſe, for the Conſervation of che whol world which being made up of ſo 
divers and fo contrary natures, had need of 2s great variety in the influence ot the Stars, that 
all chings might be preſerved, as it were in an even balance out of which diverſity of in- 
Auences notwithſtanding, it could bardly come to paſs but that ſom parcel of things (o diffe- 
rent ſhou'd ſometimes ſuffer , not in any whol kind or ſort ( which ſhould tend to the deſtruction; 
of the univerſe ) bur only in ſome individuals that were leſs able to reſiſt and for the moſt part 
misaffected, and only in ſome part of theAir more diſpoſed to receive maiignant influences. From 
whence we may conclude,that thoſe corruptions doe chiefly depend upon the defect of ſublunzry 
bodies Forasmuch as many places are inthe world,where the air is ſo perfectly conftitited and the 
inhabitants fo evenly tempered, that let never ſo malignant Intluences of Starrs ſhowr upon 
them, yet are they never infected whith other peſtilence. 

To the ſame kind of Cauſes muſt we refer the Defects and Eclipſes of Sun and Moon, unuſual 
Meteors andeſpecially BlazingStars : which are never wonc co appear but that Epidernacal and Pe- 
ſtilential Sickneſles, and Divers changes in the World do follow, as 1s Confirmed by the experunents 
o: many Hiſtories : whence that wually Cued verſe of Clanudian is became as a Proverb.

In Clo nuriquam Spettatium impune Cometam. 


A blazing Star does not appear. 
Bur ſome Beholders plaje UC. 


A moſt evident wicnes whereof wasthat hairy Comet which appeared ,41no 1518. Towards the 
Eaſt on the 27 of November and was afterwards ſeen near upon the whol Muneth of December, 
moving and ſhining. Ir's chicker and more ſolid parc being rurned towards the Sun, did behold che 
Eaſt, and did far exceed Venus, both in the clearnes of its ſhining, and in us largnes, chickly com- 
padted and conglobated rogerher. The remaining part, being more thin, and leis enlightened by 
the S#en, becaule of its thinnes did move like a fairly ſpred beard and ſtretched rowards the Welt. 
This Comet firſt appeared under the ſign of Libra nere the Xquinottial Line ; bur by a private and 
peculiar motion of its own, it was cacryed trom theuce, through the feet of Uirgo, the middle of 
@Bootes and the tail of the greater Bear. Anda length, its lighc decreaſing by lictle and lictle and 
che matter whereof it conſiſted being diſſipated, it vaniſhed berwen the great Bear and the Nouns 
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It was cairied with the common motion of the Scars trom Eaſt co Weſt, bur it {ſeemed robe moved 
(omw hat {witter chan the Stars, tor in the farſt Daies ot 1ts Apparicion, it was wont rorite a hitele 
before tive in the morinng 3 and atterwards it roſe about tour a Clock and before tour, and to ſooner 
ard ſooner,cill ic prevented the Midnight, and Bed-cime. And we have reaton co believe, that this 
Comer was the Prognoftickand forerunner of malignant and peſtilential Diteales, and allo of thoſe 
Wars, wherewich whole Europe 1na manner, hath tince that time been laid Watt. 

Andalthough the Air be chiek among the mediate Caules of malignant and peſtilential Feavers : 
yer ſure enough other non-natural things do concur totheir generation, as I ſhall particularly and 
beritly deciare. | | 

The next coair are Aliments, becauſe bad Diet Cauſeth a ſickly difpofition of the body, which 
15an internal ethnent, and Caſa ſme qua non, of malignant and Peftilential Feavers. Whereupon 
Galen in his Book De Cibx bon et malt Succt, and in the 1. de Differ. Feb. Chap. 3. Does 
demonſtratc,;hat from bad and corrupt Diet Peftilential Diteates do arte. Now meatsare laid to 
beevil and che Caules of choſe diteates 11 many relpects. 

Ard inthe tirſt place, when the Fruns ot the Earth and of Trees, by rcaſon of a bad conflicution 
ofthe year 15, Over mot!ſt or over dry, or cotiupted by miſts, or fone rempeſtuous weather, ot. 
{ome malignant influence of the ſtars; do, beingeaten, produce bad Juices in the body. 

Secondly, when there is preat Famine and icarcity ot Corn : From whence came that Proverb 
Holoimos meta limon, the Plague follows tamine. For then the poor common People are torced 
to till heir bellies with ſuch mearsas are cheap aud bad, whence arites abundance of bad Humoxs. 
And which is much worte, when a plenty preſently tollowes tamine, they do then tuddenly cram 
themſelves with much mear, whach by the languithing heat of their internal parcs cannot be well 
digeſted, and chereupon thele meats come to participace ofa malignant putretaCtion, 

Thndly, V Vhen Alimerus, which in their own Nature are good do by tome way or othet, gain 
putretaCtion or lome evil qualicie, fuch are wheat, barly, beans, and peate, and other kind of grain, 
vluch being eicher overlong kept, or 111 laid up 1n a moiſt place, or otherwite milafteCted, do come 
robe muſty, or.have tome other purretactive qualitie. Such is fleth over long kepr, or ſtinking 
or ſuch as 15 oi beaſts that were not killed, bur died of fome dileate: as Fulivs Obſequens relates, 
that in the Llc called Lipara when the Sea was made hot, the fires which by meanes ot an Earth-quake 
were forcibly vomured our of the Mount Xtna, and had boiled che Fiſhes emtting them upon the 
ſhoar : the lahabicants eating greedily of thole Futhes, a {ore Peſtilence tollowed. 

Neicher ws there leis power 18 drinks, when putrid and corrupted wines or beer orother liquors ars 
drunk ; or when water is drunk out of putrid and muddy Lakes, or otherwaies infected. As 
good Hiſtories doteſtihe that numerous Armies, have been deltrowed by peſtilential Diteates, wuh 
drinking tuch waters. 

Thete non-natural thiwgs mentioned ig. Ayr and Meates and drinks, have the preateſt force 
engender malignant Feavers. but the tour remaining v1i9q. things voided or reramed,Mution and 
Feſt.Sleep and waking, with Pallions of the Mind,are of lets etiicacy, and du only concur as adjuvant, 
Caules, or tuch as ditpoſe the budy to concerve a mahignanc putrefaction z as 1n our expoticion of 
them thal preſently appear. 

The rereation of Courtcs in women, or of ſome other accuſtomed evacuationin Men, as of the 
Hemorrkoides, bleeding at noſe, and Loolenes,which becides {ome pertons, at certain tealons 3 
whenthey happen ina peſtilential year, chey are wont to ae mob diteale. For thoſe 
things which are won: co be avoided as (upertiluous and burdeniome to Nature, if they be recained 
in the body,they do calily colicerve putictaGtion ſo likwite over great evacuating cither of blood ar 
gan 0r3,00 much weaken the Body,and do Caule that Natural Hear being weakned, i 15 foun 
u1 by the vicious and peltilencial impurities of the Air. 

As for motion and rett, certain it is, that overmuch Idleneſs is a Cauſe, that Natural heat is nor 
ſulfciently eveurilaced, andconſequently the Humors conceive putrefattion : {oover great exercile 
does very much open the pores and diflolves the Heat ;whereupon the body becoming weak and 
more apt to take nupreſlion, does ealily receive the Inteftion. 

And too much fleep, makes many Excrements and fils the body wich Humidities, which eaſily 
purreftie, but roo much watching does engender Crudities, and they eaſily pucrefie,becaule Natural 
Heat cannot wel maſter chem : and becaute by chem, many obſtructions are cauſed, by which Tran- 
{piration 15 prohibiced, and art length purreta&tion engendred. 

And finaly, paſlions of the Mind, ate wont vehemently roexagicate che body and to diſturb rhe 
humars: and fo they much Diſpoſe the body to receive infection; and eſpecially fear and Sadnes 
wliich Drawing thevical Spucits inward, do as it were choak and ſmocher them, whereby the vigor 
ot the Heart is to broken, that it cannot \utficienly reſiſt the venom and firſt atlaulcs of peſtilential 
Sicknelles, yea verily and che Humors being ſtured in che veines and vehemencly diſturbed, are 
thruſt our oftheur Nauwwral conttuytion, and do conceive a malignant puygefation. Infomuch that 
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{ome have conceived, that Peſtilencial Diſeaſes atebred in Camps and at Steves of Towns, not {© 
much through bad Diet and ſtink ot dead Carcates, as through Terror, Fear, Atxiety and dread 
of Death, which do exagitace the Huimots, and put them into a tumultuary Combuſtion ard 
FluCtuacion. Wp 

The Signs of a peſtilential Feaver do ſome of them forerel the diſeaſe when it is coming ; others 
declare it co be prelent 3 and others witnes where it has bin. All which mutt be ter down, becauie 
the firſt tend to Prelervation, the tecond to Cure, and the chird tort to be a Caveat rotuch as ate vor 
yer intected. bes : | 

The Signs which foreſhow a peſtilential Feaver, are taken from cthiee things vis. From the 
the Diſpolition of the Body, from the Prelence of Caules,and trom fome intermediate diſpoſitions, 

Thole budies are dilpoled to receive peſtilential Intection, which have collected evil juy cesthi aigh 
baddiet, and by a prepoſterous ule of che f1x non-natural things atoretaid. Or tuch as beyy 1 le- 
thorick do gorge chemielves and mordinately and unicatonably replemth chemlelyves- Furtheince 
ſome char are neither plethorick nor cacochy mical, do diipule thew bodies to the reception of this 
diteale, while chey corment their minds with moſt rroubletome pallions, or give themieles yiy;- 
moderately ro carnal embracements ; tor from thele ewo Caules, the peſtilencial teaver 1s ver, v;- 
dinarily produced, toratmuch as by them corruption is eaſily introduced even amongtt good hwy: ons 
fur Pajſions of the Mind do diſtract and draw away the ipirics, from their proper operations 2:4 
overmuch Carnal embracement, dues weaken al the powers oi the body. but, the Spirits terug 
diſtracted, and che vertues weakened, the Humorrs change their Nature, and grow corruypr. | 

Finally, chuic whole principal Members aie weak, or ſome waies tainted, enther ton the 
womb, or by bad dier or any uther external Caule ; which have an hot and nio {t ten;| erature; 
which have a very thin or very compacted habit ot body, are al dilpoicd co peſtilential r evers, 
for hot and moiſt bodies are 1ubject co putretaction, thin budies are liable toal mulls, cuuputted 
conſtitutions, have no tree tranipiration. 

The prelence ot tucn Cauies as cai. breed a peſtilential feaver do portend the fame : andconte- 
quently 11 ſeafons and unnatural cremper of the year, Dearth, and Scatcity of .V iCtuals, Wars 
and other Cauies, reckoned up betore, when they appear, they declare che Flague to be approach- 


Thoſe intermediate ditpolſitions are, when ſucha difpoiitien of body and the Ceutes afore.aid 
being preſent, wee nontin more tad ghan o:duwary, at unexplicatle rear in him without good 
ground or caule, the Colour ot che tace chatigeu; 18 not i ghtly difpuicy ui point ofdie! 3 15duhu bed 
with bad dreames; wmteſted with wearines winch comes wickout labor, thuft, watchings, ſtomuch- 
ſicknes z ic is ealily conjectured, that man wil have the Peſtilence : for al thelerhings do declare, 
char the hun.ors do attain another nature, and do corrupt. from whence cones a p+ſtilential 
Feaver. 

Such Signs as declare the Peſtilence to be preſent are exaGtly tobe propounded ard therefore 
al the Headsot Signs mult be run over, out of which this Diſeaſe may be known, which Heads 
of ſigns, are taken trom the three kinds of 1ytnpromes, becauſe the ſyrmpromes are the Ededts of 
Diſeaſes, and Uaules can no way lo cconventently be known as by their effefts. And therefore, 
ſome 1ignes are caken trom the Actious hurt, ſome from Excremencts voided, and others from qua- 
hires changed. Uno which Heads a fourth muſt be added taken trom {uperveruent Intirnnes. To 
the right underſtanding of which, theſe thugs tollowing muſt be premiied. 

Fuſt, wemutt know that the ſame figns in a mannec doe thew a peſtilental Feaver properly ſo 
called, anda Feaver {1mply malignant, and that the 1ipnes of the one und the other doe ditfer on- 
ly accurding to more and lets ; ſo that inthe peſtilential Feaver the iyniproms are more, and inthe 
malignant Feaver lets cruel; yer there are foie adjuncts more proper to the one chan che «cher 
which we ſhall ceclate iu their proper place. 

Sccondly, wemuſt nore, that there is notrue, proper and Pathognomonick ſign of thele Feavers 
viz. Suchanone as wherever that ſigne is, there 1s the peftilence, and where chat lign 15.110r, there 
15no peſtilence ; no not the Bubo or 1welling in the Groyn nor che Carbuncle z- 1ceipg thar 
many have them nor though they have the plague, and many have Bubces and Carbuncles 
chat have no maligiutie in them : neither are thole purple ipots any tuch pathognomonick' lign, 
alchougha malignantFeaver is from chem cermed the ſputred Feaver, forasmuch as many have a 
malignant Feaver withour aty tuch (pots; & thoie tpots doe tonetimes a ppear on women that want, 
their courles, and i tome Children by reaton of a light ebullicion of Blood, without any Feaver, 
which I have often {cen in both. Huwbeic by a Concurrency and collection of all ſignesand rokens 
theie Feavers may certianly be known, 

Thirdly, we muſt mark, char al che ſigns which ſhall be propounded, are not found in al ſick 
perions of thele Feavecs ; bur only a parc of them, which notwithſtanding will be 1uſhcienc, 
puncrually co diicover the kind of the difſeate. For according to the variery of patients bodies 
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& he ititention or gemiiſnes of che diſeaſe,now theſe kind of ſympromes, & anon thoſe dozxchietly ſhew 
hentelves, 

; Fiuallv, i muſt be known, that the ſigns of a peſtileacial and malignant Feaver ( although 
they arealio found in other Feavers) yer are made m {ome fort pathognomonick in this Feaver 
14 a two-toldicipect. Fuſt, becaute inthele Feavers, they are io condittoned as in other Fea- 
ces they are nor. For the Head-ach, Ilineisat Stomach, Vomitwp, the manner of che Heat and 
o:her 1111s , When they accompanie peſtilential Feavers, they have a peculiar malignant condition 
whereby they difter trom chemiclves when they accompanie other oidinarie Feavers ; which 
1; wel known to them char are but mdifferencly exercited in the Practice ot Phyſick. Se- 
coudly, becauleche {ympromes do not oblerve the fame proportion among themielves in theſe 
Feavers, which they doe in ordinarie ones. So that the heart being gentle to the touch, the pulie 
10: evich changzd, doe ſhew a {mal Feaver : yer with them is zoyned mighty Head-ach, wat- 
clnngs and lommimesraveings, and gther ſymproms which are wont to accompante a burning Fea- 
cer. Thetechings being thus pre:nied, we ſhal decribe the order of tigns, beguuning from the aCtions 
hindered, 

Becaule theretorethe Heare 15 clteitiy aMiCGed in thele dileales, by the inalignant and vene- 
mous oualicy thereot, therefore irs action viz. The Pulie, 1s diverſly changed, according 
co the var.&cie of times and the ders condition of the diteats, For lomrimes at the firſt, it is in a 
marier natucal,ard very like che pulic of perions in health, as Galen ſhews 1a the 3 de preſag. cap. 
4. but 1m the progrels and augi..tation of the diuealtc, it 15 hictle, weak and unequall. Al- 
lo the trequencnels of the pulic 15 alwayes more chan the 1increaf of heat can require, becaule 
the Hearc baing provoked by the malignant qualite, doth in chat regard difturb it felt more 
than the nece({iry ot evenrilation doth require. Likewile the {igns of this Feaver are. 

Cardialuta, Heart burning or pain of the mouth of the ſtomach, which Hippocrates condemns 
25 a fign of malignity 7. Progn. 1n theſe words, Pain of the mouth of the ſtomach, with 
d&tent10n of che Hypochondgria and Head-ach, are 1igns ot maliguicy. 

Someumes gieat thuſt, exceeding the meature of che Patiencs hear and ſomrimes want of 
thirſt, with a vehement Feaver, and dryneſs of the Tongue, for borh are 1:gns of malignt- 
t 
4 Great want of appetite, Which make many abhor al kinds of mear, as much as it they were the 
moſt loachlom medicines. Now chis us wont to arile from malignant vapors which vex the fto- 
mach. 

Sromach Sickneſs 2nd vomiting ariſing from che ſame Cauſe, eſpecially when un happens in the 
beginning of the dileate, and is tv divers that ſome prelently vumit what they eat , either vomits as 
loon asthey have raken broath, but they vomur not che broath whuch chey rook, bur divers kinds of 
Humors; ſome keep any kind of meac, bur vomic their Drinks, luleps, Emuitons and whatever 
drinking matter 1s given them, prelently ; great thickt norwithitanding remainug, with drynels 
and blacknes of the rongue. 

A trequent and inordinace ſhivering, which comes divers cimes im a day, ſpringing from ſharp and 
biting exhalacions ot an adverie qualitie ro our natures, which are carried unco the tenlurve parts : 
which kind ot ikivering does rarely happen in other pucred Feavers,becauic the vapors in them have 
not the 1;ke malignit-e. In malignaric ancermiccing certians, fomtumes a fign of maligrurie is taken 
from che thaking and che cold. Four it 10mcmes happens, chat in the beginning ot the fic, with 
a liphc coluueis or thivering, the heat doth 10 muchre. ire unwards, that the tleth ot the patient is 
very cold and che {ace 15 ixe chat of a dead perion, and the pulte to little as ut it dil nor beat at al. 
Aiter wiuch follo ws an Heat, which nexcher ia che Augment nor in the ſtate, doch corherouch 
frelgcear oc ſharp; yeaand the fleth of the patient is either lukewarmto feel co, or coldith even co 
the decl:nation. The pulic, when the heat comes, doch more appear, yet it is fmall, unequal, 
frequent and very weak : and many other tympromes of a peſtilential Feaver are preient,which may 
Iutncencly prove, that there are intermicring malignant Feavers as well as continual z as was bint- 
ed before. 

Wearyne!s of the whol bodie, Heavineſs, and a breaking as it were of the n!embers appear in 
on beginning of che diteale, by reatun of the torelaid vapors, ditperſed through the whol Bo- 
y 

Paines of the Head, Watchings and Raveings, which al come from the ſame cauſes, viz. from 
ſharpand venemous vapors ; which when they lodg themlieives in the membranes of the Brain, 
they eaule head-ach and in as much as they hear and dry the very tubſtance of the brain, ut che 
alceration be bur (mall, they caute watchings, if great they cave ravings. And to thete iymp= 

romes, belides Hear and Drynets, the venemous quality contributes much, becaule mn che vu'gar 

Feavers ;uch [ympconus do not happen, unleis the dittemper be much more than oudinarie. And 

paines in this Feayer,have a peculiar property co be wy dyverle,& co thiutt ation, Yo lomcuucs ne 
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the tore part of the head, otherwhiles the hinder part, now the torehead, anon the eyebrewes 
are cut alunder as it were with pain, and ſometimes other parts as the thoulder-blades, che lides 
the back, &c. Somrimes it 5 faxed in one part, otherwhules it changeth place and vexcs ny thi; 
10 that part of che body. 

In ſome patients droutie and fleepie diſpoſitions happen, viz. In ſuch as have theic brains ful of 
flepaarick excrements : Which tleginatick excrements, are delolved by hut vapors alcendiug trom 
che inferior parts, and doe hinder the functions of the Brain. 

The urin 1n theſe peltilential Feavers, is ſometimes like the urin of ſound perſons , namely when 
the humor; doe more offend chrough a malignant Qualicie,than by putreialtion; & tomtimes ir con- 
cinues to for the firſt days;atterwards it becomes thick & troubled. Somrtimes in rhe ſtate of the Giteale 
it appears concot, chough che ſick are 1n a perithing condition. ſometimes, it 15 thin and crude, 
haveing no ſedimenc,or tuch a ſediment as 13 more like an excrement chan a {ediment. Bur moſt com- 
monly ic appears thick and troubled, and of an high colour z and hath a thick, red, diitrubed 
and ſcattered fediment. And finaly alevil diſpolitions ot urines,doe happen in thus difeate, accord- 
11g to the divers alcerations of the putrefieing and corrupted Humors. 

Chollerick fluxes of the belly, which either comes of themſelves or through ſome like occaſcons 
by tome gencle Clyſter or medicament z which bring many tocheirend, So Hippocrates res 
laces in 3. Epidem. - In a peſtilencial Confticution there deſcribed, that many died ot the Jovuſnets 
and Bloody-tlux : For the Humers being made more turious by the malignant qualitie which is 
inthem, doe exceedingly provoke Natwe, fo that the indeavors to drive them our the neereſt 
way : Now inthele Stooles, there is wone to bea migtity ſtink, by reaton of the extream cor- 
ruption of the humors. 

An abundance of Worms is wont to be avoided in this diſeaſe, eſpecially at thz beginning: 
For the great Putcefation doth very much diſpole the Humors to breed Worms. 

Frequenc iweates, ſruall, ſhore aud unproficable doe break forth in the beginning of the dil- 

cate. 
The Heatis mild andgentleto feel to, ſo that they icarſe ſeem to have a Feaver, whereupon Galen 
v.Simp.cap.de Bolo Armen,& Avic. fen 4. lib .1. cap de febre peſtilenti.Doe teach thac peſtilential 
Feavers have ofttunes a muld and gentle Heat ; and che reaſon 15s, becaute thele diſeaſes are rather 
cauled by a malignant and venemous quality, than ot an ordinarie drſtemper and Purrefaction. 

Readnels of the eyes isofcen ſeen in peſtilential Feevers, becauſe che merabranes of the Erain 
are ina ſore inilamed by ſharp vapors a{cending into the head, which they eafily commu- 
_— tothe Tunuca adnara or ikin of the eyes to called, which uw propagated from the faid mem- 

anes 

Finally, purple ſpots like Flea-bitings, cajled by later Phyfitians Peticulos or Petechie, are 
the proper and peculiar Signs of a malignant Feaver. For they are found in no other kind of Fea- 
ver ; foraſmuch as they doarite trom a vitivus quality ofthe blood or ocher humors, zoyned with 
malignity, Yet there do appear 1n ocher diicaſes, ſpots very like unto thoſe atoreſazd, bur 
ſpringing trom a tar different Cauſe z wiz. Fromthe over thinnes of the blood, which being ex- 
agitated by the heat or the expullive faculty, does tprout forth of the Capillary Veins into the 
Skin, Theteſpors, are wont for the moſt part to appear in ſuch as have ſoine flux of blood, be- 
caule the blood in tuch is more chin and watry : andalio in ſplenetick pm, m ſuch as have the 
Jaundue and old obſtructians of the Bowels, and( in a word) inal ſuch, whoby reaſon of the 
weaknes of cher Bowels, do breed watry blood and are apt to fal intoa Cachexy. Forin ſuch 
perions, the blood being made thinner than ordinary, fomerimes flows our at the Noe, 
tomcimes at tome other part, and {omtimes it comes our of the- Capillary Veins into 
the Skinz where being retained, ic loſethics own coluor, and becomes either blewiſh, 
er black, or light red, and cautes great variety of ſpors ; which norwithſtanding are very far dif- 
terene com che jpors of peſtilential teavers, and do argue nothing but che watry thinneſs of the 
blood and weakneſs of the Liver. Now thote {pors which come out, in Peſtilential feavers, do 
ariſe from Humors pwretiing and ifefted with an evil quality. Furthermore, thoſe ſpors do 
break our ſomcimes cricically and fomimes Symptomatically. Cricically, when as Nature haveing 
either in Parc or in whol overcome the putretation and corrected the bad quality, does drive che 
corrupt humor tothe external parts; And then the dileale 1s evexmore abated. Sympromarically 
when Natuce is pricked forward by the quancity or evil qualicy of the morbifick matter, does tran!- 
mit a portionthereof unto the Skin, before it be concocted, or the evil qualicy chereof amended. 
And | aa: chence the Patient reccives no Eaſe, bur rather, Nature haveing unproficably wraftled 
With che diſeaſe, it is a token rather that ſhee is conquered than conquers. | 

The Colours of chele ſpots are divers, and do ſhow the Diverlity ofthe humors by which chey arc 
bred. For che red ſpots are bred of the purer tort of blood, and the black from chollerick blood 


more or leſs aduſt. As for the ſtore of theſe ſpots, ſomctime they appear in greater RL INS

Now the Dilt ales which come, upon a peſtilential teaver tor the moſt part are, ſomthing coming 
ww Ike Pox called Exantbemata z Puthes and Ulcers of che Mouth 3; Carbuncles;z Rings in 
the Groyn and beliind rhe Ears. | 

The Exanthe:nata atorelaid, differ from the purple ſpots, becauſe inthe (pers there is only the 
color chinged bur hete isa certain riting in cthele Exantbemata toan head. Somtimes they are hke 
warts, and ſomes lels, relembling miller feed. Somrimes they are red, being cauled by blood 
{ommune; white, proceeding of flegm or Setolicies ;yellow from choller ; purple trom aduſt Choller; 
blewiſh or black, by reaton of great burning or Mortiftication. Some break out Sympromatically, 
others Critically, ochirs ina middle way. Some dry away, others come co matter, others grow 
rg be ulcerous. 

To chele may be reterred puſhes appearing in the Mouth which have al the differences of the 
foriaid Exanbemata.andaie tomimes fo malignant,that che ſick can hardly endure roeat and drink. 
From Children they otren Caule Death becaule chey wil not endure the pain of eating and drinking. 
Theſe puthes do fomriques degenerate into Ulcers, which breed very preat trouble ro the patients, 
tiaderug che motion of their congue and eſpecially their lwallowang. 

But ſormeunes Ulcers are bred m the Mouch immediately without any puſtules or puſhes toregoing 
which the Greer cal Apbthe : of which chere are many forts. For tome are iuperhcial, others 
profound z tone clean, others toul z foe benign, others mal:gnant z ſome with a Cruft, others 
withour. Andthe Crult is {omtumes white, fomeunes ycliow, tomtumes blewiſh or black . Thoſe 
whach are deep, filrhy and malignanc and that have a black Cruſt, are the moſt dangerous. 

Carbuncles and Buboes, are wont to riſe un divers parts of the body, but elpecialy where the 
Glandules are z becauſe the expuliive faculcy being provuked by a malignant qualiry does expel the 
pernicious matter from the incecual parts etpecially the more noble ones to the external : ſothat from 
che Brain thee {ends 1 co the Glandules or kernels behind the Ears; trom the Heart,to che Arm-pus; 
from che Liver co the Groyns;wherice iwellings under the Ears called Parotides& thole m the Groyn 
calld B:ubones, doarile. Which kinds of tumors docheitly appear in a crue peſtilential feaver, 
elpecially choſe in che Groyn, which cheretore the common pcople call the Peſt or Plague. Bur 
Carbunicles and Paretides orritings behind che Ears, doalio break out in malignant Feavers, bur 
um tuch as are ac thetop ot maliguity, and come very neer the Nature of crue Peſtilential Feavers. 

Signs commemorative, are chietly in requeſt when Phyſitiars are called ro view the Corps of the 
dead, at iuch times asthere 15a Plague abroad, or tome tutpicion thereof, chat it may be known 
whether the party died of the plague or nur. 

And fivit ot al, infuch wot bodies chere do ſomtimes appear thoſe ſpors of which we ſpake before 
and:omrimes marks, or ſtripes, as it were after whipping : for theſe are the cokens ofa Pettilential 
diſeaſe and venemous, 1ccing thole that are poyloned have allo chele ſigns. And thoſe ipots do 
eipectally denote che Peſtilence, when they are ofa lead Colur or black. Alto thote Exanthe- 
mataipoken of before, do thew the ſame, eſpecially if chey have a bad Color : bur much more che 
Buboes, Parotides and Carbuncles whereunto may be added tuch ſigns as have appeared un the Courſe 
ot che difeafe : for the recounting of them wil make a cerrain demonſtration. 

The Prognoſtick of Peſtilential Feavers is 10 uncertain, that nocking can be certainly affirmed 
touching cheir Evenc, until certain tokens appear excher chac Nature or the diſeale hath gotten victa- 
ty 3 whichis not wont co happen, unleſs abou che end of che ſtate or the Beginning of the Decli- 
nation. Where the diſcreer Phyſician ought co delay and ſuſpend his Ju rouching the 
lilue of thediicaſe in the Beginning and che Augmenc 


Wee mutt nevertheleis | pg the chief rykens out of which we may draw a greatConjecture, | 


whether che diſeaſe wil end in Death or Healch, by help whereof we may foreſee, what is to be 
hoped or reared. yec not being over confident : A Experience hath taught us, that many have 
elcaped, with moſt mortal ſigns; and arhers have periſhed under al che cokens of Recovery. Bur 
we thal pals over alſuch prognoſtick ſigns which are common to al acute dileales, of which Hippo= 
crate; hath diſcouried lu gely w his Prognotticks, Coick,Predxftions, Procheticks, and Epidemicks 
and bkewue uu his Aphoritms,which may have a place hukewile in this diſeaſe.Bur wee wil propound 
only {uch as are proper ina ſpecial manner co peſtilencial Feavers, from which a more certain Pre- 
diction may be drayn, 

Now theie may be drawn from the ſame fountains from whence wee drew che Diagnoſticks. 

Fuſt Theretore, mn theie Feavers, ifthe pulſe keep a renor and equality, bethe Feaver never fo 
great, it | alwaies ione matter of hopes. Contrarily ap inordinate, unequaland contracted 
pul.c, dangerous, eſpecially if ic appear weak from the Beginning. Bur thuſe differences of 

pulies 
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pulies are not 10 Gangerous 1n malignant Feavers, as in ordinary ons. Foralkhouch an intermit- 
ting pulle in a young man, be (odeadly a fign, chat Galen teſtifies, though he had tecn many old 
folks and children efcape havingan intermittent Pulle, but never any young Man, ver in malonant 
Feavers | have known 19t a few young Men, which had an imntermntug pulic divers dais and yet 
eſcaped. Pulics 1 ke thole of pertons in Health are very _ 4 tor they 11g;:17e that Nature 
out of weakneſs abftains trom che Concoction of Humors. or where by an evil and pernicious 
quality, the ſtrengch 15 exceedingly weakened, Nature being weak, does not ter her tel: ro diceſt 
the matter, not meddling with the Humor which hath cauted the diſeate : {o that no endeavor of 
co:tion being uſed, no labor tollows, and chere 1s exther n5 Feaver,or a very little one. Wee have an 
example hereot in excernal rumors, m which fo long as the Part ts almoſt over helmed by the plenty 
or i1| condition of the imacter, there 1s neuther Pain nor Llenor ; bur whereas Nature bepins co tighr 
againſt the matter and torurn icunto quirtor then the teaver 15 much increaſed. Even {o in malignant 
teavers,che Patients {eem ſomrimes freed from their leaver, wheras they grow warie and draw towards 
death :as we may lee in Hippocrates 3. Epidem.Secti. gr. 7. where Hermocrates from the tweuticth 
day to the ewentytourch teemed to have no Feaver,and yer onthe ewemylixth he died. 

Raving is very common in this Feaver. neither is1t to be feared,it it be leflened by fleep,and efpeci- 
ally if it vaniſh away victh a plenty tul tweat : for tis a ſ1gn that che matrer 15 drawi from the Eran, 
intothe habic of the Fody. Buta pertevering dorape, 1s pernicious, becaule it'sa token that it de- 
generates intoa true Phrenzy. | 

The contractions and hoppings of the Members, which do oicen happen in this Feaver, are 
Convullive morions and very pernicious, aid that the more it zoyned with raven, tor they ligmtic 
che brain to be extrean:icly jure 

Trembling morion3 ot che hands and Tongue are wont toÞe deaCly and are by T!ippecrates much 
condemned 1n che 1. Prognoſt. For they ſhew great weakenels, and that Nature 15 overcome by 
che diteale. 

Deaties though in the beginnings of occult diſeaſes 3t beexceeding danperous, according to the 
Doctrine of Hzppocrates yt it it appear in the Srate ot a diica(e it portends }.calch, elpecially in 
malignaut Feavers, And 1 have oblerved a thouland tires, that fuck as beg tick of Feltilentul 
Feavers, were taken Deaf inthe State ofthe di'eate, did al e:cape, thotigh the other {ymptomes 
were never ſo dangerous; tor it1is a tc kenthar the brain, being 1winciertly ſtrutg does thruſt che 
humors trom the internalto the external] parts. 

Sneezing, accorduig co Hippocrates, even in deadly diteales ( provided the Lungs be ing00d 
Caie) dogive Hope o: recovery. Burt m malignant Feaveis, techie ſympiunes ocherwue never 
{odangerous, they promi:e Recovery. 

Frequent Heart-burn:ngs or Hiccoughtngs, doportend dan;er, and ficn:iz that the ſtomachs 
grievoully aifl:{ted by . he venemous qualit y. 

Extream ac erinelsto meat, is very dangerous for it ſignifies the Stomach tobe maſtered by the 
malignant quality oi tiie Humor, and th.r its temper 15 wholly overthrown, to that 1t retuleth 
and abominates laud.ie nourithinent, whuch it moſt fairiliarly atfecteth mtine of Health, 

Suppreliion ofal evacuarions in the begintungand augraent of the Diicate, is counted a good fign. 
For it thews thac the morvilick matter us nut {5 wmalignauc, as ro provoke [Nature to excretion betore 
the due time burthat3.ature does yer conquer, and wil in duetinieexpell che matter, provided 
there be no u1gn that the Humor wil fettle in the Head, Belly or auy principal parr. Eur m the fate 
ot the diteaic tor nothing co be evacuaced, bur tor worter ligns to «Ppear in fone principal men- 
ber; is bad. For ic's a {rg the diſeaſe wileither laſt long, or give lictle hope of Lite. For the 
matcer which m divers dies couldnot be overcome, does bring tome great dammage in th? tame 
member, as a phrenzy, Lethargy, and others which ariſe after the eleventhor tourreenth day,whuch 
can very hardly be cured by al che Mzdicines imaginable. 

Blood that is drawa by Phlebotomie, if it appear no waies faulty, but pure and accordingto 
Nature, tis a dangerous roken. Foritis 2 phain argument that thete is more of a venemous qui- 
lity, than of putre*aQtion ; or that putreſaRtion may lurk in the Veins next the Heart, which 
carinot be drawn away by Phlebotomy. 

From Urines in 4 Peſtiicntial Feaver, there is ſcarce any, or a ve:y uncert2in prediRtion to be 
made. For not only che confuſed, troybled, thinner, and thicker Urines are bad, as in other 
Feavers : But alſo chat Urine which is like the Urine of a healthy Perſon. Yea verily, and many 
have died, afrer che Urines hve ſhewed figns of ConcoRion, and then became crude again 

Howbeir, Concofed Urines, and which have a lavdable Z neorema continuing many daies; and 
daily more vnit:r.g ir (If. and deſcending by little and jiccte into (he bottom or che Urinal, doth 
perperualy prom:t- certain cecovery,evenin malignant Fexvers, For it cannot be, that alu 
and ſtrong nator:! Faculty, which diſcovers it ſelf plainly ir theſe Urines, ſhould not riſe again 
che malign»nt Quzlicy, and ar length overcome the ſame. And therefore I have oftemimes wit 
great coalideace forecold a good event from the figas of ConcoQion perſevering in the es * 
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:n ſuch as have bad malignant Feavers, attended with moſt grievous Symproms, fo that all che 
By-(tanders were in great fear of their Lives. | 
A Fat and oyly Urine, black or livid, with a black or blewiſh ſectling, doth certainly betoken 
eath. 
: Very much Urine being made, and no abatement of the Feaver thereupon, is dangerous, be- 
cauſe it ſignifies a melting of the Body. 

Sweats in this Feaver, although chey come well conditioned, and in the Critical day, doth 
ſeldom perfeRtly judge the Diſeaſe. And ſommtimes the Feaver is abated by Sweat on the firſt Cay ; 
and then the Symptoms grow high, and after many Sweats the Patient dies. For plentiful Sweats, 
not diminiſhing the Diſeaſe,doth ariſe from the melcing of the who! Body. Neither muſt we there- 
fore belzeve, cbat Critical Sweats doth never any good in theſe Feavers. For by bow much leſs 
Venom there is in the Diſeaſe, they do ſo much the more good ; as it happens in ordinary Fea- 
vers. And we find by Obſervation, that 'tis far che betcer for che Patiencs to Sweat often at the 
beginning of the Diſeaſe (provided they be not worſe after their Sweats) for 'tis a {ign that Na- 
cure loth attenuate the Matter by little and little, and expel the ſame by Sweat. 

Looſneſs of the Belly is a very uncertainſign. For oftentimes a Looſneſs at the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe hath been good, which yer experience ſhews, 13 ſomtimes « deadly roken. Again af- 
ter ſome CoRtion, we have ſeen the Patient killed, by a looſneſs, and ſomtimes by the ſame reco- 
vered : Yet we muſt thus diſtinguiſh. When a venemous Quality hath the maſtery, the more 
the Matter goes away by Stool at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the leſs danger. Bur when the 
Diſeaſe ariſes moſt pire from putrefaRtion of the Humors, they are worſe that are looſe, atthe 
beginning of the Diſeaſe. 

Purple ſpots, when they are many and large, and of a benign color, and break ont Critical- 

ly.tbey foretel that Nature wil Conquer. But if they be few,ſmal,8& of a bad color,and are Symp- 
tomarically put forth, they ſignifie that Nature is never worſted. And further, If they go in a- 
gain, its the worſt ſign of all; for ic ſhews chat the morbitic Matters refiux inco the inward 
arts. 
' Ex authemata, or wheels appearing in divers parts of the Body, are effeQs of greater malig- 
nity than Purple Spots, and conſequently portend greater danger. 

Carbuncles and Buboes,or citiags in the Groin andſome other parts, doth witneſs greaceſt mx- 
lignity, and threaten moſt danger : ſeeing they are wont to follow thoſe Feavers whoſe peculiac 
CharaQer itis, that more die of them than recover. 

Carbunrcles & Buboes,by how much they are the further from che Heart, grow faſter and come 
quicker to ripen, by ſo much the leſs dangerous are they. Bucif Tumors encreaſe ſuddenly with 
dad Symptoms, *tis ill. Carbuncles very great, of a filthy color, with an eating Ulcer, or which 
turn inco a Grangrene, are deadly : as alſo thoſe which are neer the Hearrt,or ciſe upon the Throat 
Experience hath taughe that many Carbuncles are more dangerous than few ; and contrarily 
many Buboes © 0cher riſings are more ſafe,than few. Perorides ( or riſings behind the Ears)in ma« 
lignant and Purple Feavers, areinthe Augment and ſtate deadly. But if they appear when the 
Diſeaſe doth never o little decline and come to Suppuration, they are a good token. 

The Cure of a Peſtilential Feaver is divided into two pares. The ficſt contains the preſer- 
vation of thoſe that have it not ; the ſecond contains the healing of thoſe that have ir. 

The preſervation from the Peſt conſiſts chietly in raking away of thoſe Cauſes, which make Bo- 
dies fit to rece ive the Peſtilence, and breed icin them. And they are Internal or External; the 
Internal are a Diſpoſition of the Body apt thereto, a Plethorie, a Cachochimy, and Obſtruftions. 
The External are eſpecially, a vitiated Air, and a wandring Contzgion. Bodies diſpoſed to this 
Diſeaſe, ace ſuch 2s either Nzturally or Accidently,are more moiſt than they ought to be z Weak 
lax and rare, denſe and compat. Moiſt bodies muſt be dryed ; drie muſt be preſerved in 
that temper; the former muſt avoid full diet. much drinking and all moiſt nouriſhmenes ; ſuch 
as are eſpecially Fruits that wil not keep, Hearbs, Fiſhes, Meats made of milk ; the South 
zif, ſuch as comes from lakes, and eſpecially the air of the night, Idlenes, long Sleep, 
eſpecially Sleeping after dinners, Batheings and whatever elſe can moiſten the Body. 

| Let weak bodies be ſtrengthened, with « reſtorative diet and with ſtrengthening me- 
dicaments. Thoſeof a rare lax and thin conſtitution, need the ſame waies of prevention with 
the moiſt. Burthe denſe and compacted conſtitution, becauſe it is moſt of al diſpoſed to a peſ- 
tilential diſeaſe muſt more carefully be freed from a plethorie, Cacochymie and from obſtruQion; 


which cauſes, ſeeing in all bodies th may breed this kind of Feaver, as incernall cauſes, we 
=— 1s wn ſtudie their qtoval 
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ory requires Phlebotimy provided nothing do adviſe che contrary, as a very cold or hoe 
he year, and a peſtilential Conſtirucion of che Ayr in which a vein muſt not be open- 
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ed, unleſs s Plithora ad wvaſa do manifeſtly urge che ſame; or ſome uſual evacuations of 
blood by courſes, hemorrhoids, or noſe-bleeding, have been ſtopped. For the blood being «©x- 
halt che ar whict: is breathed in will more ealily imprint it's peſtilential qualirie, and incatethe 
Cifeafe happen, the Patierit will the hardliec eſcape, for being weakened by blnod-leting even as 
they who drink poiſon after blood letting, it penetrates the ore and they are with more ditiiculty 
recovered, Allo when we fear poyſon, we let not the patient blood, fo Galen Lib. 7. de dif, 
'Fib. Cap. +, \Where he propoundes a preſervation from a peſcilential Feaver, he pre. 
ſcribes indeed Purgation and opening of obſtruftions ; but he makes no mention of Phieboro- 
my 

lo Cacochymy we muſt oppoſe purgeing, ſuch as is proper for the humors offending, con- 
venient preparation being premiied if it ſcem neceſlary : with this caution, that benign medica- 
ments be only uſed, abſtaining from ſuch as have a malignant and deadly qualicie. with which it 
will be g90d co nux ſome Bezoarticks and ſuch chings as are Alexipharmical. 

ObſtruRions are cauſed by the multitude of humors their thickneſs and clammineſs. The 
multitude will be helped by ſuch urin as evacuares the thickneſs ; by ſuch as attenuate the clam- 
mineſs by things that are abſterſive or clenſing. 

In ceſpe& of externall cauſes, Precaution muſt be made firſt by correRing the exceſſes of the 
air viz, By cooling that which is too hot, as we taught in continual Feavers; by drying that 
which is over moiſt, with fires both in ſtreets & in private houſes, and that as much as may be made 
with ſweet woods as Juniper, Bayes, Rolemary and ſuch like. Secondly by removing al the cauſ- 
es above recited which do infec the air. Thirdly by conſuming and diſſipating the infeQions 
inthe air. which may bedoa by kindeling of fires, as was ſaid in correRing the moiſture 
of the air, and the perfumes of ſ[weer ſmelling and Alexipharmical materials. Alſo by vehement 
agitation of the ayr, to which end the frequent diſcharging of great Guns will be very ef- 
fecuall. 

But if the ayr ſhal be very much infected, ſo 2s therefrom a Feayer truly peſtilential ſhal 
ariſe, the beſt kind of preſervative is to change the air,and they that are forced to continue, orto 
converſe in places infeted and among the ſick: have need of many other cautions and they muſt 
often uſe Antidotes, All which are at Jarge ſet down by ſuch Authors as have treated expreſly 
of the Plague, and from thence the reader muſt fetch them ; becauſe my deſign is but briefly ro 
touch ſuch things as are requiſite to the cure of the true peſrilence ; becauſe few Phyſitians of ary 
note dare hazard themſelves in the cure of the true Plague: & contrarily ſeeing both in Fnglaud & 
in France and who! Europe over; al Phyſitians in a manner have imployed themlielves in 
the cure of ſpotted and malignant Feavers; I have choughr ic moſt worth my paines to dire this 
cure to that kind of peſtilential Feaver, which is fmpiie called malignant and the ſpor- 
ed or purple Feaver. Yet ſo that it may ſerve for the cure of the true Plague; ſeeing 2s 
we ſaid at the beginning, the ſame Medicines and the ſame Indications, will ſerve for 
both. 

The Cure therefore of thoſe which are aRualy ſick muſt be direRed unto the Feaver.the putre- 
faction and the malignant qualitie. The Feavers muſt be oppoſed with Coolers and Moi- 
ſteners, the PutrefaQion with Evacuators and Alterers. The malignant qualitic wich Anti- 
dotes. Al which intentions maſt be ſatiſtied by a threefold Medicinal Mcanes afrer the manner 
following. | 
- The = diet muſt be appoinced in this Feaver which was appointed in the continual Feavess. 
Only this one ching muſt be obſerved, that ſharp chings muſt be otrener uſed indrinks and broaths 
as being very fit coreſift purretattion and the. malignanc quality. Allo touching drink this muſt 
be obſerved thac the uſe of wine and ſtrong drink 1s ſoratimes good in this Feaver, becaule they 
and eſpecially wine ace very cordial and contrary tothe malignant quality. Yer many rimes they. 
do much hucc and encreaſe the heat of the Feaver, Wheretore the prudence, of a phyſician, 18 in 
thus cale very neceilary, chat he may contemplate che Nature of che diſeaſe and conftiucion of the. 
patient : for by this meanes he ſhal. know whether the uſe of wine or ſtrong drink be fafe or no 
For if the Feaver be very ſmal, bur the venemous qualicy very intenſe, and the body of the patient 
abound wich flegm,, wine welallaied wich wates may be fately given and to: good purpole. But 
on the other ſide.in an high Feaver and a chollerick conſtitution, to give wine or ſtrong drink 1s 
perpicious. This have learned by a mwlicude; of Experiments and eſpecially in the yeer 
162g. When che Purple Feaver was rife at Montpelier after the City had bin beſeidged. Which 
Feaver. was to malignant, that a chird part ar leaſt of choſe which had ic died, andit differed 
trom'che crue Plague only inthe point ofa Bubo : foraſmuch.as not only whelkes. and Exantbe- 
{mgta,. ed, blewyh and black, butalſoCarbuncles and {wellings behind the eaxes did ofren appear. 
'F or co {uch Sick perſons whole pulſe was not very quick and like the pulſe of a {ound perion, cheil 
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4 onoue moiſt andchey without thirſt, I gave wine with good ſucceſs z and I was enclined to con- 
- me cheutechereot,, by reaſon of the good the patients tound thereby, and becaule by the ule 
11 eu; $1.0 Feaver was not at al augruenced, neicher did ally thuſt or drynes of the congue arc 
thereby. Eutmiuch whote F eaver was mcte ftropg,with chirſt, drynels roughnels or blackneſs 
of Tongue, I wholly focbad wine, and kept chem perpecually tothe ule ot cooking and tart drinkes. 
11ic ths cobe remembred, chat in the fiſt dates of che diteate wine muſt ncver be given, leaſt the 
crude matter be too much agitared, but quly about the ſtate, when the {igns ot maligmty do begin 
-oreand m01e to ſhew themiclves. Howbeic Lacutus Lufitanis in the 93. Obl. Lib. 1. ot his 
worderiul Cures and Cates, relatesthat in a peſtilential Feaver, rhe patient beingextieam thuſty, 
with a dry and black rongue and paſt hope, he gave wie with moſt happy tuccets, fo that the pa- 
cient was cured therewith alone. But here that ſaying of Cornelius Celſus 15to the purpole, Thoſe 
which T;e./on could not, have many times bin cured With Raſhneſs. 

Diec being ordered, the cure mult be begun by blood-letrting, a Clyſter being premiled : for 
bleeding, 15 very conventent, both 10 regard ot che Greatues of the dileate, the hot diſtemper and 
che pu retaction. Bur in detiningthe quantity ot blood which 1s to be taken away, prudence 1s 
nece{{ary, when in regard oft the malignant quality, it does no good bur hurt; tor thereby che 
vital faculcy is exceedingly weakened, and thole which are let blood after being poyloned, are 
haſtnedto their death. Therciore ita malignant and venemous quality be more thanche putre- 
tation, which may eaſily be known by the proper ſigns atoreſard, little blood muſt be raken away 
bu: if putrefaGtion be more conſiderable than the venemous quality, blood muſt be caken ina 

reater quantity. And conſequently, it by reaſon ofa tickly Conſtirurion of Pody' and of putrid 
wnors contained in the veins, the malignant Feaver have bun produce chietly ;blood-lerting 
may lately be repeated, once, twice or thrice, until che Burthen ot vicious humors contaued m the 
reins be diſcharged. And that eſpecially it Inflamation of any of che Eowels be teared, which 
many times happens in malignant Feavers. Now bleeding muſt be uſed berimes and at the beginning 
of the dilcale for if the dileate ſhal have taken 2x. gt ard the malignuty be diffuſed imtorthe whol 
Mais of blood 3 bleeding does not only no good, tit very much weakens Nature; fo ghat very 
many Auchors hold, chat blood muſt not be ler after the (ourth day is paſt. Anduuuly, toralmuch 
asmalignant Feavers do at (everal cunes differ much one tcom another, im regard otrhe difterenc 
degree of Maliguity z when they begin co be rife once, diligent oblervamon muſt be made, what 
good the Patients receive by bloodlecring. For ſome Feavers being of the kind of Synochi, in 
whichchere is great putrefaGtion and licele malignity, are much leflened by Phleboromy. And 
others whoſe Nature conſiſts very near wholly in maligmty do become more pernicious by bloud 
letting. This appeares in the true Peſt, in whichby che experumenc of many approved Authors, 
it 1s afured.chat al which were let blood died. So Wierys relates i an Epidemical Catarrh which wan- 
dred al Europe over inthe yeare 1580. in which al m a manner recovered, to that icarce one of a thou- 
{and died;yer al that were let blood died thereof. Now we muſt diligencly obterve that winch. Ga'en 
hath caughe us inthe 14- Method chap. 10. that inche Cure of Carbuncles it 1s good co take 
blood til che Patient fainc away, that the boiking blood which caules the Carbuncle nay be plentt- 
fully evacuated. Whenas che ſame Galen, Lib. de Curas. per vene, S. Cap. 14. Com- 
wands that in Phlegmonous tumors blood be taken away, cull che Color Change, unlels the Patienc 
be weak, or the Phlepmone malignanc. Whereby is incimaced,, that Galen admirs coprous Mood- 
letring in a ſimpleCarbuncle char is void of malignity bur nog. un a malignant and Peſtilenc one ; 
Which agrees co an hair with che tormer Precept prupounded by. up. . 

As concerning the times and intervalls of blood-letting wherein it is to be werated, this is to be 
nored: thar if the diſeale proceed flowly, che blood-lectings muſt not be. haſtened : for the pa- 
cients ſtrength is coo ſoon weakened ; 1o that it cannot hold oye, til al the morbifick matter be ex- 
pelled. According thereforeas the diſcaic is moved ; ſothe Phyſician ought ſooner or lacer to ler 
the Patience bloud. |; 

And there is a great Controverfie, whether Purple ſpors or wheales appear ; Phlebocomy is ro 
beuled. For ſome account it to be a hamous Crune to let blood when the Exanthemata appear, 
becauſe at that time the humors are moved from the Centre co the Circumference, which motion 
mult be by al meanes furthered ; and by blood-lecting che humors are pur into a clean contrary 
motion, and the blood is drawn from the Cucumference co the Centre, whenas the inner parts being 
empried, it muſt needs be that che blood concamed in che ourward parts, ſhould run inwards again; 
which Galen plainly ceachech in his 9 Deſanit. T#end. Cap. 30. viq.That the Blood whena vein is 
opened, does flow back from che whol bulk . of che body inco the 1ncernal parts. And the ſame 
Galen in his Comment upon the 9 Epidem. Dpes conjecture that Simon. of whom Hippocrates 
lpake haveing broad Puſhes came wut, had no good from his vor, becaule tuch juyces were thereby 
ſo be evacuated, which cock...cheir. Courle ro the Skin. Howbeir, by che more ſound Advice of 

ottors it's concluded,chac the Purple 1puts appearing in chebeginning vt che difeaſe and on thoie 
; dayes 
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the remaining blood. Ando is the motion and expuliion of Nature furthered which ſhe endeavours 
towards the Surface of che body, for ſhe berng eaſed of part of her load wherewith the was oppreiled, 
does more eafily caft off the remainder,and drive the ſame our. Which we doe every where behuld 
in our practice, whiles the very ſame day oftentimes, in whicha vein is opened, yea verily tom. 
times a tew hours afcer, plentiful ſwears, critical and healthy doe break forch. And in cruth, 
though nature were io ftrong thac ſhe could ſufficiently rule al che redundant blood, ſeeing that in 
plerhorick bodies the blood 1s wont to be thick and by cheſe eruptions into the Skm, the thinner parc 
of che bloodonly is evacuated, and che thicker abiding in the vemes does more and more purretie, 
and makes the diſeaſe muchmore Burt I hold che moſt adviied Courſe tobe a little attec 
che Blood-lecting, to fattemmany Cupping glaſſes, that the mocion of the humors co the ourward 
parts, may be hereby chemore aſlifted ; ot the Adminſtration of which cupping-glaſfles, we thal 
{peak by and by. Now it muſt be diligently noced, as we ſaid betore, that we obierve the tune 
which the Exanthemata do begin to appear. For if it be in che beginning of the 
diſeale and before the fourth day, in which cime their breaking forth. cannoc de 
critical, and no help comes to the parienc thereby ; but the {ympromes do rather grow niore vehe- 
mene, mwhich r blood-lerting ought by no meanesto be hindred. Bur it they break torch atter 
the fonucth day and rhat ingreat ity,10 that the ſick party is thereby berrered,and the tymproms 
leflened; it 1s much berteer ro abſtain from blood- lecting, and co fix many Cupping-glafſes wih 
Scarrification, that the motion of rhe Humors out wards may thereby be wel turthered. 

W hat wee have hitherco ſaid of blood-lercring, 1s ro be underſtood of opening a vein in the 
Arm, which does quickly diminiſh the blood. Howbezic ſomcimes, ris very profitable to open che 
inferior veins viz. it che patient be weak, and cannot ſuffer a rexceration of the former phlebocomy. 
Bur this is eſpecially good in women 5 for iis as Bibaſjns fates Lib. 7. Chap. 10. proper co 
women and very efficatious,becauſe ic mnirates the manner ot cher Natural evacuations. Yea verily & 
when chey want cheir courſes that kind of bleeding is proper for women, becaule naturally chey 
have much blood in thefe veines which'are nigh che worab, Alſo it is good for ſuch, in whom we 
fear a tranſlation of che matrer into the brain, which is often wont ro happen in theſe Feavers 
and to cauſe a Phrenfie. Which may be perceived eaſily ( as we {aid m the prognoſtick) by the 
Urins thin, white, and voidof Color; and whetthe Urins are fo, icwil be very to open 
the inferior Veines. Allo Ortþaſnes relates 1n the forectred place that he was taken with a peſtilencial 
Feaver, and having two pound of blood drawn from his interior veines, he recovered : andal that 
uſed che like bleeding, were recovered. 

The opening ofthe Hemorrhoid veines by Horſleeches workes che fame effeft. For ſeei 
this meanesthe blood is drawn our by lirrle and licrle;chere follows liccle abatement of ſtrength. Ye 
is the blood revelled fromthe inmoft bowells, where ts wont tobe the Hear and the Matter which 
foments the diſeaſe. and this is ſpecial good for Melanchollick perſons, becaule in ſuch, Naw is 
wont tuevacuateearthly blood, RING WAates. 

Atcer Suthcient bloodslecring, Revulfions muſt be celebrared by Cupping-glaſles, borh dry and 
with Scarrification. Dry ones,when we wouldonly revel :bur Scarrified ones when the redundancy 
of bloods not wholly taken away by —_— winch the Pacienrs ftrength could no longer 
bear. For, blood is drawn by Cuppi with much leſs expence offtrength and beſides the vene- 
mous ſpirits lurking within, are drawn tuthe Surface of the body. Bur Authors agree not 
rouching the places where Cupping-glafles are co: be' applied : for ſome and elipecialy al Icalian 
Phy litians very neer do hold der ecobe antes cothe interior parts viz. to the chighs and but- 
rocks and no where el(e, that the yenemous matte tnay be drawn from the Heart to the moſt diftanc 
parts: burthat they are not good tobe faſtened to the ſhoulder blades or the Back, becauſe they 
draw hurtful humors from other parts 'towards the Heart. Others are ofa concrary opinion, that 


Cupping-glaſſesare beſt to beapplied to the ſhoulders and back, viz. that poiſonſom tumors and 
vapors may be drawn trom the Centre co the Circumference which motion is moſt ſuitablero rhe 
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motion of nature in this diſeaſe : But Iam of opinion thac Cupping: glafſes ſhould be faſtened 
<0 each and every of the places aforeſaid; andthat is is good to ſet them ficſt upon the lower 
parcs, that {om portion of malignity may be drawn back unto the more remote parts : But be- 
cauſe the Glaſſes fixed in thoſe parts, cannot ſufficiently draw back.the vecemous humors and va- 
pars from the heart and ics neighboring parts;it is good to faſten them likewiſe to ſuch parts as are 
neer the heart viz. To the ſhoulders and back. For by this means the motion of nature is very 
mic farthered, ſeeing that experience doth teach that the eruption of the ſpots is commonly 
in thoſe parts which by frequent hxing of cups is much furthered. Which Mercatas hath moſt 
elegantly delivered in theie words. THowbeit in the mean time, While the Body 1s plied with other 
meticaments, ſme! cupping-glaſſes muſt either many at once, or a few frequently be applyed. Andif 
the venom of th: diſcaſe or the weakneſs of the Patient be much, they may be fixed without any, or 
with very little ſcarrification. In Which kind of uſe and mpon that occaſion, it 1s the beſt courſe 
to ſearrify thoſe which are ſet upon the Back, over againſt the heart which experience hath taught to be of 
ſuch moment that Anxieties (+ Inequalitie of the Pulſe,and other greviow accidents have thereupon 
ceaſed. Wherefore we muſt wt ceaſe applying of them, mwntil the venemons accidents are mitigated or whol- 
ly taken away. 

But the Reaſon urged by thoſe of the former opinion, is of ſmall moment for the fear leſt ill 
humors ſhvuld be drawn from other parts unto the Heart. For this reaſon might peraduenter be 
of tum force : if they ſhould be uſed atthe beginning of the diſeaſe, the who! body being ful 
of humors. Bu: afcer an univerſal evacuation ſuthciently procured by blood-leting they can cauſe 
no ſuch danger ; which is made manifeſt by x clearexample drawn from a pleurite, in whoſe be- 
ginning, if che pained (ide ſhould be cupr, doubtleſs it would bring the Humors more and more to 
the greived part. But when after often blood- letting a cupping-glaſs is t:xed upon the pained fide, 
it doth not only draw nothing from other parts to the place affefted, buc that humor which 
is fixed and wedged into the part is thereby.-powerfully drawn out, ſo that oftcimes the diſeaſe 
is thereby perfectly cured. Alchough in this diſeaſe, there is more danger of drawing 
Humors to the part affeted, becauſe it is in a manner externall and neer the Cupping- 

laſs 
' Zacurus Lyuſuanus in Obſerv. 13. Lib. 5. Praxeos admirande doth very much commend cups 
with ſcarrification, faſtened neer che groins and armpits, for by ſuch cuppingglaſſes ſo fixed the 
vitious humor is drawn to the ignoble parts and ro thoſe common EmunRories, unto which 
nature is wont to expel the ſame. 

Among revullive remedies, Fritions may» very will be reckoned, being often exerciſed up- 
on the extream parts of the Body with a courſ cloth. But chart FriRtion is moſt commend- 
ed. which is made upon the whol Body with the Liniment of Aetius, which is chus com- 

unded. 1 
" Tak oyl of ſweet Almonds and fountain water of each three ounces : Sal nitre two drams. 
Boil them cogether til the water be conſumed, and with this Oyl warmed, let the patients body 
be rubbed al over wich the hands ng CPs therein. Aetivs doth preſcribe Oyl of Savin, but 
becauſe itis too hot. Oyl of ſweet Almonds was by Baptif« ontanrs, hitly ſubſtituted in its 
place. This oyntment doth epen the pores of the Skin, chat nature may more fitly expel the 

- venemous vapors thereby. | : 

Veſicatorics do likewiſe powerfully draw our evil and venemous juyces and ſerve for revulfion 
being applied in divers parts of the body : Commonly they are applyed to the hinder part of the 
neck; for they do both draw out the matter, and drive it from the head, and ſerve well to cure 
ſuch leepic ſymproms as are uſua) in theſe diſeaſes. But where great malignity doth poſſes che 
whol Body aod grevious ſymptoms affli&rhe patients, one veficatory will not ſuffice but more 
muſt be laid on: I am wonc when the diſeaſe is very violent to lay them on in five places 
viz. The Neck, both the Arms on the inſide between che bending of the Arm and the 
ougker, and to both the Thighs, in the ſpace between che Groyn and the Knee, with happy 
ucceſs. 

The great profit of this Remedy we may learn from Galex, who in Lib 5. Method. Cap. 
12+ relates, that of a peſtilential Feaver al recovered, who happened to have exulcerations 
in divers parts of their Bodyes ; becauſe the morbifick matter was evacuated by thoſe ulcers. And 
becauſe the nſe of theſe Veſicatories do often caus the Strangury ( for the Canthari- 
des do by a peculiar properue affet the Bladder ) it wil be good when they are ap- 
plied, ro give the Patient emulſion. that may temper the acrimony of the urine. This 
ſymprome may likewiſe be prevented by mingling the poudered Seeds of Ameos with the 
arcane plaiſter, which ſeeds have the facully-to keep the Cantharides from hurting the 
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Amongſt Revullive Medicines may likewiſe be muſtered, the Cacaplaſm of Radiſhes commenged 
byCrato: The Radith (fates he) becauleit powerfully drawes the malignity of macter it is good 10 
apply che grols pouder or icrapings chereot co the feer, having firſt clented chem with ſalt and vine. 
ger. And che following Cataplaim may be berter tor the fame purpole.

Toth's Cataplaſm may profitably be added leaves of Rue, Nettle, Sage, Scordium, Pidgeons 
dung, juice of Rue and V inzgar. hs . 

A Cataplaim of Snails beaten hath th2 Ike Efncacy,and owertully drawes unto the nether parts 
hurctul humors and vapors, as Galen highly commends che fame, tor puwer.ully attracting and 
difſcuſlwg che waters of _— Perſons. 

Theſ2revulfory Remedies have place during the whol Courſe of the diſeaſe after univerſal eva- 
cuations viz. Phlebotomy and Purgarion : of the uſe whereof we are now to 1peak, that fo we 
may pals from Chyrurgery co Pharmaceurick Remedies. 

Now it 1s much concroverted among Practitioners, whether we ought co purge in the beginning 
of malignant Feavers. Many reject purging at that tumme , not only becauſe of that wel known pre- 
cept of Hippocrates, that Concotted humors are to be purged, but crude humois not : bur alto 
becaulie in chis diſeate the malignant humors are roo mach exaſperated by purgations, and diffuſe 
their malignauic qualicy the more abroad, and by ſharpely provokirg ot Nacute, they produce 
pernicious thux. s wheras otherwiſe of themſelves in chefe Feavers, melting fluxes. do often ariſe 
and bring the patients to chew long home. Bur otherscontend, chat fomerimes there is ſuch plen- 
ry of eviſand venemous humors 1n che firſt paflages, chat unleis chey be firſt removed by purging, 
or very much tefſened, they infect che reſt of the humors, to that Nature cannoc maſter them, 
ever affifted by antidoces and corroborating medicaments. 

Weconcewe this Controverlie may be thus compoſed; viz. that in the beginning of thisdiſeaſe we 
muſt abſtain trom purgations for che reaions tore alleaged ; ard chat the fink of pucrid humors 
which hes in che tirtt paſſages (which the truch 1s do very mucl hinder the Cure ) bedrawn away 
rather by frequent Clyfters, chan purging Med;caments. Howbeir, if their be ſo great a quantity 
of il humors inthe firlt Region, that ir teemes impolible futhciently coevacuare the tame by Clyſters 
( which chiefly happens, when evil huunors abound 1n the ſtomach, and then there us great loathing 
of meate, biccerneis in the mouth, ſtowach ſicknets and vomiting ) or when there are many 
it ws very good m ſucha Caie ro draw away the macter by a purging medicament that the morbifick 
matter contamed m che veines, may atterward bee the more eafily ſubdued. W hich matree ir is 
thac cannor be purged betore concoCtion, and ofthat muſt the ſaying of Hippocrates be underſtood, 
that onely concodt.d humors muft be purged. Bur the matter contained unthe firſt region and thar 
maſs of excxemencs may be drawn away without any, preparation ur concoction premiſed, and s 
ordinarily purged out only by Clytiters, as we tarxd betore. Now thoie Medicaments which we 
give to purge the tirſt Region, muſt be choſen trom amongſt rhe moſt begigne aud gencle purgatiens, 
avoiding the moſt vehemenx, yea and the muddle ſorttoo, fo that we may ſafely ue Caflia, Manna, 
Tamaruds, tyrup of Roles, and Cichory compound, And ic is Scarce lawtul co ariſe ro Sennaand . 
Rhubarb, or ac leaſt comix chem wuh che ochers ina ſmal quamtcy, when a great abundance of 
evil humors do aftlict the parieuc. The former of theſe Nedicaments were propounded un our 
cure of concumual purrid Feavers, and how we ſhould purge w the beginning of chem. 

bur Clyſters areco be uled, nor only un the beginning of che dulcale, to tree thefirſt region from 
exccements ; bur they are to be given nche whol Courfe of the Dyſeale, itche patient benot loalsy 
bellicd, and char every or every caber day. For by thoſe the daily excremencs are brought oug, 
and (ome portion of the Morbifick marrec 13 alto by luccle anditele drawnaway, Likewiſe the humors 
mounting upwards, are brought downto the places more ſuitable to the intenc of Nature. Now 
theie Clyiters muſt be compoled of an emollienc and retrigerating decuction, adding gencle laxa- 
rives ; tor ſharpe ones aud icammoniated, do over much wricate nature to excretion and ofcen pro- 
duce pernicious tluxes, | 

And rhe truth is tis beſt in the vigor of the diſeaſe to pur no purgers into the Cliſters, leaſt a 
Looſenels be cauied which zs very incident to this diſeaſe, fothat they areracher co be of the nature 
of ai internal fomentartion, then of a laxative Medicine. 

Bur itn che Courſe of che diſeaſe the belly ſeem robe looſe : we muſt not cherefore abſtain from 
Clyſters, bus we muſt uſe fuch as do na dreery and refrigerate, and in Juleps we muſt 
diiſolve ſyrup of Poregranaces with pouder of Corral pr 

While the torclaid Medicines are uſing, weemuſt endeavor co corret the Feaveryh Hear, Pu- 
crefaciun and inulignanc quality, with theſe following Medicaments. Fay 
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— And firſt of al the altering Juleps which were propounded in the Cure of continual putrid Feavers 
FM - very convernen:, otthe decottmwncheitly of che Rootes of Sorrel, Cichory, Gras, Buglofs, 
Shupe-pointed Dock z the leaves of Endive,Cichocy, Sorrel, Punpernel, Maiden-hair and Tama- 
rinds. Ghecunco muſt be added tuch things as by a Specilick property do tight againſt che venemous 
quality, commonly called Ale xipharmaca or Antidotes, asrootes of Ciaktoyl, Tormentil, white 
Thiſtle ; leaves of Scordrum, Carduus, Scabrous, Scorzonera, Meddow-tweertz Flowers of Mary = 
golds, Vetorica ribra ;, buts of Lemmons oc Citrons and their feeds; Skinns of odoriterous apples, 
Shavinys of Harcs-horn &c. with the Syrups of Lemmons, Pomgranars, V wegar, ofthe juyce #t 
Sarrel &c. and we muſt trequencly mix care chings wich chem tuch as juyceof Cicrons, 
or of Lemmons, Spiric of ſulphur or of vatiol: tor chey do mightily reſiſt the pucretaCtion 
and che yenemous quality. 

Touching the Pome-Curon Atben«ws reports, that once in Egypt certain condemned men were 
expoled co death by biting of beaſts, and chey were butten indeed by the Alpes, but had no harm 
thereby : becaute as they were led roexecurtion, a Woman out of Pity gave them ſome Pome-Ci- 
cons co refreſh chem & quench their chicft : which having eaten , they received no hurc by che bit 
of choſe venemous Beafts. Now al parts of the Pome-Cicron have an antidocary quality 3 nd 
cherefore ic is proficably cur in pieces rind and al, and boiled wich Rooctes agd Herbs afoxeſaid ro 
make juleps 3 and it 15 ikewiſe cogood purpole ſteeped in imal drink which che patience ordinarily 
ues, unto which it gives a tragranc {mel from its rind aud a rartnes trom its pulp : howber che juice 
only hath a cooling taculcy. 

The acid {puriuts of ſulphur and virriol are highly extolled eſpecially by Chymiſt, and their rare

And chart 1 may appear how haghly the Chymiſt eſteems of them 
ler it {ufhce rocire the words of Mindererys alonein his 18 Book De T'eſtilentta, where creating ot 
ſpicic of viterioland ſulphur, and of other Medicamencs made of tulphur : There 2s C he fates) no 
putrefatt ion whoſe neckthey break, nt; no infettion robich they do not overc ome , no pravity of 
Humors but they can conquer. Verily (todealcleacly ) if I ſhould be for b:dden or bindered from 
the wſe of vitriolated medicaments, I ſboxld never come to cure tbe Plague, or alwaies votthout 
my weapons. 

Tothe (ame Juleps may ſomrumes be added Sal m_ becauſe ic porverfully cooles, and exrin- 
euithes che Feaverith heat ; and it hath beſides a Kind of diaphorerick faculky, by means whereof 
ic 15 excellencly ficred tor malignant Feavers. 

In place of Iuleps for che more delicate fort of Patiencs, may be ſubfticured ſomtumes medicated 
Eroaths, made with the Leaves of Borrage, forrel, Punpernel, an4 other hearbs that are not offen- 
live tothe palate, with Skinns of fragranc apples,wich che pulp and juyce of Cacrons and a chick; and 
tochem ſal prunella may tomcunes be a tor co cool more effectually. 

Alſo Emullions may be made of ſweet Almonds, and the greater cool Seeds, with the Decoctions of 
the Juleps. And for the greater quelling of che venemous Quality, to the aforelaid Seeds may be 
added Seeds of Cicrans, ot Navew or Turnep, and of Carduus Benediftus. And to commend che 
taſt, che atorefaid Syrups may be mingled cherewich. 

Now in the whol Courteof che Dijeaie, Antidores muſt be uſed, nor only mingled in Juleps, Brochs 
and Emuliions, as was taid before, and fhal be further declared : Buc allo contrived 3nto other 
forms. And becaule alare nor co be uſed differently, nor ar all times ofthe Diſeaſe yz chac theis 
right Uſe may be wel diftinguithed,chey muſt be {orted into four Tribes. The firſt canteuns thoſe, 
which beiides rhe Specucal Qualuy by which they reliſt paylon, are cold and dry and moderatly a» 
ſtringenc; and contequently chey hinder pucretaQtion, che Heart, bridle the Venom , 
that wx cannot be io ealily tpred inco the whol , and binder che diffolution of the par's 
thereof by a kind or comprethon ;, as Bol--Armomack, Terra Sigillaca, Coral, Cinkfoyl Roors, and 

Roocs of i ormencil. The {econd I ribe contains fuch as by their coldneſs and the temutty of their 
tbltance do retitt pucretattion, and reſtrain the venemaus Qualicy ; as Juyce of Lemmons, Spr 
ric of Sulphur and ot Virriolas al acid chings and Vinegar it felt. The chicxd comprehends hog Di- 
phorerick medicaments, which expel venemous Humors and Vapors from the Heart, and bring them 
trom che Cencre coche Circumference z as Angellica, Zedoary, Dictamnus, Meddow=tweer, Scordi- 
um, Cards, Scabious, Treacle,Mithridate, Treacle water. The fourch contains fuchas by a Spe- 
cilical ve:rue, withour any exceſs of the firſt Qualities, do oppugn the venemous Quality 3 as 
Bezoar ſtouc, Harts-horn, Unicorns-Horn, Troches of Vipers, and1uch like. 

The Medicines of the Firft, Second, and Fourth Tribe, do beſt agree in che beginning and the 
Augmenc , and thole of che Third Tribe m the ftate and Declinatwn. Now theſe medieamency 
mutt be exceedingly varied, and diverfly mixed, according to the different degree of maltgmicy or 
purretaCtion 3 according rahe various Inrencion or Remiſſion of the Feaver ; and accordingto 
the divers cemperaments, Sex and Age ofthe Pagient 3 and according to other Circumſtances: the 
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derermination whereot depends wholly upon che pon__s and Prudence of the Phyſician, and can. 
nor be dztermined by any certatn Rules. Only onething I ſhall advice you of, which 15 very well 
known,v1z. That when there 1s a vehemenc burning of che F eaver,we mult chictly uſeRetrigerating & 
cooling chings 3 but the hor and Diaphoretick muſt not be medled with 3 which notwithſtandirg wil 
be very proper, whep the Feaver is more remils, and the malignant Quality is that which mott of- 
feads. Otchele Tribes therefore, divers medicaments may be Compounded,according to the juds- 
ment of che Phyſician Bur leaſt yong PraCticioners ſhould be wholly deſticuce of ſome torms,1 ſhal ad 
a few,in umication whereof,they may deviſe a thouland others,as the occa(1on of prattiſe ſhal require. 

Take Roots of Sorrel, Bugloſs and Tormentil of each one ounce. Leaves of Endive, Cichory, 
Sorrel, Pimpernel, of each one handful. Tamarinds one ounce. Boll al to a pint. In the 
{trained Liquor diſolveſyrups of Pomegranats and Lemmons of eac! an ounce and half. Malg; 
of al a Fulep to be taken at thrice :adding to every doſe a dram of Confeiiion of Hyacintbs beqoar- 
tone ſix gramer. 
| Th form of a Julep, may do wel in the beginning of the Feaver. Bur if the Feaver be very high 
and the Patienc ot a Chollecick conſtitution, a dram of Sal Prunella may be added to every doſe, or 
as Much tpiric of vitriol or fulphur, as may ſutfice tro mak? 1c nioderatly tart, or both of them to- 
gether. Burt in a Feaver not very high may be addedto the decoction, Rootes of che white-Thiſtle 
and of Cinktoyl, Leaves of Scordium and Scabious. 

Tal ſweet Almonds blanched one ounce : Seeds of Melones,Gourds, Navew, Citrons and Car- 
duns of each trvo drams : Beat them together in a Marblemorter, pouring on by little andlittle 4 
pint and half of the aforeſaid Decot#ion;Syrup of Lemmon three ounces ; Sal prunelle three dramy. 
'Makg an Emelſion for three Doſes, to be taken twice or thrice in a day. 

In che whol courie of che Diſeaſe, let the Patients uic in ther Ecoaths the Confection of Hya- 
ctiths, or the following poader, which not unpleaſanc. 

Take of prepared Coral, Pearls prepared, ſhavings of Ivory Harts-horn, and Bexoar, of eacl 
one ſeruple. Mix them.*Make of all a pouder, of which,give balf a ſcruple in every meſs of Broath. 
The Innovacors of this Age, who endeavor to banuth Gemms, Pearls, Coral, ard al Cordial thi 
from the ule of Phylick ; and cure all Feavers, even thoſe that are malignant, with Blood-letting 
and meer refrigerating Apozemes may be convinced wich this one Experiment, at leaſt couching 
Coral and Pearls: which being poudred, it rhey be infuſed in Vinegar, Juyce of Lemmons, Spi- 
rivof Vuriol, . or Aquafeortss; they rake away all che Acrumony of thoſe Liquors. W hence 
we may gather, that che tame Medicaments taken into our OI tweeten and molifie the acrimo- 
ny and malignant qualiry of humors and reduce them co a moderation. which have taſted 
che ſolutions of Pearles and Corals, made tn juyce of Lemmons or diftilled Vineger, do know che 

cruth hereof very wel. 

Where the malignant and venemous quality is very rife Alexipbarmaca or Poiſon-quellers, are 
bo be eres Juleps, broths the ordinary drink of the Pattencs, and inal they cake in, that by a pe:- 
petusl andincellanc Conflict, the troublfom Enemy may be oppoled. 

Bezoar ſtone s given aloneco the quantity of five or (ix graines, with water of Mead-{weet, Scor- 
zonera, Carduus, or ſuch like not only to oppoſe the malignant quality, bur alſo ro help che Dia- 
phoretickimotion; tor this ſane 15 reputed for a ſweating Medicamenc, which norwuhſtandiny 
many approved Authors doubc of, becauſe they could never ſee any ſenſible effect, by the giving 
thereof.' ' Andrruly ( co {peak our my mind.) there can no great Conijidence be put in this ſtone; 
becauſealthough we may allow to chercue and genuine bezoar ſtone, thoſe faculcies which are here- 
unto aſcribed ; as becauſe the great pricechereof Cauſes that many Traders cakea world of paines 
ro ſophiſtcacethe ſame, we can nowa dayes hardly La any but counterfeic. A clear teſtimony 
whereof is; char che writers of the Indian Hiſtories, doaverchat Bezoar ftene 15 very fcarce and of 
great price among the Indians theraſelves ; 'when we have ny of them and cheap enough. | 

More ctedit ſhould of right be given to that fame Rooc, which the Spaniards have in this A | 
Ours _— out of Italy ; 1which they cal Contra yerva which ſignutes the Potion-pelcing or 
ridocary Heib, becautethe pouder thereof is a preſent remedy againſt poiſons, and drives them 
our of thebody by {weac, or inſenſible:cranſpiration. And they Conceive that Plant co be the 
Commonordwary tood, of Thoſe beafts in which the Bezoar ſtone is found, and chat che ſtone 
hath ics verrue primarily fromthence. A ſcrupleor | half a dram of this Root poudered may be 
given in Carduus maccer, or other medicaments.

Tpondenn may likewiſe be made of the fragments of pretious ſtones whoſe vertues many deride & 
others as much «dmire,(o char from rhe timesof the Arabian Phyſirians co our days many compoti- 
tions are prepared of them in the ſhops,21 Eleltnarinm de Gotom 5 Confeltio de Hyacintbo. But in 
peſtilential and venemous diſeaſes many have excolled the gren vertn of rhe Smaragd,amongſt the 
reſt Avenzrar, Mindererms, atid Zacinns Luſicants. Avtuzonr 2 Teiffv. traft.1.” Cap. 5. That 
himſelf being poytoned, was thereby cared, Afindererw? Lib. de Prfbilemia Cap, 15, Relates 
that to awoman in a Peſtilential Feavet who abhorted a} Phyfick, he gave the fotlowing Pouder 
which ſhe might eaſily ſwallow haveing tieither caſt nor ſel; which when ſhee had taken 
che conbuſtions of cruel ſyraptomes being allaied, and the diſcaſe curning to health, ſhe was 
cured, 

Take of the Smaragd ſtone prepared, Eaſt-india Bezoar of each fit grains : Hyaciath prepared 
three graines, mix them. Make of all a powder for one Doſe. 

And Zacntry Luſirann, relies that a Portugal Gemferman, haveig through poyſon fallen 
fnto a looſaeſs and a Conſumprion, from which no abſterſives, #ſtringents or Antidotes could free 
him ; he was cured only by che Smaragd, the pouder whereof to the quantity of twelve graines 
he cooke every other dxy tnconferve of quinces, and when he had taken it five times he was 
cured of his Loofneſs. 

The Phyfitians of Afountpelier, doe ule in this Feaver 2s 2 moſt profiteble Antidote, no 
ways heating ; the Troches of Vipers, which are uſually prepared as an ingredient into An- 
dromachus Treacle, which they give from ene ſcruple to half a dram in cordial warers or Ju- 
leps. 
Yet the fleſh of vipers were better being dried, which hath no venemovs quality ( as people 
imagine ) bur is rather a potent Antidote ; which ismuch abated by boikng ; for it is boiled in wa- 
ter to make the troches, So that we ſee grexter effets wrought only by che_heart and Liver of vi- 
pers, being dryed, without any other preparation 

The Alexipharmick Medicaments of the third Tribe viz. The Diaphoreticks and ſweaters 
muſt be given only in the ſtate or declination of the diſeaſe, as was ſard before. which is to be 
underſtood, when they are given ina feaver ſimply malignant or ſpotted : for in the true Pla 
they muſt be uſed at the very beginning, that the venemons quaktie which would quickly kill the 
Patient may be ſuddenly and porently oppoſed, and the malignant vapors difcoufled. Yea ve- 
rily and in fimple malignant Feavers , if the venemons qualiry feem ro be greater chan the pu- 
trefation they are likewiſe to be given ar the beginning in ſtall quantity ; making choyce of 
= 1 are leaſt hor, mixing them with Juleps and other cooling medicines formerly pre- 
ended. 

Now oftheſe Diaphoretick medicaments there are' divers degrees, for ſom are more hor, 2s 
Angelica, Zedoary, DiAamnum, Treacle, Michridate, Freakte water ; which are never to be giv- 
en when the heat of the Feaver is at the higheſt, bur onty when the ſame is much abated, and 
when the ſigns of malignity do vety much prevail. Bar others are leſs hor, av Seabious, Carduus 
Mead- ſweer, Scordium, which may ſafely be given, chovgh the Feavyer be in it's height. 
And theſe diſtinRions are carefully to be obſerved in praftice. and as for the formes of 
liar medicaments,- every Phylitian can vary them, according to the differetit degree of the 
ron Heat and of the Malignitie. But 1 ſhatl here diſcribe fach as are moſt effeftu- 

Take water of Mead-ſweet and Carduus of exch two ounces: juire of Letimons one onnee : old 
Treakle halfa dram, two ſcruples or one dram, according as the fear vf heating the Parient 

more or leſs. Mix alinto a potion. give it warm and cover the patient formwhat more than or- 

inary. if there be great vehemency of ſymptoms, new Treakle wil be more convenient, be- 
cauſe of the vigor of the Opium by means of which the vebemency of the ſyrproms will be allaied, 
and the boyling of the Humors wil be reſtrained : yer and ſomtimes when it ſeems unconvenient to 
uſe Treakle as inthe beginning of the diſeaſe eſpecially, Laudannm Opiarnm given to two grains 8 
wingled with Antidotes, do much good. For by the Narcotick and congealing power thereof 
thoſe fervent Spirits ſo vexatious to the Heart, are as it were fixed ; aod the mordifick matrer 
( which is moſt pernicious while it is in motion ) is thereby ſtopped and remains 
ina" manner unmoveable, whence it comes to paſs, that Nature not being provoked by the 


malignant humors and ſpirits, j fily apply unto her felf che 
— Pirits, recolleRipg her ſtrength, doth more eaſily apply 
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Aqua theriacalis ſeems fit to be preferred before Treacle it ſelt. For feeing it is exceeding thin and 
{piritous, 4r doth more ealily and tuddenly peirce mntoand pals through the whol body and Caute 
iwear. And becaule thereare many deſcriptions of Treacle water, thew dole ought to differ accord- 
11g as they are compounded of Simples more or leſs healing. Iſhal inthis place propound the chief, 

And tirſt of al, the Treacle water of Bauderon is moſt exceJlent, becauic ic is exceeding temperace. 
For there goes no other Liquor thereintochan V ineger and Juyce of Lemmons, by which the hoc 
ingredicars are very much rempered, and therefore ic may be gwen from half an ounce toan ounce in 
Sudorahde decottions or waters. Andakhough chus is lefs heating than any of the telt preſcribed 
by diversother Authors ; yet have I invented another, ealily made, which is more coaling, and dees 
10 leſs oppoſe the Feaver than the malignane quality, and may conſequently be uſed in the whol 
crairſe of the diſeaſe, at any period thereof. Irs compolition 1s as followerh. 

Take twelve freſh and juycie Lemmons. Take away the bark or rind and the ſeeds and preſe 
out the Fuyce,and ad tbereunto the ſaid rindes and ſeeds and three pints of juyce of Scordium, juyce 
of ſorrel, of Goates Rue ;, of ſcabious, and Carduus, of each one pint. Shavings of Hart:- 
Horn four Ounces. : Old Venice Treacle ſix ounces, Let 1he rinds of the Lemmons be cutt into 
thin chips, let the ſeeds be beaten, andſuch berbs as bave little neyce, let them in tbe beating be 
moiſtened with the juice of Lemmons and let al be diftilled in balneo*Marie. Of the water give one 
ounce by it ſelf or mixed witb other Liquors. 

The hocrex {ort of Treacle waters are made with white Wine or with {: piric of wine 5 which muſt 
be warily given and in leſler quanciry 3 . yet they pierc more than the other and move {weat, and are 
cheifly uled in the true Peſtilence. Howbeit in tome Caſes chey may by the prudent Phyſician be 
uſed. che many Deſcriptions of ſuch Treacle waters, I wil p in this place, two of 
the moſt excellenc, | 

Take roots of Angelica, Whiute-Thiſtle, Gentian, Tormentil, Zedoary, Harts-Horn, of 
each one ounce. of the three ſanders, of each half an ounce. Treacle three ounces, Camphire a 
ſcruple. beat al and ſteep them three daies together in two Pints of ſtrong white-wine, in a warm 
place. Then diſtil Them in BalneoMariz,and keep the water for uſe the doſe rs, from two drams to balf 
an ounce,inrefrigerating rag. prove Irit of vitriolto corret the Influmasion thereof. 

Take Spirit of Wine very wel retiified one pint and an balf. old Treacle eight ounces. let 
Mirrk four ounces. Oriental Saffron one ounce. C amphire balf an ounce. Infuſe al for twenty 
4 mo in Balneo Mariz. afterward ſtil them in theſame Bath ; and you ſhal bave a wery 
e Mai water. 

The Chymiſts do exceedingly cry up their Beqoardica Mineralia,becauſe they are Sudorofick or 
Diaphorerick at leaſt and yer do not at al heat : which chey endeavor to prove by their having no 
taſte, in which regard they are caſily caken even by che moſt nice Pacients, chat loath unpleaſanc 
medicaments. y alſo commend their Medicine which is called by chem Mixtura Simplex oc 
Mixnera Spiritalis, made of Treacle Water Camphorated, fſpiric of Vurrioland of Tartar : and 
they mingle a dcam hereof in Julepsand ancidotary Potions. 

Phylitian chat undertakes the Cure of malignant Feavers ought co have divers Antidotes ina rea- 
dynes, and to change them ever andanon, leafſt nature be coo much accuſtomed to oneandthe 
ſame,and {lighc the virtue thereof. . Alſo the nature of che venemous qualicy is not alwayes one and 
the tame bur very divers according to the diverſity of the patients bodies. Sothat what hath helper 
one, wildo another no good; ſorhar when he hath for ſome time uted one antidote, he muſt cry 

Whyle the forelaid diaphoretidks are uſing, if we havea Mind ac any timeto help their Operation, 
that they may more powerfully bring our the poiſon into the ſurtace of the Body, ſome external 
helpes may be uſed : viz. Cupping-glaſſes, both dry and with {carification, many and often ſet on 

Velicatories, of which we {| »which are moſt convenienr in the ſtate of the dileale and 
at what time Sudorofick Medicinesare given ; as alſo Oyl of Scorpions of Macthiolus,which is much 
commended by al Practirianers ;, for it calls forth the poyſon reſiding in the profound parrs of the 
body unto the external parts, And therefore che Emunctories of the body, as che Groines and Arm* 
pits, ; with the Pulles ofthe Templs, Hands and Feer, ought frequently ro be anointed with this 
oyl warm ;z viz. thrice or four times ina day, or elſe every third hour. Where this Oyl is nor 
to be had,a Liniment may be made of Treacle diſſolved in Juyce of Lemmons adding = lictle ſaffron 
and Camphue.

And mn this Caſe alio Confettio Alkermerand de Hyacintho are wone to be put into alexiphar- 
mical Potions. Or m excream dejetion of fſireugch, Poczons merely cordial may be thus 
made. 
Take Orenge-floraer water and Roſeveater of each on? ounce and an half. Confettio Alkermes 
one dram. Syrup of Apples one ounce. Fuyce of Lemmons three drams. Makg all into a 
potion. If the Feaver be not intenſe Cinnamon water may be given to the quantity of one dram or 
three drams. and ſometimes Amber Grieſe maybe added,to the quantity of five Granes or Seven. 
Neither in extream Weakynes of the Patients muſt we jo much fear thoſe bot cordials, that we 
ſhould refuſe to ſave the patient from preſent death, for fear of augmenting the Heat of the Fearer 
for we muſt alvoaies regard that which is moſt preſſing, and when the patient bath a little recovered 
ſtrength if the bot cordials bave made ſome increaſe of Heat, it may afterward be tempered by potent 
coolers, as Sal Prunella, and Spirit of vitriol, mixed in juleps and ordinary Drink, This 
Method being obſerved by the diſcreet Phyſitian, in his adminiſtration both of Strengtheners and of 
bot Antidotes and ſvoeaters ; wil prove happily Succeſsful. | 

Afrer cheſe things, muſt tollow the Application of Ep:chems and Lweing Creatures to the Region 
ofthe Heart z fomentation of the Genicalls with Contettio Alkermes dillulved in Wine ; Bags co 
de laied upon the ſtomach, andather boch internal and excernal Medicaments, largly by me deſcribed 
in my Chapter of Weaknes or Decay of ſtrength. 

As for Epithems, there s Caution to be uſedin their application, Becaule very many Authors 
do wholly rezeCt che ule of them z becauſe they ace wont to be compounded of retrigerating and 
tepellingthings z viz. of the waters of cooling herbs and Vinegar, by which che venemous quality 

bearen back to the heart, and che cranſpiration chereof, which ought alwaies co be promoced, is 
hindered. But chtis reaſon cannot hinder the uſe of Epichemes, tfecing we may compound chem of 
cordial and diaphoretick watersthat have repelling no or aſtcingent qualicy in them, and withour

« Relapie, orac leaft che Pacienc wil be lonp in Recovering prtectehealch. Becaule though nature; 
be fic ngenough co maſter che reliques ofthe Morbitick matcer yer can the not do it bur ina longtime 
andin the mean ipace che body long in recovering is former ſtrengrh. 

For the pertect Compl eating of this Cure, it remaines onely that we ſpeak ſomething of the 
Correttwon of fuch ftympromes as happen in this dileale. Now their cure 18 very near the lame 
which hath by: propounded in che (econd lection of this T rearile Chap. 2. where we delivered the 
Cure of tuch tympromes as atrend putrid Feavers. Andthe ſymptoms ot this Feaver are the ſame 
in a manner withchote of purrid Feavers, the difference being only in degrees of more or leis; and 
cherefare che lame Remedies wil luce with both. Howbeit'] thal here ſer down ſuch things as have 
bin frequently tried in the ramingof tuch ſympromes as atrend malignant and Peſtilential Feavers, 
aud which bave proved moſt tucceſstul. And wee thal withal declare the Cure of ſuch ditcaies as 
do Supervene upon thele Feavers. 

And tirft of al, In Paines ofche Head, Want of ſleep, -and Raving, at the oeginning Revellers 
of al torts mult be uted, as opening of the inferior veins and of the Hxmorrhoids ; emollienc C 
ſters, frr&t ions of the necher parcs, Cupping-plalles, firſt 1et upon the Calves of the Legs, afrer- 
wards upon che Bick and thoulders, both dry and with icaritication; and Velicacories, which ina 
fimple Delirium oc Dorage ariiing tron a Chollerick matcer, muft be applied ro the Arimes and 
thighes. Bur if with the Raving there be zoyned a dulines and fleepynes, a Velicatory muft be 
appljxed altors che Neck ; and chen Kepellers muſt beapplied unco the Forehead and Oxyrrhodiner; 
of which ic is tobe noted,that they are not ſo good innialignant as 1n meer purtrid Feavers;becaule the 
venemous vepors muſt by al meanes be expelied, and at no hand be kept within che body. And there- 
fore ficſt gentle repellers muſt be applied, and it che vehemence of che toreiaid 1ympromes ſhal com- 
pel us co fly roche ſtronger, we muſt nor uſe chem long together. 

Among Repellers of the gentler fort is reckoned that comman trontal of the flowers of water Lilly 
Violers and Roles, che greater cool feeds and Chermes bercies,bedewed wahche Vapour of vineger, 
Andif chac wil not ſufhce, ler chas following be laid on. 

Take Ungnentum —_—_ one once, Conſerve of Roſes and violets of each balf an ounce.0y, 
of Roſes ſix ounces.

Take freſh butter roaſhed in Roſe-water, two ounces : Sal prunelle balf a dram. Mix them, 
and keep the mixture in cold Water. Grve the quantity of anHaſtzfer or bean, oftent;mes m a day, 
and let the Patients bold it as long in their Months, as they can poſſubly, It zs a fign that the Cure 
voes woel j, orward, if the black Sootineſs go avwoay, and the dry chopped Tongue begin to grow 
moiſt, and peelings come away from the Tongue, as if it were fla1d, ſo that the ſick Party does 
cough up the peelings of their Throats. But then their palate is pained, and that wery thin Skin 
wherevith it is covered, can hardly bear any thing inregard of its tenderneſs, but 1ts offended with 
every light tartnefl, and the leaft Acrimony imagmable, becauſe the former Inflamation baving 
leſt it in divers parts Flaid, it muſt be covered with new Skm; and ſs it requires to be perfefly 
cooled and bealed. To this purpoſe the following Gelly wil be moſt convenient. 

Take Seeds of Flea-bane and Quincer, of each one dram and an half : Gum Tragacanth one 
dra a. With Water of Roſes draw ont a hquid Murcilage, rhereunto ad the like quantity of 
Syrup of Viol-tr. 'Make it 1n manner of 4 &elly 4 of wohich let the Patients take often ma Spoon 
and hold it long in their *Mouth. | ; 

Warm Milk dos mitigace the pain Cauſed by Gargariſmes, tempers the Inflamazion, moiſtens che 
Tongue and Throat, andatrracts the Venom to it. 

Theſe following Pills may conveniently be uſed. 

Take Seeds of Cxcumbers picked and bruiſed, one ounce : Ihite of an Egg as much as ſhall ſuf- 
fice. Make Pills, wbich tet the Patients often hold in their mouths. Qr, 

Tale Seeds of Gourds and Melones clenſed, and of white Poppy, of each on? dram. Liquoris and 
Gum Tragaganth of each one dram and an half. Beat all to pouder, and with the Mucilage of 
uince Seeds drawn with Ro(e-water, make Pills to be beld mm the mouth. 

And becaule this Inflamation, Dryneſs, and Blackneſs of che Tongue, proceeds from the buru- 
ingthac is within. Juleps very Refrigerating are good ro cool the fare ; unto which may be ad- 
ded, Sal prunellz, and Spiric of Vuriol. Allo they may be mingled with che Patiencs ordinary 
drunk. 

The Cuce of extremity of Thirſt was ſufficiently propounded in the aforeſaid place. Bur in a 

gnanc Feaver, ic will be happily excinguiſhed, with cheſt rwo Medicines newly commended, 
viz. with Sal Prunellz, and Spiric of Vuriol, taken in Juleps, and in the ordinary drink ofthe Pa- 
tient, 

Wane of Appetite, Scomach-fickneſs, Vomiting, and Hiccuping, muſt be cured according to 
the Mechod delivered in the aforetaid Chaprer. Yet we ſhall ad one thing rouching vomiting ; that 
x doth Lomtumes {o vex choſe that have malignant Feavers, that they preſently vomit what ever they 
take, andchough they have Thirſt, with Dryneſs and Blacknels of Tongue ; yer can they bear no 
kind of Liquor or drink : bur vornit all cheir Juleps, Emuliions, Priſans, and their ſmal Beer pre- 
{encly after chey have drunk them. Thais moſt grievous Symptom s ſuddenly cured, as it waeby a 
miracle, with a dram of Salc of Wormwood, given in a ſpoonful of freſh Juyce of Lemmons, as EF 
have learnt by Fxperience. 

A Looſnets is very trequenc in this Diſeaſe, and herein the wiſdom of the Phyſitian is very ne- 
ceſlary. For it it be unteatonably ſtopped, the venemous Martrer is kept within. And if it be ler a= 
lone, i weakens the Patiencs, and many times brings them to their deachs. In che Cureof chis 
Loolneſs, we mult cheretore thus proc If ic be ſo moderate that it weaken not che Parienc, ir 
muſt nor be ſtopr, bur only moderaced by Strengthening Clyſters, Bur if it be immoderate, and do 
very much weaken the Patient, itis wont tobe a melting Looſneſs, chat Thawes the Pacitenc as ic 
were away, and muſt be boldly ſtopped;which new Treacle cothe quantity of half a dram, or Lau- 
danum Opucum, tothe quantity ot two or three grains, will effet perform. Yer I have of- 
ten {een a pernicious Flux which chrearned co kill the Patience, & as it were in aM by 
giving of powerful Diaphoreticks in a greac Doſe z which did the Skin chat rennataritns 
ter, which by vexing and grating upon the Guts, and ocher Bowel, did cauſe ſuch a meltingand con- 
iuming Lootnels. 

Worms do very often vex thoſe that have theſe Feavers, and are ty bred by che grear pu- 
trefaction of the Humors. Thele are conveniently drawn away by tweec Clyfters, and by potions 
againſt che Worms, eſpecially tuch as are made of a Decottion of Seordiura. For wm 15 e- 

any goes inſt the malignicy and the Worms. And to temper the heat thereof, it ruſt be boi- 
led wah Purtlain, Sorrel, and rn _ bufrac Harrs-hora is proficably boiled againft che 
h Worms. 
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Worms. For Foreſtus in the fourth Obſerv. of his frxth Book, that no Remedy did ſo mu h good 'O 
{uch as having a malignant Feaver were troubled with Worms and a Looinets, as burnt Ha, c-hor,, 
pen co the quanr:ty of a dram in convenient Juleps. | 

When che maliguanc and venemous Qualicy bears great ſway in theſe Feavers, that they come 
neer the Nature of the true Peſt ; in ſuch Patients there are commonly rilings behind their Ears, ang 
Carbuncles. Wherefore we will here fubjoyn cheir Cure. 

In the beginning of a Paroris, or Riling neer the Ear, as foon as it begins to appear,the Parr recipi= 
ent muſt relaxed and widened as 1t were, and if the iwelling rue but ſlowly, the motion of 
Nutuce endeavoriug to expel the morbifick matter that way muſt be aſſiſted, by applying drawi 
things rothe twelling, and by giving Ancidores and Diaphoreticks. To relax the Patt, make an 
Injedtion of Oynement of Marth-mallows, and lay onafrerwards moift Wool which 1s great:e, from 
the Sheep. Actractien may be cauſed by applying Whelps, ur yong Pigeons, by which alloche pain 
will be mugaced. Plaiſters made of Leven, Figs, Omons,Doves-dung, adding thereto Eutter, Heng- 
greaſe, freſh Hogs-greate, and Oyl of Lillies, or lweer Almonds. It by cheie Artractives the Parc be 
over-hzared, and che pain be too much encreaſed ; chey may be onurced by fits, laying on mthe 
mean time the Cataplalm made of the Crum of Whice-bread ;z or noinung with the atoreſaid Oyls, 
being laid on with unwathe Wool; or wh Oyntment of Marſh-mallows, as was {aid betore. And 
becaule che part is not ſuinciently capable corecerye the morbitick matter ; to derive another Wey 2 
portion thereof, a velicatory muft be applied corhe hinder part of che Neck, andalſothe Diaphore 
rick formerly cired mutt trequently be grven. The Macter being called torth incothe external parrs, 
let Suppuration be endeavored, by laying on a Cacaplaim niade ot che Roocs of Marth-inallows, and 
of Lillies, with Figs, Meal of Linteeds, and che Oyls and ieveral forts of Greaſe aftoreiaid. When 
Suppuration is made, let the Tumor be opened ; ler the reit of the Matter be digeſted, by continu- 
ing the Cataplaſnm, or by laying on a Plaiſter of Diachylon. Let che Ulcer, be clenſed with thac 
common _ made of hy wma. hens of Egs,and Oyl offRoles. Lerthe Ulcer be keyc 10 
open witha Tent, that all the Venom of the Dnteate may tuthciently be purged out, and ar 1a 
heal it upand Cicatrizeu. Yerthisoue thing 1s to be oblerved; Lhat it the Tumor doth fo en- 
creale as to cauſe danger of Suffocation,or Choaking, u muſt be opened before it be pertedtly ripe: 
Fox {o ſome portion of the matter being drawn torth, the Tumor will fall ſomwhat, and the danger 
of Suffocation will be avoided. In like manner, 1t che malignity be very intenſe, that the Patient 
ſeems likely to miſcarry before the Lumor be ripe; chen allo ic muſt be opened before its due tine 
that the force of the Venom may expixe, whence oftentimes the Patient recovers. And upon this 
Account, in the Peſt che Buboes or {wellings in che Groin, are wont to be opened, betore they come 
ro Suppuration. : 

Fully, Ic were a Wickedneſs to paſs over in ſilence a rare Experiment, which happened to me 
wn that ſame Epidemick Feaver, which cruelly r and rangedat Montpelier, inthe year 162 2. $0 
that neer halt of thole chat were ſick died of the Diteate. Bur eſpecially, So many as had ſwellings 
by the Ears (which was wont to happen about the nunth or clevench day of the Difcale)they al died 
wichin cwodaies after z there preceding or happening at che ſame tine Raving, Stupidity, Convulli- 
ons, with an unequal, frequent, and very {mall Pulic, as it were the creeping Piſmure-Pulſe. And 
after I had teen divers in this conditzon, who could nor be helpt by Antidotes, or by drawing things 
laid coche {welling ; muling wich my 1elt it by any means poſtible, they might be delivered from to 
certain deſtruction : I began ar laſt rothink, that theretore theſe twellings proved to fatal, becauſe 
the Part 1n whichthey happened wasnotcapable to receive all the Morbuick Matter, which being re- 
rained within kills the Patient, and that therefore che work of Nacure being only begun in thoſe 
{wellings, mighc be tupplyed by evacuations, viz. Blood-lerting, and purgation ; whenas allo Ga- 
len un l11s 3. de Comp. Medic. Secund. Loca. Cap. de Parotidibys, In the Cure of theſe {wellings pre- 
{cribes Blood-ler:zng.. But chis advice was contradicted by the extreani weakneſs of the Patients, 
which was 1o great that they ſeemed to be even now in the pains of death, which alto it felffoon tol- 
lowed. Eut Galen in the torecued place, when He preſcribes Blood-lertirg in the Cure of tuch 
Tumors, does propound two conditions, viz, lt blood abound, and che firengrh of the Patient will 
bear bleeding. Bork which Conduionswere abſent in theſe Cales, tor blood had been before ſuth- 
cieatly drawn, both by repeated Phleboromies, and Cuppinrg-glatles: Allo the Paticuts were ex- 
treamly decaied 1n their ſtrength. Weighing all cheie things with my ſelf, 1 concewvedthat golden 
laying 0: Cornelis Celſuswas in this Cate it ever teaſonable, viz. That many things are done right- 
ly in um: of eminent danger, which were otherwiſe to be omitted : And that its better to Expert- 
ent a dowbtyul Kemedy'n one or two perſons, than to keave jo many perſons to undoubred Deſtru- 
ton. I wasalloencouraged by conceiving, that chis great weaknets of the Patients, was rather 
trom oppreliion ot the Morbitick Matter, than diflipation or diffo}ution of their ſtrength. For there- 
fore their ſtrength d1d tuddenly decay, becaute Nature was not able to caft off her heavy burthen, 

and L hoped when that burthen was made lighter, ſhe would be freed. Ada hereunto, That blee- 
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bleeding might be ſo ordered, that no danger ſhould be feared therfrom,viz.If two or three ounces 
only were taken away at firſt, for eryall ſake, and if the ſucceſs were good, a greater quantity 
might betaken away afcerward I reſolved therefore upon this courſe. And a Merchane of 
Montpelier named Bernardier being the firſt I mer with,and a tumor aroſe behind his left ear on the 
elevench day of the diſeaſe with ſuch a puls & ocher ſymproms as aforeſaid; I preſcrided bleeding 
tothe quantity of three ounces which the Chyrurgion being an Antient and experienced man re- 
fuſed to do for fear the patienc ſhould dy under his hands ; afterwards being emboldened by my 
preſence & authority ,he rook away three ounces of Blood, after three or four houres, 1 viſit my pa- 
tient a82in,& find his pulsa lictle ſtronger & nor ſo anequal ;then I cau/ed him to bleed (x ounces, 
after which his puls was beter and ſtronger. The Blood was very corrupt: The day followin 
]p:eſcribed him a Purg of Seana, Rhubarb and ſyrup of Roſes : and ſo the patient was gens 1 
from the jaws of death. And afterwards all the fick chat Rad rifings behind their ears, firſt I 
Bled ſeverall times a little at a time, and the day following Purged chem: and fo all 
ofthem ( to God be the Honor and Praiſe) ſo many as were thus ordered bappily recover- 
ed; and never any afterwards that had thoſe rifings behind their cars, d.cd in the whol 
ear 

; Howbeit it is to be noted (which we hinted in the prognofis)that the ſwelling doth often appear 
critically and profirably, and thereby the fick are recovered of their diſcaſes - VIZ, So oft 
2s they appear in the declinacion of the diſeaſe, and this is eafily ſeen by the abacem- rc of tlie 
ſymptoms which follow upon the rifings;and ſuch are wontto happen in Feavers of leſs malignicy 
But in the time aforeſaid, fuch was che malignity of the epidemicall Feaver, that rhe tumors 
\behind che Ears would often break forth in the ſtate of the diſeaſe and ſymptomatically 
"and deadly ; until by the remedies aforeſaid, their diſtruftive facultie was taken away. 

In a carbuncle ſuperveneing upon a burning Feaver, if before its apparition, Blood were 
not ſufficiently taken away. If the patient can bear further blood-letting, open that vein 
which 1s nigh che carbuncle, that the greater atrrzAion may be made of the veremous matter 

' tothe part afﬀefed. Afterward let the Tumor be ſcarrified on every (ide round about and 
that with prety deep gaſhes and foment it a while with warm ſalt warer,that the corruption of the 
blood may be hindered, and the flux thereof promored. A while after apply = grain of z 
Cauſtick ro the midle of the Paſtle, and upon the whol ſwelling, lay this following Cata- 
laſm, 
' Take leaves of Rue, aud Scabious bruiſed of each one handfull : three pair of dryed Figs 
bruyſed; ſharp Leven an ounce; Pepper poudered onedram ; ewo yolkes of Eggs: Mix 
allinco a Cataplaſm, winch muſt be applied for rwo dayes togerher. 
And then lay on this following. 

Take Juices of Comphry the greater, Scabious, Marypold, of exch onedram ; old treacle 
four ſcruples; Salt one dram; two yolks of Eggs: mix them all and apply it to the tu- 
mor. 

Alſo at the beginning may be applyed the Cataplaſm de Arzegloſſo deſcribed in the Diſpenſa 
tory of Banderos. 

Butto the E/chara after the application of the Cauſtick, apply Vu»gaentarm Baſilicnm, xdding 
thereto Treakle, Oyl of ſcorpions, and the yolk of an Egg. 

When the tumor is grown, leſt the malignave matter ſhould flow back again to the in- 
ternal parts let the compaſs rhereof be anointed, wich ointment of Bolus, twice or thrice ina day : 
And upon the Eſchara or Cruſt, that ir's falling off may be haftened,lay Ynguenrtam Beſilicun 
with bucter, and Sows greaſe mixedrberewith after the cruſt is com away, ler the alcer be clenf- 
ed with this folowing oinrmenc,

What is the difference berween the Meaſles znd ſmall Pox, Authors are not yet well agreed. 
But cuſtom hath obtained tha: thoſe fame larger puſtles or Whelks like unto Warts (from = 
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they have their name)ſhould be called in latin Variole,in Engliſh the ſmall Pox;but thoſe lietlePuſ. 


 rles and as it were aſperities of the Skin with a deep redneſs like St. Anthonies fire or the roſe, which 
| are diſcuſſed within tive or ſeven daies wichourt ſupparation, zre called in latin Aforbilli and in 
' Engliſh Meaſles. There is alſo another kind of puſtles common co Children like unto the 
; ſmall Pox in reſpeR of the faſhion and ſize ; but herein it differs in that the ſmall Pox begins with 
redneſs and inflamation ; but theſe are white and as it were bladderes full of a wheyiſh bumor, 


which within chree daies break and dry up and are wont to cauſe no danger, and commonly break 
forth without a Feaver. It is deſcribed by Vids Vidims, intheſe words ; Sow beſides the tWo for. 
mer ſorts do ad a third Which they call the Cryſtalls, For ſo they term certain Bladdrs full of mar. 
rer,which ſhine like Chciſtall, wherewith the Skin is in divers parts diapered ; the common people 
call them Ravagiione. unto which all men are not ſo ſfubje4 as unto the ſmall Pox and meaſles, 
neither are they ſo greviouſly aflied under them. wherefore theſe bladders ought nor to be re. 
ckonedas a third ſort with the ſmall Pox and Meaſles 


1 Touchingthe (mal Pocks, and Meaſles Authors diſpute much, and eſpecially whether theſe be 


new dileaſes, or if they were known unto the ancients, and what is the next and immediate Caule 
of chem. Bur ſince I affeQt al poſſible brevity in my Lectures, Ihave bin wont ro omit alcontrover. 
fies, propounding onely che plain and naked deciſions ofthem ; and accordingly, 1 hal breifly 
unfold what is co be chought uf the foregoing _ 

And in the firſt place I conceive the ſmal Pocks and Meaſles tobe no new diſeaſes, ſeeing they riſc 
from a moſt antienc Cauſe, viz. the impuries of the maternal bluond ; which when the Arabians 
obſerved, they accounted it no new diſeaſe. Bur if they had firſt come abroad in their times, they 
would have mencioned their novelcy. And although, they were the ficſt that exaCtly deſcribed 
chem; and Hippocrates and Galen with the reſt of the Ancients, have {carce mentioned chem ; we 
mult ſuppoſe that therefore the Antienes did not write diftindtly of chem, becauſe they are only 
accidents of a mans 4 Feaver and critical eruptions, which do not make a diſtin diſeale by chem- 
ſelves. Orbecaule in Greece h the mildneſs ofthe Ayr, theſe diſeaſes were fo light, asnax 
ro delerve the Care ofa Phyſitian. Evenas in the Weſtern Indies,in regard of the great remperacnes 
of the Ayr, it was wont co be ſo light, chat it was ſcarce caken notice of before the coming of the 
Spaniards into thoſe parts. Bur a Blackmore which was brought thither, being raken with Peſt- 
lencial ſmal Pocks, the malignant and venemous quality being ſpred by Infection, the diſeaſe began 
ſotorangeand rape, that a great parc of the Indians were flain thereby. For whereas betore, choſe 
znpurices of their Mothers blood cemaining in them, were wont eafily to be diſcuſſed, through the 
Clemency of the Ayr;now when a venemous quality was added co them,they cauſed grevious Duleaſes, 

Now that the Mothers blood is the true Cauſe of the Smal Pocks and Meafles, is hence cheitly 
gathered, becauſe among many thouſands of Men, it is hard co find one, who once in his Life hath 
not had theſe duleaſes. Burt a diſcale cormmon to al Men, muſt needs depend upon ſome common 
cauleg ſuch as are the principles of Generation viz. the ſeed and Mothers blood. ; 

Bur the ſeed cannor be the cauſe of the imal Pocks and Meaſles, becauſe from it come heredicary dil- 
eaſes, ſuch as laſt a Mans Lite cime ; it remaines therfore that theſe diſeaſes ſpring from the Mothers 
blood, with which the Child is nouriſhed in the Womb. For therein, be it never ſo pure, ſome 
impurices ace found, which communicate their pollution to che parts of the Child ; and that pollu- 
cion of the __ doth defile the Mais ot blood ; and being provoked by ſome occaſion, doth make 
the ſame toboil, by help whereof,” che blood fermencs and becomes purified, both.it and the parts 
aforeſaid. This the Arabians do mannifeſt by a cleer example of Wine, which being powred 
whiles ic is new into a muſty or otherwiſe il-qualited Veſſel receives char 11 qualiry from the Vellel 
but when it begins to work and rene, ic clenſes both ſelf andrhe Vetlel. Now this worki 
doch commonly happen co Children ; howbeic ſomtimes to tholethar are elder and have artai 
Mans eftate, becauic it s evermore ſer on work by ſome external Cauſe, tuch as us eſpecially a cer 
ain dilpolition of ayr proportionable corthis diſeaſe whence ic comes to paſs that forrimes the 
ſmal Pocks, ſomrimes'che Meaſles are rife, becauſe the Ayr is ſomtimes enclined to the one and ſom- 
rimes co the other. 

Neicher can choſe impurites ot the Mothers blood, infe&t her and cauſe inher the ſame diſeaſes, 
alchough Hippocrates taies 1n his Book de Natura Puert that there are three pars of the blood, 
one moſt pure, with which che Child is nouriſhed ; another impure , wherewith the 
Mocher is nourithed ; and another, moſt unpurer, which is kept in the Veins of tht 


© Womb, che whol cime of Gomg with Child, andatrer the Birch is purged away in the Child- 


bed purgations. For tut, fecingche Mother hach parts more hard and tolid, they do not {o {00 

rake 1mpretion as the render and fott body of the Chuld, Again that moft impure parc of the blood 

which is kepc in che Veins of the womb and of the After-birth, che whol cime of belly-bearing, doch 

infect the blood in che paſſage, which is carryed through thoſe parts to Nourith che Child : whence 

che Child concrafts an evil quality, whuch in is cime 15 che Caule of that ebullicion in che blood = 
l 
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the Child. Bur chat impureſt part cfthe blood remaining in the foreſaid places, doth not infet 
the body of the Morher. 

Furchermore, ics not co be wonderedat, that the breaking our of the (mal Pocksand Meaſles, is 
ſomcimes ſo long deterred, as that fome have them ac Mays eftare. For thoſe impurites do 
nor (ub{tantially remain in the body as many imagine : for they would be corrupted by long ſtay 
andacquirea moſt greyious putretaQion. Bur only an evilqualicy is by cher imprinced upon the 

arts ot che Child, which un proceſs of cime infeing ſome part = the humors, becomes offenſive 
ro Nature 3 which then rowling her ſelf, doch drive chole infedted portions of the humors, into 
the Skin. 

And foraſmuch as in the Maſs of blood a twofold excrement is found, the one thick- the other 
thin: of che thick, the {mal Pocks are bred,ot the chin,the Meaffes. And although the evil and malig- 
nant quality be oneand the ſame, infecting both excrements : yer becauſe the Nature of che excre- 
ments is different, the Analogy ot the excernal Cauſe unto them borh is Differenc. ' whence ic comes 
to pals char ſomerimes the ſmal Pocks and ſomtimes the Meaſles are Epidemically (preadabroad. 

And alchough che [mal Pocks are wone to break forth in the wholþody,yer are they wont toap 
in greateſt quancity in the face, feer and hands 3 which is otherwiſe in che purple ſpors of che 
Purple Feaver, for they appear moſt on the breaſt and back. The Caule of which difference is 
chis, that inalmuch as che taml Pocks ariſe from anebullicion of the blood, by help whereof an Ex- 
cretion 15 made of the excrements lurking therein, unto the Skinz and the Liver being the Foun- 
rain and original of blood, whoſe Emunceories are che Face, Hands, and Feet, whence it comes 
chat ſuch as have hot Livers, have red and rubied faces, and feel intenſe heart inthe palmes of their 
hands and Soals of their feet; it tollows that the ſmal Pocks and Meafles muſt come our there more 
than any whereelſe. Contcarywile the purple ſpores which appear in malignanc Feavers, doariie 
prucipally from che MiſaffeCtion of che Heart, and thertore chey break our chiefly in parcs near 
the Hearr, andelſpecially abour the Loines z becauſe in chem the Vena Cava aſcendens and the Ar- 
teria aorta whichare annexed unto the Hair, have rheir Courle, ; 

Allo another difference is to be noted berween the ſmal Pocks and Purples;becauſe the ſmal Pocks 
and Meafles appearing on che third or fourth day from che beginning of the Feaver, are wone to be 
critical, and tor the moſt part void of danger : but the pups pots, though chey appear on the 
ſeventh day are common Satomi, and render the dt 
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iſeate worſe; whenas a man would 
chink ic ould be otherwiſe, for a diſeaſe is more crude on che fourth chan the ſevench day. Burthe 
Cauſe of this difference contiſts herein 3 that in the ſmal Pocks and Meaſles the Feaver commonly 
begins a the higheſt ; ſo chat nor only on the thirdand fourth day, bur allo on the firſt or ſecond 
1es, Excretions may be in them critical. Bur malignant Feavers proceed more flowly, and their 
eginning is commonly Extended tothe ſeventh day : ſochat Excretions which then happen cannoc 
be critical. Now that the Pox and Meaſles come ſo ſoon to their ſtate and not the malignanc Fea- 
vers, is hence ; becauſe the Pux and Meaſle-Feaver comes from the lighreft putrefaftion, and ra- 
ther from an Ebullicion of the blood than from any unenſe putrefation of the matter ; andrhetfore 
Nature by help of Cation makes it coceaſe defore che ſeventh day, becauſe ic was a light Feaver 
and roſe from the {lighteſt Cauſes. Bur in malignant Feavers, fo great and ſordid is the ion 
thar it cannot be corrected inthe fourteenth nor ſomctimes 1n the twentieth day. And therefore the 
iporeberaiingout be e thaccime, che diſeaſe is exaſperated;becauſe Nature was forced to expel 
em,wichout Conco&gon and ſympromarically. oo ' 

The expulſion therefore of (mal pox and Meaſles is cauſed, by an Ebullicion of the blood : which 
Ebullicion according co Avicennas doffrine, isrwofold ; the one perteftive, the ocher corruptive. 
The perfeGtive or depurative 18 that, in which only the impurer -and excrementitious parts of the 
blood, are by Nature purged forth, chat che wholmaſs may afterward remain pure; and then che 
1mal.Pocks are innocent, which are cured without any help of Phyfick. But che corruptive is, 
wherein not onely the excremencicious parts of che blood, bur the fincere blood it ielf is purrefied / 
whence ariſe dangerous and deadly pox, and according as there is more or.leſs purrefaCtion, in 
more or fewer parts of the blood, 1o 1s the. more or leſs. This corruptive Ebullition doth 
cheifly happen, when thoſediſeaſes are epidemical being occaſioned by a malignant Conftiturion of 
the Air, qv an ebullicion of che humors and a malignant purrefaCtion is cauſed 3 whence 
DRY and Piet ſmal Pocks are cauſed ;which are ſomtumes (according to Rbaſir) the Forerun» 
ners of the Plapue. | 
| Pocksand Meaſles are reckoned among acure diſeaſes becauſe ordinarily they are terminated wich- 
inthe ſpace of fourteen daies. Now ſom do wittily obſervea double order of cimes in this diſeaſe 
viz. the time of ebullition and the time gf eruption: che cime of ebulligion 1s commonly terminated 
in four daies ; ſothat the firſt day is counted che beginning, the ſecond the Augmenc, the third the 
ſtace, andthe fourth the declination : for then the Feaver and other lympromes are wont to remit. 

Bur che beginning of c@Ecuprion of the Pox is the fourth day i felt, che Augmenc reaches L.. 
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che ſeventh, che ſtate uncil the elevench,the declination unto the fourteenrh, at which time the Pucks 
are dried. Howbeu oftentimes they are not dry until the ewentieth day. | 

Differences of ſmall Pocks and Meaſles, are taken either from che ſubſtance, in regard of which 
ſome are more or leſs Flegmatick,Bloody,Chollerick,or Melanchollick:or from cheQuancity,in Whic h 
xepard chey are more or leſs in number z greater orleſs z profound or Superticialz or frum the Qua- 
lity, un which _— ſome are red, others white, yellowiſh, Violer colored, Livid, black, accor- 
ding roche diverſity of Humors of which they are compounded ; or from the time, in reſpedt where- 
of lome come quickly out, others ſlowly ; ſome are ſoon, others late ripe, or diffolved : or fromthe 
place, in which reſpe&, ſome occupy only the Skin. others do feaz upon the incernal Parts alfo, 
as the Throat, Lungs, Guts, Liver, Spleen, and other bowels. 

The Diagnoſis reſpedts either the Diſeaſe pzeſenc or at hand. The (mal Pocks and Meaſles, when 
they are preſenc, are ſubject coche ourward Sences, and need therefore no other ligns. Bur theſe 
ſigns following declare them co be ar hand. 

Pain in the Head wich Pulſation in the Forchead, and Temples ; great Sleepineſs : Terror 
in Sleep; ſometimes Ravings, Tremblings,and Convullions : Sneezings;fiequent Yawning 3 Hoarſ- 
neſs, Cough, Diſhculcy in breathing. Heat, Rednels, and Sence of pricking over the whol body, 
Pain ofthe back, which comes ſometimes alone, or appearing wich few other Symptoms in a Synor- 
chus Feaver, it ſhews the {mal Pocks will come our. For ſeeing through the back are carried the grea; 
Veinand Artery, in which the malignant blood boiling, does fend forth ſharp vapors to the Nerves, 
and neighboring Membranes ; ut muſt needs be,chat pains ſhould be felc eſpecially in hole parts. 
Great Anxiety and unquietnets. Tears flowing of themſelves. Shining betore the Eyes, andtheir 
Itching, a ſwelling of the Face with ſome Rednets. A vehemency of the Symptoms ac ficſt, ſothar 
the Duteaſe ſcems of a tudden to have attained its vigor. 

All which are cauſed, eather by many and thick vapors ſent up by the boiling of the blood, intothe 
Head, Diaphragm, and other partzzor trom the Nature of the Pocks themtelves,now beginning co a- 
vade,the partsgur by a Fluxion cauled by heat, which diffolves the Humors in the Brain. 

It's of grear Moment to foreiee che imal Pox ; bur much moreto foretel their event, which the 
following Prognoſtick Signs wil declare. 

And in the fiſt place chote mal Pox are wont to be void of danger, which come out ſoon and e- 
ſily, and doquickly ripen. 

Inwhich the Feaver is moderate, withour great Sympromes, which ceaſes after they ave come 
our or is very much abated. In which the voyce is free and breathing eaſie. 

' SmalPox, whichar tirft are red, and white, fotr, diſtin, few, round, pointed, coming only 
in the Skin and not mwardly, are wont to be fafe. 

All the Signs aforelaid do fignifie the paucity of the Morbifick Matter, it's Obſequioumels, Benig- 
nity, and the ſtrengrh of Nacure, —_— expelling. 

Contrarywilſe dangerous and deadly Pox are known, by a great Feaver, which lefſensnot after 
they are broak forth; for it ſignifies che malignant and venemous humors are not {ufficienly expelled 
unto the Skin, bur that the greateſt part of them remains yer in the Veins. Great anxiety and un- 
quierneſs z which comes tram the ſame humors boiling in the Veins. Ditficulcy ofbreaching, which 
{1gnifies eicher puſtles or Lnpoſtumes inthe z ora Squinſie, or great decay of ftrength. Grea: 
thirſt which declates the inwasd burning 3; and if with the thirſt, ſhorenels of breath be encreaſed, 
Death isat hand. A Loolinels or bloody Flux, which ſhews che malignant humors have theic 
recourſe inward, which isa courſe quite contrary to that of Nature and theretore deadly, to that 
tew of thoſe which after che Pox coming our, are taken with ſuch a Looſnels do eicape. 

A Rloodie Urine is a moſt deadly ſign; and likewiſe it by ſtool pure and ſincere blood be voided. 
Somrinesalſoby the Noſtrils, Gums, and other parts of the body blood is voided, which are com- 
monly deadly Signs. For they fignifie rhe exrream Acrimony and malignty of the blood : which 
doth vehemently provoke Nature, and compells her to a prepoſterous excretion thereok 

Allo Pox long a coming our are very bad,which ſignifie che contumacy of the matter, or the weak- 
hes of Nacure,Many, Grear, Double and united Pox, do fhew an overabundant quantity of Mar- 
bifick matter,and are bad. Soare hard ones, ſhewing the thicknels and incottibility of the {aid mat- 
cer. Allo flatt ones which ſhew che weaknels of the expuliive faculry,and they are worle,if they have 
d black ſpor in che middles of them, which argues extraordinary malignity. And preen, blewith and 

black which ſpring from that ſort.of choller called Bzlzs porracagor Atra Leeke-green or black Chol-. 
ler ace a bad 1ign. | 
They are worſt of al which when they are come forth do preſencly vaniſh, and the tumor of the 
parts falls : tur chey lignifie the retirement of che umor inwards;and none of thole eſcape who have 
the Pox on this manner going in again, but they die commonly within ewenty four houres. 

They are allo dangerous, when {potrs ke thoſe of che purple or ſpotred Feaver, are mingled a- 
mong the pox z- eſpecially if thoſe ipors be livid or black. For they Kgmfie nor only that fame

light putrefation, which is wont to happen in the ſmall Pex by means of the ebullicion 
of blood : bur alſo that intenſe and profound Malignity is peccant; from which much greager 
danger is threatened to the Patient. 

Pung oc Urines in this Diſeaſe livid or black, do portend great danger : for they fhgnifie that 
M-lancholiy abounds in the Veins, and infets the whol Maſs of Blood. 

The cure of the (mall Pox & Meaſles is performed in the fatisfaftion of four Indications. where- 
of che firſt conſiſts in theEvacuation of the peccant humors. The ſecond in »\illing the motion of 
nature,or belping to expell the Pox. The third in the oppoſition of the malignant and venemeus 
quality. The fourth in corceRtion of ſymproms. All which that they may be conveniently 
effected, firſt a convenient diet muſt be appointed, which muſt be the ſame which was 
ordered in che cure,of purrid Feavers : howbeir ſome things muſt be particularly no- 


Firſt that the patients be kept in 2 warm room, to the end their pores may be kept open, 
&the breaking out of the ſmal Pox may there be furthered. therefore they muſt be kept ina Cham- 
ber well ſhut, which the cold air muſt in no wiſe enter into. For many Children that had be- 
nigne Pox, have been killed by letting in the gold ayr upon them, viz. the morbifick matrer be- 
ing thereby driven back into the inward parts. And for the ſame cauſe they muſt be mode- 
rately covered with Cloathes ; but fo that the heat ef the air or the weight of the Cloathes may 
nor augment the heat of the Feaver, The foreſaid coverings are wont commonly to be made of red 
cloaths, b*cauſe they are thought by ſom Analogy to move the boiling blood to the externall 
parts. Many are a|ſo wont to keep an Ewe or Wether in the chamber or on the bed ; becauſe thoſe 
Creatures are ea'ily infeted and draw the venom to themſelves, by which meanes ſom Eaſe may 
happea co the lick perſons, 

A decoQtion of Barly, or of the roots of Sorrel, or of Harts horn is proficably uſed for 
drink, in the beginning of the diſeaſe eſpecially, and when the Feaver is vehement. Bur if 
the Feaver be not very violent, a decoction of Barly and Figs wil be very profitable, viz. 
EffeAually driving the Humors to the Skin; and Foreſts and Amatns did continually uſe the 
fame with g00d ſucceſs, | 

Furthermore, Whereas in the whol Courſe of the Diſezſe, Sleep ought to be moderate, yetin 
the Augment when the Pocks break forth, long Sleep is hucrful, and ir is better ro watch more 
than ordinary. 

That therefore the aforeſaid Jndications may be fulfilled,the Cure muſt be begun by Blood-let- 
ting ( if Blood in any ſort is redundant, and the Age of the Patient is like to bear it)and a Vein 
mult be opened as ſoon as may be. Bur if the Phyſitian ſhall not be called the firſt day, yet he 
ſhal do well to take blood before the breaking forth of the Pocks, or while but few are come oar ; 
which time is wont commonly to laſt until the fourth day, from the firſt onfer of the Feaver. In 
which Cafe notwithſtanding, diligent heed is to be taken. For if upon the breaking forth of 
the Pocks, the Feaver and ics Symptoms be abated ; it is better to leave the buſineſs to Nature wor- 
king well, which will ſufficiently expel the whol Morbifick Matter to the Skin. Alſo Blood-let- 
ingis not in this caſe neceſſary, fince experience ſhews, that #n infinite company of children 
hayeing gentle Pox, and not Plethorick are happily cured without bleeding. Nay rather in 
the former caſe ſomtimes blood-letting may do hart, becauſe the expulſion of the ſmal Pox is cauſ- 
ed by anebullicion of blood : which ebullition if it be ſmall, it will by blood-lettingbe leſſened 
very much, and ſo it will becom inſufficient perfe&tly to purge the mals of Blood from it's im- 

' Purities. Contrarywiſe, if upon the Eruption of the Pox, the Feaver becomes more ſtrong, 
there be anxiety, difficult breathing, anurin thick and red, and other ſymptoms ſeem greates 
it's a ignthar naure is oppreſt, with the over great burthen of humors, and that ſhe cannot 
governthem conveniently ; and that therefore Phlebocomy is neceſſary,that'a part of the bucthen 
being taken away, nature may be the better able to expel the reſt. In one word; 'when there is 
an Ebullition perfeRive meerly and depuratiue,blood is not to be taken away, but in a corruptive 
blood-lerting is extreamly neceſſary yea eyen in that which hath leſs malignity in it, whoſe de- 
grees have been ſpecefied before, And ſo neceſſary is blood-letting in dangerous Pox, io which 
the corruptive Ebullition is wont to happen, that the tender age of infants muſt not hinder it. For 

it1s grown into a cuſtom to let children blood when they are four years old and ſomtimes when 
they are three. The phyſitians of Paris in their tender age and while they ſuck do let 
children blood. Which yet the tender age of infants doth hardly admit, with that Lghe 
nouriſhment of milk, and the plentifull eflux of their humors by tranſpiration ; neither canthis - 

— of letting ſuch yong ones blood be juſtified by any countenance from the wiſe Authors 

ylick. 
In prety big children,many times once blood: letting wil not ſerve the turn, but it muſt be repeated

If blood-lecting be juſpefted becauſe of che rendernes of the Childrens Age, orbecauſe the ficting 
ſeaſon is now paſt ; the tuperfluous blood may be diminiſhed by Cupping”G laſſes with Scarifica- 
tion, apphedto the back, houlders, and t which may allo wel be uled in the ſtare of the dii.. 
eale, ſcemg the Motion of Narure from che Centre ro the Circumference, is by them promoced. 
But care muſt be caken that in young Children the Scarifications be not too deep : for i happens 
fomcimes thac an unady iſed Surgeon curts ſodeep, as cocur aſunder ſome Veinsand let out the fex- 
vent atd boiling blood, fo that there is great troublecoſtop the ſame. 

Purgarion is fuſpetted in chis diſeaſe 3 for ic makes a morion contrary to that of Nature viz, from 
the Circumference tothe Cencre 3 and to whomſoever, having Pocks, a looſnels happens, the Pocks 
commonly ftrik in, aud the Partie dies, as I ſaid un the Pragnoſtick. Yet obſerve, that many times 
purgacion is to good purpoſe practiſed before the pocks come ouc, and before the Feaver growes 
vehement, viz. whent wel deem are in » che Hawegk ſtare bd ge wang Far chen if il , 
e@bound, are profitably duminifh y purging, that Nature may afterward, m 
by th w_- the Expulſion of che Rewainde: - Bur when the 'Pox begins 70 = 
pear, Purging wil be pernicious: And likewiſe, if chere be great malignity abroad, asin yn 

idemucalConſticution, when very many Children dy of char diſeaſe ; it is better wholly to abſtain 
from Purging ; becauſe in diſeaſes which are very malignant and Peſtilencial,Purgation ip the begiu- 
ning of the Diſeaſe, is very hurtful. Now the Purgarives muſt be compounded of gencle Sunples 
VIZ. Callia, Manna, Tamarinds, and Syrup of Roſes. h 


In the Courte of the diſeale, ifthe belly be hard and bound it may gently be removed, bur na 
provoked ; and that by a {uppolitory of honey alone withour ſalt; or wich a Cliſter of Braath a 
milk,ora decodtion of French barley, Raiſons and Liquoris with ſugar and yolkes of f Hops 

After blood-letring and other evacuations ( if neceflary )the expuliion of the pox be helped . 
forward, not only with ſpecfick medicines driving the humorstothe Skin, but allo with diapho- 
xeticks and Alexipharmicks; eſpecially if the Pox be Epidenucal and being very malignant, do threa; 


ten danger. 
Theres A Ir ——_ commended by Rhaſur,Avicenna and al the Arabian Phyſwians to drive 
W 


out the Pox k alſothe greateſt part ofour larer Phyſicians uſe,according tothe deſcription of 
Avicenna, which 3s thus. Lentille hated three 4 Lak - 

Take Fatfiggs ounces. Lenti three drams. two drams andan bal. 
Gum babes, > 5; pom ſeed,of each twe drams. Boil alin a pint and balf of fountain ph 
tothe third part. Letthe patient drinktbereof. *Rhaſis adds Saffron fifteen grains Raiſons five 
drams, becauſe Saffron opens and corroborates, aud the Raiſons do ſtrengthen the Liver. And 
Tregantb it do mncraſſate and aftringe, yet 1s it therefore mingled with the reſt, that it

ded, as Thinted before. Thus is taken out of Galex, whoin the 1. De Aliment. Faculs. Cap. 
18, Doth teach us that Lentils ewice boiled do $ n the-Nacural parts,and by their aſtridtion 
iy the flux of the belly. TheLentils may thetfore be pur in or left owe accordingto the Judgment 
pf the Phyſician who the Cure, asthere is more or leſs neceſſity of attenuating and driving the 
bumors.ntoche Skin. For ifthe matter be ſukgile and the ebullicion great, the Lentils may pro* 
ficably be pur infor che Intent aforeſaid. Bur if che matter ſeem to be thick, ſo that Nature can 
but lowly drive it. inco the Skin then muſt they be omirted and the Gum traganth ; and onely the 
other,attenuating and: Gaphoretick things uſed © for the drink. By which it appears, that we muſt 
nor-c00 ſtriftly adhere to the formes of Medicaments > by Authors ; bur that in ſeveral 
occaſions the re ly changed. Lec this following Receipt ſerve for an example, com- 
pounded y of the foreſaid fimples and partly of others char are diaphorerick and ceſiſt malipnicy; 

hich may much help ſuch as have this diſeaſe, in making the Pox co come wel our.

Neither mult ſuch things be omirred as do reſtore che Pariencs ſtrength, both inward and ourward 
which may be alſo learnt our of the foregoing Chapter, and by the prudene Phyfitian adminiftred 
i1 due leafon. , ns 
: And ic muſt be heedfully remembred, that ſuch medicaments as drive out the Pox arenotto be+ © 
uled in al patients. For ſomcimes they break forth ſo violencly,thac they have need to be reſtrained 
for a while. For che great ebullicios and immoderate Feryor of blood, it they be nor tempered. 
are wont codeſtroy the Patienes; and chertore, ic 15 good in ſuch a Caſe co uſe bridlers and coolers, 
For example, a Julep many be chus compoled. 

Take Hol barly one pug: Cinquefoil rootes and Tormentil roots of each one ounce. Lea- 
ws of Sorrel, Endive and Wood-ſorrel of each one handful. Lentils excorticated half an ounce. 
Gum traganth one dram. PBoil alto a pint. Intbe ſtraining diſſolve four ounces of Syrup of Le- 
mons or iPomegranates. Make of al a Falep for four doſes, to be taken twice in a day. 

Amatus Luſitanus inthe 18. Cure ofthe thud Cencurie an example of ſuch kind of 
Pox aruiug from boiling humors and cured only by coolers andchy which example I choughe 
pood to cite inthis place word for word, that the young beginners may perceive, in what caſes the 
Cure is moſt ro be varied. The Boy of Alcaraſius ( faiethe ) Aw to have the ſmal Fox, ſome 
of which did run together, ſo that in rwo daies they flaid his Miſerable Carcaſs : for the puſtles 
crept along and did only flay off bis Shgn; which I bave likewiſe obſerved in other Children. A- 
gainſt which,l thus ſet my ſelf to work; Firſt becauſe this matter was too thin,l endeavored to thicken 
the ſame, end not only ſo, but to abate tbe evil quality of the Liver andinternal parts, that no more 
ſuch thin ſubtile Humor might be bred. . This I did with refrigerating Medicamems, a1 $ yep of 
Roſes, of Cichory ſimple, of Endive and Violets with waters of like Nature mixed with them. 

He was nointed with Ceratum Santalinum. But the Diet opt yam much, which was or- 
dered cold and moiſt. By al which the matter became thicker and the pox began to appear thick 
and large. 

Andfor ordinary drink-preſcribe a decoCtion of barly and of Sorrel roots. And theſe remedies 
muſt be continued,until che Fervency of the humors ſhal begun to abace:if Nature ſeem co want their 
aſſiſtance. 

Theſe things might ſuffice for a dire& Cure of che {mal Pox. Bur becauſe they may bring great 
; ro to divers parts,both anternal andexternal, we wuſt endavour the Prevention no , Cure 
thereof. | 

The internal parts may eſpecially be preſerved wich a decodtion of Lentils, of Gum Lac and 
Treganth, deſcribed before: For Gum Lack defends the Liver and Spleen, Lencilsche Guers, and 
Traganth che breaſt. 

But che Lungs are iarly preſerved by Conſerve of Roſes and Violets, and Syrup of Violets 
Jujubees, Myrtils, Dryed Roſes, Poppies and allo theſe following LOHOCHS. Seinmy 
Dilpenſatory (at the begining of the Lohochs) what a Lohock is ; and why ſo called. 

lake Conſerve of Roſes one ounce and balf, juyce of Lentiles thrice boiled ſix drams. poppe 
ſeeds an balf dram. Gum traganth one EIS Syrupe of dried Roſes all into a Loboch.

The guers wil be preſerved by the tame remedies which were appoiuted ro prelerve the Lungs. Bur 
if a prelenc Looſens, or dyſenterie be urgent, firſt derergent and lenicive Remedies muſt be uled and 
afterwards aſtringents. And {o Clyſters muſt be made of calybeated M:1k, of Sugar and yolkes of 
(Epps : and afrerwards ofa decottion of barly and red Roſes with the yolk of anegg ; and 
aff: of al, ofa decoQtion of Plancaine, Knor-graſs, and Prunella or Selt-heal, and other Simples 
ter down in our Cure ofthe Dutentery. And it is tobe vblerved, that a lootnels in children that have 
Fox, is oftentimes cauſed by wormes,which laſts dureing che whol difea e, whence they are 1n] the 
danger of Deach; becauſe the expulſion of the Pox 1s cherby hindred wholly or leflened. Which 
xs calily known by the chicknels and vilcolitie ' of che excrements, and cheir grey or whitiſh 
_ : then muſt be adminſtred fuch chings as kill Worms : and tweet Clyſters muſt be m- 
zected. | v \ 

Somrimes alſothe kidneys are affected and are exulcerated, whence ariſesPaiſling of Blood. Inthis 
Caſe ic is good rogwe an emultion of the four greater cool teeds, with crochitcs of Alkekengy, 
de Carabe, and other things ſet down in our chapters of Puling of Blood. * 

»  Amongexternal parts, the Eyes are moſt of all ta be guarded trom the fmal Pox. For being en- 
dued wich a loft and humid ſubſtance z the matter of = Pox w ealily driven unco them : whence 
ariſe previous calamutes and ſomrimes total Blindnels. 

5 Beforethe Pox break ouctherefore, or when they begin to appear, the Eyes muſt be anoinced 
every hour wich Plantane and Role waters, in which a litcle ſaffron 18 difſolved; or with the follows 
ing Eye-Salve, which doth more effectually preſerve them. 

. Take water of Roſes and Plantane, of each one ounce and half. Pouder of Sumach ſeeds two 
drams.

Bar th2 filchynels of Pock-holes is much amended, if they be waſhed ficſt with Yarroy-Wacer, or 
Cows-dung-water, diftill-d in *May, andchen anointed with Mans-Greate. 

Foreſtus does much magnifie this tollowing Oyntmen:. 

Take Oyls of ſweet Almonds and white Lillies,of each one ounce : Fat of a Capon three drams : 
Pauder of Peony Roots, of Orice and Lytharge of Gold, of each ten grains : Sugar-Candy on? 
ſcruple. Mingle al well in awarm blortar,ſtrain them through a Cloth, and noint the Pock>holes 
therewith morning and night. And afterwards let them be well waſhed weith Water diſtilied out 
of Calves-feet : and when that is not at hand, uſe the Waterof Yarrow in ſtead thereof. 

Neither muſt I omit thac which many Practitioners do ceach, viz. That when the Pocks be ripe, 
they muſt be bored chrough wich a golden or a {1iver Needle, leaſt che Quittor carrying long in them, 
ſhould leave holes in the parc. Which Practice, is notwithſtanding, now ina manner grown our of 
ule, ſince Experience has taughr, that the Pocks being bored are longer 1n healing and doth longes 
told cheir Crufts, becauſe of the Weakneſs of Natural Hear, cauſed m the Part by boring, whereby 
more detormed Scars are left behind. And theretore ir is better ro abſtain trom chis boring, and co 
cammur the evacuation of the Quittor to Nature alone. & 

Toconclude this Cure, I thall ſubjoyn how chole diſpoſitions of Ieching and Exulceration which 
happan to perions that have che imall Pocks, may be remedied. 

And mn the firſt place, When che {mall Pocks come torch, or when they begin co ripen, ſomctimes 
an huge pain or Itching does atflict che Pacients ; eſpecially in che Palms of che Hands and Soales of 
the Feer, becauſe the thickne's of che Skin in choſe parts hinders the Eruption of che Pocks. 

Which Syraprom you thall help, if you cauſe thole parcs to be held in hot Water, or Foment them 
a long time wich an Emolliene Decoction. Bur when there is great Itching in the Face, which com- 
py che Pariencs to ſcracch, whence great detormicy and toul Scars follow ; uſe this following

Take leaves of Pellitory of the Wall one handful: Flowers of Chamomel and Melilote, of each 
balf a pugil. Boil them in a pint of Scabious Water, To the ſtrained Liquor ad three ounces of 
Honey-ſuckle Water. With this Liquor bot, often let the Itching Pocky be moiftened, by dipping a 
thn Rag or Cotton Wool therein, and ſo applying the Liquor gently to them.

Take Calsmed Lead two ounces : Litharge one ounce : Ceruſs waſhed and Vinegar, of each half 
an oznce : Oyl of Rojes three ounces : Honey of Roſes one ounce : Three Yolks of Egs : Myrris 
balf an ounce : Wax a; much as ſballſuffice. Make all into an Oyntment.

reaſon touching the Diſeaſe, its ( auſe, . or Cure: Theſe Books wil teach ſuch 
perſons how to 90 upon good grounds, and to be able to give a ſolid Reaſon for 


what they do, and of Empericks, make them Rational Phyſutians, if they be men. 


of good natural parts, though they be ignorant of all Tong ues but their Mothers. 
As for the hurt which is hereby pretended to be done to learned Phyfitians, 
it is 4 meer Imagination, and no learned Phyſitian that bethinks himſelf, wel 
wil ſo judg. For the uſe of theſe Books reſpetts chiefly the Poor of thus Nas 
tion, together with Sea-farers, and Soldiers. But for the Rich that bave. 
Money to ſpare, and bide at home, no otherwiſe (in point of Practice) than 
for an boneſt Curiofity ; and delightful Speculation. What. rich man us there 
Jo mad, who reading @ Chapter in theſe Books, and ſeeius what a worid of 
Conſiderations and Cautions do belong to the knowledg ana orderly cure of e- 
very Diſeaſe, but will be more fearfut than ever be was before to commut him- 
ſelf to the Cure of any but a learned Phyſitian. Now it is not by the poor, but 
by the Rich, that the learned 'Phyſitian maintains himſelf , the poor are but

4 trouble to him, only before ſuch Books as theſe were extant in the Engli 
Tongne, (onſcience ( ſomtime) forced the learned Phyſitian to take care of 
the poor, becauſe the unlearned were wholly unabls: Whereas now there 

be found Induſtrious men that know no more Languages than their Native one, 
who may in a rational way contribute to the Neceſsities of the poor. Nay, 
theſe kind of Books are profitable to the learned Phyſitians ; for many of the 
Gentry, eſpecially. of the Ladies and Gentlewoman, viewing the ſtate of their 
own bodies in ſuch Books as theſe (as in Looking-Glaſſes) wil perceive certam 
Diſeaſes in themſelves, either now in being, or likely ere long to ſeize upon 
them, which otherwiſe they would never harve ſo much as dream'd of ;, and 
thereupon crarve the Advice and Aſsiſtance of the learned Phyſitian. 

Alſo the Ladies and Gentlewomen being well read in ſuch Books as theſe

N Outlandiſh woman of a ſayguine CompleCtion, was troubled with many infirmiries,

For (ceing that woman was plethorick, and her courſes ſtopt by reaſon of overgreat plenty of 
blood, which did ſodiftend the veſſels of che womb, that chey could nor ſufficiencly be com- 
prefſed 3 blood being drawn co thole veſſels, by the openiogot the lower veins, the obftruttion 
was encreeſed. Burt when as, blood being drawn fram the upper veins, the courſe of the blood 
was dcawn back from che veins of che womb, fo chat chew {s and diſtention was leſſened, 
then chey did moce eaſily gontract chemſelyes,co performe that nacural and ordinary expulſion, 
which is won, co be performed by che womb, which reaſon was backed by the fore- ciced Aucho- 
- rity of Galen, out of the 10. Book of his method, chap. 2. Where he teaches us, chat ob- 
ſtuction is cauled, nor only. by che thickneſs, bur plenty of humorsalſo. The Phyſicians 
therefore that were with her were adviſed, that they ſhould abate her fuperfluicy of b by 
raking a gocd quancity from her arme : and that afterward they ſhould draw the blood down» 
wards, by opening che veines of her feec, eſpecially abour the time, when ſhe was formerly 
wonc to have her courſes.

his Armes and , aher whiles his feer, legs, and ocher parts, and chey were never fixr, buc 
ſomerimes in one part, ſomerimes in another, ſo that co day his right hand, co morrow his lefr 
hand would be pained, anda whileafter, it would leave his hands andgo into his feec.

x the beginning of November, 163 3. the Lady de Varanda, was moft grievouſly tormen- 
red with Cholick pains, and afrer cwo Clyfters taken in vain, ſhe drank a dram of che pow- 
der of a wolfes-gur 1n wine, which was given her che foregoing month for che ſame pain, 
as may be ſeen in the 5g. Obſervation of this Centurie, and preſently her pain went away. 
Now cen or twelve daies after, chough ſhe had been purged wich Apozemes, her pain returned 
more ſharp chan tormerly ; and though two drams of phylonium had been diffolved ina 
clifter, which ſhe took, her pain ceaſed not. The foreſa:d pouder was given again, and che 
pain became leffer, and within three hours went in a manner quite away. But che day af- 


cer it rexurned more bitter chan before. Five grains of Laudanum were given her, and hec 
pain was quits taken away, and returned no more. 


The 87 Obſerroation, or Hiſtory, of famous and Rare Cures, &c. 
Of an Ulcer in the Hearr. 


O*® the 23 of Fanuary 1634. I was called cothe daughter of Mſr. N. Fourteen yeares 
old, who had for many daies before been croubled with a vomiting of flegmn, which 
took her once or ewice ina day, eſpecially in the morning, with an Heart-burning which 
troubled ber by fits. Alſo ſhe bad a pain on the top of her left ſhoulder blade, and on the cop 
of her arm where ic is joyned to her ſhoulder, The nighs following, which was che fifr fince 
ſhe was firſt 1], ſhe was taken with a Looſneſs, and a feaver, which beld ber alday. On che 
lixt day the rook one dcam of rhubarbe poudered, with broath , and had many ftooles; 
the Feaver continues, in the night ſhe had but wo ftooles, and flepc 
two houes. On the ſeventh day hec looſneſs continues, but not ſo frequent 3 ſo that 
ſhe was lec blood four ounces. Theſe two things we alwaies obſerved upon che coming "a

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her feaver, that her pulſe was in a manner alwaies incermitrenc 3 and whereas the foreſaid pain 
continued evermore fixed in the ſame part, and did nor at al rezch untothe Cheſt ; yer the pa- 
cient could not lie upon chat ſide, viz. her lefr, but preſertly ſhe was caken with the heart=bucy- 
ing and b, ſothat ſhe was alwaies forced colie upon her right ſide. A drie Cough vexr 
her by fics, ſomcumes ſhe voided wind upwards and downwards, and the ſame ſympromes com 
cinue, eſpecially hearr-burning by fics,and a pulle unequally intermicring, lictle Nleep , ſhe con- 
cinued the uſe of cordial medicaments internally and externally, alſo worm-killers, and ſuch as 
OO the ſtomach. When her heare-burving did very much trouble her ſhe cook a ſcru. 
ple of ſalc of wormwocd, with a ſpoonſul of juyce of Lemmons ; atter which ſhe was exceeding 
wel for {ome hours, but her ſympromes returned , at night hec Urines were thick and tuffici. 
ently pale. On che ninth day a Veſicatory was applied co her neck, whereby her cough ceaſed; 
and before thac che pain of her ſhoulder was abated and ſhe could bercer endure co he upon her 
lefe fide. The ſame day ſhe crook one dram of che Infuſion of chubacb, with ore dram of Hieca 
picra, «nd one ounce of {ſyrup of Cichory with chubarb, with which ſhe was very much d 
co good purpoſe, and her Looſneſs contimued ſorne dajes, whereuz on ſhe ſeemed to be perfectly 
upon her Recovery 3 though her pulſe did ſti] intermae, in che third, fourth, oc fift pulſacion. 
Afrer that ſhe was riſen our of her bed, the intermiſſion of hec pulle cealed, the frequency tl ere 
of cemaining, and the patient was croubled with a dry cough elpecially at night, wich ſhorrnels 
of breath, Which ſympcomes continued for a long leaſon, aid belies dilliculcy of Breathing, 
ſhe had by fits a pricking pain in her ſide , which did more vex her, when ſhe lay on her wel 
ſide ; Cher feaver was continually violent) and contrary wile her ſhocenets of breath, was worte 
when ſhe lay on her pained fide. Al which gave great tuſpition chac there was an impoſtume 
im the lefr ſide of hec Lungs. Finally, on che 34 day of her dileate fhe was taken luddenly wh 
ſpicting ot blood, which the voided by coughing to the quantity of ezghe ounces.

ceceded, nor had ſhe ever voided ally ox Matrer. She died of a contumption, and gave 
charge betoce ſhe died, that her body ſhould not be opened.

foce that he was called, the patienc had been purged with a gentle cathartick. Idelivering my 
opinion in the firſt place, 1aid chat the chief caule of chis diteale, or ar leaſt which foments 
this Symprome, 13 a mighey plenicude of the veins above the Kidnies, which by reaſon of di= 
fieugzon, cauted by plenty of che fecofiries, retained the ſpace” of three daies, cannot ealily 
contract chem(elves ro expelibe lame, whence many times 2 dithculcy of making water does a= 
riſe. Now thac there is a greac plenicude of ſerous humor, ws appareuc, both trom che plent- 
cude ofthe patients body, az alio becauſe he has been uted co drink much, and when he was in 
healch,he was wour comake three or four pings of water eyery nighr. Thecfoce I judged thar di- 
ureticks wece nat to be uſed,which by bringing humors co thoſe paſſages, mighc erceaſe their 
c<iftenſion. Bur that rachec ſome notable revullions were to be procuced, by blood-lerting and 
purging, and that blood ſhould be caken away, ina good quantity, as ſoun as might be; and 
that fave or fizz bours aber a {irong phlege and water purging medicament ſhould be admini- 
iced. The ocher Phyſitians were cf che fame mind, and a pound of blood was craken away 
before novn, and ac evening one dram of the pouder of Diacarthawum Without the ſeeds, was 
given him 3 which gave bam many ftools, end after four gc tive ſtools, he began romake wa- 
rex, ounces of blackuth urine, and a lictle after a greater quantity of red,and 
afres that cleareaz water. * He voided abþundacce of urine in the ſpace of a day, and was cured, 
Almoſt {uch another calt waspropounded, m the firſt obſervacion of this Century.

Afcec that a Sudorifick Dier drink, of a Decoftion of Guajacum, and Salſaparilla, for 
thirty, or foutty daies, reſpect being had tothe cemperamenc, for if ic be hoccer chan ordi- 
nary (for I could not ſee the man, only my advice was deſired upona Relation of che Caſe in 
writing, whereche Complexion of the Pacienc was not expreſſed) uw may be corcefted with 
backs and cooling broaths.

And if that ſame Head=ach, ſhal nor give way to the Decodtion long uſed, icmuſt be con- 
lidered if forme mercury be not colledGted 1n che part, which may be known by inpa liccle 
peller made of Leafe Gold rouldup, into his lett Noſtcil as far ascan be, and pulling ir ouc af* 
ter it has been in {ome crime ; for if ic come out Wheyitſh tis a ſign chere is Mercury, The fame 
may be experimenced allo, by covering a Cephalick Plaiſter with Leaves of Gold, and putting

A ſtory nor much unlike cochus may be teene in Foreſts bis 99 obſervationof 
hs 10- Book,of a Certain young man who being deprived of morion from hischighs to his feer, 
with an excenuation and non=nutrition of the ſaid parts, and- growing continually worſe: and 
warſe by che uſe of hot and dey ing medicaments preicribed by other Phyſicians, ac laft he was 
cured by Foreſtus, only with moiſtening medicaments , which were partly caken in, and

Moreover it isa thing lovg fince obſerved amongſt Practitioners, that there is a chollerick 
colick, which does frequently degenerate intoa pallie, and chacſuch a pallie ſprings from cho- 
ler no man doubts. ! 
Azcd finally, Thar from a melanchollick and wheyiſh Humor, Sympromes are produced very 
like the palſie ant convulſion, is every where related by tuch Authors as have written of the 
Scurvyand the hypochondriacal diſeaſe, as you may fee m Sennertus, where he explaines che 
{ymptoms of the'toreſaid diſcaſes,in his Book of the Scurvy,and of the hy pachondriacal diſeaſe. 
\Now«chbac thoſg Impairments of ſence and motion which afflict this honeſt woman, do pro=

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acts, wich which trembling his hands and teet ace many cmes caken, thuugh very hphcly. 

Ac the ſame time he was vexed with pains in his yoynts for che 1pace of thiee moriths, ſo 
that he was not able co walk for ſix months after. And being then at Parx, he uled the Ville- 
comitan waters by the advice of Dr. Delormens, a renowned Phyſic ang which did exceed! 
ly coot tus ffonach a'id atrer that a very troubleſome and ſcabby ich did moleſt his whole bo- 
dy, which was preſently cured by an oyntment (of Mercury | Suppote) applied co bis wriſts 
and the loles of his feet, by advice of Dr. Labtoſſe a Phyſician of Pars ; ater which anointing 
chere followed a miphty looſnels for rwenty dayes copether with n;oft grerwvous gripnigs of his 
belly ; ſo chat ſorurimes he had a ſhew of the bloody flux. The weakveis in che meatitime of 
bi and legs continuing, made him unable ropo tor at) whol year. Aud at the lame time 
his mind was b&th exceedingly baſied both in peruling books and papers 3 and much agitated 
and-coffed wich exrream paſſions, and extraordinary ladnels atthe 1] ſuccels of his bulineſs, 
which may juſtly be cthoughe c© have occaſioned the following infirmiries. 

In che year 1 6 40, he fel into a grievous ſhocrnels of breath and ſtfaicneſs in 1.15 breaſt, with 
a certain pain in the region of his ſtomach ; which ty mpromes did exceedingly crouble hum fox 
fifteen dayes rogether, and afterwards were much abaced, bur after tome tpace ot time they 
ſeemed to gather new ſtrength, ſo that co chis vey day he is croubled with them, fonitimex 
more, and (omcames leſs, 

For che quelling of this ſtubborn diſeaſe, various medicamenes have been by Sundry phyſic- 
ans pceicribed tor tour yeares rogerher ; various purgations, by Apozemes, potions, 1yrups lax- 
ative priſans, and the like. . To which were added frequenc blood-letcings, ufſues, Veſ- 
carories , opening ot the hemorrhoid veins, baths to fic in , phylica] broaths, chlybeared 
whey,milk, tulphucous mineral waters, as chole of Borbon and Digne ; allo vitriolated waters, 
a5 thoſe of Orleanc-; roborating and apericive opiates, pectoral Syiups,and n;any other thugs, 
wh:ch being uled ac tundry rimes inthe (pace of four years, did ſometimes much, ocherwhiles 
lictle eate the patient. But his habi: ual dileate did (ti] keep us courte, and the ilJuſtrious pa» 
tienc wi] croubled with che ſame infirmines. 

And 1 being called roviſt: him about the beginning of May, 1644. I conceived the cure wasto 
be duet dio thoie eworemarkable tymproms fore recited, viz. che ſtraightr.els ot his breaſt, 
ard hrs difficulty of breathing, whole cauſes are fiift co be conſidered, wherein che greateſt 
difhculty, with exticam obicurity jeemcohe. For that tame ſhorrne(s of breath, does no 
ſeem to be any true Afrhma or 11ffick, nor co proceed trom any defluxion our of his head in- 
to tis Lungs, though 1ome excellent phyticiatis did goabour to cure him as one aſthmarical; 
for he has uo cough, no wheezing, nor does he {pit up any flegnarick humor. Secondly, his 
dafiiculcy of breaching, is in a momene ſtured up by che procataccrick caules, and goes away 
in a Moment 3, fo that if he move himſelta liccle more vehemently than ordinary, or is never 
{o juct leangry, preſently he is croubled with ſhortnels ot breach, and by and by he arrains his 
freedom of breath again. Thirdly, chough he is chiefly croubled wich chis ftymprom im che 
eveni::p$s and nights, 1o char he is fain co lit uprighn in his bed cit midnight; yer as toon as he 
begins co fal aſl-epe, his ſhoreneis of breach quite vaniſhes, and he lates his bead down upon 
the pillow , and fleeps the reſt of che night toquietly, and breachs fo treely, that it is ealie 
to lee that there 15a dileaſe in his Lungs, 

The Immediate Caule cheretore of this ſhortneſs of breath, muſt be ſouphe elſewhere, viz. 
in hs Belly, the Parts wherein contained, being croubled with greivousditeaſes, councain in 
them the original of al his infirmies, 

T his is 1 the firſt place demonſtiated, by that ſenſe of pain and Niraitneſs, of which our 
noble patient perperually complaines, and ſhewes the teat thereof ro be under his midrif, and 
abour (ne iegiou of his ſtomach : and as ofren as he is troubled with ſhortnels ot breath; char 
ſame pain, ſtraighrnels and oppreſſion (as he calls ic) is (til encreated ; and when the ſaid op- 
preſiion ucteales, the ſhortnets of breath comes : tothat it is mamteſt that the one depends 
upon the other, . Avd I, diligently enquiring unco che cauſe of chat pain, ſtrairnels, or oppreſ* 
1101, ang feeling the region ot his ſtomach 3; I found u phable enough, as long as I held my 
hand lightly.upon it, but preſſing my hand harder, 1 perceived a cercan tardvels and Reliſten- 
cy deep uuder the burcom ot hus ſtomach, which I conceived rode in the Pancreas or (weet- 
bread, which ] conceive was (welled with an hard and iciurbous rumor, and teeing the pancreas 
is placed under the diaphragrua , ic 1s no wonder that it being twoln, thould compreſs chat

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which chiefly ſerves for reſpiration, and hinder che free morion chereof, Yex verily this caule 
found our by feeling , does not quite ſaci sfie our doubt, for if che ſhorrneſs of breath ſhould 
wholly depend chereupon, it ſhould be perpetual, and nor come by firs, nur ſhould ic be ſo 
eafily cauſed by external occaſions, as commotion of che Body or mind,  ' This realon verily, us 
convincing, that ſome other cauſe muſt be zoyned hereunto, viz, ſome chin matter, which 
afoon moved and ſoon quieted, Now what chat maccer ſhould be,and what ſeat it ſhould pre- 
aſely poſleſſe, is nor ealily dererminable. Yer I may wich choſe moſt excellent phyſicians 
whoundercook the cure of the patienc, affect the moſt probable reaſon co be, certain Vapours 
and winds ariſing from his Spleen and ſtomach. Now this Commorion of winds and vapours in 
his ſtomach, is hereby eaſily diſcerned, in char the noble Pacienc, is wonc co be more grievouſly 
troubled wich the torelaid fymproms, after his meales. For from hard arid laborious digeſtt- 
on in a weak ſtomach, many windsare bred, which diſtending the ftomach » compreſs 
the Pancreas and Midcif , whereupon greater ſhortneſs of brearh is wont to a- 
riſe , ſome hours afcer his Meals. Moreover, in the greaceſt changes of the Aire, 
when che wind ſhitts from norch co {outh, che torefaid lympcome ace moſt croubleſome, becauſe 
by ſuch a mutation of che air rheumatiſmesare cauled, which ag ocher times were won tocauſe 
paines in the joynts ; and doe now flow intothe inner parts, weakened by long diſtempers and 
obſtructions, and exagirate the bad humors in them contained ; or becaule by the morftnes of 
theair, che humors are puffed up,and as ic were termenced; whence a vapor ariſes, which ſeizing 
apo" che diaphtagma and Lungs,beeds a 9g pe in che breaſt,anda difticulcy in breathing, 
If theſe Symproms may be reterred roany kind ot dileaſe, T conceive they belong cothac ſorr 
efmelancholly, which is cermed hypochondriacal z leeing they hadcheir ficſt original froma 
wous and long {adneſs, in a body hot and dry, whence aroſe a greac maſs of meJancholly 
| neat which bred ſtubborn obſtruftions in his Hypochondria . Yea verily, and although 
the Sourvy which is frequent in northern Councries, is not uſual in this of ours ; Yet this Dil= 
eaſe (eems __——_— unco che oatuce of che Scurvy, ſeeing the ewo ſymproms aforeſaid, viz; 
Araicne(s of the breaſt, and ſhorrneſs of breach, are moſt frequent Sympcomes of char diſeaſe, 
aaSeverinus Eugalenus has noted in very many obtervations ; in whote Country thac dileaſe 
moſt frequent: and in imitation of him Daniel Sennertus in his Bookof the (curvy, Chap. FY 
where he propounds the ligns of chart diſeaſe, and in che 9. Article of the ſaid chap. does ſo de- 
nbe chele rwo {ymptomes, that he feemes co deſcribe the condition of our illuſtrious patienc 
wan hair. 
And although (as has been ſaid) the Diſeaſe called the Scurvy, is not uſual, and hacdly 
ſen in theſe Countries of ours 3. yer I, to neglect noching in the Cure of ſo great a Diſeaſe, 
prefencly uſed che ſpecitical Remedies belonging to that Dileaſe, mixed with ochers, chac were 
co open obſtcuions, and corredt and expell melancholly humors. And cherefoce, in 
up place, I gave bim the juyces of Water=crefſes, Brook-lime, and F umicory, for many 
Ges cogerher, mixing therewirh Salc of Tarcar, and Spiric of Vitriol, alſo frequently infu- 
a licele Senna 3 and fo thick, clammy,and carcarous Humors, were purged ouc by lictle and 
And ſomrimes I mixed the foreſaid juyces wich Decodtions of Elecampane, Bark of 
Tamzarisk, Leaves of Agrimony, Wormwood, and Burner. By which Remedies congunued 
femche 7. of May, tothe 28. chereof, our Parienc ſeemed much holpen. And the weather 
Ingpening upon that day to turn trom dry and elear, into thickand rainy, by reaſon of South 
mds, che foreſaid Sympromes came all afreſh, which continuing co the thicd day of Fune, 
rwo blood-letrangs a liccle at a time, chey were much abated. From that cime forward he 
Salt of Steel or Vitriol, for a whol month cogether, which is of admirable force to open 
obſtructions, ſtrengthen the Bowels, and co correct cheic hoc diftemper. Howbeir ſomcimes, 
vis. every thicd or fourth day, I gave him (mal purges, of Senna infuſed in the foreſaid Deco- 
ons, and ſomcimes chalybeace pills; and I gave him chalybeate water to drink ordinaril 
withthin (mal wine. Which being continued (as was faid) for a monch cogether, che noble 
Panenc was brought inco a much beccer condition, ſo that he which before could noc travel ei- 
thexon Horſ-back, or in a Coach,withour great crouble, could now endure a Coach cunning a- 
and an florſe on a faft amble, Moreover, the vigor of his whol Body, and the color of his 
, were much reſtored. And this is eſpecially worth obſervation, that the noble patienc 
wes very much hurt by baths co fic in, and tomencations applied tothe Region of his Belly, and 
moan excream ſhorcneſs of Breath : tochat we were fain wholly co abftain from the 
uſeatchem, alchough very neceſlary for chis Cure. Theſe 
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Theſe chings were done the fourch of Fuly, ac what cime I procured leave of che moſt illus 
ftrious Preſiden co , and cetucned co Montpelier, leaving him wricten Direftions for 
whar was afterwards tobe done. 

After my deparcure, chrough che whol cuurſe of Autumn and the Winter following, be uſed 
the foreſaid Remedies by courte, and ac ficting diſtances of time, by order of che moſt renow- 
ned Dc. Fobn Matthews, tns ordinary Phyſician, viz. the Salc ot Sceel, Pills of Steel, and an 
infuſion of Senna made with che foreſaid Decoction, with Salr of Tarcar, and Spirit of Vieriol ; 
© which was added a ſtrengthening Opiace, and Aperitive, preſcribed by me before my depar- 
rure. And whenas after ſome months, there was a = abacement of ſymptomes, I adviſed 
him by Lecters, to try the Fomencation and bathco fit in 3 for it was to be hoped, that the mor» 
bifick cauſes being yery much dimmithed, chere would happen leſs commotion of humor, 
which did hinder the uſe of che ſa1d Remedies. The macter ſucceeded according to our wiſh, 
and he boce the Famencation without any trouble, which did him much good. And the Spring 
following, he uled nor only the fomencations, bur alſo the bathsro tit ing and diligently conty 
nued che toreſaid Remedies, ſome ochers being thereurco added, with which ac laſt Cblefſed 
and praiſed be God ) he was broughe co a ſtare of perfet Health.

ved, I ordered che Chyrurgeon to ſhave that part,and apply a great Cupping-Ghaſs thereuno, 
with much flame, which ch it ceſted upon the ſound and tohd parts, did to much pamthe 
patient, that nor being able co peak, he ſhrunk down muctering mco his bed, Bur afterthe 
Cupping-Glaſs was removed, and inciſion made upon the part aftefted, and che Cuppings 
glaſs again fer onghe was fo fac fcom being pained, that he perceived grear comfore thereby : and 
thereupon began to ſpeak to me, and knew al che By-ftanders. And though even or eigt 
ounces of Blood were drawn away by the Cupping-Glats ; I ordered neverchelets, that the 
next. day he ſhould be again ler blood.

A Monſtrous and unwontcd Hiccup. 


AW 1634 in the Month of December, A Tailor of hitty years vId,by reaſon of faſting,cold, 

and j ourneying, fel into che feaver Ephemera, which wich ewenty four hours was ditcufled 

by pleatyful ſweat : ſo that the following diy, he contiu.ued free trom his Feaver and Head- 

ach untill eighe a clock ; howbeir he had no Appetite romear, and was very ſleepy and flug- 

iſh. Bur —_ che eighth day in che morning, he was again {eized by the Feaver without any 
fl 


aking ;, a while atcer, towards the evening, he was tormented with a moſt grievous Hic- 
cup, the noiſe whereof was heard four Houles off in the Neighbor- Row, and eaſily in the ſtreer 
withour any truce or internuſſion, In the mean time, he was not very thirſty, and well in his 
wits, but very impatient of fo cruel a Symptume. Ac elevena clock wich coughing he vomuted 
a crude matter, noe unlike corrupted fleſh, which che by-ſtanders took tobe a piece of Mar- 
malade of Quinces, which the Patient had eaten nor long before, Bur the day tollowing, he 
caſt up a bic of the ſame color and greatneſs, viz. red, and as big as a Hazel Nut; which I cau- 
ſed fit robe waſhed in water, aud then Jaid upoo the coals , whereupon loſivg its red color, 
which ic lefr in the wacer, and ſtinking extreamly in the troling, it a ppeared tobe ( as I for- 
merly gueſſed by the ſtory ) a piece of fleſh wich the Membranes, eaten off from che Oectopha- 
guz, or upper Orifice of che ſtomach, by an Ulcer which Jay concealed in the ſaid Octophagys. 
Whether Ulcer was bred all on a fudden, caking ics rite the firſt day in which the man was 
taken with the Feaver Ephemera 3 or whether ic was contracted lengrtume before, is uncertain. 
Yer ic is likely that it began not {o ſoon : firft, becauſe no Inflamation or ocher tumor had gore 
before, which is commonly attended by an Ulcer : Again, becauſe thac for many years he had 
been vexed with a light Cough, which brought up nothing viſible. So that the Diſeaſe, which 
had long ſince rooted it ſelf under the firſt Coar of the Oetophagus or Stomach, being produced 
by thole external cauſes fore-recited, didallon a ſudden diicover ic ſelf. Now the Symprome 
- was continual by reaſon of the Ulcer, whereof he died upon the fourteenth day, raving : For 
che mo_ong would remit nothing of its fierceneſs, neither with Blood-lerting, Cupping, 
Dececſive Medicaments, Digeftives, nor Purgers, amongſt which Hiera i very much com- 
mended. 
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An inflamation in the hinder part of the Brain, with Symptoms 
therefrom ariſing. 


He moſt nc. ble and 3iluftrious young Gentleman, Monterr de Larthaudiere, thicty ſeven 
Yeats of Age, fell in the Dog-Gayes ito a molt grievous and ſharp pain ot his Head, 
which croubled him moſt im the hinder patty, and towards the lefr tude. He had an obſcure and 
very hghe Feaver, his Setices were vipcrous, eſpecially tus Taft ; bowbert he was mighcy 
thuſty,ar:d could cake norelt, His Forehead was not ar all hot, his Head bur lictle, he telc 
no pain though his Head were hard rouched ;, laying our hands, one to his Foretiead, the other 
coche hinder part of his Head, we perceived his Brain to be ſhaken and pulled, within his Skull, 
ard his whol Head did involuntarily ſhake this way and that way, his Uumnes were at fit chick 
and white. Which things having oblerved, tearii pihere war aFlepmone or Erylipelas 1a his 
Brain, I oidered hun cobieed ,, hicft from the Cepnalicay or head Vein, then trom che Media= 
na, wo pounds of bloud, The follow ing daies becaule the pam raged terribly, we cauſed him 
at ſevera] times to bleed ewo pound more in the other Arm, On the fite day we purced him; 
on the 11xt we drew halt a pound of blood, with Cuppivg Glaſſes faſtened ro h1s Shoulders. 
In the mean while. his hezd was fhaven, and bathed wrh Vancpar of Rules, arid we omitted 
nothing which nght cevell, derive, cr repell any kind of humors from che brain. On the 
fourth day of ci; difeale, there brake forch a tmal rumcr on the right fide of his I ongue, 
which we fund co be bard, hollow, and ulceraced without teclung, and indeed no other than a 
Cancer. On the ſeventh day cowards the evernny, he raved a liicle aid foon after he began to 
(wear, fiſt in bus Face, and chen plenpitully over bis whol Body, to that we hoped there 
weuld be a true and pertect Crifty : his Sweat was wiped off, his Lianen charged, and he did 
ſyezt again abundantly. And tow he began to cowplim of the Cloaths, crymg cut that he 
was {mothered, which being renwved, and che Swear wiped off as before, we tound him almoſt 
quire ſpent, and perpecually raving. His ſtrengrh, which was very firm before the Swear, we 
perceived to be wholly weakened, and in this condition he contwucd all might untill nine a 
clock in the morning of the eighth day. He raved and calked exceedibgly, being torgerful of 
all thac had happened, os had keen done about him, during his whol Diteate, Abouc cen of 
the Clock hetleemedrocome tohimiclt, and co cemember lome clangs, and to we ſhould have 
had ſome hope of hum, buc that his Coovullive Pulle, and cheuembling of bis Limbs, did de- 
care his Bram to beexcreamly diſordered, Soon afcec he piſt plenutully, and his Urine was 
red, and ſhined like tire. Abou che {ame rune as the day betore, cowards the evening, he raved 
2ga1rn, which was ſo much che worſe, becaule, having recove:ed ſtrength, be became ptcancick, 
auddcoveall che by-ſtanders from him with great terror, Ac nine a clock in the morning, he 
cane to hinelt again, and continued fo until the evening, abou which time, a ſwelling roſe 
in his Neck, as big as an wdittecent Apple, not painful, nor different m culoc trom the reſt of his 
Skin, neverthelels be contipued raving with a Convulive trembling of his Hands. On the 
centh day all churgs continued alike. LIowards the end of the eleventh day, he died wich Con- 
vullions. Aud becauſe he was one of an illuſtrious Family, and nuch eſteemed by his Friends, 
and died (0 unexpectedly, his death nor being toreicen nul the ſeventh day, nor forerold, ic 
was thought convenient to open his Body, that the caule of his death mighe be maniteſted co bis 
Friends. The other parts of his body were found in a good condition, all fave his brain ; For 
his Skul being opened, great pleoty ot very black blood, but chin, flowed preſerly forth, be- 
tore the coats of kus brain were opened, and ere che bone was well ſawn alunder, ic came out by 
the Saw 3 which blood being ſhed becween the Skul and the Coats of the Brain, was gueſt ta 
berwo pounds or more, When the Coats ot the brain were dilcovered, wetound them dia» 
pred al over with liccle Veins, wh'ch {welled with black aduſt blood. And in the hinder pare 
tar the depch af ewotingers, and the lengch of tour, where che Torculat or Brain*cunnel is fazd 
fo be (cicuate, there was not only blackneſs, bur che Membranes were of a bright red color, and 
periſhed wich a Gangrene : inco which parc, when I cauied a Pen- knite co be chiult, preſently 
there. 
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there cam* forth live or fix oruces of a purulent matter or quictor, which ſtunk. Afrerward the 
Chcui eons making deeper icthion, al che Balis of the bratn very neare, efpecially the Cere- 
bellum, and chat patc ot che Marrow of the back, which is contamed inthe uppermoſt Verte- 
braes, &upon whith the twellng d1d arife, were found hkewile {phacelated &mortified. And the 
coats ot the Brain were on the lett tice eaten throughwich ulcers,through which o©1s probable che 
blood had i1flurd our. which was taund immediately under the skul. By the nartation of al w«h 
it is caſie co infer, that the caule of that fame ſharp pain, want ot fleep, Ravings, and Convul- 
ſions; was che {0turzon of Contmunty, in the hinderpare of the Brain called Cerebellum, cr the 
Little Brain, Now rwo caulcs there were of the Solution ot is Continuuy , an Ulcer, andan 
Inflamacian, The Ulcer being the principal caule, which was contracted lome months fince, 
by meanes related co me bur not to be publiſhed, produced that licle ulcer in his tongue, and 
made the brain weak and tubjea to be inflamed. Now the Cholecick Inflamation was aug- 
menced, by che patients youthtul ape, his cemper being ſangum mixed with choler, and by the 
hotneſs of the weacher :; bur cerrain excernal Cauſes did eſpecially turcher the fame, viz. twim- 
ming in cold water, in theopen air, atcer he had been heated by biding un the tun and by being 
chated wich anger. Bur che Cautes, why fo obſcure a fteaver thould be accended with 
ſo many terrible Symproms, werethele, The firſt was becaute his brain was only aftected, 
and al other parts of his body found. Secondly, becauie the bran has ot uc {elf bur hietle ire} ling, 
and is of a cold and moiſt cemper. The chud and moit remarkable was, becaute the Erau: is tac 
diſtant from the Heatc, and theretoce che ipirits which paſs co aud fro un the brain, beiig once

Whereupon thete things being done and 1aid upon the by , I departed, 

re(olving romnquire furcher 10co the matter, 1t her 1inefs contmued, or the tympromes ſhould 

grow worle, Bur theſe promutes en both ſides, being eicher negleRed or forgotten, two 

mouthes atcer I was called 10 good earneſt ro the maid z 1 tin1 her diſeate much more grievous, 

as beinp accunpanied with want uf apperice and a continual Feaver, and intended or encreated 

cowards night, withcur ay buriing biting heat, or uther 1{enlible Symprom or coken ;, ſhe 

was very much weakened, the circumference of her noftrils did widen theni{elves as ſhe breath» 

ed, and yec ſhe had nogreat diihiculcy in terching her breath,no chuſt, no redneſs m her Cheeks, 
ho want of fleep as ſhe lay un her bed, ſhe eoughed a little wichour ſpitting, Her heart, 

being moved more trequencly and ſtrongly ſtil cowards the evening, was perceivedco pant by 

laying on of a bodies hand, ſhe her {clt nor perceiving che ſame z her urines were thick, white, 

fatcy,wich broken a Eneorema or {wim ot the fame Condition. She nevec raved, the never loſt 
nights fleep, no noc tomuch as the laſt night, in which quietly and wichour any pangs or ſtrug- 

ling, the changed her lite tor a better. Wherefore becaule of her unexpected Death in reipedt 
ot her pateats, and becauſe chuteen more of che ſameGeneration had died eicher before, oc at 
the citue they became marriagable, uw was thought couventenc by ber fiiends co open her. And in 
che 
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che ficft place, her body being uncovored, we law both her tides, from her arme pits to the laſt 
baſtard Ribbs, ſpocced with ceddiſh black and blew ſpors like ſtripes. Her Bowels contained 
in che Belly were found, only her livec was a hietle moreblack chan ordinary, and her ſtomach 

{mal and coloured with choler green as L*ckes. When we came unto her cheſt, from the 
Cavicies theceot being difſeted, there if[ued an abundance of venemous ſtinking water, co che 
Quanticy of tour pints. *Tis wonder that it had not cauſed preac difficulty of Breathing, 
while ſhe lived, or that ic had not been perceived to fluctuate by che ear. Her lungs we found 
blaſted 3 alſo in their edges round abour, we law every where whitiſh (pecks, which did break 
with the lighteſt couch, and quittor wich corrupe humor came forth of them. Ye1, and che in- 
feGtion had dyed al the veflels and cavicies of che Lungs with a light ced colouc. The Membrat 
Pleuca and the incercoſtal mulcles were cainted with a greeniſh colour ; che Midrif was wel, 
but che Pericardium or Heact=-Bag by reaſon of nexghbourhood, was withered, pucritied, and 
dryed up. The Heart and brain were ſound. Al things being conlidered, it was dereu mined 
and ceſolved, thac this infeCtion, had its otiginal trom the parents, euher from the (eed or blood. 
The examples ot her brothers prove che ching. And it chus diſeaſe in the vicgin had come trom 
any external cauſe, ſome part only of her lungs would have been diſeaſed, & not che whol body 
of them. For ſhe had not offended in her Dier, and courſe of Life : alſo hec quiet death did 
ceſtifie, chac che corruprion in the ſubſtance and cemperament of chule parts was made by lit- 
tle and little, and came not by a violent cauſe. And again, foralmuch as ſhe had no couph, ic 1s 
thereby apparenc, char no flux or collection of Humors did corrupe her Lungs. Furthermore, 
2s no man doubcs but that tuch Diſeaſes are propagated from the Parents co che ChiIdren ; to ir 
cannot be denied, bur that they may eaſily be communicaced ; and we ordinarily find, thar in 
Families infelted wich ſuch Diſeates, many are caken wich che tame Diſeaſe, either all coge= 
ther, or one after another ; yea, and ſomrumes they are cranſmicced unto the fift or ſixe Genes 
ration, and infect other perions chat converte with chem.

| Knew another honeſt Man whodwelc in che Houle of Mſc.de Leyſſins che Kings Councellor in 
(he Supream Court of the Delpbinate, being his Seccecary and Clerk of the maiker, who 
could ſhow greac and licrle ſtones in any pare of tus body ; Ihave ofcen teen and couched ſuch 
ſtones upon his fleſh, muſcles, Membraines, nerves, bones, indifferencly : fo char his eares 
hole, dugs, eye browes, were not withour them for they bunch our vinbly and appear move- 
able cothoſe char couch them ;, aud it in one part rhey come ro be diffolved, they grow in ano- 
ther, and they daily encreaſe boch in number and magnicude. The tame peclon is alio nepthri-. 
tick, and once whenl viſited hum, he ſhewed me upon the whirl-bone ot his righc knee, a no- 
table rumor, ful of divers ſuch like ſtones diſtinct one from anocher, which were as in 3 bag and 
tatcled when they were ſtirred. Some mon. hs after I came co him again, and he cold me che 
ſame rumor was become ſofcand {mooch. Ibared borh his knees, ftelc che (wellings and per= 
ceived indeed that chey contained an humor inthem ; aud incilion being made, pretently there 
came forch chiee or tour ounces of very whue wel-digeſted matter and thick, fuch as I bave ot= 
cet} 
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cen ſeen tocome from thole kind of tumors which are called Sreatomata, that is, Tumors ful of 
matter hike callow or congealed tat. In his left knee, becauſe I felc cerrain firm ftones yer re- 
maining, though with fofc matter berween, I did not open the tumor, waiting til they vere 
fully diſſolved, 
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Stones bred in the ſpleen, vomited our. 


I was cruelly croubled four yeares rogether with the ſtone in my kidnies, without any ſenſible 

hot diſtemper ot my kidnies or Liver, from which was freed by lictle and lictle, by God:

Firſt he carefully waſhed che Canker with hot wine, wich Cloaths dipped therein, and 
rubbed ic luſtily, co ſticr up the Humors in che pate, Then he ſpread of che paſt upon a bot» 
ſtec lix crmes ſmaller chan the {welling, which he letr upon che pare ewenty tour hours, and 
chere was made an Eichac ſix times greater than the bolſter, to that ie did eat the Canker wholly 
away, and when che Eichar fel off, che Llcer was tilled with fleſh and chencloſed up. And in 
cale the forelaid Elchac had not taken away che whol Tumor, bur chat ſome Rooers thereof had 
remained, thole he would have conlumed wich the poudec of ced precipicate and burne Alum 
wel mixed. 

And co fil the ulcer with fleſh he uſed only lint of old rags.

The Age of che Patienc, bei 
ſixty years, his cemperament cold, the habic of his body corpulenc, plenty ofclammy.and chick 
flegm, in his brain, fFomach and Guts; finally, many other ſigns, which I have colleied up 
and down our of che writings of others, do demonſtrate that rhis joynt-pain we ſpeak of pro» 
ceeds from a cold diſtillation, rather chan a hot, which the Nature and long-laſting of the pain 
does confirm : but into whac joynts the Humor chiefly fals, is nor expcefled, Though the 
knowledg thereof, is of no {mal moment cowards the Gure.

. A S ſoonaseverany man is taken with pains in his Joynts, he muſt abare half of his ordma+ 
4 \ Iy Diet, both in Meac and Drink, and he muſt be enjoyned to follow aithinner and 


pacer Dier, chat che immoderare bulk of his body and Humors, may be abared ; he muft 
drivk no Wine, the heat and vaporous faculty whereof, provokes tbe defluxion of Rhewm, and 
exaſpecace the pains, Hu drink muſt be {mal beer, oc Water tweerned wich Sugar, or ſome 
other Liquor chat wichout atiy harm doing may pleaſe his pallate. Al Salc and {ſpiced meats 
muſt be avoided, and tuch chings which trouble the Head, as Garlick, Onons, Warer-creſles, 
Muſtard ; eſpecially when che pains ace moſt raging. He muft uſe liccle ſupping meats 
or broaths, and eat roaſt meat rather tha!) boyPd, that his Body may by all paſſible 
means be dryed, and a gvod quantity of Humors conſumed. Thele therefore are che 
chief, and moſt obſervable Rules of Dier, which his ordinary Phyſician may unfold 
yore at large. And becaule 1o cruel a Dileale cintot be put to Hlight only by dier, theſe 
Medicaments muſt be added, whereby I am wont quickly to pur an end to theſe pains. 
As ſoon as the pain ſhal ſeize upon him, if his belly bebound, ic muſt be {ofrened wictha Cly» 
ſter, which muſt have un ic Hieca picra {imple, or Diaphznicon, with other things uſual in 
ſuch caſes.

means of a new fluxion are grown worle, you muſt purge him the ſecond time with a purge 
like the former, yea, and che thicd time if occaſion requre : but interpoſing ſome daies of reſt 
berwixr and purge, that che patience may 'nort thereby be weakned : which muſt be letc 
cothe zudgmencof an experienced Phyſttian.

This is a moſt effectyal Medicament in the Feerand Hand Gout, If che Inflamationſeem 
co be grea,,.add.an oynce of Vinegar. 1Inche echer Joynts, when a more grievous pain ſhal 
arile, as in the Elbow, che Kneezand Hip, that che force of this Medicamenc may piercerhe 
deeper, add Camphice, eighc grains. When che pains begin, nexcher Oyls, nor Fats, nor

Now crudicy i 
this wind, which the Stomach plentifully gathers in rime, and which ſomcimes it caſts our 
vomic. Bur che weakveſs of che Sromach alone, is nor che cocal cauſe chereof. Bar the 
Cauſe is to be ſoughc higher ib the Liver, forir is both wholl diſtempered, and much obftru< 
Red, and hasa Vein broken or eaten afunder, out of which blood came in times paſt, and not 
many daies ſince, and was voided by vornit. By which Cauſes al digeſtion is corrupred, and 
many Diſeaſes uſually chreacned co the Scomach and whol body. Bur this Diſeaſe, if it be noc 
diligently cured, is the fore-runner of a Dropſie, or Cachexy, or ſome more xp Difeaſe.

T tis blood 
congealing wichour the Veins, and putrefying, has cauſed both the turuor and the pain, the 
tainting Fus, and che lingring Feaver, and ocher Symptoms. Nor verily, can I after diligenc 
Inquiſition, find any other caule of chele pains and ſympromes. That fame black and burnt 
blood being voided, the pains abate by little and licele, and che Gentleman teemed wichour 
pain, above cwenty or thirty dates, Bur happening toexerciie himlelt more vehemently than 
ordinary, and cogrow extream angty, toon atter he began to be vexed with new pains, like the 
former. Aud then giving him another Medicamenc to purge, the like black S:ools came away, 
reſembling burnt bluod, which cealang, his patnsceaſed lacery iſe, Hence the Caule of the pam 
was evidently known, and it was apparent, that blood came by little and liccle our of tome 
Vein, eſpecially when the Patient was heated, or fel into any vehement perubations of body 
and mind ; which being gathered cogerher into ſome certain place, and cloteering and putrefy- 
ing, by its mal:gnavt lubſtance and vapor, it cauſed al theſe Symproms ; to which caule alfo 
ſtoce of winds is added, being ſhed forth into ſundry parts of the body, This Diſeaſe, if it be 
not eimely cured,chreacens tudden death,or the Dropfie, The beſt way of prevention is, for the 
Gencleman co abſtain from al thoſe things, which make che blood hot or thin, or which violent- 
ly move che ſame, or by any means make it break out of che Veins, Such are, Vehementand 
unſeaſonable exercile of the body, anger, wrath, fear, and other diſturbances of the mind : 
chin and ſtrong wine, muſtard, faltchings, and al chings which are peppered, and al Sawces 
made thereof. Alto heating the body, eithes - Kage 299p- heat of weather, or by the fire, or 
bachs, or by any great commotion. He muſt therefore abſtain alcogerher from al chele things,

that very lictle or no blood may hereatrer be ſhed our of the veins. Bur if al this wil not ſerve

A Letter of Her Pbyſuian in ordinary, | 


Hear ( moſt learned Sirs) that the noble Countefsof Ales, being troubled with a vehe- 
[| ment and long Diteaie, was Cured by your ca diligerce. Now the Diſcaſe was 2 
continual Feaver, which growing ſomwhat gentler on cle chirtiech day, became afterwards 
more violent,with unquietneſs, watchings, looſneſs, raving,ſhortneſs of. breath, want of appe- 
cice,and thirſt,in a thin body, which you did not only overcome, bur the whol conſtitution of 
her body, was made much better than it had been before her ſickneſs. For her omach had 
ſwelled two years before with winds, and with a certain wheyiſh moiſture, diſtending the 
coats thereof, which brought a Diſeaſe, by firs very much reſembling the Palpication of 
the Heart. Her Womb was grown cold and hard, and her hope of Iſſue very little ; but 
with juleps, and gentle Medicaments, pouders, fomentations,|'niments, as ſetting al right a- 
gain within, you have fo ordered, the matter, thar her womb preſently conceived. AndI 
doubt not but ſhe might have been an happy Mother of a perfe& Iſſuc,if ſhe had kept her ſelf 
quiet, and ſtudied by a more plentitul kind of diet to encreate aad reſtore her ſtrength. 
But, ſhe being more inrent to certain controverſies ſprung up about ber eſtate, than mind- 
ful either of her ſelf or her Child ; ſhe fel into that Charybdis which Hippocrates, bas pre- 
ſaged.co thin bodied women with Child, WWhatſoever Women, quoth be,preternaturally Ex- 
tenuated do conceive with Child, they ſuffer abortion before they can recover their wonted 
Fleſh. Forir was in the ſixt month after her Conception, when reſolving to return home, 
ſhe cravelled every day twenty miles,til ſhe was received inco her Siſters Houſe at Albigniac. 
In which place, preſently, either ſmitten with the Heat of the Sun, or of the Journey, or 
wearyed with the ſhaking of her Horſelitter ; ſhe began to loath al kind of meat, ro vomit 
up what ſhe had earen, to be vexed with a pain in her kidneys and bips, and to befrighted 
with fear of an Abortion. Al which being by our aſliſtance allaied, ſhe fel againinto a con- 
rinual Tertian ague : the Exacecbarion whereof every third day, did laſt above twelve hours. 
Onthe {xt day, being frighted with the vehemency of the Symproms, which afflicted her 
in the Exacerbation, -we took away three ounces of blood, after which al Symptoms were 
berterand milder : but ſhe voided her Child on the ſeventh day, with three lictle round bals 
Crooked beneath, as big as a mans hiſt. Hereupon the continual Tertian turned into an 
Jatermitcent ; which again ſowe daies after became a double Tertian, for the cure whereof, 
after ligbr purpations, we took away four ounces of blood. Ar length Iobſerved a ſwel- 
ling beneath the Skin of her Legs and Face: yea, and when we ſaid chat her belly was alſo 
ſwelled, the fick Lady told us, chat ſhe had ſuffered abortion rwo years before, and that ſhe 
had the ſame Symptoms thereupon. The ſwelling encreaſed by degrees. Alſo alooſneſs 
followed the ſ:me. Ar laſt che looſneſs being ſtopt, there remained a Tranſparent Tumor 
which wonld ſound like a drum ; and therefore I am very much afraid, leaſt her ftrengeh 
fuddainly failing,ſhe chance to drop away.

Seeing (moſt learned Sir the moſt illuſtrious Counteſs of Ales was a little while fince 
afiQed with many and moſt grievous maladies, and now having ſuffered abortion,and over- 
come ſoy Manifold a feaver, and her looſneſs being ſtopped, and orher Sympromes repreſſed, 
there ſeems now to remain only a ſuſpirion of the Drophe : if her ſtreagth fail not, we hard- 
ly think ſhe is in ſo much danger ofdeath. For ſhe has been long ago ſubje& to this Diſ- 
eaſe, from which ſhe has been delivered ſomtimes without any help only by the benefit of 
Nature ; and other whites by the direRions of Art and ſome (light Medicaments, Weeon- 
ceive, her womb is not the cauſe of the wean nor that the light Errors of her Childing

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did give begining ro ſo grievous a Diſeaſe : but the faules chiefly of the Liver, and then 
the Spleen. For in thoſe bowels we long oblerved hard Tumors, that reſiſted =

And his Diet muſt be yery ſpare and drying, that by conſuming the ſuperfiuons moiſture, bis 
body may be dried and leſs ſubjeR ro diſtillations, Cachexy, and other Diſeaſes. To this end 
alſo, moderate exerciſes wil conduce : leaſt his body growing dul by eaſe and idlenefs, 
ſhould be oppreſſed with plenty of fupecfiuous Humor. The uſe alſo of Medicaments is

Fomentarions, ount- 
ments, plaiſters, which {ofren the hacdnelis of the Liver, muſt be cepeaced as otren asmay be, 
che ſtrength chereof being ſtil preſerved, Make her an Eleftuary of the pouder of Diacubebs, 
and Trionſancalon wich Ivory. The twelling of her Legs and Feec proceeding from flegm,muſt 
be diſcufſed wich whey and Lie, boyled with the Roots of Dwart-Elder, Elecampane, Role- 
mary, Marjoram, Time, Laucel, Ociganum, and ſuch like etings. If che 1welling of hec 
Belly ſeem co fal into her Legs and Feet, eſpecally atcer walking z ic were good co raite blad- 
ders, in che moſt ſwoln places, with leven, pulp ot tigs, and a litele Gancharides, which beiog 
opened, alche Humor which {wels the belly, has been ſeen cocome our that way.

Concerning the Dropfie, for an Ambian Gentleman, 


Ouching the Conſticution of che Gentleman our patient, I cold you before, that he was 

troubled noc only wich a Cachexy, bur the beginning of a Droplie : whereby both his bel- 
ly was inmeaſurably ſwelled and ſtrerched,and his Face bloated and diſcolored. The beginning 
ofthe Miſcheife was from his Liver, with which che Spleen does confederate. For both choſe 
bowels are found co be {woln, tif, and hard, and co make ſhew, not only of an obftruction,gbuc 
of a Scirrhus. 

I endeavouring the Cure of theſe maladies, ordered him cokeep a moderate and dry courſe of 
Diet; I gave him a purgezI ſtrengrhned his Bowels with an EleCtuary which moderately ; 
and having uſed chete chings only four daies, he ſeemed fo much holpen, chat he cook himſelf 
to be already cured. Bur verily, that which cauſes and fomencs his Malady, lurks ftil within, 
viz. a Scirrhus of both che Bowels, which I would chus Cure. Every tench or ewelfth day, 
you ſhal him witff a Medicamenc that brings away choler, Melancholy, flegm,& watry hu- 
mors.And if in the interim he be bound,give bim a Clyfter ; alfo in the ſaid interim you ſhal en- 
deavor co open obſtruftions, both by Apozemes, andalſo by apernive and dererfive Syrups z 
and with Oyncmenes externally applied,you hal ſofren his liver and | ma. being ftil careful co 
preſerve their ftrength. Following this Method of Cure thus generally propounded, you wil 
reſtore che ſick Gentleman to his former healch, whom cheretore I leave ro your Gare and 
Ordering.

For the Chancellor of the Emperor Charles the Fift, fick of a Dropſie, 


 \ He Pacienc having naturally a very hoc Liver, by continual working of bis mind, by cares, 
watchings, and immoderace labors, and peradventure by ome diorders in his Diet and 
courſe of life, he has added an acquired diftemper co chat which was natural. And theſe 
Cauſes gerting hedd, ic is come to paſs, that the Liver being ſo hot, is become as ic were roafted, 
and hot Choler does after a more inſolent manner abound, Hence comes chac ſame violenc 
burning Feaver : and after char, - wandring uncertain Feavers, and an Ecyſipelas wich chirſt, 
watchings, unquietneſs, and other furious Symptoms of Choler, which upon every light occa- 
lion have vexed che patient. And theſe GOIEAL chen chiefly, when only a diftemper, 
and the fervency of Choler did urge. But afcerwards the miſchief grew higher. For che hvec 
has been long obftrutted, with che redundancy of Choler and other Humors, and ac laſt is 
hardned with a Scirrchus, Moreover, the gegen ſubſtance thereof is depraved, and Che inbred. 
beat much wefted. For che coken of its obftruRtion, is the laſting of the Diſeaſe, and che pale 
and whitiſh Exccements of the belly. And che ſign of a Scicchus, is, thac be can lie , 
eaſier, and wich leſs crouble on his righe ſide, than hus lefc : for on this fide, che Liver lying, 
by ics bulk preſs and ſtifle the ſtomach as ic were, & hinders the morion of che Precordia or Mid- 
rif, andthe ferching of breath.

Truly, when I conſider with my felt fo long a {eries of cauſes, and the continuacion of to man 
effets, which have introduced boch a leanneſs and conſumption of the body, a feeble pulſe, and 
great weakneſs, it 1 fhal nut judg the Caſedeſperate, yer I dare bardly promule a perte&t cure, 
thinking i tutficxenc, if ſome of che inficmities be removed, and others aſ[waped, chat lite may 
be as much as poſlible prolonged, and with as liccle Tediouſnels as can be co the pacietits Which 
how it may be effeed, I ſhal here ſer down. The Care, ſuch as can be hoped, muſt be 
formed ewo waies, viz. By removing the cauſe, namely the Diſeaſes of the Liver, and 
y purging out the water. The greateſt care is co be had of the cauſe, which alone may at 
laſt bring the patient ro his end, and in the laſt place we muſt look to the water. For though 
al the warer ſhould be drawn away, yet more wil breed, as long as the cauſe continues. 
Now the Remedies to both intents ſhal be thus ordered. If his ſtrength wil bear ic, he muſt 
be frequently purged with one dram of Rhubarb ſteeped in Horeh@und or Fennel Water, 
with half a ſcruple of Cinnamon, adding thereto Sugar, or Syrup of Cichory. For ſo Cho- 
ler being voided by little and lictle, without weakning the patient, his thirſl wi] not only be 
aſſwaged, and his Stomach-fickneſs taken away, and appetite provoked, but his Liver alſo 
being ſtrengthened, wil breed leſs water. Nor would I venture to give him any ſtronges 
purge, in regard of his ſogreat weakneſs. In the intermediate daies, if his belly be bound, 
give him a convenient Clyſter, If peradventtire abundance of water ſhal ſtretch his bel- 
ly, it may ewice a month be purged forth with a convenient Medicament. And in this caſe, 
we muſt not allow the juyce of Iris, becauſe ir burns the throat and guller, nor yer wild 
Cucumer nor Chamelz2, becauſe it offers violence tothe body. 1 commend Danewort 
or Dwarf-Elder, the juyce whereof gently purges water, without offence, Beat an ounce 
and balf.in a Morter, and poar on Wine or barley water, and then ſtrain ir and give ir him, 
when he'has no looſneſs. His facultiesand bowels wil be ſtrengthened by the frequent uſe 
ofan EleAuary made ofthe pouder of the EleQuary of Cubebs, Trionſantalon, and Iyory, 
with Sugar diffolved in Horehound water. I would not burthen the ſick Gentleman waſted 
by his Diſeaſe and old Age, nor oppreſs his wearyed faculties : only I would: refer the grea- 
reſt part of the Cure toa good Diet, which is of greateſt moment, in this caſe. Let his meat 
be tleſh of good juyce, eaſily digeſted, for the moſt part roaſted, never boyled, or 
very ſeldom. Let himabſtain from ſupping meares, and al moiſt things: yet 1 allow bim 
ſauces to provoke his Appetite. It is good for him to eat frequently a lictle ar atime, three 
or four times a day, that his weak faculties may not be over burthenesd, and his meat wel di- 
geſted. Lethim drink exceeding ſparingly, that for wane of drink the parts being dried, 
the Reins ney exhauſt the ſuperfluous waters ; and the matrer of bowels themſelves nor be- 
ing bindred by impertinent Humors,. may purge, amend, andſtreogrhen it ſelf. Let his 


drink be, not pure Wine, which moſt order in theſe caſes, but ſuch as is wel allayed with 
water, which may both ſoon aſlwage his thirſt, and tewper the Heat of his Liver. Andif 
his Age and ſtomach did not adviieche contrary, 1 ſhoult bid him drink cold water, which 
does afſwage tlurſt, and refiſt the Cruſe, better than Wine, and'yet it does not moreencreaſe 
voury Humors. For itis an extrean-hard thing in ſo mighty thirſt, co content himſelf with 

rink. But he muſtendeavour witb al his might to do ic, as athing which has cured

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many : pſe and cuſtome wil make iteafie to him. For when he forbears drink, yet his 
mouth may be moiſtened, by Humocs drawhifrom,orher payee © Howbeir a very fic Rem 
may be provided for this Inconvenience, if maſtich or any thing of like faculcy, be conti- 
nually chewed ; for it wil draw much water to the moueb,_ not out; of the Head lone, as 
ſome thiok, but ont of the Sromzch and belly : and {0 it'wil be pood ih thany reſpefts. Some 
like of vomits to this Inter.

The Cure of a Cachexy, or ill habit of the Body. 


At the pps are deſcribed, do appertain to the obſtruRtion of the Liver and 
Spleen, with their hardneſs or ſtretching, with whom the ſtomach does rieceffarily 
conſent. For, ſo greatis the impurity of the bowels and bordering parts, thar al digeſtion 
being bindred and depraved, the whol body is become foul, and: being over wheimed as it 
were, with bad Humors, it is fallen into a kind of Cachetia, or evil habit. The fame impu- 
rity of the bowels is cauſe of Inflation or putfing ap, Suffocation, Stomach-fickneſs, and 
wandring winds, wich rumbling and ſundry pains. Fiaally, itis the cauſe of faintings and 
decay of th, and it makes the patient ſo frequently defire meat : for he endeavonrs to 
prevent the fainting fie at hand, by quelling the acrimony of the Humor by the debonaire 
quality of the meat. *Tis hard to cure theſe old infirmities, unleſs the patient punRoally 
follow the Phylitians advice. In the firſt place he muſt live very ſparingly, eatonly three 
times a day at juſt diftances, and meat of thin and good juyce. He muſt abſtain from ſup- 
pings and broaths, al liquid chings, and immoderare drinking, becauſe the natural heat is over 
whelmed with plenty of moiſture, and the concoRion hindred. He mnt chooſe a thin and 
dry Diet ; thin Wine and wel watered, moderate excerciſe, and ſomrimes ffrong, as his 
ability of body can bear. Moreover, bs obſtructions muſt be removed by Medicaments, 
and al the bad Humor, muſt by lictle and lictle be drawn away into his belly, and chat by way 
of Epicra(is, after this manner. + Let bim have an Apozeme for three doſes. Then let him 
take of Pilula de Tribus. Inthe intermediate daies when he ſhal not purge, his Sromach and 
Guts muſt be ſtresgthened, with this Eleuary. | 

Take Sbavings of Ivory and Hearts-born, of eachtwo ſcrupler. Choice Cinnamon, 
cboice Perles, porder of Aromaticum *Roſatum, and Trionſantalon, of each one ſcruple: with 
four ounces of white Sugar, make an Eletuary. Every morning andan hour beforeſupper, 
kt him foment bis Stomach, and paris about bs Midrif, with ths Liniment. 

Take *Mizecilage of F ———_—_— extra in Endive water, one ounce. Oyl of Worm- 
wood, Roſes, Mints, Capars, of each balf an ounce. Mace, Clover, Red-roſes 
poudered, of each one ſcruple. A little wax. » al into aliniment, Now theſe genile 
purgaiions miſt be given him ever and anon, and continued il al the Tumor, and refiftency

And there- 
fore choler ſomuch abounding in the by- paſt yeares, has cauicd that the whol body as ir were 
melcing, is fallen into a cercaine leanneſs, and alſo chat choler nor beg timely purged, buc 
kepc in, and nowand then putrefying,has many times cauled cholerick Feavers ; and that much 
more ofcen in his latter yearer, wherein a grearer quantity thereot has been colleCted, and 
when his body has been ſo diſpoſed and prepared, that upon the lighteſt occaſions of hearcold, 
Labor, Paſſions of Mind, and diet, ic 15 wont eafatinto theſe kind of Feavers: which is an ar» 
gumenc truly of che inner Caule abounding, ſoas to be burtheniome and very troubleſome co 
nature. , Moreover, the fort of Feaver, ard rhemanner of its Invaſion, do demonſtrate and 
expreſs che inner Caule for ſhaking ac che firſt,* a barting hear, 1edneſs avd Inflamation of his 
tace, with a light raving, a quick pulſe, and refpiracion quick likewiſe, urine red, and thick 
cholerick ſtooles rowacds che end of the dilcaſe, are alſigns of fuperabundance of yellow cho- 
ler, which by permiſtion makes the blaod moſt thin and Fervenc. 

And therefore boch che Feaver, and che cauſe of al the ſymptoms related, can be referred 
to nothing elſe but cothe exuperance of choler, and che immoderate hear of che Liver. And 
cherero belongs the Cure of the Erylipelas, and al fluxions which fal into his thighs : becauſe 
the Ecyfipelas preſeocly follows the teaver, as a cerrein Indication thereof, fince ic ariſes from 
the ſame humor chat cauſes the feaver. But if ſo be any ardemacous or flegmatick cumor of the 
feet thal ſeem co have diſcuſſed che Ecyſipelas, though he was wont to have it during bis Healch, 
and was thought co be familiacz yer ought ict be ſulpeed, and we ſhould feare leaſt it be 
che foreruner of a Cachexy ſhoccly co follow. . For commonly the Liver being obſtructed with 
much thick choler, does contract oblcure rudiments of a icirchus, while by degrees and infen- 
ſibly chey gather Head, chey caſt a man headlong inco a Cachexia and droply. And though 
theſe frequent recugas of Feavers and defluxions inco his thighs ace inveterate, and che Age of 
che Patient does now decline. Yec be that ſhal take time and diligence, he may in chat ſo 
lufty apd vigorous old age of che patienc, promiſe eicher a perteGt cure, or very great eaſe : 
eſpecially, it nothung ſhal be perceived hard, nor reſiſting che couch in the righe Hypochondri- 
uM, nor any trouble ſhal be perceived when he lies thereon. Now the ſcope of the Cure muſt 
be, to open che obſtructions of the Liver, co purge out the ſuperabundarc choler chereof, by

were advized her, is juſtly fallen inco moſt cruel pains afber belly, with which ie has been 
loug and vehemently cormented. For the morbifick Cane of the Feaver, our ofthe Bowels 
(where che roor of al agues Lies) is fallen inco the ſpace berween. the membranes 6f the Relly 
and Perizonzum, and fo finiſhing che Ague, has brought cheſe pains. And when afterward

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it cogld noc fal our of theſe membranes, nor could find any ready paſſage, whereby ic might 
flipintoche belly, becoming as ic were furious, it cakes ac h its courſe anocher way, and ſo 

over mcothe bead, and limbs of the body, where alſo it moves new torments. *Tisto 
be leaſt at laft occupying che Nerves, andthe rendons, ic ſhould breeda kind of pallie, 
which Paxlus ſaies, is bred ofthe colick mA and of which I have obſerved many things 
in my wcicings.

abour che ſmal ribs and midrif : and which nature has failed timely to void by ſtool, or yomic. 
T he which does ſo offend che ſtomachs digeſtion, chat ic cucns che greaceſt pact of what is ea= 
ren, into winds, which do much weary the parienc both with belchings, and ftrerchings. Bur 
withal, from che {aid aduft and ſcorched humor, there frequencly ariſesa vapor like a miſt; 
and creeps up inco the brain, cauſing teare, penſiveneſs, and OY N_—_—_ with appart- 
tions of Hobgoblins, &c. and when it takes ics courſe intothe whol body,ic cauſes many pains, 
which nevertheleis are ſoon allated. The Cure of che diſeaſe, which is now co tollow, muſt 
be chus performed. 

Take, Bugloſs, Borrage, Baume, Betony, Burnet, Hops, Dodder, Ceterach, En- 
dive, each one bandful. Roots of Cichory, Polypody of the Oak,Raiſont of the ſun ſtoned, 
each one ounce. Of the four cooling ſeeds,each one dram. Of the cordial flowers and Epi- 
thymum, each one dram. Make a decot#ion to fifteen ounces. Inte ſtrained liquor, infuſe 
tbree ozences of Senna, two ounces of Agrick,, two drams of Ginger. Boyl them a little and 
make an expreſſion, or ſqueezing out of the Liquor, and therein diſſolve one pound of white 
Sugar.

Fox (ince the tnane he has been freed from the quartan Apue, he was caken wich a pain in his lete 
Hypochondrium, andhas ever {ince been ſotormented with a diſeaſe m his ſpleen, that he was 
never able to ie upon his left fide : and from hence the GoncoCtion of his ſtomach 1s offer;ded by 
way of contagion. His appetice has been long tune much Cezected. He is much croubled 
with belchirgs, and much ipicrle comes out of his chroat into his mouch. Herce allo fancies, 
and dreadful dieames; alto feare apd fadnels, anda certain clownith kind of bathtulnels,al- 
wates apteo bluth, and faille and ablurd imaginations of fad and {orrowtul things,

Take roots of Graſs, Parſly, Fennel, Smallage, each half an ounce. Bugloſs, Borraga, 
Hops, Agrimony, Ceteracb, Dodder, Adianthum, Maiden=hatr, Hyſſop, Origanumy 
each one handful.

Of letting Blood in caſe of the Itch. 


The Letter of Mir, Melinus a Phyfitian, to Mir, Fernelius, propounding the Rueſtion. 


| Arn not ignorant of the mulcicudeof your Employmencs and troubles. For al that are crou- 
bled with any very grievous diſeaſe,de flie ro you for help,as coan Aſcxlaping,or Teirene De- 
ity : which ching would peraGvencure bave {cared another man trom writing to you, BucT 
who know the Fruutulnels of your wir, and how eaſy a thing it 1s tor you to anfwer any que-= 
ftion propounced m the Art ct Healing, do know alſo, That fare genclenels of your man- 
ners 3 which gives calie acceſs to all in a manines : and therefore I would noc ſuffer my ſelf robe 
longer vexed with that icruple, whereof Linformed you in my laſt Letters. Which it wil be 
more ealy for you to take our of my mind, than offer it to me tobe caken out : which now I 
entreat you again and again, that you wil be pleaſed ro do. The former Winter fel inco an 
ulcerous wearinelſs, which came of ic ſelf, which praQicioners ( 1f I miſtake not ) do cal Pri 
ritus. A while ater I dicbucthened my Liverand ſpleen with a gentle purge. Since chat 
time, puſhes have riſen :n ſundry parts, very dry, avd ſticking very cloſe, which being ſcrat- 
ched off, black and chick blood came our, Ac laſta furunculus or telon riſing upon the lower 
part of my right Leg, asalſo an Herpes, or cecter, I was provoked in my mind co ufe ſtronger 
remedies. hereupon I open a veine, and take away about three ounces of blood, and after 
the uſe of whey, prunes, camarinds, and ſuch like chings, I purged ewice or thrice Juſtily, with 
Cacholicon, Senna, ConteCtion Hamech, ſomrimes adding Rhubacb. By which meanes and 
a few topicks, I was cured. Yer abour eight daies after, the former bloodlercing, 1 as 
gain opened my balilica veine,and cook away about ewo ounces of blood. Bur the Chyru 

which Claudius Lavallys Embafſador trom the moſt Chriftian Kirg, had {ent forto plea- 
ſure me, and the Phy ficians,were of opinion, that I ſhould loſe much blood, Their reaſon 
was this : my blood 1s very bad, and my age and firength are in cheir prime, or not much de- 
clined: moreover they daily uſed fuch a kind of blood-le cing, and that wich good ſucceſs. Bur 
I following the Mind of Galen in his fourth Book of preſervation of Healch, where he diſcour- 
ſes of Ulcerous wearinets coming of irs own accord, of the Itch and Scabbineſs z I maintained 
char I was to loſe very little or no blood at al ; and char for cevullion ſake rather than evacua- 
tion. For thus he ſaies. hen there is a coming ſhort of blood, or a proceeding beyond the 
ſame, a man may boldly let blood : which place ot Galen I chus incerprer, when the blood by 
under or over boyling is exther crude or cholerick,then there is no danger in large evacuation cher- 
of. Bur there were none of thole ſigns in my urine, which Galen a lictle betore faid were ar- 
guments of crudity. Moreover, the laſt winter foregoing, I did eac for che moſt pare only 
once a day : therefore that ſmal crudity, could not pertwade me to draw much blood. More= 
over my blood is nor cholerick,or defiled with black choler: which is argued boch by my cemper 
and Ape which is now declining, and the color of my whol body which is yellowiſh lead-co= 
lored;alſo my by-paſt labors,cares, and long ſtudies, ard therefore I ought nor co bleed. For 
Gatenallo preſencly adds to the ſpeech toregoing 3 Where there is more we muſt ath more wari- 
ly : where there is very much, in ſuch we muſt not let blood at al. And by andby after, he 
laies like-wiſe : It is good alſo to view the quantity : as for examples ſake 3 if there be little 
good 
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ood blood, and of the reſt of the Juyces very much ;, verily, in ſuch perſons, we muſt abftain 
| wont blood-letting. But if other 'Humors are little in quantity, and blood plentiful, we may 
boldly let blood. This ſaying of Galen, bas wonderfully afflifted me, co this very day. For 
when blood comes away impure, thick, black, or otherwares faulty, moſt Phyſicians and 
Chyrurgeons are wont to take away a great quantity : but when it is pure and florid, they 
ſpare ic : unleſs there be over plenitude in the Veins, becauſe dayly experience does ſhew *c1s 
good to let blood in that caſe. And cherefore exther there is now anothar way of curing an Ul- 
cerous wearine(s coming of its own accord, than there was in the daies of Galen ( which in- 
deed is crue, if we conſider what Galen has written of indifferenc friction, chat which is ſtow, 
and that which is interrupced with pauſes, allo of baths, anoincings wich Oyl, and other chines 
of that Nature.) Or elſe men that are ſeated far from the EquinoQtial Cucle can enduce mare 
blood-lecting, than thoſe chat inhabic nearer che ſame, 
Bur I am not ignorant that youare wholly cakey up with ſundry and weighty imploy ments : 
but I know withal,chac if you pleale co beſtow a quarter of an hour upon me,you may withouc 
any ecouble to your elf, ftreeme from chis crouble, and explain this doubcful Queſtion. 


The Anſwer of Mfr. Fernelius, to the Queſtion propounded. 


You are fallen accidentally into a ſubtile and hard doubt, 'which has tortured wel-nigh 
al PraRitioners underſtandings. Now this is ſtarted out of the writings of Galen, whereof 
there is ſo great variety, and in them ( little a and forthe moſt part ſo many dif- 
cords, that hardly any man has yet been able ro underſtand his mind in this point. But nei- 
thgr he himſelf, if1 am able to judg of the queſtionin hand, had ever any ſetled and re- 
ſolved judgment in his mind: as being a Man that ſpenc al his life in ſtudy and Meditations, 
rather than in finding the right merhod of pratice and exerciſing the ſame. I ſhal not here 
play the interpreter, norendeavour to reconcile the ſayings of this Author, which are dia- 
metrically oppoſite one to another : but what I have rooted in my mind by long experience, 
I ſhal at your requeſt briefly open in a few propoſitions, which wil take this ſcruple quite our 
of your mind. Al plenitude of the Veſſels, 1s ro be cured with blood-letting. For a ple- 
thora which is properly ſo called, is only cured by this remedy : but an impure, conſiſting 
of much bad Humor, though it may be after ſome ſort abated by purgation, yet can it nor 
be ſafely nor ſpeedily done. But immediately upan the opening of a vein, the dangers ar- 
cending by reaſon of plenitude, are preſently avoided, without any dammage to the ſtrength 
of the Patient. . And therefore as oft as you meet with a wel conſticuted body, with large 
veins ſwelling with much blood, you may boldly open a vein: and if the blood ſhal ſeem 
pure, take away the greater quantity, but if ic be impure take away the leſs, lettiog that our 
at ſeveral times rather chanat once. A dangerous plenitude being removed, the reſt of the 
impurity and Cacochymie may be taken away by purging. But when there is a ſmal quan- 
tiry of impure Humor inthe veins, which they cal Cachochymia ſine plenitudine, a Caco- 
chymick or badnels of humors, without their aboundance, it requires not blood-letting, but 
purging. For the latter takes away the offending bad Humor; but the former removes 
not -« ho bad humor, but al humors alike, and cakes away plenitude where chere was 
none, to the great decay of the patients ſtrength. But then does blood-letting moſt harm, 
when badneſs of juyce is contracted (as for the moſt part itis) through fault of the Spleen or 
Liver,as in the jaundice,a Cachexia,a Leucopblegmaria, For blood being taken away,though 
impure, yet there comes impurer inthe place by much. This I ſuppoſe is enough to anſwer 
your queſtion, which point nevertheleſs I have debated more largely in a work of mine. Al 
that you dring out of Galens fourch Book de ſanitate Tuenda, is agreeable to what I have 
ſaid. Thoſe opinions that differ, do build npon that which Galen faies, in his third Book 
de Loci affettis, of the parts affeted. How thatin Melancholy the middle veiointhe 
lefe Artn is tobe opened, and that good ſtore of blood muſt be let out, if it be black and 
thick. burict muſt beſſpared and topped if it be pure and thin, and that which he faies in 
the 11. of his Mechod, that itis exceeding wholſom in al Feavers cauſed by a putrefied hu- 
morto let blood. And becauſe inthe firſt Book of the Art of Phyſick to Glauco, he per- 
mits b{ood-letting in a quartan Ague ; and inthis Book of blood-lertivg he cures Dilealee 

ariſing 
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arifing from xz Cacechymia as wel 2s thoſe which ſpring from fullneſs, by blood-lettiog. Bue

into his Joynts, For ſo thick a redundance of Excrement could never flow from che 
arrs through che Kidneys ( being ſound ) intothe Urinary Paſlages. Seeing therefore his 
idneys are norknowy to be as yer dileated, ic mult of neceſlicy be, that chis impure maccec 
comes either our &f che Bladder, or our of the Yard and Spermartick Veſlelsz and that conle- 
nely, either there is a tone in the Bladder, or an Ulcer in the Yard, and the Neck of che 


adder. Andbecauſe theſe Infirmities have ſome figns common to one as wel as another, = 
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muſt ſeek for proper ſignes to diſtinguiſh them by : nor mu " peculiar cure be /underta- 
ken, til it be certainly known which of thele Diſeaſes it is. And cherefore we muſt obſerve 
whether the patient feel any ſence of weight in his Periozum or ſpace betwixt his Cods and 
Fundament, which troables him in his going? Whether he be not ſomeimes pained in his 
Fundament, with a defireto make water and go to ſtool ? Whether his Urin come away ina 
ful ſtream > Whether it be not ſtopped in the middle of its courſe ? For theſe are ſure tigns of 
a ſtone, eſpecially if che patient have been at any time troubled with a pain in his Kidneys. 
Bur if none of theſe fignes have appeared, you muſt ask him, Whether or no there comes 
yot filthy ſtof ſomrimes {rom his Yard without ſenſe,and when he makes nor water ? If before 
or after the ſwelling of his Teſticle, the fick-man have been at any time inteRed with rhe 
virulenrGonorthz1 > Whether his water come away in a ful ſtream, or like a ſmal chred as 
it were? If inthe ereion of his Yard, or whea it is handled, eirher any pain or Tumor is 
perceived ; for then is a filthy and Fiſtalons Ulcer in the Neck of the Bladder, or in the paſ- 
ſage of the Yard it ſelf. And chat the conje&ure which is raken from theſe ſigns, may be 
ſearched out and confirmed by the Judgment of ſence, a Catheter muſt be gently chruſt in, 
that ſo the immediate and continent cauſe may be more certainly known. 

The place affeRed being at length known, andthe proper original of his Malady, peculiar 
Remedies muſt be accomodated thereuuto, and luch, as 'tis hoped, wil do him good. And 
ifany demur ſhal happen, his pain in making water, muſt be aſſwaged with an emollienr fo- 
mentation, or ſuch as ſhal aſſwage pain, applied to his privy parts, and ſomtimes with a fo- 
mentation of lukewarm Milk. Alſo with an Oyntment, which is of the ſame faculty, the 
part muſt be lenified, and by an injeRion of the Mucilage of feeds of Fleawort and of Quin- 
ces, drawnin Plantain water, Alſo the Acrimony of his Urine muſt be mitigared, with Sy- 
rup of violets, of Marſh-mallows, of Lemmons, or other cooler, and with wine very much 
allayed, if the ſtrength of his Stomach wil bear it.

For an Ulcer of the Sphinfer of the Bladder. Out of the French, 


T7 we may apply Remedies to an invererate Ulcer, and which has contrated a Callas, 
which by certain ſigns, and by the catheter, is found to be in the bladder of the Patient, 
without any fleſhy Knob : in the firſt place the part underwritten muſt be three or four times 
a day fomented with Mollifying and pain affwaging fomentations. 

T ake Roots of Marſh-mallowes, and lilies ſliced, of each tywo ounces. Mallows, Vig- 
"lets, Pellitory, Water-creſſes, Origanum, Calamint, Wormwood, Flowers of Chamo- 
hel, and M:lilote, of each one handful. Line-ſeed, and Fenugreek ſeed, of each one ounce. 
Put them in a bag, and boyl it in water and white wine. Foment therewith bis Yard and 
Perineum, three or four times a day. After ths fomentation bas been continued five or fix 
dates, omit the ſame treo daies, and then purge his Body with Caſſia and Bubarb after 
this manner. 

Take Caſa Fiſtula new pulped, fix drams ; Rhubarb very fine poudered, four ſcruples ; 
with Species of Eletuary of Diatragacanthum, make al into a Bolus. Theday after by 
prergation let him take Venice Turpentine thus prepared. 

Take clear Venice Turpentine, waſht in Roſe and Pellitory water, two drams. Then be 
muſt returne to his former fomentations for three or four dates, or tilthe foreſaid Ulcer þe 
ſoftened and aſſo-aged. 

Then with a ſmal ſyringe this DecoQion underwritten muſt be {quirted in, to the pare 
affected, rhree or four times 2 day. 

Take Red-roſe leaves, Plantan, Parley, Wormwood, of each one handful. Centory 
the lefs, balf an handful. Make a Decothton to a pint. Diſſobve therein Aloes, two drams; 
Myrrh, one dram ;, Ariftolochia, half a dram. Make of al an Injeition. 

The Ulcer being by this means wel ſcoured and clenſed, that it may be more and more 
dried, make an InjeRion of an Aluminous water made after this manner. ' Ky 
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Take Raw Alum four ounces z juyce of Plantane and Purjlane, of each eight ounces: 
ſtir them al together and diſſulve them with the robues of three raw Eges ;, and = Put them 
ina Glaſs Linbeck, and ftil them. 

And that the Ulcer may afterwards be covered with a ſcar, and cloathed with Skin, this 
laſt injection muſt be uſed. , 

Take P:antane water, one porend, Diſſol-e therein the white Trochicks of baſic with 
Campbrre balf an ounce. Mate thereof an injet$1on. 

Or inſtead of Trockisks, make ir after chis manner. 

Take Litteridg of Gold, Ceruſi, Bole- Armeniack, of each two ounces ; with the Plan. 
tane water make an injet#ion. 

In his Diet he muſt abſtain from ſalt and ſpiced meats, —_ Wines, and other things 
which make the blood thin. In their ſtead let him uſe cooling broaths, Prunes, and other 
meats which engender moderste blood. So.ntimes berwixt meals and during the time of his

Ss, Graſl, and Fennel, of each ba!f an ounce ; Ag:1mony,Ceterach, Dodder, Pimpinal, 

tony, Clary, Saxifrage, Wallrue, 'Maiden-bair,of each one bandful. Seeds of Anife, 
Melons, Burbock, Parſly of Macedonia, Liquoris ſhaved, of each two drams. Make a 
Decot#:0n ro twenty ounces, Inzbe ſtrained Liquor infuſe four ounce s of picks Senna, white 
Agarick, two ouncess, Gummy Turbith, balf an ounce;, Ginger, two drams. Boyl them 
a luitle togetber, and ſtraine and ſque.q2 out the Liquor, and therein diſſolve wbite Sugar, 
one pound. Mike a Syrup prefeti y boyled. Let bum take every tenth or fijteenth day, an 
ounce and an balf, or two ounces 1 for a doſe, with a little portion of Pellitory water. Alto, 

Take the beſt Aloes, balf an ounce; cboice Bbubarb, two drams and an balf ;, Agari 
trochisked four ſcruples ; Pouder of the Dukes Elettuary two ſcrupler. Make of ala 
mail with Syrup of Marſh-mallows. Let bim take one dram at a time in five puls, 
obſervance of keeping Chamber, &c.

Diarrbodon 
Abbatis, one dram. White Sugar diſſolved in Pell:tory and Clary water, ſix ounces ; mag 
of al Loq:1ger, or tables, weighing three drams apiece. Let bim tak one in the morning, 
at leaſt three bours before meat, on the daies in which be takes neither Syrups nor Pils.

Take Roots of Marſh-mallowes, Elecampane, Funiper berries, of each one ounce. Cen- 
tory, Origantem, Wormwood, Chamomel, Melilote, Dill, of each one bandful. Seeds of 
Annis, Fennel, and Fenugreek,, of each balf an ounce. Make of all a bag. Let it boyl in 
a ſuffic.ent quantity of Water, putting thereto in concluſion a quarter as much white Wine.

For unvoluntary letting go of the Urine, Hypochondrigcal Melancholy, 
and Inflamation of the Leg. 


He Diſeaſe which has been largely and clecly unfolded, although by a various mixture 


and unuſual concourſe of Symptomes, ir ſeems to be very obſcure and new; yet if we ſhafl 
mOre deeply ſearch into the force and Nature of the ſigns, both wil become apparent, and 
the cauſe of the Diſeaſe wil be found by compariſon of other Diſeaſes, The Cauſe of 
theſe. Symptonies is not one ſimple Diſeaſe, bur comparing and weighing their Natures, 
Ve ſhal find three Diſeaſes intertwiſted. The oneis at inflamation of the Legs returning by 
fix. - For redneſs and heat are- ſigns -of an inflamation, which they cerm Phlogoſis. 
Yet it cannot be counted 2n Erylipelas, ſeeing it does not poſſeſs the Skin alone; butthe 
fleſh under the ſame and che whot part ſwels into a great bulk. It remains cherefore char 
it is a Flegmonous influmation of the Legs. The immediace and continent cauſe whereof is 
thin ard fervent blood, which offends the part not only by is redneſs and beat, bur alſo by 
its immoderate quantiry. Which being nor confined co one place, ir. does vor cauſe thar 
ſort of Phlegmon, which at laſt ends in an Impoſtume ; but being equally diffuſed al the 
over; ircauſes 2 Phlegmonous Tumor, which Continues fo long,! til that fervor of 
the blood being repreſſed, it is al either manifeſtly or infeniibly diffipared 3nd exhaled. Now 
this blood flowes'down from the whol body, bur eſpectally from the Bowels, and out of al 
the Veſſels, wherein at certain periods of time it is wont to be colleed and to ſuperabound, 
and that by meanyof the natural conſtitution of the patient. For ſeeing both his rempera- 
ment ard habit of Body, his Diet and courſe of Life, do argue him to be fanguineand apt ro 
breed muck blood; it bappens at certain fer times, that his whol body is furcharged with 
blood. Which becoming troubleſome 2nd burthenſome co Nature, i: is eicher by Nature 
driven, or fals of its own accord, our of tlie veins into the Legs, being by ſome means or 0+ 
ther become weak. Even as in thoſe that are of like Conſticurion, it breaks onr in ſome ae 
the Noſe, and in others by the Hemorrhoid veins, and in others by ocher waies. And the 
very truth is, unleſs in is Gentleman the Patient, chis ſuperfluiry of blood did fal into his 
Legs, he would bein danger, either of ſudden <boaking, or of the breaking of a vein: 
ſeeing we ſomrimes hear of great quantities of blood vomired up, nor without the openi 
or breaking of a vein, which comes either from the Liver or other neighbouring parts = 
laces into the Stomach: Now that this flux of blood into his Legs, comes from the whol 
bees and al the veins thereof, it plainly appears by ſuch chings as we are informed do happen 
at the deginning of the fic; viz.  heavineſsof hiswhol body, a diſtending wearineſs, ſhort- 
neſs of breath, Head-ach, working and burnjng of the inward parts, Anxzity of Mind ; at 
which are Symptomes of ſuperaboundance of her bjood- 

The other Diſeaſe whichcroubles che ſick Gentleman,” is Melancholy, the Companion of 
Jaflamation, and that kind of Melancholy, as 1 conceive, which we cal Hypochondriacat. 
For the pain which is wont to ſettle on his tefr fide, ander che ſhort Ribs] and the Palpication 
of thoſe parts reaching as bigb as his lefr pap, Anxity of mind, Sadneſs, Solitude, variety 
of trbubleſoine dreams, dulneſs of uriderſtanding in adminiſtration of affaites,znd in dſcour- 
ſing, with weakneſs of memory : are ſigns which cannot be referred co any thing bue black 
Choler, whoſe vapors gliding into the Heatt and Brain, are wont tocauſe fuch Symptoms as 
theſe and far worſe. Seeibp a very great hear of his inner bowels and Hemors,: has contt- 


nued (o many Years; it can hardly be, bur that a very great quancity of yellow Choler is 
burnt and turned into black choler, which being ſent inco che Spleen its proper receptacle, 


it ſhews the force of its Malignity. 

His third Diſeaſe is the involuntary going away of his water, which happens commonly 
in his ſleep, ſo chat he never perceives it. Nor is this any effeRt of the Inflamation or Infirmi- 
ties aforeſaid, nor need he to fear hereafter ſucha painful making of water, as has formec- 
ly tormeated him : but the cauſe of this paſſing away of his water, is the hurting of che 
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©" SphinGter Muſde, which doſes the Neck of the Bladder : for by putting in of the Catberer, & 
is ſtretched and corne, by which , alio machblood cant away. And being thus bur, 
it canaor perform its office of ſhucing che ladder.

After the chird or fourth purging, the inner vein of his lefr Arm, and rake away ten 
ounces of blood.

Such are al meats thatare not of an immoderate or bad juyce; ſome carr 
things; as Cirrons, Barberries, Raſpderries,four Grapes-liquor,and Vinegar,wherewith your 
other meats are to be ſawced... Letyour Wine be allayed with nerdy cnc red hot 
bas been quenched. | For there is  gaic Sympathy and conſent betwixt Gold and Wiae, 
and berwize Wine and the vieal ſpirit. Alſo avoid leeping in the day rime which bindees the 
hody from perſpiration. Orievous, ſad, and troubleſome perturbations of ahe mind muſt 
be abs , which deſtroy the natural ftate of our Temperament. Foxthe mind moves 
the bodies bulk, as the Intelligences move the heavenly bodies, anly with local momow, 
butalfawich the mation of akeration, by rhefpirit its Organ. Alſo ED exerciſes do 
the ſame, and weaken the forces of the body, and render thew weak for action. But mo- 
derate exerciſes, do empty the habic of the whol, body of Excrements, ſtrengthen all 
me = and make the facukies of the Body morechearfut, in the performance of their

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and garments, do thereby carry away 3 quality in them, cortiary tothe infefion. Let your 
mouth 2nd hands be waſhed with water and a Jittie vinegar miygled with it, Iris goed ro 
carry ſuch things about one, as have an antipathy againſt al deadly venomes, as the Garnet 
or 3 kind of Carbuncle (© called, which though 1: be of ſmal price, is counted to be of grea- 
reſt virtue among precious ſtones, having an eſpecial friendſhip to the heart, as che Sm aragd 
to the brain, the Sapliice 39 the Liver, Coral to the ſtomach. Alſoan Hyacietit is carried 
and worn 1na ring tothe fame purpoſe, and held inthe mouth. Some 3lfo hang quick-flver 
abour their Neck, which is contrary to other Poylons, by a hidden 2nd peculiar Antipathy. 
Shut a bit of Spunge wet in vinegarina box with holes, and ime! frequently thereunto. 
Hoid a piece of dried pomegranate rind in your mouth or a leaf chereof and of bries. Alſo 
Zedoary, which Galen and Tardies do term Arnaby. For altheſethings by an occult pro- 
priety and certain invilible rates, do drive away peſtiient Aire; even as Palnazthritidioves 
away the viper Dracuntius, Polemcnivm GErives away re Scorpion, the herd Loote-ſtrife 
kils Serpents, and drives away flirs.

Bole- Armeniack, is a peculiar Remedy for the plague, which is alſo a preſent help for the 
Lungs any way oppreſſed. The Arabians fince Galens time have found by long experience 
that water Lillies are wonderfully good for the plague, Buglots is a friend to the ipirits ſo 
fargthat wine in which itis ſteeped drives away ſadneſs ard Cheeresthe drooping ſoul. The 
Peels of Cicrons ſtrengthen the ſtomach,and their juyce extingutiſhes the Ferver and removes 
purrefation from the blood. Pearls clear the Eye-light, and diflip:te ſooty vapors. 
Ambar is good for infirmitzes of the brain, hearr, and breaſt. Camphire does chac in the 
body of man, which Boreas or the North wind does in the vilible world. For ic purges and 
clenies the Aire of our Bodies, and extinguiſhes the Peſtilential Fervor and hear of che 1pirits. 
Tocorcliude aling word, thoſe things that are good to uſe in the plague time, muſt have 
in them theſe three faculties, viz. They muſt help putretaRtion, ſtrengthen the (pirits, and 
when they are diſfovied and diſſipated, colleR and reſtore them; ard |zſtiy they muſt have 2 
Bezoartick or antidotary faculty, or a certain Antipathy whereby they ceiiſt venome, And 
rherefore as much as may be we muſt ſearch our Medicaments that hove thelc faculties. 
Moreover care muſt be taken to purge out thoſe humors which are apt to receive the peſti- 
lential InfeRion.

For by 
this means in the Veins primarily and im the Arteries by conſent and communication the boy» 
ling cf the bl»0d is p.ohubired, or allayed, and che Peſtilent Vapor is by che ſame means aver- 
ed tromthe heart, Blood being caken away, let him cake ot che torefaid Antidote double the 
quantity preiciibed tor prefervation, addi! g tour grains of Camphitce : and becaute che licknels 
commonly rages 1n the fummer time,you muſt im that hor ſeaſon add the more Camphice. And 
that the creſt of che Humors beſides blood, which are teccled in the ffomach, Guts, and firſt 
paflages, may be voided torch, owe him {ome Pils of che ſecond Compolition, two houts bee 
fore lupp:r, it che vein was opered 11 the morning; or next morning it he was lee blood in the 
Evening.

Allo a Lohock ſhal be provided of che roor of Aium or Cucko-pincle, and of agon roaſt» 
ed under che embers, whereunto being beacen, che pulpe of ſebeſtens, jujubes, raitons of the 
Sun, wich Diatragacanthum frigidum muſt be mixed, al being made up nacoa Lick-poc, wich 
ſycup of Maiden-haire, which lec her frequencly cake from a liquoris ſtick.

Juice of Pla::cane and Nightthade, al beaten rogecher in a leaden morter. Nor muſt you de- 
fiſt from char medicine ci] you {ee what good 1t can do. 

Howbeit the uſe of external remedies wil be then more convenienr, when you have provi 
ded for the good condition of the whol body of this ingenuous damole], which becauſe it is ten= 
der and'Ury, as 1 underſtand by her Father, ic muſt be gently handled, And cherefore ic muſt 
be pu;ged with Caflia Fiſtula, Diacatholicon, or King Sapors ſyrup newly made, half che 
Saffcon beg left our. Which ler her cake twice or thrice ina monch, wich whey wherein 
Epichymum and fumitcry have been infuſed. And becaule ber nature feems inchned to breed 
melancholick juice, even of the beſt mears, chrough fault of her Lavers diſtemper : we muſt 
fight againft chac juice witha ſyrup made of juice of bugiols, Borage, Baume, Endive, {weec 
prunes, whereot ler her rake amornings with boyled water.

by the Roors. Which work is ſo much the harder; becaule ſome principal Women, a 
arc highly eſteemed by che common People, do Magnifie rheic Diurecick pouders and 
ſimples, aud offer chem to the Diſcaſed freely otcheir own accord, to char ic ſeems now to have 
the force'of a Law. Bur as one exc2llencly wel ſaid, They concerve witty, Rich and weal= 
thy perſons, and of aged experience, wortby to be beleeved and truſted, wherein peradven= 
ture they are miſtaken : but the "—_ of the vulgar people can bardly be changed, and there- 
wnto they ſquare al things ; both thoſe that judg, and thoſe that follow their fancy. Wherein 
conſiſts a great Ecror, and of very large extent far and wide, Buc elpecially in this Diſeafe the 
foceſaid Error holds. Which nevercheleſs is a Diſeaſe of fo great conlequence, that *cis reputed 
che Croſs and tormenc of Men 3 and wherein many times che Induſtry of che Phyſician lan 
guifhing and becoming quice mute, we ſee in him cacher a ſtupid blockiſhnefs, chan che new in- 
vention of a proficable Remedy, And yer who does nor profets the Act of driving out Gravel, 
andof waſting the ſtone, No old wife but has in her Desks aud Boxes, ftone-breaking and 
ſtone-fotcing pouders. Yer there is nothing wherein che common people are more blind and 
orant, and wherein the Induſtry of the Phyſitiangrows cold, Bur if poſſible, letus 
beeome wiſer than'others.

Bur in the Diſeaſes otthe Lungs, becauſe while 
they melc and ſeparate the ſerqus or wheyith ſubſtance chey render chat which cemains more 
ſtit and hard co be brought up. — when Milk pcovokers ace diſtinguiſhed from ſuch 
things as move che Gourles, the latter muſt be more biting and hotrer, becauſe che womb draws 
nor tou ſelf: contrariwile milk provokers ought to be lets hot, becauſe both blood of ic ſelf 
goes to the dugs and is drawn chucher : and why then do we ule things ſo hocand bitingto 
purge the Kidneys, ſeeg rhey have a moſt firong actraftive faculcy ? It 1s one ching co be ab» 
{olucely Dwurerick, another ro have the power ot mgring Urin, another to have che power to 
waſt and wear che ſtonegor co cue the marter, Suchps cur ioney collections, though they cur, 
yet ought chey not co be very hot. For coo much heat con:raGts apd renders che ſtone hard 
and compact by drying, but does not cuc che ſame, nor divide it. - And thegeforethoſe things 
which dry not and moderately heat, do breed milk; ſuch things as heat more, and dry not 
very.much, provoke the Courſes : and both provoke urin : as alſo ſuch things as hear 
dry : and they are termed Diureticks, not becauſe they alone move Urins, but woke 
Song 
Ive the 


move nothing but Urins, neither Milk nor Courſes. Bur ſomrimes Diureticks are to 
other whiles Ureticks : and theſe fatter when we would lenifie, moiſten, and di 
body of the ſtone, but not to melt and diſſolve ir by caking away the thinner pare, 2nd yen- 
dring the thicker more ſtubborn and rebellious ro work upon. For things that moiſten and 
cool, and withal in ſome meaſure move Urine, becauſe ;bey corre the dryneſs, they remave 
the occaſion of more contumacious concretion or growing together of che ſtony marrer, The 
Author of the Book of Kidney diſeaſes, who ever he were, waſts the ſtone with things of 2 
luke warm temper.

Moreover it ſupprefles che Urine z and 
chicdly it fils ſomcimes by us abundance,che whol bladder,whence neceffacily deach muſt follow. 
Now ſometimes it is convenient to clente the fame away,and (omcimes the ſnevil is (erviceable 
co aſſwage the pain. For it daubs and covers che ſtone with its clamuneſs, whence irs roughneſs is 
made {mooth, and cauſes lets rrouble. Alloic bluncs the ſharp curners of the ſtone, by daubu 
and clamming the ſame. And cheretoce ic makes che patiencs life more ſweet and eatetul. Ang 
haply Cifmy conjecture may find place) Natuce by an mconſiderate and fortuirous prudevcey 
doth ſuggeſt this flimy marcer, chac che ſtone may be made chereby leſs offenſive. Nor is there 
any need to ſcoure away this flegm and mucilage, which would otherwiſe mirigate che patiencs 
pains. For as long as ut 15 not in {o great quantity, as to fil che cavity of che bladder, tomuch 
profic comes thereby , chat the ſtone being daubed therewich, becomes familiar ro the blad- 
der, and by chat meanes much leſs pains doe happen in makeing water. As touching the urin, 
whether oc 00 it ought co be lenified, and tempered, may be reaſonably queſtioned : for whac 
need have we to ſeeke decergencs and ſcourers from abroad, when we have an equivalent reme- 
dy at home. Foc che urine does purge, icour and wath away. Yea and ſome 7 mg asf af- 
rec they bave taken our the ſtone, doe judiciouſly forbeare co pur any detergent and purging 
medicamencs into the ulcer, becaule the urine coming that way, doth by its clenſing faculty 
ſupply tbeir place. And when in perſons (ubjedt roche ſtone, che Urine is cempered co avoid 
pain, ic lotes fomuch of ics clenfing faculcy. Bur I leave this tothe conſideracion of others. 
>T is now time tocometo the laft Queſtions. c— the proper ſenſe of the wards Apa- 
henai and Leptzenein,l bave alceady ſpoke, occaſionally. Hz ates ſeems to require a cerrain 
ſoftening ofthe kidneys when chey are coo hard, and an exact atrenuacion or thin making of the 
humors, but that principally becauſe he (peaks of an heleborate medicament, which is uſeful 
in young bodies and old dileades, which cannot be fticed withour a Lever. Now this ſofcning of 
the mare folid bodies, cherefore procured, that the patient may not incur the hazard of tutfo- 
cation, and chac there way be'no greac occaſion of a convulſion, Bur Galen does more largely 
extend che ſenſe of choſe words of Heppocrater., And chough we ule no helleboce, yer he 
thinkes chemore tollid body of che kidneys ought to be Icoſened and mollified. Bur in fomen- 
rations, bachinp, and ſuttening, grear caution mult be ufed, for chree inconveniencies follow. 
In che ticſt place trequenc fomencarions effeminace che fleſh : alſo, by cauſing weakneſs, it 
weakens che expulſive facculty eſpecially, fo that it cannoc to wel quit x ſelf of what is maleſt- 
ful. Thudly, though I gran there may be greac occa(tons (O uſe thete medicamencs ; yer when 
che body of che kidnies is made effeminare aud ſotr, they become more apr co receive excre- 
ments trom the whol body, whence a celaps is occalioned, Bur che phy itian muſt uſe (fuch 
careand , that when chere is ule of baths and tomencacions, before he diſmils che 
parient, he may again ſtrengrhen che _ which bave been for a time looſened, and fofren* 
ed: leaft ( as Galen ſpeakes ) they be brought coa rheumarick dulpoſirion, which s noching but 
a facility and pronenefs co.ceceiveexcrements, tlowing thereto from the whole body. But how 
far the uſe of cheleſofteners muſt excend, ir belongs co the prudent and diſcreet phy fician co 
conſider. Moreover, the-laſt queſtion, has a cerca latirude. For the matter pcopoundeg, 
che conſent of the kidnies, with che upper and tower pares. Why the te parts, when che 
lefr kidney is troubled, ace more 'vexed, chan che 'righe parcs are, when the righe 
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diſeaſed kidney leeing it is ſeated inthe middeſt berwixc both. Ard in the firſt place when parrs 
are dileaſed, it 1s very good to know, whether they are affefted of rhemſelves,or by ſyn thy 
wich ſome other parts. And Hippocrates did not impertinencly at firft admonith, that che differ- 
ences of the pains inthe ſides or breſt,and other parts was to be oblerved,as 10 fome the parts be» 
hind che midrif and the ſhoulderblades are pained ; in others be thigh 1s nummed ; yea and in 
the ſame parrgthere is a difference of the paznes,for one pain 1s dul,the other ſharp,in which caſe 
che prudent conſideration of the Phy ſitian is deſited. For the comon people and tome unckilful 
phyſu ians, do frequently by miſtake areribure che cauſe of the pain toa catarrh,when i wholly 
belongs to the kidneyes, and al che cure 15 to be applyed rothem. And therefore Hippocrates an 
excellent Teacher;thus writes zThoſe who being diſeaſed in their kjgdnies, have panes about 1be 
muſcles of their backbone ;, if they ar iſe about the external parts, expe an inpoſtume out- 
wards, &c. Whereupon, the moſt Jearned Arculanus, amwng lignes of an impoſtumein 
the kidnies, eſpecially in che coares of the ſaid kidnies, reckons a difficulty in bending of the 
back, a troubleſome cough, and that the patient cannot eaſily ſtand or go upright. And yer 
many ſo affected, have been by pbyſitians cured as it they were croubled with a Catarrhe,whers 
by they have loſt al cheir labour. And amongſt the reft dilipnent atcencion ought io be given 
co what Hippocrates writes, touching the fundiy torts of d:ſeaſes which moleſt the kidneys. 
In explicating whereof, he writes thac among other eoncomitant frgns of diſeates'in the Kid- 
neys, are pains in the breſt and thighs, Yea verily many have been cured for the Pleuriſie, 
whenas the cheif cauſe of the diſeate was the Kidrey, enher having a ſtone int, or otherwite 
diſcaſed. Hippocrates celebrates rwo bums as chief cauſes of kidney diteales, viz. flegm, 
and choller, And it 15 co be obſerved, that great cate be had, leaſt rhe greatnels ot the kidney de= 
ceive us,eipecially tuch a greatoels as ſom Jong & hidden dijeate bas cauted.For a phylitien is of- 
ren thereby deceived, beleeving t):ac ir is a tumor in the ſpleen,and that thoſe paines which ariſe 
often under the baſtard cibs,are from che ſpleen,wheras chey proceed wholly trom the growth of 
the kidney. For difleGtton alone after the parients death declares, that which the Prudence of 
Phy lic130s could not attain unco, And thecetore in the fame part thereare tundry torts of pain. 
In the Kidney an heavy pain, and cwo waies heavy z, for that is trulyheavy which carries with 
it a {ence of h:avyneſs, and bareta odune, an heavy pain, is Oxeza, a ſharp pain. For both 
thele paines happen. The cculy heavy, it che ſtore lie 1n the ſubſtarice of the Ridnies, alſs 
if the ſubſtance of the kidneys be inflamed. An acute paine, when other parts than the 
ſubſtance of che kidnes are pamned, as the Coat incompaſſing the kidnizs (and it may be pain- 
ed by a ſtone contained in the ſubſtance of the kidmes by diſtentin , in caſe the 
ſollid ſubftarce of che Kidnies be diſtended) the inner cavity of che Kidney, che Veins and ac- 
recies which are terminared inco che Cavity of the kidnies and the oripmals of the Urerers. This 
is the Frue Jcumnene of Galen concerning the cauſes of pain in the kidnie.Concermirg which three 
occaſional queſtions may be asked. Furſt, Whether the kidney may be inflamed, without in- 
flamarion of ocher parts ? viz. The ves and Arteries, becauſe he faies chere isan heavy pain, 
ebac is wtth a {ence ot heavinets joyned therto, when the ſubſtarceot che kidmes is inflamed, web 
would not happen if che yeines and arteries were inflamed:for che pain would then be accure or 
ſharp. Secondly, W hecher or no when the veins ard Arteries are inflamed the pain waccute ? For 
ic ſeems nor. Thirdly, Whecher or noco make an acute pain, ic be 1:eceflary that al the fot e- 
{aid parts be atfeRted-cogether ar one and the ſame cime? viz. che inner cavity of the kidney, the 
mouth of che Urecers, che Veines , Arteries, and alſothe coatit felt; or chat they be af- 
tected (everally ? of which I ſhal dilpuce no more in chis place, but leave this ſcruple in the 
minds of che readers. I come now coche nummednets. 

There was long ſince a, prime Phyſirian ( as a mans reaſon and underſtanding is apt to mif- 
rake) who applyed remedies co one that had a nurnefs in his leg, as tearug that be would fal 
co the-palſie 5 uni] a more quick- ſired Phyſician, declared the numnels co be no beginning 
of the palſie, bur a ligne of a diſeaſe inthe kidney ot the ſame ſide. And atlaſt the truth was 
diſcovered. Lee Galen.and the Author of the bockof kidny dileates, doe a litcle vary, for 
chus laies Galen-. A numneſs is cauſed inthe thigh by reaſon of the conjurGtion of the veſlels 
reſting upon the back, viz. The vena cava,and the great Artery with the Kidnies and the thighs : 
for they ſhoor yery large intorhe Kidneys, buc into. the Joines they are nor inſerced large. Buc 
choſe who concere tis Kigueyes are coupled cothe-thighs by the Urinary paſlages, or meme 
brains,or nerves,or chepernoozxum, are untkilful in Anatomy. , 
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This is the opinion of che other Authorz» hen the ſtone is bred in che kidneys;char veine is af= 
efted which deſceyds unco the thighs: tor they are both trom one branch of the vena cava,which 
cure has diſt-1bured roche lower parts, Now che vein which goes intuche hight being filled, 
he nerve oc imu'cle is comprefſ:d4, whereupon the ammal ſpiric does nor paſs unto the gh. 
Here mention is made of the Nerves, bur in che ocher not, And one ching 1s co be noced which 
he lame Auchor ouſerves, viz. Thar in che diſturbance cauſed by a ſtone mn the kidney, one of 
xher of che teſticles is drawn back, according as the right or left kidiiey is aff.ted, And how 
hat comes to pals,they thew trom Anatomy, It remanes that we reaſon about the tubverſi- 
n of the ſtomach, and dithculcy of brearhmg. The kidneys ( faies he) are placed b-ſides 
he back-bo.ie, behurd che gurs and ftomach. Theretore a certain yiolenc diſtencion being 
nade in the kidneys, by che mtu il cies, he diteaſe patſesro the putts and ſtomach, and therce 
be diſorder alcead:ug the ſtomach is made lick.

Chap. I I. 
A Hiſtory of the Veneral Diſeaſe, 


BY concerning the original of this diſeaſe we ſhal ſpeak more hereafcer when we 
ſhal cceat of ics cauſes : now let us enquire into its nature, Which chat it may 
ſucceed mae happily, and chat ic may appeare, where lyes che coucrovertly ,L wil 
ficſt pcapcaund ics deſcription and hiſtory ouc of creditable Authors which then lived 
eſpecially Hieron Fracaſtorius, and Anton. Beniveninus. When thus diſeaſe was 
firſt made known, there roſe puſtles of divers kinds in che genial parts, fomcimes 
alſo che head, principally in che hairy part, ſomrimes alſo the forehead,neck,breaft, 
duggs, armes, and ocher pairs, and from thence did ſpred over the whol body, in 
ſome indeed chey were flac and low, bur on their turtace,when che tcales were 
fallen off, of a color forawhac red, and the fleſh under chem eppeared callous ; in 
others chey were like to warts, of a round figure, which grew to che magnirude ot an 
acorn cuppe whoſe _ alſo chey reſembled, and from theſe the lighter ſcales fal- 
livg off did hang forth a more ruddy fleſh, from wet did flow forth a virulent ichor 
and of a ſtrong ſme] 5 bur ſome were taken with HLrger puftles,* which did noc twel 
above the skin, which had thicker ſcales, from which allo did tlow a owore plenct- 
ful viculent macter,ard the {cales beg caſt, che fleſh appeaced more datk and tom= 
what livid. Some having white ſcales caken off,chere cemaired fomwhac like unto a 
skar, from which blood fomerjmes flowing, did fhew che difficult y of the cure, and 
it cepreſenred che likeneſs of a dry ſcabb, a dileaſe worſe than althe reſt, For 
though it did corcode leis, yer for ſpreading ic was worſe than the reft, and was 
diffuted inco divers places. Betides chole external puſtles there did riſe ochers in 
inceraal places, as in the mouth ,zjawes, noie, and the obicene paris, which curned 
to malignant and creeping ulcers which eat away che parts under them, ard in fome 
eat up the Noſe, in others the lipps, in ochers conſumed che Uvula, and perforated 
che palace, which cauſed their voice to be hoarle; neuher did chis evil ipare che 
bones, but cauſed rotrenneſs in chem, whence fome had their skul, others other 
bones ful of holes. Neicher did choſe puftles and ſigns of the diſeaſe appear only in 
the external parts obvious rothe eye, bur it was cbterved in ſome, that thole putties 
& filchy ulcers had pofleſt theu very bowels. They chac had chis evil abour thei up- 
per parts,bad vicious diftillations,which did ſorgrmames eat their palate,fſogrimes rhe 
Jaws and conſills, in ſome their noſe, and in others cheir eyes. Furchermoce tor 
the molt part cercain guramoſinies grew on their lumbs in great deformity, For ot= 
regtimes they were prommnent the bigneſs of an egg, oftencimes the {ize of a Loate, 
which being opeved, there appeared a whice mucilaginous mucous : that tenacts 
ous callus, happened moſt ot al in che Arms ard Thighs,in ſome ut was exulcerared, 
{omtimes x qpneinued whole uncil cheu death. There came allo cruel pains with 
exceeding corment, which were exaſperaced rowards nizht: but rhote pains did 
thew chemſelves about that part of the boues where is no fleth inthe Leggs, Woul- 
der=blade, abouc the collar-bone,in the ſhoulders, head, abour che forebead and 
temples, ſomcirges alſo in the breaſt bone, burnoc in the very joints, buc abour 
the muſcles and nerves. In which caſe nocwirhftanding there was great variety. 
For ſome had pains without puſtles, ſoge puſtles withcur pain, the greecett par 
wasaftected wich both, agd cruly choſe pains ſometimes went belorethe puftles, 
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The Vene- 


ſamrimes followed, and ſometunes roſe cogether with chem : in che incerim al parts 
ſhed, che body pined away, the appetite was dejedted, watchings, ſadneſr, 
contunualanger, anddefice of repole poſleſt chem ; ſomerimes a (mal Feavor 
accompanied chem, buc ſeldome : cheic blood, if a Vein were , was mucous, 
and cortapt, their ucine chuck, fac, and ſomwhar red without a Feavor, they wenc 
coſtool , and the excrements were mucous and dry, The ſhedding of the 

Hair 1s frequent inchis Diſeaſe, eſpecially in che Head, abouc the Temples, and 
the hinder past, alſo of che eybrows, and of che Beard in men z, oftentimes allo Bu- 
boes break forch in the groin, therefore called Veneral and Gallical, which ſome- 
times vaniſh again, ſomrimes grow hard, ſomrimes ſuppurace ; there riſe allo in 
the privities of Women knobs, and in men in cheit Arle-hole, beſides lomrimes chere 
happen chops and cletrs inthe hands and ftrer, and the thick Skin in che palme of che 
hands departs from the skin under ic 3 ſometimes allo che nails fal off: 
Ac laſt there happens {ometumes , that iv men @ viculent matter flowes 
through cheic yard, in women through cheir privities, which flux of viculeac 
matrer is commonly called che Gallical oc virulent cunning of the ceins, although in- 
deed it is not {eed, by which flux of che yard, che inward paſſage is exulcerated, 
andcertain caruncles do grow uw the urinary paſlage, whence they pifſe hoc,and chece 
is cauſed a dropping of che urine withpain, And this was the face of that diſeaſe ac ics 
ficſt cile,w<b as Hieron Fracaſtories celates,ſince that time (eems co be alcered, For 
almoſt cwency yeares afcer ics original there began co appear fewer puſtles, but more 
gumoſeties, aud che puſtles became dryer, and the paines more cruel. Six yeares 
atcer again chere was another change, for vow there were very few puſtles teen,and 
almoſt no pains, or much » bur many gumoſeries, and which ſeemed wen- 
derful in al, che thedding of che haire made men almoſt ridiculous, ſome appearing 
without beard, fome withour haic on their eyebrowes , ochers with bald paces, 
from whighghange Fracaſtorizs had good hopes, and did thuik that che old age ot 
this diteaie was now entring, and that ere long it would come to paſs, that ir could 
not propigathat (elt by contagion, becauſe the mater grew dayly thicker, in which 
both fewer, and weaker ſeminaries are produced : but his hopes did much deceive 
bim, and chis diſeaſe laſt even in cheſe cirge3, nay as lome think, *cis wel nigh worſe 


than ic was of 01d. 
CHAP. III. 


Of the Nature of the Veneral Diſeaſe. 


Ince then ſo greata Hodge-podge of diſeaſes and Symptoms appear in this affect, 
gd we muſt diligencly enquire whac che natuge of it is, of which divers Authors 
have their divecs opinions, and as Epipbaniys Ferdinandus wrices of this buſineſs, 
in Hiſt. Med. Hiſt. 17. the Authors which baye writ of chis Diſeaſe, alchough they 
amount corhe number of eighty (and perhaps more) are aj almoſt differing concer- 
ning the Efſence of this Diſeaſe, andevery one defines it at his own pleatuce ;, for 
whenas this Diſeaſe was unknown to the Ancients, nor deſcribed by chem, nor chey 
had por , as is uſually wont cobe, che opinions of the Ancientyto infift upon, eve-

That it is no 
aG1on hurc, he proves by this, becauſe the veneral viculency ic ſelf is thac which 
kurcs che actions ; neither is it any quality cn becaule che qualities changed do 
follow che ations huct,and beſides to many dileaſes are ſeen in this virulency which 
are rot Sympcomes. Bur Aurelivs Minadoxs himſelf, when he had cezeted al che 
opintons & fefinitions of others, ar lengeh he firs himſelf co make a perfect definicion 
and coexplain che nature of this evit. Bur firſt of al Chap. 16. he preſuppoſes this 
as che pround of his opinion, viz. that the French Diſeaſe ought nor co be defined 
by a quality bur rather by che name of a body for this reaſon,becauſe ic paſſerh from 
one body to another, which is che propriety of bodies nor of qualicies, and becauſe 
ic touch2th other bodies,tor none bur bodies can touch, and be couche again, as La= 
cretizs hath it. Apain, if ic were a quality, it were eicher maniteft, oc occule, no 
maniteſt one, as he proves rightly by many Argumencs z but chat ic is no occule 
quality he bc ings no ſpecial Argument, bur repeats the general one, becauſe *cis mas 
ved from place co place, and roucheth ocher bodies. 

This preſuppoted, afrerwards Chap. 30. he affirmes the Veneral viculency 
to be forawhat corporeal inrernal, and truly a ſpirit ora vapor, for chis cealon, be- 
cauſe *is carcied,commuicated, and parcicipared in avery ſhort ſpace of cizve.

to their own and patiencs damage have found ictcue, For when they followed

che tame 'Fioravanti, adds, that he night befhemore cerrain of this buiſuefs, 
he bred up a Sow in his houle, and added co al her meat ſomewhat ot hegs fleth! ard 
that wichin few dayes het briſtles and hairs feloff, and ſhe became tul of puſtles ; 
then, thac te ted a dog tor cwo monrhs only with fleſh, which atierwards be- 
came ful of pains and puſtles, and loſt his haic.«'' "From which experiments hecun- 
cludes,” that every vii g creature if it be nouriſhe with the fleſh of ics own fpecies 
' wil be caken wichthis diſeaſe, which at this day is called the French : and he thinks 
chis is the very cauſe, that chis diſeaſe is epidemious in the Indies, becauſe thete are 
thote man=earers, which do feed on mans tlefh., -':: & } 
But truly I do wonder that fo many lalians and French, who have writ of this 
diſeale have made no menrion of chis cauſe, neither does che relation of char old 
Neapolitan feem co fir with the time) 'For char dijeale washor known in the year 
1456. ar'which cume Fobn the Soni of Renanes, ' Duke Andegawenſis, waged War 
againſt Alpbonſus King ot Naplery; bur'in the War which Charles che eight King ot 
France, . waged with. Alpbonſus Kingof Naples abonr the yeare 149; or 94. then 
ve itbe, chat if a creature noneiſhe with the fleſh of thoſe Of 1&8 own kind, be ta» 
wich puſtles' and pains, and iluffer che falling -off of che'tmit, yer the queſtion 
ſtil would be, whecher chat diſeaſe be the very" Veneral difeale, and ſuch as may 
be transfered by contagion 6 othets;- and eſpecially by Venery. For the eflence of 
the veneralidileale dock nor contiſt-in-puſtles, 4nd the failling of the hair, buc in an 
occultmalignicy, by which alſoirs' ulcers :do Uffer from other /ukcers. Yer ic 1s 
ealy fot anyone co make cryal, of char whith Fioravanti experienced. And ifthe 
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buſineſs ſhould be confirmed by experience, chat if an anumal nourifhe wich che fleſh 

of ics kind, do contratt this diſeaſe, thence a realon may be rendered, why chus 

diſeaſe is endemious to the people of India, to wit,becauſe irs inhabicancs do feed on 

mens fleſh : alchough-here we meet wich a doubr, tor al che people of India ace noc 
men-eacers,and rherefore we muſt ice our of che Hiſtories of the Indies, whe- 

cher this ditcale be endemious amongft che men=eaters only, oc amongſt che other 
people of che Indies alſo. 

Andreas C eſalpnus, lib. 4. de morb. Cap. 3. writesthat he hath anocher Hiſto- _,, 1... 
ry of the orginal of thus diteale, delivered by chem who were prelenc, ro wit, from ( eſalpinur. 
an Aretine toldier, who ſerved in thac war; he relaced that cbere a rown in che 
Veſuvian Mount which is called Suma, where there is plency of generous wine which 
is called Caudy wine, which was privately left by che Spaniards in the nighe, when 
the French had beſieged ic, bur chey infected chew wine by che mixture of blood 
which chey drew trom them which were fick in the boſpital of Sc, Lazarus ;, and 
the French mea entering in, when they had filled chemſelves with chat wine, 
co be ſick ot diſeaſes and ſympromes, like unto the Elephancialis, Bur if this wece 
true rather the Elephanciaſis chan che venecal diſeaſe had been thus raiſed, ; 

Aurelius Minadous de Virul. Vener. Cap. 30. propounds a peculiar opiniop, 47 elus 

& holds chat chis virulency did firſt break forth from themoſt filchy wombs,of moſt Minadows. 
impure Harlots, and for this cauſe, becauſe no body char hath lived cleanly,or that 
hath converted wich a cleane woman, 15 taken with thisevil : bur he chinks this evil 
proceeded ficſt, when women were made very unclean, when they had received a 
various mixture of ſeeds. For as faith he one ſort of mear,is the cauſe of health ma 
good ſtomach, bur variety of meats doth oppreſs che ſtomach, and breeds an acid 
and nidorous crudity, andevery where heaps up excremencs; {ſo one feed only is 
familier and wholſome for one womb, and cauſerh fruitfulneſs, on the concrary che 
mulcicude and variety of ſeeds, doch ſo affect che womb, char by its corrupeion ic 
produceth bad,nay che worſt ot excrements, 2nd frum chat ſordid ſubſtance there is 
a corruprion hard to be explained, or pucrefaction which doch generate ſuch vene- 
nace excrements. Buc when. as he mighreaſily underſtand, that choſe cambling 
lufts were in ule nor only in the war at Naples, bur long betoce when there was pub- 
lique Brochel Houles at Rome, and yer there was no ſuch diſeaſe raiſed ; he would 
have his opinion co be underſtood rot ofany women, bur only of che Indian. For 
chey by che mediarion of the Heaven, Air, Waters, and choſe places, by cheu pe- 
cular torm of feeding did contract this poylon, which afterwards by Columbus, 
and the Spanith Army was diſſeminated 1n France, and hence chrough che whole 
world. But chough ic muſt nor be denied, chat che conſtrumon of bodies is divers 
in divers Countries,and I remember char I have read mn che Hiſtories of Navigation, 
T hat when cercain people of Exrope, bad found certain Echiopian Lafles playing on 
che {ea ſhore, and had layn with them, preſancly ſome of chem died ; yer how che 
buſineſs is1n America, is worthy of furcher inquiticion ; and it there be any ſuch 
faulc in thoſe women, cis probable that comes co pals, not ſomuch from the com- 
miſtion of divers ſeeds, bur rather as many Authors cepore, from chis, That if any 
one have todo with a woman 1n India whules ſhe hath her courſes, he his taker wich 
chat diſeaſe; for chat whenas *cis every where unwholſome, and cherefoce allo was 
peculiarly and ſeverely forbidden the Jewes by God mn boly Writ, may in a ſpecial 
manner be huccful un che Indies. 

Therefore lecring cheſe pals, let us hold faſt chis, which is granted by al, cthac The Vene- 
chis diſeaſe ac this day is no ocherwiſe contratted, bur by contagion, and chiefly by r@/ diſeaſe 
lying wich choſe chat are infeted, whence delervedly doth Gabriel Fallopius de #8 contrac- 
morb. Gallic. Cap. 13. Wirtcily deride choſe women, who when they were ſick ted only by 
ofthe Veneraldiſeale, nevertheleſs did boſt chemfelves co be chaft, and ſaid chey con» Contagion.

neicker are thoſe Chyrurgioos and Phylitians which cure the veneral Diſeaſe, and 


dayly converſe with the lick,any way infeRed ; and if chis Dilexle were contagious 
by breathing and at a diſtance, che whol world wouid ere now have been French, 
and the Diſeaſe would be morechan Epidemious, as one writes; yet if any one 
ſleep in bed with one infeted, that he do receive his breath very neer, I wil not 
promiſe him free from this evil ; whenas I know, Wives that have been infeRed 
by theic Husbands ſick of the Phehilick, and afcerwards died of it. 

This contagion after cis received into the body, ſaies not in thoſe parts in 


which it was firſt received, but after the manner of other poyſons, penetrates into 7, 
the innermoſt parts of the body : and truely oftentimes diſcovers itſelf preſently, ,,,,.,,. y doth 


within a few daies, ſomtimes lies hid a long while. And Fernel:izs writes, 


ty years paſt, and for ſo long ſpace the fewel of the diſeaſe does lie bid as dormant 
and nevertheleſs they who think theroſelves free from al hure, and that chey ar 
perfealy ſound, docorrupt thoſe with whom they lie, and beger an Ifſue poſſeſt 
with that Diſeaſe. The ſame is witneſſed by Fobn Philippus Ingraſſizs. And 
Hercules S4xonia de lue Vener. cap. 11. relates that he cured an Illuſtiffimo,who 
had knobs of che French Diſeaſe came out upon him, five and ewenty years after 
he had taken the Diſeaſe. 

Bur what parts chis virulency doth principally affaulec, we ſaid formerly 


Authors did diſagree, where we treated of irs ſubjeA; many indeed do hold,that [bat parts 
this virulency is chiefly an adverſary ro che Membranes, becauſe the pains do are c:12ft; 
moſt of al ariſe about the Perioſtia, and external parts, where are many Mem- affett-d. 


branes, inthe head, Legs, Arms, breaſt-bone, and in chem the perioſtium being 
eaten off, are raiſed knobs. But not only the Membranous parts are aﬀeRed, bur 
others alſo,as the Buboes, Tumors, Ulcers in divers parts, rottenneſs of che bones, 
falling of the hair, runniog of the Reins do teſtefie. And therefore we muſt en- 
quire for 2 more common ſubjet, which we ſaid above was the Liver, and tbe 
fimilac parcs dedicated to nutrition, and that have conſent with the liver,; for af- 
ter the contagion hach pierced as far 2s the Liver (chough in the interimir may 
cortupt the parts neer unto that, by which che Contagion was received) and hach 
imprinted a Malignant diſpoliuon on that, Sanguitcationis hurt, and a Malig- 
nant quality is impriated on char blood, which is generated in the Liver, and fo 
with the blood are generated Malignant Humors, which whenas they are trouble.

And from thence the nouriſhment in the whol 
body is hurt, from whence are raiſed ſpores, Tumors, and divers bunchings cut, 
Ulcers, falling of the hair, pains,and other evils 
The defini- At length out of al thoſe things which have been ſaid hitherto of the Nature 
tion of the and cauſes of the veneral diſeaſe, we make this definition of this Diſeaſe. The 
weneral diſe veneral evil is an occult Diſeaſe, and peculiarly Malignant, taken by infeRtion, 
eaſe. and is infeRtious, chiefly an enemy to the Liver and nutritive faculty, and there- 
fore nutrition being hurt in the whol body, ic raiſeth divers Diſeaſes and Symp- 
tomes.

Of the Differences of it, 


he Dj Y ſome indeed there are reckoned up very many Differences of this Diſeaſe, 
yd a and by Braſſavola, 234. but many of them unproficable ; the moſt neceſſa- 
ry and profitable are theſe. 
Firſt of al, as concerning the very eſſence of the Diſeaſe whenas 
that is unknown, from that of it ſelf, we can raiſe no difference : yet be- 
cauſe its aRtivity depends on that eſſence and occult quality, theſe differences are 
fercht from thence, becauſethe aRivity of this diſeaſe is ſomtimes greater, ſom- 
times leſs. And Phyſitians have ubſerved, that ſomtimes after unwholſome Co- 
pulation, the French wr 1-106 wa bave preſently come upon men, but ſomewhat 
gentle, and a little while after have ceaſed again, without the adminiſtration of 
any remedy ; but ſomrimes moſt grievous Symptoms have preſenly come on them, 
TY _- the evil bath been rebellious, and could by no means or very difficultly be 
At its firſt cyred. And the writers of this diſeaſe re port, That this Diſeaſe when it firſt ap- 
riſe this diſ- peared, bad far more grievous Symptomes, than row it bath : but what was the 
eaſe ws Cauſe of this buſineſs, is not ſo clear. That might happen fuſt of al, from the 
more grie= diſpoſition of the bodies that were infeted. For whenas itappeared firſt in the 
Vous. Camps at Naples, and chere was 2 great ſcarcity of proviſion, and a famine, 
doubtleſs in thoſe bodies alſo, there was proviſion of evil Humors for Diſeaſes, on 

which when this contagion fel, there it took ſtrength and increaſed : beſides this 

_ make ſomwhat to that buſineſs, that in. che beginning, the cure of this Diſ- 

eaſe was not ſufficiently known, whence it came to paſs, that this malignity al- 

waies grew worſe. This happens alſo inthe Plague, of which the more there die, 

the poyſon alwaies grows the more vehement. For the nega is fermented as 

itwere, and exalted in the bodies of the fick, unleſs it be oppoſed and overcome 

by Alexipharmacal means.

Chap. 5. Of the Differences of it. 


Secondly , its Differences .are taken from the ,, canſes | and man- 
ner of comagion while ſomtimes the Veneral Diſeaſe is hareditary, and 
is derived with the ſeed and blood from the parents to the Ifſue : but ſomtimes 
afcerthe birth , is communicated by Copulation, Kiſſing, Milk, Garments, and 
the like. 

Thirdly, the third Difference is taken from the Diſeaſes and Symptoms ſaper- 
venient, that this Diſeaſe is ſomtimes with Buboes, ſomtimes with runniog of 
the Reins, ſomtimes with falling of the hair, ſomrimes with pains of the joynes, 
ſomrimes wich other Sympromes; neither do the Sympromes which follow it, and 
ſhal afterwards be reckoned up amongſt the ſigns, alwaies appear the fame in al 

ple : and Euftachins Rudin writes, Lib. 5. de Morb. occult, Cap. 9. That he 

ath obſerved a thouſand times, that many young men have on the ſame day co- 
pularted wich one and the ſame whore, and yer notwithſtanding one hath been 
caken with the running of the Reins, another with a Bubo, anocher with 
rottenneſs, another with pain in the Head, another with falling of 
the bair, and another with another different preternsrural affet; which 
doubtleſs happens, by reaſon of the various indiſpoſition of bodies, and weakneſs 
of parts, and variety of Humors. For weak parts do more eaſily receive vicious 
Humors, than the . And one body is more clean, another more foul, avd 
abounds with theſe, or thoſe Humors, which when they are corrupted by the 
venenate Humor, do cauſe theie or thofe Diſeaſes and Sympromes : therefore if 
we ſhould number up the Differences according to the variety of Diſeaſes, and 
Sympromes, which are ſomtimes joyned tdgether and complicated, ſomtimes 
Fewer, ſomrimes more, we might make very many indeed, of which as was ſaid 
even now, Braſſavola reckons up 234. more Nicely than profitably. 

Fourrhly, the fourth Difference is from the time, that this Diſesſe is ſomtimes 
new, ſomtimes inveterate, one in the beginning,another in the augment, another 
in the ſtate, and another in the declination. 

Out of which, and eſpecially from the Difference of cime, and the variety of 
Diſeaſes, and Sympromes that accompany this Diſeaſe, Fulianus Palmarins,

cp. 4. The Firſt and lighteſt degree is, when only the hairs of the Head and diſeaſe. 


beard do by little and litrle fal off, wirhout any other hurt of the body. The 
Sechnd degree is worſe, when the whol Skin is ſpread over wich many ſpots noe 
bunching out, and thoſe ſomrimes ſmal, like to a lentil ſpeck ; ſomrimes much 
broader, and both, ſomtimes red, ſomtimes yellow. The Third degree is yet 
more grievous, when not only ſpots but true puſtles and bunches break forth, 
firſt of al indeed abourthe forehead, and Temples, and behind the Ears, then 
every where in the Head, and at length in the reſt of che body. The Foarth 
degree is, when row the Diſeaſe being inveterate, ic aſſaules and corrupes the ſo- 
lid parts, the bones, Ligaments, Membranes, and Nerves. Io which there are 
colleaed many thick, Futioons, and maligne Excrements, which whea they reſt 
about the tendons, orthe Perioſtia, and prick and pul the Membranes from the 
bones, there are wont to be cauſed implacable pains, growing worſe rowards the 
nighr, from which Excrements alſo by degrees do grow hard knobs, wich far 
greater torment, which are equally hard as the bones. Which if hey be fixtin 
the bones, they do ſo enlarge and diſtend them, that the bones oftentimes become 
of a monſtrous bulk and figure : moreover that malignity and Acrimony doth 
by degrees cat away, and with rottenneſs conſume the bones, and forthe moſt part 
not hurting the Skin that lies oyer them : and Palnarivs writes there, that be 
hath ſeen many in whom the Pericranium, and the Skul under ic, bath been found 
wholly eaten or putrefaRion, and conſumed with rottennels as far as the 
dura mater, the Skin of the Head hl hurt at al, without any Feanre, ond

wards night than at other times of the day. The freſh color of the Face is chan- 
ged ſtrangely, and ſome write, that there is a Livid circle appears ander their Eyes, 
{uch 2s we uſually ſee in Women that have their Courſes : there is added to theſe 
2a {adneſs, fear, and thoſe that before were merry and jeſting, become fad and 
nlive without any cauſe. All which figns are of greater force if the Gigos of the 
eneral Diſeaſe did go before, and vaniſh withour any convenient, and ſutficient 
means. Andtruely if this evil be contrated by Copulation, and hath nor ye; 
lainly poſſeſt the Liver, bur ſticks yer inthe Privities, then chiefly this Venecal 
Diſeaſe at its beginning, diſcovers it ſelf by the running of the Reins, Ulcers in 
Privities, and buboes, for when that Malignant vapor, is firſt of al communicate 
co-the Teſticles 4nd genital veſſels, the ſeed is corrapted, and the generation 0 
ſeed is depravedinthe genital veſſels : whence inſtead of gvod ſeed there is ge- 
nerated a ſtinking and corrupt Humor, which doth irritate Nature to expulſion, 
From whence alſo the Gonorrhza, alchough impropetly ſo called, is eafily di- 
ſtingoiſhed from that ranming of the Reins which is not French, becauſe this galli- 
cul is joyned with a great heat, and pzin, ſomtimes alſo with an Inflamation of the 
Teſtictes, and Veſlels reſembling a variz; the matter which is caſt forth is fac 
different from ſeed, viz. Yellow, green, Acrid, corrodiog the glans ; neither doth 
itycild co thoſe Remedies, with which a true Gonorrhea is cured. Next of all 
there appeare paſtles inthe Privities abour rhe bigneſs of agrain of Millec, and 
ſoritimes they compaſs the whol Ring, which when they are broken, there re- 
main white Ulcers which it proceſs of the Diſeaſe grow deep and callous, of di- 
vers cotors, and with pain joyned with chem. Thirdly, alſo Buboes ſhow forth 
themſelves in chis Diſeaſe ; for thoughfortimes the Buboes do precede an Ery& 
petzs or a Roſe, yet then there went before thoſe cauſes which do effeRt 2 Roſe, 45 
fear, frights, anger, and che bubo isexrended rowards the Thighs, as it were by 2 
red line, and 2 little after the Eryſipelas breaking forth, ir vaniſheth-;, bur if che 
Bubo be Veneral, *ris notextended according to the longitude of the Thigh, but 
rather obliquely, © and imirates the fituation of che ſpermatick Veſſels... For id 
enwholſome Copulation rhe ſeminal veſſels are eaſily firſt of al infeted, which 
whenzs they have cheir' Original from che Vena Caya nor far from: the Liver ie 
felF. thac virufency is eafily communicated to the Liver,which being affected drives 
it back again by che fame wiies from it ſelf, from whence are cauſed both the Bus 
boes, i the ranning of the Reins. And thus theſe two Diſeaſes are far the molt 
licated, and being Joyned are a ſure ſign of the yeneral Diſcaſe, and one 
Fiiting, che other is of force; bur ifchis evil be contracted wichoue wboriſh Go 
pulation, ant if by kiſſing, there are Ulcers raiſed aboutche mouth, - if Siiog 
ck to _ OT i, ere are i ations about the breaſts, ;

the face, head, beard, whol body, but eſpecially about the privities and hips.

18. reports that he ſaw at Barciconia a Span= 
nifh Souldier, who by the Fcench Pox fuffered a rottenneſs of Skul, and afrec- 
wards fel in;o an epilepſy, thac filch diſtilling from his rotten skul, ard pricking 
che membranes of his brain, from which norwichftanding he was freed by cautert- 
zing his Skul with a hoc Iron ; and Foreſtzs lib. 7. Obſervat. 9. in ſchol. relates 
ofane infected with the French Pox, though he ſeemed ro be wel cured, yer was 
a iC&ted with a long and continual paine of his head, which could be cured by no re- 
me dizs, til at laſt his Skul being opened, there was found under it,upon the dura ma= 
cec ſo nwhi black like a wevil, which worm? wt. eq it was caken away, that pain cea* 
(ed,noc returned no more. And Fobannes Scbenckins ex D. Georg. Garneci oþ- 
ſerwat. relates of one ſick of che French Pox, that was il cured, who was taken with 
a gceat inflamacion in his palate, in the ſive*like bone, in his uvula, andalche 
buucing parts, which pcetently curh?2d coa Gangrene, and chat to a cancergrhat every 
day he voided tcmwiar, of thole corrupt and purtrefied parts, and the uvula, and 
nexc parts, being ticſt of al caſt focch, ar laſt he - go chcough his mourh his very 
brain with a moſt noylome ſtink. And Felix Plateruys, lth. t. obſervat. makes 
mention ofan Abbur who by the French Pox was made blind, deaf, and dumb, 
who could no ocherwile underſtand and perceive the meaning of others, bur if chey 
with cheic finger or a peice of wood drew lerters, expreſſing ſome lencence upon his 
bare arme, from al which ſingly perceived he madea word, and from many words 
a ſentence : Gad che juſt Judg doth ſomtimes puniſh wandring luſt, with fo grie- 
vous and horrid a puniſhment. 

As concerning the differences of this viculeacy, alchough ics formal efſence be un-

oc arty nay ſome of chem nor long after died, But we know the vehemency of this 
evil, if as was {aid even now, ſome be preſently infeted, if cae pain be moſt cruel, 
if the ecolion pierce co the bones, if many purridand ſtinking excremenrs proceed 
every where from che body. For by how much the evils are che more, and more 
grievous, by (o much che power of this viculency is che greater.

The colour of the x uſtles 
was between black and green, as much cormenting the ſick with the fight of them, as 
with cheir pain. Therefore al people did ſhun the lighe ot themgznd lo abſtain from 
couching them, as 1n no diſeale belidess But Fracaſtorius his hopes deceived him, 
for as yer we donor {ee chis diſeaſe grow 01d, muck lets ceate, and though the filtht= 
neſs of the ulcers and puſtles be more tolerable, yer in pains" and cormenes 1t is 
grown more cruel, as the lame Palmarins wrues. Iris more hkely, thar as Jong 
as thoſe copulations and converſings with infeed people, and wandering lufts ſhat 
indure, ſo long alſo this dileaſe wil laſt, aud be propagated by col-ragion. For 
ſuch isthe natuce of this poylon that ic dorh not fuddenly kila man, inthe ineerim 
choſe who are ſick of chac diſeaſe, are infet'ious thoſe waies, of which we ſpake be- 
fore, Whenastheretore there ate every where many, whoare poluted with thar 
diſeaſe, and others converſe with them, there is yet 1.0 hopes that this difeate ſhould 
ceaſe ere long, whenas che effe&t doth tot ceale. wnlels the caulete taken away, 
Neither is that reaſon firm enough, which {ome who ate v4 a contrary opii120n do 
alledg; for they ſay whenas this diſeale is a contagion preternatural ard viclerr, ir 
muſt neceſſarily have an erd, whenas thoie thicgs which ate preternatural ard vio- 
lent have nor perpetual cauſes, and therefore n:uſt needs ceale co be ; but the an» 
{wer is eaſe ; nothing indeed that is preternatural ard violent, 15 of it felt perperual, 
yerifche cauſe be perpetual, that allo may be perpetual. Theretorethough as the 

lague is ſometiwes extirguiſhed, ſo this dileale allo miphe be, it the fame diligence 
wereuſed, which is in preyersing and curing the plague, as was ſaid before: yer 
becauſe there are alwaies men, whoare ſick of chis diteale, ard can inteft others, 
and others do not abſtain from their ſcciety, even this difeate ſhe] continue to long, 
asthac contagion ſhal laſt. And therefore Erftachius Riding rightly of this fub- 
je, Lib. 5. de Morb. occult. Cap. 11. writes, if there were one prince cf the 
whol world, or one conſpiracy of many of them againſt this diteate, by the help 
of pbyfitians chis diſeaſe might be wholly routed cur; vize if they whoare tick of 
chis dileaſe, weie al commuced cophyſitiars co be cured, in ihe mterim were remo= 
ved from the ſociety of other men, and the ſame vere dere with the wfefted with 
this diſeaſe,as is wont to be with thole 1nfeted with the plague cr leprotie,theie were 
hopes this diſeaſe might be excirpated; & tor this caule toogbecaule the Vereraldiſe 
eale is not contagious at a diſtance as the plague 1s, bur tor the m.oft parc is con muni* 
cated by copulat ion,ſomtimes by kiſſing and garments, Bur here 15 no diligence uſed, 
and as the (ame Rudius ſaith, Theeves, robbers, and murderers, ard ciher wicked 
perſons are ſharply puniſhed, bur publique whores ful of chis diteale,and whodaily 
deſtroy more than a thouland men, & polute whol Fanulies and Cues, ate cheriſhe, 
imoothed up with flatecies, and kepc gallancly. Bur leaving thele, lec us ice whac 
may be forecold of every parcicular daeated parient. 

1. The Yeneral diſeaſe for the moſt part of ic ſelf, is a difeaſe of long continu» 
ance, for this reaſon, Becaule the livec principally, and ihe nutritive taculty is 
infeted in ic. Burt Galenceaches rightly, 5. delo. affef#. Cap. 2. Fhar of dit 
eaſes of the heart al people die moſt ipeedily, of affects of the brain more lowly, 
bur the hike is lopgec protraGted whenthe natnial ations are burt; ard though the 
veneraldileaſe be alio malignant, and 1s cot undelervedly reckoned amongſt poy= 
ſons in us kind, yet ics power inaGting is far flower , than thar of other poyions :

Henas *cis ſafer to prevent a Diſeaſe, chan to cure ic, ſome Phyſitians en- 
deavor to teach, by what means one may himſelf clear, chough he 
have had to do with an infefted Woman. Of which bufineſs Fallopivs treats in 
the whol Chaprer, 89.de Morb.Galli.ard he writes that be ſhould ſeem co bave done 
nothing unleſs he reach, how one ſeeing a handiome Woman, and lying wich her 
though ſhe be infefted, may be preſerved trom che French Diteate : and he cals the 
immorcal God to witneſs, that he bath made ctryal of itio cen thouſand men, and 
none of them was infeted : and he propounds there ewo medicaments, by which the 
Contagion received may preſently be drawn forth, difſipared,oc dryed up. Hercules 
Saxonia, propounds the ſame, de hue Vener. cap. 16. and does very much com- 
mend chem, and as Atrrelivs Minadows ſpeaks of this buſineſs, many confide chac 
being guarded with thoſe Medicines as with a buckler, chey may enter the moſt 1n- 
feed whores, and freely ramble al che world over. Euftachius Rudins, alſo 
propoles the like Medicamenrs, Lib. 5. de morb. occult. cap. 13. Bur indeed I do noc 
belecve, that thoſe things can be caught with a good coutcence, by which ſo many 
ren ace encouraged to luſt, whem perhaps che fear of this Diſeale muighc have fri 

ted from ic 3 and therefore we wil ſay nothing of theſe Medicines ; buc gy =o. 
Minadows thinks they themſelves are deceived, thar teach ſuch things, Cap. 31. de 
Virulentia Veneres. Where he overthrows Fallopius foundation, who thinks that 
this Diſeaſe is only communicated by the leaft puculen: bodies, wi:!ch if chey be 
wiped away, extracted, diflipared, chis Diſeaſe may be rurned off, and he ceachech 
that the Contagion doth not only encer by che external parrs of che Privicies, bur al- 
ſo chiefly by the interval, and runs through the Body, and thac che infeRted Vapors, 
and ſpirits do paſs through the incernal porofities, and are admirred by the Veins 3 
and therefore no man can promiſe himielt heal:h and fafery trom waſhing, which on 
ly reaches to the external parts, nor from other Medicaments outwardly applied, 
neither can ſuch exrernal Medicaments take away the Pollution conceived within, 
The ſafe way therefore co avoid this Diſeaie is to abſtain from whores, and to 
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remember thee Whoremonpers and Adulcerers the Locd wil judg, who yet w wo 
alſo ropunith them in chis Lite, with chac moſt filthy Diſeaſe. 

Yer Ful. Galmarivs, hach another way of prevention of this Diſeaſe, ro wit, by 
internal Medicaments, and he wrices that he hath found our an antido:e or a Muller, 
by che uſe of which mens bodies are rendered late againſt chis Diteale, yec he entrears 
and conjures al Phytirians and Chyrurgeons, that they do nor communicate and 
meke known that Medicie 1n obedience co luſttul people, ard that they make nor 
themſelves foſterecs of luſts, bur to them only who muſt neceſlaryy converte wich 
thoſe chatare ſufpected or defiled. Bur he delcribes that Antidote, Lib. x, cap. 8. 
and chis 15 it, 

Take of the Amuwlet for the Pox, and of old Mithridate, by Galens deſcription, 
of each ſix drams;C on{erve of the flowers of Bugloſi,of broom,of Boſemany of each 
three drams ,, mix them, give one dram, or adram and anhbalf, or wwo drams at 
the moſt, in the morning two bours before meat, eight or ten dates together. 

Buc if any one ſu{pect humtelt co be infected, he admonitkech chat be earneſtly 
uſe a greacer care for prevention : thetetore let him rake of the Alexipharmacal Me- 
dicine even now deiciibed lwallowing a dram, or a dram ard aw halt in the mornuyg 
and before ſupper, tor eighr or cen dates rogether, whole Vercuce char ir may reach 
the eafier ro che more cemate parts, when they have 1twallowed it, *is expedienc 
they drink pretencly afcer xt tomwhat of chis Julep, by which as ics vehicle ic coay be 
carried into every Palr's

Firſt of al, whenas this Diſeaſe is occule, and Malignant, chief enemy coche Liver 
and nucritive faculcy, cherefore ic affords a kind of genercial indicacion, buc no ipe- 
cifical and proficable one can be had from chence, and therefore only experience, 
which hach found our Medicines working by an occulc qualicy, hath admitted 
prone Medicines in this Diſeaſe : and unleſs che Spaniards had received trom che 

ians ſuch Medicaments, as Lignum Sanctum, Sartaparilla, China Root z and the

diſeaſe, ace not found our by reaſon, bur only by experience. 

But whac choſe medicaments ace, Phytitians again do nor fully agree. Many put 14/1, they 
cheir greacreſt hopes in Quickſilver, and think that che only and proper Alexiphars ,,.. 
macun of the Veneral diſeaſe; others dowholy reje&t ir, of which ſhal be 
{poke hereatter. Ocherg, and moſt men indeed, undestake che cure of this diſeale 
with che ule of Guazacum, Sarfaparilla, China root, Saffatras wood ; and ochers 
doubc of theſe very things, nay tome deny chac this daeale can be overcome by che 
uſe of Guajacum only and che like, and cherefore chey chink cheric verrue ought ra 
be quickned and increaied by che mixture of other chings. Fuel. Palmaries hib. de 
lue Vener. cap. 13. diſtioguiſhechand thinks thac Guazacum is noc of ſo greac 
focce char that alone can wholy I coor, and al che deadlineis of che vene- 
ral poyſon z neither that ic 15 {o weak, that ic can do nothing withoug the help and 
conjunction of other chings 3 be wrices indeed chat by che ute of char alone, che hu= 
mars being conſumed, al che {ympcomes of the diſeafe wil at length be allaied, and 
wholly lie hid, buc yer che viculent caine of che difeale which 1s alceady in che ſolid 
parts, 15 not avercome, and wholy excunguiſhed in moſt people by chat remedy ;, bus 
chat che deadlineſs of the latenc poylon be wholy extinguiſhc, and thac the cecuro of 
the diſeale be prevenced, he chinks other alexipharmaca co be nl 
which opinion doubcle( he received from bis Maſter Fernebaes, for be wrices thag 
he, as in lib. 1. de. le Vener. cap. 7. did firſt dare ropromile a perfect cure of the 
French Diſeaſe withour che ule of Quick=1ilver, and thac he cook care for the Come 
poſition of many Alexipharmaca ac his Houſe, which he gave againft chis 
poyſon with Guajacum, and fomtimes withour it, and as he wriues in the 
a Cap. 7. cwo of thele medicines which he found co be moſt 
excellent and efhcacious, he by the addicion of other medicines bath ceduced inco 
one, Which hicherco never failed any man. 

Bur whenas theſe medicaments are compounded of common Alexpharmaca not 
proper co this diſeate, we ſhal not propoſe chem in che firſt place, bur heceafcer 
we thai ipeak fomwhat of chem, Bur in che ficft place, we hal creit of 
choſe chings which moſt Phyſicians have bicherco uled, and which Jong experience 
hath now confirmed co be alexipharmaca of chis diſeale, by che uſe of which un hath 
been a long cime oblerved, chac noc only the vitious humors have been emptied , and 
che {ympromes deſtroyed ; bur the very coots of the diſeaſe have been up, thar 
it could no moce returne. Of which fort ace your pock” wood, farfaparilla, China 
root, Safſafras-wood, of which we wil now ſpeak.

Oviedus a noble Spaniard, who writes of chings in the Indies, is cwo fold ; the one Guaja- 
which is commonly known, called Guajacum , the other which is called che ho- ,,,, 

ly wood. Fort by many theſe rwo woodsare raken for one and the ſame, F771, boty 

yer che forementioned Author, doth diſtingwſh them both by cheir macks and pla- ,,,,1 

ces, concerning which tee Fallopius de morb. Gal. cap. 39, yet whenas both 

woods have the ſame force co overcome che French diſeate, ( chough ic be reporred 

that the holy wood be of greater force againſt arricular dileales, and orhers, and , 
the holy wood is now a days ſeldom brouphe over ro us) weſhal only ſpeak of 

Guajacum. G Amongft 
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A mongſt other new [lands found our in former Apes, chere is one alſo, which 
the Spaviacds the diſcoverers have called by rhe name of Hwſpaniola : whenas the 
Veneral dileaſe was reparted to be indemious there, and the d:cottion of a certam 
wood is eſteemed there the only remedyot char diteiſe, which at chis day is called 
guajacumybe by the inhabicanes is pronounced wich gaping Huajacum. The Spamards

ons 1s wont to conlift unchanged ci] ir comes co irs tul age, and he'fth : aud theretore 

chouph che fame innate heat and radical moiſture be alwaies mn Guajacum , 

on Which ics vertues do depend, yer becaule inthe yorg and tender wood, thac 

veriue 15 as it were over whelmed, and reſtrained by che aburdarce of moiſture, 

that wood which is the yonper 1s leſs efficacious, than chat which is now ofa ful 

confirmed growth : and rheretore for the cure of this diſeaſe, we muſt not chuſe 

that wood which 15 yellowiſh, or that is of a box colour, or that which is cut of a 

tree noc fulgrown, or from the boughs, as being lets ethcacicur; but rather chac 

which is ſomewhat black, becaule that is more roziny, and abounds with that fac 

How the and balſcmy tubſtauce, i which doth chietly relide chac verrue oppoſite co veneral 
age of tbis virulency. Ir is good cherefore co know th? ape of this wood, thar we may choole 
wood is to the moſt effettual. Forthar indeed which hach the inward parc black, and islovg 
be diſcerned waies divided wich clefes as it were with cerrain lines of a duskiſh colour, gathered 
into blackiſh rounds, that 8s ethcacious, bur yer %us ſuch as is cut off either trom the 

arms of crees, or certainly hath noc yer atcained its ful macurity, and therefore *cis 

of leſs efficacy : for choſe kind of Lues go theretore appeare becaulc that facty ſub- 

ſtance, which doth chietly relzde th the middle crunk of thetree, is rot yer (o plen- 

riful, as tofil upal che incernal parts of the weod : but that which is black al over 

the incernal parts, che {uperfictzs only being whitiſh, that if ic be ſound, weighty, 

and odorous, and pruk the tongue wich a light acrimouy, and ether 15 not divi-

Empiricks cal it the wild holy wood : but whereas he finds no where in Authors this 
twofould difference of domeſtick, and wild ; he rather thinks i acquires theſe qua- 
licies from che nacuceof che (oil. 

Alſo rf the barke be thick, andcleave fo to che wood, that ic can ſcarce be 
led and parted from it, the wood is good : bur if the Bark be eaſily ſeparaced from che 
wood, either *ris old, or periſhe by falc water : allo it che wood appear fatty whiles 
ic iscaſped, and chac beg maſticated doch bice, and leave a bicterneſs behind it 3 
and whiles ic is cur, it appeare ſolid with an even ſuperficies, not cough and ful of 
holes, the wood is good. 

The Bark of this wood is endewed wich great acrimony and birterneſs , and The 
cherefoce dries, atrenuares, and digeſts moce powerfully chan the wood ; bur be- barkof 
cauſe chat occule vertue which is oppoſite to this difeale, is rather in chat fatry and Guajacums 
moiſt, and balſamical ſubſtance, the wood is alwaies preferred before the bark ;and 
beſides the bark is not ſo conveniencly given in hoc and dry bodies. 

As concerning che verrues of Guajacun, it is hot and dry,as may be perceived from 
ics taſt , ſmel, and acrmony , and thac in the ſecond degree, and *cis alſo of thin The vertzes 
pom when ic hath power to actenuace craſs chings, to cu and cleanie clammy of Gnaja-

to open obſtrutions, to move ſweat aud urine, and codiflipace and cums 
uperfluous cold bumors : buc this pockwood is nor chiefly given for chole qualicies 
whenas there ace tound in Exrope mcdicaments endewed with thoſe qualicies, chac 
was no need to tranſport them our of the Indies ) wy 9. yr tor chat pe- 
- culiar and occule power. By which it is oppoled co the Veneral virulency : and 
cculy al phyſicians almoſt doe agree thac pockwood doth deſerve the ficſt place a- 
mongſt che alexiplarmaca of the veneral diſeaſe : for h Fernelius would 
ſomewhar leſſen its vertue, becauſe al thatace affected with chis diſeaie are noc cu- 
red by the utc of ic, yer chisis no ſufficient cauſe, ſince there is found no ſuch 
alexipharmacum , or other medicine which can cure diſeaſes paſt hupe. Buc 
this wood is by an occulc qualicy and propriety oppolite to the Veneral vicu- 
lency ic ſelf, and is a friend to the radical moiſture, and natural baliom , 
which doch moſt of al ſuffer by this virulency inimicous to che nucricive fa= 
culcy 3; and doth ſo ſtrengthen it, chat ic hath been obſerved, chac chole alſo, who 
had a liver, and whol babic of body hot and dry, and who have been almoſt conſu- 
med wich che veneral diſeaſe, as was ſaid before, by che ule of the decoction of this 
wood, though by its heat and dryneſs adverſe tothem have been reftored, and be- 
come beter babiced and moce corpulenc. Some indeed have dared to wrice,that the 
decoQtion of cthis wood doth nourith as much as chicken broach : bur theſe ſeem to 
me, to be exceſlive inthe praiſe of chis wood : for though ic be a vegecable, and per- 
haps may leave ſome alimencal juyce inche decoction, yer I chink no body chac 1$ 
in his right mind wil eaſily deny, that a chicken hath noc more conventent nouriſh* 
ment for a man,than Guajacum, bur chac ſome after chis diſeaſe become more corpur j{7,.her 
lent, is accidenral z for whenas by reaion of che Veneral viculency nucricion was pock-wood 
burr in che whol body, when chac is diicufſed and excinguiſkr, che body begius a= 4, nouriſh.

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che priſick, Veneral diſeaſe, fcab and other diſeaſes, bodies extenuaced, have 
been ceſtoced again, and made fart by che ute of chete decottions, yer this comes ro 
p#ſs not of 1c ſelf, becauſe chete decottions havea nucricive faculty, as ocher nou 
riſhments, bur by accidenr, mas much as they cake away the caute vt leannels., In 
peulick bodies the cale 15 plain; for whenas thac wafting ot che body proceeds from 
an ulcer of the Lungs, the ulcer beg dried up by the uſe of Guajacum, rhe body 
begins ro be wel nourithe again : che tame happens 1n ot her dieates, as the French, 
the Scab, and chelike-. For whenas chac leannets, and confumprion doth proceed 
from bad nouriſhmerr, bur bad nouriſhment for the moſt part from acnd and falc 
humors, wtich do both conſume che good blood, and hinder the agglurmacion of ir 
to the body, thole vittuus humors being waſted by the decottions, and diicutled by 
{weats, the bodies begin co be nourtſhe wel again, nay grow far. 

Bur this wood hath not only an alcerative power, and by its occulcqualiry to ex- 
cinguiſh char malipgnicy of the Veneral vicutency, imprinced borch on the humors, 
and che ſohd parts, bur alſo co evacuate, both ſenſibly by tweating, and inſenfibly 
by inſenfible cranſpiracron : and therefore the way of curng the French 
diſeaſe by Guajacum, ard medicimes of affinity with chat is moſt in uſe. For 
though by reaſon of the length ot the cure, and the pains of ſweating, and che flendec 
dyet, it cauſe ſome trouble cochem : yer ic is far ſafer than that way, which 1s by 
quickſilver, where if chere be an error, che patient is inno imal danger. 

Mediciner Bur there are prepared our of Guajacum dw:rs medicaments, and thoſe ether in 
made out of a liquid forme, orin a folid, and in ſubſtance: buc thoſe given in a liquid forme, 
Guajacum, are moſt effectual, whenas they are eaſily deduced ico attard penecrate inco the 

whol body,and do irricae che expulſive tacuity of al parrs to caſt off whar is butetul: 
bur m a ſolid forme, whenas chat parc in which che verrue of the medicine dock 
cherfly retide, is nor yer ſeparated from the earthy and chick pare, tis noc ivealily 
deduced into att, The decottion therefore as moſt convement 1s molt in ute : yer 
if any by reaſon of the continued ule of this medicme be weary of it, and never- 
theleſs do feare leaft there be ſome reliques of the evil humor remaining, or cheir 
courſe of life wilno longer admic of the uſe of the decoction as ic ought to be raken, 
ro {uch, medicines made our ot this wood, may be given in another torm.

IWine is inveterace with an evil habir of body, and a cold matrer predominatic : afrer this 
" manner eight ounces of the bark of the beſt holy wood groflely poudered being in- 
fuled in forty ewo phylical pints of the beſt whice wine, for rwo days, the wine 

being firft heated and alwaies kept hot thoſe ewodays in a double veffel, or in the 

aſhes ; afterwards with a ſlow fireboyl it away in a double vetlel, co the confump- 

tion of che chicd pare,which let the lick make ute of,borh in the morning inſtead of a 
ſyrup,and for bis drinkat meales,lec him rake in che morning {even ounces, an hour 

afrer move ſwear : bur ar dinner,and ſupper let him not exceed fourteen ounces, Buc 
chough we grant that wie 15 moſt commodiousroexcrattthe vertues of vegecables, 

' yet thiscannocbe denied that by boyling the ſtrengeb of wine doch vaniſh, and 
when the {pirit is exhaled, there is letr a nauſeous phtegme lels proticable chan 

lain fimple water. And cherefore I am of that opinion thar eitherrhe wood 1s co 

boyled in water, and towards the end, che wine is to be added, or ee che wood 
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is only to be a long while infuſed in wine, or to be boyled in a double vel- 
ſel, that nothing be loft, but by no means co the Conſumption of the third 
art. + 
: Therefore moſt commonly and rightly the decoRion is made in pure water, 
which doth both a little cor:eR the Heat and drineſs of the Medicine, and further 
the diſtribution, and provocation of ſweat, yet if the body, and eſpecially the 
ſtomach be cold and weak, and the Patient accaſtomed to wine, Wine is not un- 
tably mixe with it, as was ſaid even now, and ſhal be faid hereafter ; for by 
the admiſtion of Wine the ſtomach is leſs burr, and the vertue of the Medicine 
doth the eaſier penetrace iQ al the parts. 

And a different proportion of the wood to the water is obſerved accordingto The propor- 
the age, conſtitution of the body, and ſeaſon of the year, and they take ro twelve tion of 
pound of water, from three ounces of the wood to twelve : for if the ſeaſon of the wood to the 
year and the body be hor, 'is ſafeſt, ro take a leſs quantity of the wood, and in a rater. 
longer time to perfeR the Cure, than by too ſtrong a Medicine co damnete the pa- 
tient, eſpecially ar the beginning of che cure, and before the ſuperfluous Humors 
inthe body be abated, and ſweat begin to flow eaſily and exquiſitly, and the pa- 
tienc be accuſtomed to the DecaRion, afterwards by degrees you may take more 
of the Wood, which unleſs it be obſerved, the Patient is eafily brought into dan- 
ger. And Euftachins Rudizs writes, Lib. 5. de Morb. occult. Cap. 13. That he 
hath ſeen patients who by this error,viq. too great a quantity of the wood given on 
the firſt daies, have fallen ivco a Feaver, that afrerwards they have been forced to 
abſtaine from the uſe of the decoRion, to their great detriment : but where there 
is no ſuch thing to be feared, in thoſe of ripe years, we commonly add to one 

nnd of the wood raſped orturned ſmal, twelve pound of water, in an earthen 

efſel glaſed, and let it infuſe twenty four hours in a warm place, afterwards the 
veſſel being wel covered boyle it with a gentle fire, til half, or the third part re- 
main, and let the decoQtion cool in this veſſel ſtil covered, afterwards ſtrain 


it.

ſafely Raiſons, Liquoriſh, or Sugar. 

Some alſo in thoſe who have a hot and dry Liver,do add towards the end of the 
decoQion a root or two of Succory,one or two handfuls of Endive, Sowthiſtle:bur 
whenas ſuch decoRions are to be continued along while, we muſt have a care leaft 
by the admiſtion of ſuch things they be made ingrateful, and provoke nauſe- 
ouſneſs inthe Patient : beſides whenas for the moſt part there is boyled at one 
time DecoRion enough tor many daies, but the addition of ſuch Herbs doth 
canſe, that the Decoction wil not laſt ſo long, to prevent this, ſach herbs are to 
be added not to the whol decoRion, but to about one pound of it, 

Some not unprofiably, eſpecially ro thoſe accuſtomed to it, and whoſe ſto- 
mach is weak, do 24d towards the end of the decoQtion three pound of a ſweetiſh 
white wine 3 ſome prepare the whol decoRion in wine, but not ſo rightly : for the 
beſt part of the wine doth evaporate in boyling, and there is left an ingrateful 
Flegm as was ſaid before. 

Aurelius Minadows, alſo doth admoniſh, that the decoRion of the wood is to 
be given with a vehicle, which may direRtthe vertue of the Medicine to the parts 
principally aﬀeRed; and the Head moſt of al affeQed we muſt mix Cephalick 
things ; the Reins afteRed, things Nephritical ; the Liver, Hepatical ; the Spleen, 
things Splenitick. Which as we do not wholly diſallow of, ſo we do not alwaies 
think it neceſſary, whenas the vertue of the decoRion doth eafly of it telf pene- 
trate into the whol body : but we muſt chiefly have a care, leaſt by the admiſtion 
of ſuch Medicines, rhe decoQtion be rendered nauſeous and ingrateful co the Pa- 
tient; which when he himſelf alſo conſiders, he admoniſheth rightly, that ſuch 
Medicines are more commodiouſly taken by themſelves reduced into a pouder, or 
Bolus,or ſome other forme, than mixt with the decoRion z but we ſhal ſpeak here- 
after of compound decoRions.

But others not withour cauſe do here admoniſh us, that ſuch Medicines are lefs 
effeanol, and thar many, who were newly infeted, when as they hoped for 
health by the uſe of ſuch Medicaments, by that delay and liogring and weakneſs 
of the Medicine have tallen into moſt grievous evil : for as was ſaid, ſuch Medi- 
cines do leſs penetrate into the body, Yer towards the latter end of the Cure, 
when the evil is almoſt overcome, and 'tis only feared, that there may remain 
ſome evil diſpohtion, and the long continued drinking of the decoRion of the 
wood is nauſeous to the patient, ſuch Medicines may be uſed ro conſume the re- 
liques of the diſeaſe. 

An extra of this wood is more commodiouſly prepared, and out of that pills, Ay extra# 
or rowles : but after the uſe of it there is need of raking ſome liquor, by whoſe of Guaja- 
vehicle the extract may be diſtributed and carried into the whol body : nay theſe cym. 
extradts, according to the opinion of Hercules Saxoma, have ſcarce fo great 
trength as ro overcome this diſeaſe if it be very great and ancient, but the deco- 
ion is deſervedly preferred before them. 

Hercules Saxonia de lae Vener. cap. 27. writes that the oyl is ſtronger, and be The oyl of 
thinks the whol Alexipharmacal power of the wood is placed in this Oyl, and he Guaj Kt 
relates that he hath proved by experience, that by the benefit of this oyl ; the 7 
greareſt znd ancienteſt diſeaſe hath been overcome. But he gives it divers waies, 
in waſted bodies with milk, in others of a hotter temperament, with Conſerve 
of Roſes, or whey of Goats ; in Melancholly with conſerve of Burrage or Bug- 
loſs, in Flegmatick with Conſerve of Betony, in thoſe that have knobs with Tur- 
pentine, and two ſcruples for a doſe. But doubtleſs it was not oyl which Saxonia 
gave, bur a liquid extraRt or TinQure as they cal it. For no oyl is diſtilled from 
rhis wood by an Alembick ; but that which is diſtilled by a retorr, or deſcent by 
an open fire, is found to be ſuch, that it cannot conveniently be given into the bo- 
dy, nay ſcarce with ſafety. ELD

Ext to Guajacum, that Root challengeth che firſt place in curing the Vene- 

ral diſeaſe, which ſome call Spartam Parillam, ſome Salſam Parillam ; the 
Spaniards Sarſam Parillam, by reaſon of the Gmilicode which it bath with the 
plant called rough bindweed. By reaſon of its thornes *cis called Sarſa, (for Sar- 
fa in Spaniſh ſignifies Bryers or Brambles) but by reaſon of its leaves, and boughs, 
Parilla, that isto ſay the thorny vine. ny Fallopins de Morb. Galli. Cap. 63. 
is of that opinion, that it is truly the rough bindweed, which grows every where 
in Italy, and he writes that by the nſe of it, he bath with happy ſacceſs freed ma- 
ny from the French Pox. D1oſcorides alſo Lib. 4. Cap. 139. writes thus of the 
rough bindweed, its leaves and fruit being drank before, and after, are antidotes 
againſt deadly poyſons; and befides 'tis delivered that if ſomwhat of them pou- 
dered be given to anew born infant to drink, no poyſon ſhal afterwards hurt it. 
But grant jt be ſo, thatthe Italian rough bindweed can do ſomwhar agaioſt this 
diſeaſe, as alſo againſt other poyſons, yer be himſelf grants, that there is no light 
difference betwixt this and the Indian, 

But Sarſaparilla grows in Peru, inthe bedges, as rough bindweed, the white 
and black Bryony, and hops do in Europe. The Root creeps far up and down 
by the Earth, that *cis oftentimes above (ix cubits long, which gathered into bun- 
dles is brought over to us. The good and freſh is white, ſolid, by: that which is 
reddiſh, and poudery when 'tis broke,is leſs effeual.

by experience, that many have been: cured by the uſe of it, without Guajacum, 
and becauſe 'tis more Temperate ; and moderatly hor, and without any acrimony, 
bitterneſs, or aſtrition, or ſmel, but hath a certain obſcure ſweetneſs, it may 
ſafely be given to al conſtitutions of body , and al Ages; beſides *cis of thin 
parts, provokes ſweat, dries eminently, reſiſts putretaRtion, waſts ſuperfluous 


" humidity, ſomwhat looſneth the body, and therefore is wont in ſome ſort to 


weaken the ſtomach ; but though Guajacum be more powerful and efficacious, 
yet Sxcſa in this exceeds chat wood, that ic hath an eminent power to allay the 
French pains, chough never ſo accute and ſtubborn, by reaſon of its exceeding 
renuity, -penetrating and laxative vertue: and Fl. Palmarius writes, that no 
pain can happen ſo contumacious and ſo-continual, which at lengrh ic doth nor lay 
aſleep and overcome, if any one uſe the decoRion of ir for a long time and con= 
ſtantly. Nay al knotty French Tumors ſo they be not bony, in what part ſoever 
they are, are Roored ou: by the uſe of it, their matter being melted and caſt forth 
by ſweats, or at the leaſt waſted and emptyed by inſenſible perſpiration: and Fal- 
lopuus writes in the alleaged place, that if after the diſeaſe is overcome there re- 
main Ulcers, Clefts about the Arſehole, that Sarſaparilla will hesl them ſooner 
by halfthaon the Indian wood, and in a ſhort time alſo the moſt hard knobs are 
diſcuſſed by ir. Yer ſome admoniſh here, that by Guajacum indeed this diſeaſe 
may be perfectly cured, and that al things are found in Guajacum, which are 
neceſſary for the cure of this diſeaſe, but that ſarſa doth not alone, _ mixt with

As concerning its vercues, *cis neither ſtrong in ſmel, nor caſt, and rhereſoce chere 
isno excels of it in heat and cold, buc *cis rather cemperarte, oc it cherebe any exceſs 
in icy -*cis rarher in cold z yet *cis dry in the ſecond, of chin ſubſtance, yer wich a 
certait aſtrictive power, and a kind of ſubſtancifical moiſture, ſo that by rheuſe 
of ic men do grow Fat, Whence alſo the decoivnn of ir doth eaſily fowr. When 
ic was ficft brought over by the Portugalsinto France and the neighbouring provin= 
ces, it was wonderfully cryed up by the Merchanes, as being of chin parts, and 
having power co digeſt, to more urine and twear, to cunſum Excremenrts of al ſorrs;, 
ro clenſe the Bowels, free from obſtruftions, clear the bluod trom corruption, to 
take away pains in the Joynts, to be good for the Venereal diſeaſe, and becaule *is 
cemperate, ic may ſafely be given co any age, fex ; any time of che year, and to 
thoſe chac ace feaveriſh ; al which faculcies whenas they are noc in Guajacum, 
ſoine of chat cicme ic was made uſe of noc only for checure of ocher diſeaſes, ' bur b.-4 
for the cure of che pox ic was preferred before Guajacum. Which very thing cauſed 
chat Charles the fitth Emperour, being ſick of a moſt grievous Gout, was the ficſt 
almoſt chac would maketryal of che ute ofchis Roor, upon the advice of ſoine Phy- 
ſitians. Bur experience afterwards lefleved char tame z and Ful, Palmarius wrues 
of this buſineſs de he Vener. Cap. 14. that many co their grear derrimenc have pre- 
ferred this root before Guajacumgand that he bach found by experience,thac alſo ina 
very ftcit diex ic hath been uneffectual agaioſt chis diſeaſe, oftentimes alſo the ſto- 
mach is ſeen to become ſo moiſt with che uſe of is decottion, and che Native heac 
oppreſt, that a great Liencery, and crudicy hath often followed in thoſe who had 
but weak Fuell for cheic implanced hear. Betides theſe diſcommodicies and faults, 
he writes alſo chat ic doth ofrencimes cauſe twelling of che Spleen and hardneſs, in 
thoſethat uſe it long 3 neither doth he granc ic co have extraordinary vertue agaihſt 
this diſcaſe eicherby irs whol ſubſtance or occult qualicy, when as alter che uſe of ic, 
they who chaught themſelves wel, do dayly fal into a relapſe of the ſame Diſeaſe.

From whom Felix Platerus doth not much diſſent, who P!/*aſe+ 
writes that Mercury by its occult qualities and propriety contrary to this diſeaſe, 
doth quel the Venenate quality of that diſeaſe, but this cannot fimply be admit- 
red, for when as there are three things inthis Diſeaſe, firſt of al that Malignant 
quality imprinted on the parts dedicated to nutrition, and eſpecially on the Liver, 
or an occult Diſeaſe ; Secondly, vitious Humors, generated in the Layer evilly 
affected, and polluted by this Maligniry : Thirdly, Diſeaſes and Symptomes which 
are raiſed every where inthe body by thoſe vitious Humors, we do not deny in- 
deed that Quick-filver may conduce ſomwhat to the Evacuatiog of the vicious hu- 

mors, as ſhal be ſaid here after, and hence alſo to the taking away of the Diſeaſes 
and Sympromes which do ariſe from them ; bur that it doth overcome the mali 

nant and virulent diſpoſition it ſelf, which is the property of an Alezipharmacum, 
is that which we deny. For firſt of al experience doth not confirm ir, neicher 
hath that Alexipharmacal yertue of Mercury been hitherto proved by any one, by 
any ſolid argument ; but whatſoever it performes, it doth by falivation and vio- 
lent purgiog, which is not the property of an Alexipharmacum, for otherwiſe al 
Medicines purging vitious Humors ſhould be called Alexipharmaca.
